16 And the Lorp God commanded the 
man, saying, Of every tree of the gar- 
den thou mayest freely eat: 

17 But of the tree of the knowledge of 
good and evil, thou shalt not eat of it: 


for in the day that thou eatest thereof

18 § And the Lorp God said, J 7s not 
good that the man should be alone; I 
will make him a help meet for him. 

19 And out of the ground the Lorp 
God formed every beast of the field, and 
every fowl of the air; and brought them 
unto Adam to see what he would call 
them: and whatsoever Adam called 
every living creature, that was the name 
thereof.

18 Thorns also and thistles shall it 
bring forth to thee; and thou shalt eat 
the herb of the field : 

19 In the sweat of thy face shalt thou 
eat bread, till thou return unto the 
ground ; for out of it wast thou taken: 
for dust thou art, and unto dust shalt 
thou return. 

20 And Adam called his wife’s name 
Eve; because she was the mother of all 
living. 

21 Unto Adam -- and to his wife did

15 And the Lorp said unto him, There- 
fore whosoever slayeth Cain, vengeance 
shall be taken on him sevenfold. And 
the Lorp set a mark upon Cain, lest any 
finding him should kill him. 

16 " And Cain went out from the 
presence of the Lorp, and dwelt in the 
land of Nod, on the east of Eden.

conceived, and bare Enoch: and he 
builded a city, and called the name of the 
city, after the name of his son, Enoch.

he was the father of all such as handle 
the harp and organ. 

22 And Zillah, she also bare Tubal- 
cain, an instructor of every artificer in 
brass and iron: and the sister of Tubal- 
cain was Naamah. 

23 And Lamech said unto his wives, 
Adah and Zillah, hear my voice; ye 
wives of Lamech, hearken unto my 
speech: for I have slain a man to my 
wounding, and a young man to my hurt. 

24 If Cain shall be avenged sevenfold, 
truly Lamech seventy and sevenfold. 

25 § And Adam knew his wife again ; 
and she bare a son, and called his name 
Seth: For God, said she, hath appointed 
me another seed instead of Abel, whom 
Cain slew. 

26 And to Seth, to him also there was

22 And Enoch walked with God after 
he begat Methuselah three hundred 
years, and begat sons and daughters: 

23 And all the days of Enoch were 
three hundred sixty and five years: 

24 And Enoch walked with God: and 
he was not; for God took him. 

25 And Methuselah lived a hundred 
eighty and seven years, and begat La- 
mech : 

26 And Methuselah lived after he be- 
gat Lamech seven hundred eighty and 
two years, and begat sons and daughters : 

27 And all the days of Methuselah were 
nine hundred sixty and nine years: and 
he died. 

28 -§ And Lamech lived a hundred 
eighty and two years, and begat a son: 

29 And he called his name Noah, say- 
ing, This same shall comfort us concern- 
ing our work and toil of our hands, be- 
cause of the ground which the Lorp 
hath cursed. 

30 And Lamech lived after he begat 
Noah five hundred ninety and five years, 
and begat sons and daughters: 

31 And all the days of Lamech were 
seven hundred seventy and seven years: - 
and he died. 

32 And Noah was five hundred years 
old: and Noah begat Shem, Ham, and 
Japheth.

18 4 And Jared lived a hundred sixty

covenant; and thou shalt come into the 
ark, thou, and thy sons, and thy wife, 
and thy sons’ wives with thee.

20 Of fowls after their kind, and of 
cattle after their kind, of every creeping 
thing of the earth after his kind; two of 
every sort shall come unto thee, to keep 
them alive.

ND God remembered Noah, and ev-

2 The fountains also of the deep and 
the windows of heaven were stopped, and 
the rain from heaven was restrained. 

8 And the waters returned from off 
the earth continually : and after the end 
of the hundred and fifty days the waters 
were abated. 

4 And the ark rested in the seventh 
month, on the seventeenth day of the 
month, upon the mountains of Ararat. 

5 And the waters decreased continu- 
ally until the tenth month: in the tenth 
month, on the first day of the month, 
were the tops of the mountains seen. 

6 4 And it came to pass at the end of 
forty days, that Noah opened the win- 
dow of the ark which he had made: 

7 And he sent forth a raven, which 
went forth to and fro, until the waters 
were dried up from off the earth. 

8 Also he sent forth a dove from him, 
to see if the waters were abated from off 
the face of the ground. 

9 But the dove found no rest for the 
sole of her foot, and she returned unto 
him into the ark; for the waters weve on 
the face of the whole earth. Then he put 
forth his hand, and took her, and pulled 
her in unto him into the ark. 

10 And he stayed yet other seven 
days; and again he sent forth the dove 
out of the ark. 

11 And the dove came in to him in the 
evening, and, lo, in her mouth was an 
olive leaf plucked off : so Noah knew that 
the waters were abated from off the earth. 

12 And he stayed yet other seven 
days, and sent forth the dove, which 
returned not again unto him any more. 

13 4 And it came to pass in the six 
hundredth and first year, in the first 
month, the first day of the month, the 
waters were dried up from off the earth: 
and Noah removed the covering of the 
ark, and looked, and, behold, the face of 
the ground was א‎ 
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The flood. 

11 4 In the six hundredth year of 
Noah’s life, in the second month, the 
seventeenth day of the month, the same 
day were all the fountains of the great 
deep broken up, and the windows of 
heaven were opened. 

12 And the rain was upon the earth 
forty days and forty nights. 

13 In the selfsame day entered Noah, 
and Shem, and Ham, and Japheth, the 
sons of Noah, and Noah’s wife, and the 
three wives of his sons with them, into 
the ark ; 

14 They, and every beast after his kind, 
and all the cattle after their kind, and 
every creeping thing that creepeth upon 
the earth after his kind, and every fowl 
after his kind, every bird of every sort.

23 And every living substance was de- 
stroyed which was upon the face of the 
ground, both man, and cattle, and the 
creeping things, and the fowl of the 
heaven; and they were destroyed from 
the earth: and Noah only remained alive, 
and they that were with him in the ark. 

24 And the waters prevailed upon the 
earth a hundred and fifty days.

11 And I will establish my covenant 
with you; neither shall all flesh be cut 
off any more by the waters of a flood ; 
neither shall there any more be a flood 
to destroy the earth. 

12 And God said, This 7s the token of 
the covenant which I make between me 
and you, and every living creature that 
48 with you, for perpetual generations : 

13 I do set my bow in the cloud, and 
it shall be for a token of a covenant be- 
tween me and the earth. 

14 And it shall come to pass, when I 
bring a cloud over the earth, that the 
bow shall be seen in the cloud: 

15 And I will renember my covenant, 
which zs between me and you and every 
living creature of all flesh; and the wa- 
ters shall no more become a flood to de- 
stroy all flesh. 

16 And the bow shall be in the cloud ; 
and I will look upon it, that I may re- 
member the everlasting covenant be- 
tween God and every living creature of 
all flesh that 28 upon the earth. 

17 And God said unto Noah, This 8 
the token of the covenant, which I have 
established between me and all flesh that 
28 upon the earth. 

18 { And the sons of Noah, that went 
forth of the ark, were Shem, and Ham, 
and Japheth: and Ham 7s the father of 
Canaan. 

19 These are the three sons of Noah: 
and of them was the whole earth over 
spread.

9 Ἵ And they said unto him, Where zs 
Sarah thy wife? And he said, Behold, 
in the tent. 

10 And he said, I will certainly return 


_ unto thee according to the time of life;

11 Now Abraham. and Sarah were old 
and well stricken in age ; and it ceased to 
be with Sarah after the manner of women.

Therefore the name of the city 
was called Zoar.

24 Then the Lorp rained upon Sodom 
and upon Gomorrah brimstone and fire 
from the Lorp out of heaven; 

25 And he overthrew those cities, and 
all the plain, and all the inhabitants of 
the cities, and that which grew upon the 
ground. 

26 4 But his wife looked back from be- 
hind him, and she became a pillar of salt. 

27 4 And Abraham gat up early in the 
morning to the place where he stood 
before the 1032 : 

28 And he looked toward Sodom and

12 4 And the men said unto Lot, Hast 
thou here any besides? son in law, and 
thy sons, and thy daughters, and what- 
soever thou hast in the city, bring them 
out of this place: 

13 For we will destroy this place, be- 
zause the cry of them 18 waxen great be- 
fore the face of the LorD; and the Lorp 
hath sent us to destroy it. 

14 And Lot went out, and spake unto

4 And the captain of the guard charged 
Joseph with them, and he served them: 
and they continued a season in ward. 

5 "| And they dreamed a dream both of 
them, each man his dream in one night, 
each man according to the interpretation 
of his dream, the butler and the baker of 
the king of Egypt, which were bound in 
the prison. 

6 And Joseph came in unto them in 
the morning, and looked upon them, 
and, behold, they were sad. 

7 And he asked Pharaoh’s officers that 
were with him in the ward of his lord’s 
house, saying, Wherefore look ye so sadly 
to day ? 

8 And they said unto him, We have 
dreamed a dream, and there 08 no inter- 
preter of it. And J oseph said unto them, 
Do not interpretations belong to God? 
tell me them, I pray you. 

9 And the chief butler told his dream 
to Joseph, and said to him, In my dream, 
behold, a vine was before me; 

10 And in the vine were three branches: 
and it was as though it budded, and her 
and the clusters 
thereof brought forth ripe grapes: 

11 And Pharaoh’s cup was in my hand: 
and I took the grapes, and pressed them 
into Pharaoh’s cup, and I gave the cup 
into Pharaoh’s hand. 

12 And Joseph said unto him, This 
28 the interpretation of it: The three 
branches are three days: 

13 Yet within three days shall Pharaoh 
lift up thine head, and restore thee unto 
thy place ; and thou shalt deliver Phara- 
oh’s cup into his hand, after the former 
manner when thou wast his butler. 

14 But think on me when it shall be 
well with thee, and shew kindness, I 
pray thee, unto me, and make mention 
of me unto Pharaoh, and bring me out of 
this house : 

15 For indeed I was stolen away out of

26 The seven good kine wre seven years ; 
and the seven good ears ae seven years: 
the dream 28 one. 

27 And the seven thin and ill favoured 
kine that came up after them are seven 
years; and the seven empty ears blasted 
with the east wind shall be seven years 
of famine. 

28 This 28 the thing which I have spoken 
unto Pharaoh: What God zs about to do 
he sheweth unto Pharaoh. 

29 Behold, there come seven years of 
great plenty throughout all the land of 
Egypt: 


50 And there shall arise after them 
seven years 01 famine ; and all the plenty 
shall be forgotten in the land of Egypt; 
and the famine shall consume the land ; 

31 And the plenty shall not be known 
in the land by reason of that famine fol- 
lowing ; for it shall be very grievous. 

32 And for that the dream was doubled 
unto Pharaoh twice; ἐξ 7s because the 
thing 7s established by God, and God will 
shortly bring it to pass. 

33 Now therefore let Pharaoh look out 
a man discreet and wise, and set him 
over the land of Egypt. 

34 Let Pharaoh do this, and let him ap- 


point officers over the land, and take up 


the fifth part of the land of Egypt in the 
seven plenteous years. 

35 And let them gather all the food of 
those good years that come, and lay up 
corn under the hand of Pharaoh, and let 
them keep food in the cities.

14 4 Then Pharaoh sent and called Jo- 
seph, and they brought him hastily out 
of the dungeon: and he shaved himself, 
and changed his raiment, and came in 
unto Pharaoh. 

15 And Pharaoh said unto Joseph, I 
have dreamed a dream, and there 7s none 
that can interpret it: and I have heard 
say of thee, that thou canst understand 
a dream to interpret it. 

16 And Joseph answered Pharaoh, say- 
ing, J¢ 18 not in me: God shall give Pha- 
raoh an answer of peace. 

17 And Pharaoh said unto Joseph, In 
my dream, behold, I stood upon the 
bank of the river: 

18 And, behold, there came up out of 
the river seven kine, fatfleshed and well 
favoured ; and they fed in a meadow: 

19 And, behold, seven other kine came 
up after them, poor and very ill favoured 
and leanfleshed, such as I never saw in 
all the land of Egypt for badness: 

20 And the lean and the ill favoured 
kine did eat up the first seven fat kine: 

21 And when they had eaten them up, 
it could not be ete that they had

52 And the name of the second called 
he Ephraim: For God hath caused me 
to be fruitful in the land of my afflic- 
tion.

54 And the seven years of dearth be- 
gan to come, according as Joseph had 
said: and the dearth was in all lands;

8 J And Joseph’s ten brethren went 
down to buy corn in Egypt. 

4 But Benjamin, Joseph’s brother, Ja- 
cob sent not with his brethren; for he 
ae, Lest peradventure mischief befall 
him. 

5 And the sons of Israel came to buy 

corn among those that came: for the 

famine was in the land of Canaan. 

6 And Joseph was the governor over 
the land, and he ἐξ was that sold to all 
the people of the land: and Joseph’s 


1 brethren came, and bowed down them- 


selves before him wth their faces to the 
earth 0 
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Joseph's advancement. 


37 4 And the thing was good in the 
eyes of Pharaoh, and in the eyes of all 
his servants. 

88 And Pharaoh said unto his serv- 
ants, Can we find such a one as this 2s, 
a man in whom the Spirit of God 7? 

39 And Pharaoh said unto Joseph, For- 
asmuch as God hath shewed thee all this, 
there 18 none so discreet and wise as thou 


art: 

40 Thou shalt be over my house, and 
according unto thy word shall all my 
people be ruled: only in the throne will 
I be greater than thou. 

41 And Pharaoh said unto Joseph, See, 
I have set thee over all the land of Egypt. 

42 And Pharaoh took off his ring from 
his hand, and put it upon Joseph’s hand, 
and arrayed him in vestures of fine linen, 
and put a gold chain about his neck ; 

43 And he made him to ride in the 
second chariot which he had; and they 
cried before him, Bow the knee: and he 
made him ruler over all the land of 


Egypt. 

44 And Pharaoh said unto Joseph, I 
am Pharaoh, and without thee shall no 
man lift up his hand or foot in all the 
land of Egypt. 

45 And Pharaoh called Joseph’s name 
Zaphnath-paaneah ; and he gave him to 
wife Asenath the daughter of Poti-pherah 
priest of On.

88 And the man, the lord of the coun- 
try, said unto us, Hereby shall I know 
that ye are true men; leave one of your 
brethren here with me, and take food for 
the famine of your households, and be 
gone: : 

94 And bring your youngest brother 
unto me: then shall I know that ye are 
no spies, but that ye are true men: 0 
will I deliver you your brother, and ye 
shall traffick in the land. 

95 Ἵ And it came to pass as they 
emptied their sacks, that, behold, ey- 
ery man’s bundle of money was in’ his 
sack: and when doth they and their fa-

CHAPTER 1. 


1 The children of Israel, after Joseph’s death, do 
multiply. 8 The more they are oppressed by a new 
king, the more they multiply.

Pharaoh commandeth the male children to be cast 
into the river, 


OW these are the names of the 

children of Israel, which came into 
Egypt; every man and his household 
came with Jacob. 

2 Reuben, Simeon, Levi, and Judah,

5 And all the souls that came out of 
the loins of Jacob were seventy souls:

7 4 And the children of Israel were 
fruitful, and increased abundantly, and 
multiplied, and waxed exceeding mighty ; 
and the land was filled with them. 

8 Now there arose up a new king over 
Egypt, which knew not Joseph. 

9 And he said unto his people, Behold, 
the people of the children of Israel are 
more and mightier than we: . 

10 Come on, let us deal wisely with 
them ; lest they multiply, and it come to 
pass, that, when there falleth out any 
war, they join also unto our enemies, 
and fight against us, and so get them up 
out of the land. 

11 Therefore they did set over them 
taskmasters to afflict them with their 
burdens. And they built for Pharaoh 
treasure cities, Pithom and Raamses.

21 And Moses was content to dwell 
with the man: and he gave Moses Zip- 
porah his daughter. 

22 And she bare Aim a son, and he 
called his name Gershom: for he said, 
1 have been a stranger in a strange 
land. 

23 9] And it came to pass in process of 
time, that the king of Egypt died: and 
the children of Israel sighed by reason 
of the bondage, and they cried, and their 
cry came up unto God by reason of the 
bondage. 

24 And God heard their groaning, and 
God remembered his covenant with Abra- 
ham, with Isaac, and with Jacob. 

25 And God looked upon the children 
of Israel, and God had respect unto

ND the Lorp spake unto Moses,

2 Speak unto the children of Israel, 
that they turn and encamp before Pi-ha- 
hiroth, between Migdol and the sea, over 
against Baal-zephon: before it shall ye 
encamp by the sea. 

3 For Pharaoh will say of the children 
of Israel, They are entangled in the land, 
the wilderness hath shut them in. . 

4 And 1 will harden Pharaoh’s heart, 
that he shall follow after them; and I 
will be honoured upon Pharaoh, and 
upon all his host; that the Egyptians 
may know that I am the Lorp. And 
they did so. 

5 Ἵ And it was told the king of Egypt 
that the people fled: and the heart of 
Pharaoh and of his servants was turned 
against the people, and they said, Why 
have we done this, that we have let 
Israel go from serving us?

23 And he said unto them, This zs that 
which the Lorp hath said, To morrow 8 
the rest of the holy sabbath unto the 
LorpD: bake that which ye will bake to 
day, and seethe that ye will seethe; and 
that which remaineth over lay up for you 
to be kept until the morning. 

24 And they laid it up till the morning, 
as Moses bade: and it did not stink, nei- 
ther was there any worm therein. 

25 And Moses said, Eat that to day ; for 
to day zs a sabbath unto the LorpD: to 
day ye shall not find it in the field.

9 4 And he made the court : on the south 
side southward the hangings of the court 
were of fine twined linen, a hundred 
cubits : 

10 Their pillars were twenty, and their 
brazen sockets twenty ; the hooks of the 
pillars and their fillets were of silver. 

11 And for the north side the hangings 
were a hundred cubits, their pillars were 
twenty, and their sockets of brass twenty ;

4 And he shall bring the bullock unto 
the door of the tabernacle of the congre- 
gation before the Lorp; and shall lay 
his hand upon the bullock’s head, and 
kill the bullock before the Lorp.

2 Or if a soul touch any unclean thing, 
whether ἐΐ be a carcass of an unclean 
beast, or a carcass of unclean cattle, or 
the carcass of unclean creeping things, 
and if it be hidden from him; he also 
shall be unclean, and guilty. 

3 Or if he touch the uncleanness of 
man, whatsoever uncleanness {7 be that a 
man shall be defiled withal, and it be hid 
from him ; when he knoweth of 7¢, then 
he shall be guilty. 

4 Or if a soul swear, pronouncing with 
his lips to do evil, or to do good, whatso- 
ever 7t be that a man shall pronounce 
with an oath, and it be hid from him; 
when he knoweth of 06, then he shall be 
guilty in one of these. 

, 5 And it shall be, when he shall be 
guilty in one of these things, that he shall 
confess that he hath sinned in that thing: 

6 And he shall bring his trespass offer- 
ing unto the Lorp for his sin which he 
hath sinned, a female from the flock, a 
lamb, or a kid of the goats, for a sin 
offering ; and the priest shall make an 
atonement for him concerning his sin. 

7 And if he be not able to bring a 
lamb, then he shall bring for his trespass, 
which he hath committed, two turtle- 
doves, or two young pigeons, unto the 
Lorp; one for a sin offering, and the 
other for a burnt offering. 

8 And he shall bring them unto the 
priest, who shall offer that which 7s for 
the sin offering first, and wring off his 
head from his neck, but shall not divide 
at asunder : 

9 And he shall sprinkle of the blood of 
the sin offering upon the side of the 
altar; and the 7 the blood shall be 
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the burnt offering. 


and the priest shall burn wood on it 
every morning, and lay the burnt offer- 
ing in order upon it; and he shall burn 
thereon the fat of the peace offerings. 

13 The fire shall ever be burning upon 
the altar; it shall never go out.

30 "| This zs the portion of the anoint- 
ing of Aaron, and of the anointing of 
his sons, out of the offerings of the

29 And Moses took the breast, and 
waved it for a wave offering before the 
Lorp: jor of the ram of consecration it 
was Moses’ part; as the Lorp command- 
ed Moses. 

30 And Moses took of the anointing oil, 
and of the blood which was upon the 
altar, and sprinkled ἐξ upon Aaron, and 
upon his garments, and upon his sons, 
and upon his sons’ garments with him; 
and sanctified Aaron, and his garments, 
and his sons, and his sons’ garments 
with him.

17 But the bullock, and his hide, his 
flesh, and his dung, he burnt with fire 
without the camp; as the LorpD com- 
manded Moses.

19 And he killed 27 ; and Moses sprink- 
led the blood upon the altar round about. 

20 And he cut the ram into pieces; and 
Moses burnt the head, and the pieces, 
and the fat. 

21 And he washed the inwards and the 
legs in water ; and Moses burnt the whole 
ram upon the altar: it was a burnt sacri- 
fice for a sweet savour, and an offering 
made by fire unto the Lorp; as the Lorp 
commanded Moses. 

22 " And he brought the other ram, 
the ram of consecration: and Aaron and 
his sons laid their hands upon the head 
of the ram. 

23 And he slew 27 ; and Moses took of 
the blood of it, and put 2 upon the tip 
of Aaron's right ear, and upon the thumb 
of his right hand, and upon the great 
toe of his right foot. 

24 And he ae Aaron’s sons, and

20 And they put the fat upon the 
breasts, and he burnt the fat upon the 
altar : 

21 And the breasts and the right shoul- 
der Aaron waved for a wave offering be- 
fore the Lorp; as Moses commanded. 

22 And Aaron lifted up his hand 
toward the people, and blessed them ; 
and came down from offering of the sin 
offering, and the burnt offering, and 
peace offerings. 

23 And Moses and Aaron went into the 
tabernacle of the congregation, and came 
out, and blessed the people : and the glory 
of the LorD appeared unto all the people. 

24 \And there came a fire out from be- 
fore the Lorp, and consumed upon the 
altar the burnt offering and the fat:

3 And the priest shall look on the plague 
in the skin of the flesh : and when the hair 
in the plague is turned white, and the 
plague in sight be deeper than the skin 
of his flesh, it 7s a plague of leprosy : and 
the priest shall look on him, and pro- 
nounce him unclean. 

4 If the bright spot be white in the skin 
of his flesh, and in sight be not deeper 
than the skin, and the hair thereof be not

36 Nevertheless a fountain or pit, where- 
in there 08 plenty of water, shall be clean :

24 Ἵ Or if there be any flesh, in the 
skin whereof there 08 8 hot burning, and 
the quick flesh that burneth have a white 
bright spot, somewhat reddish, or white ; 

25 Then the priest shall look upon it: 
and, behold, 2 the hair in the bright spot 
be turned white, and it be 77 sight deeper 
than the skin ; it 7s a leprosy broken out 
of the burning: wherefore the priest 
shall pronounce him unclean: it zs the 
plague of leprosy. 

26 But if the priest look on it, and, be- 
hold, there be no white hair in the bright 
spot, and it de no lower than the other 
skin, but be somewhat dark; then the 
priest shall shut him up seven days: 

27 And the priest shall look upon him 
the seventh day: and if it be spread 
much abroad in the skin, then the priest 
shall pronounce him unclean: it 18 the 
plague of leprosy. 

28 And if the bright spot stay in his 
place, and spread not in the skin, but it 
be somewhat dark; it 7s a rising of the 
burning, and the priest shall pronounce 
him clean: for it zs an inflammation of 
the burning. 

29 § If a man or woman have a plague 
upon the head or the beard ; 

30 Then the priest shall see the plague: 
and, behold, if it de in sight deeper than 
the skin, and de 2 in it a yellow thin 
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The laws and tokens 
turned white; then the priest shall shut 
up him that hath the plague seven days: 

5 And the priest shall look on him the 
seventh day: and, behold, {7 the plague 
in his sight be at a stay, and the plague 
spread not in the skin; then the priest 
shall shut him up seven days more: 

6 And the priest shall look on him again 
the seventh day: and, behold, ? the 
plague de somewhat dark, and the plague 
spread not in the skin, the priest shall 
pronounce him clean: it 7s but a scab: 
and he shall wash his clothes, and be 
clean. 

7 But if the scab spread much abroad 
in the skin, after that he hath been seen 
of the priest for his cleansing, he shall be 
seen of the priest again: 

8 And 7 the priest see that, behold, the 
scab spreadeth in the skin, then the priest 
shall pronounce him unclean: it 7s a 
leprosy. 

9 | When the plague of leprosy is ina 
man, then he shall be brought unto the

11 It 08 an old leprosy in the skin of his 
flesh, and the priest shall pronounce him 
unclean, and shall not shut him up: for 
he zs unclean. 

12 And if a leprosy break out abroad in 
the skin, and the leprosy cover all the 
skin of him that hath the plague from 
his head even to his foot, wheresoever 
the priest looketh ;.

6 All the days that he separateth him- 
self unto the Lorp he shall come at no 
dead body. 

7 He shall not make himself unclean 
for his father, or for his mother, for his 
brother, or for his sister, when they die: 
because the consecration of his God 8 
upon his head. 

8 All the days of his separation he 8 
holy unto the Lorp. 

9 And if any man die very suddenly 
by him, and he hath defiled the head of 
his consecration ; then he shall shave his 
head in the day of his cleansing, on the 
seventh day shall he shave it.

ND the Lorp spake unto Moses in 
the wilderness of Sinai, in the first 
month of the second year after they were 

_ come out of the land of Egypt, saying, 

_ 2 Let the children of Israel also keep- 

_ the passover at his appointed season. 

3 In the fourteenth day of this month, 

_at even, ye shall keep it in his appointed 

season: according to all the rites of it, 

and according to all the ceremonies there- 
of, shall ye keep it. 

- 4 And Moses spake unto the children 

_ of Israel, that they should keep the pass- 


4 over. 


the silver trumpets. — 


4 And if they blow but with one trump- 
et, then the princes, which wre heads of 
the thousands of Israel, shall gather 
themselves unto thee. 

5 When ye blow an alarm, then the 
camps that lie on the east parts shall go 
forward. 

6 When ye blow an alarm the second 
time, then the camps that lie on the 
south side shall take their journey: they 
shall blow an alarm for their journeys. 

7 But when the congregation is to be 
gathered together, ye shall blow, but ye” 
shall not sound an alarm. 

8 And the sons of Aaron, the priests, 
shall blow with the trumpets; and they 
shall be to you for an ordinance for ever 
throughout your generations. | 7 

9 And if ye go to war in your land 
against the enemy that oppresseth you, 
then ye shall blow an alarm with the 
trumpets; and ye shall be remembered 
before the LorpD your God, and ye shall 
be saved from your enemies. 

10 Also in the day of your gladness, 
and in your solemn days, and in the be- 
ginnings of your months, ye shall blow 
with the trumpets over your burnt offer- 
ings, and over the sacrifices of your 
peace offerings ; that they may be to you 
for a memorial before your God: I am 
the Lorp your God. 

11 4 And it came to pass on the twen- 
tieth day of the second month, in the 
second year, that the cloud was taken 
up from off the tabernacle of the testi- 
mony. 

12 And the children of Israel took their 
journeys out of the wilderness of Sinai; 
and the cloud rested in the wilderness 
of Paran. 

13 And they first took their journey 
according to the commandment of the 
Lorp by the hand of Moses. —_ 

14 4 In the first place went the standard 
of the camp of the children of Judah ac- 
cording to their armies: and over his host 
was Nahshon the son of Amminadab. 

15 And over the host of the tribe of the 
children of Issachar was Nethaneel the 
son of Zuar. 

16 And over the host of the tribe of the 
children of Zebulun was Eliab the son οὗ. 
Helon. 

17 And the tabernacle was taken ‘down ; 
and the sons of Gershon and the sons of

it by day, and the appearance of fire by 
night. 

17 And when the cloud was taken up 
from the tabernacle, then after that the 
children of Israel journeyed: and in the 
place where the cloud abode, there the 
children of Israel pitched their tents. 

18 At the commandment of the Lorp 
the children of Israel journeyed, and at 
the commandment of the Lorp they 
pitched : as long as the cloud abode upon 
the tabernacle they rested in their tents. 

19 And when the cloud tarried long 
upon the tabernacle many days, then the 
children of Israel kept the charge of the 
Lorp, and journeyed not. 

20 And so it was, when the cloud was 
a few days upon the tabernacle ; accord- 
ing to the commandment 01 the LorpD 
they abode in their tents, and according 
to the commandment 01 the Lorp they 
journeyed. 

21 And so it was, when the cloud abode 
from even unto the morning, and that the 
cloud was taken up in the morning, then 
they journeyed: whether 22 was by day 
or by night that the cloud was taken 
up, they journeyed. 

22 Or whether it were two days, or a 
month, or a year, that the cloud tarried 
upon the tabernacle, remaining thereon, 
the children of Israel abode in their tents, 
and journeyed not: but when it was taken 
up, they journeyed. 

23 At the commandment of the Lorp 
they rested in their tents, and at the 
commandment of the Lorp they jour- 
neyed: they kept the charge of the Lorn, 
at the commandment 01 the Lorp by 
the hand of Moses. 


CHAPTER 10.

34 And the cloud of the LorpD was upon 
them by day, when they went out of the 
camp. 

30 And it came to pass, when the ark 
set forward, that Moses said, Rise up, 
Lorp, and let thine enemies be scattered ;

ND when the people complained, it 
displeased the LorD: and the Lorp 
heard ἐξ, and his anger was kindled ;

the uttermost parts of the camp. 

2 And the people cried unto Moses; 
and when Moses prayed unto the Lorn, 
the fire was quenched. 

3 And he called the name of the place 
Taberah: because the fire of the Lorp 
burnt among them. 

4.4 And the mixed multitude that was 
among them fell a lusting: and the chil- 
dren of Israel also wept again, and said, 
Who shall give us flesh to eat ? 

5 We remember the fish, which we did 
eat in Egypt freely ; the cucumbers, and 
the melons, and the leeks, and the onions, 
and the garlic:

28 Thus were the journeyings of the 
children of Israel according to their ar- 
mies, when they set forward. 

29 4 And Moses said unto Hobab, the 
son of Raguel the Midianite, Moses’ fa- 
ther in law, We are journeying unto 
the place of which the LorpD said, I will 
give it you: come thou with us, and we 
will do thee good: for the Lorp hath 
spoken good concerning Israel. 

30 And he said unto him, I will not go; 
but I will depart to mine own land, and 
to my kindred. 

31 And he said, Leave us not, I pray 
thee; forasmuch as thou knowest how 
we are to encamp in the wilderness, and 
thou mayest be to us instead of eyes. 

32 And 16 shall be, 11 thou go with us,

16 4 And the Lorp said unto Moses, 
Gather unto me seventy men of the elders 
of Israel, whom thou knowest to be the 
elders of the people, and officers over 
them; and bring them unto the taber- 
nacle of the congregation, that they may 
stand there with thee. 

17 And I will come down and talk with 
thee there: and I will take of the spirit 
which 28 upon thee, and will put ἐξ upon 
them ; and they shall bear the burden of 
the people with thee, that thou bear 7¢ 
not thyself alone.

49 And Moses and Aaron came before 
the tabernacle of the congregation. 

44 ף‎ And the Lorp spake unto Moses, 
saying, 

45 Get you up from among this congre- 
gation, that I may consume them as in a 
moment. And they fell upon their faces. 

46 § And Moses said unto Aaron, Take 
a censer, and put fire therein from off 
the altar, and put on incense, and go 
quickly unto the congregation, and make 
an atonement for them: for there is 
wrath gone out from the Lorp; the 
plague is begun. 

47 And Aaron took as Moses com- 
manded, and ran into the midst of the 
congregation; and, behold, the plague 
was begun among the people: and he 
put on incense, and made an atonement 
for the people. - 

48 And he stood between the dead and 
the living ; and the plague was stayed. 

49 Now they that died in the plague 
were fourteen thousand and seven hun- 
dred, besides them that died about the 
matter of Korah. 

50 And Aaron returned unto Moses unto 
the door of the tabernacle of the congre- 
gation: and the plague was stayed. 


CHAPTER 17. 


1 Aaron’s rod among all the rods of the tribes only 
0 10 ft is left for a monument against 
6 rebels. 


NX D the Lorp spake unto Moses, say- 
ing, 

2 Speak unto the children of Israel, 
and take of every one of them a rod 
according to the house of thecr fathers, of 
all their princes according to tiie house 
of their fathers, twelve rods: write thou 
every man’s name upon his rod. 

8 And thou shalt write Aaron’s name 
upon the rod of Levi: for one rod shall 
be for the head of the house of their 
fathers. 
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The earth swalloweth up 


their wives, and their sons, and their 
little children. 

28 And Moses said, Hereby ye shall 
know 1086 - 516 Lorp hath sent me to do 
all these works; for 7 have not done them 
of mine own mind. 

29 If these men die the common death 
of all men, or if they be visited after the 
visitation of all men; then the Lorp 
hath not sent me. 

30 But if the Lorp make a rew thing, 
and the earth open her mouth, and 
swallow them up, with all that appertain 
unto them, and they go down quick into 
the pit; then ye shall understand that 
these men have provoked the Lorp. 

31 § And it came to pass, as he had 
made an end of speaking all these words, 
that the ground clave asunder that was 
under them: 

32 And the earth opened her mouth, 
and swallowed them up, and their houses, 
and all the men that appertained unto 
Korah, and all their goods. 

30 They, and all that appertained to 
them, went down alive into the pit, and 
the earth closed upon them: and they 
perished from among the congregation. 

84 And all Israel that were round about 
them fled at the cry of them: for they 
said, Lest the earth swallow us up also. 

99 And there came out a fire from the 
Lorp, and consumed the two hundred 
and fifty men that offered incense. 

36 * And the Lorp spake unto Moses, 
saying, 

87 Speak unto Eleazar the son of Aaron 
the priest, that he take up the censers 
out of the burning, and scatter thou the 
fire yonder; for they are hallowed. 

88 The censers of these sinners against 
their own souls, let them make them 
broad plates for a covering of the altar: 
for they offered them before the Lorp, 
therefore they are hallowed: and they 
shall be a sign unto the children of Israel. 

89 And Eleazar the priest took the 
brazen censers, wherewith they that were 
burnt had offered ; and they were made 
broad plates for a covering of the altar: 

40 To be a memorial unto the children 
of Israel, that no stranger, which 7s not 
of the seed of Aaron, come near to offer 
incense before the LorpD; that he be not 
as Korah, and as his company: as the 
LorD said to him by the hand of Moses. 


The charge of the priests. 

3 And they shall keep thy charge, and 
the charge of all the tabernacle: only 
they shall not come nigh the vessels of 
the sanctuary and the altar, that neither 
they, nor ye also, die. 

4 And they shall be joined unto thee, 
and keep the charge of the tabernacle of 
the congregation, for all the service of 
the tabernacle: and a stranger shall not 
come nigh unto you. 

5 And ye shall keep the charge of the 
sanctuary, and the charge of the altar ; 
that there be no wrath any more upon 


the children of Israel. 


6 And I, behold, I have taken your 
brethren the Levites from among the 
children of Israel: to you they wre given 
as a gift for the Lorp, to do the service 
of the tabernacle of the congregation. 

7 Therefore thou and thy sons with 
thee shall keep your priest’s office for- 
every thing of the altar, and within the 
vail; and ye shall serve: I have given 
your priest’s office wnto you as a serv- 
ice of gift: and the stranger that cometh 
nigh shall be put to death. 

8 § And the Lorp spake unto Aaron, 
Behold, 1 also have given thee the charge 
of mine heave offerings of all the hallow- 
ed things of the children of Israel; unto 
thee have I given them by reason of the 
anointing, and to thy sons, by an ordi- 
nance for ever. 

9 This shall be thine of the most holy 
things, reserved from the fire: every ob- 
lation of theirs, every meat offering of 
theirs, and every sin offering of theirs, 
and every trespass offering of theirs, 
which they shall render unto me, shall 
be most holy for thee and for thy sons. 

10 In the most holy place shalt thou 
eat it; every male shall eat it: it shall be 
holy unto thee. 

11 And this zs thine ; the heave offering 
of their gift, with all the wave offerings 
of the children of Israel: I have given 
them unto thee, and to thy sons and to 
thy daughters with thee, by a statute for 
ever: every one that is clean in thy house 
shall eat of it. Ἢ ; 

12 All the best of the oil, and all the 
best of the wine, and of the wheat, the 
firstfruits of them which they shall offer 
unto the Lorn, them have I given thee. 

13 And whatsoever is first ripe in the 
land, which they shall bring unto the 
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4 And thou shalt lay them up in the tab- 
ernacle of the congregation before the 
testimony, where I will meet with you. 

5 And it shall come to pass, that the 
man’s rod, whom 1 shall choose, shall 
blossom: and I will-make to cease from 
me the murmurings of the children of Is- 
rael, whereby they murmur against you. 

6 4 And Moses spake unto the children 
of Israel, and every one of their princes 
gave him a rod apiece, for each prince 
one, according to their fathers’ houses, 
even twelve rods: and the rod of Aaron 
was among their rods. 

7 And Moses laid up the rods before 
the Lorp in the tabernacle of witness. 

8 And it came to pass, that on the mor- 
row Moses went into the tabernacle of 
witness; and, behold, the rod of Aaron 
for the house of Levi was budded, and 
brought forth buds, and bloomed blos- 
soms, and yielded almonds. 

9 And Moses brought out all the rods 
from before the LorD unto all the chil- 
dren of Israel: and they looked, and 
took every man his rod. 

10 4 And the Lorp said unto Moses, 
Bring Aaron’s rod again before the testi- 
mony, to be kept for a token against the 
rebels; and thou shalt quite take away 
their murmurings from me, that they die 


not. 

11 And Moses did so: as the Lorp 
commanded him, so did he. 

12 And the children of Israel spake 
unto Moses, saying, Behold, we die, we 
perish, we all perish. 

13 Whosoever cometh any thing near 
unto the tabernacle of the Lorp shall 
die: shall we be consumed with dying ? 


CHAPTER 18. 


1 Thecharge of the priests and Levites. 9 The priests’ 
portion. 21 The Leviies’ portion. 25 The heave 
offering to the priests owt of the Levites’ portion. 


ND the Lorp said unto Aaron, Thou 

and thy sons and thy father’s house 

with thee shall bear the iniquity of the 

sanctuary: and thou and thy sons with 

thee shall bear the iniquity of your priest- 
hood. 

2 And thy brethren also of the tribe of 
Levi, the tribe of thy father, bring thou 
with thee, that they may be joined unto 
thee, and minister unto thee: but thou 
and thy sons with thee shall minister be- 
fore the tabernacle of witness,

vites to inherit: therefore I have said 
unto them, Among the children of Israel 
they shall have no inheritance. 

25 Ἵ And the LorD spake unto Moses, 
saying, 

26 Thus speak unto the Levites, and 
say unto them, When ye take of the 
children of Israel the tithes which I have 
given you from them for your inherit- 
ance, then ye shall offer up a heave of- 
fering of it for the Lorp, even a tenth 
part of the tithe. 

27 And this your heave offering shall 
be reckoned unto you, as though 2¢ were 
the corn of the threshingfloor, and as the 
fulness of the winepress. 

28 Thus ye also shall offer a heave 
offering unto the Lorp of all your tithes, 
which ye receive of the children of Israel ; 
and ye shall give thereof the Lorp’s 
heave offering to Aaron the priest. 

29 Out of all your gifts ye shall offer 
every heave offering of the Lorp, of all 
the best thereof, even the hallowed part 
thereof out of it. 

30 Therefore thou shalt say unto them, 
When ye have heaved the best thereof 
from it, then it shall be counted unto the 
Levites as the increase of the threshing- 
floor, and as the increase of the winepress. 

91 And ye shall eat it in every place, 
ye and your households: for it 7s your 
reward for your service in the tabernacle 
of the congregation. 

82 And ye shall bear no sin by reason 
of it, when ye have heaved from it the 
best of it: neither shall ye pollute the 
holy things of the children of Israel, lest 
ye die. 


CHAPTER 19. 


1 The water of separation made of the ashes of a red 
heifer. 11 The law for the use of tt in purijication 
of the unclean. 

ND the Lorp spake unto Moses and 
unto Aaron, saying, 

2 This zs the ordinance of the law 
which the Lorp hath commanded, say- 
ing, Speak unto the children of Israel, 
that they bring thee a red heifer without 
spot, wherein zs no blemish, and upon 
which never came yoke. 

3 And ye shall give her unto Eleazar 
the priest, that he may bring her forth 
without the camp, and one shall slay her 
before his face : 

4 And Eleazar 5 = shall take of 
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Lorp, shall be thine; every one that is 
clean in thine house shall eat of it. 

14 Every thing devoted in Israel shall 
be thine. . 

15 Every thing that openeth the matrix 
in all flesh, which they bring unto the 
Lorp, whether it be of men or beasts, 
shall be thine: nevertheless the firstborn 
of man shalt thou surely redeem, and the 
firstling of unclean beasts shalt thou 
redeem. 

16 And those that are to be redeemed 
from a month old shalt thou redeem, ac- 
cording to thine estimation, for the mon- 
ey of five shekels, after the shekel of the 
sanctuary, which zs twenty gerahs. 

17 But the firstling of a cow, or the 
firstling of a sheep, or the firstling of a 
goat, thou shalt not redeem; they are 
holy: thou shalt sprinkle their blood 
upon the altar, and shalt burn their fat 
for an offering made by fire, for a sweet 
savour unto the Lorp. 

18 And the flesh of them shall be thine, 
as the wave breast and as the right 
shoulder are thine. 

19 All the heave offerings of the holy 
things, which the children of Israel offer 
unto the Lorn, have I given thee, and 
thy sons and thy daughters with thee, by 
a statute for ever: it 7s a covenant of salt 
for ever before the Lorp unto thee and 
to thy seed with thee. 

20 *| And the Lorp spake unto Aaron, 
Thou shalt have no inheritance in their 
land, neither shalt thou have any part 
among them: I am thy part and thine 
inheritance among the children of Israel. 

21 And, behold, I have given the chil- 
dren of Levi all the tenth in Israel for an 
inheritance, for their service which they 
serve, even the service of the tabernacle 


of the congregation. 


22 Neither must the children of Israel 
henceforth come nigh the tabernacle of 
ape congregation, lest they bear sin, and 

ie. 

23 But the Levites shall do the service 
of the tabernacle of the congregation, and 


they shall bear their iniquity: ἐξέ shall be 
> 8 statute for ever throughout your gen- 


erations, that among the children of Is- 
rael they have no inheritance. 

24 But the tithes of the children of Is- 
rael, which they offer as a heave offering 
unto the Lorp, I have given to the Le-

purification for sin, and running water 
shall be put thereto in a vessel: 

18 And a clean person shall take hys- 
sop, and dip z¢ in the water, and sprinkle 
ἐξ upon the tent, and upon all the vessels, 
and upon the persons that were there, 
and upon him that touched a bone, or 
one slain, or one dead, or a grave: 

19 And the clean person shall sprinkle 
upon the unclean on the third day, and 
on the seventh day: and on the seventh 
day he shall purify himself, and wash his 
clothes, and bathe himself in water, and 
shall be clean at even.

21 And it shall be a perpetual statute 
unto them, that he that sprinkleth the

22 And whatsoever the unclean person 
toucheth shall be unclean; and the soul 


that toucheth ἐξ shall be unclean until 


even. 


CHAPTER 20. 


1 The children of Israel come to Zin, where Miriam 
dieth. 2 They murmur for want of water. 7 Moses 
smiting the rock bringeth forth water at Meribah. 
14 Moses at Kadesh desireth passage through Edom, 
which is denied him. 22 At mount Hor Aaron 
resigneth his place to Eleazar, and dieth. 


HEN came the children of Israel, 

even the whole congregation, into 
the desert of Zin in the first month: and 
the people abode in Kadesh ; and Miriam 
died there, and was buried there. 

2 And there was no water for the 
congregation: and they gathered them- 
selves together against Moses and against 
Aaron. 

8 And the people chode with Moses, 
and spake, saying, Would God that we 
had died when our brethren died before 
the Lorp ! 

4 And why have ye brought up the 
congregation of the Lorp into this wil- 
derness, that we and our cattle should 
die there ? 

5 And wherefore have ye made us to 
come up out of Egypt, to bring us in unto 
this evil place? it 7s no place of seed, or 
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The water of separation. 


her blood with his finger, and sprinkle of 
her blood directly before the tabernacle 
of the congregation seven times. 

5 And one shall burn the heifer in his 
sight; her skin, and her flesh, and her 
blood, with her dung, shall he burn: 

6 And the priest shall take cedar wood, 
and hyssop, and scarlet, and cast zt into 
the midst of the burning of the heifer. 

Then the priest shall wash his clothes, 
and he shall bathe his flesh in water, and 
afterward he shall come into the camp, 
and the priest shall be unclean until the 


even... 

8 And he that burneth her shall wash 
his clothes in water, and bathe his flesh 
in water, and shall be unclean until the 
even. 

9 And a man that zs clean shall gather 
up the ashes of the heifer, and lay them 
up without the camp in a clean place, 
and it shall be kept for the congregation 
of the children of Israel for a water of 
separation : it 7s a purification for-sin. 

10 And he that gathereth the ashes of 
the heifer shall wash his clothes, and be 
unclean until the even: and it shall be 
unto the children of Israel, and unto the 
stranger that sojourneth among them, for 
a statute for ever. 

11 4 He that toucheth the dead body 
of any man Shall be unclean seven days. 

12 He shall purify himself with it on 
the third day, and on the seventh day he 
shall be clean: but if he purify not him- 
self the third day, then the seventh day 
he shall not be clean. 

18 Whosoever toucheth the dead body 
of any man that is dead, and purifieth 
not himself, defileth the tabernacle of the 
Lorp ; and that soul shall be cut off from 
Israel: because the water of separation 
was not sprinkled upon him, he shall be 
unclean ; his uncleanness 7s yet upon him. 

14 This 08 the law, when a man dieth 
in a tent: all that come into the tent, 
and all that zs in the tent, shall be un- 
clean seven days. 

15 And every open vessel, which hath 
no covering bound upon it, 7s unclean. 

16 And whosoever toucheth one that is 
slain with a sword in the open fields, or 
a dead body, or a bone of a man, or a 
grave, shall be unclean seven days. 

17 And for an unclean person they shall 
take of the ashes of the burnt heifer of

we will not turn to the right hand nor to 
the left, until we have passed thy borders. 

18 And Edom said unto him, Thou 
shalt not pass by me, lest I come out 
against thee with the sword. 

19 And the children of Israel said unto 
him, We will go by the high way : and if

feet. | 

20 And he said, Thou shalt not go 
through. And Edom came out against 
him with much people, and with a 
strong hand. 

21 Thus Edom refused to give Israel 
passage through his border: wherefore 
Israel turned away from him. 

22 4 And the children of Israel, even 
the whole congregation, journeyed from 
Kadesh, and came unto mount Hor. 

23 And the LorD spake unto Moses and 
Aaron in mount Hor, by the coast of the 
land of Edom, saying, 

24 Aaron shall be gathered unto his 
people: for he shall not enter into the 
land which I have given unto the children 
of Israel, because ye rebelled against my 
word at the water of Meribah. 

25 Take Aaron and Eleazar his son, and 
bring them up unto mount Hor: 

26 And strip Aaron of his garments, 
and put them upon 1916828 his son: and 
Aaron shall be gathered wnto his people, 
and shall die there. 

27 And Moses did as the Lorp com- 
manded: and they went up into mount 
Hor in the sight of all the congrega- 
tion. 

28 And Moses stripped Aaron of his 
garments, and put them upon Eleazar 
his son; and Aaron died there in the top 
of the mount: and Moses and Eleazar 
came down from the mount. 

29 And when all the congregation saa 
that Aaron was dead, they mourned for 
Aaron thirty days, even all the house of 
Israel. 

CHAPTER 21. 


1 Israel with some loss destroy the Canaanites at 
ormah. 4 The people murmuring are plagued 
with fiery serpents. % ee repenting are healed 
by ὦ brazen serpent. 10 Sundry journeys of the 
sraelites. 21 Sihon is overcome, 33 and Og. 


ND when king Arad the Canaanite, 

which dwelt in the south, heard

of figs, or of vines, or of pomegranates ; 
neither 28 there any water to drink. 

6 And Moses and Aaron went from the 
presence of the assembly unto the door 
of the tabernacle of the congregation, 
and they fell upon their faces: and the 
glory of the Lorp appeared unto them. 

7 § And the Lorp spake unto Moses, 
saying, 

8 Take the rod, and gather thou the 
assembly together, thou and Aaron thy 
brother, and speak ye unto the rock be- 
fore their eyes; and it shall give forth 
his water, and thou shalt bring forth to 
them water out of the rock: so thou 
shalt give the congregation and their 
beasts drink. 

9 And Moses took the rod from before 
the Lorp, as he commanded him. 

10 And Moses and Aaron gathered the 
congregation together before the rock, 
and he said unto them, Hear now, ye 
rebels; must we fetch you water out of 
this rock ? 

11 And Moses lifted up his hand, and 
with his rod he smote the rock twice: 
and the water came out abundantly, and 
the congregation drank, and their beasts 
also. 

12 4 And the Lorp spake unto Moses 
and Aaron, Because ye believed me not, 
to sanctify me in the eyes of the children 
of Israel, therefore ye shall not bring 
this congregation into the land which 1 
have given them. 

18 This 08 the water of Meribah; be- 
cause the children of Israel strove with 
the Lorn, and he was sanctified in them. 

14 4 And Moses sent messengers from 
Kadesh unto the king of Edom, Thus 
saith thy brother Israel, Thou knowest 
all the travail that hath befallen us: 

15 How our fathers went down into 
- Egypt, and we have dwelt in Egypt a 
long time ; and the Egyptians vexed us, 
and our fathers: 

16 And when we cried unto the Lorp, 
he heard our voice, and sent an angel, 
and hath brought us forth out of Egypt: 
and, behold, we ave in Kadesh, a city in 
the uttermost of thy border. 

17 Let us pass, I pray thee, through 
thy country: we will not pass through 
the fields, or through the vineyards, nei- 
ther will we drink of the water of the 
wells: we will go by the king’s high way, 
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Sihon overcome. 


the wars of the LorD, What he did in 
the Red sea, and in the brooks of Arnon, 

15 And at the stream of the brooks 
that goeth down to the dwelling of Ar, 
and lieth upon the border of Moab. 

16 And from thence they went to Beer: 
that zs the well whereof the Lorp spake 
unto Moses, Gather the people together, 
and I will give them water. 

17 { Then Israel sang this song, Spring 
up, O well; sing ye unto it: 

18 The princes digged the well, the 
nobles of the people digged it, by the 
direction of the lawgiver, with their = 
staves. And from the wilderness they 
went to Mattanah : 

19 And from Mattanah to Nahaliel: 
and from Nahaliel to Bamoth: 

20 And from Bamoth 28 the valley, that 
28 in the country of Moab, to the top of 
Pisgah, which looketh toward Jeshimon. 

21 * And Israel sent messengers unto 
Sihon king of the Amorites, saying, 

22 Let me pass through thy land: we 
will not turn into the fields, or into the 
vineyards; we will not drink of the 
waters of the well: but we will go along 
by the king’s high way, until we be past 
thy borders. 

23 And Sihon would not suffer ל‎ 
to pass through his border: but Sihon 
gathered all his people together, and 
went out against Israel into the wilder- 
ness: and he came to Jahaz, and fought 
against Israel. 

24 And Israel smote him with the edge 
of the sword, and possessed his land 
from Arnon unto Jabbok, even unto the 
children of Ammon: for the border of 
the children of Ammon was strong. 

25 And Israel took all these cities: 
and Israel dwelt in all the cities of the 
Amorites, in Heshbon, and in all the 
villages thereof. 

26 For Heshbon was the city of Sihon 
the king of the Amorites, who 6 
fought against the former king of Moab, 
and taken all his land out of his hand, 
even unto Arnon. 

27 Wherefore they that speak in prov- 
erbs say, Come into Heshbon, let the 
city of Sihon be built and prepared : 

28 For there is a fire gone out of Hesh- 
bon, a flame from the city of Sihon: it 
hath consumed Ar of Moab, and the 
lords of the high places of Arnon. 
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spies; then he fought against Israel, and 
took some of them prisoners. 

2 And Israel vowed a vow unto the 
Lorp, and said, If thou wilt indeed 
deliver this people into my hand, then 
I will utterly destroy their cities. 

3 And the Lorp hearkened to the voice 
of Israel, and delivered up the Canaan- 
ites ; and they utterly destroyed them 
and their cities: and he called the name 
of the place Hormah. 

4 ף‎ And they journeyed from mount 
Hor by the way of the Red sea, to 
compass the land of Edom: and the soul 
of the people was much discouraged 
because of the way. 

5 And the people spake against God, 
and against Moses, Wherefore have ye 
brought us up out of Egypt to die in 
the wilderness? for there 08 no bread, 
neither 28 there any water; and our soul 
loatheth this light bread. 

6 And the Lorp sent fiery serpents 
among the people, and they bit the 
people; and much people of Israel died. 

7 4 Therefore the people came to Moses, 
and said, We have sinned, for we have 
spoken against the Lorp, and against 
thee; pray unto the Lorp, that he take 
away the serpents from us. And Moses 
prayed for the people. 

8 And the LorpD said unto Moses, Make 
thee a fiery serpent, and set it upon a 
pole: and it shall come to pass, that 
every one that is bitten, when he looketh 
upon it, shall live. 

9 And Moses made a serpent of brass, 
and put it upon a pole; and it came to 
pass, that if a serpent had bitten any 
man, when he beheld the serpent of 
brass, he lived. 

10 § And the children of Israel set 
forward, and pitched in Oboth. 

11 And they journeyed from Oboth, and 
pitched at Ije-abarim, in the wilderness 
which 28 before Moab, toward the sun- 
rising. 

12 4 From thence they removed, and 
pitched in the valley of Zared. 

13 From thence they removed, and 
pitched on the other side of Arnon, 
which 7s in the wilderness that cometh 
out of the coasts of the Amorites: for 
Arnon zs the border of Moab, between 
Moab and the Amorites. 

14 Wherefore it said in the book of

mighty for me :peradventure 1 shall pre-- 
vail, that we may smite them, and that I 
may drive them out of the land: for I 
wot that he whom thou blessest 28 bless- 
ed, and he whom thou cursest is cursed.

25 And the congregation shall deliver 
the slayer out of the hand of the revenger 
of blood, and the congregation shall 
restore him to the city of his refuge, 
whither he was fled: and he shall abide 
in it unto the death of the vr priest, 
which was anointed with the holy oil.

33 So ye shall not pollute the land 
wherein ye are: for blood it defileth the 
land: and the land cannot be cleansed 
of the blood that is shed therein, but by 
the blood of him that shed it. . 

34 Defile not therefore the land which 
ye shall inhabit, wherein I dwell: for I 
the Lorp dwell among the children of 
Israel.

18 Or ζῇ he smite him with a hand 
weapon of wood, wherewith he may 
die, and he die, he zs a murderer: the 
murderer shall surely be put to death. 
19 The revenger of blood himself shall 
slay the murderer: when he meeteth 
him, he shall slay him. 

20 But if he thrust him of hatred, or 
hurl at him by laying of wait, that he die ; 
21 Or in enmity smite him with his 
hand, that he die: he that smote him 
shall surely be put to death; for he 8 
a murderer: the revenger of blood shall 
slay the murderer, when he meeteth him. 
.22 But if he thrust him suddenly with- 
out enmity, or have cast upon him any 
thing without laying of wait, 

23 Or with any stone, wherewith a man 
may die, seeing Aim not, and cast ἐξ upon 
him, that he die, and was not his enemy, 
neither sought his harm :

ἢ So shall not the inheritance of the 
children of Israel remove from tribe to 
tribe: for every one of the children of 
Israel shall keep himself to the inherit- 
ance of the tribe of his fathers.

3 Your eyes have seen what the Lorp 
did because of Baal-peor: for all the men 
that followed Baal-peor, the Lorp thy 
God hath destroyed them from among 

ou. 

Ἢ But ye that did cleave unto the Lorp 
your God are alive every one of you this 


ay. . 

5 Behold, I have taught you statutes 
and judgments, even as the Lorp my 
God commanded me, that ye should 
do so in the land whither ye go to pos- 
sess it. 

6 Keep therefore and do them, for this 
08 your wisdom and your understanding 
in the sight of the nations, which shall 
hear all these statutes, and say, Surely 
this great nation 7s a wise and under- 
standing people. 

7 For what nation 7s there so great, who 
hath God so nigh unto them, as the Lorp 
our God 18 in all things that we call upon 
him for? 

8 And what nation 7s there so great, that 
hath statutes and judgments so righteous 
as all this law, which I set before you 
this day ? 

9 Only take heed to thyself, and keep 
thy soul diligently, lest thou forget the 
things which thine eyes have seen, and 
lest they depart from thy heart all the 
days of thy life: but teach them thy sons, 
and thy sons’ sons ; 

10 Specially the day that thou stoodest 
before the Lorp thy God in Horeb, when 
the Lorp said unto me, Gather me the 
people together, and I will make them 
hear my words, that they may learn to 
fear me all the ay that they shall live 
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the Lorp your God did for you in 
Egypt before your eyes? 

380 Unto thee it was shewed, that thou 
mightest know that the Lorp he 7s God ; 
there 18 none else beside him. 

36 Out of heaven he made thee to hear 
his voice, that he might instruct thee: 
and upon earth he shewed thee his great 
fire; and thou heardest his words out of 
the midst of the fire. 

37 And because he loved thy fathers, 
therefore he chose their seed after them, 
and brought thee out in his sight with 
his mighty power out of Egypt;

15 And remember that thou wast a serv- 
ant in the land of Egypt, and that the 
Lorp thy God brought thee out thence 
through a mighty hand and by a stretch- 
ed out arm: therefore the Lorp thy God 
commanded thee to keep the sabbath day. 

16 §{ Honour thy father and thy mother, 
as the Lorp thy God hath commanded 
thee; that thy days may be prolonged, 
and that it may go well with thee, in the 
land which the Lorp thy God giveth 
thee. 

17 Thou shalt not kill. 

18 Neither shalt thou commit adultery. 

19 Neither shalt thou steal. 

20 Neither shalt thou bear false witness 
against thy neighbour. 

21 Neither shalt thou desire thy neigh- 
bour’s wife, neither shalt thou covet thy 
neighbour’s house, his field, or his man- 
servant, or his maidservant, his ox, or his 
ass, or any thing that ἐδ thy neighbour’s. 

22 Ἵ These words the Lorp spake unto 
all your assembly in the mount out of the 
midst of the fire, of the cloud, and of the 
thick darkness, with a great voice; and 
he added no more. And he wrote them 
in two tables of stone, and delivered 
them unto me. 

23 And it came to pass, when ye heard 
the voice out of the midst of the darkness, 
(for the mountain did burn with fire,) 
that ye came near unto me, even all the 
heads of your tribes, and your elders; 

24 And ye said, Behold, the Lorp our 
God hath shewed us his glory and his 
greatness, and we have heard his voice 
out. of the midst of the fire: we have 
seen this day that God doth talk with 
man, and he liveth. | 

25 Now therefore why should we die? 
for this great fire will consume us: if we 
hear the voice of the Lorp our God any 
more, then we shall die. 

26 For who 7s there of all flesh, that 
hath heard the voice of the living 
speaking out of the midst of the fire, as 
we have, and lived?

5 (I stood between the Lorp and you 
at that time, to shew you the word of 
the Lorp: for ye were afraid by reason 
of the fire, and went not up into the 
mount,) saying, 

6 "= I am the Lorp thy God, which 
brought thee out of the land of Egypt, 
from the house of bondage. 

7 Thou shalt have none other gods 
before me. 

8 Thou shalt not make thee any graven 
image, or any likeness of any thing that 
7s in heaven above, or that zs in the 
earth beneath, or that 48 in the waters 
beneath the earth: 

9 Thou shalt not bow down thyself 
unto them, nor serve them: for I the 
Lorp thy God am a jealous God, visit- 
ing the iniquity of the fathers upon the 
children unto the third and fourth gener- 
ation of them that hate me, 

10 And shewing mercy unto thousands 
of them that love me and keep my 
commandments. 

11 Thou shalt not take the name of the 
Lorp thy God in vain: for the Lorp 
will not hold him guiltless that taketh 
his name in vain. 

12 Keep the sabbath day to sanctify it, 
as the Lorp thy God hath commanded 
thee. 

13 Six days thou shalt labour, and do 
all thy work:

God, as ye tempted him in Massah. 

17 Ye shall diligently keep the com- 
mandments of the LorD your God, and 
his testimonies, and his statutes, which 
he hath commanded thee. 

18 And thou shalt do that which is right 
and good in the sight of the Lorp; that 
it may be well with thee, and that thou 
mayest go in and possess the good land 
which the LorD sware unto thy fathers, 

19 To cast out all thine enemies from 
before thee, as the Lorp hath spoken. 

20 And when thy son asketh thee in

8 Also in Horeb ye provoked the Lorp 
to wrath, so that the LorD was angry 
with you to have destroyed you.

2 A people great and tall, the children 
of the Anakim, whom thou knowest, and 
of whom thou hast heard say, Who can 
stand before the children of Anak! 

3 Understand therefore this day, that 
the Lorp thy God 78 he which goeth over 
before thee ; as a consuming fire he shall 
destroy them, and he shall bring them 
down before thy face: so shalt thou drive 
them out, and destroy them quickly, as 
the Lorp hath said unto thee.

33 The fruit of thy land, and all 
thy labours, shall a nation which thou 
knowest not eat up; and thou shalt be 
only oppressed and crushed alway : 

34 So that thou shalt be mad for the 
sight of thine eyes which thou shalt see. 

35 The Lorp shall smite thee in the 
knees, and in the legs, with a sore botch 
that cannot be healed, from the sole of 
thy foot unto the top of thy head. 

36 The Lorp shall bring thee, and thy 
king which thou shalt set over thee, unto 
a nation which neither thou nor thy 
fathers have known; and there shalt 
thou serve other gods, wood and stone. 

37 And thou shalt become an astonish- 
ment, a proverb, and a byword, among 
all nations whither the Lorp shall lead 
thee.

39 Thou shalt plant vineyards, and 
dress them, but shalt neither drink of 
the wine, nor gather the grapes; for 
the worms shall eat them. 

40 Thou shalt have olive trees through- 
out all thy coasts, but thou shalt not 
anoint thyself with the oil; for thine 
olive shall cast his fruit. 

41 Thou shalt beget sons and daughters, 
but thou shalt not enjoy them; for they 
shall go into captivity. 

42 All thy trees and fruit of thy land 
shall the locust consume. 

48 The stranger that 7s within thee 
shall get up above thee very high; and 
thou shalt come down very low. 

44 He shall lend to thee, and thou shalt 
not lend to him: he shall be the head, 
and thou shalt be the tail. . 

45 Moreover all these curses shall come 
upon thee, and shall pursue thee, and 
overtake thee, till thou be destroyed ; 
because thou hearkenedst not unto the 
voice of the Lorp thy God, to keep his 
commandments and his statutes which 
he commanded thee. 

46 And they shall be upon thee for a 
sign and for a wonder, and upon thy 
seed for ever.

58 If thou wilt not observe to do all the 
words of this law that are written in this 
book, that thou mayest fear this glorious 
and fearful name, THE LORD THY 
GOD ; 

59 Then the Lorp will make thy plagues 
wonderful, and the plagues of thy seed, 
even great plagues, and of long continu- 
ance, and sore sicknesses, and of long 
continuance. 

60 Moreover, he will bring upon thee all 
the diseases of Egypt, which thou wast 
afraid of ; and they shall cleave unto thee. 

61 Also every sickness, and every 
plague, which zs not written in the book 
of this law, them will the Lorp bring 
upon thee, until thou be destroyed. 

62 And ye shall be left few in number, 
whereas ye were as the stars of heaven 
for multitude ; because thou wouldest not 
obey the voice of the LorpD thy God. 

63 And it shall come to pass, that as the 
Lorp rejoiced over you to do you good, 
and to multiply you; so the Lorp will 
rejoice over you to destroy you, and to 
bring you to nought; and ye shall be 
plucked from off the land whither thou 
goest to possess it. 

64 And the Lorp shall scatter thee 
among all people, from the one end of 
the earth even unto the other; and there 
thou shalt serve other gods, which neither 
thou nor thy fathers have known, even 
wood and stone. 

65 And among these nations shalt thou 
find no ease, neither shall the sole of thy 
foot have rest: but the Lorp shall give 
thee there a trembling heart, and failing 
of eyes, and sorrow of mind: 

66 And thy life shall hang in doubt 
before thee; and thou shalt fear day and 
night, and shalt have none assurance of 
thy life: 

67 In the morning thou shalt say, 
Would God it were even! and at even 
thou shalt say, Would God it were morn- 
ing! for the fear of thine heart where- 
with thou shalt fear, and for the sight of 
thine eyes which thou shalt see. 
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47 Because thou servedst not the Lorp 


_ thy God with joyfulness, and with glad- 


ness of heart, for the abundance of all 
things ; 

48 Therefore shalt thou~serve thine 
enemies, which the Lorp shall send 
against thee, in hunger, and in thirst, and 
in nakedness, and in want of all things: 
and he shall put a yoke of iron upon 
thy neck, until he have destroyed thee. 

49 The LorD shall bring a nation against 
thee from far, from the end of the earth, 
as swift as the eagle flieth; a nation 
whose tongue thou shalt not understand ; 

50 A nation of fierce countenance, which 
shall not regard the person of the old, nor 
shew favour to the young: 

51 And he shall eat the fruit of thy 
cattle, and the fruit of thy land, until 
thou be destroyed: which also shall not 
leave thee ezther corn, wine, or oil, or 
the increase of thy kine, or flocks of thy 
sheep, until he have destroyed thee. 

52 And he shall besiege thee in all thy 
gates, until thy high and fenced walls 
come down, wherein thou trustedst, 
throughout all thy land: and he shall 
besiege thee in all thy gates throughout 
all thy land, which the Lorp thy God 
hath given thee. 

58 And thou shalt eat the fruit of thine 
own body, the flesh of thy sons and of 
thy daughters, which the Lorp thy God 
hath given thee, in the siege, and in the 
straitness, wherewith thine enemies shall 
distress thee:

20 The Lorp will not spare him, but 
then the anger of the LorD and his jeal- 
ousy shall smoke against that man, and 
all the curses that are written in this 
book shall lie upon him, and the Lorp 
shall blot out his name from under 
heaven. 

21 And the Lorp shall separate him un- 
to evil out of all the tribes of Israel, ac- 
cording to all the curses of the covenant 
that are written in this book of the law: 

22 So that the generation to come of 
your children that shall rise up after you, 
and the stranger that shall come from a 
far land, shall say, when they see the 
plagues of that land, and the sicknesses 
which the Lorp hath laid upon it; 

23 And that the whole land thereof 8 
brimstone, and salt, and burning, that it 
is not sown, nor beareth, nor any grass 
groweth therein, like the overthrow of 
Sodom and Gomorrah, Admah and Ze-

CHAPTER 29. 


1 Moses exhorteth them to obedience, by the memory 
of the works they have seen. 10 All are presented 
before the Lord to enter into his covenant. 18 The 
great wrath on him that flattereth himself in his 
wickedness. 29 Secret things belong unto God. 


HESE are the words of the covenant, 

which the Lorp commanded Moses 
to make with the children of Israel in 
the land of Moab, besides the covenant 
which he made with them in Horeb. 

2 4 And Moses called unto all Israel, 
and said unto them, Ye have seen all 
that the Lorp did before your eyes in 
the land of Egypt unto Pharaoh, and 
unto all his servants, and unto all his 
land ; 

3 The great temptations which thine 
eyes have seen, the signs, and 6 
great miracles: 

4 Yet the Lorp hath not given you a 
heart to perceive, and eyes to see, and 
ears to hear, unto this day. 

5 And 1 have.led you forty years in 

the wilderness: your clothes are not 
waxen old upon you, and thy shoe is 
not waxen old upon thy foot. 
6 Ye have not eaten bread, neither 
have ye drunk wine or strong drink: 
that ye might know that I am the Lorp 
your God. 

7 And when ye came unto this place, 
Sihon the king of Heshbon, and Og the 
king of Bashan, came out against us 
unto battle, and we smote them: 

8 And we took their land, and gave it 
for an inheritance unto the Reubenites, 
and to the Gadites, and to the half tribe 
of Manasseh. 

9 Keep therefore the words of this 
covenant, and do them, that ye may 
prosper in all that ye do. 

10 {| Yestand this day all of you before 
the Lorp your God; your captains of 
your tribes, your elders, and your ofti- 
cers, with all the men of Israel, 

11 Your little ones, your wives, and 
thy stranger that 28 in thy camp, from 
the hewer of thy wood unto the drawer 
of thy water : 

12 That thou shouldest enter into cove- 
nant with the ΡΈΕΙ thy God, and into 
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to the penitent. 


6 And the Lorp thy God will circum- 
cise thine heart, and the heart of thy 
seed, to love the Lorp thy God with all 
thine heart, and with all thy soul, that 
thou mayest live. 

7 And the Lorp thy God will put all 
these curses upon thine enemies, and on 
them that hate thee, which persecuted 
thee. 

8 And thou shalt return and obey tke 
voice of the Lorp, and do all his com- 
mandments which I command thee this 
day. 

a And the Lorp thy God will make 
thee plenteous in every work of thine 
hand, in the fruit of thy body, and in 
the fruit of thy cattle, and in the fruit 
of thy land, for good: for the Lorp will 
again rejoice over thee for good, as he 
rejoiced over thy fathers: 

10 If thou shalt hearken unto the voice 
of the Lorp thy God, to keep his com- 
mandments and his statutes which are 
written in this book of the law, and if 
thou turn unto the Lorp thy God with 
all thine heart, and with all thy soul. 

11 § For this commandment which I 
command thee this day, it 28 not hidden 
from thee, neither 2s it far off. 

12 It 28 not in heaven, that thou should- 
est say, Who shall go up for us to heaven, 
and bring it unto us, that we may hear 
it, and 60 ? 

13 Neither zs it beyond the sea, that 
thou shouldest say, Who shall go over 
the sea for us, and bring it unto us, that 
we may hear it, and do it? 

14 But the word 28 very nigh unto thee, 
in thy mouth, and in.thy heart, that thou 
mayest do it. 

15 Y See, I have set before thee this 
day life and good, and death and evil; 

16 In that I command thee this day to 
love the Lorp thy God, to walk in his 
ways, and to keep his commandments, 
and his statutes, and his judgments, that 
thou mayest live and multiply: and the 
Lorp thy God shall bless thee in the 
land whither thou goest to possess it. 

17 But if thine heart turn away, so that 
thou wilt not hear, but shalt be drawn 
away, and worship other gods, and serve 
them ; 

18 I denounce unto you this day, that 
ye shall surely perish, and that ye shall 
not prolong your days upon the land, 
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= Mercy promised 
> boim, which the Lorp overthrew in his 
- anger, and in his wrath: 

24 Even all nations shall say, Wherefore 
hath the Lorp done thus unto this land ? 
what meaneth the heat of this great anger? 

25 Then men shall say, Because they 
have forsaken the covenant of the Lorp 
God of their fathers, which he made 
with them when he brought them forth 
out of the land of Egypt: 

26 For they went and served other 
gods, and worshipped them, gods whom 
they knew not, and whom he had not 
given unto them: % 

27 And the anger of the LorD was 
kindled against this land, to bring upon 
it all the curses that are written in this 
book : 

28 And the Lorp rooted them out of 
their land in anger, and in wrath, and 
in great indignation, and cast them into 
another land, as 7¢ 28 this day. 

29 The secret things belong unto the 
Lorp our God: but those things which 
are revealed belong unto us and to our 
children for ever, that we may do all the 
words of this law. 


CHAPTER 30. 


1 Great mercies promised unto the repentant. 11 The 
commandment is manifest. 15 Death and life are 
set before them. 


AND it shall come to pass, when all 
these things are come upon thee, 
the blessing and the curse, which I have 
set before thee, and thou shalt call them 
to mind among all the nations, whither 
the Lorp thy God hath driven thee, 

2 And shalt return unto the Lorp thy

7 Only be thou strong and very cou- 
rageous, that thou mayest observe to do 
according to all the law, which Moses 
my servant commanded thee: turn not 
from 16 70 the right hand or 70 the left, 
that thou mayest prosper whithersoever 
thou goest.

3 And the king of Jericho sent unto 
Rahab, saying, Bring forth the men that 
are come to thee, which are entered into 
thine house: for they be come to search 
out all the country. 

4 And the woman took the two men, 
and hid them, and said thus, There came 
men unto me, but I wist not whence they 
were: 

5 And it came to pass about the time of 
shutting of the gate, when it was dark, 
that the men went out; whither the men 
went, I wot not: pursue after them 
quickly ; for ye shall overtake them.

the kings of the Canaanites, which were 
by the sea, heard that the Lorp had 
dried up the waters of Jordan from 
before the children of Israel, until we 
were passed over, that their heart melted, 
neither was there spirit in them any 


‘more, because of the children of Israel. 


2 At that time the Lorp said unto 
Joshua, Make thee sharp knives, and 
circumcise again the children of Israel 
the second time. 

3 And Joshua made him sharp knives, 
and circumcised the children of Israel at 
the hill of the foreskins. 

4 And this 28 the cause why Joshua did 
circumcise: All the people that came 
out of Egypt, that were males, even all 
the men of war, died in the wilderness by 
the way, after they came out of Egypt. 

5 Now all the people that came out

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that when your children ask their fathers 
in time to come, saying, What mean ye 
by these stones ? 

7 Then ye shall answer them, That the 
waters of Jordan were cut off before the 
ark of the covenant of the 1:03 ; when 
it passed over Jordan, the waters of 
Jordan were cut off: and these stones 
shall be for a memorial unto the children 
of Israel for ever. 

8 And the children of Israel 6160 8 
Joshua commanded, and took up twelve 
stones out of the midst of Jordan, as the 
Lorp spake unto Joshua, according to 
the number of the tribes of the children 
of Israel, and carried them over with 
them unto the place where they lodged, 
and laid them down there. 

9 And Joshua set up twelve stones in 
the midst of Jordan, in the place where 
the feet of the priests which bare the ark 
of the covenant stood: and they are there 

unto this day. 

- 10 9 For the priests which bare the ark 
stood in the midst of Jordan, until every 
thing was finished that the Lorp com- 
manded Joshua to speak unto the people, 
according to all that Moses commanded 
Joshua: and the people hasted and 
passed over. 

11 And it came to pass, when all the 
people were clean passed over, that the 
ark of the Lorp passed over, and the 
priests, in the presence of the people. 

12 And the children of Reuben, and the 
children of Gad, and half the tribe of 
Manasseh, passed over armed before the 
children of Israel, as Moses spake unto 
them : 

13 About forty thousand prepared for 
war passed over before the Lorp unto 
battle, to the plains of Jericho. 

14 J On that day the Lorp magnified 
Joshua in the sight of all Israel; and 
they feared him, as they feared Moses, 
all the days of his life. 

15 And the Lorp spake unto Joshua, 
saying, 

16 Command the priests that bear the 
ark of the testimony, that’ they come up 
out of Jordan. 

17 Joshua therefore commanded -the 
priests, saying, Come ye up out of Jordan. 

18 And it came to pass, when the priests 
that bare the ark of the covenant of the 
LorD were come up a of the midst of

ΝΟΥ Jericho was straitly shut up 
because of the children of Israel: 
none went out, and none came in. 

2 And the LorD said unto Joshua, See, 
I have given into thine hand Jericho, 
and the king thereof, and the mighty 
men of valour. 

3 And ye shall compass the city, all ye 
men of war, and go round about the city 
once. Thus shalt thou do six days. 

4 And seven priests shall bear before 
the ark seven trumpets of rams’ horns :/ 
and the seventh day ye shall compass 
the city seven times, and the priests 
shall blow with the trumpets. 

5 And it shall come to pass, that when 
they make a long blast with the ram’s 
horn, and when ye hear the sound of the 
trumpet, all the people shall shout with 
a great shout; and the wall of the city 
shall fall down flat, and the people 
shall ascend up every man straight be- 
fore him. 

6 § And Joshua the son of Nun called 
-| the priests, and said unto them, Take up 
the ark of the covenant, and let seven 
priests bear seven trumpets of rams’ 
horns before the ark of the Lorp. 

7 And he said unto the people, Pass on, 
and compass the city, and let him that is 
armed pass on before the ark 01 the Lorp. 

8 4 And it came to pass, when Joshua 
had spoken unto the people, that the 
seven priests bearing the seven trumpets 
of rams’ horns passed on before the 
Lorp, and blew with the trumpets: and 
the ark of the covenant of the Lorp fol- 
lowed them. 

9 § And the armed men went before 
the priests that blew with the trump- 
ets, and the rearward came after the 
ark, the priests going on, and blowing 
with the trumpets. 

10 And Joshua had commanded the 
people, saying, Ye shall not shout, nor 
make any noise with your voice, neither 
shall any word proceed out of your 
mouth, until the day I bid sty shout ; 
then shall ye stout 
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The manna, ceaseth. 


were circumcised; but all the people 
that were born in the wilderness by the 
way as they came forth out of Egypt, 
them they had not circumcised. 

6 For the children of Israel walked 
forty years in the wilderness, till all the 
people that were men of war, ‘which came 
out of Egypt, were consumed, because 
they obeyed not the voice of the Lorp:

10 4 And the children of Israel en- 
camped in Gilgal, and kept the passover 
on the fourteenth day of the month at 
even in the plains of Jericho. 

11 And they did eat of the old corn of 
the land on the morrow after the pass- 
over, unleavened cakes, and parched 
> corn in the selfsame day. 

12 4 And the manna ceased on the 
morrow after they had eaten of the old 
corn of the land; neither had the chil- 
dren of Israel manna any more; but they 
did eat of the fruit of the land of Canaan 
that year.

26 4 And Joshua adjured them at that 
time, saying, Cursed 26 the man before 
the Lorp, that riseth up and buildeth 
this city Jericho: he shall lay the foun- 
dation thereof in his firstborn, and in his 
youngest son shall he set up the gates 
of it. 

27 So the Lorp was with Joshua; and 
his fame was noised throughout all the 
country.

8 And they returned to Joshua, and 
said unto him, Let not all the people go 
up; but let about two or three thousand 
men go up and smite Ai; and make not

11 So the ark 01 the Lorp compassed 
the city, going about 22 once: and they 
came into the camp, and lodged in the 
camp.

17 4 And the city shall be accursed, 
even it, and all that are therein, to the 
Lorp: only Rahab the harlot shall live, 
she and all that are with her in the 
house, because she hid the messengers 
that we sent. 

18 And ye, in any wise keep yourselves 
from the accursed thing, lest ye make 
yourselves accursed, when ye take of the 
accursed thing, and make the camp of 
Israel a curse, and trouble it. 

19 But all the silver, and gold, and 
vessels of brass and iron, ae consecrated 
unto the 1,032 : they shall come into the 
treasury 01 the Lorp. 

20 So the people shouted when the 
priests blew with the trumpets: and it 


- came to pass, when the people heard the 


sound of the trumpet, and the people 
shouted with a great shout, that the wall 
fell down flat, so that the people went 
up into the city, every man straight 
before him, and they took the city. 

21 And they utterly destroyed all that 
was in the city, both man and woman, 
young and old, and ox, and sheep, and 
ass, with the edge of the sword.

ND the Lorp said unto Joshua, Fear 

not, neither be thou dismayed : take 

all the people of war with thee, and 

arise, go up to Ai: see, I have given into 

thy hand the king of Ai, and his people, 
and his city, and his land : 

2 And thou shalt do to Ai and her king 
as thou didst unto Jericho and her king: 
only the spoil thereof, and the cattle 
thereof, shall ye take for a prey unto 
yourselves: lay thee an ambush for the 
city behind it. 

3 4 So Joshua arose, and all the people 
of war, to go up against Ai: and Joshua 
chose out thirty thousand mighty men 
of valour, and sent them away by 
night. 

4 And he commanded them, saying, 
Behold, ye shall lie in wait against the 
city, even behind the city: go not very 
far from the city, but be ye all ready: 

5 And I, and all the people that are 
with me, will approach unto the city: 
and it shall come to pass, when they 
come out against us, as at the first, 
that we will flee before them, 

6 (For they will come out after us,) till 
we have drawn them from the city ; for 
they will say, They flee before us, as at 
therefore we will flee before 
them. 

7 Then ye shall rise up from the am- 
bush, and seize upon the city: for the 
Lorp your God will deliver it into your 
hand. 

8 And it shall be, when ye have taken 
the city, that ye shall set the city on 
fire: according to the commandment 
of the Lorp shall ye do. See, I have 
commanded you. 

9 4 Joshua therefore sent them forth; 
and they went to lie in ambush, and 
abode between Beth-el and Ai, on the 
west side of Ai: but Joshua lodged that 
night among the people. 

10 And Joshua rose up early in the

3 § And when the inhabitants 01 Gibeon 
heard what Joshua had done unto Jeri-

4 They did work wilily, and went and 
made as if they had been ambassadors, 
and took old sacks upon their asses, and 
wine bottles, old, and rent, and bound 


up ; 

5 And old shoes and clouted upon their 
feet, and old garments upon them; and 
all the bread of their provision was dry 
and mouldy. 

6 And they went to Joshua unto the 
camp at Gilgal, and said unto him, and 
to the men of Israel, We be come from a 
far country: now therefore make ye a 
league with us. 

7 And the men of Israel said unto the 
Hivites, Peradventure ye dwell among 
us; and how shall we make a league 
with you? 

8 And they said unto Joshua, We are 
thy servants. And Joshuasaid untothem, 
Who are ye? and from whence come ye ? 

9 And they said ὑπο him, From a very 
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22 And the other issued out of the city 
against them; so they were in the midst 
of Israel, some on this side, and some on 
that side: and they smote them, so that 
they let none of them remain or escape.

24 And it came to pass, when Israel 
had made an end of slaying all the in- 
habitants of Ai in the field, in the wilder- 
ness wherein they chased them, and when 
they were all fallen on the edge of the 
sword, until they were consumed, that 
all the Israelites returned unto Ai, and 
smote it with the edge of the sword.

27 Only the cattle and the spoil of that 
city Israel took for a prey unto them- 
selves, according unto the word of the 
Lorp which he commanded Joshua. 

28 And Joshua burnt Ai, and made ita 
heap for ever, even a desolation unto this 


ay. 

1 And the king of Ai he hanged ona 
tree until eventide: and as soon as the 
sun was down, Joshua commanded that 
they should take his carcass down from 
the tree, and cast it at ‘the entering of 


the gate of the city, and raise thereon 
8 great heap of stones, that remaineth 


unto this day. 

30 4 Then Joshua built an altar unto 
the Lorp God of Israel in mount Ebal, 

31 As Moses the servant of the Lorp 
commanded the children of Israel, as it 
is written in the book of the law of Mo- 
ses, an altar of whole stones, over which 
no man hath lifted up any iron: and they 
offered thereon burnt offerings unto the 
Lorp, and sacrificed peace offerings.

10 And all that he did to the two kings 
of the Amorites, that were beyond Jor- 
dan, to Sihon king of Heshbon, and to Og 
king of Bashan, which was at Ashtaroth. 

11 Wherefore our elders and all the in- 
habitants of our country spake to us, say- 
ing, Take victuals with you for the jour- 
ney, and go to meet them, and say unto 
them, We are your servants: therefore 
now make ye a league with us. 

12 This our bread we took hot for our 
provision out of our houses on the day 
we came forth to go unto you; but now, 
behold, it is dry, and it 18 mouldy: 

18 And these bottles of wine, which we 
filled, were new; and, behold, they be 
rent: and these our garments and our 
shoes are become old by reason of the 
very long journey. 

14 And the men took of their victuals, 
and asked not cownsel at the mouth of 
the Lorn. 

15 And Joshua made peace with them, 
and made a league with them, to let them 
live: and the princes of the congregation 
sware unto them. 

16 § And it came to pass at the end of 
three days after they had made a league 
with them, that they heard that they 
were their neighbours, and that they 
dwelt among them. 

17 And the children of Israel journeyed, 
and came unto their cities on the third 
day. Now their cities were Gibeon, and 
Chephirah, and Beeroth, and Kirjath- 
jearim. 

18 And the children of Israel smote 
them not, because the princes of the con- 
gregation had sworn unto them by the 
Lorp God of Israel. And all the congre- 
gation murmured against the princes. 

19 But all the princes said unto all the 
congregation, We have sworn unto them 
by the Lorp God of Israel: now there- 
fore we may not touch them. 

20 This we will do to them; we will 
even let them live, lest wrath be upon 
us, because of the oath which we sware 
unto them. 

21 And the princes said unto them, Let 
them live; but let them be hewers of 
wood and drawers of water unto all the 
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kings are slain.

15 § And Joshua returned, and all Is- 
rael with him, unto the camp to Gilgal. 

16 But these five kings fled, and hid 
themselves in a cave at Makkedah.

18 And Joshua said, Roll great stones 
upon the mouth of the-cave, and set men 
by it for to keep them: ;

20 And it came to pass, when Joshua 
and the children of Israel had made an 
end of slaying them with a very great 
slaughter, till they were consumed, that 
the rest which remained of them entered 
into fenced cities. 

21 And all the people returned to the 
camp to Joshua at Makkedah in peace: 
none moved his tongue against any of 
the children of Israel. 

22 Then said Joshua, Open the mouth 
of the cave, and bring out those five 
kings unto me out of the cave. 

28 And they did so, and brought forth 
those five kings unto him out of the 
cave, the king of Jerusalem, the king of 
Hebron, the king of Jarmuth, the king 
of Lachish, and the king of Eglon. 

24 And it came to pass, when they 
brought out those kings wnto Joshua, 
that Joshua called for all the men of 
Israel, and said unto the captains of the 
men of war which went with him, Come 
near, put your feet upon the necks of 
these kings. And they came near, ‘and 
put their feet upon the necks of them. 

25 And Joshua said unto them, Fear 
not, nor be dismayed, be strong and of 
good courage: for thus shall the Lorp 
do to all your enemies against whom 
ye fight. 

26 And afterward Joshua smote them, 
and slew them, and hanged them on five 
trees: and they were hanging upon the 
trees until the evening. 

27 And it came to pass at the time of

Joshua to the camp to Gilgal, saying, 
Slack not thy hand from thy servants ; 
come up to us quickly, and save us, and 
help us: for all the kings of the Amorites 
that dwell in the mountains are gathered 
together against us. 

7 So Joshua ascended from Gilgal, he, 
and all the people of war with him, and 
all the mighty men of valour. 

8 § And the Lorp said unto Joshua, 
Fear them not: for I have delivered them 
into thine hand; there shall not a man 
of them stand before thee. 

9 Joshua therefore came unto them 
suddenly, and went up from Gilgal all 
night. 

10 And the Lorp discomfited them be- 
fore Israel, and slew them with a great 
slaughter .at Gibeon, and chased them 
along the way that goeth up to Beth- 
horon, and smote them to Azekah, and 
unto Makkedah. 

11 And it came to pass, as they fled 
from before Israel, and were in the going 
down to Beth-horon, that the Lorp cast 
down great stones from heaven upon 
them unto Azekah, and they died: they 
were more which died with hailstones 
than they whom the children of Israel 
slew with the sword.

14 And there was no day like that be- 
fore it or after it, that the Lorp heark- 


are conquered. 

39 And he took it, and the king thereof, 
and all the cities thereof ; and they smote | 
them with the edge of the sword, and 
utterly destroyed all the souls that were 
therein; he left none remaining: as he 
had done to Hebron, so he did to Debir, 
and to the king thereof; as he had done 
also to Libnah, and to her king. 

40 * So Joshua smote all the country 
of the hills, and of the south, and of the 
vale, and of the springs, and all their 
kings: he left none remaining, but 
utterly destroyed all that breathed, as 
the Lorp God of Israel commanded.

ND it came to pass, when Jabin king 

of Hazor had heard those things, that 

he sent to Jobab king of Madon, and to 

the king 01 Shimron, and tathe king of 
Achshaph, 

2 And to the kings that were on the 
north of the mountains, and of the plains 
south of Chinneroth, and in the valley, 
and in the borders of Dor on the west, 

3 And to the Canaanite on the east and 
on the west, and to the Amorite, and the 
Hittite, and the Perizzite, and the Jebu- 
site in the mountains, and 20 the Hivite 
under Hermon in the land of Mizpeh. 

4 And they went out, they and all their 
hosts with them, much people, even as 
the sand that 08 upon the sea shore in 
multitude, with horses and chariots very 
many. 

5 And when all these kings were met 
together, they came and pitched together 
at the waters of Merom, to fight against 
Israel. 

6 § And the Lorp said unto Joshua, 
Be not afraid because of them: for to 
morrow about this time will I deliver 
them up all slain before Israel: thou 
shalt hough their horses, and burn their 
chariots with fire. ὃ 

7 So Joshua came, and all the people

wherein they had been hid, and laid 
great stones in the cave’s mouth, which 
remain until this very day.

91 § And Joshua passed from Libnah, 
and all Israel with him, unto Lachish, 
and encamped against it, and fought 
against it: 

32 And the Lorp delivered Lachish into 
the hand of Israel, which took it on the 
second day, and smote it with the edge 
of the sword, and all the souls that were 
therein, according to all that he had 
done to Libnah. 

88 4 Then Horam king of Gezer came 
up to help Lachish; and Joshua smote 
him and his people, until he had left 
him none remaining. 

84 J And from Lachish Joshua passed 
unto Eglon, and all Israel with him; and 
they encamped against it, and fought 
against it: 

380 And they took it on that day, and 
smote it with the edge of the sword, and 
all the souls that were therein he utterly 
destroyed that day, according to all that 
he had done to Lachish. 

86 And Joshua went up from Eglon, 
and all Israel with him, unto Hebron; 
and they fought against it: 

87 And they took it, and smote it with 
the edge of the sword, and the king 
thereof, and all the cities thereof, and all 
the souls that were therein; he left none 
remaining, according to all that he had 
done to Eglon; but destroyed it utterly, 
and all the souls that were therein.

Hivites the inhabitants of Gibeon: all 
other they took in battle. 

20 For it was of the Lorp to harden 
their hearts, that they should come against 
Israel in battle, that he might destroy 
them utterly, and that they might have 
no favour, but that he might destroy 
them, as the LorD commanded Moses. 

21 4 And at that time came Joshua, and 
cut off the Anakim from the mountains, 
from Hebron, from Debir, from Anab, 
and from all the mountains of Judah, and 
from all the mountains of Israel: Joshua 
destroyed them utterly with their cities. 

22 There was none of the Anakim left 
in the land of the children of Israel: 
only in Gaza, in Gath, and in Ashdod, 
there remained.

OW these are the kings of the land, 

which the children of Israel smote, 
and possessed their land on the other 
side Jordan toward the rising of the 
sun, from the river Arnon unto mount 
Hermon, and all the plain on the east: 

2 Sihon king of the Amorites, who 
dwelt in Heshbon, and ruled from Aroer, 
which 7s upon the bank of the river 
Arnon, and from the middle of the 
river, and from half Gilead, even unto 
the river Jabbok, which zs the border of 
the children of Ammon ; 

8 And from the plain to the sea of 
Chinneroth on the east, and unto the sea 
of the plain, even the salt sea on the east, 
the way to Beth-jeshimoth; and from 
the south, under Ashdoth-pisgah : 

4 ¥ And the coast of Og king of Bashan, 
which was of the remnant of the giants, 
that dwelt at Ashtaroth and at Edrei, 

5 And reigned in mount Hermon, and 
in Salcah, and in all Bashan, unto the 
border of the Geshurites and the Maach- 
athites, and half Gilead, the border of 
Sihon king of Heshbon. 

6 Them did Moses the servant of the 
LorpD and the ae ה‎ of Israel smite: 
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_ Hazor taken and burnt. 


of war with him, against them by the 
waters of Merom suddenly; and they 
fell upon them. 

8 And the Lorp delivered them into 
the hand of Israel, who smote them, and 
chased them unto great Zidon, and unto 
Misrephoth-maim, and unto the valley of 
Mizpeh eastward ; and they smote them, 
until they left them none remaining. 

9 And Joshua did unto them as the 
Lorp bade him : he houghed their hotses, 
and burnt their chariots with fire. 

10 4 And Joshua at that time turned 
back, and took Hazor, and smote the king 
thereof with the sword : for Hazor before- 
time was the head of all those kingdoms. 

11 And they smote all the souls that 
were therein with the edge of the sword, 
utterly destroying them: there was not 
any left to breathe: and he burnt Hazor 
with fire. 

12 And all the cities of those kings, and 
all the kings of them, did Joshua take, 
and smote them with the edge of the 
sword, and he utterly destroyed them, 
as Moses the servant of the LorD com- 
manded. 

13 But as for the cities that stood still 
in their strength, Israel burned none of 
them, save Hazor only ; that did Joshua 
burn. 

14 And all the spoil of these cities, and 
the cattle, the children of Israel took for 
a prey unto themselves; but every man 
they smote with the edge of the sword, 
until they had destroyed them, neither 
left they any to breathe. 

15  Α5 the Lorp commanded Moses 
his servant, so did Moses command 
Joshua, and so did Joshua; he left 
nothing undone of all that the Lorp 
commanded Moses. 

16 So Joshua took all that land, the 
hills, and all the south country, and all 
the land of Goshen, and the valley, and 
the plain, and the mountain of Israel, 
and the-valley of the same; 

17 Hven from the mount Halak, that 
goeth up to Seir, even unto Baal-gad in 
the valley of Lebanon under mount 
Hermon: and all ‘their kings he took, 
and smote them, and slew them.

12 All the kingdom of Og in Bashan, 
which reigned in Ashtaroth and in Edrei, 
who remained of the remnant of the 
giants: for these did Moses smite, and 
cast them out.

2 By lot was their inheritance, as the 
Lorp commanded by the hand of Moses, 
for the nine tribes, and for the half tribe. 

3 For Moses had given the inheritance 
of two tribes and a half tribe on the 
other side Jordan: but unto the Levites . 


‘he gave none inheritance among them. 


4 For the children of Joseph were two 
tribes, Manasseh and Ephraim : therefore 
they gave no part unto the Levites in 
the land, save cities to dwell zn, with 
their suburbs for their cattle and for their 
substance. ᾿ 

5 As the Lorp commanded Moses, so 
the children of Israel did, and they di- 
vided the land. 

6 "| Then the children of Judah came 
unto Joshua in Gilgal: and Caleb the son 
of Jephunneh the Kenezite said unto 
him, Thou ome ‘eae thing that the 


Maachathites: but the Geshurites and 
the Maachathites dwell among the Is- 
raelites until this day. 

14 Only unto the tribe of Levi he gave 
none inheritance; the sacrifices of the 
Lorp God of Israel made by fire are 
their inheritance, as he said unto them. 

15 § And Moses gave unto the tribe of 
the children of Reuben inheritance ac- 
cording to their families.

‘This was the inheritance of the 
children of Reuben after their families, 
the cities and the villages thereof. 

24 And Moses gave inheritance unto 
the tribe of Gad, even unto the children 
of Gad according to their families. 

25 And their coast was Jazer, and all 
the cities of Gilead, and half the land of 
the children of Ammon, unto Aroer 
that 28 before Rabbah ; 

26 And from Heshbon unto Ramath- 
mizpeh, and Betonim; and from Maha- 
naim unto the border 01 Debir; 

27 And in the valley, Beth-aram, and 
Beth-nimrah, and Succoth, and Zaphon, 
the rest of the kingdom of Sihon king 
of Heshbon, Jordan and his border, even 
unto the edge of the sea of Chinnereth 
on the other side Jordan eastward.

7 But the Levites have no part among 
you; for the priesthood of the Lorp 68 
their inheritance: and Gad, and Reuben, 
and half the tribe of Manasseh, have 
received their inheritance beyond Jordan 
on the east, which Moses the servant of 
the LorpD gave them.

then shall the slayer return, and come 
unto his own city, and unto his own 
house, unto the city from whence he fled.

16 And Ain with her suburbs, and Jut- 
tah with her suburbs, and Beth-shemesh 
with her suburbs; nine cities out of those 
two tribes. 

17 And out of the tribe of Benjamin, 
Gibeon with her suburbs, Geba with her 
suburbs, 

18 Anathoth with her suburbs, and ΑἹ- 
mon with her suburbs; four cities. 

19 All the cities of the children of Aa- 
ron, the priests, were thirteen cities with 
their suburbs. 

20 § And the families of the children 
of Kohath, the Levites which remained 
of the children of Kohath, even they had 
the cities of their lot out of the tribe of 
Ephraim. . 

21 For they gave them Shechem with 
her suburbs in mount Ephraim, to be a 
city of refuge for the slayer; and Gezer 
with her suburbs, 

22 And Kibzaim with her suburbs, and 
Beth-horon with her suburbs ; four cities. 

23 And out of the tribe of Dan, Eltekeh 
with her suburbs, Gibbethon with her

2 And ye shall make no league with the - 
inhabitants of this land; ye shall throw 
down their altars: but ye have not obeyed 
my voice ; why have ye done this? 

3 Wherefore I also said, I will not drive 
them out from before you; but they 
shall be as thorns in your sides, and 
their gods shall be a snare unto you. 

4 And it came to pass, when the Angel 
of the Lorp spake these words unto all 
the children of Israel, that the people 
lifted up their voice, and wept. 

5 And they called the name of that 
place Bochim: and they sacrificed there 
unto the LorD. 

6 "ף‎ And when Joshua had let the 
people go, the children of Israel went, 
every man unto his inheritance to possess 
the land. | 

7 And the people served the Lorp all 
the days of Joshua, and all the days of 
the elders that outlived Joshua, who had 
seen all the great works of the Lorp, 
that he did for Israel.

would dwell in that land. 

28 And it came to pass, when Israel was 
strong, that they put the Canaanites to 
tribute, and did not utterly drive them

29 *[ Neither did Ephraim drive out the 

Canaanites that dwelt in Gezer; but the 
Canaanites dwelt in Gezer among them. 

80 Ἵ Neither did Zcbulun drive out the 
inhabitants of Kitron, nor the inhabitants 
of Nahalol; but the Canaanites dwelt 
among them, and became tributaries. 

31 4 Neither did Asher drive out the 
inhabitants of Accho, nor the inhabitants 
of Zidon, nor of Ahlab, norof Achzib, nor 
of Helbah, nor of Aphik, nor of Rehob: 

92 But the Asherites dwelt among the 
Canaanites, the inhabitants of the land: 
for they did not drive them out. 

89 "] Neither did Naphtali drive out 
the irhabitants of Beth-shemesh, nor the

Jebusites : 

6 And they took their daughters to be 
their wives, and gave their daughters to 
their sons, and served their gods. 

7 And the children of Israel did evil in 
the sight of the Lorp, and forgat the

18 And when the Lorp raised them up 
judges, then the Lorp was with the 
judge, and delivered them out of the 
hand of their enemies all the days of the 
judge: for it repented the LorpD because 
of their groanings by reason of them that 
oppressed them and vexed them. 

19 And it came to pass, when the judge 
was dead, that they returned, and cor- 
rupted themselves more than their fathers, 
in following other gods to serve them, 
and to bow down unto them ; they ceased 
not from their own doings, nor from 
their stubborn way. 

20 “| And the anger 01 the Lorp was 
hot against Israel; and he said; Because 
that this people hath transgressed my 
covenant which I commanded their fa- 
thers, and have not hearkened unto my 
voice ;

26 And Ehud escaped while they tar- 
ried, and passed beyond the quarries, 
and escaped unto Seirath. 

27 And it came to pass, when he was 
come, that he blew a trumpet in the 
mountain of Ephraim, and the children 
of Israel went down with him from the 
mount, and he before them. 

28 And he said unto them, Follow after 
me: for the Lorp hath delivered your 
enemies the Moabites into your hand. 
And they went down after him, and took 
the fords of Jordan toward Moab, and 
suffered not a man to pass over. 

29 And they slew of Moab at that time 
about ten thousand men, all lusty, and 
all men of valour; and there escaped 
not a man. 

30 So Moab was subdued that day 
under the hand of Israel. And the land 
had rest fourscore years. 

31 "| And after him was Shamgar the 
son of Anath, which slew of the Philis- 
tines six hundred men with an oxgoad:

Ar D the children of Israel again did 
evil in the sight of the Lorp, when 
Ehud was dead. 

2 And the Lorp sold them into the hand 
of Jabin king of Canaan, that reigned in 
Hazor; the captain of whose host was 
Sisera, which dwelt in Harosheth of the 
Gentiles. 

8 And the children of Israel cried unto 
the Lorp: for he had nine hundred 
chariots of iron; and twenty years he 
mightily oppressed the children of Israel. 

4 § And Deborah, a prophetess, the 
wife of Lapidoth, she judged Israel at 
that time. 

5 And she dwelt under the palm tree 
of Deborah, between Ramah and Beth-e: 
in mount Ephraim: and the children of 
Israel came up to 0 judgment.

18 And when he had made an end to 
offer the present, he sent away the peo- 
ple that bare the present. 

19 But he himself turned again from 
the quarries that were by Gilgal, and said, 
I have a secret errand unto thee, O king: 
who said, Keep silence. And all that 
stood by him went out from him. 

20 And Ehud came unto him; and he 
was sitting in a summer parlour, which 
he had for himself alone: and Ehud said, 
1 have a message from God unto thee. 
And he arose out of his seat. 

21 And Ehud put forth his left hand, 
and took the dagger from his right thigh, 
and thrust it into his belly: 

-22 And the haft also went in after the 
blade ; and the fat closed upon the blade, 
so that he could not draw the dagger out 
of his belly ; and the dirt came out. 

23 Then Ehud went forth through the 
porch, and shut the doors of the parlour 
upon him, and locked them.

23 So God subdued on that day Jabin 
the king of Canaan before the children 
of Israel. 

24 And the hand of the children of Is- 
rael prospered, and prevailed against Ja- 
bin the king of Canaan, until they had 
destroyed Jabin king of Canaan. 


CHAPTER 5. 
The song Of Deborah and Barak. 


HEN sang Deborah and Barak the 
son of Abinoam on that day, saying,

8 And Barak said unto her, If thou wilt 
go with me, then I will go: but if thou 
wilt not go with me, then I will not go.

for the Lorp shall sell Sisera into the 
hand of a woman.

10 ף‎ And Barak called Zebulun and 
Naphtali to Kedesh; and he went up 
with ten thousand men at his feet: and 
Deborah went up with him. 

11 Now Heber the Kenite, which was of 
the children of Hobab the father in law 
of Moses, had severed himself from the 
Kenites, and pitched his tent unto the 
plain of Zaanaim, which 7s by Kedesh. 

12 And they shewed Sisera that Barak 
the son of Abinoam was gone up to 
mount Tabor. 

13 And Sisera gathered together all his 
chariots, even nine hundred chariots of 
iron, and all the people that were with 
him, from Harosheth of the Gentiles unto 
the river of Kishon. 

14 And Deborah said unto Barak, Up; 
for this 7s the day in which the Lorp 
hath delivered Sisera into thine hand: 
is not the LorD gone out before thee? 
So Barak went down from mount Tabor, 
and ten thousand men after him. 

15 And the Lorp discomfited Sisera, 
and all 208 chariots, and all his host, with 
the edge of the sword before Barak; so 
that Sisera lighted down off his chariot, 
and fled away on his feet. 

16 But Barak pursued after the chariots, 
and after the host, unto Harosheth of the

upon the edge of the sword; and there 
was not a man left.

gain of money. 

20 They fought from heaven ; the stars 
in their courses fought against Sisera. 

21 The river of Kishon swept them 
away, that ancient river, the river Ki- 
shon. O my soul, thou hast trodden 
down strength. 

22 Then were the horsehoofs broken by 
the means of the prancings, the prancings 
of their mighty ones. 

23 Curse ye Meroz, said the angel of 
the LorpD, curse ye bitterly the inhab- 
itants thereof; because they came not to 
the help of the LorD, to the help of the 
LorD against the mighty. 

24 Blessed above women shall Jael the 
wife of Heber the Kenite be; blessed 
shall she be above women in the tent. 

25 He asked water, and she gave him 
milk; she brought forth butter in a 
lordly dish. 

26 She put her hand to the nail, and 
her right hand to the workmen’s ham- 
mer; and with the hammer she smote 
Sisera, she smote off his head, when she 
had pierced and stricken through his 
temples. 

27 At her feet he bowed, he fell, he lay 
down: at her feet he bowed, he fell: 
where he bowed, there he fell down 
dead. 

28 The mother of Sisera looked out at 
a window, and cried through the lattice, 
Why is his chariot so long in coming? 
why tarry the wheels of his chariots? 

29 Her wise ladies answered her, yea, 
she returned answer to herself, 

30 Have they not sped? have they 
not divided the prey; to every man a 
damsel or two; to Sisera a prey of 
divers colours, a prey of divers colours 
of needlework, of divers colours of 
needlework on both sides, meet for the 
necks of them that take the spoil? 

81 So let all thine enemies perish, 0 
Lorp: but 6% them that love him 26 as 
the sun when he goeth forth in his might. 
And the land had rest forty years. 


CHAPTER 6. 


1 The Israelites for their sin are oppressed by Midian. 
A prophet rebuketh them. 11 An angel sendeth 
Gideon for their deliverance. 1% Gideon’s present 
is consumed with fire.

8 They chose new gods; then was war 
in the gates: was there a shield or spear 
seen among forty thousand in Israel ? 

9 My heart 28 toward the governors of 
Israel, that offered themselves willingly 
among the people. Bless ye the Lorp. 

10 Speak, ye that ride on white asses, ye 
that sit in judgment, and walk by the way. 

11 They that are delivered from the noise 
of archers in the places of drawing water, 
there shall they rehearse the righteous 
acts of the LorD, even the righteous acts 
toward the inhabitents of his villages in 
Israel: then shall the people of the Lorp 
go down to the gates. 

12 Awake, awake, Deborah: awake, 
awake, utter a song: arise, Barak, and 
lead thy captivity captive, thou son of 
Abinoam. 

18 Then he made him that remaineth 
have dominion over the nobles among 
the people: the Lorp made me have 
dominion over the mighty. 

14 Out of Ephraim was there a root of 
them against Amalek; after thee, Ben- 
jamin, among thy people; out of Machir 
came down governors, and out of Zebu- 
lun they that handle the pen of the writer. 

15 And the princes of Issachar were 
with Deborah; even Issachar, and also 
Barak: he was sent on foot into the 
valley. For the divisions of Reuben 
there were great thoughts of heart. 

16 Why abodest thou among the sheep- 
folds, to hear the bleatings of the flocks ? 
For the divisions of Reuben there were 
great searchings of heart. 

17 Gilead abode beyond Jordan: and 
why did Dan remain in ships? Asher 
continued on the sea shore, and abode in 
his breaches. 

18 Zebulun and Naphtali were a people 
that jeoparded their lives unto the death 
in the high places of the field. 

19 The kings came and fought; then 
fought the kings of Canaan in Taanach

saying, Did not the Lorp bring us up 
from Egypt? but now the Lorp hath 
forsaken us, and delivered us into the 
hands of the Midianites. 

14 And the Lorp looked upon him, and 
said, Go in this thy might, and thou 
shalt save Israel from the hand of the 
Midianites: have not I sent thee?

20 And the angel of God said unto him, 
Take the flesh and the unleavened cakes, 
and lay them upon this rock, and pour 
out the broth.

21 " Then the angel of the Lorp put 
forth the end of the staff that was in his 
hand, and touched the flesh and the un- 
leavened cakes; and there rose up fire 
out of the rock, and consumed the flesh 
and the unleavened cakes.

22 And when Gideon perceived that he 
was an angel of the Lorp, Gideon said, 
Alas, O Lord Gop! for because I have 
seen an angel of the Lorp face to face.

24 Then Gideon built an altar there 
unto the Lorp, and called it Jehovah- 
shalom: unto this day it 7s yet in Ophrah 
of the Abi-ezrites.

8 That the Lorn sent a prophet unto the 
children of Israel, which said unto them, 
Thus saith the Lorp God of Israel, 1 
brought you up from Egypt, and brought 
you forth out of the house of bondage; 

9 And I delivered you out of the hand 
of the Egyptians, and out of the hand of 
all that oppressed you, and drave them 
Cae before you, and gave you their

10 And 1 said unto you, I am the Lorp 
your God; fear not the gods of the 
Amorites, in whose land ye dwell: but 
ye have not obeyed my voice. 

11 4 And there came an angel of the 
Lorp, and sat under an oak which was 
in Ophrah, that pertained unto Joash the 


Abi-ezrite: and his son Gideon threshed ἃ 


wheat by the winepress, to hide ἐξ from 
the Midianites. 

12 And the angel of the Lorp appeared 
unto him, and said unto him, The Lorp 
48 with thee, thou mighty man of valour. 

18 And Gideon said unto him, O my 
Lord, if the Lorp be with us, why then 
is all this befallen us? and where 26 all 
his miracles which our fathers told us of, 
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Gideon’s signs. 
in the floor; and if the dew 06 on the 
fleece only, and 0% de dry upon all the 
earth besides, then shall I know that thou 
wilt save Israel by mine hand, as thou 
hast said. 

88 And it was so: for he rose up early 
on the morrow, and thrust the fleece 
together, and wringed the dew out of 
the fleece, a bowl full of water. 

39 And Gideon said unto God, Let not 
thine anger be hot against me, and I will 
speak but-this once: let me prove, I pray 
thee, but this once with the fleece ; let it 
now be dry only upon the fleece, and 
upon all the ground let there be dew. 

40 And God did so that night: for it 
was dry upon the fleece only, and there 
was dew on all the ground.

2 And the Lorp said unto Gideon, The 


people that are with thee are too many 
for me to give the Midianites into their 
hands, lest Israel vaunt themselves against 
me, saying, Mine own hand hath saved 
me. 

3 Now therefore go to, proclaim in the 
ears of. the people, saying, Whosoever 8 
fearful and afraid, let him return and 
depart early from mount Gilead. And 
there returned of the people twenty and 
two thousand; and there remained ten 
thousand. 

4 And the LorD said unto Gideon, The 
people are yet too many; bring them 
down unto the water, and I will try them 
for thee there: and it shall be, that of 
whom 1 say unto thee, This shall go with 
thee, the same shall go with thee; and 
of whomsoever I say unto thee, This 
shall not go with thee, the same shall 
not go. 

5 So he brought down the people unto 
the water: and the Lorp said unto Gid- 
eon, Every one that lappeth of the water 
with his tongue, as a dog lappeth, him 
shalt thou set by = likewise every 
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Baal’s altar destroyed. 
hath, and cut down the grove that 8 


by it: 

36 And build an altar unto the Lorp 
thy God upon the top of this rock, in 
the ordered place, and take the second 
bullock, and offer a burnt sacrifice with 
the wood of the grove which thou shalt 
cut down. 

27 Then Gideon took ten men of his 
servants, and did as the Lorp had said 
unto him: and so it was, because he 
feared his father’s household, and the 
men of the city, that he could not do 
it by day, that he did 7 by night. 

28 § And when the men of the city 
arose early in the morning, behold, the 
altar of Baal was cast down, and the 
grove was cut down that 0208 by it, and 
the second bullock was offered upon the 
altar that was built. 

29 And they said one to another, Who 
hath done this thing? And when they 
inquired and asked, they said, Gideon 
the son of Joash hath done this thing. 

30 Then the men of the city said unto 
Joash, Bring out thy son, that he may 
die: because he hath cast down the altar 
of Baal, and because he hath cut down 
the grove that was by it. 

31 And Joash said unto all that stood 
against him, Will ye plead for Baal? 
will ye save him ? he that will plead for 
him, let him be put to death whilst τέ 8 
yet morning : if he de a god, let him plead 
for himself, because one hath cast down 
his altar. 

32 Therefore on that day he called him 
Jerubbaal, saying, Let Baal plead against 
him, because he hath thrown down his 
altar. 

33 "| Then all the Midianites and the 
Amalekites and the children of the east 
were gathered together, and went over, 
and pitched in the valley of Jezreel. 

34 But the Spirit of the Lorp came 
upon Gideon, and he blew a trumpet; 
and Abi-ezer was gathered after him. 

30 And he sent messengers throughout 
all Manasseh; who also was gathered 
after him: and he sent messengers unto 
Asher, and unto Zebulun, and unto Naph- 
tali; and they came up to meet them. | 

36 "= And Gideon said unto God, If 
thou wilt save Israel by mine hand, as 
thou hast said, 

37 Behold, I will put a fleece of wool

16 And he divided the three hundred 
men into three companies, and he put 
a trumpet in every man’s hand, with 
empty pitchers, and lamps within the 
pitchers.

15 | And it was so, when Gideon heard 
the telling of the dream, and the inter- 
pretation thereof, that he worshipped, 
and returned into the host of Israel, and 
said, Arise; for the Lorp hath delivered 
into your hand the host of Midian.

12 And when Zebah and Zalmunna fled, 
he pursued after them, and took the two 
kings of Midian, Zebah and Zalmunna, 
and discomfited all the host.

ND the men of Ephraim said unto 
him, Why hast thou served us thus,

2 And he said unto them, What have I 

done now in comparison of you? Js not 

the gleaning of the grapes of Ephraim 
better than the vintage of Abi-ezer? 

3 God hath delivered into your hands 
the princes of Midian, Oreb and Zeeb: 
and what was I able to do in comparison 
of you? Then their anger was abated 
toward him, when he had said that. 

4 4 And Gideon came to Jordan, and 
passed over, he, and the three hundred 
men that were with him, faint, yet pur- 
suing them. 

5 And he said unto the men of Succoth, 
Give, I pray you, loaves of bread unto 
the people that follow me; for they 6 
faint, and I am pursuing after Zebah and 
Zalmunna, kings of Midian. 

6 § And the princes of Succoth said, 
Are the hands of Zebah and Zalmunna 
now in thine hand, that we should give 
bread unto thine army ? ᾿ 

7 And Gideon said, Therefore when the 
Lorp hath delivered Zebah and Zalmun- 
na into mine hand, then I will tear your 
flesh with the thorns of the wilderness 
and with briers. 

8 § And he went up thence to Penuel, 
and spake unto them likewise: and the 
men of Penuel answered him as the men 
of Succoth had answered him. ו‎ 

9 And he spake also unto the men of 
Penuel, saying, When I come again in 
peace, I will break down this tower. 

10 § Now Zebah and Zalmunna were 
in Karkor, and their hosts with them, 
about fifteen thousand men, all that were 
left of all the hosts of the children of the 
east : for there fell a hundred and twenty 
thousand men that drew sword.

7 4 And when they told zt to Jotham, 
he went and stood in the top of mount 
Gerizim, and lifted up his voice, and 
cried, and said unto them, Hearken unto 
me, ye men of Shechem, that God may 
hearken unto you. 

8 The trees went forth on ὦ time to 
anoint a king over them; and they said 
unto the olive tree, Reign thou over us. 

9 But the olive tree said unto them, 
Should I leave my fatness, wherewith by 
me they honour God and man, and go 
to be promoted over the trees?

11 But the fig tree said unto them, 
Should I forsake my sweetness, and my 
good fruit, and go to be promoted over 
the trees?

33 And it came to pass, 88 soon as 
Gideon was dead, that the children of 
Israel turned again, and went a whoring 
a Baalim, and made Baal-berith their 
god. 

34 And the children of Israel remem- 
bered not the Lorp their God, who had 
delivered them out of the hands of all 
their enemies on every side: 

30 Neither shewed they kindness to the 
house of Jerubbaal, namely, Gideon, 
according to all the goodness which he 
had shewed unto Israel.

ND Abimelech the son of Jerubbaal 
went to Shechem unto his mother’s

27 And they went out into the fields, 
and gathered their vineyards, and trode 
the grapes, and made merry, and went 
into the house of their god, and did eat 
and drink, and cursed Abimelech. 

28 And Gaal the son of Ebed said, Who 
zs Abimelech, and who zs Shechem, that 
we should serve him ? 08 not he the son 
of Jerubbaal ? and Zebul his officer ? serve 
the men of Hamor the father of Shechem: 
for why should we serve him ? 

29 And would to God this people were 
under my hand! then would I remove 
Abimelech. And he said to Abimelech, 
Increase thine army, and come out. 

30 § And when Zebul the ruler of the 
city heard the words of Gaal the son of 
Ebed, his anger was kindled. 

31 And he sent messengers unto Abim- 
elech privily, saying, Behold, Gaal the 
son of Ebed and his brethren be come to 
Shechem ; and, behold, they fortify the 
city against thee. 

33 Now therefore up by night, thou and 
the people that 28 with thee, and lie in 
wait in the field: 

33 And it shall be, that in the morning, 
as soon as the sun is up, thou shalt rise 
early, and set upon the city : and, behold, 
when he and the people that 7s with him 
come out against thee, then mayest 
thou do to them as thou shalt find 
occasion. 

34 §| And Abimelech rose up, and all 
the people that were with him, by night, 
and they laid wait against Shechem in 
four companies. 

30 And Gaal the son of Ebed went out, 
and stood in the entering of the gate of 
the city: and Abimelech rose up, and 
the people that were with him, from 
lying in wait. 

86 And when Gaal saw the people, he 
said to Zebul, Behold, there come people 
down from the top of the mountains. 
And Zebul said unto him, Thou seest the 
shadow of the mountains as if they were 
men. 

87 And Gaal spake again and said, See, 
there come people down by the middle 
of the land, and another company come 
along by the plain of Meonenim. 

88 Then said Zebul unto him, Where 8 
now thy mouth, wherewith thou saidst, 
Who zs Abimelech, that we should serve 
him ? 73 not this the people that thou 
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Gaal conspireth with 


15 And the bramble said unto the trees, 
Tf in truth ye anoint me king over you, 
then come and put your trust in my 
shadow ; and if not, let fire come out of 
the bramble, and devour the cedars of 
Lebanon. 

16 Now therefore, if ye have done truly 
and sincerely, in that ye have made 
Abimelech king, and if ye have dealt well 
with Jerubbaal and his house, and have 
done unto him according to the deserv- 
ing of his hands: 

17 (For my father fought for you, and 
adventured his life far, and delivered you 
out of the hand of Midian: 

18 And ye are risen up against my fa- 
ther’s house this day, and have slain his 
sons, threescore and ten persons, upon 
one stone, and have made Abimelech, 
the son of his maidservant, king over the 
men of Shechem, because he 7s your 
brother :) 

19 If ye then have dealt truly and sin- 
cerely with Jerubbaal and with his house 
this day, then rejoice ye in Abimelech, 
and let him also rejoice in you: 

20 But if not, let fire come out from 
Abimelech, and devour the men of She- 
chem, and the house of Millo; and let 
fire come out from the men of Shechem, 
and from the house of Millo, and devour 
Abimelech. 

21 And Jotham ran away, and fied, and 
went to Beer, and dwelt there, for fear of 
Abimelech his brother. 

22 "| When Abimelech had reigned 
three mate over Israel, 

23 Then God sent an evil spirit be- 
tween Abimelech and the men of She- 
chem; and the men of Shechem dealt 
treacherously with Abimelech: ְ 

24 That the cruelty done to the three- 
score and ten sons of Jerubbaal might 
come, and their blood be laid upon 
Abimelech their brother, which slew 
them, and upon the men of Shechem, 
which aided him in the killing of his 
brethren. 

25 And the men of Shechem set liers in 
wait for him in the top of the mountains, 
and they robbed all that came along that 
way by them: and it was told Abimelech. 

26 And Gaal the son of Ebed came 
with his brethren, and went over to 
Shechem: and the men of Shechem put 


1 their confidence in him. 
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Abimelech slain. 
the city, and thither fled all the men and 
women, and all they of the city, and shut 
ἐξ to them, and gat them up to the top 
of the tower. 

52 And Abimelech came unto the tower, 
and fought against it, and went hard 
unto the door of the tower to burn it 
with fire.

57 And all the evil of the men of She- 
chem did God render upon their heads: 
and upon them came the curse of Jotham 
the son of Jerubbaal.

44 And Abimelech, and the company 
that was with him, rushed forward, and 
stood in the entering of the gate of the 
city: and the two other companies ran 
upon all the people that were in the fields, 
and slew them. 

45 And Abimelech fought against the 
city all that day; and he took the city, 
and slew the people that was therein, 
and beat down the city, and sowed it 
with salt. 

46 {| And when all the men of the tower 
of Shechem heard that, they entered into 
a hold of the house of the god Berith. 

47 And it was told Abimelech, that all 
the men of the tower of Shechem were 
gathered together. 

48 And Abimelech gat him up to mount 
Zalmon, he and all the people that were 
with him; and Abimelech took an axe 
in his hand, and cut down a bough from 
the trees, and took it, and laid ἐξ on his 
shoulder, and said unto the people that 
were with him, What ye have seen me 
do, make haste, and do as I have done. 

49 And all the people likewise cut down 
every man his bough, and followed Abim- 
elech, and put them to the hold, and set 
the hold on fire upon them; so that all 
the men of the tower of Shechem died 
also, about a thousand men and women. 

50 4 Then went Abimelech to Thebez, 
and encamped against Thebez, and took 
it. 

51 But there was a strong tower within

OW Jephthah the Gileadite was a 

mighty man of valour, and he was 
the son of a harlot: and Gilead begat 
Jephthah. 

2 And Gilead’s wife bare him sons; and 
his wife’s sons grew up, and they thrust 
out Jephthah, and said unto him, Thou 
shalt not inherit in our father’s house; 
for thou art the son of a strange woman. 

8 Then Jephthah fled from his brethren, 
and dwelt in the land of Tob: and there 
were gathered vain men to Jephthah, 
and went out with him. 

4 4 And it came to pass in process of 
time, that the children of Ammon made 
war against Israel. 

5 And it was so, that when the children 
of Ammon made war against Israel, the 
elders of Gilead went to fetch Jephthah 
out of the land of Tob: 

6 And they said unto Jephthah, Come, 
and be our captain, that we may fight 
with the children of Ammon. 

7 And Jephthah said unto the elders of 
Gilead, Did not ye hate me, and expel 
me out of my father’s house? and why 
are ye come unto me now when ye are 
in distress ? 

8 And the elders of Gilead said unto 
Jephthah, Therefore we turn again to 
thee now, that thou mayest go with us, 
and fight against the children of Ammon, 
and be our head over all the inhabitants 
of Gilead. 

9 And Jephthah said unto the elders of 
Gilead, If ye bring me home again to 
fight against the children of Ammon, and 
the Lorp deliver them before me, shall I 
be your head ? 

10 And the elders of Gilead said unto 
Jephthah, The Lorp be witness between 
us, if we do not so according to thy words. 

11 Then Jephthah went with the elders 
of Gilead, and the people made him head 
and captain over them: and Jephthah 
uttered all his words before the Lorp in 
Mizpeh. 

12 4 And Jephthah sent messengers 
unto the king of the children of Ammon, 
saying, What hast thou to do with me, 
that thou art come against me to fight in 
my land? 

18 And the king of the children of 
Ammon answered unto the messengers of 
Jephthah, Because Israel took away my 
land, when they ל‎ up out of Egypt, 
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Israel oppressed.

hands of the children of Ammon. 

8 And that year they vexed and op- 
pressed the children of Israel: eighteen 
years, all the children of Israel that were 
on the other side Jordan in the land of 
the Amorites, which 28 in Gilead.

14 Go and cry unto the gods which ye 
have chosen ; let them deliver you in the 
time of your tribulation. 

15 § And the children of Israel said unto 
the Lorp, We have sinned : do thou unto 
us whatsoever seemeth good unto thee; 
deliver us only, we pray thee, this day. 

16 And they put away the strange gods 
from among them, and served the 1,032 : 
and his soul was grieved for the misery 
of Israel. 

17 Then the children of Ammon were 
gathered together, and encamped in Gil- 
ead. And the children of Israel assem- 
bled themselves together, and encamped 
in Mizpeh. 

18 And the people and princes of 
Gilead said one to another, What man 
28 he that will begin to fight against the 
children of Ammon? he shall be head 
over all the inhabitants of Gilead. 


CHAPTER 11.

33 And he smote them from Aroer, even 
till thou come to Minnith, even twenty 
cities, and unto the plain of the vine- 
yards, with a very great slaughter. Thus 
the children of Ammon were subdued 
vefore the children of Israel. 

84 9 And Jephthah came to Mizpeh 
unto his house, and, behold, his daugh- 
ter came out to meet him with timbrels 
and with dances: and she was his only 
child ; beside her he had neither son nor 
daughter.

9 4 Then the Philistines went up, and 
pitched in Judah, and spread themselves 
in Lehi. 

10 And the men of Judah said, Why 
are ye come up against us? And they 
answered, To bind Samson are we come 
up, to do to him as he hath done to us. 

11 Then three thousand men of Judah 
went to the top of the rock Etam, and 
said to Samson, Knowest thou not that 
the Philistines ave rulers over us? what 
18 this that thou hast done unto us? And 
he said unto them, As they did unto me, 
so have I done unto them. 

12 And they said unto him, We are 
come down to bind thee, that we may 
deliver thee into the hand of the Philis- 
tines. And Samson said unto them, 
Swear unto me, that ye will not fall upon 
me yourselves. 

13 And they spake unto him, saying, 
No; but we will bind thee fast, and 
deliver thee into their hand: but surely 
we will not kill thee. And they bound 
him with two new cords, and brought 
him up from the rock. 

14 4] And when he came unto Lehi, the 
Philistines shouted against him: and the 
Spirit of the Lorp came mightily upon 
him, and the cords that were upon his 
arms became as flax that was burnt with 
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Samson's eyes put out. 


17 That he told her all his heart, and 
said unto her, There hath not come a 
razor upon mine head; for I have been 
a Nazarite unto God from my mother’s 
womb: if I be shaven, then my strength 
will go from me, and I shall become 
weak, and be like any other man. 

18 And when Delilah saw that he had 
told her all his heart, she sent and called 
for the lords of the Philistines, saying, 
Come up this once, for he hath shewed 
me all his heart. Then the lords of 
the Philistines came up unto her, and 
brought money in their hand. 

19 And she made him sleep upon her 
knees; and she called for a man, and 
she caused him to shave off the seven 
locks of his head; and she began to 
afflict him, and his strength went from 
him. 

20 And she said, The Philistines be upon 
thee, Samson. And he awoke out of his 
sleep, and said, I will go out as at other 
times before, and shake myself. And 
he wist not that the LorD was departed 
from him. . 

21 4 But the Philistines took him, and 
put out his eyes, and brought him down 
to Gaza, and bound him with fetters of 
brass; and he did grind in the prison 
house. 

22 Howbeit the hair of his head began 
to grow again after he was shaven. 

23 Then the lords of the Philistines 
gathered them together for to offer a 
great sacrifice unto Dagon their god, and 
to rejoice: for they said, Our god hath 
delivered Samson our enemy into our 
hand. 

24 And when the people saw him, they 
praised their god: for they said, Our 
god hath delivered into our hands our 
enemy, and the destroyer of our country, 
which slew many of us. 

25 And it came to pass, when their 
hearts were merry, that they said, Call 
for Samson, that he may make us sport. 
And they called for Samson out of the 
prison house; and he made them sport: 
and they set him between the pillars. 

26 And Samson said unto the lad that 
held him by the hand, Suffer me that I 
may feel the pillars whereupon the house 
standeth, that I may lean upon them. 

27 Now the house was full of men. and 
women; and all the lords of the Philis- 
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Delilah’s falsehood to him. 


to afflict him: and we will give thee 
every one of us eleven hundred pieces 
of silver. 

6 "| And Delilah said to Samson, Tell 
me, I pray thee, wherein thy great 
strength lieth, and wherewith thou 
mightest be bound to afflict thee. 

7 And Samson said unto her, If they 
bind me with seven green withs that 
were never dried, then shall I be weak, 
and be as another man. 

8 Then the lords of the Philistines 
brought up to her seven green withs 
which had not been dried, and she bound 
him with them. 

9 Now there were men lying in wait, 
abiding with her in the chamber. And 
she said unto him, The Philistines 6 
upon thee, Samson. And he brake the 
withs, as a thread of tow is broken when 
it toucheth the fire. So his strength was 
not known. 

10 And Delilah said unto Samson, Be- 
hold, thou hast mocked me, and told me 
lies: now tell me, I pray thee, where- 
with thou mightest be bound. 

11 And he said unto her, If they bind 
me fast with new ropes that never were 
occupied, then shall I be weak, and be 
as another man. 

12 Delilah therefore took new ropes, 
and bound him therewith, and said unto 
him, The Philistines de upon thee, Sam- 
son. And there were liers in wait abiding 
in the chamber. And he brake them 
from off his arms like a thread. 

13 And Delilah said unto Samson, Hith- 
erto thou hast mocked me, and told me 
lies: tell me wherewith thou mightest 
be bound. And he said unto her, If 
thou weavest the seven locks of my head 
with the web. 

14 And she fastened 0% with the pin, 
and said unto him, The Philistines 6 
upon thee, Samson. And he awaked 
out of his sleep, and went away with 
the pin of the beam, and with the web. 

15 Ἵ And she said unto him, How canst 
thou say, I love thee, when thine heart 
7s not with me? Thou hast mocked me 
these three times, and hast not told me 
wherein thy great strength Weth. 

16 And it came to pass, when she 
pressed him daily with her words, and 
urged him, so that his soul was vexed 
unto death ;

and consecrated one of his sons, who 
became his priest. . 

6 In those days there was no king in 
Israel, but every man did that which was 
right in his own eyes. 

7 “| And there was a young man out of 
Beth-lehem-judah of the family of Judah, 
who was a Levite, and he sojourned there. 

8 And the man departed out of the city 
from Beth-lehem-judah to sojourn where 
he could find a place: and he came to 
mount Ephraim to the house of Micah, as 
he journeyed. 

9 And Micah said unto him, Whence 
comest thou? And he said unto him, I 
am a Levite of Beth-lehem-judah, and I 
go to sojourn where 1 may find ὦ place. 

10 And Micah said unto him, Dwell 
with me, and be unto me a father and a 
priest, and I will give thee ten shekels of 
silver by the year, and a suit of apparel, 
and thy victuals. So the Levite went in. 

11 And the Levite was content to dwell 
with the man; and the young man was 
unto him as one of his sons. 

12 And Micah consecrated the Levite ; 
and the young man became his priest, 
and was in the house of Micah. 

18 Then said Micah, Now know I that 
the Lorp will do me good, seeing I have 
a Levite to my priest. 


CHAPTER 18. 


1 The Danites send five men to seek out an in- 
heritance. 3 At the house of Micah they consult 
with Jonathan, and are encouraged in their way. 
7 They search Laish, and bring back news oy geod 
hope. 11 Six hundred men are sent to surprise it. 
14 In the way they rob Micah of his priest and his 
consecrated things. 27 They win Laish, and call it 
Dan. 30 They set up idolatry, wherein Jonathan 
inherited the priesthood. 


= those days there was no king in 
Israel: and in those days the tribe of 
the Danites sought them an inheritance 
to dwell in; for unto that day all their 
inheritance had not fallen unto them 
among the tribes of Israel. 

2 And the children of Dan sent of their 
family five men from their coasts, men 
of valour, from Zorah, and from Eshtaol, 
to spy out the land, and to search it ; and 
they said unto them, Go, search the land : 
who when they came to mount Ephraim, 
to the house of Micah, they lodged there. 

3 When they were by the 101180 of Mi- 
cah, they knew the voice of the young 
man the Levite: and they turned in 
thither, and said unto him, Who brought 
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tines were there; and there were upon 
the roof about three thousand men and 
women, that beheld while Samson made 
sport. 

28 And Samson called unto the Lorp, 
and said, O Lord Gop, remember me, I 
pray thee, and strengthen me, I pray 
thee, only this once, O God, that I may 
be at once avenged of the Philistines for 
my two eyes. 

29 And Samson took hold of the two 
middle pillars upon which the house 
stood, and on which it was borne up, of 
the one with his right hand, and of the 
other with his left. 

30 And Samson said, Let me die with 
the Philistines. And he bowed himself 
with all his might; and the house fell 
upon the lords, and upon all the people 
that were therein. So the dead which he 
slew at his death were more than they 
which he slew in his life. 

31 Then his brethren and all the house 
of his father came down, and took him, 
and brought Aim up, and buried him 
between Zorah and Eshtaol in the bury- 
ingplace of Manoah his father. And he 
judged Israel twenty years. 


CHAPTER 17. 


1 Of the money that Micah first stole, then restored, 
his mother maketh images, 5 and he ornaments for 
them. "~ He hireth a Levite to be his priest. 


ND there was a man of mount 
Ephraim, whose name was Micah. 


2 And he said unto his mother, The

4 Yet he restored the money unto his 
mother; and his mother took two hun- 
dred shekels of silver, and gave them to 
the founder, who made thereof a graven 
Image and a molten image: and they 
were in the house of Micah. 

5 And the man Micah had a house of 
gods, and made ₪ and teraphim,

with their weapons of war, which were 
of the children of Dan, stood by the 
entering of the gate. 

17 And the five men that went to spy 
out the land went up, and came in thith- 
er, and took the graven image, and the 
ephod, and the teraphim, and the molten 
image: and the priest stood in the en- 
tering of the gate with the six hundred 
men that were appointed with weapons 
of war. 

18 And these went into Micah’s house, 
and fetched the carved image, the ephod, 
and the teraphim, and the molten image. 
Then said the priest unto them, What 
do ye® 

19 And they said unto him, Hold thy 
peace, lay thine hand upon thy mouth, 
and go with us, and be to us a father 
and a priest : 28 ἐξ better for thee to be a 
priest unto the house of one man, or that 
thou be a priest unto a tribe and a family 
in Israel ? 

20 And the priest’s heart was glad, and 
he took the ephod, and the teraphim, 
and the graven image, and went in the 
midst of the people. 

21 So they turned and departed, and 
put the little ones and the cattle and the 
carriage before them. 

22 4 And when they were a good way 
from the house of Micah, the men that 
were in the houses near to Micah’s house 
were gathered together, and overtook 
the children of Dan. 

23 And they cried unto the children of 
Dan. And they turned their faces, and 
said unto Micah, What aileth thee, that 
thou comest with such a company ? 

24 And he said, Ye have taken away 
my gods which I made, and the priest, 
and ye are gone away: and what have I 
more ? and what 28 this that ye say unto 
me, What aileth thee ? 

25 And the children of Dan said unto 
him, Let not thy voice be heard among 
us, lest angry fellows run upon thee, and 
thou lose thy life, with the lives of thy 
household. 

26 And the children of Dan went their 
way: and when Micah saw that they 
were too strong for him, he turned and 
went back unto his house. 

27 And they took the things which Mi- 
cah had made, an a priest which he

11 4 And there went from thence of 
the family of the Danites, out of Zorah 
and out of Eshtaol, six hundred men 
appointed with weapons of war. 

12 And they went up, and pitched in 
Kirjath-jearim, in Judah : wherefore they 
called that place Mahaneh-dan unto this 
day: behold, 22 7s behind Kirjath-jearim. 

19 And they passed thence unto mount 
Ephraim, and came unto the house of

18 And he said unto his servant, Come, 
and let us draw near to one of these 
places to lodge all night, in Gibeah, or in 
Ramah.

31 And they set them up Micah’s graven 
image, which he made, all the time that 
the house of God was in Shiloh. 


CHAPTER 19. 


1 A Levite goeth to Beth-lehem to fetch home his wife. 
16 An old man entertaineth him at Gibeah. 22 The 
Gibeathites abuse his concubine to death. 29 He 
divideth her into twelve pieces, to send them to the 
twelve tribes. 


ND it came to pass in those days, 

when there was no king in Israel, 

that there was a certain Levite sojourn- 

ing on the side of mount Ephraim, who 

took to him a concubine out of Beth- 
lehem-judah. 

2 And his concubine played the whore 
against him, and went away from him 
unto her father’s house to Beth-lehem- 
judah, and was there four whole months. 

3 And her husband arose, and went 
after her, to speak friendly unto her, and 
to bring her again, having his servant 
with him, and a couple of asses: and she 
brought him into her father’s house ; and 
when the father of the damsel saw him, 
he rejoiced to meet him. 

4 And his father in law, the damsel’s 
father, retained him; and he abode with 
him three days: so they did eat and 
drink, and lodged there. 

5 § And it came to pass on the fourth 
day, when they arose early in the morn- 
ing, that he rose up to depart: and the 
damsel’s father said unto his son in law, 
Comfort thine heart with a morsel of 
bread, and afterward go your way. 

6 And they sat down, and did eat and 
drink both of tea together: for the

the man rose up, and gat him unto his 
place. 

29 “| And when he was come into his 
house, he took a knife, and laid hold on 
his concubine, and divided her, together 
with her bones, into twelve pieces, and 
sent her into all the coasts of Israel. 

30 And it was so, that all that saw it 
said, There was no such deed done nor 
seen from the day that the children of 
Israel came up out of the land of Egypt 
unto this day: consider of it, take advice, 
and speak your minds. 


CHAPTER 20. 


1 The Levite in a general assembly declareth his 
wrong. 8 The decree of the assembly. 12 The Ben- 
jamites, being cited, make head against the Israel- 
ites. 18 The Israelites in two baitles lose forty 
thousand. 26 They destroy by a stratagem ail 
the Benjamites, except six hundred. 


HEN all the children of Israel went 
out, and the congregation was gath- 
ered together as one man, from Dan even 
to Beer-sheba, with the land of Gilead, 
unto the LorpD in Mizpeh. 

2 And the chief of 811 the people, even 
of all the tribes of Israel, presented them- 
selves in the assembly of the people of 
God, four hundred thousand footmen 
that drew sword. ἶ 

8 (Now the children of Benjamin heard 
that the children of Israel were gone up 
to Mizpeh.) Then said the children of 
Israel, Tell ws, how was this wickedness ? 

4 And the Levite, the husband of the 
woman that was slain, answered and 
said, I came into Gibeah that belongeth to 
Benjamin, I and my concubine, to lodge. 

5 And the men of Gibeah rose against 
me, and beset the house round about 
upon me by night, and thought to have 
slain me: and my concubine have they 
forced, that she is dead. 

6 And I took my concubine, and cut 
her in pieces, and sent her throughout 
all the country of the inheritance of 
Israel: for they have committed lewd- 
ness and folly in Israel. 

7 Behold, ye are all children of Israel ; 
give here your advice and counsel. 

8 4 And all the people arose as one 
man, saying, We will not any of us go to 
his tent, neither will we any of us turn 
into his house. ; 

9 But. now this shall be the thing which 
we will do to Gibeah; we will go up by 
lot against it ; 
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18 And he said unto him, We are pass- 
ing from Beth-lehem-judah toward the 
side of mount Ephraim ; from thence am 
I: and I went to Beth-lehem-judah, but 
I am now going to the house of the 
Lorp; and there 7s no man that receiv- 
eth me to house. 

19 Yet there is both straw and proven- 
der for our asses; and there is bread and 
wine also for me, and for thy handmaid, 
and for the young man which 48 with thy 
servants: there 08 no want of any thing. 

20 And the old man said, Peace 06 with 
thee; howsoever, let all thy wants ke 
upon me; only lodge not in the street. 

21 So he brought him into his house, 
and gave provender unto the asses: and 
they washed their feet, and did eat and 
drink. 

22 Ἵ Wow as they were making their 
hearts merry, behold, the men of the 
city, certain sons of Belial, beset the 
house round about, and beat at the door, 
and spake to the master of the house, 
the old man, saying, Bring forth the 
man that came into thine house, that we 
may know him. 

23 And the man, the master of the 
house, went out unto them, and said unto 
them, Nay, my brethren, nay, I pray you, 
do not so wickedly ; seeing that this man 
is come into mine house, do not this folly. 

24 Behold, here is my daughter a maid- 
en, and his concubine ; them I will bring 
out now, and humble ye them, and do 
with them what seemeth good unto you: 
but unto this man do not so vile a thing. 

25 But the men would not hearken to 
him: so the man took his concubine, and 
brought her forth unto them; and they 
knew her, and abused her all the night 
until the morning: and when the day 
began to spring, they let her go. 

26 Then came the woman in the dawn- 
ing of the day, and fell down at the door 
of the man’s house where her lord was, 
till it was light. ו‎ 

27 And her lord rose up in the morn- 
ing, and opened the doors of the house, 
and went out to go his way: and, be- 
hold, the woman his concubine was 
fallen down at the door of the house, 
and her hands were upon the threshold. 

28 And he said unto her, Up, and let 
us be going. But none answered. Then 
the man took her wp upon an ass, and

22 And the people, the men of Israel, 
encouraged themselves, and set their 
battle again in array in the place where 
they put themselves in array the first 
day. 

os (And the children of Israel went up 
and wept before the Lorp until even, 
and asked counsel of the LorD, saying, 
Shall I go up again to battle against the 
children of Benjamin my brother?

24 And the children of Israel came near 
against the children of Benjamin the 
second day. 

25 And Benjamin went forth against 
them out of Gibeah the second day, and 
destroyed down to the ground of the 
children of Israel again eighteen thou- 
sand men; all these drew the sword. 

26 Ἵ Then all the children of Israel, 
and all the people, went up, and came 
unto the house of God, and wept, and 
sat there before the Lorp, and fasted 
that day until even, and offered burnt 
offerings and peace offerings before the 
Lorp. 

27 And the children of Israel inquired 
of the Lorn, (for the ark of the covenant 
of God was there in those days, 

28 And Phinehas, the son of Eleazar, 
the son of Aaron, stood before it in those 
days,) saying, Shall I yet again go out to 
battle against the children of Benjamin 
my brother, or shall I cease? And the 
Lorp said, Go up; for to morrow I will 
deliver them into thine hand. 

29 And Israel set liers in wait round 
about Gibeah. 

80 And the children of Israel went up 
against the children of Benjamin on the 
third day, and put themselves in array 
against Gibeah, as at other times. 

81 And the children of Benjamin went 
out against the people, and were drawn 
away from the city; and they began to 
smite of the people, and kill, as at other 
times, in the highways, of which one 
goeth up to the house of God, and the 
other to Gibeah in the field, about thirty 
men of Israel. 

82 And the children of Benjamin said, 
They are smitten down before us, as at 
the first. But the children of Israel said, 
Let us flee, and draw them from the city 
unto the highways. 

98 And all the men of Israel rose up 
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10 And we will take ten men of a hun- 
dred throughout all the tribes of Israel, 
and a hundred of a thousand, and a thou- 
sand out of ten thousand, to fetch victuals 
for the people, that they may do, when 
they come to Gibeah of Benjamin, ac- 
cording to all the folly that they have 
wrought in Israel. 

11 So all the men of Israel were gathered 
against the city, knit together as one man. 

12 ף‎ And the tribes of Israel sent men 
through all the tribe of Benjamin, say- 
ing, What wickedness 08 this that is done 
among you ? 

13 Now therefore deliver ws the men, 
the children of Belial, which are in Gib- 
eah, that we may put them to death, 
and put away evil from Israel. But the 
children of Benjamin would not hearken 
to the voice of their brethren the chil- 
dren of Israel: 

14 But the children of Benjamin gath- 
ered themselves together out of the cities 
unto Gibeah, to go out to battle against 
the children of Israel. 

15 And the children of Benjamin were 
numbered at that time out of the cities 
twenty and six thousand men that drew 
sword, besides the inhabitants of Gibeah, 
which were numbered seven hundred 
chosen men. 

16 Among all this people there were 
seven hundred chosen men lefthanded ; 
every one could sling stones at a hair 
breadth, and not miss. 

17 And the men of Israel, besides 
Benjamin, were numbered four hundred 
thousand men that drew sword: all 
these were men of war. 

18 4 And the children of Israel arose, 
and went up to the house of God, and 
asked counsel of God, and said, Which 
of us shall go up first to the battle against 
the children of Benjamin? And the 
LorD said, Judah shall go up first. 

19 And the children of Israel rose up 
in the morning, and encamped against 
Gibeah. 

20 And the men of Israel went cut to 
battle against Benjamin; and the men 
of Israel put themselves in array to fight 
against them at Gibeah. 

21 And the children of Benjamin came 
forth out of Gibeah, and destroyed down 
to the ground of the Israelites that day 
twenty and two thousand men. 
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Their desolation bewatled.

47 But six hundred men turned and 
fled to the wilderness unto the rock 
Rimmon, and abode in the rock Rim- 
mon four months. 

48 And the men of Israel turned again 
upon the children of Benjamin, and 
smote them with the edge of the sword, 
as well the men of every city, as the 
beast, and all that came to hand: also 
they set on fire all the cities that they 


came to. 
CHAPTER 21. 


1 The people bewail the desolation of Benjamin. 8 
By the destruction of Jabesh-gilead they provide 
them four hundred wives. 16 They advise them to 
surprise the virgins that danced at Shiloh. 


OW the men of Israel had sworn in 

Mizpeh, saying, There shall not any 

of us give his daughter unto Benjamin 
to wife. 

2 And the people came to the house of 
God, and abode there till even before 
God, and lifted up their voices, and wept 
sore ; 

3 And said, O Lorp God of Israel, why 
is this come to pass in Israel, that there 
should be to day one tribe lacking in 
Israel ? 

4 And it came to pass on the morrow, 
that the people rose early, and built 
there an altar, and offered burnt offer- 
ings and peace offerings. 

5 And the children of Israel said, Who 
48 there among all the tribes of Israel 
that came not up with the congregation 
unto the Lord? For they had made a 
great oath concerning him that came not 
up to the Lorp to Mizpeh, saying, He 
shall surely be put to death. 

6 And the children of Israel repented 
them for Benjamin their brother, and 
said, There is one tribe cut off from 
Israel this day. 

7 How shall we do for wives for them 
that remain, seeing we have sworn by 
the Lorp, that we will not give them of 
our daughters to wives ? 

8 ף‎ And they eo one 7s there 
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out of their place, and put themselves in 
array at Baal-tamar: and the liers in 
wait of Israel came forth out of their 
places, even out of the meadows of 
Gibeah. 

34 And there came against Gibeah ten 
thousand chosen men out of all Israel, 
and the battle was sore: but they knew 
not that evil was near them. 

30 And the Lorp smote Benjamin be- 
fore Israel: and the children of Israel 
destroyed of the Benjamites that day 
twenty and five thousand and a hundred 
men: all these drew the sword. 

36 So the children of Benjamin saw that 
they were smitten: for the men of Israel 
gave place to the Benjamites, because 
they trusted unto the liers in wait which 
they had set beside Gibeah. 

37 And the liers in wait hasted, and 
rushed upon Gibeah; and the liers in 
wait drew themselves along, and smote 
all the city with the edge of the sword. 

38 Now there was an appointed sign 
between the men of Israel and the liers 
in wait, that they should make a great 
flame with smoke rise up out of the city. 

39 And when the men of Israel retired 
in the battle, Benjamin begar to smite 
and kill of the men of Israel about thirty 
persons: for they said, Surely they are 
smitten down before us, as 27” the first 
battle. 

40 But when the flame began to arise 
up out of the city with a pillar of smoke, 
the Benjamites looked behind them, and, 
behold, the flame of the city ascended up 
to heaven. 

41 And when the men of Israel turned 
again, the men of Benjamin were amazed: 
for they saw that evil was come upon 
them. 

42 Therefore they turned their backs 
before the men of Israel unto the way of 
the wilderness; but the battle overtook 
them ; and them which came out of the 
cities they destroyed in the midst of 
them. 

43 Thus they inclosed the Benjamites 
round about, and chased them, and trode 
them down with ease over against Gib- 
eah toward the sunrising. 

44 And there fell of Benjamin eighteen 
thousand men; all these were men of 
valour. 

45 And they turned and fled toward the 


Shiloh surprised. 

18 Howbeit we may not give them 
wives of our daughters: for the chil- 
dren of Israel have sworn, saying, 
Cursed 06 he that giveth a wife to Ben- 
jamin. 

19 Then they said, Behold, there 08 a 
feast of the Lorp in Shiloh yearly, in 
a place which 7s on the north side of 
Beth-el, on the east side of the highway 
that goeth up from Beth-el to Shechem, 
and on the south of Lebonah. 

20 Therefore they commanded the chil- 
dren of Benjamin, saying, Go and lie in 
wait in the vineyards ; 

21 And see, and, behold, if the daugh- 
ters of Shiloh come out to dance in 
dances, then come ye out of the vine- 
yards, and catch you every man his 
wife of the daughters of Shiloh, and go 
to the land of Benjamin. 

22 And it shall be, when their fathers 
or their brethren come unto us to com- 
plain, that we will say unto them, Be 
favourable unto them for our sakes: 
because we reserved not to each man 
his wife in the war: for ye did not give 
unto them at this time, that ye should 
be guilty. 

23 And the children of Benjamin did 
so, and took them wives, according to 
their number, of them that danced, 
whom they caught: and they went and 
returned unto their inheritance, and re- 
paired the cities, and dwelt in them. 

24 And the children of Israel departed 
thence at that time, every man to his 
tribe and to his family, and they went 
out from thence every man to his inher- 
itance. 

25 In those days there was no king in 
Israel: every man did that which was 
right in his own eyes.

of the tribes of Israel that came not up 
to Mizpeh to the Lorp? And, behold, 
there came none to the camp from 
Jabesh-gilead to the assembly. 

9 For the people were numbered, and, 
behold, there were none of the inhabitants 
of Jabesh-gilead there. 

10 And the congregation sent thither 
twelve thousand men of the valiantest, 
and commanded them, saying, Go and 
smite the inhabitants of Jabesh-gilead 
with the edge of the sword, with the 
women and the children. 

11 And this zs the thing that ye shall 
do, Ye shall utterly destroy every male, 
and every woman that hath lain by man. 

12 And they found among the inhabit- 
ants of Jabesh-gilead four hundred young 
virgins, that had known no man by lying 
with any male: and they brought them 
unto the camp to Shiloh, which 28 in the 
land of Canaan. 

13 And the whole congregation sent 
some to speak to the children of Benja- 
min that were in the rock Rimmon, and 
to call peaceably unto them. 

And Benjamin came again at that 
time ; and they gave them wives which 
they had saved alive of the women of 
Jabesh-gilead: and yet so they sufficed 
them not. 

15 And the people repented them for 
Benjamin, because that the Lorp had 
made a breach in the tribes of Israel. 

16 4 Then the elders of the congrega- 
tion said, How shall we do for wives for 
them that remain, seeing the women are 
destroyed out of Benjamin ? 

17 And they said, There must be an 
inheritance for them that be escaped of 
Benjamin, that a tribe be not destroyed 
out of Israel.

NOY it came to pass in the days

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Ruth’s constancy to Naomi.

thy people shall be my people, and thy 
God my God: 

17 Where thou diest, will I die, and 
there will I be buried: the Lorp do so 
to me, and more also, zf aught but death 
part thee and me. 

18 When she saw that she was stead- 
fastly minded to go with her, then she 
left speaking unto her. 

19 4 So they two went until they came 
to Beth-lehem. And it came to pass, 
when they were come to Beth-lehem, 
that all the city was moved about them, 
and they said, Js this Naomi ? 

20 And she said unto them, Call me not 
Naomi, call me Mara: for the Almighty 
hath dealt very bitterly with me. 

21 I went out full, and the Lorp hath 
brought me home again empty: why then 
call ye me Naomi, seeing the LorD hath 
testified against me, and the Almighty 
hath afflicted me? 

22 So Naomi returned, and Ruth the. 
Moabitess, her daughter in law, with her, 
which returned out of the country of 
Moab: and they came to Beth-lehem in 
the beginning of barley harvest.

of Moab, and continued there. 

3 And Elimelech Naomi’s husband died; 
and she was left, and her two sons. 

4 And they took them wives of the 
women of Moab; the name of the one was 
Orpah, and the name of the other Ruth: 
and they dwelt there about ten years. 

5 And Mahlon and Chilion died also 
both of them; and the woman was left 
of her two sons and her husband. 

. 6 § Then she arose with her daughters 
in law, that she might return from the 
country of Moab: for she had heard in 
the country of Moab how that the Lorp 
had visited his people in giving them 
bread. 

7 Wherefore she went forth out of the 
place where she was, and her two daugh- 
ters in law with her; and they went on 
the way to return unto the land of Judah. 

8 And Naomi said unto her two daugh- 
ters in law, Go, return each to her moth- 
er’s house: the Lorp deal kindly with 
you, as ye have dealt with the dead, and 
with me.

16 And Ruth said, Entreat me not to 
leave thee, o7 to return from following

20 And Naomi said unto her daughter 
in law, Blessed be he 01 the Lorp, who 
hath not left off his kindness to the liv- 
ing and to the dead.

21 And Ruth the Moabitess said, He 
said unto me also, Thou shalt keep fast 
by my young men, until they have ended 
all my harvest. 

22 And Naomi said unto Ruth her 
daughter in law, J¢ 18 good, my daugh- 
ter, that thou go out with his maidens, 
that they meet thee not in any other 
field. 

23 So she kept fast by the maidens of 
Boaz to glean unto the end of barley 
harvest and of wheat harvest ; and dwelt 
with her mother in law. 


CHAPTER 8. 


1 By Naomi’s instruction, 5 Ruth lieth at Boa# feet. 
8 Boaz acknowledgeth the right of a kinsman. 14 
He sendeth her away with six measures of barley. 


HEN Naomi her mother in law said 

unto her, My daughter, shall I not 

seek rest for thee, that it may be well 
with thee ? 

2 And now 7s not Boaz of our kindred, 
with whose maidens thou wast? Be- 
hold, he winnoweth barley to night in 
the threshingfloor. 

3 Wash thyself therefore, and anoint 
thee, and put thy raiment upon thee, 
and get thee down to the floor: but make 
not thyself known unto the man, until he 
shall have done eating and drinking.

2 There 08 none holy as the Lorp: for 
there ts none besides thee: neither 8 
there any rock like our God. 

3 Talk no more so exceeding proudly ; 
let not arrogancy come out of your 
mouth: for the LorD 7s a God 01 knowl- 
edge, and by him actions are weighed. 

4 The bows of the mighty men 6 
broken, and they that stumbled are 
girded with strength. 

5 They that were full have hired out 
themselves for bread ; and they that were 
hungry ceased: so that the barren hath 
borne seven; and she that hath many 
children is waxed feeble. 

6 The Lorp killeth, and maketh alive: 
he bringeth down to the grave, and 
bringeth up. 

7 The Lorp maketh poor, and maketh 
rich: he bringeth low, and lifteth up. 

8 He raiseth up the poor out of the 
dust, and lifteth up the beggar from the 
dunghill, to set them among princes, and 
to make them inherit the throne of glory: 
for the pillars of the earth are the Lorp’s, 
and he hath set the world upon them. 

9 He will keep the feet of his saints, and 
the wicked shall be silent in darkness; 
for by strength shall no man prevail. 

10 The adversaries of the LorD shall be 
broken to pieces; out of heaven shall he

a man child, then I will give him unto 


the Lorp all the days of his life, and 


there shall no razor come upon his head. 

12 And it came to pass, as she continued 
praying before the Lorp, that Eli marked 
her mouth. 

13 Now Hannah, she spake in her 
heart ; only her lips moved, but her voice 
was not heard : therefore Eli thought she 
had been drunken. 

14 And Eli said unto her, How long 
wilt thou be drunken? put away thy 
wine from thee. 

15 And Hannah answered and said, No, 
my lord, I am a woman of a sorrowful 
spirit: I have drunk neither wine nor 
strong drink, but have poured out my 
soul before the Lorp. 

16 Count not thine handmaid for a 
daughter of Belial: for out of the abun- 
dance of my complaint and grief have I 
spoken hitherto. 

17 Then Eli answered and said, Go in 
peace: and the God of Israel grant thee 
thy petition that thou hast asked of him. 

18 And she said, Let thine handmaid 
find grace in thy sight. So the woman 
went her way, and did eat, and her 
countenance was no more sad. 

19 §| And they rose up in the morning 


> early, and worshipped before the Lorp, 


and returned, and came to their house to 
Ramah: and Elkanah knew Hannah his 
wife; and the LorpD remembered her. 

20 Wherefore it came to pass, when the 
time was come about after Hannah had 
conceived, that she bare a son, and called 
his name Samuel, saying, Because I have 
asked him of the Lorn. 

21 And the man Elkanah, and all his 
house, went up to offer unto the Lorp 
the yearly sacrifice, and his vow. 

22 But Hannah went not up; for she 
said unto her husband, J will not go up 
until the child be weaned, and then I will 
bring him, that he may appear before the 
Lorp, and there abide for ever. 

23 And Elkanah her husband said unto 
her, Do what seemeth thee good; tarry 
until thou have weaned him; only the 
Lorp establish his word. So the woman 
abode, and gave her son suck until she 
weaned him. 

24 4 And when she had weaned him, 
she took him up with her, with three 
bullocks, and one ephah of flour, and a

Nay, my sons; for z¢ 7 no good 
report that I hear: ye make the Lorn’s 
people to transgress. 

25 If one man sin against another, the 
judge shall judge him: but if a man sin 
against the Lorp, who shall entreat for 
him? Notwithstanding, they hearkened 
not unto the voice of their father, be- 
cause the Lorp would slay them. 

26 And the child Samuel grew on, and 
was in favour both with the Lorp, and 
also with men. 

27 4 And there came a man of God 
unto Eli, and said unto him, Thus saith 
the Lorp, Did I plainly appear unto the 
house of thy father, when they were in 
Egypt in Pharaoh’s house ? 

28 And did I choose him out of all the 
tribes of Israel to be my priest, to offer 
upon mine altar, to burn incense, to wear 
an ephod before me? and did I give unto 
the house of thy father all the offerings 
made by fire of the children of Israel ? 

29 Wherefore kick ye at my sacrifice 
and at mine offering, which I have com- 
manded 2% my habitation ; and honourest 
thy sons above me, to make yourselves 
fat with the chiefest of all the offerings 
of Israel my people ? 

30 Wherefore the Lorp God of Israel 
saith, I said indeed that thy house, and 
the house of thy father, should walk be- 
fore me for ever : but now the Lorp saith, 
Be it far from me; for them that honour 
me I will honour, and they that despise 
me shall be lightly esteemed. 

31 Behold, the days come, that I will 
cut off thine arm, and the arm of thy 
father’s house, that there shall not be an 
old man in thine house. 

82 And thou shalt see an enemy tn my 
habitation, in all the wealth which God 
Shall give Israel: and there shall not be 
an old man in thine house for ever. 

89 And the man of thine, whom I shall 
not cut off from mine altar, shall be to 
consume thine eyes, and to grieve thine 
heart: and all the increase of thine house 
shall die in the flower of their age. 

34 And this shall be a sign unto thee, 
that shall come upon thy two sons, on 
Hophni and Phinehas; in one day they 
shall die both of them. 

30 And I will raise me up a faithful

thunder upon them : the Lorp shall judge 
the ends of the earth; and he shall give 
strength unto his king, and exalt the horn 
of his anointed. 

11 And Elkanah went to Ramah to his 
house. And the child did minister unto 
the LorpD before Eli the priest. 

12 Y Now the sons of Eli were sons of 
Belial; they knew not the Lorp. 

13 And the priest’s custom with the peo- 
ple was, that, when any man offered sac- 
rifice, the priest’s servant came, while 
the flesh was in seething, with a flesh- 
hook of three teeth in his hand; 

14 And he struck 7¢ into the pan, or 
kettle, or caldron, or pot; all that the 
fleshhook brought up the priest took for 
himself. So they did in Shiloh unto all 
the Israelites that came thither. 

15 Also before they burnt the fat, the 
priest’s servant came, and said to the 
man that sacrificed, Give flesh to roast 
for the priest ; for he will not have sod- 
den flesh of thee, but raw. 

16 And zf any man said unto him, Let 
them not fail to burn the fat presently, 
and then take as much as thy soul desir- 
eth; then he would answer him, Nay ; 
but thou shalt give 02 me now: and if 
not, I will take 7 by force. 

17 Wherefore the sin of the young men 
‘was very great before the Lorp : for men 
abhorred the offering of the Lorn. 

18 % But Samuel ministered before the 
Lorp, being a child, girded with a linen 
ephod. 

19 Moreover his mother made him a 
little coat, and brought 22 to him from 
year to year, when she came up with 
her husband to offer the yearly sacri- 
fice. 

20 4 And Eli blessed Elkanah and his 
wife, and said, The Lorp give thee seed 
of this woman for the loan which is lent 
to the Lorp. And they went unto their 
own home. 

21 And the Lorp visited Hannah, so 
that she conceived, and bare three sons 
and two daughters. And the child Sam- 
uel grew before the Lorp. 

22 Ἵ Now Eli was very old, and heard 
all that his sons did unto all Israel; and 
how they lay with the women that as- 
sembled at the door of the tabernacle of 
the congregation. 

23 And he said unto them, Why do ye 
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Samuel telleth the vision. 


11 ף‎ And the Lorp said to Samuel, 
Behold, I will do a thing in Israel, at 
which both the ears of every one that 
heareth it shall tingle. 

12 In that day I will perform against 
Eli all things which I have spoken con- 
cerning his house: when I begin, I will 
also make an end. 

13 For I have told him that I will judge 
his house for ever for the iniquity which 
he knoweth; because his sons made 
themselves vile, and he restrained them 
not. 

14 And therefore I have sworn unto 
the house of Eli, that the iniquity of 
Eli’s house shall not be purged with 
sacrifice nor offering for ever: 

15 "| And Samuel lay until the morn- 
ing, and opened the doors of the house 
of the Lorp. And Samuel feared to 
shew Eli the vision. 

16 Then Eli called Samuel, and said, 
Samuel, my son. And he answered, 
Here am I. 

17 And he said, What 28 the thing that 
the Lorp hath said unto thee? I pray 
thee hide 22 not from me: God do so to 
thee, and more also, if thou hide any 
thing from me of all the things that he 
said unto thee. 

18 And Samuel told him every whit, 
and hid nothing from him. And he 
said, 16 7s the Lorp: let him do what 
seemeth him good. 

19 § And Samuel grew, and the Lorp 
was with him, and did let none of his 
words fall to the ground. 

20 And all Israel from Dan even to 
Beer-sheba knew that Samuel was estab- 
lished to be a prophet of the Lorp. 

21 And the Lorp appeared again in 
Shiloh: for the Lorp revealed himself 
to Samuel in Shiloh by the word of the 


Lorp. 
CHAPTER 4. 


1 The Israelites are overcome by the Philistines at 
EHben-ezer. 3 They fetch the ark unto the terror of 
the Philistines. 10 They are smitten again, the ark 
taken, Hophni and Phinehas are slain. 12 Hilt at 
the news, falling backward, breaketh his neck. 19 
Phinehas’ wife, discouraged in her travail with 
I-chabod, dieth. 

ND the word of Samuel came to all 
Israel. Now Israel went out against 
the Philistines to battle, and pitched 
beside Eben-ezer: and the Philistines 
pitched in Aphek.

CHAPTER 8. 


1 How the word of the Lord was first revealed to 
Samuel.

15 Samuel, though loth, telleth Eli the 
vision. 19 Samuel groweth in credit. 


ND the child Samuel ministered unto 

the Lorp before Eli. And the 

word of the LorpD was precious in those 
days; there was no open vision. 

2 And 16 came to 0888 at that time, 
when Eli was laid down in his place, 
and his eyes began to wax dim, that he 
could not see; 

3 And ere the lamp of God went out in 
the temple of the Lorn, where the ark 
of God was, and Samuel was laid down 
to sleep ; 

4 That the Lorp called Samuel: and 
he answered, Here am I. 

5 And he ran unto Eli, and said, Here 
am 1; for thou calledst me. And he 
said, I called not; lie down again. And 
he went and lay down. 

6 And the LorD called yet again, Sam- 
uel. And Samuel arose and went to Eli, 
and said, Here am I; for thou didst call 
me. And he answered, I called not, my 
son ; 116 down again. 

7 Now Samuel did not yet know the 
אס‎ neither was the word 01 the Lorp 
yet revealed unto him. 

8 And the Lorp called Samuel again 
the third time. And he arose and went 
to ἘΠῚ, and said, Here am I; for thou 
didst call me. And Eli perceived that 
the Lorp had called the child. 

9 Therefore Eli said unto Samuel, Go, 
lie down: and it shall be, if he call thee, 
that thou shalt say, Speak, Lorp; for 
thy servant heareth. So Samuel went 


_ and lay down in his place. 


10 And the Lorp came, and stood, and 
called as at other times, Samuel, Samuel. 
Then Samuel answered, Speak ; for thy 
servant heareth.

13 And when he came, lo, Eli sat upon 
a seat by the way side watching: for his 
heart trembled for the ark of God. And 
when the man came into the city, and 
told zt, all the city cried out. 

14 And when Eli heard the noise of the 
crying, he said, What meaneth the noise 
of this tumult? And the man came in 
hastily, and told Eli. 

15 Now Eli was סש‎ eight years 
old ; and his eyes were dim, that he could 
not see. 

16 And the man said unto Eli, I am he 
that came out of the army, and I fled to 
day out of thearmy. And he said, What 
is there done, my son ? 

17 And the messenger answered and 
said, Israel is fled before the Philistines, 
and there hath been also a great slaughter 
among the people, and thy two sons also, 
Hophni and Phinehas, are dead, and the 
ark of God is taken. 

18 And it came to pass, when he made 
mention of the ark of God, that he fell 
from off the seat backward by the side 
of the gate, and his neck brake, and he 
died: for he was an old man, and heavy. 
And he had judged Israel forty years. 

19 * And his daughter in law, Phinehas’ 
wife, was with child, near to be delivered: 
and when she heard the tidings that the 
ark of God was taken, an

the Philistines: and they slew of the 
army in the field about four thousand 
men. 

3 4 And when the people were come 
into the camp, the elders of Israel said, 
Wherefore hath the Lorp smitten us to 
day before the Philistines? Let us fetch 
the ark of the covenant of the Lorp out 
of Shiloh unto us, that, when it cometh 
among us, it may save us out of the 
hand of our enemies. 

4 ₪0 the people sent to Shiloh, that 
they might bring from thence the ark of 
the covenant of the Lorp of hosts, which 
dwelleth between the cherubim: and the 
two sons of Eli, Hophni and Phinehas, 
were there with the ark of the covenant 
of God. 

5 And when the ark of the covenant of 
the Lorp came into the camp, all Israel 
shouted with a great shout, so that the 
earth rang again. 

6 And when the Philistines heard the 
noise of the shout, they said, What 
meaneth the noise of this great shout in 
the camp of the Hebrews? And they 
understood that the ark of the Lorp 
was come inte the camp. 

7 And the Philistines were afraid ; for 
they said, God is come into the camp. 
And they said, Woe unto us! for there 
hath not been such a thing heretofore. 

8 Woe unto us! who shall deliver us 
out of the hand of these mighty Gods? 
these ave the Gods that smote the Egyp- 
tians with all the plagues in the wilder- 
ness. 

9 Be strong, and quit yourselves like 
men, O ye Philistines, that ye be not 
servants unto the Hebrews, as they have 
been to you: quit yourselves like men, 
and fight. 

10 "| And the Philistines fought, and 
Israel was smitten, and they fled every 
man into his tent: and there was a ver 
great slaughter; for there fell of Israel 
thirty thousand footmen. 

11 And the ark of God was taken: and 
the two sons of Eli, Hophni and Phine- 
has, were slain. 

12 * And there ran a man of Benjamin 
out of the army, and came to Shiloh the 
same day with his clothes rent, and with 
parth upon his head. 
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send back the ark. 


12 And the men that died. not were 
smitten with the emerods: and the cry 
of the city went up to heaven. 


CHAPTER 6. 


1 After seven months the Philistines take counsel how 
to send back the ark. 10 They bring it on a new 
cari with an offering unto Beth-shemesh. 19 The 
people are smitien for looking into the ark. 21 They 
send to them of Kirjathjearin to fetch it. 


ND the ark of the LorpD was in the 
country of the Philistines seven 
months. 

2 And the Philistines called for the 
priests and the diviners, saying, What 
shall we do to the ark of the Lorp? 
tell us wherewith we shall send it to 
his place. 

3 And they said, If ye send away the 
ark of the God of Israel, send it not 
empty; but in any wise return him a 
trespass offering: then ye shall be heal- 
ed, and it shall be known to you why 
his hand is not removed from you. 

4 Then said they, What shall be the 
trespass offering which we shall return 
to him? They answered, Five golden 
emerods, and five golden mice, accord- 
ing to the number of the lords of the 
Philistines: for one plague was on you 
all, and on your lords. 

5 Wherefore ye shall make images of 
your emerods, and images of your mice 
that mar the land; and ye shall give 
glory unto the God of Israel: peradven- 
ture he will lighten his hand from off 
you, and from off your gods, and from 
off your land. 

6 Wherefore then do ye harden your 
hearts, as the Egyptians and Pharaoh 
hardened their hearts? when he had 
wrought wonderfully among them, did 
they not let the people go, and they 
departed ? 

7 Now therefore make a new cart, and 
take two milch kine, on which there 
hath come no yoke, and tie the kine to 
the cart, and bring their calves home 
from them: 

8 And take the ark of the Lorp, and 
lay it upon the cart; and put the jewels 
of gold, which ye return him for a tres- 
pass offering, in a coffer by the side there- 
of; and send it away, that it may go. 

9 And see, if it goeth up by the way 
of his own coast to Beth-shemesh, then 
he hath done us this great evil: but if 
not, then we shall ay that ἐΐ zs not his 
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The Philistines 
2 When the Philistines took the ark of 


God, they brought it into the house of 


Dagon, and set it by Dagon. 

3 § And when they of Ashdod arose 
early on the morrow, behold, Dagon was 
fallen upon his face to the earth before 
the ark of the Lorp. And they took 
Dagon, and set him in his place again. 

4 And when they arose early on the 
morrow morning, behold, Dagon was 
fallen upon his face to the ground before 
the ark of the Lorp; and the head of 
Dagon and both the palms of his hands 
were cut off upon the threshold; only 
the stump of Dagon was left to him. 

5 Therefore neither the priests of Da- 
gon, nor any that come into Dagon’s 
house, tread on the threshold of Dagon 
in Ashdod unto this day. 


- 6 But the hand of the Lorp was heavy 


upon them of Ashdod, and he destroyed 
them, and smote them with emerods, 
even Ashdod and the coasts thereof. 

7 And when the men of Ashdod saw 
that τύ was so, they said, The ark of the 
God of Israel shall not abide with us: 
for his hand is sore upon us, and upon 
Dagon our god. 

8 They sent therefore and gathered all 
the lords of the Philistines unto them, 
and said, What shall we do with the ark 
of the God of Israel? And they answer- 
ed, Let the ark of the God of Israel be 
carried about unto Gath. And they car- 
ried the ark of the God of Israel about 


> thither. 


9 And it was 80, that, after they had 
carried it about, the hand of the Lorp 
was against the city with a very great 
destruction: and he smote the men of 
the city, both small and great, and they 
had emerods in their secret parts. 

10 §] Therefore they sent the ark of 
God to Ekron. And it came to pass, as 
the ark of God came to Ekron, that the 
Ekronites cried out, saying, They have 
brought about the ark of the God of 
Israel to us, to slay us and our people. 

11 So they sent and gathered together 
all the lords of the Philistines. and said, 
Send away the ark of the God of Israel, 
and let it go again to his own place, that 
75 slay us not, and our people: for there 
was a deadly destruction throughout all 
the city ; the hand of God was very heavy 
there. δ 
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The Teraclites repent. 


Who is able to stand before this holy 
Lorp God ? and to whom shall he go up 
from us ? 

21 4 And they sent messengers to the 
inhabitants of Kirjath-jearim, saying, 
The Philistines have brought again the 
ark of the Lorp; come ye down, and 
fetch it up to you. 


CHAPTER 7. 
1 They of 7 bring the ark into the house 
of Abinadab, and sanctify EKleazar his son to keep 


it. 2 After twenty years 3 the Israelites, | Sam- 
uel’s means, solemnly repent at Mizpeh. While 
Samuel prayeth and sacrificeth, the 01 discom- 
teth the Philistines by thunder at Eben-ezer. 13 
he Philistines are subdued. 15 Samuel peaceably 
and religiously judgeth Israel. 


NM D the men of Kirjath-jearim came, 
and fetched up the ark of the Lorn, 
and brought it into the house of Abina- 
dab in the hill, and sanctified Eleazar 
his son to keep the ark of the Lorp. 

2 And it came to pass, while the ark 
abode in Kirjath-jearim, that the time 
was long; for it was twenty years: and 
all the house of Israel lamented after the 
Lorp. 

3 4 And Samuel spake unto all the 
house of Israel, saying, If ye do return 
unto the Lorp with all your hearts, then 
put away the strange gods and Ashta- 
roth from among you, and prepare your 
hearts unto the Lorp, and serve him 
only: and he will deliver you out of the 
hand of the Philistines. 

4 Then the children of Israel did put 
away Baalim and Ashtaroth, and served 
the LorD only. 

5 And Samuel said, Gather all Israel 


to Mizpeh, and I will pray for you unto 


the Lorp. 

6 And they gathered together to Miz- 
peh, and drew water, and poured 22+ out 
before the Lorn, and fasted on that day, 
and said there, We have sinned against 
the Lorp. And Samuel judged the 
children of Israel in Mizpeh. 

7 And when the Philistines heard that 
the children of Israel were gathered to- 
gether to Mizpeh, the lords of the Philis- 
tines went up against Israel. And when 
the children of Israel heard 7¢, they were 
afraid of the Philistines. 

8 And the children of Israel said to 
Samuel, Cease not to cry unto the Lorp 
our God for us, that he will save us cut 
of the hand of the Philistines. 

9 Ἷ And Samuel took a sucking lamb,

hand that smote us; it «was a chance that 
happened to us. 

10 4 And the men did so; and took 
two milch kine, and tied them to the cart, 
and shut up their calves at home: 

11 And they laid the ark of the Lorp 
upon the cart, and the coffer with the 
mice of gold and the images of their 
emerods. 

12 And the kine took the straight way 
to the way of Beth-shemesh, and went 
along the highway, lowing as they went, 
and turned not aside 70 the right hand or 
to the left; and the lords of the Philis- 
tines went after them unto the border of 
Beth-shemesh. 

13 And they of Beth-shemesh were reap- 
ing their wheat harvest in the valley : and 
they lifted up their eyes, and saw the 
ark, and rejoiced to see 2. 

14 And the cart came into the field of 
Joshua, a Beth-shemite, and stood there, 
where there was a great stone: and they 
clave the wood of the cart, and offered 
the kine a burnt oXering unto the Lorp. 

15 And the Levites took down the ark 
of the Lorp, and the coffer that was with 
it, wherein the jewels of gold were, and 
put them on the great stone: and the 
men of Beth-shemesh offered burnt offer- 
ings and sacrificed sacrifices the same 
day unto the Lorp. 

16 And when the five lords of the 
Philistines had seen 20, they returned to 
Ekron the same day. 

17 And these are the golden emerods 
which the Philistines returned for a tres- 
pass offering unto the Lorn; for Ashdod 
one, for Gaza one, for Askelon one, for 
Gath one, for Ekron one ; 

18 And the golden mice, according to 
the number of all the cities of the Phi- 
listines belonging to the five lords, both of 
fenced cities, and of country villages, 
even unto the great stone of Abel, where- 
on they set down the ark of the Lorn: 
which stone remaineth unto this day in the 
field of Joshua, the Beth-shemite. 

19 "| And he smote the men of Beth- 
shemesh, because they had looked into 
the ark of the Lorpb, even he smote of 
the people fifty thousand and threescore 
and ten men: and the people lamented, 
because the Lorp had smitten many of 
the people with a great slaughter. 

20 And the men a Gaps said,

themselves together, and came to Samuel 
unto Ramah, 

5 And said unto him, Behold, thou art 
old, and thy sons walk not in thy ways: 
now make us a king to judge us like all 
the nations. 

6 "| But the thing displeased Samuel, 
when they said, Give us a king to judge 
us. And Samuel prayed unto the Lorp. 

7 And the Lorp said unto Samuel, 
Hearken unto the voice of the people in 
all that they say unto thee: for they have 
not rejected thee, but they have rejected 
me, that I should not reign over them. 

8 According to all the works which 
they have done since the day that I 
brought them up out of Egypt even unto 
this day, wherewith they have forsaken 
me, and served other gods, so do they 
also unto thee. 

9 Now therefore hearken unto their 
voice: howbeit yet protest solemnly unto 
them, and shew them the manner of the 
king that shall reign over them. 

10 4 And Samuel told all the words of 
the LorpD unto the people that asked of 
him a king. 

11 And he said, This will be the man- 
ner of the king that shall reign over 
you: He will take your sons, and ap- 
point them for himself, for his chariots, 
and to be his horsemen; and some shall 
run before his chariots. 

12 And he will appoint him captains 
over thousands, and captains over fifties ; 
and will set them to ear his ground, and 
to reap his harvest, and to make his 
instruments of war, and instruments of 
his chariots. 

18 And he will take your daughters to 
be confectionaries, and to de cooks, and 
to be bakers. 

14 And he will take your fields, and 
your vineyards, and your oliveyards, 
even the best of them, and give them to 
his servants. 

15 And he will take the tenth of your 
seed, and of your vineyards, and give to 
his officers, and to his servants. 

16 And he will take your menservants, 
and your maidservants, and your goodli- 
est young men, and your asses, and put 
them to his work. 

17 He will take the tenth of your sheep: 
and ye shall be his servants. 

18 And ye shall oat out in that day

od: 10 He telleth the man- |

and offered zt for a burnt offering wholly 
unto the LorpD: and Samuel cried unto 
the Lorp for Israel; and the Lorp 
heard him. 

10 And as Samuel was offering up the 
burnt offering, the Philistines drew near 
to battle against Israel: but the Lorp 
thundered with a great thunder on that 
day upon the Philistines, and discom- 
fited them ; and they were smitten before 
Israel. 

-- 11 And the men of Israel went out of 

Mizpeh, and pursued the Philistines, and 
smote them, until they came under Beth- 
car. 

12 Then Samuel took a stone, and set 
at between Mizpeh and Shen, and called 
the name of it Eben-ezer, saying, Hith- 
erto hath the Lorp helped us. 

13 § So the Philistines were subdued, 
and they came no more into the coast of 
Israel: and the hand of the LorD was 
against the Philistines all the days of 
Samuel. 

14 And the cities which the Philistines 
had taken from Israel were restored to 
Israel, from Ekron even unto Gath; and 
the coasts thereof did Israel deliver out 
of the hands of the Philistines. And 
there was peace between Israel and the 
. Amorites. 

15 And Samuel judged Israel all the 
days of his life. 

16 And he went trom year to year in 
circuit to Beth-el, and Gilgal, and Miz- 
peh, and judged Israel in all those 
places. 

17 And his return was to Ramah; for 
there was his house; and there he judged 
Israel ; and there he built an altar unto 
the Lorp. 


CHAPTER 8. 


1 SN rAd of theill government of Samuel's sons, 
the Israelites ask a_king. 6 Samuel praying in 
grief, is comforied_ by 
ner ef aking. 19 God willeth Samuel to yield unto 
theimporitunity of the people. 

ND it came to pass, when Samuel 
was old, that he made his sons 


judges over Israel. 


2 Now the name of his firstborn was 


Joel ; and the name of his second, Abiah: 
they were judges in Beer-sheba. 

3 And his sons walked not in his ways, 
but turned aside after lucre, and took 
bribes, and perverted judgment. 

4 Then all the elders of Israel gathered 


his father’s asses, 


7 Then said Saul to his servant, But, 
behold, 7f we go, what shall we bring 
the man? for the bread is spent in our 
vessels, and there 7s not a present to 
bring to the man of God: what have we? 

8 And the servant answered Saul again, 
and said, Behold, I have here at hand the 
fourth part of a shekel of silver: that will 
I give to the man of God, to tell us our 
way. 

9 (Beforetime in Israel, when a man 
went to inquire of God, thus he spake, 
Come, and let us go to the seer: for he 
that is now called a Prophet was before- 
time called a Seer.) 

10 Then said Saul to his servant, Well 
said; come, let us go. 80 they went 
unto the city where the man of God was. 

11 4“ And as they went up the hill to 
the city, they found young maidens go- 
ing out to draw water, and said unto 
them, Is the seer here ὃ 

12 And they answered them, and said, 
He is; behold, he 08 before you: make 
haste now, for he came to day to the 
city ; for there ts a sacrifice of the people 
to day in the high place: 

18 As soon as ye be come into the 
city, ye shall straightway find him, be- 
fore he go up to the high place to eat: 
for the people will not eat until he come, 
because he doth bless the sacrifice; and 
afterwards they eat that be bidden. Now 
therefore get you up; for about this time 
ye shall find him. 

14 And they went up into the city: and 
when they were come into the city, be- 
hold, Samuel came out against them, for 
to go up to the high place. 

15 4 Now the Lorp had told Samuel in 
his ear a day before Saul came, saying, 

16 To morrow about this time I will 
send thee a man out of the land of Ben- 
jamin, and thou shalt anoint him fo be 
captain over my people Israel, that he 
may save my people out of the hand of 
the Philistines: for I have looked upon 
my people, because their cry is come 
unto me. 

17 And when Samuel saw Saul, the 
Lorp said unto him, Behold the man 
whom I spake to thee 01 | this same shall 
reign over my people. 

18 Then Saul drew near to Samuel in 
the gate, and said, Tell me, I pray thee, 
where the seer’s house 7s.

Saul sent to seek 


because of your king which ye shall 
have chosen you; and the Lorp will not 
hear you in that day. 

19 4 Nevertheless the people refused to 
obey the voice of Samuel ; and they said, 
Nay ; but we will have a king over us; 

20 That we also may be like all the 
nations; and that our king may judge 
us, and go out before us, and fight our 
battles. 

21 And Samuel heard all the words of 
the people, and he rehearsed them in the 
ears 01 the Lorp. 

22 And the Lorp said to Samuel, 
Hearken unto their voice, and make 
them a king. And Samuel said unto 
the men of Israel, Go ye every man unto 


his city. 

CHAPTER 9. 

1 Saul despairing to find his father’s asses, 6 by the 
counsel of his servant, 11 and direction of young 
maidens, 15 according to God's revelation, 18 com- 
eth to Samuel. 19 Samuel entertaineth Saul at 
the feast. 25 Samuel, after secret communication, 
bringeth Saul on his way. 


OW there was a man of Benjamin, 

whose name was Kish, the son of 
Abiel, the son of Zeror, the son of Becho- 
rath, the son of Aphiah, a Benjamite, a 
mighty man of power. 

2 And he had a son, whose name zas 
Saul, a choice young man, and a goodly: 
and there was not among the children of 
Israel a goodlier person than he: from 
his shoulders and upward he was higher 
than any of the people. 

3 And the asses of Kish Saul’s father 
were lost. And Kish said to Saul his 
son, Take now one of the servants with 
thee, and arise, go seek the asses. 

4 And he passed through mount Ephra- 
im, and passed through the land of Shal- 
isha, but they found them not: then 
they passed through the land of Shalim, 
and there they were not: and he passed 
through the land of the Benjamites, but 
they found them not. 

5 And when they were come to the land 
of Zuph, Saul said to his servant that was 
with him, Come, and let us return; lest 
my father leave caring for the asses, and 
take thought for us. 

6 And he said unto him, Behold now, 
there 08 in this city a man of God, and he 
48 an honourable man; all that he saith 
cometh surely to pass: now let us go 
thither; peradventure he can shew us 
our way that we should go. 
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him, and said, Js ἐξέ not because the Lorp 
hath anointed. thee to be captain over his 
inheritance ? 

2 When thou art departed from me to 
day, then thou shalt find two men by 
Rachel’s sepulchre in the border of Ben- 
jamin at Zelzah ; and they will say unto 
thee, The asses which thou wentest to 
seek are found: and, lo, thy father hath 
left the care of the asses, and sorroweth 
for you, saying, What shall I do for my 
son ? 

3 Then shalt thou go on forward from 
thence, and thou shalt come to the plain 
of Tabor, and there shall meet thee three 
men going up to God to Beth-el, one 
carrying three kids, and another carry- 
ing three loaves of bread, and another 
carrying a bottle of wine: 

4 And they will salute thee, and give 
thee two loaves of bread; which thou 
shalt receive of their hands. 

5 After that thou shalt come to the hill 
of God, where 28 the garrison of the Phi- 
listines: and it shall come to pass, when 
thou art come thither to the city, that 
thou shalt meet a company of prophets 
coming down from the high place with 
a psaltery, and a tabret, and a pipe, and 
a harp, before them; and they shall 
prophesy : 

6 And the Spirit of the Lorp will come 
upon thee, and thou shalt prophesy with 
them, and shalt be turned into another 
man. 

7 And let it be, when these signs are 
come unto thee, that thou do as occasion 
serve thee ; for God 28 with thee. 

8 And thou shalt go down before me 
to Gilgal; and, behold, I will come down 
unto thee, to offer burnt offerings, and 
to sacrifice sacrifices of peace offerings: 
seven days shalt thou tarry, till I come 
to thee; and shew thee what thou shalt 


0. 

9 | And it was so, that, when he had 
turned his back to go from Samuel, God 
gave him another heart: and all those 
signs came to pass that day. 

10 And when they came thither to the 
hill, behold, a company of prophets met 
him ; and the Spirit of God came upon 
him, and he prophesied among them. 

11 And it came to pass, when all that 
knew him beforetime saw that, behold, 
he prophesied שוש‎ the prophets, then 
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He cometh to Samuel. 


19 And Samuel answered Saul, and said, 
I am the seer: go up before me unto the 
high place; for ye shall eat with me to 
day, and to morrow I will let thee go, and 
will tell thee all that ἐδ in thine heart. 

20 And as for thine asses that were lost 
three days ago, set not thy mind on them ; 
for they are found. And on whom 7s all 
the desire of Israel? Js 0% not on thee, 
and on all thy father’s house ? 

21 And Saul answered and said, Am 
not I a Benjamite, of the smallest of the 
tribes of Israel ? and my family the least 
of all the families of the tribe of Benja- 
min? wherefore then speakest thou so 
to me? 

22 And Samuel took Saul and his serv- 
ant, and brought them into the parlour, 
and made them sit in the chiefest place 
among them that were bidden, which 
were about thirty persons. 

23 And Samuel said unto the cook, 
Bring the portion which I gave thee, 
of which I said unto thee, Set it by 
thee. 3 

24 And the cook took up the shoulder, 
and that which was upon it, and set 2 
before Saul. And Samuel said, Behold 
that which is left ! set ἐξ before thee, and 
eat: for unto this time hath it been kept 
for thee since I said, I have invited the 
people. So Saul did eat with Samuel 
that day. 

25 “| And when they were come down 
from the high place into the city, Samuel 
-communed with Saul upon the top of 
the house. 

26 And they arose early: and it came 
to pass about the spring of the day, that 
Samuel called Saul to the top of the 
house, saying, Up, that I may send thee 
away. And Saul arose, and they went 
out both of them, he and Samuel, abroad. 

27 And as they were going down to the 


end of the city, Samuel said to Saul, Bid | ἃ 


the servant pass on before us, (and he 
passed on,) but stand thou still a while, 
that I may shew thee the word of God.

25 Then Samuel told the people the 
manner of the kingdom, and wrote 07 in 
a book, and laid zt up before the Lorp. 
And Samuel sent all the people away, 
every man to his house. 

26 4 And. Saul also went home to 
Gibeah ; and there went with him a band 
of men, whose hearts God had touched. 

27 But the children of Belial said, How 
shall this man save us? And they de- 
spised him, and brought him no presents, 
But he held his peace. 


CHAPTER 11. 

1 Nahash offereth them of Jabesh-gilead a reproach- 
Jul condition. 4 They send messengers, and are 
delivered by Saul. 12 Saul thereby is confirmed, 
and his kingdom renewed. 

HEN Nahash the Ammonite came 

up, and encamped against Jabesh- 
gilead: and all the men 01 Jabesh said 
unto Nahash, Make a covenant with us, 
and we will serve thee. 

2 And Nahash the Ammonite answered 
them, On this condition will I make ὦ 
covenant with you, that I may thrust 
out all your right eyes, and lay it for a 
reproach upon all Israel. 

3 And the elders of Jabesh said unto 
him, Give us seven days’ respite, that we 
may send messengers unto all the coasts 
of Israel: and then, if there be no man to 
save us, we will come out to thee. 

4 "| Then came the messengers to Gib- 
eah of Saul, and told the tidings in the 
ears of the people: and all the people 
lifted up their voices, and wept. 

5 And, behold, Saul came after the herd 
out of the field ; and Saul said, What azl- 
eth the people that they weep? And they 
told him the tidings of the men of Jabesh. 

6 And the Spirit of God came upon 
Saul when he heard those tidings, and 
his anger was kindled greatly. 

7 And he took a yoke of oxen, and 
hewed them in pieces, and sent them 
throughout all the coasts of Israel by the 
hands of messengers, saying, Whosoever 
cometh not forth after Saul and after 
Samuel, so shall it be done unto his oxen. 
And the fear of the Lorp fell on the peo- 
ple, and they came out with one consent.

15 And Saul’s uncle said, Tell me, I 
pray thee, what Samuel said unto you. 

16 And Saul said unto his uncle, He 
told us plainly that the asses were found. 
But of the matter of the kingdom, where- 
of Samuel spake, he told him not. 

17 4 And Samuel called the people 
together unto the Lorp to Mizpeh; 

18 And said unto the children of Israel, 
Thus saith the Lorp God of Israel, I 
brought up Israel out of Egypt, and 
delivered you out of the hand of the 
Egyptians, and out of the hand of all 
kingdoms, and of them that oppressed 

ou: 

19 And ye have this day rejected your 
God, who himself saved you out of ail 
your adversities and your tribulations; 
and ye have said unto him, Nay, but set 
a king over us. Now therefore present 
yourselves before the Lorp by your 
tribes, and by your thousands. 

20 And when Samuel had caused all 
the tribes of Israel to come near, the 
tribe of Benjamin was taken. 

21 When he had caused the tribe of 
Benjamin to come near by their families, 
the family of Matri was taken, and Saul 
the son of Kish was taken: and when 
they sought him, he could not be 
found. 

22 Therefore they inquired of the Lorp 
further, if the man should yet come 
thither. And the Lorp answered, Be- 
hold, he hath hid himself among the 
stuff. 

23 And they ran and fetched him 
thence: and when he stood among the 
people, he was higher than any of the 
people from his shoulders and upward. 

24 And Samuel said to all the people, 
See ye him whom 7 aa hath chosen,

or of whose hand have I received any 
bribe to blind mine eyes therewith? and 
I will restore it you. 

4 And they said, Thou hast not de- 
frauded us, nor oppressed us, neither 
hast thou taken aught of any man’s hand. 

5 And he said unto them, The Lorp 8 
witness against you, and his anointed 8 
witness this day, that ye have not found 
aught in my hand. And they answered, 
He is witness. 

6 4] And Samuel said unto the people, 
Jt is the Lorp that advanced Moses and 
Aaron, and that.brought your fathers up 
out of the land of Egypt. 

7 Now therefore stand still, that I may 
reason with you before the Lorp of all 
the righteous acts of the LorD, which he 
did to you and to your fathers. 

8 When Jacob was come into Egypt, and 
your fathers cried unto the Lorp, then 
the Lorp sent Moses and Aaron, which 
brought forth your fathers out of Egypt, 
and made them dwell in this place. 

9 And when they forgat the Lorp their 
God, he sold them into the hand of Sisera, 
captain of the host of Hazor, and into the 
hand of the Philistines, and into the hand 
of the king of Moab, and they fought 
against them. 

10 And they cried unto the Lorp, and 
said, We have sinned, because we have 
forsaken the Lorp, and have served 
Baalim and Ashtaroth: but now deliver 
us out of the hand of our enemies, and 
we will serve thee. 

11 And the Lorp sent Jerubbaal, and 
Bedan, and Jephthah, and Samuel, and 
delivered you out of the hand of your 
enemies on every side, and ye dwelt safe. 

12 And when ye saw that Nahash the 
king of the children of Ammon came 
against you, ye said unto me, Nay; but a 
king shall reign over us: when the Lorp 
your God was your king. 

13 Now therefore, behold the king whom 
ye have chosen, and whom ye have de- 
sired ! and, behold, the Lorp hath set a 
king over you. 

14 If ye will fear the Lorn, and serve 
him, and obey his voice, and not rebel 
against the commandment of the 1,032 ; 
then shall both ye and also the king that 
reigneth over you continue following the 
Lorp your God: 

15 But if ye will not obey the voice of 
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Samuel testifieth 


hundred thousand, and the men of Judah 
thirty thousand. 

9 And they said unto the messengers 
that came, Thus shall ye say unto the 
men of Jabesh-gilead, To morrow, by 
that time the sun be hot, ye shall have 
help. And the messengers came and 
shewed 7¢ to the men 01 Jabesh ; and they 
were glad. 

10 Therefore the men of Jabesh said, 
To morrow we will come out unto you, 
and ye shall do with us all that seemeth 
good unto you. 

11 And it was so on the morrow, that 
Saul put the people in three companies ; 
and they came into the midst of the host 
in the morning watch, and slew the Am- 
monites until the heat of the day: and it 
came to pass, that they which remained 
were scattered, so that two of them were 
not left together. 

12 § And the people said unto Samuel, 
Who 7s he that said, Shall Saul reign 
over us? bring the men, that we may 
put them to death. 

13 And Saul said, There shall not a man 
be put to death this day: for to day the 
Lorp hath wrought salvation in Israel. 

14 Then said Samuel to the people, 
Come, and let us go to Gilgal, and renew 
the kingdom there. 

15 And all the people went to Gilgal; 
and there they made Saul king before 
the LorD in Gilgal ; and there they sacri- 
ficed sacrifices of peace offerings before 
the Lorp; and there Saul and all the 
> men of Israel rejoiced greatly. 


CHAPTER 12. 


1 Samuel testifieth his integrity. 6 He reproveth the 
people of ingratitude. 16 He terrifieth them with 
thunder in harvest time. 20 He comforteth them 
in Gods mercy. 


ND Samuel said unto all Israel, Be- 

hold, I have hearkened unto your 

voice in all that ye said unto me, and 
have made a king over you. 

2 And now, behold, the king walketh 
before you: and 1 am old and grayhead- 
ed; and, behold, my sons are with you: 
and I have walked before you from my 
childhood unto this day. 

3 Behold, here I am: witness against 
me before the Lorp, and before his 
anointed: whose ox have I taken? or 
whose ass have I taken? or whom have 
I defrauded ? whom have I oppressed ?

rest of the people he sent every man to 
his tent. 

3 And Jonathan smote the garrison of 
the Philistines that was in Geba, and the 
Philistines heard of τέ. And Saul blew 
the trumpet throughout all the land, 
saying, Let the Hebrews hear. 

4 And all Israel heard say that Saul 
had smitten a garrison of the Philistines, 
and that Israel also was had in abomina- 
tion with the Philistines. And the peo- 
ple were called together after Saul to 
Gilgal. 

5 § And the Philistines gathered them- 
selves together to fight with Israel, thirty 
thousand chariots, and six thousand 
horsemen, and people as the sand which 
48 on the sea shore in multitude: and 
they came up, and pitched in Michmash, 
eastward from Beth-aven. 

6 When the men of Israel saw that they 
were in a strait, (for the people were dis- 
tressed,) then the people did hide them- 
selves in caves, and in thickets, and in 
rocks, and in high places, and in pits. 

7 And some of the Hebrews went over 
Jordan to the land of Gad and Gilead. 
As for Saul, he was yet in Gilgal, and all 
the people followed him trembling. 

8 § And he tarried seven days, accord- 
ing to the set time that Samuel had ap- 
pointed: but Samuel came not to Gilgal ; 
and the people were scattered from him. 

9 And Saul said, Bring hither a burnt 
offering to me, and peace offerings. And 
he offered the burnt offering. 

10 And it came to pass, that as soon as 
he had made an end of offering the burnt 
offering, behold, Samuel came; and Saul 
went out to meet him, that he might 
salute him. 

11 § And Samuel said, What hast thou 
done? And Saul said, Because I saw 
that the people were scattered from me, 
and that thou camest not within the days 
appointed, and that the Philistines gath- 
ered themselves together at Michmash ; 

12 Therefore said I, The Philistines will 
come down now upon me to Gilgal, and 
I have not made supplication unto the 
Lorp: I forced myself therefore, and 
offered a burnt offering. 

13 And Samuel said to Saul, Thou hast 
done foolishly: thou hast not kept the 
commandment of the Lorp thy God, 
which he commanded thee: for now

the Lorp, but rebel against the com- 
mandment of the Lorp; then shall the 
hand of the Lorp be against you, as 7 
was against your fathers.

day: and all the people greatly feared 
the Lorp and Samuel. 

19 And all the people said unto Samuel, 
Pray for thy servants unto the Lorp thy 
God, that we die not: for we have added 
unto all our sins 7/8 evil, to ask us a king. 

20 4 And Samuel said unto the people, 
Fear not: ye have done all this wicked- 
ness: yet turn not aside from following 
the Lorp, but serve the LorpD with all 
your heart ; 

21 And turn ye not aside: for then 
should ye go after vain things, which can- 
not profit nor deliver; for they are vain. 
22 For the Lorp will not forsake his 
people for his great name’s sake: be- 
cause it hath pleased the Lorp to make 
you his people. 

23 Moreover as for me, God forbid that 
I should sin against the Lorp in ceasing 
to pray for you: but I will teach you 
the good and the right way: 

24 Only fear the Lorp, and serve him 
in truth-with all your heart: for consider 
how great things he hath done for you. 
25 But if ye shall still do wickedly, ye 
shall be consumed, both ye and your king.

2 Saul chose him three thousand men 
of Israel; whereof two thousand were 
with Saul in Michmash and in mount 
Beth-el, and a thousand were with Jon- 


athan in Gibeah of Benjamin: and the 
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ΝΠ it came to pass upon a day, 
that Jonathan the son of Saul said 
unto the young man that bare his armour, 
Come, and let us go over to the Philis- 
tines’ garrison, that 7s on the other side. 
But he told not his father. 

2 And Saul tarried in the uttermost 
part of Gibeah under a pomegranate tree 
which 28 in Migron: and the people that 
were with him were about six hundred 
men ; 

3 And Ahiah, the son of Ahitub, I-cha- 
bod’s brother, the son of Phinehas, the 
son of Eli, the Lornp’s priest in Shiloh, 
wearing an ephod. nd the people 
knew not that Jonathan was gone. 

4 4 And between the passages, by which 
Jonathan sought to go over unto the 
Philistines’ garrison, there was a sharp 
rock on the one side, and a sharp rock 
on the other side: and the name of the 
one was Bozez, and the name of the 
other Seneh. 

5 The forefront of the one was situate 
northward over against Michmash, and 
the other southward over against Gib-

6 And Jonathan said to the young man 
that bare his armour, Come, and let us 
go over unto the garrison of these uncir- 
cumcised : it may be that the Lorp will 
work for us: for there 08 no restraint to 
the Lorp to save by many or by few. 

7 And his armourbearer said unto him, 
Do all that 08 in thy heart: turn thee; 
behold, I am with thee according to thy 
heart. 1 

8 Then said Jonathan, Behold, we will 
pass over unto these men, and we will 
discover ourselves unto them. 

9 If they say thus unto us, Tarry until 
we come to you; then we will stand still in 
our place, and will not go up unto them. 

10 But if they say thus, Come up unto 
us; then we will go up: for the Lorp 
hath delivered them into our hand; an 
this shall be a sign unto us. 2 

11 And both of them discovered them- 
selves unto the garrison of the Philistines : 


-+and the Philistines said, Behold, the He- 


brews come forth out of the holes where 
they had hid themselves. 

12 And the men of the garrison an- 
swered Jonathan and his armourbearer, 
and said, Come up to us, and we will 
shew you a thing. And Jonathan said 
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The Philistines’ policy. 
would the Lorp have established thy 
kingdom upon Israel for ever. 

14 But now thy kingdom shall not con- 
tinue: the LorD hath sought him a man 
after his own heart, and the Lorp hath 
commanded him 20 06 captain over his 
people, because thou hast not kept that 
which the LorD commanded thee. 

15 And Samuel arose, and gat him up 
from Gilgal unto Gibeah of Benjamin. 
And Saul numbered the people that were 
present with him, about six hundred 
men. 

16 And Saul, and Jonathan his son, and 
the people that were present with them, 
abode in Gibeah of Benjamin: but the 
Philistines encamped in Michmash. 

17 § And the spoilers came out of the 
camp of the Philistines in three compa- 
nies: one company turned unto the way 
that leadeth to Ophrah, unto the land of 
Shual : 

18 And another company turned the 
way to Beth-horon: and another compa- 
ny turned 70 the way of the border that 
looketh to the valley of Zeboim toward 
the wilderness. 

19 "| Now there was no smith found 
throughout all the land of Israel: for the 
Philistines said, Lest the Hebrews make 
them swords or spears : 

20 But all the Israelites went down to 
the Philistines, to sharpen every man his 
share, and his coulter, and his axe, and 
his mattock. 

21 Yet they had a file for the mattocks, 
and for the coulters, and for the forks, 
and for the axes, and to sharpen the 
goads. 

22 So it came to pass in the day of 
battle, that there was neither sword nor 
spear found in the hand of any of the 
people that were with Saul and:Jona- 
than: but with Saul and with Jonathan 
his son was there found. 

23 And the garrison of the Philistines 
went out to the passage of Michmash. 


CHAPTER 14. 


1 Jonathan, unwitting to his father, the priest, or 
the people, goeth and miraculously smiteth- the 
Philistines’ govrison. 15 A divine terror maketh 
them -beat themselves. 17 Saul, not staying the

I may be avenged on mine enemies. 0 
none of the people tasted any food. 

25 And all they of the land came to a 
wood; and there was honey upon the 
ground. 

26 And when the people were come into 
the wood, behold, the honey dropped ; 
but no man put his hand to his mouth; 
for the people feared the oath. 

27 But Jonathan heard not when his 
father charged the people with the oath : 
wherefore he put forth the end of the 
rod that was in his hand, and dipped it 
in a honeycomb, and put his hand to his 
mouth; and his eyes were enlightened. 

28 Then answered one of the people, 
and said, Thy father straitly charged the 
people with an oath, saying, Cursed be 
the man that eateth any food this day. 
And the people were faint. 

29 Then said Jonathan, My father hath 
troubled the land: see, I pray you, how 
mine eyes have been enlightened, because 
I tasted a little of this honey. 

30 How much more, if haply the peo- 
ple had eaten freely to day of the spoil 
of their enemies which they found? for 
had there not been now a much greater 
slaughter among the Philistines ? 

31 And they smote the Philistines that 
day from Michmash to Aijalon: and the 
people were very faint. 

32 And the people flew upon the spoil, 
and took sheep, and oxen, and calves, and 
slew them on the ground: and the people 
did eat them with the blood. 

33 "| Then they told Saul, saying, Be- 
hold, the people sin against the Lorp, in 
that they eat with the blood. And he 
said, Ye have transgressed: roll a great 
stone unto me this day. 

34 And Saul said, Disperse yourselves 
among the people, and say unto them, 
Bring me hither every man his ox, and 
every man his sheep, and slay them here, 
and eat; and sin not against the LorpD in 
eating with the blood. And all the peo- 
ple brought every man his ox with him 
that night, and slew them there. 

95 And Saul built an altar unto the 
Lorp: the same was the first altar that 
he built unto the Lorp. 

86 "| And Saul said, Let us go down 
after the Philistines by night, and spoil 
them until the morning light, and let us 
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Jonathan smiteth 


unto his armourbearer, Come up after 
me: for the Lorp hath delivered them 
into the hand of Israel. 

19 And Jonathan climbed up upon his 
hands and upon his feet, and his armour- 
bearer after him: and they fell before 
Jonathan; and his armourbearer slew 
after him. 

14 And that first slaughter, which Jon- 
athan and his armourbearer made, was 
about twenty men, within as it were a 
half acre of land, which a yoke of oxen 
might plough. 

15 And there was trembling in the host, 
in the field, and among all the people: 
the garrison, and the spoilers, they also 
trembled, and the earth quaked: so it 
was a very great trembling. 

16 And the watchmen of Saul in Gibeah 
of Benjamin looked; and, behold, the 
multitude melted away, and they went 
on beating down one another. 

17 Then said Saul unto the people that 
were with kim, Number now, and see 
who is gone from us. And when they 
had numbered, behold, Jonathan and 
his armourbearer were not there. 

18 And Saul said unto Ahiah, Bring hith- 
er the ark of God. For the ark of God was 
at that time with the children of Israel. 

19 4 And it came to pass, while Saul 
talked unto the priest, that the noise that 
was in the host of the Philistines went 
on and increased: and Saul said unto 
the priest, Withdraw thine hand. 

20 And Saul and all the people that 
were with him assembled themselves, and 
they came to the battle: and, behold, 
every man’s sword was against his fellow, 
and there was a very great discomfiture. 

21 Moreover, the Hebrews that were 
with the Philistines before that time, 
which went up with them into the camp 
from the country round about, even they 
also turned to be with the Israelites that 
were with Saul and Jonathan. 

22 Likewise ail the men of Israel which 
had hid themselves in mount Ephraim, 
when they heard that the Philistines fled, 
even they also followed hard after them 
in the battle. 

23 So the Lorn saved Israel that day: and 
the battle passed over unto Beth-aven. 

24 4 And the men of Israel were dis- 
tressed that day: for Saul had adjured 
the people, ὍΠΕΡ ee be the man 


destroy Amalek. 


49 Now the sons of Saul were Jona- 

than, and Ishui, and Melchi-shua: and 
the names of his two daughters were 
these ; the name of the firstborn Merab, 
and the name of the younger Michal : 

50 And the name of Saul’s wife was 
Ahinoam, the daughter of Ahimaaz: and 
the name of the captain of his host was 
Abner, the son of Ner, Saul’s uncle. 

51 And Kish was the father of Saul; 
and Ner the father of Abner was the son 
of Abiel. 

52 And there was sore war against the 
Philistines all the days of Saul: and when 
Saul saw any strong man, or any valiant 
man, he took him unto him. 


CHAPTER 15. 


1 Samuel sendeth Saul to destroy Amalek. 6 Saul 
ὙΠ ΟἿ ΕΝ the Kenites. 8 He spareth 4000 and the 
est of the spoil. 10 Samuel denounceth unto Saul, 
commending and excusing himself, God’s rejection 
of him for his disobedience. 24 Sauls humiliation.

AMUEL also said unto Saul, The 
Lorp sent me to anoint thee to be 
king over his people, over Israel: now 
therefore hearken thou unto the voice 
of the words of the Lorp. 

2 Thus saith the Lorp of hosts, I re- 
member that which Amalek did to Israel, 
how he laid wait for him in the way, 
when he came up from Egypt. 

3 Now go and smite Amalek, and utter- 
ly destroy all that they have, and spare 
them not ; but slay both man and woman, 
infant and suckling, ox and sheep, camel 
and ass. 

4 And Saul gathered the people to- 
gether, and numbered them in Telaim, 
two hundred thousand footmen, and ten 
thousand men of Judah. 

5 And Saul came to a city of Amalek, 
and laid wait in the valley. 

6 § And Saul said unto the Kenites, 
Go, depart, get you down from among 
the Amalekites, lest I destroy you with 
them: for ye shewed kindness to all the 
children of Israel, when they came up 
out of Egypt. So the Kenites departed 
from among the Amalekites. 

7 And Saul smote the Amalekites from 
Havilah untzd thou comest to Shur, that 
28 over against Egypt. 

8 And he took Agag the king of the 
Amalekites alive, and utterly destroy- 
ed all the people with the edge of the 
sword. 
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Saul sent to 


not leaveamanofthem. And they said, 
Do whatsoever seemeth good unto thee. 
Then said the priest, Let us draw near 
hither unto God. 

37 And Saul asked counsel of God, Shall 
I go down after the Philistines ? wilt thou 
deliver them into the hand of Israel? 
But he answered him not that day. 

38 And Saul said, Draw ye near hither, 
all the chief of the people: and know and 
see wherein this sin hath been this day. 

89 For, as the Lorp liveth, which 
saveth Israel, though it be in Jonathan 
my son, he shall surely die. But there 
was not a man among all the people that 
answered him. 

40 Then said he unto all Israel, Be ye 
on one side, and I and Jonathan my son 

11 be on the other side. And the 
people said unto Saul, Do what seemeth 
good unto thee. 

41 Therefore Saul said unto the Lorp 
God of Israel, Give a perfect lot. And 
Saul and Jonathan were taken: but the 
people escaped. 

42 And Saul said, Cast 7078 between me 
and Jonathan my son. And Jonathan 
was taken. 

43 Then Saul said to Jonathan, Tell me 
what thou hast done. And Jonathan told 
him, and said, I did but taste a little honey 
with the end of the rod that was in mine 
hand, and, lo, I must die. 

44 And Saul answered, God do so and 
more also: for thou shalt surely die, 
Jonathan. 

45 And the people said unto Saul, Shall 
Jonathan die, who hath wrought this 
great salvation in Israel? God forbid: as 
the Lorp liveth, there shall not one hair 
of his head fall to the ground; for he 
hath wrought with God this day. So the 
people rescued Jonathan, that he died not. 

46 Then Saul went up from following 
the Philistines: and the Philistines went 
to their own place. 

47 4 80 Saul took the kingdom over 
Israel, and fought against all his enemies 
on every side, against Moab, and against 
the children of Ammon, and against 

> Edom, and against the kings of Zobah, 
and against the Philistines: and whither- 
soever he turned himself, he vexed them. 

48 And he gathered a host, and smote 
the Amalekites, and delivered Israel out 
of the hands of them that spoiled them.

21 But the people took of the spoil, 
sheep and oxen, the chief of the things 
which should have been utterly destroy- 
ed, to sacrifice unto the Lorp thy God 
in Gilgal.

24 Y And Saul said unto Samuel, ] 
have sinned: for I have transgressed the 
commandment of the Lorp, and thy 
words: because I feared the people, and 
obeyed their voice. 

25 Now therefore, I pray thee, pardon 
my sin, and turn again with me, that I 
may worship the Lorp. 

26 And Samuel said unto Saul, I will 
not return with thee: for thou hast re- 
jected the word of the Lorp, and the 
Lorp hath rejected thee from being 
king over Israel. 

27 And as Samuel turned about to go 
away, he laid hold upon the skirt of his 
mantle, and it rent. 

28 And Samuel said unto him, The 
Lorp hath rent the kingdom of Israel 
from thee this day, and hath given it to 
es of thine, that is better than 
thou. 

29 And also the Strength of Israel will 
not lie nor repent: for he 28 not a man, 
that he should repent. 

30 Then he said, I have sinned: yet 
honour me now, I pray thee, before the 
elders of my people, and before Israel, 
and turn again with me, that I may 
worship the Lorp thy God. 

31 So Samuel turned again after Saul ; 
and Saul worshipped the Lorp. 

32 J Then said Samuel, Bring ye hither 
to me Agag the king of the Amalekites. 
And Agag came unto him delicately. 
And Agag said, Surely the bitterness of 
death is past. 

88 And Samuel said, As thy sword 
hath made women childless, so shall thy

and the best of the sheep, and of the 
oxen, and of the fatlings, and the lambs, 
and all that was good, and would not 
utterly destroy them: but every thing 
that was vile and refuse, that they de- 
stroyed utterly. 

10 4 Then came the word of the Lorp 
unto Samuel, saying, 

11 It repenteth me that I have set up 
Saul to be king: for he is turned back 
from following me, and hath not per- 
formed my commandments. And _ it 
grieved Samuel; and he cried unto the 
Lorp all night. 

12 And when Samuel rose early to meet 
Saul in the morning, it was told Samuel, 
saying, Saul came to Carmel, and, be- 
hold, he set him up a place, and is gone 
about, and passed on, and gone down to 
Gilgal. 

13 And Samuel came to Saul: and Saul 
said unto him, Blessed de thou of the 
Lorp: I have performed the command- 
ment of the Lorp. 

14 And Samuel said, What meaneth 
then this bleating of the sheep in mine 
ears, and the lowing of the oxen which 
I hear? 

15 And Saul said, They have brought 
them from the Amalekites: for the peo- 
ple spared the best of the sheep and of 
the oxen, to sacrifice unto the Lorp 
thy God; and the rest we have utterly 
destroyed. 

16 Then Samuel said unto Saul, Stay, 
and I will tell thee what the Lorp hath 
said to me this night. And he said unto 
him, Say on. 

17 And Samuel said, When thou wast 
little in thine own sight, wast thou not 
made the head of the tribes of Israel, 
and the Lorp anointed thee king over 
Israel ? 

18 And the Lorp sent thee on a jour- 
ney, and said, Go and utterly destroy the 
sinners the Amalekites, and fight against 
them until they be consumed. 

19 Wherefore then didst thou not obey 
the voice of the Lorp, but didst fly upon 
the spoil, and didst evil in the sight of 
the Lorp ? 

20 And Saul said unto Samuel, Yea, I 
have obeyed the voice of the Lorn, and 
have gone the way which the Lorp sent 
me, and have brought Agag the king of 
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He anointeth David. 


10 Again, Jesse made seven of his sons 
to pass before Samuel. And Samuel said 
unto Jesse, The Lorp hath not chosen 
these.

18 Then Samuel took the horn of oil, 
and anointed him in the midst of his 
brethren: and the Spirit of the Lorp 
came upon David from that day forward. 
So Samuel rose up, and went to Ramah. 

14 4 But the Spirit of the Lorp 
departed from Saul, and an evil spirit 
from the Lorp troubled him. 

15 And Saul’s servants said unto him, 
Behold now, an evil spirit from God 
troubleth thee. 

16 Let our lord now command thy 
servants, which are before thee, to seek 
out a man, who 18 a cunning player on 
a harp: and it shall come to pass, when 
the evil spirit from God is upon thee, 
that he shall play with his hand, and 
thou shalt be well. 

17 And Saul said unto his servants, 
Provide me now a man that can play 
well, and bring him to me. 

18 Then answered one of the servants, 
and said, Behold, I have seen a son of 
Jesse the Beth-lehemite, that 7s cunning 
in playing, and a mighty valiant man, 
and a man of war, and prudent in 
matters, and a comely person, and the 
Lorp 28 with him. 

19 "| Wherefore Saul sent messengers 
unto Jesse, and said, Send me David thy 
son, which 28 with the sheep. 

20 And Jesse took an ass laden with 
bread, and a bottle of wine, and a kid, 
and sent them by David his son unto 
Saul. 

21 And David came to Saul, and stood 
before him: and he loved him greatly ; 
and he became his armourbearer. 

22 And Saul sent to Jesse, saying, Let 
David, I pray thee, stand before me; 
for he hath found πὶ ἢ in my sight. 
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Samuel slayeth Agag.

ND the Lorp said unto Samuel, How 

long wilt thou mourn for Saul, see- 

ing I have rejected him from reigning 

over Israel? fill thine horn with oil, and 

go, I will send thee to Jesse the Beth- 

lehemite: for I have provided me a king 
among his sons. 

2 And Samuel said, How can I go? if 
Saul hear ἐξ, he will kill me. And the 
Lorp said, Take a heifer with thee, and 
say, I am come to sacrifice to the Lorp. 

3 And call Jesse to the sacrifice, and I 
will shew thee what thou shalt do: and 
thou shalt anoint unto me him whom I 
name unto thee. 

4 And Samuel did that which the Lorp 
spake, and came to Beth-lehem. And the 
elders of the town trembled at hiscoming, 
and said, Comest thou peaceably ? 

5 And he said, Peaceably: I am come 
to sacrifice unto the LorpD: sanctify 
yourselves, and come with me to the 
sacrifice. And he sanctified Jesse and 
his sons, and called them to the sacrifice. 

6 " And it came to pass, when they 
were come, that he looked on Hliab, 
and said, Surely the Lorp’s anointed 7s 
before him. 

7 But the LorD said unto Samuel, Look 
not on his countenance, or on the height 
of his stature; because I have refused 
him: for the Lorp seeth not as man seeth ; 
for man looketh on the outward appear- 
ance, but the Lorp looketh on the heart. 

8 Then Jesse called Abinadab, and 
made him pass before Samuel. And he 
said, Neither hath the LorpD chosen this. 

9 Then Jesse made Shammah to pass 
by. And he said, Neither hath the 
Lorp chosen this.

18 And carry these ten cheeses unto the 
captain of their thousand, and look how 
thy brethren fare, and take their pledge. 

19 Now Saul, and they, and all the men 
of Israel, were in the valley of Elah, 
fighting with the Philistines. 

20 "| And David rose up early in the 
morning, and left the sheep with a 
keeper, and took, and went, as Jesse 
had commanded him; and he came to 
the trench, as the host was going forth 
to the fight, and shouted for the battle. 

21 For Israel and the Philistines had 
put the battle in array, army against 
army. 

22 And David left his carriage in the 
hand of the keeper of the carriage, and 
ran into the army, and came and saluted 
his brethren. 

23 And as he talked with them, behold, 


there came up the champion, the Philis- = 


tine of Gath, Goliath by name, out of 
the armies of the Philistines, and spake 
according to the same words: and David 
heard them. 

24 And all the men of Israel, when they 
saw the man, fled from him, and were 
sore afraid. 

25 And the men of Israel said, Have ye

OW the Philistines gathered togeth- 
er their armies to battle, and were 
gathered together at Shochoh, which 
belongeth to Judah, and pitched between 
Shochoh and Azekah, in Ephes-dammim. 
2 And Saul and the men of Israel were 
gathered together, and pitched by the 
valley of Elah, and set the battle in 
array against the Philistines. 

3 And the Philistines stood on a mount- 
ain on the one side, and Israel stood on 
a mountain on the other side: and there 
was a valley between them. 

4 4 And there went out a champion 
out of the camp of the Philistines, named 
Goliath, of Gath, whose height was six 
cubits and a span. 

5 And he had a helmet of brass upon 
his head, and he was armed with a coat 
of mail; and the weight of the coat was 
five thousand shekels of brass. 

6 And he had greaves of brass upon his 
legs, and a target of brass between his 
shoulders. 

7 And the staff of his spear was like 
a weaver’s beam; and his spear’s head 
weighed six hundred shekels of iron: and 
one bearing a shield went before him. 

8 And he stood and cried unto the 
armies of Israel, and said unto them, 
Why are ye come out to set your battle 
in array ? am not I a Philistine, and ye 
servants to Saul? choose you a man for 
you, and let him come down to me. 

9 If he be able to fight with me, and 
to kill me, then will we be your servants: 
but if I prevail against him, and kill him, 
then shall ye be our servants, and serve 


us, 

10 And the Philistine said, I defy the 
armies of Israel this day; give me a 
man, that we may fight together. 

11 When Saul on all Israel heard

38 § And Saul armed David with his 
armour, and he put a helmet of brass 
upon his head; also he armed him with 
a coat of mail. 

39 And David girded his sword upon 
his armour, and he assayed to go; for he 
had not proved 07. And David said unto 
Saul, I cannot go with these; for I have 
not proved them. And David put them 
off him. 

40 And he took his staff in his hand, 
and chose him five smooth stones out of 
the brook, and put them in a shepherd’s 
bag which he had, even in a scrip; and 
his sling was in his hand: and he drew 
near to the Philistine.

44 And the Philistine said to David, 
Come to me, and I will give thy flesh 
unto the fowls of the air, and to the beasts 
of the field. 

45 Then said David to the Philistine, 
Thou comest to me with a sword, and 
with a spear, and with a shield: but I 
come to thee in the name of the Lorp of 
hosts, the God of the armies of Israel, 
whom thou hast defied. 

46 This day will the Lorp deliver thee 
into mine hand; and I will smite thee, 
and take thine head from thee; and I 
will give the carcasses of the host of the 
Philistines this day unto the fowls of the 
air, and to the wild beasts of the earth ; 
that all the earth may know that there is 
a God in Israel. 

47 And all this assembly shall know 
that the Lorp saveth not with sword and 
spear: for the battle 7s the Lorp’s, and 
he will give you into our hands. 

48 And it came to pass, when the Phi- 
listine arose, and came and drew nigh 
to meet David, that David hasted, and 
ran toward the army to meet the Philis 


tine.

And Saul said unto David, Go, 


David accepteth 
be, that the man who killeth him, the 
king will enrich him with great riches, 
and will give him his daughter, and 
make his father’s house free in Israel. 

26 And David spake to the men that 
stood by him, saying, What shall be done 
to the man that killeth this Philistine, 
and taketh away the reproach from Is- 
rael? for who 38 this uncircumcised 
Philistine, that he should defy the ar- 
mies of the living God?.

28.4 And Eliab his eldest brother heard 
when he spake unto the men; and Eliab’s 
anger was kindled against David, and he 
said, Why camest thou down hither ? and 
with whom hast thou left those few sheep 
in the wilderness ? I know thy pride, and 
the naughtiness of thine heart; for thou 
art come down that thou mightest see the 
battle. . 

29 And David said, What have I now 
done? Js there not a cause ? 

80 4 -And he turned from him toward 
another, and spake after the same man- 
ner: and the people answered him again 
after the former manner. 

31 And when the words were heard 
which David spake, they rehearsed them 
before Saul: and he sent for him. 

32 Ἵ And David said to Saul, Let no 
man’s heart fail because of him ; thy serv- 
ant will go and fight with this Philistine. 

88 And Saul said to David, Thou art 
not able to go against this Philistine to 
fight with him: for thou art but a youth, 
and he a man of war from his youth. 

34 And David said unto Saul, Thy serv- 
ant kept his father’s sheep, and there 
came a lion, and a bear, and took a lamb 
out of the flock: 

35 And I went out after him, and smote 
him, and delivered 2 out of his mouth: 
and when he arose against me, I caught 
him by his beard, and smote him, and 
slew him. 

36 Thy servant slew both the lion and 
the bear: and this uncircumcised Philis- 
tine shall be as one of them, seeing he 
hath defied the armies of the living God. 

37 David said moreover, The Lorp that 
delivered me out of the paw of the lion, 
and out of the paw of the bear, he will 
deliver me out of the hand of this Philis-

12 Michal deceiveth her father with an image in 

David’s bed. 18 David cometh to Samuelin Naioth. 

20 Sauls messengers sent to take David, 22 and 

Saul himself, prophesy. 

ND Saul spake to Jonathan his son, 
and to all his servants, that they 
should kill David. 

2 But Jonathan Saul’s son delighted 
much in David: and Jonathan told Da- 
vid, saying, Saul my father seeketh to 
kill thee: now therefore, I pray thee, 
take heed to thyself until the morning, 
and abide in a secret place, and hide 
thyself : 

8 And I will go out and stand beside 
my father in the field where thou art, 
and I will commune with my father of 


thee ; and what I see, that I will tel] thee. 


4 4 And Jonathan spake good of David 
unto Saul his father, and said unto him; 
Let not the king sin against his servant, 
against David; because he hath not sin- 
ned against thee, and because his works 
have been to thee-ward very good : 

5 For he did put his life in his hand, 
and slew the Philistine, and the Lorp 
wrought a great salvation for all Israel: 
thou sawest τέ, and didst rejoice: where- 
fore then wilt thou sin against innocent 
blood, to slay David without a cause ? 

6 And Saul hearkened unto the voice 
of Jonathan: and Saul sware, 48 6 
Lorp liveth, he shall not be slain. 

7 And Jonathan called David, and Jon- 
athan shewed him all those things. And 
Jonathan brought David to Saul, and he 
was in his presence, — in times past. 
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behaved himself very wisely, he was 
afraid of him. 

16 But all Israel and Judah loved Da- 
vid, because he went out and came in 
before them. . 

17 § And Saul said to David, Behold 
my elder daughter Merab, her will I give 
thee to wife: only be thou valiant for 
me, and fight the Lorp’s battles. For 
Saul said, Let not mine hand be upon 
him, but let the hand of the Philistines 
be upon him. 

18 And David said unto Saul, Who am 
I? and what 28 my life, o7 my father’s 
family in Israel, that I should be son 
in law to the king? 

19 But it came to pass at the time when 
Merab Saul’s daughter should have been 
given to David, that she was given unto 
Adriel the Meholathite to wife. 

20 And Michal Saul’s daughter loved 
David: and they told Saul, and the thing 
pleased him. 

21 And Saul said, I will give him her, 
that she may be a snare to him, and that 
the hand of the Philistines may be against 
him. Wherefore Saul said to David, 
Thou shalt this day be my son in law in 
the one of the twain. 

22 Ἵ And Saul commanded his serv- 
ants, saying, Commune with David se- 
cretly, and say, Behold, the king hath 
delight in thee, and all his servants love 
thee: now therefore be the king’s son 
in law. 

23 And Saul’s servants spake those 
words in the ears of David. And David 
said, Seemeth it to you a light thing to 
be a king’s son in law, seeing that I am 
a poor man, and lightly esteemed ? 

24 And the servants of Saul told him, 
saying, On this manner spake David. 

25) And Saul said, Thus shall ye say 


to David, The king desireth not any} 


dowry, but a hundred foreskins of the 
Philistines, to be avenged of the king’s 
enemies. But Saul thought to make 
David fall by the hand of the Philis- 
tines. 

26 And when his servants told David 
these words, it pleased David well to be 
the king’s son in law: and the days were 
not expired. 

27 Wherefore David arose and went, he 
and his men, and slew of the Philistines 
two hundred men; and David brought

1 David consulteth with Jonathan for his safety. 
11 Jonathan and David renew their covenant 
oath. 18 Jonathan’s token to David. 24 Saul, 
missing David, seeketh to kill Jonathan. 85 Jona- 
than lovingly taketh his leave of David. 


ND David fled from Naioth in 
Ramah, and came and said before 
Jonathan, What have I done? what 8 
mine iniquity ? and what 7s my sin before 
thy father, that he seeketh my life ? 

2 And he said unto him, God forbid ; 
thou shalt not die: behold, my father 
will do nothing either great or small, but 
that he will shew it me: and why should 
my father hide this thing from me? it 8 
not 0. 

3 And David sware moreover, and said, 
Thy father certainly knoweth that I have 
found grace in thine eyes; and he saith, 
Let not Jonathan know this, lest he be 
grieved: but truly, as the Lorp liveth, 
and as thy soul liveth, there 48 but a step 
between me and death. 

4 Then said Jonathan unto David, 
Whatsoever thy soul desireth, I will even 
do zt for thee. 

5 And David said unto Jonathan, Be- 
hold, to morrow 7s the new moon, and.I 
should not fail to sit with the king at 
meat: but let me go, that I may hide 
myself in the field unto the third day at 
even. 

6 If thy father at all miss me, then say, 
David earnestly asked leave of me that 
he might run to Beth-lehem his city : for 
there 18 a yearly sacrifice there for all the 
family. 

7 If he say thus, 17 28 well; thy servant 
shall have peace: but if he be very wroth, 
τ be sure that evil is determined by 

m. 

8 Therefore thou shalt deal ו‎ with 
thy servant; for thou hast brought thy 
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8 § And there was war again: and 
David went out, and fought with the 
Philistines, and slew them with a great 
slaughter; and they fled from him. 

9 And the evil spirit from the Lorp 
was upon Saul, as he sat in his house 
with his javelin in his hand: and David 
played with Ads hand. 

10 And Saul sought to smite David 
even to the wall with the javelin; but he 
slipped away out of Saul’s presence, and 
he smote the javelin into the wall: and 
David fled, and escaped that night. 

11 Saul also sent messengers unto Da- 
vid’s house, to watch him, and to slay 
him in the morning: and Michal David’s 
wife told him, saying, If thou save not 
thy life to night, to morrow thou shalt 
be slain. 

12 4 So Michal let David down through 
a window: and he went, and fled, and 
escaped.

14 And when Saul sent messengers to 
take David, she said, He 7s sick. 

15 And Saul sent the messengers again 
to see David, saying, Bring him up to me 
in the bed, that I may slay him. 

16 And when the messengers were come 
in, behold, there was an image in the bed, 
with a pillow of goats’ hair for his bolster. 

17 And Saul said unto Michal, Why 
hast thou deceived me so, and sent away 
Mine enemy, that he is escaped? And 
Michal answered Saul, He said unto me, 
Let me go; why should I kill thee ? 

18 §] So David fled, and escaped, and 
came to Samuel to Ramah, and told him 
all that Saul had done to him. And he 
and Samuel went and dwelt in Naioth. 

19 And it was told Saul, saying, Behold, 
David 7s at Naioth in Ramah. 

20 And Saul sent messengers to take 
David : and when they saw the company 
of the prophets prophesying, and Samuel 
standing as appointed over them, the 
Spirit of God was upon the messengers 
of Saul, and they also prophesied. 

21 And when it was told Saul, he sent 
other messengers, and they prophesied 
likewise. And Saul sent messengers again 
the third time, and they prophesied also. 
22 Then went τ τω to Ramah, and

pressly say unto the lad, Behold, the ar- 
rows are on this side of thee, take them; 
then come thou: for there is peace to 
thee, and no hurt; as the LorD liveth. 

22 But if I say thus unto. the young 
man, Behold, the arrows are beyond 
thee; go thy way: for the Lorp hath 
sent thee away. 

23 And as touching the matter which 
thou and I have spoken of, behold, the 
Lorp be between thee and me for ever. 

24 4 So David hid himself in the field : 
and when the new moon was come, the 
king sat him down to eat meat. 

25 And the king sat upon his seat, as 
at other times, even upon a seat by the 
wall: and Jonathan arose, and Abner 
sat by Saul’s side, and David’s place was 
empty. 

26 Nevertheless Saul spake not any 
thing that day: for he thought, Some- 
thing hath befallen him, he 28 not clean ; 
surely he zs not clean. 

27 And it came to pass on the morrow, 
which was the second day of the month, 
that David’s place was empty: and Saul 
said unto Jonathan his son, Wherefore 
cometh not the son of Jesse to meat, 
neither yesterday, nor to day? 

28 And Jonathan answered Saul, Da- 
vid earnestly asked leave of me to go to 
Beth-lehem : 

29 And he said, Let me go, 1 pray thee; 
for our family hath a sacrifice in the 
city; and my brother, he hath com- 
manded me 70/06 there: and now, if 1 
have found favour in thine eyes, let me 
get away, I pray thee, and see my breth- 
ren. Therefore he cometh not unto the 
king’s table. 

30 Then Saul’s anger was kindled against 
Jonathan, and he said unto him, Thou 
son of the perverse rebellious zoman, do 
not I know that thou hast chosen the 
son of Jesse to thine own confusion, 
and unto the confusion of thy mother’s 
nakedness ? 

81 For as long as the son of Jesse liveth 
upon the ground, thou shalt not be es- 
tablished, nor thy kingdom. Wherefore 
now send and fetch him unto me, for he 
shall surely die. 

32 And Jonathan answered Saul his 
father, and said unto him, Wherefore 
shall he be slain ? what hath he done? 

99 And Saul a javelin at him to 
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servant into a covenant of the LorD with 
thee: notwithstanding, if there be in me 
iniquity, slay me thyself ; for why should- 
est thou bring me to thy father ? 

9 And Jonathan said, Far be it from 
thee: for if I knew certainly that evil 
were determined by my father to come 
upon thee, then would not 1 tell it thee ? 

10 Then said David to Jonathan, Who 
shall tell me? or what 7 thy father an- 
swer thee roughly ? 

11 FY And Jonathan said unto David, 
Come, and let us go out into the field. 
And they went out both of them into 
the field. 

12 And Jonathan said unto David, O 
Lorp God of Israel, when I have sounded 
my father about to morrow any time, or 
the third day, and, behold, 7f there be good 
toward David, and I then send not unto 
thee, and shew it thee; - 

13 The Lorp do so and much more to 
Jonathan: but if it please my father to 
do thee evil, then I will shew it thee, and 
send thee away, that thou mayest go in 
peace: and the Lorp be with thee, as he 
hath been with my father. 

14 And thou shalt not only while yet I 
live shew me the kindness of the Lorn, 
that I die not: 

15 But 6080 thou shalt not cut off thy 
kindness from my house for ever: no, 
not when the LorD hath cut off the ene- 
mies of David every one from the face 
of the earth. 

16 So Jonathan made a covenant with 
the house 01 David, saying, Let the Lorp 
even require 2¢ at the hand 01 8 
enemies. 

17 And Jonathan caused David to 
swear again, because he loved him: for 
he loved him as he loved his own soul. 

18 Then Jonathan said to David, To 
morrow 28 the new moon : and thou shalt 
be missed, because thy seat will be 
empty. 

19 And when thou hast stayed three 
days, then thou shalt go down quickly, 
and come to the place where thou didst 
hide thyself when the business was in 
hand, and shalt remain by the stone Hzel. 
.20 And 1 will shoot three arrows on 
the side thereof, as though I shot at a 
mark. 

21 And, behold, I will send a lad, say- 
ing, Go, find out the arrows. If I ex-

man know any thing of the business 
whereabout I send thee, and what I have 
commanded thee: and I have appointed 
my servants to such and such a place. 

3 Now therefore what is under thine 
hand? give me five loaves of bread in 
mine hand, or what there is present. 

4 And the priest answered David, and 
said, There 7s no common bread under 
mine hand, but there is hallowed bread ; 
if the young men have kept themselves 
at least from women. 

5 And David answered the priest, and 
said unto him, Of a truth women have 
been kept from us about these three days, 
since I came out, and the vessels of the 
young men are holy, and the bread 7s in 
a manner common, yea, though it were 
sanctitied this day in the vessel. 

6 So the priest gave him hallowed 
bread: for there was no bread there but’ 
the shewbread, that was taken from 
before the Lorp, to put hot bread in’ 
the day when it was taken away. 

7 Now a certain man of the servants of 
Saul was there that day, detained before 
the Lorp; and his name was Doeg, an 
Edomite, the chiefest of the herdmen 
that belonged to Saul. 

8 4 And David said unto Ahimelech, 
And is there not here under thine hand 
spear or sword? for I have neither brought 
my sword nor my weapons with me, be- 
cause the king’s business required haste. 

9 And the priest said, The sword of 
Goliath the Philistine, whom thou slew- 
est in the valley of Elah, behold, it 8 
here wrapped in a cloth bebind the ephod: 
if thou wilt take that, take ἐξ. for there 
48 no other save that here. And David 
said, There 28 none like that; give it me. 

10 " And David arose, and fled that 
day for fear of Saul, and went to Achish 
the king of Gath. 

11 And the servants of Achish said unto 
him, Js not this David the king of the 
land ? did they not sing one to another 
of him in dances, saying, Saul hath slain 
his thousands, and David his ten thou- 
sands ? 

12 And David laid up these words in 
his heart, and was sore afraid of Achish 
the king of Gath. 

18 And he changed his behaviour be- 
fore them, and feigned himself mad in 
their hands, and scrabbled on the doors 
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smite him: whereby Jonathan knew that 
it was determined of his father to slay 

David. 

34 So Jonathan arose from the table in 
fierce anger, and did eat no meat the 
second day of the month: for he was 
grieved for David, because his father 
had done him shame. 

35 4 And it came to pass in the morn- 
ing, that Jonathan went out into the 
field at the time appointed with David, 
and a little lad with him. 

36 And he said unto his lad, Run, find 
out now the arrows which I shoot. And 
as the lad ran, he shot an arrow beyond 
him. 

37 And when the lad was come to the 
place of the arrow which Jonathan had 
shot, Jonathan cried after the lad, and 
said, Js not the arrow beyond thee? 

88 And Jonathan cried after the lad, 
Make speed, haste, stay not. And Jona- 
than’s lad gathered up the arrows, and 
came to his master. 

39 But the lad knew not any thing: 
only Jonathan and David knew the 
matter. 

40 And Jonathan gave his artillery 
unto his lad, and said unto him, Go, 
carry them to the city. 

41 4 And as soon as the lad was gone, 
David arose out of a place toward the 
south, and fell on his face to the ground, 
and bowed himself three times: and they 


kissed one another, and wept one with} 


another, until David exceeded. 

42 And Jonathan said to David, Go in 
peace, forasmuch as we have sworn both 
of us in the name 01 the LorpD, saying, 
The Lorp be between me and _ thee, 
and between my seed and thy seed for 
ever. And he arose and departed: and 
= Jonathan went into the city. 


CHAPTER 21. 


1 David at Nob obtaineth of Ahimelech hallowed 
bread. "% Doeg was present. 8 David taketh Go- 
eae sword. 10 David at Gath feigneth himself 
mad. 


HEN came David to Nob to Ahime- 

lech the priest: and Ahimelech was 
afraid at the meeting of David, and said 
unto him, Why art thou alone, and no 
man with thee? 

2 And David said unto Ahimelech the 
priest, The king hath commanded me a 
business, and hath aud unto me, Let no 
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that is sorry for me, or sheweth unto me 
that my son hath stirred up my servant 
against me, to lie in wait, as at this day ? 
9 { Then answered Doeg the Edomite, 
which was set over the servants of Saul, 
and said, I saw the son of Jesse coming 
to Nob, to Ahimelech the son of Ahitub. 
10 And he inquired of the Lorp for 
him, and gave him victuals, and gave 
him the sword of Goliath the Philistine. 
11 Then the king sent to call Ahimelech 
the priest, the son of Ahitub, and all his 
father’s house, the priests that were in 
Nob: and they came all of them to the 


οὗ king. 


12 And Saul said, Hear now, thou son 
of Ahitub. And he answ ered, Here I 
am, my lord. 


13 And Saul said unto him, Why have 


ye conspired against me, thou and the 
son of Jesse, in that thou hast given him 
bread, and a sword, and hast inquired of 
God for him, that he should rise against 
me, to lie in wait, as at this day ? 

14 Then Ahimelech answered the king, 
and said, And who 28 so faithful among 
all thy servants as David, which is the 
king’s son in law, and goeth at thy 
bidding, and is honourable in thine 
house ? 

15 Did I then begin to inquire of God 
for him? be it far from me: let not the 
king impute any thing unto his servant, 
nor to all the house of my father: for 
thy servant knew nothing of all this, 
less or more. 

16 And the king said, Thou shalt 
surely die, Ahimelech, thou, and all thy 
father’s house. 

17 § And the king said unto the foot- 
men that stood about him, Turn, and slay 
the priests of the LorpD; because their 
hand also zs with David, and because 
they knew when he fled, and did not 
shew it to me. But the servants of the 
king would not put forth their hand to 
fall upon the priests of the Lorp. 

18 And the king said to Doeg, Turn 
thou, and fall upon the priests. And 
Doeg the Edomite turned, and he fell 
upon the priests, and slew on that day 
fourscore and five persons that did wear 
a linen ephod. 

19 And Nob, the city of the priests, 
smote he with the edge of the sword, 
both men and women, children and 
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of the gate, and let his spittle fall down 
upon his beard. 

14 Then said Achish unto his servants, 
Lo, ye see the man is mad: wherefore 
then have ye brought him to me? 

15 Have I need of madmen, that ye 
have brought this fellow to play the 
madman in my presence? shall this 
fellow come into my house? 


CHAPTER 22.

AVID therefore departed thence,

2 And every one that was in distress, 
and every one that was in debt, and 
every one that was discontented, gathered 
themselves unto him; and he became a 
captain over them: and there were with 
him about four hundred men. 

3 § And David went thence to Mizpeh 
of Moab: and he said unto the king of 
Moab, Let my father and my mother, I 
pray thee, come forth, and be with you, 
till 1 know what God will do for me. 

4 And he brought them before the king 
of Moab: and they dwelt with him all 
the while that David was in the hold.

8 That all of you have conspired against 
me, and there 28 none that sheweth me 
that my son hath made a league with the 
son of Jesse, and there is none of you

said to Abiathar the priest, Bring hither 
the ephod. 

10 Then said David, O Lorp God of 
Israel, thy servant hath certainly heard 
that Saul seeketh to come to Keilah, to 
destroy the city for my sake. 

11 Will the men of Keilah deliver me 
up into his hand ? will Saul come down, 
as thy servant hath heard? O Lorp God 
of Israel, I beseech thee, tell thy servant. 
And the Lorp said, He will come down. 

12 Then said David, Will the men of 
Keilah deliver me and my men into the 
hand of Saul? And the Lorp said, 
They will deliver thee up. 

18 Y Then David and his men, which 
were about six hundred, arose and de- 
parted out of Keilah, and went whither- 
soever they could go. And it was told 
Saul that David was escaped from Kei- 
lah ; and he forbare to go forth. 

14 And David abode in the wilder- 
ness in strong holds, and remained in 
a mountain in the wilderness of Ziph. 
And Saul sought him every day, but 
God delivered him not into his hand. 

15 And David saw that Saul was come 
out to seek his life: and David was in 
the wilderness of Ziph in a wood. 

16 § And Jonathan Saul’s son arose, 
and went to David into the wood, and 
strengthened his hand in God.

20 *| And one of the sons of Ahimelech 
the son of Ahitub, named Abiathar, 
escaped, and fled after David. 

21 And Abiathar shewed David that 
Saul had slain the Lorp’s priests. 

22 And David said unto Abiathar, I 
knew 2/ that day, when Doeg the Edom- 
ite was there, that he would surely tell 
Saul: I have occasioned the death of all 
the persons of thy father’s house. 

23 Abide thou with me, fear not: for 
he that seeketh my life seeketh thy life: 
but with me thou shalt be in safeguard. 


CHAPTER 23. 


1 David, EY of the Lord by Abiathar, res- 
cueth Keilah. God shewing him the coming of 
Saul, and the treachery of the Keilites, he escapeth 
Jrom Keilah. 14 In Ziph Jonathan cometh and 
comforteth him. 19 The Ziphites discover him to 
Saul. 25 At Maon he is rescued from Saul by the 

7 of the Philistines. 29 He dwelleth at En- 

gedi. 


HEN they told David, saying, Be- 
hold, the Philistines fight against 
Keilah, and they rob the threshingfioors. 
2 Therefore David inquired of the Lorn, 
saying, Shall I go and smite these Philis- 
tines? And the Lorp said unto David, 
Go, and smite the Philistines, and save 
Keilah. 

3 And David’s men said unto him, Be- 
hold, we be afraid here in Judah: how 
much more then if we come to Keilah 
against the armies of the Philistines ? 

4 Then David inquired of the Lorp yet 
again. And the LorD answered him and 
said, Arise, go down to Keilah ; for I will 
deliver the Philistines into thine hand. 

5 So David and his men went to Keilah, 
and fought with the Philistines, and 
brought away their cattle, and smote 
' them with a great slaughter. So David 
saved the inhabitants of Keilah. 

6 And it came to pass, when Abiathar 
the son of Ahimelech fled to David to 
Keilah, that he came down with an 
ephod in his hand. 

7 Y And it was told Saul that David 
was come to Keilah. And Saul said, 
God hath delivered him into mine hand ; 
for he is shut in, by entering into a town 
that hath gates and bars. 

8 And Saul called all the people to- 
gether to war, to go down to Keilah, to 
besiege David and his men. 

9 J And David ἐν that Saul secretly

thee. Then David arose, and cut off 
the skirt of Saul’s robe privily. 

5 And it came to pass afterward, that 
David’s heart smote him, because he had 
cut off Saul’s skirt. 

6 And he said unto his men, The Lorp 
forbid that I should do this thing unto 
my master, the Lorp’s anointed, to 
stretch forth mine hand against him, 
seeing he zs the anointed of the Lorp. 

7 So David stayed his servants with 
these words, and suffered them not to 
rise against Saul. But Saul rose up out 
of the cave, and went on his way. 

8 David also arose afterward, and went 
out of the cave, and cried after Saul, 
saying, My lord the king. And when 
Saul looked behind him, David stooped 
with his face to the earth, and bowed 
himself. 

9 Y And David said to Saul, Where- 
fore hearest thou men’s words, saying, 
Behold, David seeketh thy hurt ? 

10 Behold, this day thine eyes have 
seen how that the Lorp had delivered 
thee to day into mine hand in the cave: 
and some bade me kill thee: but mine eye 
spared thee; and I said, I will not put 
forth mine hand against my lord; for 
he 28 the Lorp’s anointed. 

11 Moreover, my father, see, yea; see 
the skirt of thy robe in my hand: for in 
that I cut off the skirt of thy robe, and 
killed thee not, know thou and see that 
there 08 neither evil nor transgression in 
mine hand, and 1 have not sinned against 
thee ; yet thou huntest my soul to take it. 

12 The Lorp judge between me and 
thee, and the LorD avenge me of thee: 
but mine hand shall not be upon thee. 

13 As saith the proverb of the ancients, 
Wickedness proceedeth from -the wick- 
ed: but mine hand shall not be upon 
thee. 

14 After whom is the king of Israel 
come out? after whom dost thou pur- 
sue? after a dead dog, after a flea. 

15 The Lorp therefore be judge, and 
judge between me and thee, and see, 
and plead my cause, and deliver me out 
of thine hand. 

16 4 And it came to pass, when David 
had made an end of speaking these 
words unto Saul, that Saul said, Js this 
thy voice, my son David? And Saul 


‘lifted up his voice, and wept. 
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23 See therefore, and take knowledge 
of all the lurking places where he hideth 
himself, and come ye again to me with 
the certainty, and I will go with you: 
and it shall come to pass, if he be in the 
land, that I will search him out thrcugh- 
out all the thousands of Judah. 

24 And they arose, and went to Ziph 
before Saul: but David and his men 
were in the wilderness of Maon, in the 
plain on the south of Jeshimon. 

25 Saul also and his men went to seek 
him. And they told David: wherefore 
he came down into a rock, and abode 
in the wilderness of Maon. And when 
Saul heard that, he pursued after David 
in the wilderness of Maon. 

26 And Saul went on this side of the 
mountain, and David and his men on 
that side of the mountain: and David 
made haste to get away for fear of Saul; 
for Saul and his men compassed David 
and his men round about to take them. 

27 Ἵ But there came a messenger unto 
Saul, saying, Haste thee, and come; for 
the Philistines have invaded the land. 

28 Wherefore Saul returned from pur- 
suing after David, and went against the 
Philistines: therefore they called that 
place Sela-hammahlekoth. 

29 4 And David went up from thence, 
and dwelt in strong holds at En-gedi. 


CHAPTER 24. 


1 David in a cave αἱ En-gedi, having cut off Saul’s 
skirt, spareth his life. 8 He sheweth thereby his 
innocency. 16 Saul, acknowledging his fault, 
taketh an oath of David, and deparieth. 

ND it came to pass, when Saul was 
4X returned from following the Philis- 
tines, that it was told him, saying, Be- 
hold, David zs in the wilderness of 
En-gedi. 

2 Then Saul took three thousand chosen 
men out of all Israel, and went to seek 
David and his men upon the rocks of 
the wild goats. 

3 And he came to the sheepcotes by 
the way, where was a cave; and Saul 

went in to cover his feet: and David 
and his men remained in the sides of 
the cave. 

4 And the men of David said unto him, 
Behold the day of which the Lorp said 
unto thee, Behold, I will deliver thine 
enemy into thine hand, that thou mayest 
do to him as it shall seem good unto 


Nabal’s churlishness, 


and peace 26 to thine house, and peace 
be unto all that thou hast. 

7 And now I have heard that thou hast 
shearers: now thy shepherds which were 
with us, we hurt them not, neither was 
there aught missing unto them, all the 
while they were in Carmel. 

8 Ask thy young men, and they will 
shew thee. Wherefore let the young 
men find favour in thine eyes; for we 
come in a good day: give, I pray thee, 
whatsoever cometh to thine hand unto 
thy servants, and to thy son David. 

9 And when David’s young men came, 
they spake to Nabal according to all 
those words in the name of David, and 
ceased. 

10 " And Nabal answered David’s 
servants, and said, Who 7s David? and 
who 48 the son of Jesse? there be many 
servants nowadays that break away 
every man from his master. 

11 Shall I then take my bread, and my 
water, and my flesh that I have killed 
for my shearers, and give 7¢ unto men, 
whom 1 know not whence they be? 

12 So David’s young men turned their 
way, and went again, and came and told 
him all those sayings. 

13 And David said unto his men, Gird 
ye on every man his sword. And they 
girded on every man his sword; and 
David also girded on his sword: and 
there went up after David about four 
hundred men; and two hundred abode 
by the stuff. 

14 4 But one of the young men told 
Abigail, Nabal’s wife, saying, Behold, 
David sent messengers out of the wilder- 
ness to salute our master; and he railed 
on them. 

15 But the men were very good unto us, 
and we were not hurt, neither missed we 
any thing, as long as we were conversant 
with them, when we were in the fields. 

16 They were a wall unto us both by 
night and day, all the while we were 
with them keeping the sheep. 

17 Now therefore know and consider 
what thou wilt do; for evil is determined 
against our master, and against all his 
household : for he 78 such a son of Belial, 
that ὦ man cannot speak to him. 

18 4 Then Abigail made haste, and took 
two hundred loaves, and two bottles ot 
wine, and five sheep ready dressed, and

17 And he said to David, Thou art more 
righteous than I: for thou hast rewarded 
me good, whereas I have rewarded thee 
evil. 

18 And thou hast shewed this day how 

that thou hast dealt well with me: foras- 
much as when the Lorp had delivered 
me into thine hand, thou killedst me 
not. 
19 For if a man find his enemy, will he 
let him go well away? wherefore the 
Lorp reward thee good for that thou 
hast done unto me this day. 

20 And now, behold, I know well that 
thou shalt surely be king, and that the 
kingdom of Israel shall be established 
in thine hand. 

21 Swear now therefore unto me by 
the Lorp, that thou wilt not cut off my 
seed after me, and that thou wilt not 
destroy my name out of my father’s 
house. 

22 And David sware unto Saul. And 
Saul went home; but David and his 
men gat them up unto the hold. 


CHAPTER 25. 


1 Samuel dieth. 2 David in Paran sendeth to Nabal. 


10 Provoked by Nabal’s churlishness, he mindeth to’ 


destroy him. 14 Abigail understanding thereof, 
18 taketh a present, 23 and by her wisdom 82 paci- 
jieth David. 6 Nabal hearing thereof dieth. 39 
David taketh Abigail and Ahinoam to be his wives. 
44 Michal is given to Phalti. 


ND Samuel died; and all the Israel- 
ites were gathered together, and 
lamented him, anc buried him in his 
house at Ramah. And David arose, and 
went down to the wilderness of Paran. 

2 And there was a man in Maon, whose 
possessions were in Carmel; and the man 
was very great, and he had three thou- 
sand sheep, and a thousand goats: and 
he was shearing his sheep in Carmel. 

3 Now the name of the man was Nabal, 
and the name of his wife Abigail; and 
she was a woman of good understanding, 
and of a beautiful countenance: but the 
man was churlish and evil in his doings ; 
and he was of the house of Caleb. 

4 4 And David heard in the wilderness 
that Nabal did shear his sheep. 

5 And David sent out ten young men, 
and David said unto the young men, 
Get you up to Carmel, and go to Nabal, 
and greet him in my name: 

6 And-thus shall ye say to him that 


liveth in prosperity, Peace be both to thee, 
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of thine enemies, them shall he sling out, 
as out of the middle of a sling. 

30 And it shall come to pass, when the 
Lorp shall have done to my lord accord- 
ing to all the good that he hath spoken 
concerning thee, and shall have appoint- 
ed thee ruler over Israel ; 

81 That this shall be no grief unto thee, 
nor offence of heart unto my lord, either 
that thou hast shed blood causeless, or 
that my lord hath avenged himself: but. 
when the LorpD shall have dealt well 
with my lord, then remember thine 
handmaid. 

32 9 And David said to Abigail, Bless- 
ed be the Lorp God of Israel, which sent 
thee this day to meet me: 

98 And blessed 06 thy advice, and bless- 
ed be thou, which hast kept me this day 
from coming to shed blood, and from 
avenging myself with mine own hand. 

34 For in very deed, as the Lorp God 
of Israel liveth, which hath kept me back 
from hurting thee, except thou hadst 
hasted and come to meet me, surely there 
had not been left unto Nabal by the 
morning light any that pisseth against 
the wall. 

85 So David received of her hand that 
which she had brought him, and said 
unto her, Go up in peace to thine house ; 
see, I have hearkened to thy voice, and 
have accepted thy person. 

36 4 And Abigail came to Nabal; and, 
behold, he held a feast in his house, like 
the feast of a king; and Nabal’s heart 
was merry within him, for he was very 
drunken: wherefore she told him noth- 
ing, less or more, until the morning light. 

37 But it came to pass in the morning, 
when the wine was gone out of Nabal, 
and his wife had told him these things, 
that his heart died within him, and he 
became as a stone. 

38 And it came to pass about ten days 
after, that the Lorp smote Nabal, that 
he died. 

39 4 And when David heard that Nabal 
was dead, he said, Blessed de the Lorn, 
that hath pleaded the cause of my re- 
proach from the hand of Nabal, and hath 
kept his servant from evil: for the Lorp 
hath returned the wickedness of Nabal 
upon his own head. And David sent 
and communed with Abigail, to take her 
to him to wife. ats 
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five measures of parched 007%, and a hun- 
dred clusters of raisins, and two hundred 
cakes of figs, and laid them on asses. 

19 And she said unto her servants, Go 
on before me; behold, I come after you. 
But she told not her husband Nabal. 

20 And it was so, as she rode on the 
ass, that she came down by the covert of 
the hill, and, behold, David and his men 
came down against her; and she met 
them. 

21 Now David had said, Surely in vain 
have I kept all that this fellow hath in 
the wilderness, so that nothing was miss- 
ed of all that pertained unto him: and 
he hath requited me evil for good. 

22 So and more also do God unto the 
enemies of David, if I leave of all that 
pertain to him by the morning light any 
that -pisseth against the wall. 

23 And when Abigail saw David, she 
hasted, and lighted off the ass, and fell 
before David on her face, and bowed 
herself to the ground, 

24 And fell at his feet, and said, Upon 
me, my lord, wpon me let this iniquity 
be: and let thine handmaid, I pray thee, 
speak in thine audience, and hear the 
words of thine handmaid. 

25 Let not my lord, I pray thee, regard 
this man of Belial, even Nabal: for as his 
name 7s, 80 26 he; Nabal zs his name, and 
folly 28 with him: but I thine handmaid 
saw not the young men of my lord, whom 
thou didst send. 

26 Now therefore, my lord, as the LorD 
liveth, and as thy soul liveth, seeing the 
LorpD hath withholden thee from coming 
to shed blood, and from avenging thyself 
with thine own hand, now let thine ene- 
mies, and they that seek evil to my lord, 
be as Nabal. 

27 And now this blessing which thine 
handmaid hath brought unto my lord, 
let it even be given unto the young men 
that follow my lord. 

28 I pray thee, forgive the trespass of 
thine handmaid: for the Lorp will cer- 
tainiy make my lord a sure house; be- 
cause my lord fighteth the battles of the 
Lorp, and evil hath not been found in 
thee all thy days. 

29 Yet a man is risen to pursue thee, 
and to seek thy soul: but the soul of my 
lord shall be bound in the bundle of life 
with the Lorp thy God; and the souls

8 Then said Abishai to David, God hath 
delivered thine enemy into thine hand 
this day: now therefore let me smite 
him, I pray thee, with the spear even to 
the earth at once, and I will not smite 
him the second time. 

9 And David said to Abishai, Destroy 
him not: for who can stretch forth his 
hand against the Lorp’s anointed, and 
be guiltless ? 

10 David said furthermore, As the Lorp 
liveth, the Lorp shall smite him; or his 
day shall come to die; or he shall de- 
scend into battle, and perish. 

11 The Lorp forbid that I should stretch 
forth mine hand against the Lorp’s 


anointed : but, I pray thee, take thou now | 


the spear that 28 at his bolster, and the 
cruse of water, and let us go.

19 Now therefore, I pray thee, let my

Gibeah, saying, Doth not David hide 
himself in the hill of Hachilah, which zs 
before Jeshimon ? 

2 Then Saul arose, and went down to 
the wilderness of Ziph, having three 
thousand chosen men of Israel with him, 
to seek David in the wilderness of Ziph. 

3 And Saul pitched in the hill of Hachi- 
lah, which 7s before Jeshimon, by the 
way. But David abode in the wilder- 
ness, and he saw that Saul came after 
him into the wilderness. 

4 David therefore sent out spies, and 
᾿ understood that Saul was come in very 
deed. 

5 4 And David arose, and came to the 
place where Saul had pitched: and Da- 
vid beheld the place where Saul lay, and 
Abner the son of Ner, the captain of his 
host: and Saul lay in the trench, and the 
people pitched round about him. 

6 Then answered David and said to 
Ahimelech the Hittite, and to Abishai 
the son of Zeruiah, brother to Joab, say- 
ing, Who will go down with me to Saul 
to the camp? And Abishai said, I will 
go down with thee. 

7 So David and Abishai came to the 
people by night: and, behold, Saul lay 
sleeping within the trench, and his spear 
stuck in the ₪ oa his bolster: but

his household, even David with his two 
wives, Ahinoam the Jezreelitess, and 
Abigail the Carmelitess, Nabal’s wife. 

4 And it was told Saul that David was 
fled to Gath: and he sought no more 
again for him. 

5 4 And David said unto Achish, If I 
have now found grace in thine eyes, let 
them give me a place in some town in 
the country, that I may dwell there: for 
why should thy servant dwell in the 
royal city with thee? 

6 Then Achish gave him Ziklag that 
day: wherefore Ziklag pertaineth unto 
the kings of Judah unto this day. 

7 And the time that David dwelt in the 
country of the Philistines was a full 
year and four months. 

8 4 And David and his men went up, 
and invaded the Geshurites, and the 
Gezrites, and the Amalekites: for those 
nations were of old the inhabitants of the 
land, as thou goest to Shur, even unto 
the land of Egypt. 

9 And David smote the land, and left 
neither man nor woman alive, and took 
away the sheep, and the oxen, and the 
asses, and the camels, and the apparel, 
and returned, and came to Achish. 

10 And Achish said, Whither have ye 
made a road to day? And David said, 
Against the south of Judah, and against 
the south of the Jerahmeelites, and 
against the south of the Kenites. 

11 And David saved neither man nor 
woman alive, to bring 720/08 to Gath, 
saying, Lest they should tell on us, 
saying, So did David, and so will be his 
inanner all the while he dwelleth in the 
country of the Philistines. 

12 And Achish believed David, saying, 
He hath made his people Israel utterly 
to abhor him ; therefore he shall be my 
servant for ever. 


CHAPTER 28. 


8 Saul, 
having destroyed the witches, 4 and now in his 
Jear forsaken of God, 7 seeketh toa witch.

21 The woman 
with his servants refresh him with meat. 


ND it came to pass in those days, that 
the Philistines gathered their armies 
together for warfare, to fight with Israel.

18 And Joab the son of Zeruiah, and 
the servants of David, went out, and met 
together by the pool of Gibeon: and they 
sat down, the one on the one side of the 
pool, and the other on the other side of 
the pool. 

14 And Abner said to Joab, Let the 
young men now arise, and play before 
us.

15 Then ~there arose and went over 
by number twelve of Benjamin, which 
pertained to Ish-bosheth the son of Saul, 
and twelve of the servants of David. 

16 And they caught every one his fellow 
by the head, and thrust his sword in his 
fellow’s side ; so they fell down together: 
wherefore that place was called Helkath- 
hazzurim, which 7s in Gibeon. 

17 And there was a very sore battle that 
day; and Abner was beaten, and the men 
of Israel, before the servants of David. 

18 § And there were three sons of 
Zeruiah there, Joab, and Abishai, and 
Asahel: and Asahel was as light of foot 
as a wild roe. 

19 And Asahel pursued after Abner; 
and in going he turned not to the right 
hand nor to the left from following 
Abner. 

20 Then Abner looked behind him, 
and said, Avt thou Asahel? And he 
answered, I am. 

21 And Abner said to him, Turn thee 
aside to thy right hand or to thy left, and 
lay thee hold on one of the young men, 
and take thee his armour. But Asahel 
ne not turn aside from following of

22 And Abner said again to Asahel, 
Turn thee aside from following me: 
wherefore should I smite thee to the 
ground? how then should I hold up 
my face to Joab thy brother ? 

23 Howbeit he refused to turn aside:

19 And Abner also spake in the ears of 
Benjamin: and Abner went also to speak 
in the ears of David in Hebron all that 
seemed good to Israel, and that seemed 
good to the whole house of Benjamin. 

20 So Abner came to David to Hebron, 
and twenty men with him. And David 
made Abner and the men that were with 
him a feast.

ND when Saul’s son heard that Ab- 

ner was dead in Hebron, his hands 

were feeble, and all the Israelites were 
troubled. 

2 And Saul’s son had two men that were 
captains of bands: the name of the one 
was Baanah, and the name of the other 
Rechab, the sons of Rimmon a Beeroth- 
ite, of the children of Benjamin: (for 
Beeroth also was reckoned to Benjamin : 

3 And the Beerothites fled to Gittaim, 
and were sojourners there until this day.) 

4 And Jonathan, Saul’s son, had a son 
that was lame of his feet. He was five 
years old when the tidings came of Saul 
and Jonathan out of Jezreel, and his 
nurse took him up, and fled : and it came 
to pass, as she made haste to flee, that 
he fell, and became lame. And his name 
was Mephibosheth. 

5 And the sons of Rimmon the Bee- 


rothite, Rechab and Baanah, went, and 


came about the heat of the day to the 
house of Ish-bosheth, who lay on a bed 
at noon. 

6 And they came thither into the midst 
of the house, as though they would have 
fetched wheat; and they smote him 
under the fifth 72): and Rechab and 
Baanah his brother escaped. ; 

7 For when they came into the house, 
he lay on his bed in his bedchamber, and 
they smote him, and slew him, and be- 
headed him, and took his head, and 
gat them away through the plain all 
night. 

8 And they brought the head of Ish- 
bosheth unto David to Hebron, and said 
to the king, Behold the head of Ish-bo- 
sheth the son of Saul thine enemy, which 
sought thy life; and the Lorp hath 
avenged my lord the king this day of 
Saul, and of his seed. 

9 §} And David answered Rechab and 
Baanah his brother, the sons of Rimmon 
the Beerothite, and said unto them, As 
the Lorp liveth, who hath redeemed my 
soul out of all adversity, 

10 When one told me, saying, Behold, 
Saul is dead, thinking to have brought 
good tidings, I took hold of him, and 
slew him in Ziklag, who thought that

30 So Joab and Abishai his brother 
> slew Abner, because he had slain their 
brother Asahel at Gibeon in the bat-

tle. 

31 4 And David said to Joab, and to 
all the people that were with him, Rend 
your clothes, and gird you with sackcloth, 
and mourn before Abner. And king 
David himself followed the bier. 

32 And they buried Abner in Hebron: 
and the king lifted up his voice, and 
wept at the grave of Abner; and all the 
people wept. 

89 And the king lamented over Ab- 
ner, and said, Died Abner as a fool 
dieth ? 

34 Thy hands were not bound, nor thy 
feet put into fetters: as a man falleth 
before wicked men, so fellest thou. And 
all the people wept again over him. 

ὃ And when all the people came to 
cause David to eat meat while it was yet 
day, David sware, saying, So do God to 
me, and more also, if I taste bread, or 
aught else, till the sun be down.

17 4 But when the Philistines heard 
that they had anointed David king over 
Israel, all the Philistines came up to seek 
David ; and David heard of zt, and went 
down to the hold. 

18 The Philistines also came and spread 
themselves in the valley of Rephaim. 

19 And David inquired of the Lorp, 
saying, Shall I go up to the Philistines ? 
wilt thou deliver them into mine hand ? 
And the Lorp said unto David, Go up: 
for I will doubtless deliver the Philis- 
tines into thine hand. 

20 And David came to Baal-perazim, 
and David smote them there, and said, 
The Lorp hath broken forth upon mine 
enemies before me, as the breach of 
waters. Therefore he called the name 
of that place Baal-perazim. 

21 And there they left their images, and 
David and his men burned them. 

22 4 And the Philistines came up yet 
again, and spread themselves in the val- 
ley of Rephaim.

but fetch a compass behind them, and

I would have given him a reward for 
his tidings. 

11 How much more, when wicked men 
have slain a righteous person in his own 
house upon his bed? shall I not therefore 
now require his blood of your hand, and 
take you away from the earth ? 

12 And David commanded his young 
men, and they slew them, and cut off 
their hands and their feet, and hanged 
them up over the pool in Hebron. But 
they took the head of Ish-bosheth, and 
buried zt in the sepulchre of Abner in 
Hebron. 


CHAPTER 5. 


1 The tribes come to Hebron _to anoint David over 
Tsrael.

HEN came all the tribes of Israel 

to David unto Hebron, and spake, 
saying, Behold, we are thy bone and 
thy flesh. 

2 Also in time past, when Saul was king 
over us, thou wast he that leddest out 
and broughtest in Israel: and the Lorp 
said to thee, Thou shalt feed my people 
Israel, and thou shalt be a captain over 
Israel. 

3 So all the elders of Israel came to the 
king to Hebron; and king David made a 
league with them in Hebron before the 
Lorp: and they anointed David king 
over Israel. 

4 | David was thirty years old when 
he began to reign, and he reigned forty 
years, 

5 In Hebron he reigned over Judah 
seven years and six months: and in 
Jerusalem he reigned thirty and three 
years over all Israe! and Judah. 

6 § And the king and his men went 
to Jerusalem unto the Jebusites, the in- 
habitants of the land: which spake unto 
David, saying, Except thou take away 
the blind and the lame, thou shalt not 
come in hither: thinking, David cannot 
come in hither. 

7 Nevertheless, David took the strong 
hold of Zion: the same is the city of 
David. 

8 And David said on that day, Whoso- 
ever getteth up to the gutter, and smiteth 
the Jebusites, and the lame and the blind, 
that wre hated of Pay soul, he shall be

19 And he dealt among all the people, 
even among the whole multitude of Israel, 
as well to the women as men, to every 
one a cake of bread, and a good piece of 
flesh, and a flagon of wine. So all the 
people departed every one to his house. 

20 § Then David returned to bless his 
household. And Michal the daughter of 
Saul came out to meet David, and said, 
How glorious was the king of Israel to 
day, who uncovered himself to day in the 
eyes of the handmaids of his servants, 
as one of the vain fellows shamelessly 
uncovereth himself | 

21 And David said unto Michal, 7? was

4 And David took from him a thousand 
chariots, and seven hundred horsemen, 
and twenty thousand footmen: and Da- 
vid houghed all the chariot horses, but 
reserved of them for a hundred chariots.

15 Shobach, making a new 
supply of the Syrians at Helam, is slain by David. 


ND it came to pass after this, that 

the king of the children of Ammon 

died, and Hanun his son reigned in his 
stead. 

2 Then said David, I will shew kind- 
ness unto Hanun the son of Nahash, as 
his father shewed kindness unto me. 
And David sent to comfort him by the 
hand of his servants for his father. And 
David’s servants came into the land of 
the children of Ammon. 

3 And the princes of the children of Am- 
mon said unto Hanun their lord, Think- 
est thou that David doth honour thy 
father, that he hath sent comforters unto 
thee ? hath not David rather sent his serv- 
ants unto thee, to search the city, and to 
spy it out, and to overthrow it? 

4 Wherefore Hanun took David’s sery- 
ants, and shaved off the one half of their 
beards, and cut off their garments in the 
middle, even to their buttocks, and sent 
them away. 

5 When they told 7¢ unto David, he sent 
to meet them, because the men were 
greatly ashamed: and the king said, 
Tarry at Jericho until your beards be 
grown, and then return. 

6 § And when the children of Ammon 
saw that they stank before David, the 
children of Ammon sent and hired the 
Syrians of Beth-rehob, and the Syrians 
of Zoba, twenty thousand footmen, and 
of king Maacah a thousand men, and 
of Ish-tob twelve thousand men. 

7 And when David heard of 21, he sent 
Joab, and all the host of the mighty 
men. 

8 And the children of Ammon came 
out, and put the battle in array at the 
entering in of the gate: and the Syrians 
of Zoba, and of Rehob, and Ish-tob, and 
Maacah, were by themselves in the field. 

9 When Joab saw that the front of the 
battle was against him before and behind, 
he chose of all the choice men of Israel, 
and put them in array against the Syrians: 
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Uephibosheth sent for. 


ND David said, Is there yet any that 

is left of the house of Saul, that I 

may shew him kindness for Jonathan’s 
sake ? 

2 And there was of the house of Saul 
a servant whose name was Ziba. And 
when they had called him unto David, 
the king said unto him, A7é thou Ziba? 
And he said, Thy servant 7s he. 

3 And the king said, 78 there not yet 
any of the house of Saul, that I may 
shew the kindness of God unto him? 
And Ziba said unto the king, Jonathan 
hath yet a son, which 08 lame on his feet. 

4 And the king said unto him, Where 
8 he? And Ziba said unto the king, 
Behold, he zs in the house 01 Machir, the 
son of Ammiel, in Lo-debar. 

5 § Then king David sent, and fetched 
him out of the house of Machir, the son 
of Ammiel, from Lo-debar. 

6 Now when Mephibosheth, the son of 
Jonathan, the son of Saul, was come unto 
David, he fell on his face, and did rever- 
ence. And David said, Mephibosheth. 
And he answered, Behold thy servant ! 

7 4 And David said unto him, Fear 
not: for I will surely shew thee kindness 
for Jonathan thy father’s sake, and will 
restore thee all the land of Saul thy 
father; and thou shalt eat bread at my 
table continually. 

8 And he bowed himself, and said, 
What 08 thy servant, that thou shouldest 
look upon such a dead dog as I am? 

9 % Then the king called to Ziba, Saul’s 
servant, and said unto him, I have given 
unto thy master’s son all that pertained 
to Saul and to all his house. 

10 Thou therefore, and thy sons, and 
thy servants, shall till the land for him, 
and thou shalt bring in the fruits, that 
thy master’s son may have food to eat: 
but Mephibosheth thy master’s son shall 
eat bread alway at my table. Now Ziba 
had fifteen sons and twenty servants. 

11 Then said Ziba unto the king, Ac- 
cording to all that my lord the king hath 
commanded his servant, so shall thy serv- 
ant do. As for Mephibosheth, said the 
king, he shall eat at my table, as one of 
the king’s sons. 

12 And Mephibosheth had a young son, 
whose name was Micha. And all that 
dwelt in the house of Ziba were servants 
unto Mephibosheth.

7 And when Uriah was come unto him, 
David demanded of him how Joab did, 
and how the people did, and how the war 
prospered. 

8 And David said to Uriah, Go down 
to thy house, and wash thy feet. And 
Uriah departed out of the king’s house, 
and there followed him a mess of meat 
from the king. 

9 But Uriah slept at the door of the 
king’s house with all the servants of his 
lord, and went not down to his house. 

10 And when they had told David, say- 
ing, Uriah went not down unto his house, 
David said unto Uriah, Camest thou not 
from thy journey ? why 226% didst thou 
not go down unto thine house ? 

11 And Uriah said unto David, The ark, 
and Israel, and Judah, abide in tents; 
and my lord Joab, and the servants of 
my lord, are encamped in the open fields ; 
shall I then go into mine house, to eat 
and to drink, and to lie with my wife? as 
thou livest, and as thy soul liveth, I will 
not do this thing. 

12 And David said to Uriah, Tarry here 
to day also, and to morrow I will let thee 
depart. So Uriah abode in Jerusalem 
that day, and the morrow. 

18 And when David had called him, he 
did eat and drink before him; and he 
made him drunk. and at even he went out 
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the Syrians defeated. 


10 And the rest of the people he de- 
livered into the hand of Abishai his 
brother, that he might put them in array 
against the children of Ammon. 

1 And he said, If the Syrians be too 
strong for me, then thou shalt help me: 
but if the children of Ammon be too 
strong for thee, then I will come and 
help thee. 

12 Be of good courage, and iet us play 
the men for our people, and for the cities 
of our God: and the Lorp do that which 
seemeth him good. 

13 And Joab drew nigh, and the people 
that were with him, unto the battle

14 And when the children of Ammon 
saw that the Syrians were fled, then fled 
they also before Abishai, and entered into 
the city. So Joab returned from the 
children of Ammon, and came to Jeru- 
salem. 

15 § And when the Syrians saw that 
they were smitten before Israel, they 
gathered themselves together. 

16 And Hadarezer sent, and brought out 
the Syrians that were beyond the river ; 
and they came to Helam: and Shobach 
the captain of the host of Hadarezer went 
before them. 

17 And when it was told David, he gath- 
ered all Israel together, and passed over 
Jordan, and came to Helam. And the 
Syrians set themselves in array against 
David, and fought with him. 

18 And the Syrians fled before Israel ; 
and David slew the men of seven hundred 
chariots of the Syrians, and forty thou- 


| sand horsemen, and smote Shobach the 


captain of their host, who died there. 

19 And when all the kings that were 
servants to Hadarezer saw that they 
were smitten before Israel, they made 
peace with Israel, and served them. So 
the Syrians feared to help the children 


of Ammon any more. 


CHAPTER 11. 


1 While Joab besieged Rabbah, David committeth 
aduliery with Bath-sheba. 6 Uriah, sent for by 
David to cover the adultery, would not go home 
neither sober nor drunken. 14 He carrieth to Joab 
the letier of his death. 18 Joab sendeth the news there- 
of to David. 26 David taketh Bath-sheba to wife. 


AND it came to pass, after the year 
was expired, at the time when kings 

go forth to battle, that David sent Joab.

24 Solomon is born, and named Jed idiah. 26 David 
taketh Rabbah, and tortureth the people thereof. 


ND. the Lorp sent Nathan unto Da- 

vid. And he came unto him, and 

said unto him, There were two men in 

one city; the one rich, and the other poor. 

2 The rich man had exceeding many 
flocks and herds: 

3 But the poor man had nothing, save 
one little ewe lamb, which he had bought 
and nourished up: and it grew up to- 
gether with him, and with his children ; 
it did eat of his own meat, and drank of 
his own cup, and lay in his bosom, and 
was unto him as a daughter. 

4 And there came a traveller unto the 
rich man, and he spared to take of hisown 
flock and of his own herd, to dress for the 
waytfaring man that was come unto him ; 
but took the poor man’s lamb, and dress- 
ed it for the man that was come to him. 

5 And David’s anger was greatly kin- 
dled against the man; and he said to 
Nathan, As the Lorp liveth, the man that 
hath done this thing shall surely die: 

6 And he shall restore the lamb four- 
fold, because he did this thing, and 
because he had no pity. 

7 4 And Nathan said to David, Thou 
art the man. Thus saith the Lorp God 
of Israel, I anointed thee king over Is- 
ב‎ and I delivered thee out of the hand 
0 

8 Anil ‘i gave thee thy master’s house, 
and thy master’s wives into thy bosom, 
and gave thee the house of Israel and of 
Judah; and if that had been too little, I 
would moreover have given unto thee 
such and such things. 

9 Wherefore hast thou despised the com- 
mandment of the Lorp, to do evil in his 
sight? thou hast killed ‘Uriah the Hittite 
with the sword, and hast taken his wife 
to be thy wife, and hast slain him with 
the sword of the children of Ammon. 

10 Now therefore the sword shall never 
depart from thine house; because thou 
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Uriah is slain.

18 J Then Joab sent and told David all 
the things concerning the war ; 

19 And charged the messenger, say- 
ing, When thou hast made an end of 
telling the matters of the war unto the 
king, 
_ 20 And if so be that the king’s wrath 
arise, and he say unto thee, . Wherefore 
approached ye so nigh unto the city 
when ye did fight? knew ye not that 
they would shoot from the wall? 

21 Who smote Abimelech the son of 
Jerubbesheth ? did not a woman cast a 
piece of a millstone upon him from the 
wall, that he died in Thebez? why went 
ye nigh the wall? then say thou, Thy 
servant Uriah the Hittite is dead also. 

22 “| So the messenger went, and came 
and shewed David all that Joab had sent 
him for. 

23 And the messenger said unto David, 
Surely the men prevailed against us, and 
came out unto us into the field, and we 
were upon them even unto the ‘entering 
of the gate. 

24 And the shooters shot from off the 
wall upon thy servants; and some of the 
king’s servants be dead, and thy servant 
Uriah the Hittite is dead also. 

20 Then David said unto the messen- 
ger, Thus shalt thou say unto Joab, Let 
not this thing displease thee, for the 
sword devoureth one as well as another: 
make thy battle more strong against the 
city, and overthrow it: and encourage 
thou him. 

26 4 And when the wife of Uriah heard 
that Uriah her husband was dead, she 
mourned for her husband. 
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Solomon is born. 

22 And he said, While the child was yet 
alive, I fasted and wept: for I said, Who 
can tell whether Gop will be gracious to 
me, that the child may live ? 

23 But now he is dead, wherefore 
should I fast? can I bring him back 
again? I shall go to him, but he shall 
not return to me. 

24 4 And David comforted Bath-sheba 
his wife, and went in unto her, and lay 
with her: and she bare a son, and he 
called his name Solomon: and the Lorp 
loved him. 

25 And he sent by the hand of Nathan 
the prophet; and he called his name 
Jedidiah, because of the Lorp. 

26 § And Joab fought against Rabbah 
of the children of Ammon, and took the 
royal city. 

27 And Joab sent messengers to David, 
and said, I have fought against Rabbah, 
and have taken the city of waters. 

28 Now therefore gather the rest of the 
people together, and encamp against the 
city, and take it: lest I take the city, 
and it be called after my name. 

29 And David gathered all the people 
together, and went to Rabbah, and fought 
against it, and took it. 

30 And he took their king’s crown from 
off his head, the weight whereof was a 
talent of gold with the precious stones: 
and it was set on David’s head. And he 
brought forth the spoil of the city in 
great abundance. 

31 And he brought forth the people that 
were therein, and put them under saws, 
and under harrows of iron, and under 
axes of iron, and made them pass through 
the brickkiln: and thus did he unto all 
the cities of the children of Ammon. So 
David and all the people returned unto 
Jerusalem. 


CHAPTER 13. 


1 Amnon loving Tamar, by Jonadab’s counsel feign- 
ing himself sick, ravisheth her.

19 Absalom 
entertaineth her, and concealeth his purpose. 23 

Ata 0 among all the king’s sons, he 

killeth Amnon. David grieving at the news is 

comforted by Jonadab. 81 Absalom jieeth to Tal- 
mai at Geshur. 


ND it came to pass after this, that 
Absalom the son of David had a 
fair sister, whose name was Tamar; and 
Amnon the son of David loved her. 
2 And Amnon was so vexed, that he 
fell sick for his sister Tamar ; for she was 
991 
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Dawid’s confession. 
hast despised me, and hast taken the 
wife of Uriah the Hittite to be thy wife. 

11 Thus saith the Lorp, Behold, I will 
raise up evil against thee out of thine 
own house, and I will take thy wives be- 
fore thine eyes, and give them unto thy 
neighbour, and he shall lie with thy 
wives in the sight of this sun. 

12 For thou didst 7 secretly : but I will 
do this thing before all Israel, and before 
the sun. 

18 And David said unto Nathan, I have 
sinned against the Lorp. And Nathan 
said unto David, The Lorp also hath 
put away thy sin; thou shalt not die. 

14 Howbeit, because by this deed thou 
hast given great occasion to the enemies 
of the LorD +0 blaspheme, the child also 
that 7s born unto thee shall surely die. 

15 " And Nathan departed unto his 
house. And the Lorp struck the child 
that Uriah’s wife bare unto David, and 
it was very sick. 

16 David therefore besought God for 
the child; and David fasted, and went 
in, and lay all night upon the earth. 

17 And the elders of his house arose, 
and went to him, to raise him up from 
the earth: but he would not, neither did 
he eat bread with them. 

18 And it came to pass on the seventh 
day, that the child died. And the serv- 
ants of David feared to tell him that the 
child was dead: for they said, Behold, 
while the child was yet alive, we spake 
unto him, and he would not hearken unto 
our voice: how will he then vex himself, 
if we tell him that the child is dead ? 

19 But when David saw that his serv- 
ants whispered, David perceived that 
the child was dead: therefore David said 
unto his servants, Is the child dead ?

21 Y But when king David heard of all 
these things, he was very wroth. 

22 And Absalom spake unto his brother 
Amnon neither good nor bad: for Ab- 
salom hated Amnon, because he had 
forced his sister Tamar. 

23 4 And it came to pass after two full 
years, that Absalom had sheepshearers 
in Baal-hazor, which 28 beside Ephraim: 
and Absalom invited all the king’s sons. 

24 And Absalom came to the king, and 
said, Behold now, thy servant hath sheep- 
shearers ; let the king, I beseech thee, and 
his servants go with thy servant. 

25 And the king said to Absalom, Nay, 
my son, let us not all now go, lest we be 
chargeable unto thee. And he pressed 
him: howbeit he would not go, but 
blessed him. 

26 Then said Absalom, If not, I pray 
thee, let my brother Amnon go with us. 


And the king said unto him, Why should ~ 


he go with thee ? 
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Amnon forceth 


a virgin; and Amnon thought it hard 
for him to do any thing to her. 

3 But Amnon had a friend, whose name 
was Jonadab, the son of Shimeah David's 
brother: and Jonadab was a very subtile 


man. 

4 And he said unto him, Why at thou, 
being the king’s son, lean from day to 
day? wilt thou not tell me? And 
Amnon said unto him, I love Tamar, 
my brother Absalom’s sister. 

5 And Jonadab said unto him, Lay thee 
down on thy bed, and make thyself sick :

9 And she took a pan, and poured them 
out before him; but he refused to eat. 
And Amnon said, Have out all men from 
me. And they went out every man from 
him. 

10 And Amnon said unto Tamar, Bring 
the meat into the chamber, that I may 
eat of thine hand. And Tamar took the 
cakes which she had made, and brought 
them into the chamber to Amnon her 
brother. 

11 And when she had brought them unto 
him to eat, he took ‘hold of her, and said 
unto her, Come lie with me, my sister. 

12 And she answered him, Nay, my 
brother, do not force me; for no such 
thing ought to be done in Israel: do not 
thou this folly. 

13 And I, whither shall I cause my 
shame to go? and as for thee, thou shalt 
be as one of the fools in Israel. Now 
therefore, I pray thee, speak unto the 
ane; for he will not withhold me from 
thee.

OW Joab the son of Zeruiah per- 
ceived that the king’s heart was 
toward Absalom. 

2 And Joab sent to Tekoah, and fetched 
thence a wise woman, and said unto 
her, I pray thee, feign thyself to be a 
mourner, and put on now mourning 
apparel, and anoint not thyself with oil, 
but be as a woman that had a long 
time mourned for the dead: 

3 And come to the king, and speak on 
this manner unto him. So Joab put the 
words in her mouth. 

4 4 And when the woman of Tekoah 
spake to the king, she fell on her face to - 
the ground, and did obeisance, and said, 
Help, O king. 

5 And the king said unto her, What 
aileth thee? And she answered, I am 
indeed a widow woman, and mine hus- 
band is dead. 

6 And thy handmaid had two sons, and 
they two strove together in the field, and 
there was none to part them, but the one 
smote the other, and slew him. 

7 And, behold, the whole family is risen 
against thine handmaid, and they said, 
Deliver him that smote his brother, that 
we may kill him, for the life of his broth- 
er whom he slew; and we will destroy 
the heir also: and so they shall quench 
my coal which is left, and shall not leave 
to my husband nevther name nor remain- 
der upon the earth. 

8 And the king said unto the woman, 
Go to thine house, and I will give charge 
concerning thee. 

9 And the woman of Tekoah said unto 
the king, My lord, O king, the iniquity 
be on me, and on my father’s house: and 
the king and his throne de guiltless. 

10 And the king said, Whosoever saith 
aught unto thee, bring him to me, and he 
shall not touch thee any more. 

11 Then said she, I pray thee, let the

32 And Jonadab, the son of Shimeah

2 And Absalom rose up early, and stood 
beside the way of the ₪866 : and it was so, 
that when any man that had a contro- 
versy came to the king for judgment, 
then Absalom called unto him, and said, 
Of what city art thou? And he said, Thy 
servant 28 of one of the tribes of Israel.

2 And David sent forth a third part of 
the people under the hand of Joab, and 
a third part under the hand of Abishai 
the son of Zeruiah, Joab’s brother, and a 
third part under the hand of Ittai the 
Gittite. And the king said unto the 
people, I will surely go forth with you 
myself also. 

3 But the people answered, Thou shalt 
not go forth: for if we flee away, they 
will not care for us; neither if half of us 
die, will they care for us: but now thou 
art worth ten thousand of us: therefore 
now 7 48 better that thou succour us out 
of the city. 

4 And the king said unto them, What 
seemeth you best I will do. And the 
king stood by the gate side, and all the 
people came out by hundreds and by 
thousands. 

5 And the king commanded Joab and 
Abishai and Ittai, saying, Deal gently 
for my sake with the young man, even 
with Absalom. And all the people 
heard when the king gave all the captains 
charge concerning Absalom. 

6 4 So the people went out into the 
field against Israel: and the battle was 
In the wood of Ephraim ; 

7 Where the people of Israel were slain 
before the servants of David, and there 
was there a great slaughter that day of 
twenty thousand men. 

8 For the battle was there scattered 
over the face of all the country: and the 
wood devoured more people that day 
than the sword devoured. 

9 4 And Absalom met the servants of 
David. And Absalom rode upon a 
mule, and the mule went under the thick 
boughs of a great oak, and his head 
caught hold of the oak, and he was 
taken up between the heaven and the 
earth; and the mule that was under him 
went away. 

10 And a certain man saw 2, and told 
Joab, and said, Behold, I saw Absalom 
hanged in an oak. 

11 And Joab said unto the man that 
told him, And, behold, thou sawest him, 
and why didst thou not smite him there 
to the ground ? and I would have given 
thee ten shekels of silver, and a girdle. 

12 And the man said unto Joab, Though 
I should receive a thousand shekels of 
silver in mine hand, yet would I not put 


for Absalom. 


2 And the victory that day was turned 
into mourning unto all the people: for 
the people heard say that day how the 
king was grieved for his son. 

8 And the people gat them by stealth 
that day into the city, as people being 
ashamed steal away when they flee in 
battle. 

4 But the king covered his face, and the 
king cried with a loud voice, O my son 
Absalom! O Absalom, my son, my 
son ! 

5 And Joab came into the house to the 
king, and said, Thou hast shamed this 
day the faces of all thy servants, which 
this day have saved thy life, and the lives 
of thy sons and of thy daughters, and the 
lives of thy wives, and the lives of thy 
concubines ; 

6 In that thou lovest thine enemies, 
For thou hast 
declared this day, that thou regardest 
neither princes nor servants: for this da 
I perceive, that if Absalom had lived, 
and all we had died this day, then it had 
pleased thee well. 

7 Now therefore arise, go forth, and 
speak comfortably unto thy servants: for 
I swear by the Lorp, if thou go not forth, 
there will not tarry one with thee this 
night: and that will be worse unto thee 
than all the evil that befell thee from thy 
youth until now. 

8 Then the king arose, and sat in the 
gate. And they told unto all the people, 
saying, Behold, the king doth sit in the 
gate. And all the people came before 
the king: for Israel had fied every man 
to his tent. 

9 § And all the people were at strife 
throughout all the tribes of Israel, say- 
ing, The king saved us out of the hand 
of our enemies, and he delivered us out 
of the hand of the Philistines; and now 
he is fled out of the land for Absalom. 

10 And Absalom, whom we anointed 
over us, is dead in battle. Now there- 
fore why speak ye not a word of bring- 
ing the king back ? 

11 § And king David sent to Zadok and 
to Abiathar the priests, saying, Speak 
unto the elders of Judah, saying, Why 
are ye the last to bring the king back to 
his house? seeing the speech of all Israel 
is come to the king, even to his house. 

12 Ye are my brethren, ye wre my bones 
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‘and hatest thy friends.

25 And the watchman cried, and told 
the king.

26 And he answered, My lord, )( king, 
my servant deceived me: for thy servant 
said, I will saddle me an ass, that I may 
ride thereon, and go to the king; be- 
cause thy servant zs lame. 

27 And he hath slandered thy servant 
unto my lord the king; but my lord the 
king zs as an angel of God: do therefore 
what ts good in thine eyes. 

28 For all of my father’s house were but 
dead men before my lord the king: yet 
didst thou set thy servant among them 
that did eat at thine own table. What 
right therefore have I yet to cry any 
more unto the king? 

29 And the king said unto him, Why 
speakest thou any more of thy matters ? 
I have said, Thou and Ziba divide the 
land. 

30 And Mephibosheth said unto the 
king, Yea, let him take all, forasmuch as 
my lord the king is come again in peace 
unto his own house. 

31 4 And Barzillai the Gileadite came 
down from Rogelim, and went over Jor- 
dan with the king, to conduct him over 
Jordan. 

32 Now Barzillai was a very aged man, 
even fourscore years old: and he had pro- 
vided the king of sustenance while he lay 
at Mahanaim; for he was a very great 
man. 

88 And the king said unto Barzillai, 
Come thou over with me, and I will feed 
thee with me in Jerusalem.

God do so 
to me, and more also, if thou be not cap- 
tain of the host before me continually in 
the room of Joab. 

14 And he bowed the heart of all the 
men of Judah, even as the heart of one 
man; so that they sent 2208 word unto the 
king, Return thou, and all thy servants. 

15 So the king returned, and came to 
Jordan. And Judah came to Gilgal, to 
go to meet the king, to conduct the king 
over Jordan. 

16 § And Shimei the son of Gera, a 
Benjamite, which was of Bahurim, hast- 
ed and came down with the men of 
Judah to meet king David. 

17 And there were a thousand men of 
Benjamin with him, and Ziba the servant 
of the house of Saul, and his fifteen sons 
and his twenty servants with him; and 
they went over Jordan before the king. 

18 And there went over a ferry boat to 


carry over the king’s household, and to 


do what he thought good. And Shimei 
the son of Gera fell down before the 
king, as he was come over Jordan;

24 4 And Mephibosheth the son of Saul 
came down to meet the king, and had 
neither dressed his feet, nor trimmed his

7 And there went out after him Joab’s 
men, and the Cherethites, and the Peleth- ᾿ 
ites, and all the mighty men: and they 
went out of Jerusalem, to pursue after 
Sheba the son of Bichri. 

8 When they were at the great stone 
which 28 in Gibeon, Amasa went before 
them. And Joab’s garment that he had 
put on was girded unto him, and upon 
it a girdle with a sword fastened upon 
his loins in the sheath thereof; and as he 
went forth it fell out. 

9 And Joab said to Amasa, Art thou 
in health, my brother? And Joab took 
Amasa by. the beard with the right hand 
to kiss him. 

10 But Amasa took no heed to the 
sword that was in Joab’s hand: so he 
smote him therewith in the fifth γε, and 
shed out his bowels to the ground, and 
struck him not again; and he died. So 
Joab and Abishai his brother pursued 
after Sheba the son of Bichri. 

11 And one of Joab’s men stood by him, 
and said, He that favoureth Joab, and he 
that 28 for David, let him go after Joab.

2 And the king called the Gibeonites, 
and said unto them ; (Now the Gibeonites 
were not of the children of Israel, but of 
the remnant of the Amorites; and the 
children of Israel had sworn unto them : 
and Saul sought to slay them in his zeal 
to the children of Israel and Judah :) 

3 Wherefore David said unto the Gib- 
eonites, What shall I do for you? and 
wherewith shall I make the atonement, 
that ye may bless the inheritance of the 
Lorp ? 

4 And the Gibeonites said unto him, We 
will have no silver nor gold of Saul, nor 
of his house; neither for us shalt thou 
killany man in Israel. And hesaid, What 
ye shall say, that will I do for you. 

5 And they answered the king, The 
man that consumed us, and that devised 
against us that we should be destroyed 
from remaining in any of the coasts of

22 Then the woman went unto all the 
people in her wisdom: and they cut off 
the head of Sheba the son of Bichri, and 
cast ἐξ out to Joab.

4 And he shall be as the light of the 
morning, when the sun riseth, even a 
morning without clouds; as the tender 
grass springing out of the earth by clear 
shining after. rain. 

5 Although my house 26 not so with 
God ; yet he hath made with me an ever- 
lasting covenant, ordered in all things, 
and sure: for this 08 all my salvation, 
and all my desire, although he make 7 
not to grow. 

6 " But the sons of Belial shall be all 
of them as thorns thrust away, because 
they cannot be taken with hands:

8 And, behold, thou hast with thee 
Shimei the son of Gera, a Benjamite of 
Bahurim, which cursed me with a griev- 
ous curse in the day when I went to 
Mahanaim: but he came down to meet 
me at Jordan, and I sware to him by 
the Lorp, saying, 1 will not put thee 
to death with the sword. 

9 Now therefore hold him not guiltless : 
for thou art a wise man, and knowest 
* what thou oughtest to do unto him; but 
his hoar head bring thou down to the 
grave with blood. 

10 So David slept with his fathers, and 
was buried in the city of David. 

11 And the days that David reigned 
over Israel were forty years: seven years 
reigned he in Hebron, and thirty and 
three years reigned he in Jerusalem. 

12 4 Then sat Solomon upon the throne 
of David his father; and his kingdom 
was established greatly. 

18 4 And Adonijah the son of Haggith 
> 0816 to Bath-sheba the mother of Solo- 
mon. And she said, Comest thou peace- 
ably? And he said, Peaceably. 

14 He said moreover, I have somewhat 
to say unto thee. And she said, Say on. 

15 And he said, Thou knowest that the 
kingdom was mine, and thaé all Israel 
set their faces on me, that I should reign:

42 And the king sent and called for 
Shimei, and said unto him, Did I not 
make thee to swear by the Lorp, and 
protested unto thee, saying, Know for ἃ 
certain, on the day thou goest out, and | 
walkest abroad any whither, that thou 
shalt surely die? and thou saidst unto 
me, The word that I have heard 7s 
good. 

49 Why then hast thou not kept the — 
oath of the Lorp, and the command- — 
ment that 1 have charged thee with? 

44 The king said moreover to Shimei, 
Thou knowest all the wickedness which 
thine heart is privy to, that thou didst 
to David my father; therefore the Lorp 
shall return thy wickedness upon thine © 
own head: 

45 And king Solomon shall be blessed, 
and the throne of David shall be estab- 
lished before the Lorp for ever. 

46 So the king commanded Benaiah the 
son of Jehoiada; which went out, and 
fell upon him, that he died. And the 
kingdom was established in the hand of 
Solomon.

2 Only the people sacrificed in high 
places, because there was no house built 
unto the name of the Lorp, until those 


days. 

sf Ω Solomon loved the LorD, walk- 
ing in the statutes of David his father : 
only he sacrificed and burnt incense in 
high places. 
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Joab %3 slain. 


Joab was fled unto the tabernacle of the 
Lorp; and, behold, 26 18 by the altar. 
Then Solomon sent Benaiah the son of 
Jehoiada, saying, Go, fall upon him. 

30 And Benaiah came to the tabernacle 
of the Lorp, and said unto him, Thus 
saith the king, Come forth. And he said, 
Nay; but I will die here. And Benaiah 
brought the king word again, saying, 
Thus said Joab, and thus he answered 


me. 

31 And the king said unto him, Do as 
he hath said, and fall upon him, and 
bury him; that thou mayest take away 
the innocent blood, which Joab shed, 
from me, and from the house of my 
father. 

32 And the Lorp shall return his blood 
upon his own head, who fell upon two 
men more righteous and better than he, 
and slew them with the sword, my father 
David not knowing thereof, to wit, Abner 
the son of Ner, captain of the host of 
Israel, and Amasa the son of Jether, 
captain of the host of Judah. 

33 Their blood shall therefore return 
upon the head of Joab, and upon the 
head of his seed for ever: but upon 
David, and upon his seed, and upon his 
house, and upon his throne, shall there 
be peace for ever from the Lorp. 

34 So Benaiah the son of Jehoiada went 
up, and fell upon him, and slew him: 
and he was buried in his own house in 
the wilderness. 

36 4 And the king put Benaiah the son 
of Jehoiada in his room over the host: 
and Zadok the priest did the king put 
in the room of Abiathar. 

36 4 And the king sent and called for 
Shimei, and said unto him, Build thee 
a house in Jerusalem, and dwell there, 
and go not forth thence any whither.

18 And it came to pass the third day 
after that I was delivered, that this wo- 
man was delivered also: and we were to- 
gether ; there was no stranger with us in 
the house, save we two in the house. 

19 And this woman’s child died in the 
night ; because she overlaid it.

10 And the speech pleased the Lord, 


> that Solomon had asked this thing. 


11 And God said unto him, Because thou 
hast asked this thing, and hast not asked 
for thyself long life; neither hast asked 
riches for thyself, nor hast asked the life 
of thine enemies; but hast asked for thy- 
self understanding to discern judgment ; 

12 Behold, I have done according to thy 
word: lo, 1 have given thee a wise and 
an understanding heart; so that there 
was none like thee before thee, neither 


> after thee shall any arise like unto thee. 


13 And I have also given thee that which 
thou hast not asked, both riches, and hon-

21 Rie Solomon reigned over all king- 
doms from the river unto the land of 
the Philistines, and unto the border of 
Egypt: they brought presents, and served 
Solomon all the days of his life. 

22 Ἵ And Solomon’s provision for one 
day was thirty measures of fine flour, 
and threescore measures of meal, 

23 Ten fat oxen, and twenty oxen out 
of the pastures, and a hundred sheep, 
besides harts, and roebucks, and fallow 
deer, and fatted fowl. 

24 For he had dominion over all the re- 
gion on this side the river, from Tiphsah 
even to Azzah, over all the kings on this 
side the river: and he had peace on all 
sides round about him. 

25 And Judah and Israel dwelt safely, 
every man under his vine and under his 
fig tree, from Dan even to Beer-sheba, 
all the days of Solomon. 

26 4 And Solomon had forty thousand 
stalls of horses for his chariots, and 
twelve thousand horsemen. 

27 And those officers provided victuals 
for king Solomon, and for all that came 
unto king Solomon’s table, every man in 
his month: they lacked nothing. 

28 Barley also and straw for the horses 
and dromedaries brought they unto the 
place where the officers were, every man 
according to his charge. 

29 4 And God gave Solomon wisdom 
and understanding exceeding much, and 
largeness of heart, even as the sand that 
28 on the sea shore. 

30 And Solomon’s wisdom excelled the 
wisdom of all the children of the east 
country, and all the wisdom of Egypt. 

31 For he was wiser than all men; than 
Ethan the Ezrahite, and Heman, and 
Chalcol, and Darda, the sons of Mahol: 
and his fame was in all nations round 
about. 

32 And he spake three thousand prov- 
erbs: and his songs were a thousand and 
five. 

88 And he spake of trees, from the cedar 
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Solomon’s officers. 


O king Solomon was king over all 
Israel. 

2 And these were the princes which he 
had ; Azariah the son of Zadok the priest,

4 And Benaiah the son of Jehoiada was 
over the host: and Zadok and Abiathar 
were the priests: 

5 And Azariah the son of Nathan was 
over the officers: and Zabud the son of 
Nathan was principal officer, and the 
king’s friend : 

6 ren Ahishar was over the household : 
and Adoniram the son of Abda was over 
the tribute. 

7 ף‎ And Solomon had twelve officers 
over all Israel, which provided victuals 
for the king and his household : each man 
his month in a year made provision. 

8 And these are their names: The son 
of Hur, in mount Ephraim: 

9 The son of Dekar, in Makaz, and 
in Shaalbim, and Beth-shemesh, and 
Elon-beth-hanan : ἱ 

10 The son of 110860, in Aruboth; to 
him pertained Sochoh, and all the land 
of Hepher: 

11 The son of Abinadab, in all the re- 
gion of Dor; which had Taphath the 
daughter of Solomon to wife: 

12 Baana the son of Ahilud; to him 
pertained 'Taanach and Megiddo, and all 
Beth-shean, which 7s by Zartanah be- 
neath Jezreel, from Beth-shean to Abel- 
meholah, even unto the place that ts be- 
yond Jokneam: 

13 The son of Geber, in Ramoth-gilead ; 
to him pertained the towns of Jair the 
son of Manasseh, which are in Gilead ; 
to him also pertained the region of Argob, 
which 28 in Bashan, threescore great cities 
with walls and brazen bars: 

14 Ahinadab the son of Iddo had Maha- 
naim : 

15 Ahimaaz was in Naphtali; he also 
took Basmath the daughter of Solomon 
to wife: 

16 Baanah the son of Hushai was in 
Asher and in Aloth: 

17 Jehoshaphat the son of Paruah, in 
Issachar : 

18 Shimei the son of Elah, in Benja- 
min: 

19 Geber the son of Uri was in the 
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Solomon with timber. 
will cause them to be discharged there, 
and thou shalt receive them: and thou 
shalt accomplish my desire, in giving food 
for my household. 

10 So Hiram gave Solomon cedar trees 
and fir trees according to all his desire. 

11 And Solomon. gave Hiram twenty 
thousand measures of wheat for food to 
his household, and twenty measures of 
pure oil: thus gave Solomon to Hiram 

ear by year. 

12 And the Lorp gave Solomon wis- 
dom, as he promised him : and there was 
peace between Hiram and Solomon ; and 
they two made a league together. 

18 Y And king Solomon raised a levy 
out of all Israel ; and the levy was thirty 
thousand men. | 

14 And he sent them to Lebanon, ten 
thousand a month by courses: a month 
they were in Lebanon, and two months 
at home: and Adoniram was over the 
levy. 

15 And Solomon had threescore and 
ten thousand that bare burdens, and four- 
score thousand hewers in the mountains ; 


. 16 Besides the chief of Solomon’s offi- 


cers which were over the work, three thou- 
sand and three hundred, which ruled over 
the people that wrought in the work. 

17 And the king commanded, and they 
brought great stones, costly stones, and 
hewed stones, to lay the foundation of 
the house. 

18 And Solomon’s builders and Hiram’s 
builders did hew them, and the stone- 
squarers: so they prepared timber and 
stones to build the house.

ND it came to pass in the four hun- 
dred and eightieth year after the 
children of Israel were come out of the 
land of Egypt, in the fourth year of Solo- 
mon’s reign over Israel, in the month Zif, 
which 28 the second month, that he began 
to build the house of the Lorp. 

2 And the house which king Solomon 
built for the Lorp, the length thereof 
was threescore cubits, and the breadth 
thereof twenty cubits, and the height 
thereof thirty cubits. 

8 And the porch בר‎ the temple of 
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Hiram furnisheth 


tree that 7s in Lebanon even unto the 
hyssop that springeth out of the wall: he 
spake also of beasts, and of fowl, and of 
creeping things, and of fishes. 

34 And there came of all people to hear 
the wisdom of Solomon, from all kings of 
the earth, which had heard of his wisdom. 


CHAPTER 5. 


1 Hiram, sending to congratulate Solomon, is certified 
of his purpose to build the temple, and desired to 
Furnish him with timber thereto. ἢ Hiram, blessing 
God for Solomon, and requesting food for his 
Samily, furnisheth him with trees. 13 Thenumber 
of Solomon’s workmen and labourers. 


ND Hiram king of Tyre sent his serv- 
ants unto Solomon; for he had 
heard that they had anointed him king in 
the room of his father: for Hiram was 
ever a lover of David. 

2 And Solomon sent to Hiram, saying, 

3 Thou knowest how that David my 
father could not build a house unto the 
name of the Lorp his God, for the wars 
which were about him on every side, 
until the LorD put them under the soles 
of his feet. 

4 But now the Lorp my God hath 
given me rest on every side, so that there 
28 neither adversary nor evil occurrent. 

5 And, behold, I purpose to build a 
house unto the name of the Lorp my 
God, as the Lorp spake unto David my 
father, saying, Thy son, whom I will set 
upon thy throne in thy room, he shall 
build a house unto my name. 

6 Now therefore command thou that 
they hew me cedar trees out of Lebanon ; 
and my servants shall be with thy serv- 
ants: and unto thee will I give hire for 
thy servants according to all that thou 
shalt appoint: for thou knowest that 
there 18 not among us any that can skill 
to hew timber like unto the Sidonians. 

7 4 And it came to pass, when Hiram 
heard the words of Solomon, that he re- 
joiced greatly, and said, Blessed 06 6 
LorpD this-day, which hath given unto 
David a wise son over this great people. 

8 And Hiram sent to Solomon, saying, 
I have considered the things which thou 
> sentest to me for: and I will do all thy 

desire concerning timber of cedar, and 
concerning timber of fir. 

9 My servants shall bring them down 
from Lebanon unto the sea; and I will 
convey them by sea in floats unto the 
place that thou shalt appoint me, and

sides of the house, both the floor and 
the walls with boards of cedar: he even 
built them for it within, even for the 
oracle, even for the most holy place. 

17 And the house, that is, the temple 
before it, was forty cubits long. 

18 And the cedar of the house within 
was carved with knops and open flowers : 
all was cedar; there was no stone seen. 

19 And the oracle he prepared in the 
house within, to set there the ark of the 
covenant of the Lorp. 

20 And the oracle in the forepart was 
twenty cubits in length, and twenty 
cubits in breadth, and twenty cubits in 
the height thereof: and he overlaid it 
with pure gold; and so covered the altar 
which was of cedar. 

21 So Solomon overlaid the house within 
with pure gold: and he made a partition 
by the chains of gold before the oracle; 
and he overlaid it with gold. 

22 And the whole house he overlaid 
with gold, until he had finished all the 
house: also the whole altar that was by 
the oracle he overlaid with gold. 

23 ] And within the oracle he made 
two cherubim of olive tree, each ten 
cubits high. 

24 And five cubits was the one wing 
of the cherub, and five cubits the other 
wing of the cherub: from the uttermost 
part of the one wing unto the uttermost 
part of the other were ten cubits. 

25 And the other cherub was ten cubits : 
both the cherubim were of one measure 
and one size. 

26 The height of the one cherub was 
ten cubits, and so was zt of the other 
cherub. 

27 And he set the cherubim within the 
inner house: and they stretched forth the 
wings of the cherubim, so that the wing 
of the one touched the ove wall, and the 
wing of the other cherub touched the 
other wall; and their wings touched one 
another in the midst of the house. 

28 And he overlaid the cherubim with 
gold. 

29 And he carved all the walls of the = 
house round about with carved figures 
of cherubim and palm trees and open 
flowers, within and without. ibe. 

80 And the floor of the house he over- 
laid with gold, within and without. 

81 4{ And for the entering of the oracle 
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The building of 


the house, twenty cubits was the length 
thereof, according to the breadth of the 
house; and ten cubits was the breadth 
thereof before the house. 

4 And for the house he made windows 
of narrow lights. 

5 ¥ And against the wall of the house 
he built chambers round about, against 
the walls of the house round about, doth 
of the temple and of the oracle: and he 
‘made chambers round about. 

6 The nethermost chamber was five cu- 
bits broad, and the middle was six cubits 
broad, and the third was seven cubits 
broad: for without 28 the wall of the 
house he made narrowed rests round 
about, that the beams should not be fast- 
ened in the walls of the house. 

7 And the house, when it was in build- 
ing, was built of stone made ready before 
it was brought thither: so that there was 
neither hammer nor axe nor any tool of 
iron heard in the house, while it was in 
building. 

8 The door for the middle chamber was 
in the right side of the house: and they 
went up with winding stairs into the 
middle chamber, and out of the middle 
into the third. 

9 So he built the house, and finished it ; 
and covered the house with beams and 
boards of cedar. 

10 And then he built chambers against 
all the house, five cubits high: and they 
rested on the house with timber of cedar. 

11 4 And the word of the Lorp came 
to Solomon, saying, 

12 Concerning this house which thou 
art in building, if thou wilt walk in my 
statutes, and execute my judgments, and 
keep all my commandments to walk in 


them; then will I perform my word. 


with thee, which I spake unto David 
thy father : 

13 And I will dwell among the children 
of Israel, and will not forsake my people 
Israel. 

14 So Solomon built the house, and 
finished it. 

15 And he built the walls of the house 
within with boards of cedar, both the 
floor of the house, and the walls of the 
ceiling: and he covered them on the 
inside with wood, and covered the floor 
of the house with planks of fir. 

16 And he built twenty cubits on the 
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the breadth thereof thirty cubits: and the 
porch was before them : and the other pil- 
lars and the thick beam were before them. 

7 4 Then he made a porch for the throne 
where he might judge, 606% the porch of 
judgment : and 27 was covered with cedar 
from one side of the floor to the other. 

8 § And his house where he dwelt had 
another court within the porch, which was 
of the like work. Solomon made also a 
house for Pharaoh’s daughter, whom he 
had taken 70 wife, like unto this porch. 

9 All these were of costly stones, accord- 
ing to the measures of hewed stones, 
sawed with saws, within and without, 
even from the foundation unto the cop- 
ing, and so on the outside toward the 
great court. 

10 And the foundation was of costly 
stones, even great stones, stones of ten 
cubits, and stones of eight cubits. 

11 And above were costly stones, after the 
measures of hewed stones, and cedars. 

12 And the great court round about was 
with three rows of hewed stones, and a 
row of cedar beams, both for the inner 
court of the house of the Lorp, and for 
the porch of the house. 

18 § And king Solomon sent and 
fetched Hiram out of Tyre. 

14 He was a widow’s son of the tribe 
of Naphtali, and his father 0008 a man of 
Tyre, a worker in brass: and he was 
filled with wisdom, and understanding, 
and cunning to work all works in brass. 
And he came to king Solomon, and 
wrought all his work. 

15 For he cast two pillars of brass, of 
eighteen cubits high apiece: and a line 
of twelve cubits did compass either of 
them about. 

16 And he made two chapiters of molten 
brass, to set upon the tops of the pillars: 
the height of the one chapiter was five 
cubits, and the height of the other chapi- 
ter was five cubits: 

17 And nets of checker work, and 
wreaths of chain work, for the chapiters 
which were upon the top of the pillars; 
seven for the one chapiter, and seven for 
the other chapiter. 

18 And he made the pillars, and two 
rows round about upon the one network, 
to cover the chapiters that were upon the 
top, with pomegranates: and so did he 
for the other chapiter. 
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Solomon’s other buildings. 
he made doors of olive tree: the lintel 


_and side posts were a fifth part of the wall. 


32 The two doors also were of olive 
tree ; and he carved upon them carvings 
of cherubim and palm trees and open 
flowers, and overlaid them with gold, 
and spread gold upon the cherubim, and 
upon the palm trees. 

33 So also made he for the door of the 
temple posts of olive tree, a fourth part 
of the wall. 

94 And the two doors were of fir tree: 
the two leaves of the one door were fold- 
ing, and the two leaves of the other door 
were folding. 

95 And he carved thereon cherubim and 
palm trees and open flowers: and cover- 
ed them with gold fitted upon the carved 
work. — 

36 § And he built the inner court with 
three rows of hewed stone, and a row of 
cedar beams. 

87 Ἵ In the fourth year was the founda- 
tion of the house of the Lorp laid, in the 
month Zif : 

88 And in the eleventh year, in the 
month Bul, which 28 the eighth month, 
was the house finished throughout all 
the parts thereof, and according to all 
the fashion of it. So was he seven years 
in building it.

Of the molten sea. 2% Of the ten bases. 88 Of the 
ten lavers, 40 and all the vessels. 


= Solomon was building his own 
house thirteen years, and he finished 


| all his house. 


2 4 He built also the house of the for- 
est of Lebanon ; the length thereof was a 
hundred cubits, and the breadth thereof 
fifty cubits, and the height thereof thirty 
cubits, upon four rows of cedar pillars, 
with cedar beams upon tne pillars. 

3 And 7¢ was covered with cedar above 
upon the beams, that day on forty five 
pillars, fifteen 72 a row. 

4 And there were windows in three rows, 


and light was against light 77 three ranks. 


5 And all the doors and posts were 
square, with the windows: and light was 
against light 7m three ranks. 

6 § And he made a porch of pillars; 
the length thereof was fifty cubits, and 


for the temple. 


31 And the mouth of it within the chapi- 
ter and above was 8 011016 : but the mouth - 
thereof was round after the work of the 
base, a cubit and a half: and also upon 
the mouth of it were gravings with their 
borders, foursquare, not round. 

32 And under the borders were four 
wheels; and the axletrees of the wheels 
were joined to the base: and the height 
of a wheel was a cubit and half a cubit. 

88 And the work of the wheels was like 
the work of a chariot wheel: their axle- 
trees, and their naves, and their felloes, 
and their spokes, were all molten. 

34 And there were four undersetters to 
the four corners of one base: and the 
undersetters were of the very base itself. 

85 And in the top of the base was there 
a round compass of half a cubit high: 
and on the top of the base the ledges 
thereof and the borders thereof were of 
the same. 

36 For on the plates of the ledges there- 
of, and on the borders thereof, he graved 
cherubim, lions, and palm trees, accord- 
ing to the proportion of every one, and 
additions round about. 

37 After this manner he made the ten 
bases: all of them had one casting, one 
measure, and one size. 

38 § Then made he ten lavers of brass : 
one laver contained forty baths: and 
every laver was four cubits: and upon 
every one of the ten bases one laver. 

39 And he put five bases on the right 
side of the house, and five on the left ~ 
side of the house: and he set the sea on 
the right side of the house eastward, 
over against the south. 

40 § And Hiram made the lavers, and 
the shovels, and the basins. So Hiram 
made an end of doing all the work that 
he made king Solomon for the house of 
the LorpD: 

41 The two pillars, and the two bowls 
of the chapiters that were on the top of 
the two pillars; and the two networks, 
to cover the two bowls of the chapiters 
which were upon the top of the pillars ; 

42 And four hundred pomegranates for 
the two networks, even two rows of pome- 
granates for one network, to cover the 
two bowls of the chapiters that were 
upon the pillars ; 

43 And the ten bases, and ten lavers on 
the bases ; 
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Hiram’s work 


19 And the chapiters that were upon the 
top of the pillars were of lily work in the 
porch, four cubits. 

20 And the chapiters upon the two pil- 
lars had pomegranates also above, over 
against the belly which. was by the net- 
work: and the pomegranates were two 
hundred in rows round about upon the 
other chapiter. 

21 And he set up the pillars in the 
porch of the temple: and he set up the 
right pillar, and called the name thereof 
Jachin: and he set up the left pillar, and 
called the name thereof Boaz. 

22 And upon the top of the pillars was 
lily work: so was the work of the pillars 
finished. 

23 Y And he made a molten sea, ten 
cubits from the one brim to the other: ἐΐ 
was round all about, and his height was 
five cubits: and a line of thirty cubits 
did compass it round about. 

24 And under the brim of it round about 
there were knops compassing it, ten in a 
cubit, compassing the sea round about: 
the knops were cast in two rows, when it 
was Cast. 

25 It stood upon twelve oxen, three 
looking toward the north, and three look- 
ing toward the west, and three looking 
toward the south, and three looking 
toward the east: and the sea was set 
above upon them, and all their hinder 
parts were inward. 

26 And it was a handbreadth thick, and 
the brim thereof was wrought like the 
brim of a cup, with flowers of lilies: it 
contained two thousand baths. 

27 | And he made ten bases of brass; 
four cubits was the length of one base, 
and four cubits the breadth thereof, and 
three cubits the height of it. 

28 And the work of the bases was on 
this manner: they had borders, and the 
borders were between the ledges: 

29 And on the borders that were be- 
tween the ledges were lions, oxen, and 
cherubim: and upon the ledges there 
was a base above: and beneath the lions 
and oxen were certain additions made of 
thin work. 

30 And every base had four brazen 
wheels, and plates of brass: and the four 
corners thereof had undersetters: under 
the laver were undersetters molten, at the 
side of every addition. 
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dedication of the temple. 


5 And king Solomon, and all the con- 
gregation of Israel, that were assem- 
bled unto him, were with him before 
the ark, sacrificing sheep and oxen, that 
could not be told nor numbered for mul- 
titude. 

6 And the priests brought in the ark of 
the covenant 01 the Lorp unto his place, 
into the oracle of the house, to the most 
holy place, even under the wings of the 
cherubim. 

7 For the cherubim spread forth their 
two wings over the place of the ark, and 
the cherubim covered the ark and the 
staves thereof above. 

8 And they drew out the staves, that the 
ends of the staves were seen out in the 
holy place before the oracle, and they 
were not seen without: and there they 
are unto this day. 

9 There was nothing in the ark save the 
two tables of stone, which Moses put there 
at Horeb, when the Lorp made a cove- 
nant with the children of Israel, when 
they came out of the land of Egypt. 

10 And it came to pass, when the priests 
were come out of the holy place, that the 
cloud filled the house of the Lorn, 

11 So that the priests could not stand to 
minister because of the cloud: for the 
glory of the Lorp had filled the house 
of the Lorp. 

12 ף‎ Then spake Solomon, The Lorp 
said that he would dwell in the thick 
darkness. 

13 I have surely built thee a house to 
dwell in, a settled place for thee to abide 
in for ever. ו‎ 

14 And the king turned his face about, 
and blessed all the congregation of Israel : 
and all the congregation of Israel stood ; 

15 And he said, Blessed 06 the Lorp God 
of Israel, which spake with his mouth 
unto David my father, and hath with 
his hand fulfilled τέ, saying, 

16 Since the day that I brought forth 
my people Israel out of Egypt, I chose 
no city out of all the tribes of Israel to 
build a house, that my name might be 
therein; but I chose David to be over 
my people Israel. 

17 And it was in the heart of David my 
father to build a house for the name of 
the Lorp God of Israel. 

18 And the Lorp said unto David my 
father, Whereas it wae in thine heart to 
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44 And one sea, and twelve oxen under 
the sea ; 

45 And the pots, and the shovels, and 
the basins: and all these vessels, which 
Hiram made to king Solomon for the 
house of the Lorn, were of bright brass. 

46 In the plain of Jordan did the king 
cast them, in the clay ground between 
Succoth and Zarthan. 

47 And Solomon left all the vessels 
unweighed, because they were exceeding 
many: neither was the weight of 6 
brass found out. 

48 And Solomon made all the vessels 
that pertained unto the house of the 
Lorp: the altar of gold, and the table of 
gold, whereupon the shewbread was, 

49 And the candlesticks of pure gold, 
five on the right 8206, and five on the left, 
before the oracle, with the flowers, and 
the lamps, and the tongs of gold, 

50 And the bowls, and the snuffers, and 
the basins, and the spoons, and the cens- 
ers of pure gold; and the hinges of gold, 
both for the doors of the inner house, the 
most holy place, and for the doors of the 
house, to wit, of the temple. 

51 So was ended all the work that king 
Solomon made for the house of the 
Lorp. And Solomon brought in the 
things which David his father had dedi- 
cated ; even the silver, and the gold, and 
the vessels, did he put among the treas- 
ures of the house 01 the Lorp. 


CHAPTER 8. 


1 The feast of the dedication of the temple. 4 
Solomon’s blessing. 22 Solomon’s prayer. 62 His 
sacrifice of peace offerings. 


HEN Solomon assembled the elders 
of Israel, and all the heads of the 
tribes, the chief of the fathers of the 
children of Israel, unto king Solomon in 
Jerusalem, that they might bring up the 
ark of the covenant of the Lorp out of 
the city of David, which 7s Zion. 

2 And all the men of Israel assembled 
themselves unto king Solomon at the 
feast in the month Ethanim, which 7s 
the seventh month. 

3 And all the elders of Israel came, and 
the priests took up the ark. 

4 And they brought up the ark of the 
סז‎ and the tabernacle of the congre- 
gation, and all the holy vessels that were 
in the tabernacle, even those did the 
priests and the Levites bring up. 


at the dedication 


30 And hearken thou to the supplication 
of thy servant, and of thy people Israel, 
when they shall pray toward this place: 
and hear thou in heaven thy dwelling- 
place: and when thou hearest, forgive. 

81 Ἵ If any man trespass against his 
neighbour, and an oath be laid upon him 
to cause him to swear, and the oath come 
before thine altar in this house: 

32 Then hear thou in heaven, and do, 
and judge thy servants, condemning the 
wicked, to bring his way upon his head ; = 
and justifying the righteous, to give him 
according to his righteousness. 

33 J] When thy people Israel be smitten 
down before the enemy, because they 
have sinned against thee, and shall turn 
again to thee, and confess thy name, and 
pray, and make supplication unto thee 
in this house: 

34 Then hear thou in heaven, and for- 
give the sin of thy people Israel, and 
bring them again unto the land which 
thou gavest unto their fathers. 

85 "| When heaven is shut up, and there 
is no rain, because they have sinned 
against thee; if they pray toward this 
place, and confess thy name, and turn 
from their sin, when thou afflictest them : 

36 Then hear thou in heaven, and for- 
give the sin of thy servants, and of thy 
people Israel, that thou teach them the 
good way wherein they should walk, and 
give rain upon thy land, which thou hast 
given to thy people for an inheritance. 

37 Ἵ If there be in the land famine, if 
there be pestilence, blasting, mildew, lo- 
cust, or if there be caterpillar; if their 
enemy besiege them in the land of their 
cities; »whatsoever plague, whatsoever 
sickness there 06 ; 

38 What prayer and supplication soever 
be made by any man, or by all thy people 
Israel, which shall know every man the 
plague of his own heart, and spread forth 
his hands toward this house: 

39 Then hear thou in heaven thy dwell- 
ingplace, and forgive, and do, and give 
to. every man according to his ways, 
whose heart thou knowest; (for thou, 
even thou only, knowest the hearts of all 
the children of men ;) 

40 That they may fear thee all the days 
that they live in the land which thou 
gavest unto our fathers. 

41 Moreover concerning a stranger, that 
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build a house unto my name, thou didst 
well that it was in thine heart. 

19 Nevertheless thou shalt not build the 
house ; but thy son that shall come forth 
out of thy loins, he shall build the house 
unto my name. 

20 And the Lorp hath performed his 
word that he spake, and I am risen up in 
the room of David my father, and sit on 
the throne of Israel, as the LorD prom- 
ised, and have built a heuse for the name 
of the Lorp God of Israel. 

21 And I have set there a place for the 
ark, wherein 7s the covenant of the Lorp, 
which he made with our fathers, when he 
brought them out of the land of Egypt. 

22 Ἵ And Solomon stood before the 
altar of the Lorp in the presence of all 
the congregation of Israel, and spread 
forth his hands toward heaven: 

23 And he said, Lorp God of Israel, 
there 1s no God like thee, in heaven above, 
or on earth beneath, who keepest cov- 

‘enant and mercy with thy servants that 
walk before thee with all their heart : 

24 Who hast kept with thy servant Da- 
vid my father that thou promisedst him : 
thou spakest also with thy mouth, and 
hast fulfilled ἐξ with thine hand, as 22 8 
this day. 

25 Therefore now, LORD God of Israel, 
keep with thy servant David my father 
that thou promisedst him, saying, There 
shall not fail thee a man in my sight to 
sit on the throne of Israel; so that thy 
children take heed to their way, that 
they walk before me as thou hast walked 
before me. 

26 And now, O God of Israel, let thy 
word, I pray thee, be verified, which thou 
spakest unto thy servant David my father. 

27 But will God indeed dwell on the 
earth ? behold, the heaven and heaven of 
heavens cannot contain thee; how much 
less this house that I have builded ? 

28 Yet have thou respect unto the prayer 
of thy servant, and to his supplication, O 
Lorp my God, to hearken unto the cry 
and to the prayer, which thy servant 
prayeth before thee to day: 

29 That thine eyes may be open toward 
this house night and day, even toward the 
place of which thou hast said, My name 
shall be there: that thou mayest hearken 
unto the prayer which thy servant shall 
make toward this place. 
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His sacrifice. 

52 That thine eyes may be open unto 
the supplication of thy servant, and unto 
the supplication of thy people Israel, to 
hearken unto them in all that they call 
for unto thee. 

58 For thou didst separate’ them from 
among all the people of the earth, to be 
thine inheritance, as thou spakest by the 
hand of Moses thy servant, when thou 
broughtest our fathers out of Egypt, O 
Lord Gop. 

54 And it was so, that when Solomon 
had made an end of praying all this prayer 
and supplication unto the Lorp, he arose 
from before the altar of the Lorp, from 
kneeling on his knees with his hands 
spread up to heaven. 

55 And he stood, and blessed all the 
congregation of Israel with a loud voice, 
saying, 

56 Blessed 06 the Lorp, that hath given 
rest unto his people Israel, according to 
all that he promised: there hath not 
failed one word of all his good promise, 
which he promised by the hand of Moses 
his servant. 

57 The Lorp our God be with us, as he 
was with our fathers: let him not leave 
us, nor forsake us: 

58 That he may incline our hearts unto 
him, to walk in all his ways, and to keep 
his commandments, and his statutes, 
and his judgments, which he commanded 
our fathers. 

59 And let these my words, wherewith 
I have made supplication before the 
Lorp, be nigh unto the Lorp our God 
day and night, that he maintain the 
cause of his servant, and the cause of 
his people Israel at all times, as the mat- 
ter shall require : 

60 That all the people of the earth may 
know that the LorD 7s God, and that 
there is none else. 

61 Let your heart therefore be perfect 
with the Lorp our God, to walk in his 
statutes, and to keep his commandments, 
as at this day. 

62 § And the king, and all Israel with 
him, offered sacrifice before the Lorp. 

63 And Solomon offered a sacrifice of 
peace offerings, which he offered unto the 
Lorp, two and twenty thousand oxen, 
and a hundred and twenty thousand 
sheep. So the king and all the children 
of Israel dedicated - house of the Lorp. 
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zs not of thy people Israel, but cometh out 
of a far country for thy name’s sake ; 

42 (For they shall hear of thy great 
name, and of thy strong hand, and of thy 
stretched out arm;) when he shall come 
and pray toward this house: 

48 Hear thou in heaven thy dwelling- 


place, and do according to all that the! 


stranger calleth to thee for: that all peo- 
ple of the earth may know thy name, to 
fear thee, as do thy people Israel ; and that 
they may know that this house, which I 
have builded, is called by thy name. 

44 4 If thy people go out to battle 
against their enemy, whithersoever thou 
shalt send them, and shall pray unto the 
Lorp toward the city which thou hast 
chosen, and toward the house that I have 
built for thy name: 

45 Then hear thou in heaven their 
prayer and their supplication, and main- 
tain their cause. 

46 If they sin against thee, (for there 8 
no man that sinneth not,) and thou be 
angry with them, and deliver them to 
the enemy, so that they carry them away 
captives unto the land of the enemy, far 
or near ; 

47 Yet if they shall bethink themselves 
in the land whither they were carried 
captives, and repent, and make supplica- 
tion unto thee in the land of them that 
carried them captives, saying, We have 
sinned, and have done perversely, we 
have committed wickedness ; 

48 And so return unto thee with all 
their heart, and with all their soul, in 
the land of their enemies, which led 
them away captive, and pray unto thee 
toward their land, which thou gavest 
unto their fathers, the city which thou 
hast chosen, and the house which I have 
built for thy name: 

49 Then hear thou their prayer and their 
supplication in heaven thy dwelling- 
place, and maintain their cause, 

50 And forgive thy people that have 
sinned against thee, and all their trans- 
gressions wherein they have transgressed 
against thee, and give them compassion 
before them who carried them captive, 
that they may have compassion on them: 

51 For they be thy people, and thine 
inheritance, which thou broughtest forth 
out of Egypt, from the midst of the fur- 
nace of iron: 
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which I have set before you, but go and 
serve other gods, and worship them ; 

7 Then will I cut off Israel out of the 
land which I have given them; and this 
house, which I have hallowed for my 
name, will I cast out of my sight; and 
Israel shall be a proverb and a byword 
among all people: 

8 And at this house, which is high, 
every one that passeth by it shall be 
astonished, and shall hiss; and they 
shall say, Why hath the Lorp done 
thus unto this land, and to this house ? 

9 And they shall answer, Because they 
forsook the Lorp their God, who brought 
forth their fathers out of the land of 
Egypt, and have taken hold upon other 
gods, and have worshipped them, and 
served them: therefore hath the Lorp 
brought upon them all this evil. 

10 *% And it came to pass at the end of 
twenty years, when Solomon had built 
the two houses, the house of the Lorp, 
and the king’s house, 

11 (Wow Hiram the king of Tyre had 
furnished Solomon with cedar trees and 
fir trees, and with gold, according to 
all his desire,) that then king Solomon 
gave Hiram twenty cities in the land of 
Galilee. 

12 And Hiram came out from Tyre to 
see the cities which Solomon had given 
him ; and they pleased him not. 

18 And he said, What cities are these 
which thou hast given me, my brother ? 
And he called them the land of Cabul 
unto this day. 

14 And Hiram sent to the king sixscore 
talents of gold. 

15 § And this 28 the reason of the levy 
which king Solomon raised ; for to build 
the house 01 the Lorp, and his own house, 
and Millo, and the wall of Jerusalem, and 
Hazor, and Megiddo, and Gezer. 

16 For Pharaoh king of Egypt had gone 
up, and taken Gezer, and burnt it with 
fire, and slain the Canaanites that dwelt 
in the city, and given it for a present 
unto his daughter, Solomon’s wife. . 

17 And Solomon built Gezer, and Beth- 
horon the nether, 

18 And Baalath, and Tadmor in the 
wilderness, in the land, 

19 And all the cities of store that Solo- 
mon had, and cities for his chariots, and 
cities for his horsemen, and that which 
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God’s covenant 


64 The same day did the king hallow 
the middle of the court that was before 
the house of the Lorp: for there he 
offered burnt offerings, and meat offer- 
ings, and the fat of the peace offerings: 
because the brazen altar that was before 
the Lorp was too little to receive the 
burnt offerings, and meat offerings, and 
the fat of the peace offerings. 

65 And at that time Solomon held a 
feast, and all Israel with him, a great 
congregation, from the entering in of 
Hamath unto the river of Egypt, before 
the Lorp our God, seven days and seven 
days, even fourteen days. 

66 On the eighth day he sent the peo- 
ple away: and they blessed the king, 
and went unto their tents joyful and 
glad of heart for all the goodness that 
the Lorp had done for David his serv- 
ant, and for Israel his people. 


CHAPTER 9. 


1 God’s covenant in a vision with Solomon. 10 The 
mutual presents of Solomon and Hiram. 15 In 
Solomon’s works the Gentiles were his bondmen, 
the Israelites honourable servants. 24 Pharaoh’s 
daughter removeth to her house. 25 Solomon’s 
yearly solemn sacrifices. 26 His navy feicheth gold 
Srom Ophir. 

ND it came to pass, when Solomon 
had finished the building of the 
house of the Lorn, and the king’s house, 
and all Solomon’s desire which he was 
pleased to do, 

2 That the Lorp appeared to Solomon 
the second time, as he had appeared unto 
him at Gibeon. 

8 And the Lorp said unto him, I have 
heard thy prayer and thy supplication, 
that thou hast made before me: I have 
hallowed this house, which thou hast 
built, to put my name there for ever; 
and mine eyes and mine heart shall be 
there perpetually. 

4 And if thou wilt walk before me, as 
David thy father walked, in integrity of 
heart, and in uprightness, to do according 
to all that I have commanded thee, and 
wilt keep my statutes and my judgments ; 

5 Then I will establish the throne of 
thy kingdom upon Israel for ever, as I 
promised to David thy father, saying, 
There shall not fail thee a man upon 
the throne of Israel. 

6 But if ye shall at all turn from follow- 
ing me, ye or your children, and will not 
keep my אוה‎ ὦ and my statutes 


visit to Solomon. 


3 And Solomon told her all her ques. 
tions: there was not any thing hid from 
the king, which he told her not. 

4 And when the queen of Sheba had 
seen all Solomon’s wisdom, and the 
house that he had built, 

5 And the meat of his table, and the 
sitting of his servants, and the attend- 
ance of his ministers, and their apparel, 
and his cupbearers, and his ascent by 
which he went up unto the house of 
the Lorp; there was no more spirit in 
her. 

6 And she said to the king, It was a 
true report that I heard in mine own 
land of thy acts and of thy wisdom. 

7 Howbeit I believed not the words, 
until I came, and mine eyes had seen 07 ; 
and, behold, the half was not told me: 
thy wisdom and prosperity exceedeth 
the fame which I heard. 

8 Happy are thy men, happy are these 
thy servants, which stand continually be- 
fore thee, and that hear thy wisdom. 

9 Blessed be the Lorn thy God, which 
delighted in thee, to set thee on the 
throne of Israel: because the LorpD loved 
Israel for ever, therefore made he thee 
king, to do judgment and justice. 

10 And she gave the king a hundred 
and twenty talents of gold, and of spices 
very great store, and precious stones: 
there came no more such abundance of 
spices as these which the queen of Sheba 
gave to king Solomon. 

11 And the navy also of Hiram, that 
brought gold from Ophir, brought in 
from Ophir great plenty of almug trees, 
and precious stones. 

12 And the king made of the almug 
trees pillars for the house of the Lorp, 
and for the king’s house, harps also and 
psalteries for singers: there came no 
such almug trees, nor were seen unto 
this day. 

18 And king Solomon gave unto the 
queen of Sheba all her desire, whatsoever 
she asked, besides that which Solomon 
gave her of his royal bounty. So she 
turned and went to her own country, 
she and her servants. 

14 4 Now the weight of gold that came 
to Solomon in one year was six hundred 
threescore and six talents of gold, 

15 Besides that he.had of the merchant- 
men, and of the traffick of the spice mer- 
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Solomon desired to build in Jerusalem, 
and in Lebanon, and in all the land of 
his dominion. 

20 And all the people that were left of 
the Amorites, Hittites, Perizzites, Hi- 
vites, and Jebusites, which were not of 
the children of Israel, 

21 Their children that were left after 
them in the land, whom the children of 
Israel also were not able utterly to de- 
stroy, upon those did Solomon levy a 
tribute of bondservice unto this day. 

22 But of the children of Israel did 
Solomon make no bondmen: but they 
were men of war, and his servants, and 
his princes, and his captains, and rulers 
of his chariots, and his horsemen. 

23 These were the chief of the officers 
that were over Solomon’s work, five hun- 
dred and fifty, which bare rule over the 
people that wrought in the work. 

24 § But Pharaoh’s daughter came up 
out of the city of David unto her house 
which Solomon had built for her: then 
did he build Millo. 

25 Ἧ And three times in a year did 
Solomon offer burnt offerings and peace 
offerings upon the altar which he built 
unto the Lorp, and he burnt incense 
upon the altar that was before the Lorp. 
So he finished the house. 

26 "| And king Solomon made a navy 
of ships in Ezion-geber, which 7s beside 
Eloth, on the shore of the Red sea, in the 
land of Edom. 

27 And Hiram sent in the navy his serv- 
ants, shipmen that had knowledge of 
the sea, with the servants of Solomon. 

28 And they came to Ophir, and fetch- 
ed from thence gold, four hundred and 
_ twenty talents, and brought 02 to king 


Solomon. 
CHAPTER 10. 


1 The queen of Sheba admireth the wisdom of Solo- 
mon.

ND when the queen of Sheba heard 

of the fame of Solomon concerning 

the name of the Lorn, she came to prove 
_ him with hard questions. 

2 And she came to Jerusalem with a 
very great train, with camels that bare 
spices, and very much gold, and precious 
stones: and when she was come to Solo- 
mon, she communed with him of all 
that was in her heart. 


His idolatry. 
merchants received the linen yarn at a 


price. 

29 And a chariot came up and went out 
of Egypt for six hundred shekels of silver, 
and a horse for a hundred and fifty : and 
so for all the kings of the Hittites, and 
for the kings of Syria, did they bring | 
them out by their means. 


CHAPTER 11. 


1 Solomon’s wives and concubines. 4 In his old age 
they draw him to idolatry. 9 God threateneth him. 
14 Solomon’s adversaries were Hadad, who was en- 
tertained in Ei Ψί, 23 Rezon, who reigned in Da- 
mascus, 26 and Jeroboam, towhom Ahijah prophe- 
sied. 41 Solomon’s acts, reign, and death: 
boam succeedeth him. 

B= king Solomon loved many strange 

women, together with the daughter 
of Pharaoh, women of the Moabites, Am- 
monites, Edomites, Zidonians, and Hit- 
tites ; 

2 Of the nations concerning which the 
Lorp said unto the children of Israel, 
Ye shall not go in to them, neither shall 
they come in unto you: for surely they 
will turn away your heart after their 
gods: Solomon clave unto these in 
love. 

3 And he had seven hundred wives, 
princesses, and three hundred concu- 
bines: and his wives turned away his 
heart. 

4 For it came to pass, when Solomon 
was old, that his wives turned away his 
heart after other gods: and his heart was 
not perfect with the Lorp his God, as 
was the heart of David his father. 

5 For Solomon went after Ashtoreth the 
goddess of the Zidonians, and after Mil- 
com the abomination of the Ammonites. 

6 And Solomon did evil in the sight of 
the Lorp, and went not fully after the 
Lorp, as did David his father. 

7 Then did Solomon build a high place 
for Chemosh, the abomination of Moab, 
in the hill that 7s before Jerusalem, and ~ 
for Molech, the abomination of the chil- 
dren of Ammon. 

8 And likewise did he for all his strange 
wives, which burnt incense and sacrificed 
unto their gods. 

9 4 And the Lorp was angry with Solo- 
mon, because his heart was turned from 
the Lorp God of Israel, which had ap- 
peared unto him twice, 

10 And had commanded him concern- 
ing this thing, that he should not go 
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chants, and of all the kings of Arabia, 
and of the governors of the country. 

16 {| And king Solomon made two hun- 
dred targets of beaten gold: six hundred 
shekels of gold went to one target. 

17 And he made three hundred shields 
of beaten gold; three pounds of gold 
went to one shield: and the king put 
them in the house of the forest of Leba- 
non. 

18 § Moreover, the king made a great 
throne of ivory, and overlaid it with the 
best gold. 

19 The throne had six steps, and the 
top of the throne was round behind : and 
there were stays on either side on the 
place of the seat, and two lions stood 
beside the stays. 

20 And twelve lions stood there on the 
one side and on the other upon the six 
steps: there was not the like made in 
any kingdom. 

21 ף‎ And all king Solomon’s drinking 
vessels were of gold, and all the vessels 
of the house of the forest of Lebanon were 
of pure gold; none were of silver: it was 
nothing accounted of in the days of Solo- 
mon. 

22 For the king had at sea a navy of 
Tharshish with the navy of Hiram: once 
in three years came the navy of Thar- 
shish, bringing gold, and silver, ivory, 
and apes, and peacocks. 

23 So king Solomon exceeded all the 
kings of the earth for riches and for 
wisdom. 

24 % And all the earth sought to Solo- 
mon, to hear his wisdom, which God had 
put in his heart. 

25 And they brought every man his 
present, vessels of silver, and vessels of 
gold, and garments, and armour, and 
spices, horses, and mules, a rate year by 

ear. 

26 "| And Solomon gathered together 
chariots and horsemen: and he had a 
thousand and four hundred chariots, and 
twelve thousand horsemen, whom he be- 
stowed in the cities for chariots, and 
with the king at Jerusalem. 

27 And the king made silver to be in 
Jerusalem as stones, and cedars made he 
to be as the sycamore trees that are in 
the vale, for abundance. 

28 4 And Solomon had horses brought 
out of Egypt, and שר‎ yarn : the king’s

adversary, Rezon the son of Eliadah, 
which fled from his lord Hadadezer king 
of Zobah : | 

24 And he gathered men unto him, and 
became captain over a band, when David 
slew them of Zobah: and they went to 
Damascus, and dwelt therein, and reign- 
ed in Damascus. 

25, And he was an adversary to Israel 
all the days of Solomon, besides the 
mischief that Hadad dd: and he abhor- 
red Israel, and reigned over Syria. 

26 FY And Jeroboam the son of Nebat, 
an Ephrathite of Zereda, Solomon’s serv- 
ant, whose mother’s name was Zeruah, 
a widow woman, even he lifted up his 
hand against the king. 

27 And this was the cause that he lifted 
up Ais hand against the king: Solomon 
built Millo, and repaired the breaches of 
the city of David his father. 

28 And the man Jeroboam was a mighty 
man of valour: and Solomon seeing the 
young man that he was industrious, he 
made him ruler over all the charge of 
the house of Joseph. 

29 And it came to pass at that time 
when Jeroboam went out of Jerusalem, 
that the prophet Ahijah the Shilonite 
found him in the way; and he had clad 
himself with a new garment; and they 
two were alone in the field : 

30 And Ahijah caught the new garment 
that was on him, and rent it 7% twelve 
pieces : 

31 And he said to Jeroboam, Take thee 
ten pieces: for thus saith the Lorp, the 
God of Israel, Behold, I will rend the 
kingdom out of the hand of Solomon, 
and will give ten tribes to thee: 

32 (But he shall have one tribe for my 
servant David’s sake, and for Jerusalem’s 
sake, the city which I have chosen out 
of all the tribes of Israel :) 

33 Because that they have forsaken me, 
and have worshipped Ashtoreth the god- 
dess of the Zidonians, Chemosh the god 
of the Moabites, and Milcom the god of 
the children of Ammon, and have not 
walked in my ways, to do that which 
48 right in mine eyes, and to keep my 
statutes and my judgments, as did David 
his father. 

34 Howbeit I will not take the whole 
kingdom out of his hand: but I will 
make him prince ve ae days of his life 
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after other gods: but he kept not that 
which the Lorp commanded. 

11 Wherefore the Lorp said unto Solo- 
mon, Forasmuch as this is done of thee, 
and thou hast not kept my covenant and 
my statutes, which I have commanded 
thee, I will surely rend the kingdom from 
thee, and will give it to thy servant. 

12 Notwithstanding, in thy days I will 
not do it for David thy father’s sake: 
but I will rend it out of the land of thy 
son. 

13 Howbeit I will not rend away all the 
kingdom ; 200 will give one tribe to thy 
son for David my servant’s sake, and for 
Jerusalem’s sake which I have chosen. 

14 § And the Lorp stirred up an ad- 
versary unto Solomon, Hadad the Edom- 
ite: he was of the king’s seed in Edom. 

15 For it came to pass, when David was 
in Edom, and Joab the captain of the host 
was gone up to bury the slain, after he 
had smitten every male in Edom ; 

16 (For six months did Joab remain 
there with all Israel, until he had cut off 
every male in Edom :) : 

17 That Hadad fled, he and certain 
Edomites of his father’s servants with 
him, to go into Egypt; Hadad being yet 
> ₪ little child. 

18 And they arose out of Midian, and 
came to Paran: and they took men with 
them out of Paran, and they came to 
Egypt, unto Pharaoh king of Egypt; 
which gave him a house, and appointed 
him victuals, and gave him land. 

19 And Hadad found great favour in 
the sight of Pharaoh, so that he gave 
him to wife the sister of his own wife, 
the sister of Tahpenes the queen. 

20 And the sister of Tahpenes bare him 
Genubath his son, whom Tahpenes wean- 
ed in Pharaoh’s house: and Genubath 
was in Pharaoh’s household among the 
sons of Pharaoh. 

21 And when Hadad heard in Egypt 
that David slept with his fathers, and that 
Joab the captain of the host was dead, 
Hadad said to Pharaoh, Let me depart, 
that I may g° to mine own country. 

22 Then Pharaoh said unto him, But 
what hast thou lacked with me, that, be- 
hold, thou seekest to go to thine own 
country? And he answered, Nothing: 
howbeit let me go in any wise. 

28 Ἵ And God stirred him up another

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for David my servant’s sake, whom 1 | 8 That they sent and called him. And 


Jeroboam and all the congregation of 
Israel came, and spake unto Rehoboam, 
saying, 

4 Thy father made our yoke grievous: 
now therefore make thou the grievous 
service of thy father, and his heavy yoke 
which he put upon us, lighter, and we 
will serve thee. 

5 And he said unto them, Depart yet 
for three days, then come again to me. 
And the people departed. 

6 4 And king Rehoboam consulted with 
the old men, that stood before Solo- 
mon his father while he yet lived, and 
said, How do ye advise that I may 
answer this people ? 

7 And they spake unto him, saying, If 
thou wilt be a servant unto this people 
this day, and wilt serve them, and answer 
them, and speak good words to them, 
then they will be thy servants for ever. 

8 But he forsook the counsel of the old 
men, which they had given him, and 
consulted with the young men that were 
grown up with him, and which stood 
before him: 

9 And he said unto them, What counsel 
give ye that we may answer this people, 
who have spoken to me, saying, Make 
the yoke which thy father did put upon 
us lighter ? 

10 And the young men that were grown 
up with him spake unto him, saying, 
Thus shalt thou speak unto this people 
that spake unto thee, saying, Thy father 
made our yoke heavy, but make thou 7¢ 
lighter unto us; thus shalt thou say unto 
them, My little jinger shall be thicker 
than my father’s loins. 

11 And now whereas my father did lade 
you with a heavy yoke, I will add to 
your yoke: my father hath chastised you 
with whips, but I will chastise you with 
scorpions. 

12 J So Jeroboam and all the people 
came to Rehoboam the third day, as the 
king had appointed, saying, Come to me 
again the third day. 

13 And the king answered the people 
roughly, and forsook the old men’s coun- 
sel that they gave him ; 

14 And spake to them after the counsel 
of the young men, saying, My father 
made your yoke heavy, and I will add to 
your yoke: my father 0080 chastised you 


chose, because he kept my command- 
ments and my statutes: 

35 But I will take the kingdom out of 
his son’s hand, and will give it unto 
thee, even ten tribes. 

36 And unto his son will I give one 
tribe, that David my servant may have 
a light alway before me in Jerusalem, 
the city which I have chosen me to put 
my name there. 

37 And I will take thee, and thou shalt 
reign according to all that thy soul de- 
sireth, and shalt be king over Israel. 

88 And it shall be, if thou wilt hearken 
unto all that I command thee, and wilt 
walk in my ways, and do that 08 right in 
my sight, to keep my statutes and my 
commandments, as David my servant 
did ; that I will be with thee, and build 
thee a sure house, as I built for David, 
and will give Israel unto thee. 

39 And I will for this afflict the seed 
of David, but not for ever. 

40 Solomon. sought therefore to kill 
Jeroboam. And Jeroboam arose, and fled 
into Egypt, unto Shishak king of Egypt, 
and was in Egypt until the death of 
Solomon. 

41 Y And the rest of the acts of Solo- 
mon, and all that he did, and his wisdom, 
are they not written in the book of the 
acts of Solomon ? 

42 And the time that Solomon reigned 
in Jerusalem over all Israel was forty 

ears. 

49 And Solomon slept with his fathers, 
and was buried in the city of David his 
father: and Rehoboam his son reigned 
in his stead. 


CHAPTER 12. 


1 The Israelites, assembled at Shechem to crown 
Rehoboam, oy Jeroboam make a suit of relaxation 
unto him. Fehoboam, refusing the old men’s 

counsel, by the advice of young men, answereth 
themroughly. 16 Ten tribes revolting, kill Adoram, 
and make Rehoboam to 766. 21 Rehoboam, raising 
an army, is forbidden by Shemaiah. 25 Jeroboam 
strengtheneth himself by cities, 26 and by the idola- 
try of the two calves. 


ND Rehoboam went to Shechem: 
for all Israel were come to She- 
chem to make him king. 

2 And it came to pass, when Jeroboam 
the son of Nebat, who was yet in Egypt, 
heard of 2 (for he was fled from the 
presence of king Solomon, and Jeroboam 
dwelt in Egypt,)

mount Ephraim, and dwelt therein; and 
went out from thence, and built Penuel. 

26 And Jeroboam said in his heart, 
Now shall the kingdom return to the 
house of David: 

27 If this people go up to do sacrifice in 
the house of the LorD at Jerusalem, then 
shall the heart of this people turn again 
unto their lord, even unto Rehoboam king 
of Judah, and they shall kill me, and go 
again to Rehoboam king of Judah. 

28 Whereupon the king took counsel, 
and made two calves of gold, and said 
unto them, It is too much for you to 
go up to Jerusalem: behold thy gods, O 
Israel, which brought thee up out of 
the land of Egypt. 

29 And he set the one in Beth-el, and 
the other put he in Dan. 

30 And this thing became a sin: for 
the people went to worship before the 
one, even unto Dan. 

81 And he made a house of high places, 
and made priests of the lowest of the peo- 
ple, which were not of the sons of Levi. 

32 And Jeroboam ordained a feast in 
the eighth month, on the fifteenth day of 
the month, like unto the feast that zs in 
Judah, and he offered upon the altar. 
So did he in Beth-el, sacrificing unto the 
calves that he had made: and he placed 
in Beth-el the priests of the high places 
which he had made. 

98 So he offered upon the altar which 
he had made in Beth-el the fifteenth day 
of the eighth month, even in the month 
which he had devised of his own heart ; 
and ordained a feast unto the children 
of Israel: and he offered upon the altar, 
and burnt incense. 


CHAPTER 18. 


1 Jeroboam’s hand, that offered violence to him that 
prophesied against his aliar at Beth-el, withereth, 
6 and at the prayer of the prophet is restored. 1 
The prophet, refusing the king’s entertainment, 
departeth from Beth-el. 11 An old prophet, seduc- 
ing him, bringeth him back. 20 He is reproved 
by God, 23 slain by a lion, 26 buried by the old 
prophet, 31 who conjirmeth his prophecy. 33 Jero- 
boam’s obstinacy. 


ND, behold, there came a man of 

God out of Judah by the word of 

the Lorp unto Beth-el: and Jeroboam 
stood by the altar to burn incense. 

2 And he cried against the altar in the 
word of the LorD, and said, O altar, altar, 
thus saith the Lorn ; Behold, a child shall 
be born unto the house of David, Josiah 
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with whips, but I will chastise you with 
scorpions. 

15 Wherefore the king hearkened not 
unto the people; for the cause was from 
the Lorp, that he might perform his 
saying, which the LorpD spake by Ahi- 
jah the Shilonite unto Jeroboam the son 
of Nebat. 

16 § So when all Israel saw that the 
king hearkened not unto them, the peo- 
ple answered the king, saying, What 
portion have we in David? neither have 
we inheritance in the son of Jesse: to 
your tents, O Israel: now see to thine 
own house, David. So Israel departed 
unto their tents. 

17 But as for the children of Israel 
which dwelt in the cities of Judah, 
Rehoboam reigned over them. 

18 Then king Rehoboam sent Adoram, 
who was over the tribute; and all Israel 
stoned him with stones, that he died. 
Therefore king Rehoboam made speed 
to get him up to his chariot, to flee to 
Jerusalem. 

19 So Israel rebelled against the house 
of David unto this day. 

20 And it came to pass, when all Israel 
heard that Jeroboam was come again, 
that they sent and called him unto the 
congregation, and made him king over 
all Israel: there was none that followed 
the house of David, but the tribe of 
Judah only. 

21 "| And when Rehoboam was come 
to Jerusalem, he assembled all the house 
of Judah, with the tribe of Benjamin, a 
hundred and fourscore thousand chosen 
men, which were warriors, to fight 
against the house of Israel, to bring 
the kingdom again to Rehoboam the 
son of Solomon. 

22 But the word of God came unto 
Shemaiah the man of God, saying, 

23 Speak unto Rehoboam, the son of 
Solomon, king of Judah, and unto all 
the house of Judah and Benjamin, and 
to the remnant of the people, saying, 

24 Thus saith the Lorp, Ye shall not 
go up, nor fight against your brethren 
the children of Israel: return every man 
to his house; for this thing is from me. 
They hearkened therefore to the word 
of the Lorp, and returned to depart, 
according to the word of the Lorp. 

25 "| Then Jeroboam built Shechem in

14 And went after the man of God, and 

found him sitting under an oak: and he 

said unto him, A7rt thou the man of God 

ae camest from Judah? And he said, 
am. 

15 Then he said unto him, Come home 
with me, and eat bread. 

16 And he said, I may not return with 
thee, nor go in with thee: neither will I 
eat bread nor drink water with thee in 
this place: 

17 For it was said to me by the word 
of the Lorn, Thou shalt eat no bread nor 
drink water there, nor turn again to go 
by the way that thou camest. 

18 He said unto him, I am a prophet 
also as thou art; and an angel spake 
unto me by the word of the Lorp, say- 
ing, Bring him back with thee into thine 
house, that he may eat bread and drink 
water. Sut he lied unto him. 

19 So he went back with him, and did 
eat bread in his house, and drank water. 

20 §| And it came to pass, as they sat at 
the table, that the word of the Lorp came 
unto the prophet that brought him back: 

21 And he cried unto the man of God 
that came from Judah, saying, Thus saith 
the Lorp, Forasmuch as thou hast diso- 
beyed the mouth of the Lorp, and hast 
not kept the commandment which the 
Lorp thy God commanded thee, 

22 But camest back, and hast eaten 
bread and drunk water in the place, of 
the which the Lorp did say to thee, 
Eat no bread, and drink no water; thy 
carcass shall not come unto the sepul- 
chre of thy fathers. 

23 1 And it came to pass, after he had 
eaten bread, and after he had drunk, that 
he saddled for him the ass, to wit, for the 
prophet whom he had brought back. 

24 And when he was gone, a lion met 
him by the way, and slew him: and his 
carcass was cast in the way, and the ass 
stood by it, the lion also stood by the 
carcass. 

25 And, behold, men passed by, and 
saw the carcass cast in the way, and the 
lion standing by the carcass: and they 
came and told ἐΐ in the city where the 
old prophet dwelt. 

26 And when the prophet that brought 
him back from the way heard thereof, he 
said, It 7s the man of God, who -was dis- 
obedient unto the word of the LorD: | 
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by name; and upon thee shall he offer 
the priests of the high places that burn 
incense upon thee, and men’s bones shall 
be burnt upon thee. 

3 And he gave a sign the same day, 
saying, This zs the sign which the Lorp 
hath spoken; Behold, the altar shall be 
rent, and the ashes that ae upon it shall 
be poured out. 

4 And it came to pass, when king Jero- 
boam heard the saying of the man of 
God, which had cried against the altar in 
Beth-el, that he put forth his hand from 
the altar, saying, Lay hold on him. And 
his hand, which he put forth against 
him, dried up, so that he could not pull 
it in again to him. 

5 The altar also was rent, and the ashes 
poured out from the altar, according to 
the sign which the man of God had given 
by the word of the Lorp. 

6 And the king answered and said unto 
the man of God, Entreat now the face of 
the Lorp thy God, and pray for me, that 
my hand may be restored me again. And 
the man 01 God besought the Lorp, and 
the king’s hand was restored him again, 
and became as 7t was before. 

7 And the king said unto the man of 
God, Come home with me, and refresh 
thyself, and I will give thee a reward. 

8 And the man of God said unto the 
king, If thou wilt give me half thine 
house, I will not go in with thee, neither 
will I eat bread nor drink water in this 
place: 

9 For so was it charged me by the word 
of the Lorp, saying, Eat no bread, nor 
drink water, nor turn again by the same 
way that thou camest. 

10 So he went another way, and re- 
turned not by the way that he came to 
Beth-el. 

11 § Now there dwelt an old prophet 
in Beth-el; and his sons came and told 
him all the works that the man of God 
‘had done that day in Beth-el: the words 
which he had spoken unto the king, them 
they told also to their father. 

12 And their father said unto them, 
What way went he? For his sons had 
seen what way the man of God went, 
which came from Judah. 

18 And he said unto his sons, Saddle 
me the ass. So they saddled him the 
ass; and he rode a

to him: he shall tell thee what shall 
become of the child. 

4 And Jeroboam’s wife did so, and arose, 
and went to Shiloh, and cameto the house 
of Ahijah. But Ahijah could not see ; for 
his eyes were set by reason of his age. 

5 § And the Lorp said unto Ahijah, 
Behold, the wife of Jeroboam cometh to 
ask a thing of thee for her son ; for he 78 
sick : thus and thus shalt thou say unto 
her: for it shall be, when she cometh in, 
that she shall feign herself 20 06 another 
woman. 

6 And it was so, when Ahijah heard the 
sound of her feet, as she came in at the 
door, that he said, Come in, thou wife of 
Jeroboam ; why feignest thou thyself to 
be another? for I am sent to thee with 
heavy 8. 

7 Go, tell Jeroboam, Thus saith the Lorp 
God of Israel, Forasmuch as I exalted 
thee from among the people, and made 
thee prince over my people Israel, 

8 And rent the kingdom away from the 
house of David, and gave it thee: and yet 
thou hast not been as my servant David, 
who kept my commandments, and who 
followed me with all his heart, to do that 
only which was right in mine eyes; 

9 But hast done evil above all that were 
before thee : for thou hast gone and made 
thee other gods, and molten images, to 
provoke me to anger, and hast cast me 
behind thy back: 

10 Therefore, behold, I will bring evil 
upon the house of Jeroboam, and will cut 
off from Jeroboam him that pisseth 
against the wall, and him that is shut up 
and left in Israel, and will take away the 
remnant of the house of Jeroboam, as a 
man taketh away dung, till it beall gone. 

11 Him that dieth of Jeroboam in the 
city shall the dogs eat ; and him that dieth 
in the field shall the fowls of the air eat: 
for the LorD hath spoken 27. 

12 Arise thou therefore, get thee to thine 
own house: and when thy feet enter into 
the city, the child shall die. 

13 And all Israel shall mourn for him, 
and bury him: for he only of Jeroboam 
shall come to the grave, because in him 
there is found some good thing toward 
the Lorp God of Israel in the house of 
Jeroboam. 

14 Moreover the Lorp shall raise him 
up a king over eral who shall cut off

prophet slain. 
therefore the Lorp hath delivered him 
unto the lion, which hath torn him, and 
slain him, according to the word of the 
Lorp, which he spake unto him. 

27 And he spake to his sons, saying, 
a me the ass.

29 And the prophet took up the carcass 
of the man of God, and laid it upon the 
ass, and brought it back: and the old 
prophet came to the city, to mourn and 
to bury him. 

30 And he laid his carcass in his own 
grave; and they mourned over him, 
saying, Alas, my brother! 

31 And it came to pass, after he had 
buried him, that he spake to his sons, 
saying, When I am dead, then bury me 


in the sepulchre wherein the man of 


God 7s buried ; lay my bones beside his 
bones : 

32 For the saying which he cried by the 
word of the LorpD against the altar in 
Beth-el, and against all the houses of the 
high places which are in the cities of 
Samaria, shall surely come to pass. 

88 Ἵ After this thing Jeroboam returned 
not from his evil way, but made again 
of the lowest of the people priests of the 
high places: whosoever would, he conse- 
crated him, and he became one of the 
priests of the high places. 

34 And this thing became sin unto the 
house of Jeroboam, even to cut 22 off, and 
to destroy 2/ from off the face of the earth.

1 Adjjah being sick, Jeroboam sendeth his wife dis- 
guised with presents to the prophet Ahijah at Shi- 
toh. 5 Ahijah, forewarned by God, denounceth 
God’s judgment.

N that time Abijah the son of Jero- 
boam fell sick. 
2 And Jeroboam said to his wife, Arise, 


I pray thee, and disguise thyself, that 
thou be not known to be the wife of Jero- 


_boam ; and get thee to Shiloh: behold, 


there zs Ahijah the prophet, which told 
me that .7 should be king over this people. 

3 And take with thee ten loaves, and 
cracknels, and a cruse of honey, and go 


d 
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Abijam’s wicked reign. 
all: and he took away all the shields of 
gold which Solomon had made. 

27 And king Rehoboam made in their 
stead brazen shields, and committed them ~ 
unto the hands of the chief of the guard, 
which kept the door of the king’s house. 

28 And it was so, when the king went 
into the house of the Lorp, that the 
guard bare them, and brought them 
back into the guardchamber. 

29 §| Now the rest of the acts of Reho- 
boam, and all that he did, wre they not 
written in the book of the Chronicles of 
the kings of Judah ?

Nae in the eighteenth year of king 
Jeroboam the son of Nebat reigned 
Abijam over Judah. 

2 Three years reigned he in Jerusalem. 
And his mother’s name was Maachah, 
the daughter of Abishalom. 

3 And he walked in all the sins of his 
father, which he had done before him: 
and his heart was not perfect with the 
Lorp his God, as the heart of David 
his father. 

4 Nevertheless for David’s sake did the 
Lorp his God give him a lamp in Jeru- 
salem, to set up his son after him, and 
to establish Jerusalem : 

5 Because David did that which was 
right in the eyes of the 1,020, and turned 
not aside from any thing that he com- 
manded him all the days of his life, save 
only in the matter of Uriah the Hittite. 

6 And there was war between Rehoboam 
and Jeroboam all the days of his life. 

7 Now the rest of the acts of Abijam, 
and all that he did, are they not written 
in the book of the Chronicles of the 
kings of Judah? And there was war 
between Abijam and Jeroboam. 

8 And Abijam slept with his fathers; 
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the house of Jeroboam that day: but 
what ? even now. 

15 For the Lorp shall smite Israel, as 
a reed is shaken in the water, and he 
shall root up Israel out of this good land, 
which he gave to their fathers, and shall 
scatter them beyond the river, because 
they have made their groves, provoking 
the LorpD to anger. 

16 And he shall give Israel up because 
of the sins of Jeroboam, who did sin, 
and who made Israel to sin. 

17 § And Jeroboam’s wife arose, and 
departed, and came to Tirzah: and when 
she came to the threshold of the door, 
the child died ; 

18 And they buried him; and all Israel 
mourned for him, according to the word 
of the LorD, which he spake by the hand 
of his servant Ahijah the prophet. 

19 And the rest of the acts of Jeroboam, 
how he warred, and how he reigned, 
behold, they are written in the book of 
the Chronicles of the kings of Israel. 

20 And the days which Jeroboam reigned 
were two and twenty years: and he slept 
with his fathers, and Nadab his son 
reigned in his stead. 

21 %ף‎ And Rehoboam the son of Solo- 
mon reigned in Judah. Rehoboam was 
forty and one years old when he began 
to reign, and he reigned seventeen years 
in Jerusalem, the city which the Lorp 
did choose out of all the tribes of Israel, 
to put his name there. And his mother’s 
name was Naamah an Ammonitess. 

22 And Judah did evil in the sight of 
the Lorp, and they provoked him to 
jealousy with their sins which they had 
committed, above all that their fathers 
had done. 

28 For they also built them high places, 
and images, and groves, on every high 
hill, and under every green tree. 

24 And there were also sodomites in 
the land: and they did according to all 
the abominations of the nations which 
the Lorp cast out before the children 
of Israel. 

25 "| And it came to pass in the fifth 
year of king Rehoboam, that Shishak 
king of Egypt came up against Jeru- 
salem : 

26 And he took away the treasures of 
the house of the Lorp, and the treasures 
of the king’s house 0 even took away 
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22 Then king Asa made a proclamation 
throughout all Judah ; none was exempt- 
ed: and they took away the stones of 
Ramah, and the timber thereof, where- 
with Baasha had builded ; and king Asa 
built with them Geba of Benjamin, and 
Mizpah. 

23 The rest of all the acts of Asa, and 
all his might, and all that he did, and the 
cities which he built, ave they not written 
in the book of the Chronicles of the kings 
of Judah? Nevertheless in the time of 
his old age he was diseased in his feet. 

24 And Asa slept with his fathers, and 

was buried with his fathers in the city 
of David his father: and Jehoshaphat 
his son reigned in his stead. 
Ὁ Y And Nadab the son of Jeroboam 
began to reign over Israel in the second 
year of Asa king of Judah, and reigned 
over Israel two years. 

26 And he did evil in the sight of the 
Lorp, and walked in the way of his 
father, and in his sin wherewith he 
made Israel to sin. 

27 4 And Baasha the son of Ahijah, of 
the house of Issachar, conspired against 
him; and Baasha smote him at Gibbe- 
thon, which belonged to the Philistines ; 
for Nadab and all Israel laid siege to 
Gibbethon. 

28 Even in the third year of Asa king 
of Judah did Baasha slay him, and 
reigned in his stead. 

29 And it came to pass, when he reign- 
ed, that he smote all the house of Jero- 
boam ; he left not to Jeroboam any that 
breathed, until he had destroyed him, 
according unto the saying of the Lorp, 
which he spake by his servant Ahijah 
the Shilonite : 

30 Because of the sins of Jeroboam 
which he sinned, and which he made 
Israel sin, by his provocation wherewith 
he provoked the Lorp God of Israel to 
anger. 

31 Y Now the rest of the acts of Nadab, 
and all that he did, ave they not written 
in the book of the Chronicles of the 
kings of Israel ? 

32 And there was war between Asa and 
Baasha king of Israel all their days. 

33 In the third year of Asa king of 
Judah began Baasha the son of Ahijah 
to reign over all Israel in Tirzah, twenty 
and four years. -

14 But the high places were not re- 
moved: nevertheless Asa’s heart was 
perfect with the Lorp all his days. 

15 And he brought in the things which 
his father had dedicated, and the things 
which himself had dedicated, into the 
house of the LorD, silver, and gold, and 
vessels. 

16 § And there was war between Asa 
and Baasha king of Israel all their days. 

17 And Baasha king of Israel went up 
against Judah, and built Ramah, that he 
might not suffer any to go out or come 
in to Asa king of Judah. 

18 Then Asa took all the silver and the 
gold that were left in the treasures of the 
house of the Lorp, and the treasures of 
the king’s house, and delivered them into 
the hand of his servants: and king Asa 
sent them to Ben-hadad, the son of Tabri-

19 There is a league between me and 
thee, and between my father and thy 
father: behold, I have sent unto thee a 
present of silver and gold; come and 
break thy league with Baasha king of 
Israel, that he may depart from me. 

20 So Ben-hadad hearkened unto king 
Asa, and sent the captains of the hosts 
which he had against the cities of Israel, 
and smote Ijon, and Dan, and Abel-beth- 
maachah, and all Cinneroth, with all the 
land of Naphtali. 

21 And it came to pass, when Baasha 
heard thereof, that he left off building of 
Ramah, and dwelt in Tirzah.

11 Y And it came to pass, when he 
began to reign, as soon as he sat on his 
throne, that he slew all the house of 
Baasha: he left him not one that pisseth 
against a wall, neither of his kinsfolks, 
nor of his friends.

And the people 
were encamped against Gibbethon, which 
belonged to the Philistines. 

16 And the people that were encamped 
heard say, Zimri hath conspired, and 
hath also slain the king: wherefore all 
Israel made Omri, the captain of the 
host, king over Israel that day in the 
camp. 

17 And Omri went up from Gibbethon, 
and all Israel with him, and they 
besieged Tirzah. 

18 And it came to pass, when Zimri saw 
that the city was taken, that he went 
into the palace of the king’s house, and 
burnt the king’s house over him with 
fire, and died, 

19 For his sins which he sinned in 
doing evil in the sight of the Lorp, in 
walking in the way of Jeroboam, and 
in his sin which he did, to make Israel 
to sin. 

20 Now the rest of the acts of Zimri, 
and his treason that he wrought, are 
they not written in the book of the 
Chronicles of the kings of Israel ? 

21 § Then were the people of Israel 
divided into two parts: half of the peo- 
ple followed Tibni the son of Ginath, to 
make him king ; and half followed Omri. 

22 But the people that followed Omri 
prevailed against the people that followed 
Tibni the son of Ginath: so Tibni died, 
and Omri reigned.

2 Forasmuch as I exalted thee out of 
the dust, and made thee prince over my 
people Israel; and thou hast walked in 
the way of Jeroboam, and hast made my 
people Israel to sin, to provoke me to 
anger with their sins; 

3 Behold, I will take away the posterity 
of Baasha, and the posterity of his house ;

of Jeroboam the son of Nebat. 

4 Him that dieth of Baasha in the city 
shall the dogs eat; and him that dieth of his 
in the fields shall the fowls of the air eat. 

5 Now the rest of the acts of Baasha, 
and what he did, and his might, are they 
not written in the book of the Chronicles 
of the kings of Israei ? 

6 So Baasha slept with his fathers, and 
was buried in Tirzah: and Elah his son 
reigned in his stead. 

7 And also by the hand of the prophet 
Jehu the son of Hanani came the word 
of the LorD against Baasha, and against 
his house, even for all the evil that he 
did in the sight of the Lorp, in provok- 
ing him to anger with the work of his 
hands, in being like the house of Jerobo- 
am; and because he killed him. 

8 "| In the twenty and sixth year of 
Asa king of Judah began Elah the son 
of Baasha to reign over Israel in Tirzah, 
two years. 

9 And his servant Zimri, captain of half 
his chariots, conspired against him, as he 
was in Tirzab, drinking himself drunk in 
the house of Arza steward of his house 
in Tirzah.

10 And he said, I have been very jealous 
for the Lorp God of hosts: for the chil- 
dren of Israel have forsaken thy cove- 
nant, thrown down thine altars, and slain 
thy prophets with the sword; and I, 
even 1 only, am left; and they seek my 
life, to take it away. 

11 And he said, Go forth, and stand 
upon the mount before the Lorp. And, 
behold, the Lorp passed by, and a great 
and strong wind rent the mountains, and 
brake in pieces the rocks before the Lorn; 
but the LorD was not in the wind: and 
after the wind an earthquake; 20 the 
Lorp was not in the earthquake: 

12 And after the earthquake a fire; but 
the LorpD was not in the fire: and afte 
the fire a still small voice. 

13 And it was so, when Elijah heard τέ, 
that he wrapped his face in his mantle, 
and went out, and stood in the entering 
in of the cave. And, behold, there came 
a voice unto him, and said, What doest 
thou here, Elijah ? 

14 And he said, I have been very jeal- 
ous for the Lornp God of hosts: because 
the children of Israel have forsaken thy 
covenant, thrown down thine altars, and 
slain thy prophets with the sword; and 
I, even I only, am left; and they seek 
my life, to take it away. 

15 And the Lorp said unto him, Go, 
return on thy way to the wilderness of 
Damascus: and when thou comest, anoint 
Hazael to be king over Syria: 

16 And Jehu the son of Nimshi shalt 
thou anoint to be king over Israel: and 
Elisha the son of Shaphat of Abel-meho- 
lah shalt thou anoint to be prophet in thy 
room. 
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Elijah obtaineth rain.

41 4 And Elijah said unto Ahab, Get 
thee up, eat and drink; for there 18 a 
sound of abundance of rain. 

42 So Ahab went up to eat and to drink. 
And Elijah went up to the top of Car- 
mel; and he cast himself down upon the 
earth, and put his face between his knees, 

43 And said to his servant, Go up now, 
look toward the sea. And he went up, 
and looked, and said, There 7s nothing. 
And he said, Go again seven times. 

44 And it came to pass at the seventh 
time, that he said, Behold, there ariseth 
a little cloud out of the sea, like a man’s 
hand. And he said, Go up, say unto 
Ahab, Prepare thy chariot, and get thee 
down, that the rain stop thee not. 

45 And it came to pass in the mean 
while, that the heaven was black with 
clouds and wind, and there was a great 
rain. And Ahab rode, and went to Jez- 
reel. 

46 And the hand of the LorD was on 
Elijah ; and he girded up his loins, and 
ran before Ahab to the entrance of Jez- 
reel. 


CHAPTER 19. 


1 Elijah, threatened by Jezebel, fieeth to Beer-sheba. 
4 In the wilderness, being weary of his life, he is 
comforted by an angel. 9 At Horeb God appeareth 


unto him, sending him to anoint Hazael, Jehu, and 
Elisha. 19 Elisha, taking leave of his friends, fol- 
loweth Hlijan. 


ND Ahab told Jezebel all that Elijah 
had done, and withal how he had 
slain all the prophets with the sword. 

2 Then Jezebel sent a messenger unto 
Elijah, saying, So let the gods do to me, 
and more also, if I make not thy life as 
the life of one of them by to morrow 
about this time. 

3 And when he saw that, he arose, and 
went for his life, and came to Beer-sheha, 
which delongeth to Judah, and left his 
servant there. 

4 But he himself went a day’s jour- 
ney into the wilderness, and came and 
sat down under a juniper tree: and he 
requested for himself that he might die ; 
and said, It is enough; now, O Lorp, 
take away my life; for I am not better 
than my fathers. 

5 And as he lay and slept under a ju- 
niper tree, behold, then an angel touched 
him, and said unto ag Arise and eat. 
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His message ‘to Ahab.

7 Then the king of Israel called all the 
elders of the land, and said, Mark, I pray 
you, and see how this man seeketh mis- | 
chief : for he sent unto me for my wives, 
and for my children, and for my silver, 
and for my gold; and I denied him not.

11 And the king of Israel answered and 
said, Tell hem, Let not him that girdeth 
on his harness boast himself as he that 
putteth it off. 

12 And it came to pass, when Ben-hadad 
heard this message, as he was drinking, 
he and the kings in the pavilions, that 
he said unto his servants, Set yourselves 
in array. And they set themselves in 
array against the city. 

13 4 And, behold, there came a prophet 
unto Ahab king of Israel, saying, Thus 
saith the Lorp, Hast thou seen all this 
great multitude? behold, I will deliver 
it into thine hand this day; and thou 
shalt know that I am the Lorp. 

14 And Ahab said, By whom? And he 
said, Thus saith the Lorp, Hven by the 
young men 01 the princes of the proy- 
incés. Then he said, Who shall order 
the battle? And he answered, Thou. 

15 Then he numbered the young men 
of the princes of the provinces, and they 
were two hundred and thirty two: and 
after them he numbered all the people, 
even all the children of Israel, be¢ng seven 
thousand. ; 

16 And they went out at noon. But 
Ben-hadad was drinking himself drunk 
in the pavilions, he and the kings, the 
thirty and two kings that helped him. 

17 And the young men of the princes of 
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Ben-hadad’s invasion. 
17 And it shall come to pass, that him 
that escapeth the sword of Hazael shall 


Jehu slay: and him that escapeth from 


the sword of Jehu shall Elisha slay. 

18 Yet I have left me seven thousand 
in Israel, all the knees which have not 
bowed unto Baal, and every mouth which 
hath not kissed him. 

19 {| So he departed thence, and: found 
Elisha the son of Shaphat, who was 
ploughing with twelve yoke of oxen 


before him, and he with the twelfth: and 


Elijah passed by him, and cast his mantle 
upon him. 
20 And he left the oxen, and ran after 
Elijah, and said, Let me, I pray thee, kiss 
my father and my mother, and then I will 
follow thee. And he said unto him, Go 
back again : for what have I done to thee ? 
21 And he returned back from him, and 


took a yoke of oxen, and slew them, and 


boiled their flesh with the instruments of 
the oxen, and gave unto the people, and 
they did eat. Then he arose, and went 
after Elijah, and ministered unto him. 


CHAPTER 20. 


1 Ben-hadad, not content with Ahab’s homage, be- 
siegeth Samaria. 13 By the direction of a prophet, 
the Syrians are slain. 22 As the prophet fore- 
warned Ahab, the Syrians, trusting in the valleys, 
come against him in Aphek. 28 By the word of 
the prophet, and God’s judgment, the Syrians are 
smitien again. 31 The Syrians submiiting them- 
selves, Ahab sendeth Ben-hadad away with a cov- 
enant. 35 The prophet, under the parable of a 
prisoner, making Ahab to judge himself, denounc- 
eth Gods judgment against him. 


ND Ben-hadad the king of Syria 
gathered all his host together: and 
there were thirty and twokings with him, 
and horses, and chariots: and he went 
up and besieged Samaria, and warred 
against it. 
2 And he sent messengers to Ahab king 


of Israel into the city, and said unto him, 


Thus saith Ben-hadad, 

8 Thy silver and thy gold 7s mine; thy 
wives also and thy children, even the 
goodliest, ave mine. 

4 And the king of Israel answered and 
said, My lord, O king, according to thy 
saying, I am thine, and all that I have. 

5 And the messengers came again, and 
said, Thus speaketh Ben-hadad, saying,

Thou shalt deliver me thy silver, and thy 
gold, and thy wives, and thy children ; 

6 Yet I will send my servants unto thee 
to morrow about this time, and they shall

the other seven days. And 80 it was, 
that in the seventh day the battle was 
joined: and the children of Israel slew 
of the Syrians a hundred thousand foot- 
men in one day. 

30 But the rest fled to Aphek, into the 
city ; and there a wall fell upon twenty 
and seven thousand of the men that were 
left. And Ben-hadad fled, and came into 
the city, into an inner chamber. 

31 Ἵ And his servants said unto him, 
Behold now, we have heard that the kings 
of the house of Israel ave merciful kings: 
let us, I pray thee, put sackcloth on our 
loins, and ropes upon our heads, and go 
out to the king of Israel: peradventure 
he will save thy life. 

32 So they girded sackcloth on their 
loins, and put ropes on their heads, and 
came to the king of Israel, and said, Thy 
servant Ben-hadad saith, I pray thee, let 
me live. And he said, Js he yet alive? 
he zs my brother. 

33 Now the men did diligently observe 
whether any thing would come from him, 
and did hastily catch 01: and they said, 
Thy brother Ben-hadad. ‘Then he said, 
Go ye, bring him. Then Ben-hadad came 
forth to him; and he caused him to come 
up into the chariot. 

34 And Ben-hadad said unto him, The 
cities, which my father took from thy fa- 
ther, I will restore; and thou shalt make 
streets for thee in Damascus, as my fa- 
ther made in Samaria. Then said Ahab, 
I will send thee away with this covenant. 
So he made a covenant with him, and 
sent him away. 

35 § And a certain man of the sons of 
the prophets said unto his neighbour in 
the word of the Lorp, Smite me, I pray 
thee. And the man refused to smite him. 

36 Then said he unto him, Because thou 
hast not obeyed the voice of the Lorn, 
behold, as soon as thou art departed from 
me, a lion shall slay thee. And as soon 
as he was departed from him, a lion 
found him, and slew him. 

37 Then he found another man, and 
said, Smite me, I pray thee. And the 
man smote him, so that in smiting he 
wounded him. 

38 So the prophet departed, and waited 
for the king by the way, and disguised 
himself with ashes upon his face. 

39 And as the king passed by, he cried 
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By a prophet’s direction 


the provinces went out first ; and Ben-ha- 
dad sent out, and they told him, saying, 
There are men come out of Samaria. 

18 And he said, Whether they be come 
out for peace, take them alive; or whether 
they be come out for war, take them alive. 

19 So these young men of the princes 
of the provinces came out of the city, 
and the army which followed them. 

20 And they slew every one his man: 
and the Syrians fled ; and Israel pursued 
them: and Ben-hadad the king of Syria 
escaped on a horse with the horsemen. 


And the king of Israel went out, and‏ 21 טר 


smote the horses and chariots, and slew 
the Syrians with a great slaughter. 

22 § And the prophet came to the 
king of Israel, and said unto him, Go, 
strengthen thyself, and mark, and see 
what thou doest: for at the return of the 
year the king of Syria will come up 
against thee. 

23 And the servants of the king of Syria 
said unto him, Their gods are gods of 
the hills; therefore they were stronger 
than we; but let us fight against them in 
the plain, and surely we shall be stronger 
than they. 

24 And do this thing, Take the kings 
away, every man out of his place, and 
put captains in their rooms: 

25 And number thee an army, like the 
army that thou hast lost, horse for horse, 
and chariot for chariot : and we will fight 
against them in the plain, and surely we 
shall be stronger than they. And he 
hearkened unto their voice, and did so. 

26 And it came to pass at the return 
of the year, that Ben-hadad numbered 
the Syrians, and went up to Aphek, to 
fight against Israel. 

27 And the children of Israel were 
numbered, and were all present, and 
went against them: and the children of 
Israel pitched before them like two little 
flocks of kids; but the Syrians filled the 
country. 

28 Ἵ And there came a man of God, 
and spake unto the king of Israel, and 
said, Thus saith the Lorp, Because the 
Syrians have said, The Lorp 7s God 
of the hills, but he zs not God of the 
valleys, therefore will I deliver all this 
great multitude into thine hand, and ye 
shall know that I am the Lorp. 

29 And they pitched one over against

him, Give me thy vineyard for money ; 
or else, if it please thee, I will give thee 
another vineyard for it : and he answered, 
I will not give thee my vineyard. 

7 And Jezebel his wife said unto him, 
Dost thou now govern the kingdom of 
Israel ? arise, and eat bread, and let thine 
heart be merry: I will give-thee the 
vineyard of Naboth the Jezreelite. 

8 So she wrote letters in Ahab’s name, 
and sealed them with his seal, and sent 
the letters unto the elders and to the 
nobles that were in his city, dwelling with 
Naboth. 

9 And she wrote in the letters, saying, 
Proclaim a fast, and set Naboth on high 
among the people: 

10 And set two men, sons of Belial, 
before him, to bear witness against him, 
saying, Thou didst blaspheme God and 
the king. And then carry him out, and 
stone him, that he may die. 

11 And the men of his city, even the 
elders and the nobles who were the 
inhabitants in his city, did as Jezebel had 
sent unto them, and as it was written in 
the letters which she had sent unto 
them. 

12 They proclaimed a fast, and set 
Naboth on high among the people. 

18 And there came in two men, children 
of Belial, and sat before him: and the 
men of Belial witnessed against him, 
even against Naboth, in the presence of 
the people, saying, Naboth did blaspheme 
God and the king. Then they carried him 
forth out of the city, and stoned him with 
stones, that he died. 

14 Then they sent to Jezebel, saying, 
Naboth is stoned, and is dead. 

15 4 And it came to pass, when Jezebel 
heard that Naboth was stoned, and was 
dead, that Jezebel said to Ahab, Arise, 
take possession of the vineyard of Naboth 
the Jezreelite, which he refused to give 
thee for money : for Naboth is not alive, 
but dead. 

16 And it came to pass, when Ahab 
heard that Naboth was dead, that Ahab 
rose up to go down to the vineyard of 
een the Jezreelite, to take possession 
of it. 

17 § And the word of the LorD came 
to Elijah the Tishbite, saying, 

18 Arise, go down to meet Ahab king 
of Israel, which 7s = Samaria: behold, 
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Jezebel procureth 


unto the king: and he said, Thy servant 
went out into the midst of the battle; 
and, behold, a man turned aside, and 
brought a man unto me, and said, Keep 
this man : if by any means he be missing, 
then shall thy life be for his life, or else 
thou shalt pay a talent of silver. 

40 And as thy servant was busy here 
and there, he was gone. And the king of 
Israel said unto him, So shall thy judg- 
ment δὲ, thyself hast decided τέ. 

41 And he hasted, and took the ashes 
away from his face; and the king of 
Israel discerned him that he was of the 
prophets. 

42 And he said unto him, Thus saith 
the Lorp, Because thou hast let go out 
of thy hand a man whom 1 appointed to 
utter destruction, therefore thy life shall 
go for his life, and thy people for his 
people. 

43 And the king of Israel went to his 
house heavy and displeased, and came 
to Samaria. 


CHAPTER 21. 

1 Ahab being denied Naboth’s vineyard is grieved. 
5 Jezebel writing letters against Naboth, he is con- 
demned of ד‎ 8 15 Ahab taketh possession 
of the vineyard. 17 Zilijah denounceth judgments 
against Ahab and Jezebel. 25 Wicked Ahab re- 
penting, God deferreth the judgment. 

ND it came to pass after these things, 

that Naboth the Jezreelite had a 

vineyard, which was in Jezreel, hard by 
the palace of Ahab king of Samaria. 

2 And Ahab spake unto Naboth, saying, 
Give me thy vineyard, that I may have 
it for a garden of herbs, because it 28 near 
unto my house: and I will give thee for 
it a better vineyard than it; or, if itseem 
good to thee, I will give thee the worth 
of it in money. 

3 And Naboth said to Ahab, The Lorp 
forbid it me, that I should give the 
inheritance of my fathers unto thee. 

4 And Ahab came into his house heavy 
and displeased because of the word which 
Naboth the Jezreelite had spoken to him: 
for he had said, I will not give thee the 
inheritance of my fathers. And he laid 
him down upon his bed, and turned away 
his face, and would eat no bread. 

5 "| But Jezebel his wife came to him, 
and said unto him, Why is thy spirit so 
sad, that thou eatest no bread ? 

6 And he said unto ΠΟΥ, Because I spake 
unto Naboth the Jezreelite, and said unto

2 And it came to pass in the third year, 
that Jehoshaphat the king of Judah came 
down to the king of Israel. 

3 And the king of Israel said unto his 
servants, Know ye that Ramoth in Gilead 
28 ours, and we be still, and take it not 
out of the hand of the king of Syria ? 

4 And he said unto Jehoshaphat, Wilt 
thou go with me to battle to Ramoth- 
gilead?

5 And Jehoshaphat said unto the king 
of Israel, Inquire, I pray thee, at the 
word of the Lorp to day.

8 And the king of Israel said unto Je- 
hoshaphat, There 28 yet one man, Micaiah 
the son of Imlah, by whom we may in- 
quire of the Lorp: but I hate him; for 
he doth not prophesy good concerning 
me, but evil. And Jehoshaphat said, 
Let not the king say so. 

9 Then the king of Israel called an offi- 
cer, and said, Hasten hither Micaiah the 
son of Imlah. 

10 And the king of Israel and Jehosha- 
phat the king of Judah sat each on his 
throne, having put on their robes, in a 
void place in the entrance of the gate of 
Samaria; and all the prophets prophe- 
sied before them. 

11 And Zedekiah the son of Chenaanah 
made him horns of iron: and he said, 
Thus saith the Lorp, With these shalt 
thou push the Syrians, until thou have 
consumed them. 

12 And all the prophets prophesied so, 
saying, Go up to Ramoth-gilead, and 
prosper: for the Lorp shall deliver 7 
into the king’s hand. 

13 And the messenger that was gone to 
call Micaiah spake unto him, saying, Be- 
hold now, the words of the prophets de- 
clare good unto the king with one mouth : 
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Ahab ts seduced 


he is in the vineyard 01 Naboth, whither 
_ he 18 gone down to possess it. 

19 And thou shalt speak unto him, say- 
ing, Thus saith the Lorp, Hast thou 
killed, and also taken possession? And 
thou shalt speak unto him, saying, Thus 
saith the Lorn, In the place where dogs 
licked the blood of Naboth shall dogs 
lick thy blood, even thine. 

20 And Ahab said to Elijah, Hast thou 
found me, O mine enemy? And he an- 
swered, I have found thee: because thou 
hast sold thyself to work evil in the 
sight of the Lorp. 

21 Behold, I will bring evil upon thee, 
and will take away thy posterity, and 
will cut off from Ahab him that pisseth 
against the wall, and him that is shut up 
and left in Israel, 

22 And will make thine house like the 
house .01 Jeroboam the son of Nebat, 
and like the house of Baasha the son of 
Ahijah, for the provocation wherewith 
thou hast provoked me to anger, and 
made Israel to sin. 

23 And of Jezebel also spake the Lorp, 
saying, The dogs shall eat Jezebel by 
the wall of Jezreel. 

24 Him that dieth of Ahab in the city 
the dogs shall eat ; and him that dieth in 
the field shall\the fowls of the air eat. 

25 4 But there was none like unto 
Ahab, which did sell himself to work 
wickedness in the sight of the Lorp, 
whom Jezebel his wife stirred up. 

26 And he did very abominably in fol- 
lowing idols, according to all things as 
did the Amorites, whom the LorpD cast 
out before the children of Israel. 

27 And it came to pass, when Ahab heard 
those words, that he rent his clothes, and 
put sackcloth upon his flesh, and fasted, 
and lay in sackcloth, and went softly. 

28 And the word of the Lorp came to 
Elijah the Tishbite, saying, 

29 Seest thou how Ahab humbleth him- 
self before me? because he humbleth 
himself before me, I will not bring the 
evil in his days: dut in his son’s days 
will I bring the evil upon his house. 


CHAPTER 22.

26 And the king of Israel said, Take 
Micaiah, and carry him back unto Amon 
the governor of the city, and to Joash 
the king’s son; 

27 And say, Thus saith the king, Put 
this fellow in the prison, and feed him 
with bread of affliction and with water 
of affliction, until I come in peace. 

28 And Micaiah said, If thou return at 
all in peace, the Lorp hath not spoken 
by me. And he said, Hearken, O peo- 
ple, every one of you. 

29 So the king of Israel and Jehosha- 
phat the king of Judah went up to 
Ramoth-gilead. 

30 And the king of Israel said unto 
Jehoshaphat, I will disguise myself, and 
enter into the battle; but put thou on 
thy robes. And the king of Israel dis- 
guised himself, and went into the battle.

47 There was then no king in Edom: a 
deputy was king. 

48 Jehoshaphat made ships of Tharshish 
to go to Ophir for gold: but they went 
not; for the ships were broken at Ezion- 
geber. 

49 Then said Ahaziah the son of Ahab 
unto Jehoshaphat, Let my servants go 
with thy servants in the ships. But 
Jehoshaphat would not. 

50 "| And Jehoshaphat slept with his 
fathers, and was buried with his fathers 
in the city of David his father: and 
Jehoram his son reigned in his stead. 

51 Ἵ Ahaziah the son of Ahab began 
to reign over Israel in Samaria the sev- 
enteenth year of Jehoshaphat king of 
Judah, and reigned two years over 
Israel. 

52 And he did evil in the sight of the 
Lorp, and walked in the way of his 
father, and in the way of his mother, and 
in the way of Jeroboam the son of Nebat, 
who made Israel to sin:

41 § And Jehoshaphat the son of Asa 
began to reign over Judah in the fourth 
year of Ahab king of Israel. 

42 Jehoshaphat was thirty and five years 
old when he began to reign; and he 
reigned twenty and five years in Jeru- 
salem. And his mother’s name was 
Azubah the daughter of Shilhi. 

43 And he walked in all the ways of 
Asa his father ; he turned not aside from 
it, doing that which was right in the eyes 
of the Lorp: nevertheless the high 
places were not taken away; for the 
people offered and burnt incense yet in 
the high places. 

44 And Jehoshaphat made peace with 
the king of Israel.

8 And the sons of the prophets that 
were at Beth-el came forth to Elisha, and 
said unto him, Knowest thou that the 
Lorp will take away thy master from 
thy head to day? And he said, Yea, 
I know 7¢,; hold ye your peace. 

4 And Elijah said unto him, Elisha, 
tarry here, I pray thee; for the Lorp 
hath sent me to Jericho. And he said, 
As the Lorp liveth, and as thy soul 
liveth, I will not leave thee.

NOY Jehoram the son of Ahab began 
to reign over Israel in Samaria in 
the eighteenth year of Jehoshaphat king 
of Judah, and reigned twelve years. 

2 And he wrought evil in the sight of 
the Lorp; but not like his father, and 
like his mother: for he put away the 
image of Baal that his father had made. 

3 Nevertheless he cleaved unto the sins 
of Jeroboam the son of Nebat, which 
made Israel to sin; he departed not 
therefrom. 

4 § And Mesha king of Moab was a 
sheepmaster, and rendered unto the king 
of Israel a hundred thousand Jambs, and 
a hundred thousand rams, with the wool. 

5 But it came to pass, when Ahab was 
dead, that the king of Moah rebelled 
against the king of Israel, 
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Hlijah is taken 


ped 20 together, and smote the waters, 
and they were divided hither and thither, 
so that they two went over on dry 
ground. 

9 = And it came to pass, when they 
were gone over, that Elijah said unto 
Elisha, Ask what I shall do for thee, be- 
fore I be taken away from thee. And 
Elisha said, I pray thee, let a double 
portion of thy spirit be upon me. 

10 And he said, Thou hast asked a hard 
thing: nevertheless, if thou see me when 
I am taken from thee, it shall be so unto 
thee; but if not, it shall not be so.

20 And it came to pass in the morning, 
when the meat offering was offered, that, 
behold, there came water by the way of 
Edom, and the country was filled with 
water. 

21 \ And when all the Moabites heard 
that the kings were come up to fight 
against them, they gathered all that were 
able to put on armour, and upward, and 
stood in the border.

6 Ἵ And king Jehoram went out of 
Samaria the same time, and numbered 
all Israel. 

7 And he went and sent to Jehoshaphat 
the king of Judah, saying, The king of 
Moab hath rebelled against me: wilt 
thou go with me against Moab to battle ? 
And he said, I will go up: I amas thou 
art, my people as thy people, and my 
horses as thy horses. 

8 And he said, Which way shall we go 
up? And he answered, The way through 
the wilderness of Edom. ; 

9 So the king of Israel went, and the 
king of Judah, and the king of Edom: 
and they fetched a compass of seven 
days’ journey: and there was no water 
for the host, and for the cattle that 
followed them. 

10 And the king of Israel said, Alas! 
that the Lorp hath called these three 
kings together, to deliver them into the 
hand of Moab!

27 And when she came to the man of 
God to the hill, she caught him by the 
feet : but Gehazi came near to thrust her 
away. And the man of God said, Let 
her alone; for her soul 7s vexed within 
her: and the Lorp hath hid ἐξ from me, 
and hath not told me. 
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The widow’s oil multiplied: 


husband is dead ; and thou knowest that 
thy servant did fear the Lorp: and the 
creditor is come to take unto him my 
two sons to be bondmen.

2 And the Syrians had gone out by 
companies, and had brought away cap- 
tive out of the land of Israel a little maid ; 
and she waited on Naaman’s wife. 

3 And she said unto her mistress, Would 
God my lord were with the prophet that 
28 in Samaria! for he would recover him 
of his leprosy. 

And one went in, and told his lord, 
saying, Thus and thus said the maid 
that 28 of the land of Israel. . 

5 And the king of Syria said, Go to, go, 
and I will send a letter unto the king of Is- 
1861. And he departed, and took with him 
ten talents of silver, and six thousand 
preces of gold, and ten changes of raiment.

And when Naaman saw im running after 
him, he lighted down from the chariot to 
meet him, and said, Js all well? 

My master 
hath sent me, saying, Behold, even now 
there be come to me from mount Ephraim 
two young men of the sons of the proph- 
ets: give them, I pray thee, a talent of 
silver, and two changes of garments. 

23 And Naaman said, Be content, take 
two talents. And he urged him, and bound 
two talents of silver in two bags, with two 
changes of garments, and laid them upon 
two of his servants; and they bare them 
before him. 

24 And when he came to the tower, he 
took them from their hand, and bestowed 
them in the house : and he let the men go, 
and they departed.

(Now Joram had kept Ramoth-gilead, 
he and all Israel, because of Hazael king 
of Syria. 

15 But king Joram was returned to be 
healed in Jezreel of the wounds which the 
Syrians had given him, when he fought 
with Hazael king of Syria.) And Jehu 
said, If it be your minds, then let none 
go forth nor escape out of the city to go 
to tell ἐξ in Jezreel. 

16 So Jehu rode in a chariot, and went 
to Jezreel; for Joram lay there. And 
Ahaziah king of Judah was come down 
to see Joram.

4 4 And the seventh year Jehoiada sent 
and fetched the rulers over hundreds, 
with the captains and the guard, and 
brought them to him into the house of the 
Lorp, and made a covenant with them, 
and took an oath of them in the house of 
the Lorp, and shewed them the king’s 
son. 

5 And he commanded them, saying, 
This zs the thing that ye shall do; A 
third part of you that enter in on the 
sabbath shall even be keepers of the 
watch of the king’s house; 

6 And a third part shall be at the gate 
of Sur; and a third part at the gate 
behind the guard: so shall ye keep the 
watch of the house, that it be not broken 
down.

9 And the captains over the hundreds 
did according to all things that Jehoiada 
the priest commanded: and they took 
every man his men that were to come 
in on the sabbath, with them that should 
go out on the sabbath, and came to 
Jehoiada the priest. 

10 And to the captains over hundreds 
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the repair of the temple. 


up, and they put up in bags, and told 
the money that was found in the house

11 And they gave the money, being

11 And the rest of the acts of Zachariah, 
behold, they are written in the book of 
the Chronicles of the kings of Israel. 

12 This was the word of the LorD which 
he spake unto Jehu, saying, Thy sons 
shall sit on the throne of Israel unto the 
fourth generation. And so it came to pass. 

13 "| Shallum the son 01 Jabesh began 
to reign in the nine and thirtieth year of 
Uzziah king of Judah; and he reigned a 
full month in Samaria. 

14 For Menahem the son of Gadi went 
up from Tirzah, and came to Samaria, 
and smote Shallum the son of Jabesh in 
Samaria, and slew him, and reigned in 
his stead. 

15 And the rest of the acts of Shallum, 
and his conspiracy which he made, be- 
hold, they are written in the book of the 
Chronicles of the kings of Israel. 

16 "| Then Menahem smote Tiphsah, 
and all that were therein, and the coasts 
thereof from Tirzah: because they open- 
ed not to him, therefore he smote it; and 
all the women therein that were with 
child he ripped up. 

17 In the nine and thirtieth year of 
Azariah king of Judah began Menahem 
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Jeroboum’s evil reign. 


22 He built Elath, and restored it to 
Judah, after that the king slept with his 
fathers. 

23 J In the fifteenth year of Amaziah 
the son of Joash king of Judah, Jeroboam 
the son of Joash king of Israel began to 
reign in Samaria, and reigned forty and 
one years. 

24 And he did that which was evil in 
the sight of the LorpD: he departed not 
from all the sins of Jeroboam the son of 
Nebat, who made Israel to sin. 

25 He restored the coast of Israel from 
the entering 01 Hamath unto the sea of 
the plain, according to the word of the 
Lorp God of Israel, which he spake by 
the hand of his servant Jonah, the son 
of Amittai, the prophet, which was of 
Gath-hepher. 

26 For the LorpD saw the affliction of 
Israel, that it was very bitter: for there 
was not any shut up, nor any left, nor 
any helper for Israel.

8 "| Against him came up Shalmaneser 
king of Assyria; and Hoshea became his 
servant, and gave him presents. 

4 And the king of Assyria found con- 
spiracy in Hoshea: for he had sent mes- 
sengers to So king of Egypt, and brought 
no present to the king of Assyria, as he 
had done year by year: therefore the 
king of Assyria shut him up, and bound 
him in prison. 

5 § Then the king of Assyria came up 
throughout all the land, and went up to 
Samaria, and besieged it three years. 

6 § In the ninth year of Hoshea the king 
of Assyria took Samaria, and ied Is-

4 And he sacrificed and burnt incense 
in the high places, and on the hills, and 
under every green tree. 

5 "| Then Rezin king of Syria, and Pe- 
kah son of Remaliah king of Israel, came 
up to Jerusalem to war: and they be- 
sieged Ahaz, but could not overcome 
him. | 

6 At that time Rezin king of Syria re- 
covered Elath to Syria, and drave the 
Jews from Elath: and the Syrians came 
to Elath, and dwelt there unto this day. 

7 So Ahaz sent messengers to 'Tiglath- 
pileser king of Assyria, saying, I am thy 
servant and thy son: come up, and save 
me out of the hand of the king of Syria, 
and out of the hand of the king of Israel, 
which rise up against me. 

8 And Ahaz took the silver and gold 
that was found in the house of the Lorn, 
and in the treasures of the king’s house, 
and sent ἐΐ for a present to the king of 
Assyria.

of it, according to all the workmanship 
thereof. 

11 And Urijah the priest built an altar 
according to all that king Ahaz had sent 
from Damascus: so Urijah the priest 
made 24 against king Ahaz came from 
Damascus. 

12 And when the king was come from 
Damascus, the king saw the altar: and 
the king approached to the altar, and 
offered thereon. 

13 And he burnt his burnt offering and 
his meat offering, and poured his drink

OW it came to pass in the third year 

of Hoshea son of Elah king of Is- 

rael, that Hezekiah the son of Ahaz king 
of Judah began to reign. 

2 Twenty and five years old was he 
when he began to reign; and he reigned 
twenty and nine years in Jerusalem. 
His mother’s name also was Abi, the 
daughter of Zachariah. 

3 And he did that which was right in 
the sight of the Lorp, according to all 
that David his father did. 

4 § He removed the high places, and 
brake the images, and cut down the 
groves, and brake in pieces the brazen 
serpent that Moses had made: for unto 
those days the children of Israel did burn 
incense to it: and he called it Nehushtan. 

5 He trusted in the Lorp God of Israel ; 
so that after him was none like him 
among all the kings of Judah, nor any 
that were before him. 

6 For he clave to the Lorn, and de- 
parted not from following him, but kept 
his commandments, which the Lorp 
commanded Moses. 

7 And the Lorp was with him; and he 
prospered whithersoever he went forth: 
and he rebelled against the king of As- 
syria, and served him not. 

8 He smote the Philistines, even unto 
Gaza, and the borders thereof, from the 
tower of the watchmen to the fenced city. 

9 4 And it came to pass in the fourth 
year of king Hezekiah, which was the 
seventh year of Hoshea son of Elah king 
of Israel, that Shalmaneser king of As- 
syria came up against Samaria, and be- 
sieged it. 

10 And at the end of three years they 
took it: even in the sixth year of Heze- 
kiah, that zs the ninth year of Hoshea 
king of Israel, Samaria was taken. 

11 And the king of Assyria did carry 
away Israel unto Assyria, and put them 
in Halah and in Habor dy the river of 
Gozan, and in the cities of the Medes: 

12 Because they obeyed not the voice of 


their own, and put them in the houses of 
the high places which the Samaritans 
had made, every nation in their cities 
wherein they dwelt. 

30 And the men of Babylon made Suc- 
coth-benoth, and the men of Cuth made 
Nergal, and the men of Hamath made 
Ashima, 

31 And the Aviles made Nibhaz and 
Tartak, and the Sepharvites burnt their 
children in fire to Adrammelech and 
Anammelech, the gods of Sepharvaim. 

32 So they feared the LorD, and made 
unto themselves of the lowest of them 
priests of the high places, which sacri- 
1000 for them in the houses of the high 
places.

89 Hath any of the gods of the nations 
delivered at all his land out of the hand 
of the king of Assyria ? 

34 Where ave the gods of Hamath, and 
of Arpad ? where ; ὰ gods of Sephar- - 
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Sennacheriv’s invasion. 
the Lorp their God, but transgressed his 
covenant, and all that Moses the servant 
of the LorD commanded, and would not 
hear them, nor do them. 

18 Ἵ Now in the fourteenth year of king 
Hezekiah did Sennacherib king of As- 
syria come up against all the fenced cities 
of Judah, and took them. 

14 And Hezekiah king of Judah sent to 
the king of Assyria to Lachish, saying, 
1 have offended; return from me: that 
which thou puttest on me will I bear. 
And the king of Assyria appointed unto 
Hezekiah king of Judah three hundred 
talents of silver and thirty talents of gold. 

15 And Hezekiah gave him all the silver 
that was found in the house of the Lorp, 
and in the treasures of the king’s house.

19 And Rab-shakeh said unto them, 
Speak ye now to Hezekiah, Thus saith 
the great king, the king of Assyria, What 
confidence zs this wherein thou trustest ? 

20 Thou sayest, (but they are but vain 
words,) 1 have counsel and strength for 
the war. Now on whom dost thou trust, 
that thou rebellest against me ? 

21 Now, behold, thou trustest upon the 
staff of this bruised reed, even upon Egypt, 
on which if a man lean, it will go into his 
hand, and pierce it: so 7s Pharaoh king 
of Egypt unto all that trust on him. 

22 But if ye say unto me, We trust in 
the Lorp our God: 7s not that he, whose 
high places and whose altars Hezekiah 
hath taken away, and hath said to Judah 
and Jerusalem, Ye shall worship before 
this altar in Jerusalem ? 

23 Now therefore, I pray thee, give 


Hezekiah’s prayer. 
return to his own land; and I will cause 
him to fall by the sword in his own land. 

8 Ἵ So Rab-shakeh returned, and found 
the king of Assyria warring against 
Libnah: for he had heard that he was 
departed from Lachish. 

9 And when he heard say of Tirhakah 
king of Ethiopia, Behold, he is come out 
to fight against thee ; he sent messengers 
again unto Hezekiah, saying, 

10 Thus shall ye speak to Hezekiah 
king of Judah, saying, Let not thy God 
in whom thou trustest deceive thee, 
saying, Jerusalem shall not be delivered 
into the hand of the king of Assyria. 

11 Behold, thou hast heard what the 
kings of Assyria have done to all lands, 
by destroying them utterly: and shalt 
thou be delivered ? 

12 Have the gods of the nations de- 
livered them which my fathers have 
destroyed ; as Gozan, and Haran, and 
Rezeph, and the children of Eden which 
were in 'Thelasar ? 

13 Where 08 the king of Hamath, and 
the king of Arpad, and the king of the 
city of Sepharvaim, of Hena, and Ivah ? 

14 Y And Hezekiah received the letter 
of the hand of the messengers, and read 
it: and Hezekiah went up into the house 
of the Lorp, and spread it before the 
Lorp. 

15 And Hezekiah prayed before the 
Lorp, and said, O Lorp God of Israel, 
which dwellest between the cherubim, 
thou art the God, even thou alone, of all 
the kingdoms of the earth; thou hast 
made heaven and earth. 

16 Lorp, bow down thine ear, and hear: 
open, Lorp, thine eyes, and see: and hear 
the words of Sennacherib, which hath 
sent him to reproach the living God. 

17 Of a truth, Lorp, the kings of 
Assyria have destroyed the nations and 
their lands, 

18 And have cast their gods into the 
fire: for they were no gods, but the work 
of men’s hands, wood and stone: there- 
fore they have destroyed them. 

19 Now therefore, O Lorp our God, I 
beseech thee, save thou us out of his 
hand, that all the kingdoms of the earth 
may know that thou art the Lorp God, 
even thou only. . 

20 § Then Isaiah the son of Amoz sent 
to Hezekiah, saying, Thus saith the Lorp 
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Hezekiah sendeth to Isaiah.

2 And he sent Eliakim, which was over 
the household, and Shebna the scribe, 
and the elders of the priests, covered 
with sackcloth, to Isaiah the prophet the 
son of Amoz.

4 It may be the Lorp thy God will hear 
all the words of Rab-shakeh, whom the

5 So the servants of king Hezekiah came 
to Isaiah.

OSIAH was eight years old when he 

began to reign, and he reigned thirty 
and one years in Jerusalem. And his 
mother’s name was Jedidah, the daugh- 
ter of Adaiah of Boscath. 

2 And he did that which was right in 
the sight of the Lorn, and walked in all 
the way of David his father, and turned 
not aside to the right hand or to the left. 

3 4 And it came to pass in the eight- 
eenth year of king Josiah, that the king 
sent Shaphan the son of Azaliah, the son 
of Meshullam, the scribe, to the house 
of the Lorp, saying, 

4 Go up to Hilkiah the high priest, that 
he may sum the silver which is brought 
into the house of the Lorp, which the 
keepers of the door have gathered of the 
people: 

5 And let them oe it into the hand 
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Manasseh’s wicked reign. 


Solomon his son, In this house, and in 
Jerusalem, which I have chosen out of 
all the tribes of Israel, will I put my 
name for ever: 

8 Neither will I make the feet of Israel 
move any more out of the land which I 
gave their fathers; only if they will ob- 
serve to do according to all that I have 
commanded them, and according to all 
the law that my servant Moses com- 
manded them. 

9 But they hearkened not: and Manas- 
seh seduced them to do more evil than 
did the nations whom the Lorn destroy- 
ed before the children of Israel. 

10 7 And the Lorp spake by his serv- 
ants the prophets, saying, 

11 Because Manasseh king of Judah 
hath done these abominations, and hath 
done wickedly above all that the Amo- 
rites did, which were before him, and 
hath made Judah also to sin with his 
idols: 

12 Therefore thus saith the Lorp God 
of Israel, Behold, I am bringing such 
evil upon Jerusalem and Judah, that 
whosoever heareth of it, both his ears 
shall tingle. 

18 And 1 will stretch over Jerusalem 
the line of Samaria, and the plummet of 
the house of Ahab: and I will wipe Je- 
rusalem as @ man wipeth a dish, wiping 
it, and turning ἐξ upside down. 

14 And I will forsake the remnant of 
mine inheritance, and deliver them into 
the hand of their enemies ; and they shall 
become a prey and a spoil to all their 
enemies ; 

15 Because they have done that which 

was evil in my sight, and have provoked 
me to anger, since the day their fathers 
came forth out of Egypt, even unto this 
day. 
16 Moreover Manasseh shed innocent 
blood very much, till he had filled Jeru- 
salem from one end to another; besides 
his sin wherewith he made Judah to sin, 
In doing that which was evil in the sight 
of the Lorp. . 

17 "| Now the rest of the acts of Ma- 
nasseh, and all that he did, and his sin 
that he sinned, are they not written in 
the book of the Chronicles of the kings 
of Judah ? 

18 And Manasseh slept with his fathers, 
and was buried in the garden of his own 


Jerusalem’s destruction, 
inhabitants thereof, even all the words of 
ו‎ which the king of Judah hath 
read : 

17 Because they have forsaken me, and 
have burned incense unto other gods, that 
they might provoke me to anger with all 
the works of their hands; therefore my 
wrath shall be kindled against this place, ᾿

and he read in their ears all the words of 
the book of the covenant which was 
found in the house of the 102.

(now she dwelt in Jerusalem in the col- 
lege ;) and they communed with her. 

15 "| And she said unto them, Thus 
saith the Lorp God of Israel, Tell-the 
man that sent you to me, 

16 Thus saith the Lorp, Behold, I will 
bring evil upon ea and upon the 


idolatry in Judah.

15 §] Moreover the altar that was at 
Beth-el, and the high place which Jero- 
boam the son of Nebat, who made Israel 
to sin, had made, both that altar and the 
high place he brake down, and burned 
the high place, and stamped ἐξ small to 
powder, and burned the grove. 

16 And as Josiah turned himself, he 
spied the sepulchres that were there in 
the mount, and sent, and took the bones 
out of the sepulchres, and burned them 
upon the altar, and polluted it, according 
to the word of the LorD which the man 
of God proclaimed, who _ proclaimed 
these words. 

17 Then he said, What title zs that that 
I see? And the men of the city told 
him, J¢ zs the sepulchre of the man of 
God, which came from Judah, and pro- 
claimed these things that thou hast done 
against the altar of Beth-el. 

18 And he said, Let him alone; let no 
man move his bones. So they let his 
bones alone, with the bones of the 
prophet that came out of Samaria. 

19 And all the houses also of the high 
places that were in the cities of Samaria, 
which the kings of Israel had made to 
provoke the Lorp to anger, Josiah took 
away, and did to them according to all 
the acts that he had done in Beth-el. 

20 And he slew all the priests of the 
high places that were there upon the 
altars, and burned men’s bones upon 
them, and returned to Jerusalem. 

21 §| And the king commanded all the 
people, saying, Keep the passover unto 
the Lorp your God, as 20 08 written in 
the book of this ₪ 
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Josiah destroyeth 


4 And the king commanded Hilkiah the 
high priest, and the priests of the second 
order, and the keepers of the door, to 
bring forth out of the temple of the Lorp 
all the vessels that were made for Baal, 
and for the grove, and for all the host 
of heaven: and he burned them without 
Jerusalem in the fields of Kidron, and 
carried the ashes of them unto Beth-el. 

5 And he put down the idolatrous 
priests, whom the kings of Judah had 
ordained to burn incense in the high 
places in the cities of Judah, and in the 
places round about Jerusalem ; them also 
that burned incense unto Baal, to the 
sun, and to the moon, and to the planets, 
and to all the host of heaven. 

6 And he brought out the grove from 
the house of the Lorp, without Jerusa- 
lem, unto the brook Kidron, and burned 
it at the brook Kidron, and stamped 7 
small to powder, and cast the powder 
thereof upon the graves of the children 
of the people. 

7 And he brake down the houses of the 
sodomites, that were by the house of the 
Lorp, where the women wove hangings 
for the grove. 

8 And he brought all the priests out of 
the cities of Judah, and defiled the high 
places where the priests had burned in- 
cense, from Geba to Beer-sheba, and 
brake down the high places of the gates 
that were in the entering in of the gate of 
Joshua the governor of the city, which 
were on a man’s left hand at the gate of 
the city. 

9 Nevertheless the priests of the high 
places came not up to the altar of the 
Lorp in Jerusalem, but they did eat 
of the unleavened bread among their 


- brethren. 


10 And he defiled Topheth, which zs in 
the valley of the children of Hinnom, that 
no man might make his son or his daugh- 
ter to pass through the fire to Molech. 

11 And he took away the horses that the 
kings of Judah had given to the sun, at 
the entering in of the house of the Lorn, 
by the chamber of Nathan-melech the 
chamberlain, which was in the suburbs, 
ἐπ burned the chariots of the sun with

12 And the altars that were on the top 
of the upper chamber of Ahaz, which 
the kings of Judah had made, and the 


Jehoiakim’s wicked reign, 
the sight of the Lorn, according to all 
that his fathers had done. 

383 And Pharaoh-nechoh put him in 
bands at Riblah in the land of Hamath, 
that he might not reign in Jerusalem ; 
and put the land to a tribute of a hun- 
dred talents of silver, and a talent of 
gold. 

34 And Pharaoh-nechoh made Eliakim 
the son of Josiah king in the room of 
Josiah his father, and turned his name 
to Jehoiakim, and took Jehoahaz away : 
and he came to Egypt, and died there. 

35 And Jehoiakim gave the silver and 
the gold to Pharaoh; but he taxed the 
land to give the money according to the 
commandment of Pharaoh: he exacted 
the silver and the gold of the people of 
the land, of every one according to his 
taxation, to give 27 unto Pharaoh-nechoh. 

36 4 Jehoiakim was twenty and five 
years old when he began to reign; and 
he reigned eleven years in Jerusalem. 
And his mother’s name was Zebudah, 
the daughter of Pedaiah of Rumah. 

37 And he did that which was evil in the 
sight of the Lorp, according to all that 
his fathers had done. 


CHAPTER 24. 


1 Jehoiakim, jirst subdued by Nebuchadnezzar, then 
rebelling against him, procureth his own ruin. 5 
Jehoiachin succeedeth him. ἢ The king of Egypt is 
vanquished by the king of Babylon. 8 Jehoiachin’s 
evil reign. 10 Jerusalem is taken and carried cap- 
tive into Babylon. 11 Zedekiah is made king, and 
reigneth ill unto the utter destruction of Judah. 


ἐν his days Nebuchadnezzar king of 
Babylon came up, and Jehoiakim be- 
came his servant three years: then he 
turned and rebelled against him. 

2 And the Lorp sent against him bands 
of the Chaldees, and bands of the Syrians, 
and bands of the Moabites, and bands of 
the children of Ammon, and sent them 
against Judah to destroy it, according to 
the word of the Lorp, which he spake 
by his servants the prophets. 

3 Surely at the commandment of the 
Lorp came this upon Judah, to remove 
them out of his sight, for the sins of Ma- 
nasseh, according to all that he did ; 

4 And also for the innocent blood that 
he shed: for he filled Jerusalem with 
innocent blood; which the Lorp would 
not pardon. 

5 "| Now the rest of the acts of Jehoia- 
kim, and all that he did, are they not 
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Josiah slain in battle. 


22 Surely there was not holden such a 
passover from the days of the judges that 
judged Israel, nor in all the days of the 
kings of Israel, nor of the kings of Judah; 

23 But in the eighteenth year of king 
Josiah, wherein this passover was holden 
to the Lorp in Jerusalem. 

24 YJ Moreover the workers with familiar 
spirits, and the wizards, and the images, 
and the idols, and all the abominations 
that were spied in the land of Judah and 
in Jerusalem, did Josiah put away, that 
he might perform the words of the law, 
which were written in the book that Hil- 
kiah the priest found in the house of the 
Lorp. 

25 And like unto him was there no king 
before him, that turned to the Lorp with 
all his heart, and with all his soul, and 
with all his might, according to all the 
law of Moses; neither after him arose 
there any like him. 

26 Ἵ Notwithstanding, the Lorp turned 
not from the fierceness of his great wrath, 
wherewith his anger was kindled against 
Judah, because of all the provocations 
that Manasseh had provoked him withal. 

27 And the Lorp said, I will remove 
Judah also out of my sight, as I have 
removed Israel, and will cast off this city 
Jerusalem which [ have chosen, and the 
house of which I said, My name shall be 
there. 

28 Now the rest of the acts of Josiah, 
and all that he did, ave they not written 
in the book of the Chronicles of the 
kings of Judah ? 

29 Ἵ In his days Pharaoh-nechoh king 
of Egypt went up against the king of 
Assyria to the river Euphrates: and 
king Josiah went against him; and he 
שי‎ him at 1651000, when he had seen

30 And his servants carried him in a 
chariot dead from Megiddo, and brought 
him to Jerusalem, and buried him in his 
own sepulchre. And the people of the 
land took Jehoahaz the son of Josiah, 
and anointed him, and made him king 
in his father’s stead. 

81 Ἵ Jehoahaz was twenty and three 
years old when he began to reign; and 
he reigned three months in Jerusalem. 
And his mother’s name was Hamutal, 
the daughter of Jeremiah of Libnah.

EAN it came to pass in the ninth year 
of his reign, in the tenth month, in 
the tenth day of the month, that Nebu- 
chadnezzar king of Babylon came, he, 
and all his host, against Jerusalem, and 
pitched against it; and they built forts 
against it round about. 

2 And the city was besieged unto the 
eleventh year of king Zedekiah. 

3 And on the ninth day of the fourth 
month the famine prevailed in the city, 
and there was no bread for the people of 
the land. 

4 4 And the city was broken up, and 
all the men of war fled by night by the 
way of the gate between two walls, 
which 28 by the king’s garden: (now the 
Chaldees were against the city round 
about :) and theking went the way toward 
the plain. 

5 And the army of the Chaldees pur- 
sued after the king, and overtook him 
in the plains of Jericho: and all his 
army were scattered from him. 

6 So they took the king, and brought 
him up to the king of Babylon to 
ΤῊ αν; and they gave judgment upon 

im, 

7 And they slew the sons of Zedekiah 
before his eyes, and put out the eyes of 
Zedekiah, and bound him with fetters of 
brass, and carried him to Babylon. 

8 § And in the fifth month, on the sev- 
enth day of the month, which 28 the nine- 
teenth year of king Nebuchadnezzar king 
of Babylon, came Nebuzar-adan, captain 
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the kings of Judah ? 

6 So Jehoiakim slept with his fathers: 
and Jehoiachin his son reigned in his 
stead. 

7 And the king of Egypt came not again 
any more out of his land: for the king of 
Babylon had taken from the river of 
Egypt unto the river Euphrates all that 
pertained to the king of Egypt. 

8 § Jehoiachin was eighteen years old 
when he began to reign, and he reigned 
in Jerusalem three months. And his 
mother’s name was Nehushta, the daugh- 
ter of Elnathan of Jerusalem. 

9 And he did that which was evil in the 
sight of the Lorn, according to all that 
his father had done. 

10 § At that time the servants of Neb- 
uchadnezzar king of Babylon came up 
against Jerusalem, and the city was 
besieged. 

11 And Nebuchadnezzar king of Baby- 
Jon came against the city, and his serv- 
ants did besiege it. 
> 12 And Jehoiachin the king of Judah 

went out to the king of Babylon, he, and 
his mother, and his servants, and his 
princes, and his officers: and the king of 
Babylon took him in the eighth year of 
his reign. 

13 And he carried out thence all the 
treasures of the house of the Lorp, and 
the treasures of the king’s house, and cut 
in pieces all the vessels of gold which 
Solomon king of Israel had made in the 
temple of the Lor, as the Lorp had said. 

14 And he carried away all Jerusalem, 
and all the princes, and all the mighty 
men of valour, even ten thousand cap- 
tives, and all the craftsmen and smiths: 
none remained, save the poorest sort of 
= the people of the land. 

15 And he carried away Jehoiachin to 
Babylon, and the king’s mother, and the 
king’s wives, and his officers, and the 
mighty of the land, those carried he into 
captivity from Jerusalem to Babylon. 

16 And all the men of might, even seven 
thousand, and craftsmen and smiths a 
thousand, all that were strong and apt for 
war, even them the king of Babylon 
brought captive to Babylon. 

17 "| And the king of Babylon made 
Mattaniah his father’s brother king in his 
stead, and changed his nameto Zedekiah.

20 And Nebuzar-adan captain of the 
guard took these, and brought them to 
the king of Babylon to Riblah: 

21 And the king of Babylon smote 
them, and slew them at Riblah in the 
land of Hamath. So Judah was carried 
away out of their land. 

22 “{ And as for the people that remained 
in the land of Judah, whom Nebuchad- 
nezzar king of Babylon had left, even 
over them he made Gedaliah the son of 
Ahikam, the son of Shaphan, ruler. 

23 And when all the captains of the 
armies, they and their men, heard that 
the king of Babylon had made Gedaliah 
governor, there came to Gedaliah to Miz- 
pah, even Ishmael the son of Nethaniah, 
and Johanan the son of Careah, and 
Seraiah the son of Tanhumeth the Ne- 
tophathite, and Jaazaniah the son of a 
Maachathite, they and their men.

25 But it came to pass in the seventh 
month, that Ishmael the son of Nethani- 
ah, the son of Elishama, of the seed royal, 
came, and ten men with him, and smote 
Gedaliah, that he died, and the Jews 
and the Chaldees that were with him at 
Mizpah. 

26 And all the people, both small and 
great, and the captains of the armies, 
arose, and came to Egypt: for they were 
afraid 01 the Chaldees. 

27 §| And it came to pass in the seven 
and thirtieth year of the captivity of Je- 
hoiachin king of Judah, in the twelfth 
month, on the seven and twentieth day 
of the month, that Evil-merodach king 
of Babylon in the year that he began to 
reign did lift up the head of Jehoiachin 
king of Judah out of prison ; 

28 And he spake kindly to him, and set 
his throne above the throne of the kings 
that were with him in Babylon ; 

29 And changed his prison garments: 
and he did eat bread eontinually before 
him all the days of his life. 

30 And his allowance was a continual 
allowance given him of the king, a daily 
mie for every day, all the days of his 
ife.:

2 And moreover in time past, even when 
Saul was king, thou wast he that leddest 
out and broughtest in Israel: and the 
Lorp thy God said unto thee, Thou shalt 
feed my people Israel, and thou shalt be 
ruler over my people Israel.

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thou son of Jesse: peace, peace de unto 
thee, and peace 26 to thine helpers; for 
thy God helpeth thee. Then David re- 
ceived them, and made them captains of 
the band. 

19 And there fell some of Manasseh to 
David, when he came with the Philistines 
against Saul to battle; but they helped 


‘them not: for the lords of the Philistines 


upon advisement sent him away, saying, 
He will fall to his master Saul to 6 
jeopardy of our heads. 

20 As he went to Ziklag, there fell to 
him of Manasseh, Adnah, and Jozabad, 
and Jediael, and Michael, and Jozabad, 
and Elihu, and Zilthai, captains of the 
thousands that were of Manasseh. 

21 And they helped David against the 
band of the rovers: for they were all 
mighty men of valour, and were captains 
in the host. 

22 For at that time day by day there 
came to David to help him, until ἐξ was a 
great host, like the host of God.

30 And of the children of Ephraim twen- 
ty thousand and eight hundred, mighty 
men of valour, famous throughout the 
house of their fathers. 

81 And of the half tribe of Manasseh 
eighteen thousand, which were expressed 
by name, to come and make David king. 

2 And of the children of Issachar, 
which were men that had understanding

6 And David went up, and all Israel, to 
Baalah, that 18, to Kirjath-jearim, which 
belonged to Judah, to bring up thence the 
ark of God the Lorp, that dwelleth 6- 
tween the cherubim, whose name is called 
on tt. 

7 And they carried the ark of God in a 
new cart out of the house of Abinadab: 
and Uzza and Ahio drave the cart. 

8 And David and all Israel played be- 
fore God with all their might, and with 
singing, and with harps, and with psal- 
teries, aud with timbrels, and with cym- 
bals, and with trumpets. 

9 § And when they came unto the 
threshingfloor of Chidon, Uzza put forth 
his hand to hold the ark; for the oxen 
stumbled.

18 And with them their brethren of the 
second degree, Zechariah, Ben, and Jaaziel, 
and Shemiramoth, and Jehiel, and Unni, 
Eliab, and Benaiah, and Maaseiah, and 
Mattithiah, and Elipheleh, and Mikneiah, 
and Obed-edom, and Jeiel, the porters. 

19 So the singers, Heman, Asaph, and 
Ethan, were appointed to sound with 
cymbals of brass; 

20 And Zechariah, and Aziel, and She 
miramoth, and Jehiel, and Unni, and 
Eliab, and Maaseiah, and Benaiah, with 
psalteries on Alamoth ; 

21 And Mattithiah, and Elipheleh, and 
Mikneiah, and Obed-edom, and Jeiel, and 
Azaziah, with harps on the Sheminith 
to excel. 

22 And Chenaniah, chief of the Levites, 
was for song: he instructed about the 
song, because he was skilful. 

23 And Berechiah and Elkanah were 
doorkeepers for the ark. 

24 And Shebaniah, and Jehoshaphat, 
and Nethaneel, and Amasai, and 2008 
riah, and Benaiah, and Eliezer, the 
priests, did blow with the trumpets be- 
fore the ark of God: and Obed-edom 
and Jehiah weve doorkeepers for the ark 

25 Ἵ So David, and the elders of Israel, 
and the captains over thousands, went to 
bring up the ark of the covenant of the 
Lorp out of the house of Obed-edom 
with joy. 

26 And it came to pass, when God 
helped the Levites that bare the ark 
of the covenant of the Lorp, that they 
otfered seven bullocks ‘and seven rams. 

27 And David was clothed with a robe 
of fine linen, and all the Levites that bare. 
the ark, and the singers, and Chenaniah 
the master of the song with the singers: 
David also Aad upon him an ephod of 
linen.

7 Of the sons of Gershom; Joel the 
chief, and his brethren a hundred and 
thirty : 

8 Of the sons of Elizaphan ; Shemaiah 
the chief, and his brethren two hundred: 

9 Of the sons of Hebron ; Eliel the chief, 
and his brethren 1011180010 : 

10 Of the sons of Uzziel; Amminadab 
the chief, and his brethren a hundred 
and twelve. 

11 And David called for Zadok and 
Abiathar the priests, and for the Levites, 
for Uriel, Asaiah, and Joel, Shemaiah, 
and 191101, and Amminadab,_ = 

12 And said unto them, Ye are the 
chief of the fathers of the Levites: sanc- 
tify yourselves, both ye and your breth- 
ren, that ye may bring up the ark of the 
Lorp God of Israel unto the place that I 
have prepared for it. 

18 For because ye did τὲ not at the first, 
the Lorp our God made a breach upon 
us, for that we sought him not after the 
due order. 

14 So the priests and the Levites sanc- 
tified themselves to bring up the ark of 
the Lorn God of Israel.

5 Asaph the chief, and next to him 
Zechariah, Jeiel, and Shemiramoth, and 
Jehiel, and Mattithiah, and Eliab, and 
Benaiah, and Obed-edom: and Jeiel with 
psalteries and with harps; but Asaph 
made a sound with cymbals ;

7 4 Then on that day David delivered 
first this psalm to thank the Lorp into 
the hand of Asaph and his brethren. 

8 Give thanks unto the LorD, call upon 
his name, make known his deeds among 
the people. 

9 Sing unto him, sing psalms unto him, 
talk ye of all his wondrous works. 

10 Glory ye in his holy name: let the 
heart of them rejoice that seek the Lorn. 
. 11 Seek the Lorp and his strength, seek 
his face continually. 

12 Remember his marvellous works that 
he hath done, his wonders, and the judg- 
ments of his mouth ; 

13 O ye seed of Israel his servant, ye 
children of Jacob, his chosen ones. 

14 He 08 the Lorp our God; his judg- 
ments are in all the earth. 

15 Be ye mindful always of his cove- 
nant; the word which he commanded to 
a thousand generations ; 

16 Even of the sen which he made 


God’s promises to him, 


the day that I brought up Israel unto 
this day; but have gone from tent to 
tent, and from one tabernacle to another. 

6 Wheresoever I have walked with all 
Israel, spake I a word to any of the 
judges of Israel, whom 1 commanded to 
feed my people, saying, Why have ye 
not built me a house of cedars? 

7 Now therefore thus shalt thou say 
unto my servant David, Thus saith the 
Lorp of hosts, I took thee from the 
sheepcote, even from following the sheep, 
that thou shouldest be ruler over my 
people Israel:

4 And David took trom him a thousand 
chariots, and seven thousand horsemen, 
and twenty thousand footmen: David 
also houghed all the chariot horses, but. 
reserved of them a hundred chariots. 

5 And when the Syrians of Damascus 
came to help Hadarezer king of Zobah, 
David slew of the Syrians two and 
twenty thousand men.

10 Now when Joab saw that the battle 
was set against him before and behind, 
he chose out of all the choice of Isra- 
el, and put them in array against the 
Syrians.

16 § And when the Syrians saw that 
they were put to the worse before Israel, 
they sent messengers, and drew forth the 
Syrians that were beyond the river: and 
Shophach the captain of the host of Had- 
arezer went before them. 

17 And it was told David ; and he gath- 
ered all Israel, and passed over Jordan, 
and came upon them, and set the battle 
in array against them. So when David 
had put the battle in array against the 
Syrians, they fought with him. 

18 But the Syrians fled before Israel ; 
and David slew of the Syrians seven thou- 
sand men which fought in chariots, and 
forty thousand footmen, and killed Sho- 
phach the captain of the host.

3 But the princes of the children of 
Ammon said to Hanun, Thinkest thou 
that David doth honour thy father, that 
he hath sent comforters unto thee? are 


not his servants come unto thee for to 


search, and to overthrow, and to spy out 
the land ? 

4 Wherefore Hanun took David’s serv- 
ants, and shaved them, and cut off their 
garments in the midst hard by their but- 
tocks, and sent them away. 

5 Then there went certain, and told 
David how the men were served ; and he 
sent to meet them: for the men were 
greatly ashamed. And the king said, 
Tarry at Jericho until your beards be 
grown, and then return. 

6 "| And when the children of Ammon 
saw that they had made themselves 
odious to David, Hanun and the children 
of Ammon sent a thousand talents of sil- 
ver to hire them chariots and horsemen 
out of Mesopotamia, and out of Syria- 
maachah, and out of Zobah. 

7 So they hired thirty and two thousand 
chariots, and the king of Maachah and 
his people ; who came and pitched before 
Medeba. And the children of Ammon 
gathered themselves together from their 
cities, and came to battle.

6 But Levi and Benjamin counted he 
not among them: for the king’s word 
was abominable to Joab. 

7 And God was displeased with this 
thing ; therefore he smote Israel. 

8 And David said unto God, I have 
sinned greatly, because I have done this 
thing: but now, I beseech thee, do away 
the iniquity of thy servant; for I have 
done very foolishly. 

9 “| And the Lorp spake unto Gad, 
David’s seer, saying,

ND it came to pass, that after the 
year was expired, at the time that 
kings go out to battle, Joab led forth the 
power of the army, and wasted the coun- 
try of the children of Ammon, and came 
and besieged Rabbah. But David tarried 
at Jerusalem. And Joab smote Rabbah, 
and destroyed it. 

2 And David took the crown-of their 
king from off his head, and found it to 
weigh a talent of gold, and there were 
precious stones in it; and it was set 
upon David’s head: and he brought also 
exceeding much spoil out of the city. 

3 And he brought out the people that 
were in it, and cut them with saws, and 
with harrows of iron, and with axes. 
Even so dealt David with all the cities of 
the children of Ammon. And David and 
all the people returned to Jerusalem. 

4 4 And it came to pass after this, that 
there arose war at Gezer with the Phi- 
listines; at which time Sibbechai the 
Hushathite slew Sippai, that was of the 
children of the giant: and they were 
subdued. 

5 And there was war again with the 
Philistines ; and Elhanan the son of Jair 
slew Lahmi the brother of Goliath the 
Gittite, whose spear staff was like a 
Wweaver’s beam. 

6 And yet again there was war at Gath, 
where was a man of great stature, whose 
fingers and toes were four and twenty, six 
on each hand, and six on each foot: aud 
he also was the son of the giant. 

7 But when he defied Israel, Jonathan 
the son of Shimea David’s brother slew 
him. 

8 These were born unto the giant in 
Gath; and they fell by the hand of 
David, and by the hand of his servants. 


CHAPTER 21.

26 And David built there an altar unto 
the Lorp, and offered burnt offerings 
and peace offerings, and called upon 
the Lorp; and he answered him from 
heaven by fire upon the altar of burnt 
offering. 

27 And the LorD commanded the an- 
gel; and he put up his sword again into 
the sheath thereof.

29 For the tabernacle of the Lorp, 
which Moses made in the wilderness, 
and the altar of the burnt offering, were 
at that season in the high place at 
Gibeon.

9 And David prepared iron in abun- 
dance for the nails for the doors of the 
gates, and for the joinings ; and brass in 
abundance without weight ; 

4 Also cedar trees in abundance: for 
the Zidonians and they of Tyre brought 
much cedar wood to David. 

5 And David said, Solomon my son 7s 
young and tender, and the house that 8 
to be builded for the Lorp must be ex- 
ceeding magnifical, of fame and of glory 
throughout all countries: I will therefore 
now make preparation for it. So David 
prepared abundantly before his death. 

6 4 Then he called for Solomon his 
son, and charged him to build a house 
for the Lorp God of Israel.

Israel: and there fell of Israel seventy 
thousand men.

O when David was old and full of 

days, he made Solomon his son king 
over Israel. 

2 § And he gathered together all the 
princes of Israel, with the priests and 
the Levites. 

3 Now the Levites were numbered from 
the age of thirty years and upward: and 
their number by their polls, man by man, 
was thirty and eight thousand. 

4 Of which, twenty and four thousand 
were to set forward the work of the 
house of the Lorn; and six thousand 
were Officers and judges: 

5 Moreover four thousand were porters ; 
and four thousand praised the Lorp 
with the instruments which I made, said 
David, to praise therewith. 

6 And David divided them into courses 
among the sons 01 Levi, xamely, Gershon, 
Kohath, and Merari. 

7 4 Of the Gershonites were Laadan, 
and Shimei. 

8 The sons of Laadan; the chief was 
Jehiel, and Zetham, and Joel, three. 

9 The sons of Shimei; Shelomith, and 
Haziel, and Haran, three. These were 
the chief of the fathers of Laadan. 

10 And the sons of Shimei were, Jahath, 
Zina, and Jeush, and Beriah. These four 
were the sons of Shimei. 

11 And Jahath was the chief, and Zizah 
the second: but Jeush and Beriah had 
not many sons; therefore they were in 
one reckoning, according to their father’s 
house. 

12 §¢ The sons of Kohath; Amram, 
Izhar, Hebron, and Uzziel, four. 

13 The sons of Amram; Aaron, and 
Moses: and Aaron was separated, that 
he should sanctify the most holy things, 
he and his sons for ever, to burn incense 
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Damd’s charge 


as for me, it was in my mind to build a 
house unto the name of the Lorp my 
God : 

8 But the word of the LorD came to 
me, saying, Thou hast shed blood abun- 
dantly, and hast made great wars: thou 
shalt not build a house unto my name, 
because thou hast shed much blood upon 
the earth in my sight. 

9 Behold, a son shall be born to thee, 
who shall be a man of rest; and I will 
give him rest from all his enemies round 
about: for his name shall be Solomon, 
and I will give peace and quietness unto 
Israel in his days. 

10 He shall build a house for my name; 
and he shall be my son, and I will be his 
father; and I will establish the throne 
of his kingdom over Israel for ever. 

11 Now, my son, the Lorp be with 
thee; and prosper thou, and build the 
house of the Lorp thy God, as he hath 
said of thee. 

12 Only the Lorn give thee wisdom 
and understanding, and give thee charge 
concerning Israel, that thou mayest keep 
the law of the Lorp thy God. 

13 Then shalt thou prosper, if thou 
takest heed to fulfil the statutes and 
judgments which the Lorp charged 
Moses with concerning Israel: be strong, 
and of good courage; dread not, nor be 
dismayed. 

14 Now, behold, in my trouble I have 
prepared for the house of the LorpD a 
hundred thousand talents of gold, and a 
thousand thousand talents of silver; and 
of brass and iron without weight; for it 
is in abundance: timber also and stone 
have I prepared; and thou mayest add 
thereto. 

15 Moreover, there ave workmen with 
thee in abundance, hewers and workers 
of stone and timber, and all manner of 
cunning men for every manner of work. 

16 Of the gold, the silver, and the brass, 
and the iron, there 18 no number. Arise 
therefore, and be doing, and the Lorp 
be with thee. 

17 § David also commanded all the 
_ princes of Israel to help Solomon his 
son, saying,

and hath he not given you rest on every 
side? for he hath given the inhabitants

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Of the sons of Aaron. 


30 And to stand every morning to 
thank and praise the Lorp, and _ like- 
wise at even; 

31 And to offer all burnt sacrifices unto 
the Lorp in the sabbaths, in the new 
moons, and on the set feasts, by number, 
according to the order commanded unto 
them, continually before the 1,052 : 

32 And that they should keep the charge 
of the tabernacle of the congregation, 
and the charge of the holy place, and the 
charge of the sons of Aaron their breth- 
ren, in the service of the house of the 
Lorn. 


CHAPTER 24. 


1 The divisions of the sons / Aaron by lot into four 
and twenty orders. 20 The Kohathites, 27 and the 
Merarites divided by tot. 


OW these are the divisions of the 
sons of Aaron. Thesons of Aaron; 
Nadab and Abihu, Eleazar and Ithamar. 
2 But Nadab and Abihu died before 
their father, and had no children: there- 
fore Eleazar and Ithamar executed the 
priest’s office. 

3 And David distributed them, both Za- 
dok of the sons of Eleazar, and Ahime- 
lech of the sons of Ithamar, according 
to their offices in their service. 

4 And there were more chief men found 
of the sons of Eleazar than of the sons 
of Ithamar ; and thus were they divided. 
Among the sons of Eleazar there were 
sixteen chief men of the house of their 
fathers, and eight among the sons of 
Ithamar according to the house of their 
fathers. 

5 Thus were they divided by lot, one 
sort with another; for the governors of 
the sanctuary, and governors of the house 
of God, were of the sons of Eleazar, and 
of the sons of Ithamar. 

6 And Shemaiah the son of Nethaneel 
the scribe, one of the Levites, wrote them 
before the king, and the princes, and 
Zadok the priest, and Ahimelech the son 
of Abiathar, and before the chief of the 
fathers of the priests and Levites: one 
principal household being taken for 
Eleazar, and one taken for Ithamar.

16 And by weight he gave gold for the 
tables 01 shewbread, for every table; and 
likewise silver for ee of silver:

16 0 Lorp our God, all this store that 
we have prepared to build thee a house 
for thine holy name cometh of thine hand, 
and 18 all thine own. 

17 I know also, my God, that thou triest 
the heart, and hast pleasure in upright- 
ness. As for me, in the uprightness of 
mine heart I have willingly offered all 
these things: and now have 1 seen with 
joy thy people, which are present here, 
to offer willingly unto thee. 

18 0 Lorp God of Abraham, Isaac, 
and of Israel, our fathers, keep this for 
ever in the imagination of the thoughts 
of the heart of thy people, and prepare 
their heart unto thee: 

19 And give unto Solomon my son a 
perfect heart, to keep thy command- 
ments, thy testimonies, and thy statutes, 
and to do all these things, and to build 
the palace, for the which I have made 
provision. 

20 “| And David said to all the congre- 
gation, Now bless the Lorp your God. 
And all the congregation blessed the 
Lorp God of their fathers, and bowed 
down their heads, and worshipped the 
Lorp, and the king. \ 

21 And they sacrificed sacrifices unto 
the Lorp, and offered burnt offerings 
unto the LorpD, on the morrow after that 
day, even a thousand bullocks, a thou- 
sand rams, and a thousand lambs, with 
their drink offerings, and sacrifices in 
abundance for all Israel: 

22 And did eat and drink before the . 
Lorp on that day with great gladness. 
And they made Solomon the son of Da- 
vid king the second time, and anointed 
him unto the Lorn fo be the chief gov- 
ernor, and Zadok to be priest. 

23 Then Solomon sat on the throne of 
the Lorp as king instead of David his 
father, and prospered; and all Israel 
obeyed him.

25 And the Lorp magnified Solomon 
exceedingly in the sight of all Israel, and 
bestowed upon him such royal majesty 
as had not been on any king before him 
in Israel.

9 Then the people rejoiced, for that 
they offered willingly, because with per- 
fect heart they offered willingly to the 
Lorp: and David the king also rejoiced 
with great joy. 

10 § Wherefore David blessed the Lorp 
before all the congregation: and David 
said, Blessed de thou, Lorp God of Israel 
our father, for ever and ever. 

11 Thine, O Lorp, 08 the greatness, and 
the power, and the glory, and the victory, 
and the majesty: for all that zs in the 
heaven and in the earth 28 thine; thine 
28 the kingdom, O Lorp, and thou art 
exalted as head above all. 

12 Both riches and honour come of thee, 
and thou reignest over all; and in thine 
hand 08 power and might; and in thine 
hand 7 7s to make great, and to give 
strength unto all. 

13 Now therefore, our God, we thank 
thee, and praise thy glorious name. 

14 But who am I, and what 08 my peo- 
ple, that we should be able to offer so 
willingly after this sort? for all things 
come of thee, and of thine own have we 
given thee. 

15 For we are strangers before thee, and 
sojourners, as were all our fathers: our 
days on the earth are as a shadow, and 
there 18 none abiding. =

15 And the king made silver and gold 
at Jerusalem as plenteous as stones, and 
cedar trees made he as the sycamore 
trees that are in the vale for abundance. 

16 And Solomon had horses brought 
out 01 Egypt, and linen yarn: the king’s 
merchants received the linen yarn at 8 
price. 


CHAPTER 1. 


1 The solemn offering of Solomon at Gibeon. ἢ Solo- 
mon’s choice of wisdom is blessed by God. 18 Solo- 
mon’s strength and wealth. 


ND Solomon the son of David was 

strengthened in his kingdom, and 

the Lorp his God was with him, and 
magnified him exceedingly. 

2 Then Solomon spake unto all Israel, 
to the captains of thousands and of 
hundreds, and to the judges, and 0 
every governor in all Israel, the chief of 
the fathers. 

3 So Solomon, and all the congregation 
with him, went to the high place that was 
at Gibeon; for there was the tabernacle 
of the congregation of God, which Moses 
the servant of the LorD had made in the 
wilderness. 

4 But the ark of God had David brought 
up from Kirjath-jearim to the place which 
David had prepared for it: for he had 
pitched a tent for it at Jerusalem. 

5 Moreover the brazen altar, that Bezal- 
eel the son of Uri, the son of Hur, had 
made, he put before the tabernacle of 
the Lorp: and Solomon and the congre- 
gation sought unto it. 

6 And Solomon went up thither to the 
brazen altar before the Lorp, which was 
at the tabernacle of the congregation, 
and offered a thousand burnt offerings 
upon it. i 

ἢ J In that night did God appear unto 
Solomon, and said unto him, Ask what 
I shall give thee. 

8 And Solomon 8810 unto God, Thou 
hast shewed great mercy unto David my 
father, and hast made me to reign in his 
stead. 

9 Now, O Lorp 6 let thy promise 


Huram’s answer. 


10 And, behold, I will give to thy serv- 
ants, the hewers that cut timber, twenty 
thousand measures of beaten wheat, and 
twenty thousand measures of barley, and 
twenty thousand baths of wine, and 
twenty thousand baths of oil. 

11 4 Then Huram the king of Tyre 
answered in writing, which he sent to 
Solomon, Because the Lorp hath loved 
his people, he hath made thee king over 
them. 

12 Huram said moreover, Blessed be 
the Lorp God of Israel, that made heav- 
en and earth, who hath given to David 
the king a wise son, endued with pru- 
dence and understanding, that might 
build a house for the 1/0032, and a house 
for his kingdom. 

13 And now I have sent a cunning man, 
endued with understanding, of Huram 
my father’s, 

14 The son of a woman of the daugh- 
ters of Dan, and his father was a man of 
Tyre, skilful to work in gold, and in sil- 
ver, in brass, in iron, in stone, and in tim- 
ber, in purple, in blue, and in fine linen, 
and in crimson; also to grave any man- 
ner of graving, and to find out every de- 
vice which shall be put to him, with thy 
cunning men, and with the cunning men 
of my lord David thy father. 

15 Now therefore the wheat, and the 
barley, the oil, and the wine, which my 
lord hath spoken of, let him send unto 
his servants: 

16 And we will cut wood out of Leba- 
non, 88 much as thou shalt need: and 
we will bring it to thee in floats by sea 
to Joppa; and thou shalt carry it up to 
Jerusalem. 

17 §] And Solomon numbered all the 
strangers that were in the land of Israel, 
after the numbering wherewith David 
his father had numbered them ; and they 
were found a hundred and fifty thousand 
and three thousand and six hundred. 

18 And he set threescore and ten thou- 
sand of them to 06 bearers of burdens, 
and fourscore thousand to be hewers in 
the mountain, and three thousand and 
six hundred overseers to set the people 
awork. 


CHAPTER 3.

CHAPTER 2. 


1, 1% Solomon’s labourers for the building of the tem- 
ple.

~ - AND Solomon determined to build a 


house for the name of the Lorp, 
and a house for his kingdom. 

2 And Solomon told out threescore and 
ten thousand men to bear burdens, and 
fourscore thousand to hew in the mount- 
ain, and three thousand and six hun- 
dred to oversee them. 

8 Ἵ And Solomon sent to Huram the 
king of Tyre, saying, As thou didst deal 
with David my father, and didst send 
him cedars to build him a house to dwell 
therein, even so deal with me. 

4 Behold, I build a house to the name 
of the Lonp my God, to dedicate 22 to him, 
and to burn before him sweet incense, 
and for the continual shewbread, and for 
the burnt offerings morning and evening, 
on the sabbaths, and on the new moons, 
and on the solemn feasts of the LorpD our 
God. This 08 an ordinance for ever to 
Israel. 

5 And the house which I build 7s great : 
for great 7s our God above all gods. 

6 But who is able to build him a house, 

seeing the heaven and heaven of heavens 
cannot contain him ? who am I then, that 
1 should build him a house, save only to 
burn sacrifice before him ? 
7 Send me now therefore a man cun- 
ning to work in gold, and in silver, and 
in brass, and in iron, and in purple, and 
crimson, and blue, and that can skill to 
grave with the cunning men that are 
with me in Judah and in Jerusalem, 
whom David my father did provide. 

8 Send me also cedar trees, fir trees, 
and algum trees, out of Lebanon: for 1 
know that thy servants can skill to cut 
timber in Lebanon; and, behold, my 
servants shall be with thy servants, 

9 Even to prepare me timber in abun- 
- dance: for the house which I am about 
to build shali be wonderful great. 
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of the temple. 
stood on their feet, and their faces were 
inward. 

14 4 And he made the vail of blue, and 
purple, and crimson, and fine linen, and 
wrought cherubim thereon. 

15 Also he made before the house two 
pillars of thirty and five cubits high, and 
the chapiter that was on the top of each 
of them was five cubits. 

16 And he made chains, asin the oracle, 
and put them on the heads of the pillars; 
and made a hundred pomegranates, and 
put them on the chains. 

17 And he reared up the pillars before 
the temple, one on the right hand, and 
the other on the left; and called the 
name of that on the right hand Jachin, 
and the name of that on the left Boaz.

2 § Also he made a molten sea of ten 
cubits from brim to brim, round in com- 
pass, and five cubits the height thereof ; 
and a line of thirty cubits did compass 
it round about. 

3 And under it was the similitude of 
oxen, which did compass it round about : 
ten in a cubit, compassing the sea round 
about. Two rows of oxen were cast, 
when it was cast. 

4 It stood upon twelve oxen, three look- 
ing toward the north, and three looking 
toward the west, and three looking to- 
ward the south, and three looking toward 
the east: and the sea was set above upon 
them, and all their hinder parts were 
inward.

Ss ΕΓ Solomon began to build the 
~ house of the Lorp at Jerusalem in 
mount Moriah, where the Lorp appeared 
unto David his father, in the place that 
David had prepared in the threshing- 
> floor of Ornan the Jebusite. 

2 And he began to build in the second 
day of the second month, in the fourth 
year of his reign. 

3 9 Now these are the things wherein 
Solomon was instructed for the build- 
ing of the house of God. The length 
by cubits after the first measure 2as 
threescore cubits, and the breadth twenty 
cubits. 

4 And the porch that was in the front 
of the house, the length of ἐξ was accord- 
ing to the breadth of the house, twenty 
cubits, and the height was a hundred 
and twenty: and he overlaid it within 
with pure gold. 

5 And the greater house he ceiled with 
fir tree, which he overlaid with fine gold, 
and set thereon palm trees and chains. 

6 And he garnished the house with 
precious stones for beauty: and the gold 
was gold of Parvaim. 

7 He overlaid also the house, the beams, 
the posts, and the walls thereof, and the 
doors thereof, with gold; anc graved 
cherubim on the walls. 

8 And he made the most holy house, 
the length whereof was according to the 
breadth of the house, twenty cubits, and 
the breadth thereof twenty cubits: and 
he overlaid it with fine gold, amounting 
to six hundred talents. 

9 And the weight of the nails was fifty 
shekels of gold. And he overlaid the 
upper chambers with gold. 

10 And in the most holy house he made 
two cherubim of image work, and over- 
laid them with gold. 

11 7 And the wings of the cherubim were 
twenty cubits long: one wing of the one 
cherub was five cubits, reaching to the 
wall of the house: and the other wing 
was likewise five cubits, reaching to the 
wing of the other cherub. 

12 And one wing of the other cherub 
was five cubits, reaching to the wall of 
the house: and the other wing was five 
cubits also, joining to the wing of the 
other cherub. 

13 The wings of these cherubim spread

HUS all the work that Solomon 

made for the house 01 the LoRD was 
finished : and Solomon brought in all the 
things that David his father had ded- 
108600 ; and the silver, and the gold, and 
all the instruments, put he among the 
treasures of the house of God. 

2 YJ Then Solomon assembled the elders 
of Israel, and all the heads of the tribes, 
the chief of the fathers of the children of 
Israel, unto Jerusalem, to bring up the 
ark of the covenant 01 the Lorp out of 
the city of David, which 28 Zion. 

3 Wherefore all the men of Israel as- 
sembled themselves unto the king in the 
feast which was in the seventh month. 

4 And all the elders of Israel came ; and 
the Levites took up the ark. 

5 And they brought up the ark, and the 
tabernacle of the congregation, and all 
the holy vessels that wee in the taberna- 
cle, these did the priests and the Levites 
bring up. 

6 Also king Solomon, and all the con- 
gregation of Israel that were assembled 
unto him before the ark, sacrificed sheep 
and oxen, which could not be told nor 
numbered for multitude. 

7 And the priests brought in the ark of 
the covenant of the LorD unto his place, 
to the oracle of the house, into the most 
holy place, even under the wings of the 
cherubim : 

8 For the cherubim spread forth their 
wings over the place of the ark, and the 
cherubim covered the ark and the staves 
thereof above. 

9 And they drew out the staves of the 
ark, that the ends of the staves were 
seen from the ark before the oracle; but 
they were not seen without. And there 
it is unto this day. 

10 There was nothing in the ark save 
the two tables which Moses put therein 
at Horeb, when the LorpD made a cove- 
nant with the children of Israel, when 
they came out of Egypt. 

11 4 And it came to pass, when the 
priests were come out of the holy place: 
(for all the priests 0 were present were

according to their form, and set them in 
the temple, five on the right hand, and 
five on the left. 

8 He made also ten tables, and placed 
them in the temple, five on the right side, 
and five on the left. And he made a 
hundred basins of gold. 

9 § Furthermore he made the court of 


= the priests, and the great court, and doors 


for the court, and overlaid the doors of 
them with brass. 

10 And he set the sea on the right side 
of the east end, over against the south. 

11 And Huram made the pots, and the 
shovels, and the basins. And Huram 
finished the work that he was to make 
for king Solomon for the house of God ; 

12 To wit, the two pillars, and the pom- 
mels, and the chapiters which were on 
the top of the two pillars, and the two 
wreaths to cover the two pommels of the 
chapiters which were on the top of the 
pillars ; 

13 And four hundred pomegranates on 
the two wreaths ; two rows of pomegran- 
ates on each wreath, to cover the two 


-pommels of the chapiters which were 


upon the pillars. 

14 He made also bases, and lavers made 
he upon the bases ; 

15 One sea, and twelve oxen under it. 

16 The pots also, and the shovels, and 
the fleshhooks, and all their instruments, 
did Huram his father make to king Solo- 
mon for the house 01 the Lor», of bright 
brass. 

17 In the plain of Jordan did the king 
cast them, in the clay ground between 
Succoth and Zeredathah. 

18 Thus Solomon made all these vessels 
in great abundance : for the weight of the 


brass could not be found out. 


19 4 And Solomon made all the vessels 
that were for the house of God, the golden 
altar also, and the tables whereon the 
shewbread was set ; 

20 Moreover the candlesticks with their 
lamps, that they should burn after the 
manner before the oracle, of pure gold; 

21 And the flowers, and the lamps, and 
the tongs, made he of gold, and that 
perfect gold; 

22 And the snuffers, and the basins, and 
the spoons, and the censers, 07 pure gold: 
and the entry of the house, the inner 
doors thereof for ἀπ most holy place, 

5 


Mis prayer 
to build a house for my name, thou didst 
well in that it was in thine heart : 

9 Notwithstanding thou shalt not build 
the house ; but thy son which shall come 
forth out of thy loins, he shall build the 
house for my name. 

10 The Lorp therefore hath performed 
his word that he hath spoken: for I am 
risen up in the room of David my father, 
and am set on the throne of Israel, as the 
Lorp promised, and have built the house 
for the name of the Lorp God of Israel. 

11 And in it have I put the ark, where- 
in 8 the covenant of the Lorp, that he 
made with the children of Israel. 

12 4 And he stood before the altar of 
the Lorp in the presence of all the con- 
gregation of Israel, and spread forth his 
hands: 

13 For Solomon had made a brazen 
scaffold, of five cubits long, and five 
cubits broad, and three cubits high, and 
had set it in the midst of the court: 
and upon it he stood, and kneeled down 
upon his knees before all the congrega- 
tion of Israel, and spread forth his hands 
toward heaven, 

14 And said, O Lorp God of Israel, 
there 8 no God like thee in the heaven, 
nor in the earth; which keepest cove- 
nant, and shewest mercy unto thy serv- 
ants, that walk before thee with all their 
hearts : ; 

15 Thou which hast kept with thy 
servant David my father that which thou 
hast promised him; and spakest with 
thy mouth, and hast fulfilled ἐξ with 
thine hand, as 0% 18 this day. 

16 Now therefore, O Lorp God of Is- 
rael, keep with thy servant David my 
father that which thou hast promised 
him, saying, There shall not fail thee a 
man in my sight to sit upon the throne 
of Israel; yet so that thy children take 
heed to their way to walk in my law, as 
thou hast walked before me. 

17 Now then, O Lorp God of Israel, 
let thy word be verified, which thou hast 
spoken unto thy servant David. 

18 But will God in very deed dwell 
with men on the earth? Behold, heaven 
and the heaven of heavens cannot con- 
tain thee; how much less this house 
which I have built! 

19 Have respect therefore to the prayer 
of thy servant, and to his supplication, Ὁ

sanctified, and did not then wait by 
course : 

12 Also the Levites which were the 
singers, all of them of Asaph, of Heman, 
of Jeduthun, with their sons and their 
brethren, beéng arrayed in white linen, 
having cymbals and psalteries and harps, 
stood at the east end of the altar, and 
with them a hundred and twenty priests 
sounding with trumpets :) 

13 It came even to pass, as the trump- 
eters and singers were as one, to make 
one sound to be heard in praising and 
thanking the Lorp ; and when they lifted 
up their voice with the trumpets and 
cymbals and instruments of music, and 
praised the Lorp, saying, For he 28 good ; 
for his mercy endureth for ever: that 
then the house was filled with a cloud, 
even the house of the Lorn; 

14 So that the priests could not stand 
to minister by reason of the cloud: for 
the glory of’the Lorp had filled the 
house of God. 


CHAPTER 6. 


1 Solomon, having blessed the people, blesseth God. 
12 Solomon’s prayer in the consecration of the 
temple, upon the brazen scaffold. 


HEN said Solomon, The Lorp hath 
said that he would dwell in the 
thick darkness. 

2 But I have built a house of habitation 
for thee, and a place for thy dwelling for 
ever. 

3 And the king turned his face, and 
blessed the whole congregation of Is- 
rael: and all the congregation of Israel 
stood. 

4 And he said, Blessed 06 the Lorp 
God of Israel, who hath with his hands 
fulfilled that which he spake with his 
mouth to my father David, saying, 

5 Since the day that I brought forth 
my people out of the land 6f Egypt I 
chose no city among all the tribes of Is- 
rael to build a house in, that my name 
might be there; neither chose I any man 
to be a ruler over my people Israel : 

6 But I have chosen Jerusalem, that my 
name might be there; and have chosen 
David to be over my people Israel. 

7 Now it was in the heart 01 David my 
father to build a house for the name of 
the Lorp God of Israel. 

8 But the Lorp said to David my fa- 
ther, Forasmuch as it was in thine heart 
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of all thy people Israel, when every one 
shall know his own sore and his own 
grief, and shall spread forth his hands 
in this house: 

30 Then hear thou from heaven thy 
dwellingplace, and forgive, and render 
unto every man according unto all his 
ways, whose heart thou knowest; (for 
thou only knowest the hearts of the 
children of men ;( 

31 That they may fear thee, to walk in 
thy ways, so long as they live in the land 
which thou gavest unto our fathers. 

32 Ἵ Moreover concerning the stranger, 
which is not of thy people Israel, but is 
come from a far country for thy great 
name’s sake, and thy mighty hand, and 
thy stretched out arm; if they come and 
pray in this house ; 

33 Then hear thou from the heavens, 
even from thy dwellingplace, and do ac- 
cording to all that the stranger calleth to 
thee for ; that all people of the earth may 
know thy name, and fear thee, as doth 
thy people Israel, and may know that 
this house which I have built is called 
by thy name. 

34 If thy people go out to war against 
their enemies by the way that thou shalt 
send them, and they pray unto thee to- 
ward this city which thou hast chosen, 
and the house which I have built for thy 
name ; 

85 Then hear thou from the heavens 
their prayer and their supplication, and 
maintain their cause. 

36 If they sin against thee, (for there 
28 no man which sinneth not,) and thou 
be angry with them, and deliver them 
over before their enemies, and they carry 
them away captives unto a land far off 
or near ; 

87 Yet ζῇ they bethink themselves in 
the land whither they are carried cap- 
tive, and turn and pray unto thee in the 
land of their captivity, saying, We have 
sinned, we have done amiss, and have 
dealt wickedly ; 

88 If they return to thee with all their 
heart and with all their soul in the land 
of their captivity, whither they have car- 
ried them captives, and pray toward their 
land, which thou gavest unto their fa- 
thers, and toward the city which thou 
hast chosen, and toward the house which 
1 have built for ₪ ae : 
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at the consecration 
Lorp my God, to hearken unto the cry 
and the prayer which thy servant prayeth 
before thee : 

20 That thine eyes may be open upon 
this house day and night, upon the place 
whereof thou hast said that thou would- 
est put thy name there; to hearken unto 
the prayer which thy servant prayeth 
toward this place. 

21 Hearken therefore unto the suppli- 
cations of thy servant, and of thy people 
Israel, which they shall make toward this 
place: hear thou from thy dwellingplace, 
even from heaven ; and when thou hearest, 
forgive. 

22 4 If a man sin against his neighbour, 
and an oath be laid upon him to make 
him swear, and the oath come before 
thine altar in this house; 

23 Then hear thou from heaven, and do, 
and judge thy servants, by requiting the 
wicked, by recompensing his way upon 
his own head; and by justifying the 
righteous, by giving him according to 
his righteousness. 

24 4 And if thy people Israel be put to 
the worse before the enemy, because they 
have sinned against thee ; and shall return 
and confess thy name, and pray and make 
supplication before thee in this house ; 

25 Then hear thou from the heavens, 
and forgive the sin of thy people Israel, 
and bring them again unto the land 
which thou gavest to them and to their 
fathers. 

26 Ἵ When the heaven is shut up, and 
there is no rain, because they have sinned 
against thee ; yet if they pray toward this 
place, and confess thy name, and turn 
from their sin, when thou dost afflict 
them ; . 

27 Then hear thou from heaven, and 
forgive the sin of thy servants, and of 
thy people Israel, when thou hast taught 
them the good way, wherein they should 
walk; and send rain upon thy land, 
which thou hast given unto thy people 
for an inheritance. 

28 Ἵ If there be dearth in the land, if 
there be pestilence, if there be blasting 
or mildew, locusts or caterpillars; if 
their enemies besiege them in the cities 
of their land; whatsoever sore, or what- 
soever sickness there be: 

29 Then what prayer or what supplica- 
tion soever shall be made of any man, or

offerings, and the fat of the peace offer- 
ings, because the brazen altar which Sol- 
omon had made was not able to receive 
the burnt offerings, and the meat offer- 
ings, and the fat. 

8 “ Also at the same time Solomon kept 
the feast seven days, and all Israel with 
him, a very great congregation, from the 
entering in of Hamath unto the river of 
Egypt. — 

9 And in the eighth day they made a 
solemn assembly : for they kept the dedi- 
cation of the altar seven days, and the 
feast seven days. 

10 And on the three and twentieth day 
of the seventh month he sent the people 
away into their tents, glad and merry in 
heart for the goodness that the Lorp had 
shewed unto David, and to Solomon, and 
to Israel his people. 

11 Thus Solomon finished the house of 
the Lorp, and the king’s house: and all. 
that came into Solomon’s heart to make 
in the house of the Lorn, and in his own 
house, he prosperously effected. 

12 § And the Lorp appeared to Sol- 
omon by night, and said unto him, I 
have heard thy prayer, and have chosen 
this place to myself for a house of sacri- 


ce. 1 

18 If I shut up heaven that there be no 
rain, or if I command the locusts to de- 
vour the land, or if I send pestilence 
among my people; 

14 If my people, which are called by 
my name, shall humble themselves, and 
pray, and seek my face, and turn from 
their wicked ways; then will I hear 
from heaven, and will forgive their sin, 
and will heal their land. 

15 Now mine eyes shall be open, and 
mine ears attent unto the prayer that 8 
made in this place. 

16 For now have I chosen and sanctified 
this house, that my name may be there 
for ever: and mine eyes and mine heart 
shall be there perpetually. 

17 And as for thee, if thou wilt walk 
before me, as David thy father walked, 
and do according to all that 1 have com. 
manded thee, and shalt observe my stat- 
utes and my judgments ; 

18 Then will I stablish the throne of thy 
kingdom, according as I have covenanted 
with David thy father, saying, There shall 
not fail thee a man 20 be ruler in Israel. 
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Solomon’s sacrifices. 

39 Then hear thou from the heavens, 
even from thy dwellingplace, their prayer 
and their supplications, and maintain 
their cause, and forgive thy people 
which have sinned against thee. 

40 Now, my God, let, I beseech thee, 
thine eyes be open, and /et thine ears be 
attent unto the prayer that is made in 
this place. 

41 Now therefore arise, O Lorp God, 
into thy resting place, thou, and the ark 
of thy strength: let thy priests, O Lorp 
God, be clothed with salvation, and let 
thy saints rejoice in goodness. 

42 O Lorp God, turn not away the face 
of thine anointed: remember the mer- 
cies of David thy servant. 

CHAPTER 7. 


1 God having given testimony to Solomon’s prayer 
by fire from heaven, and glory in the temple, the 
people worship him. 4 Solomon’s solemn sacrifice. 
8 Solomon having kept the feast of tabernacies, and 
the feast of the dedication of the altar, dismisseth 
the people. 12 God appearing to Solomon giveth 
him promises upon condition. 

OW when Solomon had made an 
end of praying, the fire came down 
from heaven, and consumed the burnt 
offering and the sacrifices; and the glory 
of the Lorp filled the house. 


2 And the priests could not enter into 


the house of the Lorp, because the glory | fi 


of the Lorp had fiiled the Lorp’s house. 

3 And when all the children of Israel saw 
how the fire came down, and the glory 
of the Lorp upon the house, they bowed 
themselves with their faces to the ground 
upon the pavement, and worshipped, 
and praised the LorD, saying, For he 8 
good; for his mercy enduwreth for ever. 

4 4 Then the king and all the people 
offered sacrifices before the 1,032. 

5 And king Solomon offered a sacrifice 
of twenty and two thousand oxen, and 
a hundred and twenty thousand sheep. 
So the king and all the people dedicated 
the house of God. 

6 And the priests waited on their offi- 
ces: the Levites also with instruments of 
music of the Lorp, which David the king 
had made to praise the LorpD, because 
his mercy endwreth for ever, when David 
praised by their ministry ; and the priests 
sounded trumpets before them, and all 
Israel stood. 

7 Moreover Solomon hallowed the mid- 
dle of the court that was before the house 

of the Lorp: for there he offered burnt 
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His yearly sacrifices. 


dren of Israel consumed not, them did 
Solomon make to pay tribute until this 
day. 

9 But of the children of Israel did Solo- 
mon make no servants for his work ; but 
they weve men of war, and chief of his 
captains, and captains of his chariots 
and horsemen. 

10 And these were the chief of king 
Solomon’s officers, even two hundred and 
fifty, that bare rule over the people. 

11 § And Solomon brought up the 
daughter of Pharaoh out of the city of 
David unto the house that he had _ built 
for her: for he said, My wife shall not 
dwell in the house of David king of Is- 
rael, because the places are holy, where- 
unto the ark of the Lorp hath come. 

12 § Then Solomon offered burnt offer- 
ings unto the Lorp on the altar of the 
Lorp, which he had built before the 

orch, 

13 Even after a certain rate every day, 
offering according to the commandment 
of Moses, on the sabbaths, and on the new 
moons, and on the solemn feasts, three 
times in the year, even in the feast of un- 
leavened bread, and in the feast of weeks, 
and in the feast of tabernacles. 

14 | And he appointed, according to 
the order of David his father, the courses 
of the priests to their service, and the 
Levites to their charges, to praise and 
minister before the priests, as the duty of 
every day required: the porters also by 
their courses at every gate: for so had 
David the man of God commanded. 

15 And they departed not from the 
commandment of the king unto the 
concerning any 
matter, or concerning the treasures. 

16 Now all the work of Solomon was 
prepared unto the day of the foundation 
of the house of the Lorp, and until it 
was finished. So the house of the Lorp 
was perfected. 

17 § Then went Solomon to Ezion- 
geber, and to Eloth, at the sea side in 
the land of Edom. 

18 And Huram sent him, by the hands 
of his servants, ships, and servants that 
had knowledge of the sea ; and they went 
with the servants of Solomon to Ophir, 
and took thence four hundred and fifty 
talents of gold, and brought them to king 
Solomon.

19 But if ye turn away, and forsake my 
statutes and my commandments, which 
I have set before you, and shall go and 
serve other gods, and worship them ; 

20 Then will I pluck them up by the 
roots out of my land which I have given 
them ; and this house, which I have sanc- 
tified for my name, will I cast out of my 
sight, and will make it to be a proverb 
and a byword among all nations. 

21 And this house, which is high, shall 
be an astonishment to every one that 
passeth by it; so that he shall say, Why 


᾿ hath the Lorp done thus unto this land, 


and unto this house ὃ 

22 And it shall be answered, Because 
they forsook the Lorp God of their 
fathers, which brought them forth out 
of the land of Egypt, and laid hold on 
other gods, and worshipped them, and 
served them: therefore hath he brought 
all this evil upon them.

ND it came to pass at the end of 

twenty years, wherein Solomon 

had built the house of the Lorp, and 
his own house, 

2 That the cities which Huram had 
restored to Solomon, Solomon built 
them, and caused the children of Israel 
to dwell there. 

3 And Solomon went to Hamath-zobah, 
and prevailed against it. 

4 And he built Tadmor in the wilder- 
ness, and all the store cities, which he 
built in Hamath. 

5 Also he built Beth-horon the upper, 
and Beth-horon the nether, fenced cities, 
with walls, gates, and bars; 

6 And Baalath, and all the store cities 
that Solomon had, and all the chariot 
cities, and the cities of the horsemen, and 
all that Solomon desired to build in Je- 
rusalem, and in Lebanon, and throughout 
all the land of his dominion. 

7 9 As for all the people that were left 
of the Hittites, and the Amorites, and 
the Perizzites, and the Hivites, and the 
Jebusites, which were not of Israel, 

8 But of their children, who were left 
after them in the land, whom the chil- 
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ee 
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881601108 for singers: and there were 
none such seen before in the land of 
Judah. 

12 And king Solomon gaveto the queen 
of Sheba all her desire, whatsoever she 
asked, besides that which she had brought 
unto the king. So she turned, and went 
away to her own land, she and her serv- 
ants. 

13 4] Now the weight of gold that came 
to Solomon in one year was six hundred 
and threescore and six talents of gold ; 

14 Besides that which chapmen and 
merchants brought. And all the kings 
of Arabia and governors of the country 
brought gold and silver to Solomon. 

15 *| And king Solomon made two hun- 
dred targets of beaten gold: six hundred 
shekels of beaten gold went to one target. . 

16 And three hundred shields made he 
of beaten gold: three hundred shekels of 
gold went to one shield. And the king 
put them in the house of the forest of 
Lebanon. 

17 Moreover the king made a great 
yee of ivory, and overlaid it with pure 
gold. 

18 And there were six steps to the throne, 
with a footstool of gold, which were fast- 
ened to the throne, and stays on each side 
of the sitting place, and two lions stand- 
ing by the stays: 

19 And twelve lions stood there on the 
one side and on the other upon the six 
steps. There was not the like made in 
any kingdom. 

20 "| And all the drinking vessels of 
king Solomon were of gold, and all 
the vessels of the house of the forest of 
Lebanon were of pure gold: none were of 
silver ; it was not any thing accounted of 
in the days of Solomon. 

21 For the king’s ships went to Tarshish 
with the servants of Huram: every three 
years once came the ships of Tarshish 
bringing gold, and silver, ivory, and apes, 
and peacocks. 

22 And king Solomon passed all the 
kings of the earth in riches and wisdom. 

23 Ἵ And all the kings of the earth 
sought the presence of Solomon, to hear 
his wisdom, that God had put in his heart. 

24 And they brought every man his 
present, vessels of silver, aude vessels of 
gold, and raiment, harness, and spices, 
horses, and mules, a rate year by year.

oye when the queen of Sheba heard 
of the fame of Solomon, she came to 
prove Solomon with hard questions at 
Jerusalem, with a very great company, 
and camels that bare spices, and gold 
in abundance, and precious stones: and 
when she was come to Solomon, she com- 
muned with him of all that was in her 
heart. 

2 And Solomon told her all her ques- 
tions: and there was nothing hid from 
Solomon which he told her not. 

3 And when the queen of Sheba had 
seen the wisdom of Solomon, and the 
house that he had built, 

4 And the meat of his table, and the sit- 
ting of his servants, and the attendance of 
his ministers, and their apparel ; his cup- 
bearers also, and their apparel; and his 
ascent by which he went up into the house 
of the Lorp; there was no more spirit in 
her. 

5 And she said to the king, 10 was a 
true report which I heard in mine own 
land of thine acts, and of thy wisdom : 

6 Howbeit I believed not their words, 
until I came, and mine eyes had seen 77: 
and, behold, the one half of the greatness 
of thy wisdom was not told me: for thou 
exceedest the fame that I heard. 

7 Happy are thy men, and happy are 
these thy servants, which stand continu- 
ally before thee, and hear thy wisdom. 

8 Blessed be the Lorp thy God, which 
delighted in thee to set thee on his throne, 
to be king for the LorpD thy God : because 
thy God loved Israel, to establish them 
for ever, therefore made he thee king 
- over them, to do judgment and justice. 

9 And she gave the king a hundred and 

twenty talents of gold, and of spices 
great abundance, and precious stones: 
neither was there any such spice as the 
queen of Sheba gave king Solomon. 
_ 10 And the servants also of Huram, and 
the servants of Solomon, which brought 
gold from Ophir, brought algum trees 
and precious stones. 

11 And the king made of the algum

and king Rehoboam forsook the counsel 
of the old men, 

14 And answered them after the advice 
of the young men, saying, My father made 
your yoke heavy, but I will add thereto: | 
my father chastised you with whips, but 
I will chastise you with scorpions. 

15 So the king hearkened not unto the 
people: for the cause was of God, that 
the Lorp might perform his word, which 
he spake by the hand of Ahijah the Shi- 
lonite to Jeroboam the son of Nebat. 

16 4 And when all Israel saz that the 
king would not hearken unto them, the 
people answered the king, saying, What 
portion have we in David? and we have 
none inheritance in the son of Jesse: 
every man to your tents, O Israel: and 
now, David, see to thine own house. 
So all Israel went to their tents. 

17 But as for the children of Israel that 
dwelt in the cities of Judah, Rehoboam 
reigned over them. 

18 Then king Rehoboam sent Hadoram

25 § And Solomon had four thousand 
stalls for horses and chariots, and twelve 
thousand horsemen; whom he bestowed 
in the chariot cities, and with the king 
at Jerusalem.

27 And the king made silver in Jerusa- 
lem as stones, and cedar trees made he 
as the sycamore trees that 6/0 in the low 
plains in abundance.

8 And they sent and called him. So

heavy yoke that he put upon us, and we 
will serve thee. 

5 And he said unto them, Come again 
unto me after three days. And the peo- 
ple departed. 

6 "| And king Rehoboam took counsel 
with the old men that had stood before 
Solomon his father while he yet lived, 
saying, What counsel give ye me to 
return answer to this people?

sons had cast them off from executing 
the priest’s office unto the Lorn: 

15 And he ordained him priests for the 
high places, and for the devils, and for 
the calves which he had made.

21 And Rehoboam loved Maachah the 
daughter of Absalom above all his wives 
and his concubines: (for he took eighteen 
wives, and threescore concubines; and 
begat twenty and eight sons, and three- 
score daughters.) 

22 And Rehoboam made Abijah the son 
of Maachah the chief, 20 be ruler among 
his brethren: for he thought to make him 
king. 

93 And he dealt wisely, and dispersed 
of all his children throughout all the 
countries of Judah and Benjamin, unto 
every fenced city: and he gave them 
victuals in abundance. And he desired 
many wives.

ND when Rehoboam was come to 

Jerusalem, he gathered of the house 

of Judah and Benjamin a hundred and 

fourscore thousand chosen men, which 

were warriors, to fight against Israel, 

that he might bring the kingdom again 
to Rehoboam. 

2 But the word of the Lorp came to 
Shemaiah the man of God, saying, 

3 Speak unto Rehoboam the son of 
Solomon, king of Judah, and to all 
Israel in Judah and Benjamin, saying, 

4 Thus saith the Lorn, Ye shall not go 
up, nor fight against your brethren: 
return every man to his house; for this 
thing is done of me. And they obeyed 
the words of the Lorp, and returned 
from going against Jeroboam. 

5 § And Rehoboam dwelt in Jerusalem, 
and built cities for defence in Judah. 

6 He built even Beth-lehem, and Etam, 
and Tekoa, 

7 And Beth-zur, and Shoco, and Adul- 


am, 
8 And Gath, and Mareshah, and 
Ziph, 
9 And Adoraim, and Lachish, and Aze- 


kah, 

10 And Zorah, and Ajalon, and Hebron, 
which are in Judah and in Benjamin, 
fenced cities. 

11 And he fortified the strong holds, 
and put captains in them, and store of 
victuals, and of oil and wine. 

12 And in every several city he put 
shields and spears, and made them ex- 
ceeding strong, having Judah and Ben- 
jamin on his side. 

18 "| And the priests and the Levites 
that were in all Israel resorted to him 
out of all their coasts. 

14 For the Levites left their suburbs 
and their possession, and came to Judah 
and Jerusalem : = a eroboam and his

OW in the eighteenth year of king 
Jeroboam began Abijah to reign 
over Judah. 

2 He reigned three years in Jerusalem. 
His mother’s name also was Michaiah 
the daughter of Uriel of Gibeah. And 
there was war between Abijah and Jer- 
oboam. 

3 And Abijah set the battle in array 
with an army of valiant men of war, even 
four hundred thousand chosen men : Jer- 
oboam also set the battle in array against 
him with eight hundred thousand chosen 
men, being mighty men of valour. 

44 And Abijah stood up upon mount 
Zemaraim, which 28 in mount Ephraim, 
and said, Hear me, thou Jeroboam, and 
all Israel ; 

5 Ought ye not to know that the Lorp 
God of Israel gave the kingdom over 
Israel to David. for ever, even to him and 
to his sons by a covenant of salt ? 

6 Yet Jeroboam the son of Nebat, the 
servant of Solomon the son of David, is 
bes up, and hath rebelled against his 
ord. 

7 And there are gathered unto him vain 
men, the children of Belial, and have 
strengthened themselves against Reho- 
boam the son of Solomon, when Reho- 
boam was young and tenderhearted, and 
could not withstand them. - 

8 And now ye think to withstand the 
kingdom of the Lorp in the hand of the 
sons of David ; and ye de a great multi- 
tude, and there are with you golden 
caives, which Jeroboam made you for

_ will not destroy them, but I will grant 
them some deliverance; and my wrath 
shall not be poured out upon Jerusalem 
by the hand of Shishak. 

8 Nevertheless they shall be his serv- 
ants; that they may know my service, 
and the service of the kingdoms of the 
countries. 

9 So Shishak king of Egypt came up 
against Jerusalem, and took away the 
treasures 01 the house of the Lorn, and 
the treasures of the king’s house; he took 
all: he carried away also the shields of 
gold which Solomon had made. 

10 Instead of which king Rehoboam 
made shields of brass, and committed 
them to the hands of the chief of the 
guard, that kept the entrance of the 
king’s house. 
> 11 And when the king entered into the 
house of the Lorp, the guard came and 
fetched them, and brought them again 
into the guardchamber. 

12 And when he humbled himself, the 
wrath of the Lorp turned from him, that 
he would not destroy Aim altogether: 
and also in Judah things went well. 

18 "| So king Rehoboam strengthened 
himself in Jerusalem, and reigned: for 
Rehoboam was one and forty years old 
when he began to reign, and he reigned 
seventeen years in Jerusalem, the city 
which the Lorp had chosen out of all 
the tribes of Israel, 5 put his name there.

20 Neither did Jeroboam_ recover 
strength again in the days of Abijah:

O Abijah slept with his fathers, and 
they buried him in the city of David: 
and Asa his son reigned in his stead. In 
his days the land was quiet ten years. 

2 And Asa did that which was good and 
right in the eyes of the Lorp his God: 

3 For he took away the altars of the 
strange gods, and the high places, and 
brake down the images, and cut down 
the groves: 

4 And commanded Judah to seek the 
Lorp God of their fathers, and to do the 
law and the commandment. 

5 Also he took away out of all the cities 
of Judah the high places and the images : 
and the kingdom was quiet before him. 

6 4 And he built fenced cities in Judah: 
for the land had rest, and he had no war 
in those years; because the Lorp had 
given him rest. 

7 Therefore he said unto Judah, Let us 
build these @ities, and make about them 
walls and towers, gates and bars, while 
the land 7s yet before us; because we 
have sought the Lorp our God, we have 
sought iim, and he hath given us rest on 
every side. So they built and prospered. 

8 And Asa had an army of men that bare 
targets and spears, out of Judah three 
hundred thousand ; and out of Benjamin, 
that bare shields and drew bows, two 
hundred and fourscore thousand: all 
these were mighty men of valour. 

9 J And there came out against them 
Zerah the Ethiopian with a host of a 
thousand thousand, and three hundred 
chariots; and came unto Mareshah. 

10 Then Asa went out against him, and 
they set the battle in array in the valley 
of Zephathah at Mareshah. 

11 And Asa cried unto the Lorp his 
God, and said, Lorp, 24 7s nothing with

9 Have ye not cast out the priests of 
the Lorp, the sons of Aaron, and the 
Levites, and have made you priests after 
the manner of the nations of other lands ? 
so that whosoever cometh to consecrate 
himself with a young bullock and seven 
rams, the same may be a priest of them 
that are no gods. 
> 10 But as for us, the Lorp 08 our God, 
and we have not forsaken him; and the 
priests, which minister unto the Lorp, 
are the sons of Aaron, and the Levites 
wait upon their business : 

11 And they burn unto the Lorp every 
morning and every evening burnt sacri- 
fices and sweet incense: the shewbread 
also set they in order upon the pure table; 
and the candlestick of gold with the 
lamps thereof, to burn every evening: 
for we keep the charge of the LorpD our 
God; but ye have forsaken him. 

12 And, behold, God himself 08 with 
us for owr captain, and his priests with 
sounding trumpets to cry alarm against 
you. O children of Israel, fight ye not 
against the Lorp God of your fathers; 
for ye shall not prosper. 

18 § But Jeroboam caused an ambush- 
ment to come about behind them: so 
they were before Judah, and the ambush- 
ment was behind them. 

14 And when Judah looked back, be- 
hold, the battle was before and behind: 
and they cried unto the Lorp, and the 
priests sounded with the trumpets. 

15 Then the men of Judah gave a shout: 
and as the men of Judah shouted, it came 
to pass, that God smote Jeroboam and 
all Israel before Abijah and Judah. 

16 And the children of Israel fled 
before Judah: and God delivered them 
into their hand. 

17 And Abijah and his people slew 
them with a great slaughter: so there 
fell down slain of Israel five hundred 
thousand chosen men. 

18 Thus the children of Israel were 
brought under at that time, and the 
children of Judah prevailed, because 
they relied upon the Lorp God of their 
fathers. 

19 And Abijah pursued after Jeroboam, 
and took cities from him, Beth-el with 
the towns thereof, and Jeshanah with 
the towns thereof, and Ephrain with the 
towns thereof. Zs

courage, and put away the abominable 
idols out of all the land of Judah and 
Benjamin, and out of the cities which he 
had taken from mount Ephraim, and re- 
newed the altar of the Lorn, that was 
before the porch of the Lorp. 

9 And he gathered all Judah and Benja- 
min, and the strangers with them out of 
Ephraim and Manasseh, and out of Sim- 
eon: for they fell to him out of Israel in 
abundance, when they saw thatthe LorD | 
his God was with him. 

10 ₪0 they gathered themselves ?0- 
gether at Jerusalem in the third month, 
in the fifteenth year of the reign of Asa. 

11 And they offered unto the Lorp the 
same time, of the spoil which they had 
brought, seven hundred oxen and seven 
thousand sheep. 

12 And they entered into a covenant to 
seek the Lorp God of their fathers with 
all their heart and with all their soul ; 

18 That whosoever would not seek the 
Lorp God of Israel should be put to death, 
whether small or great, whether maa or 
woman. 

14 And they sware unto the Lorp with 
a loud voice, and with shouting, and with 
trumpets, and with cornets. 

15 And all Judah rejoiced at the oath: 
for they had sworn with all their heart, 
and sought him with their whole desire ; 
and he was found of them : and the Lorp 
gave them rest round about. 

16 4 And also concerning Maachah the 
mother of Asa the king, he removed her 
from being queen, because she had made 
an idol in a grove: and Asa cut down her 
idol, and stamped 27, and burnt 2 at the 
brook Kidron. 

17 But the high places were not taken 
away out of Israel: nevertheless the heart 
of Asa was perfect all his days. 

18 4 And he brought into the house of 
God the things that his father had dedi- 
cated, and that he himself had dedicated, 
silver, and gold, and vessels. 

19 And there was no more war unto the 
five and thirtieth year of the reign of Asa. 


CHAPTER 16. 


1 Asa, by the aid of the Syrians, diverteth Baasha 
Srom building of Ramah. %-Being reproved there- 
of by Hanani, he putteth himin prison. 11 Amon 
his other 0018 in his disease he seeketh not to God, 
but to the physicians.

12 So the Lorp smote the Ethiopians 
before Asa, and before Judah; and the 
Ethiopians fied. 

18 And Asa and the people that were 
with him pursued them unto Gerar: and 
the Ethiopians were overthrown, that 
they could not recover themselves; for 
they were destroyed before the Lorn, and 
before his host; and they carried away 
very much spoil. 

14 And they smote all the cities round 
about Gerar; for the fear of the Lorp 
came upon them: and they spoiled all 
the cities ; for there was exceeding much 


spoil in them. 


15 They smote also the tents of cattle, 
and carried away sheep and camels in 
abundance, and returned to Jerusalem. 


CHAPTER 15. 


1 Asa with Judah and many of Israel, moved by 
the prophecy of Azariah the son of Oded, make 
α solemn covenant with God. 16 He putteth down 
Maachah his mother for her idolatry. 18 He 
bringeth dedicate things into the house of God, 
and enjoyeth a long peace. 


ND the Spirit of God came upon 
Azariah the son of Oded: 

2 And he went out to meet Asa, and said 
unto him, Hear ye me, Asa, and all Judah 
and Benjamin; The Lorp 7s with you, 
while ye be with him ; and if ye seek him, 
he will be found of you; butif ye forsake 
him, he will forsake you. 

3 Now for a long season Israel hath been 
without the true God, and without a 


teaching priest, and without law. 


4 But when they in their trouble did turn 
unto the Lorp God of Israel, and sought 
him, he was found of them. 

5 And in those times there was no peace 
to him that went out, nor to him that 
came in, but great vexations were upon 
all the inhabitants of the countries. 

6 And nation was destroyed of nation, 
and city of city: for God did vex them 
with all adversity. 

7 Be ye strong therefore, and let not 
your hands be weak : for your work shall 
be rewarded. 

8 And when Asa heard these words, and 
the prophecy of Oded the prophet, he took 
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Jehoshaphat’s good reign.

18 And Asa slept with his fathers, 
and died in the one and fortieth year 
of his reign. 

14 And they buried him in his own sep- 
ulchres, which he had made for himself 
in the city of David, and laid him in the 
bed which was filled with sweet odours 
and divers kinds of spices prepared by the 
apothecaries’ art: and they made a very 
great burning for him.

κι ἔα D Jehoshaphat his son reigned in 
his stead, and strengthened himself 
against Israel. 

2 And he placed forces in all the fenced 
cities of Judah, and set garrisons in the 
land of Judah, and in the cities of Ephra- 
im, which Asa his father had taken. 

3 And the LorpD was with Jehoshaphat, 
because he walked in the first ways of 
his father David, and sought not unto 
Baalim ; 

4 But ‘sought to the Lorp God of his 
father, and walked in his commandments, 
and not after the doings of Israel. 

5 Therefore the Lorp stablished the 
kingdom in his hand; and all Judah 
brought to Jehoshaphat presents; and 
he had riches and honour in abundance. 

6 And his heart was lifted up in the 
ways of the Lorp: moreover he took 
away the high places and groves out of 
Judah. 

ἢ * Also in the third year of his reign 
he sent to his princes, even to Ben-hail, 
and to Obadiah, and to Zechariah, and 
to Nethaneel, and to Michaiah, to teach 
in the cities of Judah. 

8 And with them he sent Levites, even 
Shemaiah, and Nethaniah, and Zebadiah, 
and Asahel, and Shemiramoth, and Je- 
honathan, and Adonijah, and "Tobijah, 
and Tob- adonijah, Levites; and with 
them Elishama and Jehoram, priests. 

9 And they taught in J udah, and had 
the book of the law of the Lorp with 
them, and went about throughout all the 
cities of J udah, and taught the people. 

10 1 And the fear of the Lorp fell upon 
all the kingdoms of the lands that were 
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came up against Judah, and built Ramah, 
to the intent that he might let none go 
out or come in to Asa king of Judah. 

2 Then Asa brought out silver and gold 
out of the treasures of the house of the 
Lorp and of the king’s house, and sent 
to Ben-hadad king of Syria, that dwelt 
at Damascus, saying, 

3 There is a league between me and 
thee, as there was between my father and 
thy father: behold, I have sent thee sil- 
ver and gold; go, break thy league with 
Baasha king ‘of Israel, that he may de- 
part from me. 

4 And Ben-hadad hearkened unto king 
Asa, and sent the captains of his armies 
against the cities of Israel; and they 
smote Tjon, and Dan, and ‘Abel- -maim, 
and all the store cities of Naphtali. 

5 And it came to pass, when Baasha 
heard ἐξ, that he left off building of 
Ramah, and let his work cease. 

6 Then Asa the king took all Judah; 
and they carried away the stones of 
Ramah, and the timber thereof, where- 
with Baasha was building; and he built 
therewith Geba and Mizpah. 

7 4 And at that time Hanani the seer 
came to Asa king of Judah, and said 
unto him, Because thou hast relied on 
the king of Syria, and not relied on the 
Lorp thy God, therefore is the host of 
the king of Syria escaped out of thine 
hand. 

8 Were not the Ethiopians and the 
Lubim a huge host, with very many 
chariots and horsemen? yet, because 
thou didst rely on the Lorp, he deliv- 
ered them into thine hand. 

9 For the eyes of the Lorp run to and 
fro throughout the whole earth, to shew 
himself strong in the behalf of them whose 
heart 7s perfect toward him. Herein thou 
hast done foolishly : therefore from hence- 
forth thou shalt have wars. 

10 Then Asa was wroth with the seer, 
and put him in a prison house; for he 
was in a rage with him because of this 
thing. And Asa oppressed some of the 
people the same time. 

11 4 And, behold, the acts of Asa, first 
and last, lo, they are written in the book 
of the kings of Judah and Israel. 

12 And Asa in the thirty and ninth year 
of his reign was diseased in his feet, until 
his disease was ₪ ig great: yet in

He joineth with Ahab. 


4 4 And Jehoshaphat said unto the 
king of Israel, Inquire, I pray thee, at 
the word 01 the Lorp to day. 

5 Therefore the king of Israel gathered 
together of prophets four hundred men, 
and said unto them, Shall we ₪0 to Ra- 
moth-gilead to battle, or shall I forbear ? 
And they said, Go up; for God will de- 
liver ἐξ into the king’s hand. 

6 But Jehoshaphat said, Js there not 
here a prophet of the Lorp besides, that 
we might inquire of him ? 

7 And the king of Israel said unto 
Jehoshaphat, 77676 is yet one man, by 
whom we may inquire 01 the Lorp: 
but I hate him; for he never prophesied 
good unto me, but always evil: the same 
28 Micaiah the son of Imla. And Je- 
hoshaphat said, Let not the king say so. 

8 And the king of Israel called for one 
of his officers, and said, Fetch quickly 
Micaiah the son of Imla. 

9 And the king of Israel and Jehosha- 
phat king of Judah sat either of them on 
his throne, clothed in their robes, and 
they sat in a void place at the entering 
in of the gate of Samaria; and all the 
prophets prophesied before them. 

10 And Zedekiah the son of Chenaanah 
had made him horns of iron, and said, 
Thus saith the Lorp, With these thou 
shalt push Syria until they be consumed. 

11 And all the prophets prophesied so, 
saying, Go up to Ramoth-gilead, and 
prosper: for the Lorp shall deliver 7 
into the hand of the king. 

12 And the messenger that went to call 
Micaiah spake to him, saying, Behold, 
the words of the prophets declare good 
to the king with one assent; let thy 
word therefore, I pray thee, be like one 
of theirs, and speak thou good. 

13 And Micaiah said, As the Lorp liv- 
eth, even what my God saith, that will 
I speak. 

14 And when he was come to the king, 
the king said unto him, Micaiah, shall 
we go to Ramoth-gilead to battle, or 
shall I forbear? And he said, Go ye up, 
and prosper, and they shall be delivered 
into your hand. 

15 And the king said to him, How 
many times shall I adjure thee that thou 
say nothing but the truth to me in the 
name of the LorD ? 

16 Then he eden did see all Israel

and the Arabians brought him flocks, 
seven thousand and seven hundred rams, 
and seven thousand and seven hundred 
he goats.

OW Jehoshaphat had riches and 
honour in abundance, and joined 
affinity with Ahab. 

2 And after certain years he went down 
to Ahab to Samaria. And Ahab killed 
sheep and oxen for him in abundance, 
and for the people that he had with him, 
and persuaded him to go up with him to 
Ramoth-gilead. 

8 And Ahab king of Israel said unto 
Jehoshaphat king of Judah, Wilt thou 
go with me to Ramoth-gilead ? And he 
answered him, I am as thou art, and 
my people as thy people; and we will be 
with thee in the war. 


Jehoshaphat reproved. 


Jehoshaphat, I will disguise myself, and 
will go to the battle; but put thou on 
thy robes. Sothe king of Israel disguised 
himself ; and they went to the battle. 

30 Now the king of Syria had com- 
manded the captains of the chariots that 
were with him, saying, Fight ye not with 
small or great, save only with the king 
of Israel. ד‎ 

31 And it came to pass, when the cap- 
tains of the chariots saw Jehoshaphat, 
that they said, It 08 the king of Israel. 
Therefore they compassed about him to 
fight: but Jehoshaphat cried out, and the 
LorD helped him ; and God moved them 
to depart from him. 

32 For it came to pass, that, when the 
captains of the chariots perceived that it 
was not the king of Israel, they turned 
back again from pursuing him. 

33 And 8 certain man drew a bow at a 
venture, and smote the king of Israel be- 
tween the joints of the harness: therefore 
he said to his chariot man, Turn thine 
hand, that thou mayest carry me out of 
the host ; for I am wounded. 

34 And the battle increased that day: 
howbeit the king of Israel stayed himself = 
up in his chariot against the Syrians 
until the even: and about the time of the 
sun going down he died. 


CHAPTER 19. 


1 Jehoshaphat, reproved by Jehu, visiteth his king- 
dom. 5 His instructions to the judges, 8 to the 
priests and Levites. 


ND Jehoshaphat the king of Judah 
returned to his house in peace to 
Jerusalem. 

2 And Jehu the son of Hanani the seer 
went out to meet him, and said to king 
Jehoshaphat, Shouldest thou help the 
ungodly, and love them that hate the 
Lorp ? therefore 7s wrath upon thee from 
before the Lorp. 

3 Nevertheless, there are good things 


found in thee, in that thou hast taken 


away the groves out of the land, and 
hast prepared thine heart to seek God. 
4 And Jehoshaphat dwelt at Jerusalem : 
and he went out again through the peo- 
ple from Beer-sheba to mount Ephraim, 
and brought them back unto the Lorp 
God of their fathers. : 
5 Y And he set judges in the land 
throughout all the fenced cities of Judah, 
city by city, 
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Micaiah’s prophecy. 


scattered upon the mountains, as sheep 
that have no shepherd: and the Lorp 
said, These have no master; let them 
return therefore every man to his house 
in peace. 

17 And the king of Israel said to Je- 
hoshaphat, Did I not tell thee that he 
would not prophesy good unto me, but 
evil ? 

18 Again he said, Therefore hear the 
word of the Lorp; I saw the Lorp sit- 
ting upon his throne, and all the host of 
heaven standing on his right hand and 
on his left.

22 Now therefore, behold, the Lorp 
hath put a lying spirit in the mouth of 
these thy prophets, and the Lorp hath 
spoken evil against thee. 

23 Then Zedekiah the son of Chenaanah 
came near, and smote Micaiah upon the 
cheek, and said, Which way went the 
Spirit of the Lorp from me to speak 
unto thee ? 
> 24 And Micaiah said, Behold, thou shalt 
see on that day when thou shalt go into 
an inner chamber to hide thyself. 

25 Then the king of Israel said, Take 
ye Micaiah, and carry him back to Amon 
the governor of the city, and to Joash the 
king’s son ; 

26 And say, Thus saith the king, Put 
this fellow in the prison, and feed him 
with bread of affliction and with water of 
affliction, until I return in peace. 

27 And Micaiah said, If thou certainly 
return in peace, then hath not the Lorp 
spoken by me. And he said, Hearken, 
all ye people. 

28 So the king of Israel and Jehosha- 
phat the king of Judah went up to Ra- 
moth-gilead. - 

29 And the ₪2 a Israel said unto

9 If, when evil cometh upon us, as the 
sword, judgment, or pestilence, or fam- 
ine, we stand before this house, and in 
thy presence, (for thy name 08 in this 
house,) and cry unto thee in our afilic 
tion, then thou wilt hear and help. 

10 And now, behold, the children of 
Ammon and Moab and mount Seir, whom 
thou wouldest not let Israel invade, when 
they came out of the land of Egypt, but 
they turned from them, and destroyed 
them not; 

11 Behold, 7 say, how they reward us, 
to come to cast us out of thy possession, 
which thou hast given us to inherit. 

12 0 our God, wilt thou not judge them ὃ 
for we have no might against this great 
company that cometh against us; neither 
know we what to do: but our eyes are 
upon thee. 

18 And all Judah stood before the 
LorpD, with their little ones, their wives, 
and their children. 

14 4 Then upon Jahaziel the son of 
Zechariah, the son of Benaiah, the son of 
Jeiel, the son of Mattaniah, a Levite of 
the sons of Asaph, came the Spirit of 
the Lorp in the midst of the congrega- 
tion ; 

15 And he said, Hearken ye, all Judah, 
and ye inhabitants of Jerusalem, and thou 
king Jehoshaphat, Thus saith the Lorp 
unto you, Be not afraid nor dismayed by 
reason of this great multitude; for the 
battle 08 not yours, but God’s. 

6 To morrow go ye down against 
them: behold, he at up by the cliff 
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is prayer 

6 And said to the judges, Take heed 
what ye do: for ye judge not for man, 
but for the Lorp, who 8 with you in the 
judgment.

be upon you; take heed and do 00: for 
there is no iniquity with the Lorp our 
God, nor respect of persons, nor taking 
of gifts. 

8 Ἴ Moreover in Jerusalem did Jehosh- 
aphat set of the Levites, and of the priests, 
and of the chief of the fathers of Israel, 
for the judgment of the Lorp, and for 
controversies, when they .returned to 
Jerusalem. 

9 And he charged them, saying, Thus 
shall ye do in the fear of the LorD, faith- 
fully, and with a perfect heart. 

10 And what cause soever shall come to 
you of your brethren that dwell in their 
cities, between blood and blood, between 
law and commandment, statutes and 
judgments, ye shall even warn them that 
they trespass not against the Lorp, and 
80 wrath come upon you, and upon your 
brethren: this do, and ye shall not tres- 
pass. 

11 And, behold, Amariah the chief 
priest 28 over you in all matters of the 
Lorp ; and Zebadiah the son of Ishmael, 
the ruler of the house of Judah, for all 
the king’s matters: also the Levites shall 
be officers before you. Deal courageously, 
and the Lorp shall be with the good. 


CHAPTER 20.

2 Then there came some that told Je- 
hoshaphat, saying, There cometh a great 
multitude against thee from beyond the 
sea on this side Syria; and, behold, they 
be in Hazazon-tamar, which 28 En-gedi. 

3 And Jehoshaphat feared, and set him- 
self to seek the Lorn, and proclaimed a 
fast throughout all Judah. 


4 And Judah gathered themselves to-

29 And the fear of God was on all the 
kingdoms of those countries, when they 
had heard that the Lorp fought against 
the enemies of Israel. 

30 So the realm of Jehoshaphat was 
quiet: for his God gave him rest round 
about. 

31 4 And Jehoshaphat reigned over 
Judah: he was thirty and five years old 
when he began to reign, and he reigned 
twenty and five yearsin Jerusalem. And 
his mother’s name was Azubah the 
daughter of Shilhi. 

32 And he walked in the way of Asa 
his father, and departed not from it, 
doing that which was right in the sight 
of the Lorp. τ 

88 Howbeit the high places were not 
taken away: for as yet the people had 
not prepared their hearts unto the God 
of their fathers. 

34 Now the rest of the acts of Jehosha- 
phat, first and last, behold, they are writ- 
ten in the book of Jehu the son of Hanani, 
who zs mentioned in the book of the 
kings of Israel. 

95 § And after this did Jehoshaphat 
king of Judah join himself with Ahaziah 
king of Israel, who did very wickedly : 

36 And he joined himself with him to 
make ships to go to Tarshish: and they 
made the ships in Ezion-gaber. 

37 Then Eliezer the son of Dodavah of 
Mareshah prophesied against Jehosha- 
phat, saying, Because thou hast joined 
thyself with Ahaziah, the LorpD hath 
broken thy works. And the ships were 
broken, that they were not able to go to 
Tarshish, 
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JSehoshaphat’s enemies 


of 212 ; and ye shall find them at the end 
of the brook, before the wilderness of 
Jeruel. 

17 Ye shall not need to fight in this bat- 
tle: set yourselves, stand ye stz//, and see 
the salvation of the LorpD with you, Ὁ 
Judah and Jerusalem: fear not, nor be 
dismayed; to morrow go out against 
them: for the Lorp wili be with you. 

18 And Jehoshaphat bowed his head 
with his face to the ground: and all 
Judah and the inhabitants of Jerusalem 
fell before the LorD, worshipping the 
LORD. 

19 And the Levites, of the children of 
the Kohathites, and of the children of the 
Korhites, stood up to praise the Lorp 
God of Israel with a loud voice on 
high. 

20 *[ And they rose early in the morn- 
ing, and went forth into the wilderness of 
Tekoa: and as they went forth, Jehosha- 
phat stood and said, Hear me, O Judah, 
and ye inhabitants of Jerusalem ; Believe 
in the Lorp your God, so shall ye be 
established ; believe his prophets, so shall 
ye prosper. 

21 And when he had consulted with the 
people, he appointed singers unto the 
Lorp, and that should praise the beauty 
of holiness, as they went out before the 
army, and to say, Praise the Lorn; for 
his mercy endwreth for ever. 

22 "| And when they began to sing and 
to praise, the Lorp set ambushments 
against the children of Ammon, Moab, 
and mount Seir, which were come against 
Judah ; and they were smitten. 

23 For the children of Ammon and Moab 
stood up against the inhabitants of mount 
Seir, utterly to slay and destroy them: and 
when they had made an end of the in- 
habitants of Seir, every one helped to 
destroy another. 

24 And when Judah came toward the 
watchtower in the wilderness, they looked 
unto the multitude, and, behold, they 
were dead bodies fallen to the earth, and 
none escaped. 

25 And when Jehoshaphat and his peo- 
ple came to take away the spoil of them, 
they found among them in abundance 
both riches with the dead bodies, and 
precious jewels, which they stripped off 
for themselves, more than they could 
Carry away: and they were three days

saith the Lorp God of David thy father, 
Because thou hast not walked in the 
ways of Jehoshaphat thy father, nor in 
the ways of Asa king of Judah, 

13 But hast walked in the way of the 
kings of Israel, and hast made Judah 
and the inhabitants of Jerusalem to go a 
whoring, like to the whoredoms of the 
house of Ahab, and also hast slain thy 
brethren of thy father’s house, which 
were better than thyself: 

14 Behold, with a great plague will the 
Lorp smite thy people, and thy children, 
and thy wives, and all thy goods: 

15 And thou shalt have great sickness 
by disease of thy bowels, until thy bow- 
els fall out by reason of the sickness day 
by day. 

16 % Moreover the Lorp stirred up 
against Jehoram the spirit of the Philis- 
tines, and of the Arabians, that were 
near the Ethiopians: 

17 And they came up into Judah, and 
brake into it, and carried away all the 
substance that was found in the king’s 
house, and his sons also, and his wives; 
so that there was never a son left him, 
save Jehoahaz, the youngest of his sons. 

18 "| And after all this the LorpD smote 
him in his bowels with an incurable dis- 
ease. 

19 And it came to pass, that in process 
of time, after the end of two years, his 
bowels fell out by reason of his sickness: 
so he died of sore diseases. And his peo- 
ple made no burning for him, like the 
burning of his fathers. 

20 Thirty and two years old was he 
when he began to reign, and he reigned 
in Jerusalem eight years, and departed 
without being desired. Howbeit they 
buried him in the city of David, but not 
in the sepulchres of the kings. 


CHAPTER 22. 


1 Ahaziah succeeding reigneth wickedly. 5 In his 
confederacy with Joram the son of Ahab, he is 
slain by Jehu. 10 Athaliah, destroying all the seed 
royal, save Joash, whom Jehoshabeath his aunt 
hid, usurpeth the kingdom. 


ND the inhabitants of Jerusalem 
made Ahaziah his youngest son 
king in his stead: for the band of men 
that came with the Arabians to the camp 
had slain all the eldest. So Ahaziah the 
son of Jehoram king of Judah reigned. 
2 Forty and two years old was Ahaziah 
when he began to rie and he reigned 
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 Sehoram’s wicked reign. 
CHAPTER 21. 


1 Jehoram, succeeding Jehoshaphat, slayeth his 
brethren. 5 His wicked reign. 8 Edomand Libnah 
revolt. 12 The prophecy of Elijah against him in 
writing. 16 Philistines and Arabians oppress him. 
2 = incurable disease, infamous death, and 

urial. 


No Jehoshaphat slept with his fa- 
thers, and was buried with his fa- 
thers in the city of David. And Jeho- 
ram his son reigned in his stead. 

2 And he had brethren the sons of 
Jehoshaphat, Azariah, and Jehiel, and 
Zechariah, and Azariah, and Michael, 
and Shephatiah: all these weve the sons 
of Jehoshaphat king of Israel. 

3 And their father gave them great gifts 
of silver, and of gold, and of precious 
things, with fenced cities in Judah: but 
the kingdom gave he to Jehoram; be- 
cause he was the firstborn. 

4 Now when Jehoram was risen up to 
the kingdom of his father, he strength- 
ened himself, and slew all his brethren 
with the sword, and divers also of the 
princes of Israel. | 
5 | Jehoram was thirty and two years 
old when he began to reign, and he 
Teigned eight years in Jerusalem. 

6 And he walked in the way of the 
kings of Israel, like as did the house of 
Ahab: for he had the daughter of Ahab 
to wife: and he wrought that which was 
evil in the eyes of the Lorn. 

7 Howbeit the Lorp would not destroy 
the house of David, because of the cove- 
nant that he had made with David, and 
as he promised to give a light to him 
and to his sons for ever. 

8 { In his days the Edomites revolted 
from under the dominion of Judah, and 
made themselves a king. 

9 Then Jehoram went forth with his 
princes, and all his chariots with him: 
and he rose up by night, and smote the 
Edomites which compassed him in, and 
the captains of the chariots. 

10 So the Edomites revolted from un- 
der the hand of Judah unto this day. 
The same time also did Libnah revolt 
from under his hand; because he had 
forsaken the Lorp God of his fathers. 

11 Moreover he made high places in 
the mountains of Judah, and caused the 
inhabitants of Jerusalem to commit for- 
nication, and compelled Judah thereto. 

12 4 And there came a writing to him 
from Elijah the prophet, saying, Thus

ND in the seventh year Jehoiada 
strengthened himself, and took the 
captains of hundreds, Azariah the son of 
Jeroham, and Ishmael the son of Jeho- 
hanan, and Azariah the son of Obed, and 
Maaseiah the son of Adaiah, and Elisha- 
phat the son of Zichri, into covenant 
with him. 

2 And they went about in Judah, and 
gathered the Levites out of all the cities 
of Judah, and the chief of the fathers of 
Israel, and they came to Jerusalem. 

3 And all the congregation made a 
covenant with the king in the house of 
God. And he said unto them, Behold, 
the king’s son shall reign, as the Lorp 
hath said of the sons of David. 

4 This 28 the thing that ye shall do; A 
third part of you entering on the sab- 
bath, of the priests and of the Levites, 
shall be porters of the doors; 

5 And a third part shall be at the king’s 
house- and a third part at the gate of 
the foundation: and all the people shail 
be in the courts 01 the house 01 the Lorn. 

6 But let none come into the house of 
the ΤΟΙ, save the priests, and they that 
minister of the Levites; they shall go 
in, for they ave holy: but all the people 
shall keep the watch of the Lorp. 

7 And the Levites shall compass the 
king round about, every man with his 
weapons in his hand ; and whosoever 0 
cometh into the house, he shall be put to 
death: but be ye with the king when he 
cometh in, and when he goeth out. 

8 So the Levites and all Judah did ac- 
cording to all things that Jehoiada the 
priest had commanded, and took every 
man his men that were to come in on the 
sabbath, with them that were to go out 
on the sabbath: for Jehoiada the priest 
dismissed not the courses. 

9 Moreover Jehoiada the priest deliv- 
ered to the captains of hundreds spears, 
and bucklers, and shields, that had been 
king David’s, which were in the house 
of God. 

10 And he set all the people, every man 
having his weapon in his hand, from the 
right side of the temple to the left side 
of the temple, along by the altar and the 
temple, by the king round about. 
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Ahaziah 08 slain. 


one year in Jerusalem. His mother’s name 
also was Athaliah the daughter of Omri. 

3 He also walked in the ways of the 
house of Ahab: for his mother was his 
counsellor to do wickedly. 

4 Wherefore he did evil in the sight 
of the Lorn like the house of Ahab: for 
they were his counsellors, after the death 
of his father, to his destruction. 

5 J He walked also after their counsel, 
and went with Jehoram the son of Ahab 
king of Israel to war against Hazael 
king of Syria at Ramoth-gilead: and 
the Syrians smote Joram. 

6 And he returned to be healed in Jez- 
reel because of the wounds which were 
given him at Ramah, when he fought 
with Hazael king of Syria. And Azariah 
the son of Jehoram king of Judah went 
down to see Jehoram the son of Ahab 
at Jezreel, because he was sick. 

7 And the destruction of Ahaziah was 
of God by coming to Joram: for when 
he was come, he went out with Jehoram 
against J ehu the son of N imshi, whom 
the Lorp had anointed to cut off the 
house of Ahab. 

8 And it came to pass, that, when Jehu 
was executing judgment upon the house 
of Ahab, and found the princes of Judah, 
and the sons of the brethren of Ahaziah, 
that ministered to Ahaziah, he slew them. 

9 And he sought Ahaziah: and they 
caught him, (for he was hid in Samaria,) 
and brought him to Jehu: and when they 
had slain him, they buried him: Because, 
said they, he 7s the son of Jehoshaphat, 
who sought the Lorp with all his heart. 
So the house of Ahaziah had no power 
to keep still the kingdom. 

10 § But when Athaliah the mother of 
Ahaziah saw that her son was dead, she 
arose aod destroyed all the seed royal 
of the house of Judah. 

11 But Jehoshabeath, the daughter of 
the king, took Joash the son of Ahaziah, 
and stole him from among the king’s 
sons that were slain, and put him and his 
nurse in abedchamber. SoJ ehoshabeath, 
the daughter of king Jehoram, the wife 
of Jehoiada the priest, (for she was the 
sister of Ahaziah,) hid him from Atha- 
liah, so that she slew him not. 

12 And he was with them hid in the 
house of God six years: and Athaliah 
> Teigned over the ay

house, and set the king upon the throne 
of the kingdom. 

21 And all the people of the land re- 
joiced : and the city was quiet, after that 
they had slain Athaliah with the sword. 


CHAPTER 24. 


1 Joash reigneth well all the days of Jehoiada. 4 He 
giveth order for the repair of the temple. 15 Jehoi- 
ada’s death and honourable burial. 1% Joash, fail- 
ing to idolatry, slayeth Zechariah the son of Jehoi- 
ada. 23 Joash ts spoiled by the Syrians, and slain 
τα 20000 and Jehozabad. 2% Amaziah succeedeth 

im. 


OASH was seven years old when he 

began to reign, and he reigned forty 
years in Jerusalem. His mother’s name 
also was Zibiah of Beer-sheba. 

2 And Joash did that which was right 
in the sight of the Lorp all the days of 
Jehoiada the priest. 

3 And Jehoiada took for him two wives ; 
and he begat sons and daughters. 

4 ¥ And it came to pass after this, that 
Joash was minded to repair the house of 
the Lorp. 

5 And hegathered together the priests 
and the Levites, and said to them, Go 
out unto the cities of Judah, and gather 
of all Israel money to repair the house 
of your God from year to year, and see 
that ye hasten the matter. Howbeit the 
Levites hastened 77 not. 

6 And the king called for Jehoiada the 
chief, and said unto him, Why hast thou 
not required of the Levites to bring in 
out of Judah and out of Jerusalem the 
collection, according to the commandment 
of Moses the servant of the Lorp, and 
of the congregation of Israel, for the 
tabernacle of witness ? 

7 For the sons of Athaliah, that wicked 
woman, had broken up the house of 
God ; and also all the dedicated things of 
the house of the Lorp did they bestow 
upon Baalim. 

8 And at the king’s commandment they 
made a chest, and set it without at the 
gate of the house of the Lorp. 

9 And they made a proclamation through 
Judah and Jerusalem, to bring in to the 
Lorp the collection that Moses the serv- 
ant of God 7000 upon Israel in the wil- 
derness. 

10 And all the princes and all the peo- 
ple rejoiced, and brought in, and cast into 
the chest, until they had made an end. 

11 Now it came ta that at what 
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Athaliah zs slain. 


11 Then they brought out the king’s 
son, and put upon him the crown, and 
gave him the testimony, and made him 
king. And Jehoiada and his sons anoint- 
ed him, and said, God save the king. 

12 "ף‎ Now when Athaliah heard the 
noise of the people running and praising 
the king, she came to the people into the 
house of the LorpD: 

13 And she looked, and, behold, the king 
stood at his pillar at the entering in, and 
the princes and the trumpets by the king: 
and all the people of the land rejoiced, 
and sounded with trumpets, also the 
singers with instruments of music, and 
such as taught to sing praise. Then 
Athaliah rent her clothes, and said, 
Treason, treason. 

14 Then Jehoiada the priest brought 
out the captains of hundreds that were 
set over the host, and said unto them, 
Have her forth of the ranges: and whoso 
followeth her, let him be slain with the 
sword. For the priest said, Slay her 
not in the house of the Lorp. 

15 So they laid hands on her ; and when 
she was come to the entering of the horse 
gate by the king’s house, they slew her 
there. 

16 4 And Jehoiada made a covenant 
between him, and between all the people, 
and between the king, that they should 
be the Lorp’s people. 

17 Then all the people went to the house 
of Baal, and brake it down, and brake 
his altars and his images in pieces, and 
slew Mattan the priest of Baal before the 
altars. 

18 Also Jehoiada appointed the offices 
of the house of the Lorn by the hand of 
the priests the Levites, whom David had 
distributed in the house of the Lorp, to 
offer the burnt offerings of the Lorp, as 
at 28 written in the law of Moses, with 
rejoicing and with singing, as τέ was 
ordained by David. 

19 And he set the porters at the gates 
of the house of the Lorp, that none 
which was unclean in any thing should 
enter in. 

20 And he took the captains of hun- 
dreds, and the nobles, and the governors 
of the people, and all the people of the 
land, and brought down the king from 
the house of the Lorp: and they came 
through the. high gate into the king’s

ment of the king in the court of the 
house of the Lorp. 

22 Thus Joash the king remembered not 
the kindness which Jehoiada his father 
had done to him, but slew his son. And 
when he died, he said, The Lorp look 
upon 7¢, and require 7. 

23 Ἵ And it came to pass at the end of 
the year, that the host of Syria came up 
against him: and they came to Judah 
and Jerusalem, and destroyed all the 
princes of the people from among the 
people, and sent all the spoil of them 
unto the king of Damascus. 

24 For the army of the Syrians came 
with a small company of men, and the 
Lorp delivered a very great host into 
their hand, because they had forsaken 
the Lorp God of their fathers. So they 
executed judgment against Joash. 

25 And when they were departed from 
him, (for they left him in great diseases, ) 
his own servants conspired against him 
for the blood of the sons of Jehoiada the 
priest, and slew him on his bed, and he 
died : and they buried him in the city of 
David, but they buried him not in the 
sepulchres of the kings. : 

26 And these are they that conspired 
against him ; Zabad the son of Shimeath 
an Ammonitess, and Jehozabad the son 
of Shimrith a Moabitess. 

27 Ἵ Now concerning his sons, and the 
greatness of the burdens 7000 upon him, 
and the repairing of the house of God, 
behold, they are written in the story of 
the book of the kings. And Amaziah 
his son reigned in his stead. 


CHAPTER 25. 


1 Amaziah beginneth to egy well. 3 He executeth 
justice on the traitors. 5 Having hired an army of 
Israelites against the Edomites, at the word of a 
prophet he loseth the hundred talents, and dismiss- 

eth them. 11 He overthroweth the Edomites. 10, 

13 The Israelites, discontented with their dismission 

spoil as they return home. 14 Amaziah, proud of 

his victory, serveth the gods of Edom, and despiseth 
the admonitions of the Dregne: 17 He provoketh

was twenty and five years‏ הח" 
old when he began to reign, and he‏ 
reigned twenty and nine years in Jerusa-‏ 
lem. And his mother’s name was Jeho-‏ 
addan of Jerusalem.‏ 

2 And he did that which was right in 
the sight of the Lorp, but not with a 
perfect heart. 

3 J Now it came to pass, when the 
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time the chest was brought unto the 
king’s office by the hand of the Levites, 
and when they saw that there was much 
money, the king’s scribe and the high 
priest’s officer came and emptied the 
chest, and took it, and carried it to his 
place again. Thus they did day by day, 
and gathered money in abundance. 

12 And the king and Jehoiada gave it to 
such as did the work of the service of the 
house of the Lorp, and hired masons 
and carpenters to repair the house of the 
Lorp, and also such as wrought iron 
and brass to mend the house of the Lorp. 

13 So the workmen wrought, and the 
work was perfected by them, and they 
set the house of God in his state, and 
strengthened it. 

14 And when they had finished 7¢, they 
brought the rest of the money before the 
king and Jehoiada, whereof were made 
vessels for the house 01 the Lorn, even 
vessels to minister, and to offer withal, 
and spoons, and vessels of gold and sil- 
ver. And they offered burnt offerings in 
the house of the Lorp continually all the 
days of Jehoiada. 

15 4 But Jehoiada waxed old, and was 
full of days when he died; a hundred and 
thirty years old was he when he died. 

16 And they buried him in the city of 
David among the kings, because he had 
done good in Israel, both toward God, 
and toward his house. 

17 Now after the death of Jehoiada 
came the princes of Judah, and made 
obeisance to the king. .Then the king 
hearkened unto them. 

18 And they left the house of the Lorp 
God of their fathers, and served groves 
and idols: and wrath came upon Judah 
and Jerusalem for this their trespass. 

19 Yet he sent prophets to them, to 
bring them again unto the Lorp; and 
they testified against them: but they 
would not give ear. 

20 And the Spirit of God came upon 
Zechariah the son of Jehoiada the priest, 
which stood above the people, and said 
unto them, Thus saith God, Why trans- 
gress ye the commandments of the Lorn, 
that ye cannot prosper ? because ye have 
forsaken the LorD, he hath also forsaken 


ou. 
21 And they conspired against him, and 
stoned him with stones at the command- 


ל 


He falleth to idolatry. 


go with him to battle, fell upon the cities 
of Judah, from Samaria even unto Beth- 
horon, and smote three thousand of them, 
and took much spoil. 

14 4 Now it came to pass, after that 
Amaziah was come from the slaughter of 
the Edomites, that he brought the gods 
of the children of Seir, and set them up 
to be his gods, and bowed down himself 
before them, and burned incense unto 
them. 

15 Wherefore the anger of the LorD was 
kindled against Amaziah, and he sent 
unto him a prophet, which said unto him, 
Why hast thou sought after the gods of 
the people, which could not deliver 
their own people out of thine hand ? 

16 And it came to pass, as he talked 
with him, that the king said unto him, 
Art thou made of the king’s counsel ? for- 
bear; why shouldest thou be smitten ? 
Then the prophet forbare, and said, I 
know that God hath determined to de- 
stroy thee, because thou hast done this, 
and hast not hearkened unto my counsel. 

17 § Then Amaziah king of Judah took 
advice, and sent to Joash, the son of 
Jehoahaz, the son of Jehu, king of Israel, 
saying, Come, let us see one another in 
the face. 

18 And Joash king of Israel sent to Am- 
aziah king of Judah, saying, The thistle 
that was in Lebanon sent to the cedar 
that was in Lebanon, saying, Give thy 
daughter to my son to wife: and there 
passed by a wild beast that was in Leba- 
non, and trode down the thistle. 

19 Thou sayest, Lo, thou hast smitten 
the Edomites; and thine heart lifteth 
thee up to boast: abide now at home; 
why shouldest thou meddle to thine hurt, 
that thou shouldest fall, even thou, and 
Judah with thee? 

20 But Amaziah would not hear; for it 
came of God, that he might deliver them 
into the hand of their enemies, because 
they sought after the gods of Edom. 

21 So Joash the king of Israel went up ; 
and they saw one another in the face, 
both he and Amaziah king of Judah, at 
Beth-shemesh, which belongeth to Judah. 

22 And Judah was put to the worse be- 
fore Israel, and they fled every man to 
his tent. 

28 And Joash the king of Israel took 
Amaziah king of J ais the son of Joash, 
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Amaziah’s reign. 
kingdom was established to him, that he 
slew his servants that had killed the 
king his father. 

4 But he slew not their children, but did 
as 76 18 written in the law in the book of 
Moses, where the Lorp commanded, say- 
ing, The fathers shall not die for the 
children, neither shall the children die 
for the fathers, but every man shall die 
for his own sin. 

5 "| Moreover Amaziah gathered Judah 
together, and made them captains over 
thousands, and captains over hundreds, 
according to the houses of thed7 fathers, 
throughout all Judah and Benjamin : and 
he numbered them from twenty years 
old and above, and found them three 
hundred thousand choice men, able to go 
forth to war, that could handle spear 
and shield. 

6 He hired also a hundred thousand 
mighty men of valour out of Israel for 
a hundred talents of silver. 

7 But there came a man of God to him, 
saying, O king, let not the army of Israel 
go with thee; for the LorpD 7s not with 
Israel, to wit, with all the children of 
Ephraim. 

8 But if thou wilt go, do 7, be strong 
for the battle: God shall make thee fall 
before the enemy: for God hath power 
to help, and to cast down. 

9 And Amaziah said to the man of God, 
But what shall we do for the hundred 
talents which I have given to the army 
of Israel? And the man of God answer- 
ed, The Lorp is able to give thee much 
more than this. 

10 Then Amaziah separated them, Zo wit, 
the army that was come to him out of 
Ephraim, to go home again: wherefore 
their anger was greatly kindled against 
Judah, and they returned home in great 
anger. 

11 " And Amaziah strengthened him- 
self, and led forth his people, and went 
to the valley of salt, and smote of the 
children of Seir ten thousand. 

12 And other ten thousand left alive did 
_ the children of Judah carry away captive, 
and brought them unto the top of the 
rock, and cast them down from the top 


of the rock, that they all were broken in. 


pieces. 
13 Ἵ But the soldiers 01 the army which 
Amaziah sent back, that they should not 


to reign well. 

7 And God helped him against the 
Philistines, and against the Arabians 
that dwelt in Gur-baal, and the Mehunim. 

8 And the Ammonites gave gifts to 
Uzziah: and his name spread abroad 
even to the entering in of Egypt; for 
he strengthened himself exceedingly. 

9 Moreover Uzziah built towers in Je- 
rusalem at the corner gate, and at the 
valley gate, and at the turning of the 
wall, and fortified them. 

10 Also he built towers in the desert, 
and digged many wells: for he had 
much cattle, both in the low country, 
and in the plains; husbandmen also, and 
vinedressers in the mountains, and in 
Carmel: for he loved husbandry. 

11 Moreover Uzziah had a host of fight- 
ing men, that went out to war by bands, 
according to the number of their account 
by the hand of Jeiel the scribe and Maa- 
seiah the ruler, under the hand of Hana- 
niah, one of the king’s captains. 

12 The whole number of the chief of 
the fathers of the mighty men of valour 
were two thousand and six hundred. 

13 And under their hand was an army, 
three hundred thousand and seven thou- 
sand and five hundred, that made war 
with mighty power, to help the king 
against the enemy. 

14 And Uzziah prepared for them 
throughout all the host shields, and 
spears, and helmets, and habergeons, and 
bows, and slings ¢o cast stones. 

15 And he made in Jerusalem engines, 
invented by cunning men, to be on the 
towers and upon the bulwarks, to shoot 
arrows and great stones withal. And 
his name spread far abroad; for he 
was marvellously helped, till he was 
strong. 

16 4 But when he was strong, his heart | 
was lifted up to his destruction: for he 
transgressed against the Lorp his God, = 
and went into the temple 01 the LorpD to 
burn incense upon the altar of incense. 

17 And Azariah the priest went in after 
him, and with him fourscore priests of 
the Lorp, that were valiant men: 

18 And they withstood Uzziah the king, 
and said unto him, 7% appertaineth not 
unto thee, Uzziah, to burn incense unto 
the Lorp, but to the priests the sons of 
Aaron, that are consecrated to burn in- 
cense: go out of the sanctuary ; for thou 
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Uzeiah beginneth 


the son of Jehoahaz, at Beth-shemesh, 
and brought him to Jerusalem, and 
brake down the wall of Jerusalem from 
the gate of Ephraim to the corner gate, 
four hundred cubits. 

24 And he took all the gold and the sil- 
ver, and all the vessels that were found 
in the house of God with Obed-edom, and 
the treasures of the king’s house, the 
hostages also, and returned to Samaria. 

25 § And Amaziah the son of Joash 
king of Judah lived after the death of 
Joash son of Jehoahaz king of Israel 
fifteen years. 

26 Now the rest of the acts of Amaziah, 
first and last, behold, are they not writ- 
ten in the book of the kings of Judah 
and Israel ? 

27 J Now after the time that Amaziah 
did turn away from following the Lorp 
they made a conspiracy against him in 
Jerusalem ; and he fled to Lachish: but 
they sent to Lachish after him, and slew 
him there. 

28 And they brought him upon horses, 
and buried him with his fathers in the 
city of Judah. 


CHAPTER 26. 


1 Uzziah succeeding, and 7 in the 85 
of Zechariah, prospereth. 16 Waxing proud, he 
invadeth the priest’s office, and is smitten with 
leprosy.

HEN all the people of Judah took 

Uzziah, who was sixteen years old, 
and made him king in the room of his 
father Amaziah. 

2 He built Eloth, and restored it to 
Judah, after that the king slept with his 
fathers. 

8 Sixteen years old was Uzziah when 
he began to reign, and he reigned fifty 
and two years in Jerusalem. His 
mother’s name also was Jecoliah of 
Jerusalem. 

4 And he did that which was right in 
the sight of the Lorp, according to all 
that his father Amaziah did. 

5 And he sought God in the days of 
Zechariah, who had understanding in the 
visions of God: and as long as he sought 
the Lorp, God made him to prosper. 

6 And he went forth and warred against 
the Philistines, and brake down the wall 
of Gath, and the wall of Jabneh, and the 
wall of Ashdod, and built cities about 
Ashdod, and 4 as Philistines.

6 So Jotham became mighty, because 
he prepared his ways before the Lorp 
his God.

8 He was five and twenty years old 
when he began to reign, and reigned 
sixteen years in Jerusalem.

CHAPTER 28.

HAZ was twenty years old when he 
began to reign, and he reigned six- 

teen years in Jerusalem: but he did not 
that which was right in the sight of the 

Lorp, like David his father : 

2 For he walked in the ways of the 
kings of Israel, and made also molten 
images for Baalim. 

3 Moreover he burnt incense in the val- 
ley of the son of Hinnom, and burnt his 
children in the fire, after the abomina- 
tions of the heathen whom the Lorp had 
cast out before the children of Israel. 

4 He sacrificed also and burnt incense 
in the high places, and on the hills, and 
under every green tree. 

5 Wherefore the Lorp his God delivered 
him into the hand of the king of Syria; 
and they smote him, and carried away a 
great multitude of them captives, and 
brought them to Damascus. And he was 
also delivered into the hand of the king 
of Israel, who smote him with a great 
slaughter. 

6 4| For Pekah the son of Remaliah slew 
in Judah a hundred and twenty thousand 
in one day, which were all valiant men ; 
because they had forsaken the Lorp God 
of their fathers. 

7 And Zichri, a mighty man of Ephra- 
im, slew Maaseiah the king’s son, and 
Azrikam the governor of the house, and 
Elkanah that was next to the king. 

8 And the children of Israel carried 
away captive of their brethren two hun- 
dred thousand, women, sons, and daugh- 
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JSotham’s good reign. 
hast trespassed; neither shall zt be for 
thine honour from the Lorp God. 

19 Then Uzziah was wroth, and had a 
censer in his hand to burn incense: and 
while he was wroth with the priests, the 
leprosy even rose up in his forehead 
before the priests in the house of the 
Lorp, from beside the incense altar. 

20 And Azariah the chief priest, and 
all the priests, looked upon him, and, 
behold, he was leprous in his forehead, 
and they thrust him out from thence; 
yea, himself hasted also to go out, be- 
cause the Lorp had smitten him. 

21 And Uzziah the king was a leper 
unto the day of his death, and dwelt in 
a several house, being a leper; for he was 
cut off from the house of the Lorp: 
and Jotham his son was over the king’s 
house, judging the people of the land. 

22 * Now the rest of the acts 01 Uzziah, 
first and last, did Isaiah the prophet, the 
son of Amoz, write. 

23 So Uzziah slept with his fathers, and 
they buried him with his fathers in the 
field of the burial which belonged to the 
kings ; for they said, He 28 a leper: and 
Jotham his son reigned in his stead. 


CHAPTER 27. 


1 Jotham reigning well prospereth. 5 He subdueth 
“i Ammonites. 7 His reign. 9 Ahaz succeedeth 
im. 


OTHAM was twenty and five years 

old when he began to reign, and he 
reigned sixteen years in Jerusalem. His 
mother’s name also was Jerushah, the 
daughter of Zadok. 

2 And he did that which was right in 
the sight of the LorD, according to all 
that his father Uzziah did: howbeit he 
entered not into the temple 01 the Lorp. 
And the people did yet corruptly. 

3 He built the high gate of the house 
of the Lorp, and on the wall of Ophel 
he built much. 

4 Moreover he built cities in the mount- 
ains of Judah, and in the forests he built 
castles and towers. 

5 Ἵ He fought also with the king of the 
Ammonites, and prevailed against them. 
And the children of Ammon gave him 
the same year a hundred talents of silver, 
and ten thousand measures of wheat, and 
ten thousand of barley. So much did the 
children of Ammon pay unto him, both 
the second year, and the third.

19 For the Lorp brought Judah low 
because of Ahaz king of Israel; for he 
made Judah naked, and transgressed sore 
against the LorD. 

20 And Tilgath-pilneser king of Assyria 
came unto him, and distressed him, but 
strengthened him not. 

21 For Ahaz took away a portion owt of 
the house of the Lorp, and owt of the 
house of the king, and of the princes, 
and gave 7¢ unto the king of Assyria: but 
he helped him not.

23 For he sacrificed unto the gods of 
Damascus, which smote him : and he said, 
Because the gods of the kings of Syria 
help them, therefore will I sacrifice to 
them, “that they may help me. But they 
were the ruin of him, and of all Israel. 

24 And Ahaz gathered together the 
vessels of the house of God, and cut in 
pieces the vessels of the house of God, 
and shut up the doors of the house of the 
Lorp, and he made. him altars in every 
corner of Jerusalem. 

25 And in every several city of Judah he 
made high places to burn incense unto 
other gods, and provoked to anger the 
Lorp God of his fathers. 

26 Ἵ Now the rest of his acts and of all 
his ways, first and last, behold, they are 
written in the book of the kings of Judah ~ 
and Israel. 

27 And Ahaz slept with his 0 and 
they buried him in the city, even in Jerusa- 
lem: but they brought him not into the 
sepulchres of the kings of Israel: and 
Hezekiah his son reigned in his stead. 


CHAPTER 29.

| : EZEKIAH began to reign when he 
was five and twenty years old, and 
he reigned nine and twenty years in 

Jerusalem. And his mother’s name was 
Abijah, the daughter of Zechariah. 

2 And he did that which was right in 
the sight of the Lorp, according to all 
that David his father had done. 

3 Ἵ He in the first year of his reign, in 
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ters, and took also away much spoil from 
them, and brought the spoil to Samaria. 

9 But a prophet of the Lorp was there, 
whose name was Oded : and he went out 
before the host that came to Samaria, 
and said unto them, Behold, because the 
Lorp God of your fathers was wroth 
with Judah, he hath delivered them into 
your hand, and ye have slain them in a 
rage that reacheth up unto heaven. 

10 And now ye purpose to keep under 
the children of Judah and Jerusalem for 
bondmen and bondwomen unto you: but 
are there not with you, even with you, 
sins against the LorD your God ὃ 

11 Now hear me therefore, and deliver 
the captives again, which ye have taken 
captive of your brethren: for the fierce 
wrath of the Lorp 18 upon you. 

12 Then certain of the heads of the 
children of Ephraim, Azariah the son of 
Johanan, Berechiah the son of Meshille- 
moth, and Jehizkiah the son of Shallum, 
and Amasa the son of Hadlai, stood up 


- against them that came from the war, 


18 And said unto them, Ye shall not 
bring in the captives hither : for whereas 
we have offended against the Lorp al- 
ready, ye intend to add more to our sins 
and to our trespass: for our trespass is 
great, and there is fierce wrath against 
Israel. 

14 So the armed men left the captives 
and the spoil before the princes and all 
the congregation. 

15 And the men which were expressed 
by name rose up, and took the captives, 
and with the spoil clothed all that were 
naked among them, and arrayed them, 
and shod them, and gave them to eat 
and to drink, and anointed them, and 
carried all the feeble of them upon asses, 
and brought them to Jericho, the city of 
palm trees, to their brethren: then they 
returned to Samaria. 

16 4 At that time did king Ahaz send 
unto the kings of Assyria to help him. 

17 For again the Edomites had come 
and smitten Judah, and carried away 
captives. 

18 The Philistines also had invaded the 
cities of the low country, and of the south 
of Judah, and had taken Beth-shemesh, 
and Ajalon, and Gederoth, and Shocho 
with the villages thereof, and Timnah 
with the villages ץק‎ Gimzo also and 
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God cleansed. 


part of the house of the Lorp, to cleanse 
zt, and brought out all the uncleanness 
that they found in the temple of the 
Lorp into the court of the house of the 
Lorp. And the Levites took ἐξ, to carry = 
ἐξ out abroad into the brook Kidron. 

17 Now they began on the first day of 
the first month to sanctify, and on the 
eighth day of the month came they to 
the porch of the 1,032 : so they sancti- 
fied the house of the Lorp in eight 
days; and in the sixteenth day of the 
first month they made an end. 

18 Then they went in to Hezekiah the 
king, and said, We have cleansed all the 
house of the Lorp, and the altar of burnt 
offering, with all the vessels thereof, and 
the shewbread table, with all the vessels 
thereof. 

19 Moreover all the vessels, which king 
Ahaz in his reign did cast away in his 
transgression, have we prepared and 
sanctified, and, behold, they ave before 
the altar of the Lorp. 

20 * Then Hezekiah the king rose early, 
and gathered the rulers of the city, and 
went up to the house of the Lorp. 

21 And they brought seven bullocks, 
and seven rams, and seven lambs, and 
seven he goats, for a sin offering for the 
kingdom, and for the sanctuary, and for 
Judah. And he commanded the priests 
the sons of Aaron to offer them on the 
altar of the Lorp. 

22 So they killed the bullocks, and the 
priests received the blood, and sprinkled 
ἐξ on the altar: likewise, when they had 
killed the rams, they sprinkled the blood 
upon the altar: they killed also the 
lambs, and they sprinkled the blood 
upon the altar. 

23 And they brought forth the he goats 
for the sin offering before the king and 
the congregation; and they laid their 
hands upon them: 

24 And the priests killed them, and 
they made reconciliation with their blood 
upon the altar, to make an atonement for 
all Israel: for the king commanded that 
the burnt offering and the sin offering 
should be made for 81} Israel. 

25 And he set the Levites in the house 
of the Lorp with cymbals, with psalter- 
ies, and with harps, according to the 
commandment of David, and of Gad the 
king’s seer, and eee the prophet: for 
: 5 
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The house of 
the first month, opened the doors of the 
house of the Lorp, and repaired them. 

4 And he brought in the priests and the 
Levites, and gathered them together into 
the east. street, 

5 And said unto them, Hear me, ye 
Levites; sanctify now yourselves, and 
sanctify the house of the Lorp God 
of your fathers, and carry forth the 
filthiness out of the holy place. 

6 For our fathers have trespassed, and 
done that which was evil in the eyes of 
the Lorp our God, and have forsaken 
him, and have turned away their faces 
from the habitation of the Lorp, and 
turned their backs. 

7 Also they have shut up the doors of 
the porch, and put out the lamps, and 
have not burned incense nor offered 
burnt offerings in the holy place unto 
the God of Israel. 

8 Wherefore the wrath of the Lorp 
was upon Judah and Jerusalem, and 
he hath delivered them to trouble, to 
astonishment, and to hissing, as ye see 
with your eyes. 

9 For, lo, our fathers have fallen by the 
sword, and our sons and our daughters 
and our wives are in captivity for this. 

10 Now 2% 28 in mine heart to make a 
covenant with the Loxp God of Israel, 
that his fierce wrath may turn away 
from us. 

11 My sons, be not now negligent: for 
the LorpD hath chosen you to stand before 
him, to serve him, and that ye should 
minister unto him, and burn incense. 

12 4 Then the Levites arose, Mahath the 
son of Amasai, and Joel the son of Aza- 
riah, of the sons of the Kohathites: and 
of the sons of Merari; Kish the son of 
Abdi, and Azariah the son of Jehalelel: 
and of the Gershonites; Joah the son of 
Zimmah, and Eden the son of Joah: 

18 And of the sons of Elizaphan ; Shim- 
ri, and Jeiel: and of the sons of Asaph ; 
Zechariah, and Mattaniah : 

14 And of the sons of Heman; ; 1 
and Shimei : and of the sons of Jeduthun; 
Shemaiah, and Uzziel. 

15 And they gathered their brethren, 
and sanctified themselves, and came, 
according to the commandment of the 
king, by the words of the Lorp, to 
cleanse the house of the Lorp. 

16 And the priests went into the inner

people, that God had prepared the people: 
for the thing was done suddenly. 


CHAPTER 30. 


1 Hezekiah prociaimeth a solemn passover on the 
second month for Judah and Israel. 13 The assem- 
bly, having destroyed the altars of idolatry, keep 
the feast fourteen days. 27 The priests and Le- 
vites bless the people, 


ND Hezekiah sent to all Israel and 
Judah, and wrote letters also to 
Ephraim and Manasseh, that they should 
come to the house of the Lorp at Jeru- 
salem, to keep the passover unto the 
Lorpv God of Israel. 

2 For the king had taken counsel, and 
his princes, and all the congregation in 
Jerusalem, to keep the passover in the 
second month. 

3 For they could not keep it at that 
time, because the priests had not sancti- 
fied themselves sufficiently, neither had 
the people gathered themselves together 
to Jerusalem. 

4 And the thing pleased the king and 
all the congregation. 

5 So they established a decree to make 
proclamation throughout all Israel, from 
Beer-sheba even to Dan, that they should 
come to keep the passover unto the Lorp 
God of Israel at Jerusalem : for they had 
not done zt of a long time in such sort as 
it was written. 

6 So the posts went with the letters 
from the king and his princes throughout 
all Israel and Judah, and according to 
the commandment of the king, saying, 
Ye children of Israel, turn again unto 
the Lorp God of Abraham, Isaac, and 
Israel, and he will return to the remnant 
of you, that are escaped out of the hand 
of the kings of Assyria. 

7 And be not ye like your fathers, and 
like your brethren, which trespassed 
against the Lorp God of their fathers, 
who therefore gave them up to desola- 
tion, as ye see. 

8 Now be ye not stiffnecked, as your 
fathers were, but yield yourselves unto 
the Lorp, and enter into his sanctuary, 
which he hath sanctified for ever: and 
serve the Lorp your God, that the 
fierceness of his wrath may turn away 
from you. 

9 For if ye turn again unto the Lorp, 
your brethren and your children shall 
jind compassion before them that lead 
them captive, so that they shall come 
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Hezekiah’s sacrifices. 


80 was the commandment of the Lorp 
by his prophets. 

26 And the Levites stood with the in- 
struments of David, and the priests with 
the trumpets. 

27 And Hezekiah commanded to offer 
the burnt offering upon the altar. And 
when the burnt offering began, the song 
of the LorpD began also with the trump- 
ets, and with the instruments ordained 
by David king of Israel. 

28 And all the congregation worship- 
ped, and the singers sang, and the trump- 
eters sounded: and all this continued 
until the burnt offering was finished. 

29 And wher they had made an end of 
offering, the king and all that were pres- 
ent with him bowed themselves, and 
worshipped. 

30 Moreover Hezekiah the king and the 
princes commanded the Levites to sing 
praise unto the Lorp with the words of 
David, and of Asaph the seer. And they 
sang praises with gladness, and they 
bowed their heads and worshipped. 

31 Then Hezekiah answered and said, 
Now ye have consecrated yourselves 
unto the LorpD, come near and bring sac- 
rifices and thank offerings into the house 
of the Lorp. And the congregation 
brought in sacrifices and thank offerings ; 
and as many as were of a free heart, 
burnt offerings. 

32 And the number of the burnt offer- 
ings, which the congregation brought, 
was threescore and ten bullocks, a hun- 
dred rams, and two hundred lambs: all 
these were for a burnt offering to the 
Lorp. 

33 And the consecrated things were six 
hundred oxen and three thousand sheep. 

34 But the priests were too few, so that 
they could not flay all the burnt offer- 
ings: wherefore their brethren the Le- 
vites did help them, till the work was 
ended, and until the other priests had 
sanctified themselves: for the Levites 
were more upright in heart to sanctify 
themselves than the priests. 

30 And also the burnt offerings were 
in abundance, with the fat of the peace 
offerings, and the drink offerings for 
every burnt offering. So the service of 
the house of the LorpD was set in 
order.

gladness: and the Levites and the priests 
praised the Lorp day by day, singing 
with loud instruments unto the Lorp. 

22 And Hezekiah spake comfortably 
unto all the Levites that taught the good 
knowledge of the LorD: and they did eat 
throughout the feast seven days, offering 
peace offerings, and making confession 
to the Lorp God of their fathers. 

23 And the whole assembly took coun- 
sel to keep other seven days: and they 
kept other seven days with gladness. 

24 For Hezekiah king of Judah did give 
to the congregation a thousand bullocks 
and seven thousand sheep; and the 
princes gave to the congregation a thou- 
sand bullocks and ten thousand sheep: 
and a great number of priests sanctified 
themselves. 

25 And all the congregation of Judah, 
with the priests and the Levites, and all 
the congregation that came out of Israel, 
and the strangers that came out of the 
land of Israel, and that dwelt in Judah, 
rejoiced. 

26 So there was great joy in Jerusalem : 
for since the time of Solomon the son of 
David king of Israel there was not the 
like in Jerusalem. 

27 4 Then the priests the Levites arose 
and blessed the people: and their voice 
was heard, and their prayer came up to 
his holy dwellingpiace, even unto heaven. 


CHAPTER 31. 


1 The people is forward in destroying idolatry. 2 
Hezekiah ordereth the courses of the priesis and 
Levites, and provideth for their work and mainte- 
nance.

OW when all this was finished, all 
Israel that were present went out 
to the cities of Judah, and brake the im- 
ages in pieces, and cut down the groves, 
and threw down the high places and the 
altars out of all Judah and Benjamin, in 
Ephraim also and Manasseh, until they 
had utterly destroyed them all. Then all 
the children of Israel returned, every man 
to his possession, into their own cities. 
29 And Hezekiah appointed the courses 
of the priests and the Levites after their 
courses, every man according to his serv- 
ice, the priests and Levites for burnt 
offerings and for peace offerings, to min- 
ister, and to give thanks, and to praise 
in the gates of the 2 of the Lorp. 
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passover, which ts 

again into this land: for the Lorp your 

God 28 gracious and merciful, and will 

not turn away his face from you, if ye 

return unto him. 

10 So the posts passed from city to 
city, through the country of Ephraim 
and Manasseh, even unto Zebulun: but 
they laughed them to scorn, and mocked 
them. 

11 Nevertheless, divers of Asher and 
Manasseh and of Zebulun humbled them- 
selves, and came to Jerusalem. 

12 Also in Judah the hand of God was 
to give them one heart to do the com- 
mandment of the king and of the princes, 
by the word of the Lorp. 

18 "| And there assembled at Jerusa- 
lem much people to keep the feast of 
unleavened bread in the second month, 
a very great congregation. . 

14 And they arose and took away the 
altars that were in Jerusalem, and all the 
altars for incense took they away, and 
cast them into the brook Kidron. 

15 Then they killed the passover on the 
fourteenth day of the second month: and 
the priests and the Levites were ashamed, 
and sanctified themselves, and brought 
in the burnt offerings into the house of 
the Lorp. 

16 And they stood in their place after 
their manner, according to the law of 
Moses the man of God: the priests sprin- 
kled the blood, which they received of the 
hand of the Levites. 

_ 17 For there were many in the congrega- 
tion that were not sanctified: therefore 
the Levites had the charge of the killing 
of the passovers for every one that was 
not clean, to sanctify them unto the Lorp. 

_ 18 For a multitude of the people, even 
many of Ephraim and Manasseh, Issachar 
and Zebulun, had not cleansed them- 
selves, yet did they eat the passover 
otherwise than it was written. But Hez- 
ekiah prayed for them, saying, The good 
Lorp pardon every one 

19 That prepareth his heart to seek 
God, the Lorp God of his fathers, 
though he be not cleansed according to 
the purification of the sanctuary. 

20 And the Lorp hearkened to Heze- 
kiah, and healed the people. 

21 And the children of Israel that were 
present at Jerusalem kept the feast of 
unleavened bread seven days with great 
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in offerings and tithes.

19 Also of the sons of Aaron the priests, 
which were in the fields of the suburbs of 
their cities, in every several city, the men 
that were expressed by name, to give por- 
tions to all the males among the priests, 
and to all that were reckoned by geneal- 
ogies among the Levites. 

20 4. And thus did Hezekiah through- 
out all Judah, and wrought that which 
was good and right and truth before the 
Lorp his God. . 

21 And in every work that he began in 
the service of the house of Ged, and in 
the law, and in the commandments, to 
seek his God, he did ἐΐ with all his heart, 
and prospered. 


CHAPTER 32. 


1 Sennacherib invading Judah, Hezekiah fortifieth 
himself, and encourageth his people. 9 Against the 
blasphemies of Sennacherib, by message and letters, 
Hezekiah and Isaiah pray.

Pe these things, and the estab- 
lishment thereof, Sennacherib king 
of Assyria came, and entered into Judah, 
and encamped against the fenced cities, 
and thought to win them for himself. 

2 And when Hezekiah saw that Senna-

3 He appointed also the king’s portion 
of his substance for the burnt offerings, to 
wit, for the morning and evening burnt 
offerings, and the burnt offerings for the 
sabbaths, and for the new moons, and for 
the set feasts, as 22 7s written in the law 
of the Lorn. 

4 Moreover he commanded the people 
that dwelt in Jerusalem to give the por- 
tion of the priests and the Levites, that 
they might be encouraged in the law of 
the Lorp. 

5 "| And as soon as the commandment 
came abroad, the children of Israel 
brought in abundance the firstfruits of 
corn, wine, and oil, and honey, and of all 
the increase of the field; and the tithe of 
all things brought they in abundantly. 

6 And concerning the children of Israel 
and Judah, that dwelt in the cities of 
Judah, they also brought in the tithe of 
oxen and sheep, and the tithe of holy 
things which were consecrated unto the 
Lorp their God, and laid them by heaps. 

7 In the third month they began to lay 
the foundation of the heaps, and finished 
them in the seventh month. 

8 And when Hezekiah and the princes 
came and saw the heaps, they blessed the 
Lorp, and his people Israel. 

9 Then Hezekiah questioned with the 
priests and the Levites concerning the 
heaps. 

10 And Azariah the chief priest of the 
house of Zadok answered him, and said, 
Since the people began to bring the offer- 
ings into the house of the LorpD, we have 
had enough to eat, and have left plenty: 
for the LorD hath blessed his people ; and 
that which is left 08 this great store. 

11 4 Then Hezekiah commanded to pre- 
pare chambers in the house of the Lorn; 
and they prepared them, 

12 And brought in the offerings and the 
tithes and the dedicated things faithfully : 
over which Cononiah the Levite was rul- 
er, and Shimei his brother was the next. 

13 And Jehiel, and Azaziah, and Na- 
hath, and Asahel, and Jerimoth, and Joz- 
abad, and 101161, and Ismachiah, and Ma- 
hath, and Benaiah, were overseers under 
the hand of Cononiah and Shimei his 
brother, at the commandment of Heze- 
kiah the king, and Azariah the ruler of 
the house of God. 

14 And Kore the pre ot Imnah the Le-

14 Who was there among all the gods of 
those nations that my fathers utterly de- 
stroyed, that could deliver his people out 
of mine hand, that your God should 
be able to deliver you out of mine 
hand ? 

15 Now therefore let not Hezekiah de- 
ceive you, nor persuade you on this man- 
ner, neither yet believe him: for no god 
of any nation or kingdom was able to 
deliver his people out of mine hand, and 
out of the hand of my fathers: how much 
less shall your God deliver you out of 
mine hand ? 

16 And his servants spake yet more 
against the Lorp God, and against his 
servant Hezekiah. 

17 He wrote also letters to rail on the 
Lorp God of Israel, and to speak against 
him, saying, As the gods of the nations of 
other lands have not delivered their péo- 
ple out of mine hand, so shall not the 
God of Hezekiah deliver his people out 
of mine hand. ἶ 

18 Then they cried with a loud voice, in 
the Jews’ speech, unto the people of Je- 
rusalem that were on the wall, to affright 
them, and to trouble them; that they 
might take the city. 

19 And they spake against the God of 
Jerusalem, as against the gods of the 
people of the earth, which were the work 
of the hands of man. 

20 And for this cawse Hezekiah the 
king, and the prophet Isaiah the son of 
Amoz, prayed and cried to heaven. 

21 4] And the LorD sent an angel, which 
cut off all the mighty men of valour, and 
the leaders and captains in the camp of 
the king of Assyria. So he returned with 
shame of face to his own land. And 
when he was come into the house of his 
god, they that came forth of his own 
bowels slew-him there with the sword. 

22 Thus the Lorp saved Hezekiah and 
the inhabitants of Jerusalem from the 
hand of Sennacherib the king of Assyria, 
and from the hand of all other, and 
guided them on every side. : 

23 And many brought gifts unto th 
Lorp to Jerusalem, and presents to Hez- 
ekiah king of Judah: so that he was 
magnified in the sight of all nations from 
thenceforth. 

24 4 In those days Hezekiah was sick

cherib was come, and that he was pur- 
posed to fight against Jerusalem, 

3 He took counsel with his princes and 
his mighty men to stop the waters of the 
fountains which were without the city: 
and they did help him. 

4 So there was gathered much people 
together, who stopped all the fountains, 
and the brook that ran through the midst 
of the land, saying, Why should the 
kings of Assyria come, and find much 
water ? 

5 Also he strengthened himself, and 
built up all the wall that was broken, and 
raised ἐξ up to the towers, and another 
wall without, and repaired Millo zm the 
city of David, and made darts and shields 
in abundance. ἡ 

6 And he set captains of war over the 
people, and gathered them together to 
him in the street of the gate of the city, 
and spake comfortably to them, saying, 

7 Be strong and courageous, be not 
afraid nor dismayed for the king of As- 
syria, nor for all the multitude that 8 
with him: for there 06 more with us than 
with him. 

8 With him 7s an arm of flesh ; but with 
us zs the LorpD our God to help us, and to 
fight our battles. And the people rested 
themselves upon the words of Hezekiah 
king of Judah. 

9 Ἵ After this did Sennacherib king of 
Assyria send his servants to Jerusalem, 
(but he himself laid siege against Lachish, 
and all his power with him,) unto Heze- 
kiah king of Judah, and unto all Judah 
that were at Jerusalem, saying, 

10 Thus saith Sennacherib king of As- 
syria, Whereon do ye trust, that ye abide 
in the siege in Jerusalem ? 

11 Doth not Hezekiah persuade you to 
give over yourselves to die by famine and 
by thirst, saying, The Lorp our God shall 
deliver us out of the hand of the king of 

yria ? 

12 Hath not the same Hezekiah taken 
away his high places and his altars, and 
commanded Judah and Jerusalem, say- 
ing, Ye shall worship before one altar, 
and burn incense upon it? 

13 Know ye not what I and my fathers 
have done unto all the people of other 
lands? were the gods of the nations of 
those lands any ways able to deliver their 
lands out of mine hand ?

of the Lorp, like unto the abominations 
of the heathen, whom the Lorp had 
cast out before the children of Israel. 

3 "| For he built again the high places 
which Hezekiah his father had broken 
down, and he reared up altars for Baalim, 
and made groves, and worshipped all the 
host of heaven, and served them. 

4 Also he built altars in the house of the 
,אס‎ whereof the Lorp had said, In 
Jerusalem shall my name be for ever. 

5 And he built altars for all the host of 
heaven in the two courts of the house of 
the Lorp. 

6 And he caused his children to pass 
through the fire in the valley of the son 
of Hinnom: also he observed times, and 
used enchantments, and used witchcraft, 
and dealt with a familiar spirit, and with 
wizards: he wrought much evil in the 
sight of the Lorp, to provoke him to 
anger. 

7 And he set a carved image, the idol 
which he had made, in the house of God, 
of which God had said to David and to 
Solomon his son, In this house, and in 
Jerusalem, which I have chosen before 
all the tribes of Israel, will I put my 
name for ever: . 

8 Neither will I any more remove the 
foot of Israel from out of the land which 
I have appointed for your fathers; so 
that they will take heed to do all that I 
have commanded them, according to the 
whole law and the statutes and the ordi- 
nances by the hand of Moses. 

9 So Manasseh made Judah and the in- 
habitants of Jerusalem to err, and to do 
worse than the heathen, whom the LorpD — 
had destroyed before the children of 
Israel. 

10 And the Lorp spake to Manasseh, 
and to his people: but they would not 
hearken. : 

11 4 Wherefore the Lorp brought up- 
on them the captains of the host of the 
king of Assyria, which took Manasseh 
among the thorns, and bound him with 
fetters, and carried him to Babylon. 

12 And when he was in affliction, he 
besought the Lorp nis God, and humbled 
himself greatly before the God of his 
fathers, 

13 And prayed unto him: and he was 
entreated of him, and heard his supplica 


a sign. 

25 But Hezekiah rendered not again 
according to the benefit done unto him ; 
for his heart was lifted up: therefore 
there was wrath upon him, and upon 
Judah and Jerusalem. 

26 Notwithstanding, Hezekiah humbled 
himself for the pride of his heart, both 
he and the inhabitants of Jerusalem, so 
that the wrath of the LorpD came not 
upon them in the days of Hezekiah. 

27 "= And Hezekiah had exceeding 
much riches and honour: and he made 
himself treasuries for silver, and for gold, 
and for precious stones, and for spices, 
and for shields, and for all manner of 
pleasant jewels; 

28 Storehouses also for the increase of 
corn, and wine, and oil; and stalls for 
all manner of beasts, and cotes for flocks. 

29 Moreover he provided him cities, and 
possessions of flocks and herds in abun- 
dance: for God had given him substance 
very much. 

30 This same Hezekiah also stopped the 
upper watercourse of Gihon, and brought 
it straight down to the west side of the 
city of David. And Hezekiah prospered 
in all his works. 

31 4 Howbeit, in the business of the am- 
bassadors of the princesof Babylon, who 
sent unto him to inquire of the wonder 
that was done in the land, God left him, 
to try him, that he might know all that 
was in his heart. 

32 4 Now the rest of the acts of Heze- 
kiah, and his goodness, behold, they are 
- written in the vision of Isaiah the proph- 
et, the son of Amoz, and in the book 
of the kings of Judah and Israel. 

33 And Hezekiah slept with his fathers, 
and they buried him in the chiefest of 
the sepulchres of the sons of David: and 
all Judah and the inhabitants of Jerusa- 
lem did him honour at his death. And 
Manasseh his son reigned in his stead.

7" was eight years old when he 
began to reign, and he reigned in 
Jerusalem one and thirty years. 

2 And he did that which was right in the 
sight of the Lorp, and walked in the 
ways of David his father, and declined 
neither to the right hand, nor to the left. 

3 4 For in the eighth year of his reign, 
while he was yet young, he began to seek 
after the God of David his father: and 
in the twelfth year he began to purge 
Judah and Jerusalem from the high 
places, and the groves, and the carved 
images, and the molten images. 

4 And they brake down the altars of 
Baalim in his presence; and the images, 
that were on high above them, he cut 
down; and the groves, and the carved 
images, and the molten images, he brake 
in pieces, and made dust of them, and 
strewed ἐξ upon the graves of them that 
had sacrificed unto them.

8 4 Now in the eiglteenth year of his 
reign, when he had purged the land, and 
the house, he sent Shaphan the son of 
Azaliah, and Maaseiah the governor of 
the city, and Joah the son of Joahaz the 
recorder, to repair the house of the 
Lorp his God. 

9 And when they came to Hilkiah the 
high priest, they delivered the mone 
that was brought into the house of God, 
which the Levites that kept the doors 
had gathered of the hand of Manasseh 
and Ephraim, and of all the remnant of 
Israel, and of all Judah and Benjamin; 
and they returned to Jerusalem.

18 4 Now the rest 01 the acts of Manas- 
seh, and his prayer unto his God, and 
the words of the seers that spake to him 
in the name of the Lorp God of Israel, 
behold, they are written in the book of 
the kings of Israel. 

19 His prayer also, and how God was 
entreated of him, and all his sins, and 
his trespass, and the places wherein he 
built high places, and set up groves and 
graven images, before he was humbled: 
behold, they ave written among the say- 
ings of the seers. 

20 "| So Manasseh slept with his fathers, 
and they buried him in his own house: 
and Amon his son reigned in his stead. 

21 "| Amon was two and twenty years 
old when he began to reign, and reigned 


_ two years in Jerusalem. 


22 But he did that which was evil in the 
sight of the Lorp, as did Manasseh his 
father: for Amon sacrificed unto all the 
carved images which Manasseh his father 
had made, and served them ; 

23 And humbled not himself before the

And so 
did they with the oxen. 

13 And they roasted the passover with 
fire according to the ordinance: but the 
other holy offerings sod they in pots, and 
in caldrons, and in pans, and divided 

|them speedily among all the people. 

14 And afterward they made ready for 
themselves, and for the priests: because 
the priests the sons of Aaron were busied 
in offering of burnt offerings and the fat © 
until night; therefore the Levites pre- 
pared for themselves, and for the priests 
the sons of Aaron. ᾿ 

15 And the singers the sons of Asaph 
were in their place, according to the com- 
mandment of David, and Asaph, and 
Heman, and Jeduthun the king’s seer; 
and the porters waited at every gate; 
they might not depart from their service ; 
for their brethren the Levites prepared

16 So all the service of the LorD was 
prepared the same day, to keep the pass- 
over, and to offer burnt offerings upon 
the altar of the Lorn, according to the 
commandment of king Josiah.

6 Against him came up Nebuchadnez- 
zar king of Babylon, and bound him in 
fetters, to carry him to Babylon. 

7 Nebuchadnezzar also carried of the

19 In the eighteenth year of the reign 
of Josiah was this passover kept. 

20 | After all this, when Josiah had 

repared the temple, Necho king of 
Bert came up to fight against Charche- 
mish by Euphrates: and Josiah went 
out against him. 

21 But he sent ambassadors to him, say- 
ing, What have I to do with thee, thou 
king of Judah ? J come not against thee 
this day, but against the house where- 
with I have war: for God commanded 

‘me to make haste: forbear thee from 
meddling with God, who 28 with me, that 
he destroy thee not. 

22 Nevertheless Josiah would not turn 
his face from him, but disguised himself, 
that he might fight with him, and heark- 
ened not unto the words of Necho from 
the mouth of God, and came to fight in 
the valley of Megiddo.

OW when the adversaries of Judah 

and Benjamin heard that the chil- 
dren of the captivity builded the temple 
unto the Lorp God of Israel ; 

2 Then they came to Zerubbabel, and 
to the chief of the fathers, and said unto 
them, Let us build with you: for we 
seek your God, as ye 00; and we do 
sacrifice unto him since the days of Esar- 
haddon king of Assur, which brought 
us up hither. 

3 But Zerubbabel, and Jeshua, and the 
rest of the chief of the fathers of Israel, 
said unto them, Ye have nothing to do 
with us to build a house unto our God; 
but we ourselves together will build unto 
the Lorp God of Israel, as king Cyrus 
the king of Persia hath commanded us. 

4 Then the people of the land weakened 
the hands of the people of Judah, and 
troubled them in building, 

5 And hired counsellors against them, 
to frustrate their purpose, all the days 
of Cyrus king of Persia, even until the 
reign of Darius king of Persia. 

6 And in the reign of Ahasuerus, in the 
beginning of his reign, wrote they unto 
him an accusation against the inhabitants 
of Judah and Jerusalem. 

ἢ % And in the days of Artaxerxes wrote 
Bishlam, Mithredath, Tabeel, and the 
rest of their companions, unto Artaxerxes 
king of Persia; and the writing of the 
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The foundations of 


brethren, and builded the altar of the 
God of Israel, to offer burnt offerings 
thereon, as 7¢ 7s written in the law of 
Moses the man of God. 

3 And they set the altar upon his bases ; 
for fear was upon them because of the 
people of those countries: and they 
offered burnt offerings thereon unto the 
Lorp, even burnt offerings morning and 
evening. 

4 They kept also the feast of taber- 
nacles, as 0% zs written, and offered the 
daily burnt offerings by number, accord- 
ing to the custom, as the duty of every 
day required ; 

5 And afterward offered the continual 
burnt offering, both of the new moons, 
and of all the set feasts of the Lorp 
that were consecrated, and of every one 
that willingly offered a freewill offering 
unto the Lorp. 

6 From the first day of the seventh 
month began they to offer burnt offerings 
unto the Lorp. But the foundation of 
the temple of the LorD was not yet laid. 

7 They gave money also unto the ma- 
sons, and to the carpenters; and meat, 
and drink, and oil, unto them of Zidon, 
and to them of Tyre, to bring cedar 
trees from Lebanon to the sea of Joppa, 
according to the grant that they had of 
Cyrus king of Persia. 

8 § Now in the second year of their 
coming unto the house of God at Jerusa- 
lem, in the second month, began Zerub- 
babel the son of Shealtiel, and Jeshua 
the son of Jozadak, and the remnant of 
their brethren the priests and the Levites, 
and all they that were come out of the 
captivity unto Jerusalem ; and appointed 
the Levites, from twenty years old and 
upward, to set forward the work of the 
house 01 the Lorn. 

9 Then stood Jeshua with his sons and 
his brethren, Kadmiel and his sons, the 
sons of Judah, together, to set forward 
the workmen in the house of God: the 
sons of Henadad, with their sons and 
their brethren the Levites. 

10 And when the builders laid the 
foundation of the temple of the Lorp, 
they set the priests in their apparel with 
trumpets, and the Levites the sons of 
Asaph with cymbals, to praise the Lorn, 
after the ordinance of David king of 
Israel.

24 'Then ceased the work of the house of 
God which 7s at Jerusalem. So it ceased 
unto the second year of the reign of Da- 
rius king of Persia. 

CHAPTER 5. 


1 Zerubbabel and Jeshua, incited by 2 and 
Zechariah, set forward the building of the temple. 
3 Tainai and Shethar-boznai could not hinder the 
Jews. 6 Their letter to Darius against the Jews. 


HEN the prophets, Haggai the 

prophet, and Zechariah the son of 
Iddo, prophesied unto the Jews that were 
in Judah and Jerusalem in the name of 
the God of Israel, even unto them. 

2 Then rose up Zerubbabel the son of 
Shealtiel, and Jeshua the son of Jozadak, 
and began to build the house of God 
which ἐδ at Jerusalem: and with them 
were the prophets of God helping them. 

8 Ἵ At the same time came to them 
Tatnai, governor on this side the river, 
and Shethar-boznai, and their compan- 
ions, and said thus unto them, Who hath 
commanded you to build this house, and 
to make up this wall ? 

4 Then said we unto them after this 
manner, What are the names of the men 
that make this building ? 

5 But the eye of their God was upon 
the elders of the Jews, that they could 
not cause them to cease, till the matter 
came to Darius: and then they returned 
answer by letter ו‎ this matier.

letter was written in the Syrian tongue, 
and interpreted in the Syrian tongue. 

8 Rehum the chancellor and Shimshai 
the scribe wrote a letter against Jeru- 
salem to Artaxerxes the king in this 
sort : 

9 Then wrote Rehum the chancellor, and 
Shimshai the scribe, and the rest of their 
companions; the Dinaites, the Aphar- 
sathchites, the Tarpelites, the A pharsites, 
the Archevites, the Babylonians, the Su- 
sanchites, the Dehavites, and the Elam- 
ites, 

10 And the rest of the nations whom the 
great and noble Asnapper brought over, 
and set in the cities of Samaria, and the 
rest that are on this side the river, and at 
such a time. 

11 4 This ¢s the copy of the letter that 
they sent unto him, even unto Artaxerxes 
the king; Thy servants the men on this 
side the river, and at such a time. 

12 Be it known unto the king, that the 
Jews which came up from thee to us are 
come unto Jerusalem, building the rebel- 
lious and the bad city, and have set up 
the walls thereof, and joined the founda- 
tions. 

18 Be it known now unto the king, that, 
if this city be builded, and the walls set 
up again, then will they not pay toll, 
tribute, and custom, and so thou shalt 
endamage the revenue of the kings. 

14 Now because we have maintenance 
from the king’s palace, and it was not 
meet for us to see the king’s dishonour, 
therefore have we sent and certified the 
king ; 

15 That search may be made in the book 
of the records of thy fathers: so shalt thou 
_ find in the book of the records, and know 

that this city zs a rebellious city, and hurt- 
ful unto kings and provinces, and that 
they have moved sedition within the 
same of old time: for which cause was 
this city destroyed. 

16 We certify the king that, if this city 
be builded again, and the walls thereof 
set up, by this means thou shalt have no 
portion on this side the river. 

17 4 Then serit the king an answer unto 
Rehum the chancellor, and to Shimshai 
the scribe, and ¢o the rest of their com- 
yanions that dwell in Samaria, and unto 
the rest beyond the river, Peace, and at 
such a time.

3 In the first year of Cyrus the king, the 
same Cyrus the king made a decree con- 
cerning the house of God at Jerusalem, 
Let the house be builded, the place where 
they offered sacrifices, and let the foun- 
dations thereof be strongly laid; the 
height thereof threescore cubits, and the 
breadth thereof threescore cubits ; 

4 With three rows of great stones, and 
a row of new timber: and let the ex- 
penses be given out of the king’s house : 

5 And also let the golden and silver ves- 
sels of the house of God, which Nebu- 
chadnezzar took forth out of the temple 
which 28 at Jerusalem, and brought unto 
Babylon, be restored, and brought again 
unto the temple which 28 at Jerusalem, 
every one to his place, and place them in 
the house of God. 

6 Now therefore, Tatnai, governor be- 
yond the river, Shethar-boznai, and your 
companions the Apharsachites, which 
are beyond the river, be ye far from 
thence : 

7 Let the work of this house of God 


alone ; let the governor of the Jews and = 


the elders of the Jews build this house 
of God in his place. 

8 Moreover I make a decree what ye 
shall do to the elders of these Jews for 
the building of this house of God: that 
of the king’s goods, even of the tribute 
beyond the river, forthwith -expenses 
be given unto these men, that they be 
not hindered. 


9 And that which they have need of,

6 J The copy of the letter that Tatnai, 
governor on this side the river, and She- 
thar-boznai, and his companions the 
Apharsachites, which were on this side 
the river, sent unto Darius the king:

8 Be it known unto the king, that we 
went into the province of Judea, to the 
house of the great God, which is builded 
with great stones, and timber is laid in 
the walls, and this work goeth fast on, 
and prospereth in their hands. 

9 Then asked we those elders, and said 
unto them thus, Who commanded you 
to build this house, and to make up 
these walls ? 

10 We asked their names also, to certify 
thee, that we might write the names of 
the men that were the chief of them. 

11 And thus they returned us answer, 
saying, We are the servants of the God 
of heaven and earth, and build the house 
that was builded these many years ago, 
which a great king of Israel builded and 
set up. 

12 But after that our fathers had pro- 
voked the God of heaven unto wrath, he 
gave them into the hand of Nebuchad- 
nezzar the king of Babylon, the Chal- 
dean, who destroyed this house, and 
carried the people away into Babylon. 

13 But in the first year of Cyrus the 
king of Babylon, the same king Cyrus 
made a decree to build this house of God. 

14 And the vessels also of gold and sil- 
ver of the house of God, which Nebu- 
chadnezzar took out of the temple that 
was in Jerusalem, and brought them into 
the temple of Babylon, those did Cyrus 
the king take out of the temple of Baby- 
lon, and they were delivered unto one, 
whose name was Sheshbazzar, whom he 
had made governor ; 

15 And said unto him, Take these ves- 
sels, go, carry them into the temple that 
28 in Jerusalem, and let the house of God 
be builded in his place. 

16 Then came the same Sheshbazzar, 
and laid the foundation of the house of 
God which 28 in Jerusalem: and since 
that time even until now hath it been in 
building, and yet it is not finished.

5 The son of Abishua, the son of 
Phinehas, the son of Eleazar, the son 
of Aaron the chief priest: 

6 This Ezra went up from Babylon; 
and he was a ready scribe in the law of 
Moses, which the Lorp God of Israel 
had given: and the king granted him 
all his request, according to the hand 
of the Lorp his God upon him. 

7 And there went up some of the chil- 
dren of Israel, and of the priests, and the 
Levites, and the singers, and the porters, 
and the Nethinim, unto Jerusalem, in the 
seventh year of Artaxerxes the king. 

8 And he came to Jerusalem in the fifth 
month, which was in the seventh year of 
the king. 

9 For upon the first day of the first 
month began he to go up from Babylon, 
and on the first day of the fifth month 
came he to Jerusalem, according to the 
good hand of his God upon him. 

10 For Ezra had prepared his heart to 
seek the law of the Lorn, and to 60 % 
and to teach in Israel statutes and judg- 
ments. 

11 4 Now this zs the copy of the letter 
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cording to the appointment of the priests 
which are at Jerusalem, let it be given 
them day by day without fail: 

10 That they may offer sacrifices of 
sweet savours unto the God of heaven, 
and pray for the life of the king, and of 
his sons. : 

11 Also I have made a decree, that who- 
soever shall alter this word, let timber be 
pulled down from his house, and being 
set up, let him be hanged thereon; and let 
his house be made 8 dunghill for this. 

12 And the God that hath caused his 
name to dwell there destroy all kings and 
people, that shall put to their hand to 
alter and to destroy this house of God 
- which 7s at Jerusalem. I Darius have 
made a decree ; let it be done with speed. 

13 4] Then Tatnai, governor on this side 
the river, Shethar-boznai, and their com- 
panions, according to that which Darius 
the king had sent, so they did speedily. 

14 And the elders of the Jews builded, 
and they prospered through the proph- 
esying of Haggai the prophet and Zecha- 
riah the son of Iddo. And they builded, 
and finished 7, according to the com- 
mandment of the God of Israel, and ac- 
cording to the commandment of Cyrus, 
and Darius, and Artaxerxes king of 
Persia. 

15 And this house was finished on the 
third day of the month Adar, which was 
in the sixth year of the reign of Darius 
the king.

22 Unto a hundred talents of silver, and 
to a hundred measures of wheat, and to 
a hundred baths of wine, and to a hun- 
dred baths of oil, and salt without pre- 
scribing how much.

26 I even weighed unto their hand six 
hundred and fifty talents of silver, and 
silver vessels a hundred talents, and of 
gold a hundred talents; 

27 Also twenty basins of gold, of a thou- 
sand drams ; and two vessels of fine cop- 
per, precious as gold. 

28 And I said unto them, Ye are holy 
unto the Lorp; the vessels are holy 
also; and the silver and the gold are a 
freewill offering unto the Lorp God of 
your fathers. 

29 Watch ye, and keep them, until ye 
weigh them before the chief of the priests 
and the Levites, and chief of the fathers 
of Israel, at Jerusalem, in the chambers 
of the house of the Lorp. 

30 So took the priests and the Levites 
the weight of the silver, and the gold, 
and the vessels, to bring them to Jerusa- 
lem unto the house of our God. 

81 4 Then we departed from the river 
of Ahava on the twelfth day of the first 
month, to go unto Jerusalem: and the 
hand of our God was upon us, and he 
delivered us from the hand of the enemy, 
and of such as lay »" 0 by the way.

8 And a letter unto Asaph the keeper 
of the king’s forest, that he may give 
me timber to make beams for the gates 
of the palace which appertained to the 
house, and for the wall of the city, and 
for the house that I shall enter into. 
And the king granted me, according to 
the good hand of my God upon me. 

9 4 Then I came to the governors be- 
yond the river, and gave them the king’s 
letters. Now the king had sent captains 
of the army and horsemen with me. 

10 When Sanballat the Horonite, and 
Tobiah the servant, the Ammonite, heard 
of τέ, it grieved them exceedingly that 
there was come a man to seek the wel- 
fare of the children of Israel. 

11 So I came to Jerusalem, and was 
there three days. 

12 4 And I arose in the night, I and. 
some few men with me; neither told I 
any man what my God had put in my 
heart to do at Jerusalem: neither was 
there any beast with me, save the beast 
that I rode upon. 

13 And I went out by night by the gate 
of the valley, even before the dragon 
well, and to the dung port, and viewed 
the walls of Jerusalem, which were | 
broken down, and the gates thereof were 
consumed with fire. 

14 Then I went on to the gate of the 
fountain, and to the king’s pool: but 
there was no place for the beast that was 
under me to pass. 

15 Then went I up in the night by the 
brook, and viewed the wall, and turned 
back, and entered by the gate of the 
valley, and so returned. 

16 And the rulers knew not whither I 
went, or what I did; neither had I as 
yet told 7 to the Jews, nor to the priests, 
nor to the nobles, nor to the rulers, nor 
to the rest that did the work. 

17 4 Then said I unto them, Ye see the 
distress that we are in, how Jerusalem 
lieth waste, and the gates thereof are 
burned with fire: one and let us build 
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Nehemiah’s prayer. 
ments, which thou commandedst thy 
servant Moses. 

8 Remember, I beseech thee, the word 
that thou commandedst thy servant 
Moses, saying, Jf ye transgress, I will 
scatter you abroad among the nations: 

9 But ζῇ ye turn unto me, and keep my 
commandments, and do them; though 
there were of you cast out unto the 
uttermost part of the heaven, yet will I 
gather them from thence, and will bring 
them unto the place that I have chosen 
to set my name there. 

10 Now these are thy servants and 
thy people, whom thou hast redeemed 
by 1 great power, and by thy strong 
han 


11 O Lord, I beseech thee, let now 
thine ear be attentive to the prayer of 
thy servant, and to the prayer of thy 
servants, who desire to fear thy name: 
and prosper, I pray thee, thy servant 
this day, and grant him mercy in the 
sight of thisman. For 1 was the king’s 


cupbearer. 
CHAPTER 2. 


1 Artaxerxes understanding the cause of Nehemiah’s 
sadness sendeth him with letters and commission 
to Jerusalem.

10 And next unto them repaired Jedaiah 
the son of Harumaph, even over against 
his house. And next unto him repaired 
Hattush the son of Hashabniah. 

11 Malchijah the son of Harim, and 
Hashub the son of Pahath-moab, repaired 
the other piece, and the tower of the 
furnaces. 

12 And next unto him repaired Shallum 
the son of Halohesh, the ruler of the half 
part of Jerusalem, he and his daughters. 

13 The valley gate repaired Hanun, and 
the inhabitants of Zanoah ; they built it, 
and set up the doors thereof, the locks 
thereof, and the bars thereof, and a 
thousand cubits on the wall unto the 
dung gate. 

14 But the dung gate repaired Malchiah 
the son of Rechab, the ruler of part of 
Beth-haccerem; he built it, and set up 
the doors thereof, the locks thereof, and 
the bars thereof. 

15 But the gate of the fountain repaired 
Shallun the son of Col-hozeh, the ruler of 
part of Mizpah; he built it, and covered 
it, and set up the doors thereof, the locks 
thereof, and the bars thereof, and the 
wall of the pool of Siloah by the king’s 
garden, and unto the stairs that go down 
from the city of David. 

16 After him repaired Nehemiah the 
son of Azbuk, the ruler of the half part 
of Beth-zur, unto the place over against 
the sepulchres of David, and to the pool 
that was made, and unto the house: of 
the mighty. 

17 After him repaired the Levites, Re- 
hum the son of Bani. Next unto him 
repaired Hashabiah, the ruler of the half 
part of Keilah, in his part. 

18 After him repaired their brethren, 
Bavai the son of Henadad, the ruler of 
the half part of Keilah. 

19 And next to him repaired Ezer the 
son of Jeshua, the ruler of Mizpah, an- 
other piece over against the going up to 
the armoury at the turning of the wall. 

20 After him Baruch the son 01 1 
earnestly repaired the other piece, froni

up the wall of Jerusalem, that we be no 
- more a reproach. 

18 Then 1 toid them of the hand of my 
God which was good upon me; as also 
the king’s words that he had spoken 
unto me.

19 But when Sanballat the Horonite, 
and Tobiah the servant, the Ammonite, 
and Geshem the Arabian, heard 27, they 
laughed us to scorn, and despised us, 
and said, What zs this thing that ye do?

20 Then answered I them, and said unto 
them, The God of heaven, he will prosper 
us; therefore we his servants will arise 
and build: but ye have no portion, nor 
right, nor memorial, in Jerusalem. 


CHAPTER 8. 


The names and order of them that builded the wail. 


HEN Eliashib the high priest rose up 
with his brethren the priests, and 
they builded the sheep ₪866 ; they sancti- 
fied it, and set up the doors of it; even 
unto the tower of Meah they sanctified 
_it, unto the tower of Hananeel. 

2 And next unto him builded the men 
of Jericho. And next to them builded 
Zaccur the son 01 Imri. 

3 But the fish gate did the sons of Has- 
senaah build, who also laid the beams 
thereof, and set up the doors thereof, the 
locks thereof, and the bars thereof. 

4 And next unto them repaired Mere- 
moth the son of Urijah, the son of Koz. 
And next unto them repaired Meshullam 
the son of Berechiah, the son of Mesheza- 
beel. And next unto them repaired Za- 
dok the son of Baana. 

5 And next unio them the Tekoites 
repaired ; but their nobles put not their 
necks to the work of their Lord. 

6 Moreover the old gate repaired Je- 
hoiada the son of Paseah, and Meshullam 
the son of Besodeiah ; they laid the beams 
61601, and set up the doors thereof, and 
the locks thereof, and the bars thereof. 

7 And next unto them repaired Melatiah 
the Gibeonite, and Jadon the Merono- 
- thite, the men of Gibeon, and of Mizpah, 
unto the throne of the governor on this 
side the river. 

8 Next unto him repaired Uzziel the 
son of Harhaiah, a the goldsmiths. 
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The enemies scoff. 


wall, he was wroth, and took great in- 
dignation, and mocked the Jews. 

2 And he spake before his brethren and 
the army of Samaria, and said, What do 
these feeble Jews? will they fortify 
themselves ? will they sacrifice ? will they 
make an end ina day? will they revive 
the stones out of the heaps of the rub- 
bish which are burned ? 

3 Now Tobiah the Ammonite was by 
him, and he said, Even that which they 
build, if a fox go up, he shall even break 
down their stone wall. 

4 Hear, O our God; for we are de- 
spised: and turn their reproach upon 
their own head, and give them for a 
prey in the land of captivity: 

5 And cover not their iniquity, and let 
not their sin be blotted out from before 
thee: for they have provoked thee to 
anger before the builders. 

6 So built we the wall; and all the wall 
was joined together unto the half there- 
of : for the people had a mind to work. 

7 4 But it came to pass, that when 


Sanballat, and Tobiah, and the Arabians, ~ 


and the Ammonites, and the Ashdodites, 
heard that the walls of Jerusalem were 
made up, and that the breaches began to 
be stopped, then they were very wroth, 

8 And conspired all of them together to 
come and to fight against Jerusalem, and 
to hinder it. 

9 Nevertheless we made our prayer 
unto our God, and set a watch against 
them day and night, because of them. 

10 And Judah said, The strength of the 
bearers of burdens is decayed, and there 
28 much rubbish ; so that we are not able 
to build the wall. 

11 And our adversaries said, They shall 
not know, neither see, till we come in the 
midst among them, and slay them, and 
cause the work to cease. 

12 And it came to pass, that when the 
Jews which dwelt by them came, they 
said unto us ten times, From all places 
whence ye shall return unto us they will 
be upon you. 

18 § Therefore set I in the lower places 
behind the wall, and on the higher 
places, I even set the people after their 
families with their swords, their spears, 
and their bows. 

14 And I looked, and rose up, and said 
unto the nobles, on the rulers, and to

24 After him repaired Binnui the son 
of Henadad another piece, from the house 
of Azariah unto the turning of the wail, 
even unto the corner. 

25 Palal the son of Uzai, over against 
the turning of the wall, and the tower 
which lieth out from the king’s: high 
house, that was by the court of the prison. 
After him Pedaiah the son of Parosh. 

26 Moreover. the Nethinim dwelt in 
Ophel, unto the place over against the 
water gate toward the east, and the tower 
that lieth out. 

27 After them the Tekoites repaired an- 
other piece, over against the great tower 
that lieth out, even unto the wall of 
Ophel. 

28 From above the horse gate repaired 
the priests, every one over against his 
house. 

29 After them repaired Zadok the son 
of Immer over against his house. After 
him repaired also Shemaiah the son of 
Shechaniah, the keeper of the east gate. 

30 After him repaired Hananiah the son 
of Shelemiah, and Hanun the sixth son 
of Zalaph, another piece. After him re- 
paired Meshullam the son of Berechiah 
over against his chamber. 
> 81 After him repaired Malchiah th 
goldsmith’s son unto the place of the 
Nethinim, and of the merchants, over 
against the gate Miphkad, and to the 
going up of the corner. 

85 And between the going up of the 
corner unto the sheep gate repaired the 
goldsmiths and the merchants. 


CHAPTER 4. 


1 While the enemies scoff, Nehemiah prayeth and 
continueth the work. Understanding the wrath 
and secrets of the enemy, he setteth a waich. 18 He 
5 the labourers, 19 and giveth military pre- 
cep 


UT it came to pass, that when San- 
» ballat heard that we builded the 


usury reformed. 
and our daughters, ae many: therefore 
we take up corn for them, that we may 
eat, and live. 

3 Some also there were that said, We 
have mortgaged our lands, vineyards, and 
houses, that we might buy corn, because 
of the dearth. , 

4 There were also that said, We have 
borrowed money for the king’s tribute, 
and that wpon our lands and vineyards. 

5 Yet now our flesh 48 as the flesh of 
our brethrén, our children as their chil- 
dren : and, lo, we bring into bondage our 
sons and our daughters to be servants, 
and some of our daughters are brought 
into bondage already : neither 7s it in our 
power to redeem them; for other men 
have our lands and vineyards. 

6 + And I was very angry when I heard 
their cry and these words. 

7 Then I consulted with myself, and I 
rebuked the nobles, and the rulers, and 
said unto them, Ye exact usury, every 
one of his brother. And I set a great 
assembly against them. 

8 And I said unto them, We, after our 
ability, have redeemed our brethren the 
Jews, which were sold unto the heathen ; 
and will ye even sell your brethren? or 
shall they be sold unto ₪8? Then held 
they their peace, and found nothing to 
answer. / 

9 Also I said, It 7s not good that ye do: 
ought ye not to walk in the fear of our 
God because of the reproach of the hea- 
then our enemies ? 

10 1 likewise, and ny brethren, and my 
servants, might exact of them money and 
corn: I pray you, let us leave off this 
usury. \ 
‘11 Restore, I pray you, to them, even 
this day, their lands, their vineyards, 
their oliveyards, and their houses, also 
the hundredth part of the money, and of 
the corn, the wine, and the oil, that ye 
exact of them. 

12 Then said they, We will restore them, 
and will require nothing of them ; so will 
we do as thou sayest. ‘Then 1 called the 
priests, and took an oath of them, that 
they should do according to this promise. 

13 Also I shook my lap, and said, So 
God shake out every man from his house, 
and from his labour, that performeth not 
this promise, even thus be he shaken out, 
and emptied. And all the congregation 
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The practice of 


the rest of the people, Be not ye afraid 
of them: remember the Lord, which is 
great and terrible, and fight for your 
brethren, your sons, and your daughters, 
your wives, and your houses. 

15 And it came to pass, When our ene- 
mies heard that it was known unto us, 
and God had brought their counsel to 
nought, that we returned all of us to the 
wall, every one unto his work. 

16 And it came to pass from that time 
forth, that the half of my servants 
wrought in the work, and the other half 
of them held both the spears, the shields, 
and the bows, and the habergeons; and 
the rulers were behind all the house of 
Judah. 

17 They which builded on the wall, and 
they that bare burdens, with those that 
laded, every one with one of his hands 
wrought in the work, and with the other 
hand held a weapon. 

18 For the builders, every one had his 
sword girded by his side, and so builded. 
And he that sounded the trumpet was by 
me. 

19 ף‎ And I said unto the nobles, and to 
the rulers, and to the rest of the people, 
The work 7s great and large, and we are 
separated upon the wall, one far from 
another. 

20 In what place therefore ye hear the 
sound of the trumpet, resort ye thither 
unto us: our God shall fight for us. 

21 So we laboured in the work : and half 
of them held the spears from the rising 
of the morning till the stars appeared. 

22 Likewise at the same time said I 
unto the people, Let every one with his 
servant lodge within Jerusalem, that in 
the night they may be a guard to us, and 
labour on the day. 

23 So neither I, nor my brethren, nor 
my servants, nor the men of the guard 
which followed me, none of us put off 
our clothes, saving that every one put 
them off for washing. 


CHAPTER 5. 

1 The Jews compan of their debt, morigage, and 
bondage. 6 Nehemiah rebuketh the usurers, and 
causeth them to make a covenant of restitution. 14 
He forbeareth his own allowance, and keepeth hos- 
piiality. 

AND there was a great cry of the peo- 
ple and of their wives against their 
brethren the Jews. 


2 For there were that said, We, our sons,

4 Yet they sent unto me four times after 
this sort; and I answered them after the 
same manner. 

5 Then sent Sanballat his servant unto 
me in like manner the fifth time with an 
open letter in his hand ; 

6 Wherein was written, It is: reported 
among the heathen, and Gashmu saith 77, 
that thou and the Jews think to rebel: 
for which cause thou buildest the wall, 
that thou mayest be their king, accord- 
ing to these words. 

7 And thou hast also appointed proph- 
ets to preach of thee at Jerusalem, say- 
ing, There is a king in Judah: and now 
shall it be reported to the king according 
to these words. Come now therefore, 
and let us take counsel together. 

8 Then I sent unto him, saying, There 
are no such things done as thou sayest, 
but thou feignest them out of thine own 
heart. 

9 For they all made us afraid, saying, 
Their hands shall be weakened from the 
work, that it be not done. Now there- 
fore, O God, strengthen my hands. 

10 Afterward I came unto the house of 
Shemaiah the son of Delaiah the son of 
Mehetabeel, who was shut up; and he 
said, Let us meet together in the house 
of God, within the temple, and let us 
shut the doors of the temple: for they 
will come to slay thee; yea, in the night 
will they come to slay thee. 

11 And I said, Should such a man as I 
flee? and who 7s there, that, being as I 
am, would go into the temple to save his 
life? I will not go in. 

12 And, lo, I perceived that God had 
not sent-him; but that he pronounced 
this prophecy against me: for Tobiah 
and Sanballat had hired him. 

18 Therefore was he hired, that I should 
be afraid, and do so, and sin, and that 
they might have matter for an evil re- 
port, that they might reproach me. 

14 My God, think thou upon Tobiah 
and Sanballat according to these their 
works, and on the prophetess Noadiah, 
and the rest of the prophets, that would 
have put me in fear. 

15 § So the wall was finished in the 
twenty and fifth day of the month Hlul, 
in fifty and two days. 

16 And it came to pass, that when all 
our enemies eo ies and all the 
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Nehemiah’s hospitality. 
said, Amen, and praised the Lorp. And 
the people did according to this promise. 

14% Moreover from the time that I 
was appointed to be their governor in 
the land of Judah, from the twentieth 
year even unto the two and thirtieth 
year of Artaxerxes the king, that is, 
twelve years, I and my brethren have 
not eaten the bread of the governor. 

15 But the former governors that had 
been before me were chargeable unto the 
people, and had taken of them bread and 
wine, besides forty shekels of silver ; yea, 
even their servants bare rule over the 
people: but so did not I, because of the 
fear of God. 

16 Yea, also I continued in the work of 
this wall, neither bought we any land: 
and all my servants were gathered thither 
unto the work. 

17 Moreover there were at my table a 
hundred and fifty of the Jews and rulers, 
besides those that came unto us from 
among the heathen that are about us. 

18 Now that which was prepared for me 
daily was one ox and six choice sheep ; 
also fowls were prepared for me, and 
once in ten days store of allsortsof wine: 
yet for all this required not J the bread 
of the governor, because tle bondage 
was heavy upon this people. 

19 Think upon me, my God, for good, 
according to all that I have done for this 
people. 

CHAPTER 6. 


1 Sanballat practiseth by craft, by rumours, by hired 
proph , ἴο terrify Nehemiah. 15 The work is 
Jinished to the terror of the enemies. 17% Secret in- 
ἐν feats passeth between the enemies and the nobles 
of Judah. 


iN it came to pass, when Sanballat, 
and Tobiah, and Geshem the Ara- 
bian, and the rest of our enemies, heard 
that I had builded the wall, and that 
there was no breach left therein ; (though 
at that time I had not set up the doors 
upon the gates ;) 

2 That Sanballat and Geshem sent unto 
me, saying, Come, let us meet together 
in some one of the villages in the plain of 
Ono. But they thought to do me mis- 
chief. 

3 And I sent messengers unto them, 
saying, I am doing a great work, so that 
I cannot come down: why should the 
work cease, whilst I leave it, and come 
down to you?

2 That I gave my brother Hanani, and 
Hananiah the ruler of the palace, charge 
over Jerusalem: for he was a faithful 
man, and feared God above many. 

8 And I said unto them, Let not the 
_ gates of Jerusalem be opened until the 
sun be hot; and while they stand by, let 
them shut the doors, and bar them: and 
appoint watches of the inhabitants of 
Jerusalem, every one in his watch, and 
every one to be over against his house. 

4 Now the city was large and great: 
but the people were few therein, and 
the houses were not builded. 

5 § And my God put into mine heart 
to gather together the nobles, and the 
rulers, and the people, that they might 
be reckoned by genealogy.

64 These sought their register among 
those that were reckoned by genealogy, 
but it was not found: therefore were 
they, as polluted, put from the priest- 
hood. 

65 And the Tirshatha said unto them, 
that they should not eat of the most holy 
things, till there stood up a priest with 
Urim and Thummim. 

66 "| The whole congregation together 
was forty and two thousand three hun- 
dred and threescore, 

67 Besides their manservants and their 
maidservants, of whom there were seven 
thousand three hundred thirty and seven: 
and they had two hundred forty and five 
singing men and singing women. 

68 Their horses, seven hundred thirty 
and six: their mules, two hundred forty 
and five : 

69 Their camels, four hundred thirty 
and five: six thousand seven hundred and 
twenty asses. 

70 4 And some of the chief of the fa- 
thers gave unto the work. The Tirsha- 
tha gave to the treasure a thousand 
drams of gold, fifty basins, five hundred 
and thirty priests’ garments.

11 So the Levites stilled all the people, 
saying, Hold your peace, for the day 7s 
holy ; neither be ye grieved. 

12 And all the people went their way to 
eat, and to drink, and to send portions, 
and to make great mirth, because they 
had understood the words that were de- 
clared unto them. 

13 4 And on the second day were gath- 
ered together the chief of the fathers of 
all the people, the priests, and the Le- 
vites, unto Ezra the scribe, even to un- 
derstand the words of the law. 

14 And they found written in the law 
which the Lorp had commanded by 
Moses, that the children of Israel should 
dwell in booths in the feast of the 
seventh month: 

15 And that they should publish and 
proclaim in all their cities, and in Jeru- 
salem, saying, Go forth unto the mount, 
and fetch olive branches, and pine 
branches, and myrtle branches, and 
palm branches, and branches of thick 
trees, to make booths, as 7 7s written. 

16 \ So the people went forth, and 
brought them, and made _ themselves 
booths, every one upon the roof of his 
house, and in their courts, and in the 
courts of the house of God, and in the 
street of the water gate, and in the street 
of the gate of Ephraim.

Rh gees all the people gathered them- 
selves together as one man into the 
street that was before the water gate; 
and they spake unto Ezra the scribe to 
bring the book of the law of Moses, which 
the Lorp had commanded to Israel. 

2 And Ezra the priest brought the law 
before the congregation both of men and 
women, and all that could hear with 
understanding, upon the first day of the 
seventh month. 

3 And he read therein before the street 
that was before the water gate from the 
morning until midday, before the men 
and the women, and those that could 
understand ; and the ears of all the peo- 
ple were attentive unto the book of the 
law. 

4 And Ezra the scribe stood upon a 
pulpit of wood, which they had made 
for the purpose; and beside him stood 
Mattithiah, and Shema, and Anaiah, 
and Urijah, and Hilkiah, and Maaseiah, 
on his right hand; and on his left hand, 
Pedaiah, and Mishael, and Malchiah, 
and Hashum, and Hashbadana, Zecha- 
riah, and Meshullam. 

5 And Ezra opened the book in the 
sight of all the people; (for he was 
above all the people;) and when he 
opened it, all the people stood up: 

6 And Ezra blessed the Lorn, the great 
God. And all the people answered, 
Amen, Amen, with lifting קט‎ their 
hands: and they bowed their heads, and 
worshipped the Lorp with their faces to 
the ground. 

7 Also Jeshua, and Bani, and Sherebiah, 
Jamin, Akkub, Shabbethai, Hodijah, 
Maaseiah, Kelita, Azariah, Jozabad, 
Hanan, Pelaiah, and the Levites, caused

a religious confession. 


9 And didst see the affliction of our 
fathers in Egypt, and heardest their cry 
by the Red sea ; 

10 And shewedst signs and wonders 
upon Pharaoh, and on all his servants, 
and on all the people of his land: for 
thou knewest that they dealt proudly 
against them. So didst thou get thee 
a name, as 22 zs this day. 

11 And thou didst divide the sea before 
them, so that they went through the 
midst of the sea on the dry land; and 
their persecutors thou threwest into the 
deeps, as a stone into the mighty waters. 

12 Moreover thou leddest them in the 


day by a cloudy pillar; and in the night - 


by a pillar of fire, to give them light in 
the way wherein they should go. 

18 Thou camest down also upon mount 
Sinai, and spakest with them from heaven, 
and gavest them right judgments, and 
true laws, good statutes and command- 
ments: \ 

14 And madest known unto them thy 
holy sabbath, and commandedst them 
precepts, statutes, and laws, by the hand 
of Moses thy servant : 

15 And gavest them bread from heaven 
for their hunger, and broughtest forth 
water for them out of the rock for their 
thirst, and promisedst them that they 
should go in to possess the land which 
thou hadst sworn to give them. 

16 But they and our fathers dealt 
proudly, and hardened their necks, and 
hearkened not to thy commandments, 

17 And refused to obey, neither were 
mindful of thy wonders that thou didst 
among them; but hardened their necks, 
and in their rebellion appointed a cap- 
tain to return to their bondage: but thou 
art a God ready to pardon, gracious and 
merciful, slow to anger, and of great 
kindness, and forsookest them not. 

18 Yea, when they had made them a 
molten calf, and said, This zs thy God 
that brought thee up out of Egypt, and 
had wrought great provocations ; 

19 Yet thou in thy manifold mercies 
forsookest them not in the wilderness: 
the pillar of the cloud departed not from 
them by day, to lead them in the way; 
neither the pillar of fire by night, to 
shew them light, and the way wherein 
they should go. 

20 Thou gavest 1 thy good Spirit to

18 Also day by day, from the first day 
unto the last day, he read in the book 
of the law of God.

CHAPTER 9. 


1 A solemn fast, and repentance of the people. 4 The 
Levites make a religious confession of God’s good- 
ness, and their wickedness. 


OW in the twenty and fourth day 

of this month the children of Israel 
were assembled with fasting, and with 
sackclothes, and earth upon them. 

2 And the seed of Israel separated 
themselves from all strangers, and stood 
and confessed their sins, and the iniqui- 
ties of their fathers. 

3 And they stood up in their place, and 
read in the book of the law of the Lorp 
their God one fourth part of the day ; 
and another fourth part they confessed, 
and worshipped the Lorp their God. 

4 § Then stood up upon the stairs, of 
the Levites, Jeshua, and Bani, Kadmiel, 
Shebaniah, Bunni, Sherebiah, Bani, and 
Chenani, and cried with a loud voice 
unto the Lorp their God. = 

5 Then the Levites, Jeshua, and Kad- 
miel, Bani, Hashabniah, Sherebiah, Ho- 
dijah, Shebaniah, and Pethahiah, said, 
Stand up and bless the Lorp your God 
for ever and ever: and blessed be thy 
glorious name, which is exalted above 
all blessing and praise. 

6 Thou, even thou, art Lorp alone; 
thou hast made heaven, the heaven of 
heavens, with all their host, the earth, 
and all things that are therein, the seas, 
and all that 28 therein, and thou preserv- 
est them all; and the host of heaven 
worshippeth thee. 

7 Thou art the Lorp the God, who 
didst choose Abram, and broughtest him 
forth out of Ur of the Chaldees, and 
gavest him the name of Abraham; 

8 And foundest his heart faithful before 
thee, and madest a covenant with him to 
give the land of the Canaanites, the Hit- 
tites, the Amorites, and the Perizzites, 
and the Jebusites, and the Girgashites, 
to give it, I say, to his seed, and hast 
performed thy words; for thou art 
righteous ;

law: yet they dealt proudly, and heark- 
ened not unto thy commandments, but 
sinned against thy judgments, (which if 
a man do, he shall live in them;) and 
withdrew the shoulder, and hardened 
their neck, and would not hear. 

30 Yet many years didst thou forbear 
them, and testifiedst against them by 
thy Spirit in thy prophets: yet would 
they not give ear: therefore gavest thou 
them into the hand of the people of the 
lands. 

31 Nevertheless for thy great mercies’ 
sake thou didst not utterly consume 
them, nor forsake them; for thou art a 
gracious and merciful God. 

32 Now therefore, our God, the great, 
the mighty, and the terrible God, who 
keepest covenant and mercy, let not all 
the trouble seem little before thee, that 
hath come upon us, on our kings, on our 
princes, and on our priests, and on our 
prophets, and on our fathers, and on all 
thy people, since the time of the kings 
of Assyria unto this day. 

88 Howbeit thou art just in all that is 
brought upon us; for thou hast done 
right, but we have done wickedly: 

34 Neither have our kings, our princes, 
our priests, nor our fathers, kept thy 
law, nor hearkened unto thy command- 
ments and thy testimonies, wherewith 
thou didst testify against them. 

35 For they have not served thee in 
their kingdom, and in thy great good- 
ness that thou gavest them, and in the 
large and fat land which thou gavest 
before them, neither turned they from 
their wicked works. 

36 Behold, we are servants this day, 
and for the land that thou gavest unto 
our fathers to eat the fruit thereof and 
the good thereof, behold, we are serv- 
ants in it: 

37 And it yieldeth much increase unto 
the kings whom thou hast set over us 
because of our sins: also they have 
dominion over our bodies, and over our 
cattle, at their pleasure, and we are in 
great distress. 

38 And because of all this we make a 
sure covenant, and write it; and our 
princes, Levites, and priests, seal wnto 7. 


CHAPTER 10.

The Levites make 


instruct them, and withheldest not thy 
manna from their mouth, and gavest 
them water for their thirst. 

21 Yea, forty years didst thou sustain 
them in the wilderness, so that they lack- 
ed nothing ; their clothes waxed not old, 
and their feet swelled not. 

22 Moreover thou gavest them king- 
doms and nations, and didst divide them 
into corners: so they possessed the land 
of Sihon, and the land of the king of 
Heshbon, and the land of Og king of 
Bashan. 

23 Their children also multipliedst thou 
as the stars of heaven, and broughtest 
them into the land, concerning which 
thou hadst promised to their fathers, 
that they should go in to possess 7. 

24 So the children went in and possessed 
the land, and.thou subduedst before them 
the inhabitants of the land, the Canaan- 
ites, and gavest them into their hands, 
with their kings, and the people of the 
land, that they might do with them as 
they would. 

25 And they took strong cities, and a 
fat land, and possessed houses full of 
all goods, wells cigged, vineyards, and 
oliveyards, and fruit trees in abundance: 
so they did eat, and were filled, and be- 
came fat, and delighted themselves in thy 
great goodness. 

26 Nevertheless they were disobedient, 
and rebelled against thee, and cast thy 
law behind their backs, and slew thy 
prophets which testified against them 
to turn them to thee, and they wrought 
great provocations. 

27 Therefore thou deliveredst them into 
the hand of their enemies, who vexed 
them: and in ‘the time of their trouble, 
when they cried unto thee, thou heardest 
them from heaven; and according to thy 
manifold mercies thou gavest them sav- 
iours, who saved them out of the hand 
of their enemies. 

28 But after they had rest, they did evil 
again before thee: therefore leftest thou 
them in the hand of their enemies, so that 
they had the dominion over them: yet 
when they returned, and cried unto thee, 
thou heardest them from heaven; and 
many times didst thou deliver them ac- 
cording to thy mercies; 

29 And testifiedst against them, that 
thou mightest 20 again unto thy

32 Also we made ordinances for us, to 
charge ourselves yearly with the third 
part of a shekel for the service of the 
house of our God ; 

88 For the shewbread, and for the con- 
tinual meat offering, and for the con- 
tinual burnt offering, of the sabbaths, of 
the new moons, for the set feasts, and 
for the holy things, and for the sin offer- 
ings to make an atonement for Israel, 
and for all the work of the house of 
our God. 

34 And we cast the lots among the 
priests, the Levites, and the people, for 
the wood offering, to bring 00 into the 
house of our God, after the houses of 
our fathers, at times appointed year by 
year, to burn upon the altar of the LorD 
our God, as 7¢ 7s written in the law: 

95 And to bring the firstfruits of our 
ground, and the firstfruits of all fruit 
of all trees, year by year, unto the house 
of the Lorp: 

86 Also the firstborn of our sons, and 
of our cattle, as 7¢ 28 written in the law, 
and the firstlings of our herds and of 
our flocks, to bring to the house of our 
God, unto the priests that minister in 
the house of our God: 

387 And that we should bring the first- 
fruits of our dough, and our offerings, 
and the fruit of all manner of trees, of 
wine and of oil, unto the priests, to the 
chambers of the house of our God; and 
the tithes of our ground unto the Levites, 
that the same Levites might have the 
tithes in all the cities of our tillage. 

88 And the priest the son of Aaron shall 
be with the Levites, when the Levites 
take tithes: and the Levites shall bring 
up the tithe of the tithes unto the house 
of our God, to the chambers, into the 
treasure house. 

89 For the children of Israel and the 
children of Levi shall bring the offering 
of the corn, of the new wine, and the 
oil, unto the chambers, where are the 
vessels of the sanctuary, and the priests 
that minister, and the porters, and the 
singers: and we will not forsake the 
house of our God.

26 These were in the days of Joiakim 
the son of Jeshua, the son of Jozadak, 
and in the days of Nehemiah the goy- 
ernor, and of Ezra the priest, the scribe. 

27 * And at the dedication of the wall 
of Jerusalem they sought the Levites 
out of all their places, to bring them to 
Jerusalem, to keep the dedication with 
gladness, both with thanksgivings, and 
with singing, with cymbals, psalteries, 
and with harps. 

28 And the sons of the singers gathered 
themselves together, both out of the plain 
country round about Jerusalem, and from 
the villages of Netophathi ; 

29 Also from the house of Gilgal, and 
out of the fields 01 Geba and Azmaveth : 
for the singers had builded them villages 
round about Jerusalem. 

30 And the priests and the Levites 
purified themselves, and purified the 
people, and the gates, and the wall. 

81 Then I brought up the princes of 
Judah upon the wall, and appointed two 
great companies of them that yave thanks, 
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29 And at En-rimmon, and at Zareah, 
and at Jarmuth, 

30 Zanoah, Adullam, and 28 their vil- 
lages, at Lachish, and the fields thereof, 
at Azekah, and in the villages thereof. 
And they dwelt from Beer-sheba unto 
the valley of Hinnom. 

81 The children also of Benjamin from 
Geba dwelt at Michmash, and Aija, and 
Beth-el, and 7m their villages, -

> 9 Also Bakbukiah and Unni, their 
brethren, were over against them in the 
watches. 

10 ¥ And Jeshua begat Joiakim, Joia-

12 And in the days of Joiakim were 
priests, the chief of the fathers: of 
Seraiah, Meraiah; of Jeremiah, Hana- 
niah ;

N that day they read in the book of 

Moses in the audience of the people; 
and therein was found written, that the 
Ainmonite and the Moabite should not 
come into the congregation of God for 
ever ; 

2 Because they met not the children of 
Israel with bread and with water, but 
hired Balaam against them, that he 
should curse them: howbeit our God 
turned the curse into a blessing. 

3 Now it came to pass, when they had 
heard the law, that they separated from 
Israel all the mixed multitude. 

4 4 And before this, Eliashib the priest, 
having the oversight of the chamber of 
the house of our God, was allied unto 
Tobiah : 

5 And he had prepared for him a great 
chamber, where aforetime they laid the 
meat offerings, the frankincense, and the 
vessels, and the tithes of the corn, the 
new wine, and the oil, which was com- 
manded to be given to the Levites, and 
the singers, and the porters; and the 
offerings of the priests. 

6 But in all this téme was uot 1 at Jeru- 
salem: for in the two and thirtieth year 
of Artaxerxes king of Babylon came 1 
unto the king, and after certain days 
obtained I leave of the king: — 

7 And I came to Jerusalem, and under 
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whereof one went on the right hand upon 
the wall toward the dung gate: 

32 And after them went Hoshaiah, and 
half of the princes of Judah, 

98 And Azariah, Ezra, and Meshullam, 

34 Judah, and Benjamin, and Shemaiah, 
and Jeremiah, 

35 And certain of the priests’ sons with 
trumpets; namely, Zechariah the son of 
Jonathan, the son of Shemaiah, the son 
of Mattaniah, the son of Michaiah, the 
son of Zaccur, the son of Asaph : 

86 And his brethren, Shemaiah, and 
Azarael, Milalai, Gilalai, Maai, Nethan- 
eel, and Judah, Hanani, with the mu- 
sical instruments of David the man of 
God, and Ezra the scribe before them. 

37 And at the fountain gate, which was 
over against them, they went up by the 
stairs of the city of David, at the going 
up of the wall, above the house of David, 
even unto the water gate eastward. 

38 And the other company of them that 
gave thanks went over against them, and 
1 after them, and the half of the people 
upon the wall, from beyond the tower of 
the furnaces even unto the broad wall ; 

39 And from above the gate of Ephraim, 
and above the old gate, and above the fish 
gate, and the tower of Hananeel, and the 
tower of Meah, even unto the sheep gate : 
and they stood still in the prison gate. 

40 So stood the two companies of them 
that gave thanks in the house of God, 
and I, and the half of the rulers with 


me: 

41 And the priests; Eliakim, Maaseiah, 
Miniamin, Michaiah, Elioenai, Zechariah, 
and Hananiah, with trumpets ; 

42 And Maaseiah, and Shemaiah, and 
Eleazar, and Uzzi, and Jehohanan, and 
Malchijah, and Elam, and Ezer. And 
the singers sang loud, with Jezrahiah 
their overseer. 

43 Also that day they offered great sac- 
rifices, and rejoiced: for God had made 
them rejoice with great joy: the wives 
also and the children rejoiced: so that 
the joy of Jerusalem was heard even 
afar off. 

44 4 And at that time were some ap- 
pointed over the chambers for the treas- 
ures, for the offerings, for the firstfruits, 
and for the tithes, to gather into them 
out of the fields of the cities the portions 
of the law for the priests and Levites; 
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19 And it came to pass, that when the 
gates of Jerusalem began to be dark be- 
fore the sabbath, I commanded that the 
gates should be shut, and charged that 
they should not be opened till after the 
sabbath: and some of my servants set 1 
at the gates, that there should no burden 
be brought in on the sabbath day. 

20 So the merchants and sellers of all 
kind of ware lodged without Jerusalem 
once or twice. 

21 Then I testified against them, and 
said unto them, Why lodge ye about the 
wall? if ye do so again, I will lay hands 
on you. From that time forth came 
they no more on the sabbath. 

22 And I commanded the Levites, that 
they should cleanse themselves, and that 
they should come and keep the gates, 
to sanctify the sabbath day. Remember 
me, O my God, concerning this also, and 
spare me according to the greatness of 
thy mercy. 

23 Ἵ In those days also saw I Jews that 
had married wives of Ashdod, of Am- 
mon, and of Moab: 

24 And their children spake half in the 
speech of Ashdod, and could not speak 
in the Jews’ language, but according to 
the language of each people. 

23 And I contended with them, and 
cursed them, and smote certain of them, - 
and plucked off their hair, and made 
them swear by God, saying, Ye shall not 
give your daughters unto their sons, nor 
take their daughters unto your sons, or 
for yourselves. 

26 Did not Solomon king of Israel sin 
by these things? yet among many na- 
tions was there no king like him, who 
was beloved of his God, and God made 
him king over all Israel: nevertheless- 
even him did outlandish women cause 
to sin. 

27 Shall we then hearken unto you to 
do all this great evil, to transgress against 
our God in marrying strange wives ? 

28 And one of the sons of Joiada, the 
son of Eliashib the high priest, was son 
in law to Sanballat the Horonite: there- 
fore I chased him from me. 

29 Remember them, O my God, because 
they have defiled the priesthood, and the 
covenant of the priesthood, and of the 
Levites. 

30 Thus cleansed ἐπ them from all stran- 
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stood of the evil that Eliashib did for 
Tobiah, in preparing him a chamber in 
the courts of the house of God. 

8 And it grieved me sore: therefore 
I cast forth all the household stuff of 
Tobiah out of the chamber. 

9 Then I commanded, and they cleansed 
the chambers: and thither brought I 
again the vessels of the house of God, 
with the meat offering and the frank- 
incense. 

10 § And I perceived that the portions 
of the Levites had not been given them: 
for the Levites and the singers, that did 
the work, were fled every one to his 
field. 

11 Then contended I with the rulers, 
and said, Why is the house of God for- 
saken? And 1 gathered them together, 
and set them in their place. 

12 Then brought all Judah the tithe of 
the corn and the new wine and the oil 
unto the treasuries. 

13 And I made treasurers over the treas- 
uries, Shelemiah the priest, and Zadok 
the scribe, and of the Levites, Pedaiah : 
and next to them was Hanan the son of 
Zaccur, the son of Mattaniah: for they 
were counted faithful, and their office 
was to distribute unto their brethren. 

14 Remember me, O my God, concern- 
ing this, and wipe not out my good deeds 
that I have done for the house of my 
God, and for the offices thereof. 

15 Ἵ In those days saw 1 in Judah some 
treading winepresses on the sabbath, and 
bringing in sheaves, and lading asses; as 
also wine, grapes, and figs, and all man- 
ner of burdens, which they brought into 
Jerusalem on the sabbath day: and I 
testified against them in the day wherein 
they sold victuals. 

16 There dwelt men of Tyre also there- 
in, which brought fish, and all manner 
of ware, and sold on the sabbath unto 
the children of Judah, and in Jeru- 
salem. 

17 Then I contended with the nobles 
of Judah, and said unto them, What evil 
thing zs this that ye do, and profane the 
sabbath day ? 

18 Did not your fathers thus, and did 
not our God bring all this evil upon us, 
and upon this city? yet ye bring more 
antes upon Israel by profaning the sab-

18 Y Then the king said to the wise 
men, which knew the times, (for so was 
the king’s manner toward all that knew 
law and judgment : 

14 And the next unto him was Car- 
shena, Shethar, Admatha, Tarshish, 
Meres, Marsena, and Memucan, the seven 
princes of Persia and Media, which saw 
the king’s face, and which sat the first in 
the kingdom,) 

15 What shall we do unto the queen 
Vashti according to law, because she 
hath not performed the commandment 
of the king Ahasuerus by the chamber- 
lains ? 

16 And Memucan answered before the 
king and the princes, Vashti the queen 
hath not done wrong to the king only, 
but also to all the princes, and to all the 
people that are in all the provinces of the 
king Ahasuerus. 

17 For this deed of the queen shall 
come abroad unto all women, so that 
they shall despise their husbands in their 
eyes, when it shall be reported, The king 
Ahasuerus commanded Vashti the queen 
to be brought in before him, but she 
came not. 

18 Likewise shall the ladies of Persia 
and Media say this day unto all the 
king’s princes, which have heard of the 
deed of the queen. Thus shall there arise 
too much contempt and wrath. 


CHAPTER 1. 

1 Ahasuerus maketh royal feasts. 10 Vashti, sent 
Jor, refuseth tocome. 13 Ahasuerus, by the coun- 
ἐν gj emucan, maketh the decree of men’s sover- 

ee it came to pass in the days of 

Ahasuerus, (this 7s Ahasuerus which 
reigned from India even unto Ethiopia, 
over a hundred and seven and twenty 
provinces, ) 

2 That in those days, when the king 
Ahasuerus sat on the throne of his 
kingdom, which was in Shushan the 
palace, 

3 In the third year of his reign, he 
made a feast unto all his princes and his 
servants ; the power of Persia and Media, 
the nobles and princes of the provinces, 
being before him : 

4 When he shewed the riches of his 
glorious kingdom and the honour of his 
excellent majesty many days, even a hun- 
dred and fourscore days. 

5 And when these days were expired, 
the king made a feast unto all the people 
that were present in Shushan the palace, 
both unto great and small, seven days, in 
the court of the garden of the king’s 
palace ; 

6 Where were white, green, and blue 
hangings, fastened with cords of fine 
linen and purple to silver rings and pil- 
lars of marble: the beds were of gold and 
silver, upon a pavement of red, and blue, 
and white, and black marble. 

7 And they gave them drink in vessels 
of gold, (the vessels being diverse one 
from another,) and royal wine in abun- 
dance, according to the state of the king. 

8 And the drinking was according to 
the law; none did compel: for so the 
king had appointed to all the officers of 
his house, that they should do according 
to every man’s pleasure. 

9 Also Vashti the queen made a feast 
for the women 28 the royal house which 
belonged to king Ahasuerus. 

10 § On the - day, when the

Judah, whom Nebuchadnezzar the king 
of Babylon had carried away. 

7 And he brought up Hadassah, that 7s, 
Ksther, his uncle’s daughter : for she had 
neither father nor mother, and the maid 
was fair and beautiful; whom Mordecai, 
when her father and mother were dead, 
took for his own daughter. 

8 4 So it came to pass, when the king’s 
commandment and his decree was heard, 
and when many maidens were gathered 
together unto Shushan the palace, to the 
custody of Hegai, that Esther was brought 
also unto the king’s house, to the custody 
of Hegai, keeper of the women. 

9 And the maiden pleased him, and she 
obtained kindness of him ; and he speed- 
ily gave her her things for purification, 
with such things as belonged to her, and 
seven maidens, which were meet to be 
given her, out of the king’s house: and 
he preferred her and her maids unto the 
best place of the house of the women. 

10 Esther had not shewed her people 
nor her kindred: for Mordecai had 
charged her that she should not shew 7. 

11 And Mordecai walked every day be- 


he | fore the court of the women’s house, to 


know how Esther did, and what should 
become of her. 

12 4 Now when every maid’s turn was 
come to go in to king Ahasuerus, after 
that she had been twelve months, accord- 
ing to the manner of the women, (for so 
were the days of their purifications ac- 
complished, to wit, six months with oil 
Οὗ myrrh, and six months with sweet 
odours, and with other things for the 
purifying of the women,) 

18 Then thus came every maiden unto 
the king; whatsoever she desired was 
given her to go with her out of the house 
of the women unto the king’s house. 

14 In the evening she went, and on the 
morrow she returned into the second 
house of the women, to the custody of 
Shaashgaz, the king’s chamberlain, which 
kept the concubines: she came in unto 
the king no more, except the king de- 
lighted in her, and that she were called 
by name. 

15 "| Now when the turn of Esther, the 
daughter of Abihail the uncle of Morde- 
cai, who had taken her for his daughter, 
was come to go 5 ΤΩΣ the king, she 
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ESTHER, 2.

19 If it please the king, let there goa 
royal commandment from him, and let 
it be written among the laws of the 
Persians and the Medes, that it be not 
altered, That Vashti come no more before 
king Ahasuerus; and let the king give 
her royal estate unto another that is 
better than she. 

20 And when the king’s decree, which 
he shall make, shall be published through- 
out all his empire, (for it is great,) all 
the wives shall give to their husbands 
honour, both to great and small. 

21 And the saying pleased the king and 
the princes; and the king did according 
to the word of Memucan : 

22 For he sent letters into all the king’s 
provinces, into every province according 
to the writing thereof, and to every peo- 
ple after their language, that every man 
should bear rule in his own house, and 
that 27 should be published according to 
the language of every people.

OW in the twelfth month, that 7s, 

the month Adar, on the thirteenth 
day of the same, when the king’s com- 
mandment and his decree drew near to 
be put in execution, in the day that the 
enemies of the Jews hoped to have power 
over them; (though it was turned to the 


contrary, that the Jews had rule over 


them that hated them,) 

2 The Jews gathered themselves to- 
gether in their cities throughout all the 
provinces of the king Ahasuerus, to lay 
hand on such as sought their hurt: and 
no man could withstand them; for the 
fear of them fell upon all people. 


3 And all the rulers of the provinces,

3 9 And Esther spake yet again before 
the king, and fell down at his feet, and 
besought him with tears to put away the 
mischief of Haman the Agagite, and his 
device that he had devised against the 
Jews. 

4 Then the king held out the golden 
sceptre toward Esther. So Esther arose, 
and stood before the king, 

5 And said, If it please the king, and if 
I have found favour in his sight, and the 
thing seem right before the king, and I be 
pleasing in his eyes, let it be written to 
reverse the letters devised by Haman the 
son of Hammedatha the Agagite, which 
he wrote to destroy the Jews which are 
in all the king’s provinces :

8 Write ye also for the Jews, as it liketh 
you, in the king’s name, and seal 70 with 
the king’s ring: for the writing which is 
written in the king’s name, and sealed 
with the king’s ring, may no man re- 
verse. 

9 Then were the king’s scribes called at 
that time in the third month, that zs, the 
month Sivan, on the three and twentieth 
day thereof ; and it was written accord- 
ing to all that Mordecai commanded unto 
the Jews, and to the lieutenants, and the 
deputies and rulers of the provinces 
which are from India unto Ethiopia, a 
hundred twenty and seven provinces, 
unto every province according to the 
writing thereof, and unto every people 
after their language, and to the Jews 
according to their writing, and according 
to their language. 

10 And he wrote in the king Ahasue- 
rus’ name, and sealed 7¢ with the king’s 
ring, and sent letters by posts on horse- 
back, and riders on mules, camels, and 
young dromedaries : 

11 Wherein the king granted the Jews 
which were in every city to gather them- 
selves together, and to stand for their 
life, to destroy, to slay, and to cause to

Adar; and on the fourteenth day of the 
same rested they, and made it a day of 
feasting and gladness. 

18 But the Jews that were at Shushan 
assembled together on the thirteenth day 
thereof, and on the fourteenth thereof ;

rested, and made it a day of feasting and 
gladness. 

19 Therefore the Jews of the villages, 
that dwelt in the unwalled towns, made 
the fourteenth day of the month Adar ὦ 
day of gladness and feasting, and a good 
day, and of sending portions one to an- 
other. 

20 § And Mordecai wrote these things, 
and sent letters unto all the Jews that 
were in all the provinces of the king 
Ahasuerus, doth nigh and far, 

21 To establish thzs among them, that 
they should keep the fourteenth day of 
the month Adar, and the fifteenth day of 
the same, yearly, 

22 As the days wherein the Jews rested 
from their enemies, and the month which 
was turned unto them from sorrow 10 
joy, and from mourning into a good day: 
that they should make them days of feast- 
ing and joy, and of sending portions one 
to another, and gifts to the poor. 

23 And the Jews undertook to do as 
they had begun, and as Mordecai had 
written unto them; 

24 Because Haman the son of Hammed- 
atha, the Agagite, the enemy of all the 
Jews, had devised against the Jews to 
destroy them, and had cast Pur, that 7s, 
the lot, to consume them, and to destroy 
them ; 

25 But when Esther came before the 
king, he commanded by letters that his 
wicked device, which he devised against 
the Jews, should return upon his own 
head, and that he and his sons should be 
hanged on the gallows. 

26 Wherefore they called these days 
Purim after the name of Pur. There- 
fore for all the words of this letter, and of 
that which they had seen concerning this 
matter, and which had come unto them, 

27 The Jews ordained, and took upon 
them, and upon their seed, and upon all 
such as joined themselves unto them, so

> 12 Ἵ And the king said unto Esther the 
queen, The Jews have slain and destroyed 
five hundred men in Shushan the palace, 
and the ten sons of Haman; what have 
they done in the rest of the king’s prov- 
inces? now what 08 thy petition? and 
it shall be granted thee: or what 8 
thy request further? and it shall be 
done. 
_ 18 Then said Esther, If it please the 
king, let it be granted to the Jews which 
are in Shushan to do to morrow also ac- 
cording unto this day’s decree, and let 
Haman’s ten sons be hanged upon the 
gallows. 

14 And the king commanded it so to 
be done: and the decree was given at 
Shushan ; and they hanged Haman’s ten 
sons. 

15 For the Jews that were in Shushan 
gathered themselves together on the four- 
teenth day also of the month Adar, and 
slew three hundred men at Shushan ; but 
on the prey they laid not their hand. 

16 But the other Jews that were in the 
king’s provinces gathered themselves to- 
gether, and stood for their lives, and had 
test from their enemies, and slew of their

CHAPTER 10.

ND the king Ahasuerus laid a trib- 
ute upon the land, and upon the 
isles of the sea. 

2 And all the acts of his power and of 
his might, and the declaration of the 
greatness of Mordecai, whereunto the 
king advanced him, are they not written 
in the book of the chronicles of the kings 
of Media and Persia ? 

3 For Mordecai the Jew was next unto 
king Ahasuerus, and great among the 
Jews, and accepted of the multitude of 
his brethren, seeking the wealth of his 
people, and speaking peace to all his 
seed.

16 He brought streams also out of the 
rock, and caused waters to run down 
like rivers. 

17 And they sinned yet more against 
him by provoking the Most High in the 
wilderness. 

18 And they tempted God in their heart 
by asking meat for their lust. 

19 Yea, they spake against God ; they 
said, Can God furnish a table in the 
wilderness ? 

20 Behold, he smote the rock, that the 
waters gushed out, and the streams over- 
flowed ; can he give bread also ? can he 
provide flesh for his people ?- 

21 Therefore the Lorp heard this, and 
was wroth: so a fire was kindled against 
Jacob, and anger also came up against 
Israel ; 

22 Because they believed not in God, 
and trusted not in his salvation: 

23 Though he had commanded the 
clouds from above, and opened the 
doors of heaven, 

24 And had rained down manna upon 
them to eat, and had given them of the 
corn of heaven. 

25 Man did eat angels’ food: he sent 
them meat to the full. 

26 He caused an east wind to blow in 
the heaven: and by his power he brought 
in the south wind. 

27 He rained flesh also upon them as 
dust, and feathered fowls like as the 
sand of the sea: 

28 And he let 2/ fall in the midst of their 
camp, round about their habitations. 

29 So they did eat, and were well filled : 
for he gave them their own desire ; 


30 They were not estranged from their, 


lust: but while their meat was yet in 
their mouths, 

31 The wrath of God came upon them, 
and slew the fattest of them, and smote 
down the chosen men of Israel. 

32 For all this they sinned still, and be- 
lieved not for his wondrous works. 

38 Therefore their days did he consume 
in vanity, and their years in trouble.

10 Wherefore should the heathen say, 
Where zs their God? let him be known 
among the heathen in our sight by the 
revenging of the blood of thy servants | 
which ts shed. | 

11 Let the sighing of the prisoner come 
before thee; according to the greatness 
of thy power preserve thou those that 
are appointed to die; 

12 And render unto our neighbours 
sevenfold into their bosom their re- 
proach, wherewith they have reproach- 
ed thee, O Lord. 

13 So we thy people and sheep of thy 
pasture will give thee thanks for ever: 
we will shew forth thy praise to all gen- 
erations.

64 Their priests fell by the sword ; and 
their widows made no lamentation. 

65 Then the Lord awaked as one out of 
sleep, and like a mighty man that shout- 
eth by reason of wine. 

66 And he smote his enemies in the 
hinder parts: he put them to a perpetual 
reproach. 

67 Moreover he refused the tabernacle 
_ of Joseph, and chose not the tribe of 
Ephraim : 

68 But chose the tribe of Judah, the 
-mount Zion which he loved. 

69 And he built his sanctuary like high 
palaces, like the earth which he hath 
established for ever. 

70 He chose David also his servant, 
and took him from the sheepfolds: 

71 From following the ewes great with 
young he brought him to feed Jacob his 
people, and Israel his inheritance. 

72 So he fed them according to the in- 
tegrity of his heart ; and guided them by 
the skilfulness of his hands.

10 Lest he that heareth 7¢ put thee to 
shame, and thine infamy turn not away. 

11 A word fitly spoken 7s 7/6 apples of 
gold in pictures of silver. 

12 As an earring of gold, and an orna- 
ment of fine gold, so 7s a wise reprover 
upon an obedient ear.

9 The thing that hath been, it 7s that 
which shall be; and that which is done 
28 that which shall be done: and there 8 
no new thing under the sun. 

10 Is there any thing whereof it may 
be said, See, this 7s new? it hath been 
already of old time, which was before us. 

11 There is no remembrance of former 
things; neither shall there be any re- 
membrance of things that are to come 
with those that shall come after. 

12 4 I the Preacher was king over 
Israel in Jerusalem. 

18 And I gave my heart to seek and 
search out by wisdom concerning all 
things that are done under heaven; this 
sore travail hath God given to the sons 
of man to be exercised therewith. 

14 I have seen all the works that are 
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CHAPTER 1. 


1 The Preacher sheweth that all human courses are 
vain: 4 because the creatures are restless in their 
courses, 9 they bring forth nothing new, and all 
old things are forgotien, 12 and because he hath 
Sound it so in the studies of wisdom. 


HE words of the Preacher, the son 
of David, king in Jerusalem. 
2 Vanity of vanities, saith the Preacher, 
vanity of vanities; all 28 vanity. 
3 What profit hath a man of all his 
labour which he taketh under the sun? 
4 One generation passeth away, and 
another generation cometh : but the earth 
abideth for ever. 
5 The sun also ariseth, and the sun 
goeth down, and hasteth to his place 
where he arose. 
6 The wind goeth toward the south, 
and turneth about unto the north; it 
whirleth about continually, and the 
wind returneth again according to his 
circuits. 
7 All the rivers run into the sea; yet 
the sea 06 not full: unto the place from 


‘ 


human labour. 


9 So I was great, and increased more 
than all that were before me in Jerusa- 
lem: also my wisdom remained with me. 

10 And whatsoever mine eyes desired I 
kept not from them, I withheld not my 
heart from any joy; for my heart re- 
joiced in all my labour: and this was 
my portion of all my labour. 

11 Then I looked on all the works that 
my hands had wrought, and on the 
labour that I had laboured to do: and, 
behold, all was vanity and vexation of 
spirit, and there was no profit under the 
sun. 

12 § And I turned myself to behold 
wisdom, and madness, and folly: for 
what can the man do that cometh after 
the king? even that which hath been 
already done. 

13 Then I saw that wisdom excelleth 
folly, as far as light excelleth darkness. 

14 The wise man’s eyes are in his head; 
but the fool walketh in darkness: and I 
myself perceived also that one event 
happeneth to them all. 

15 Then said I in my heart, As it hap- 
peneth to the fool, so it happeneth even 
to me; and why was I then more wise ? 
Then I said in my heart, that this also zs 
vanity. ὶ 

16 For there 7s no remembrance of the 
wise more than of the fool for ever; see- 
ing that which now 48 in the days to 
come shall all be forgotten. And how 
dieth the wise man? as the fool. 

17 Therefore I hated life; because the 
work that is wrought under the sun 8 
grievous unto me: for all 7s vanity and 
vexation of spirit. 

18 4 Yea, I hated all my labour which 
I had taken under the sun: because 1 
should leave it unto the man that shall 
be after me. 

19 And who knoweth whether he shall 
be a wise man or a fool? yet shall he 
have rule over all my labour wherein I 
have laboured, and wherein 1 have shew- 
ed myself wise under the sun. This 8 
also vanity. 

20 Therefore I went about to cause m 
heart to despair of all the labour whic. 
I took under the sun. 


21 For there is a man whose labour 78

in wisdom, and in knowledge, and in 
equity ; yet 10 a man that hath not la 
boured therein shall he leave it for his

done under the sun; and, behold, all 8 
vanity and vexation of spirit. 

15 That which ts crooked cannot be 
made straight: and that which is want- 
ing cannot be numbered. 

16 I communed with mine own heart, 
saying, Lo, I am come to great estate, 
and have gotten more wisdom than all 
they that have been before me in Jerusa- 
lem: yea, my heart had great experience 
of wisdom and knowledge. 

17 And I gave my heart to know wis- 
dom, and to know madness and folly: I 
perceived that this also is vexation of 
spirit. 

18 For in much wisdom 28 much grief : 
and he that increaseth knowledge in- 
creaseth sorrow. 


CHAPTER 2. 

1 The vanity of human courses in the works of pleas- 
ure. 12 Though the wise be better than the fool, yet 
both have one event. 18 The vanity of human ἰα- 
bour, in leaving it they know not to whom. 4 
Nothing better than joy in our labour; but that is 
Gods gift. 

SAID in mine heart, Go to now, I 
will prove thee with mirth ; therefore 

enjoy pleasure: and, behold, this also 8 

vanity. 

2 I said of laughter, J¢ 7s mad: and of 
mirth, What doeth it ? 

3 I sought in mine heart to give my- 
self unto wine, yet acquainting mine 
heart with wisdom ; and to lay hold on 
folly, till I might see what was that good 
for the sons of men, which they should 
do under the heaven all the days of their 
life. 

4 I made me great works; I builded 
me houses; I planted me vineyards: 

5 I made me gardens and orchards, and 
I planted trees in them of all kind of 
fruits : 

6 I made me pools of water, to water 
therewith the wood that bringeth forth 
trees : 

7 I got me servants and maidens, and 
had servants born in my house; also I 
had great possessions of great and small 
cattle above all that were in Jerusalem 
before me: 

8 I gathered me also silver and gold, 
and the peculiar treasure of kings and of 
the provinces: I gat me men singers and 
women singers, and the delights of the 
sons of men, 68 musical instruments, and 
that of all sorts. 
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God the judge of alt. 


out the work that God maketh from the 
beginning to the end. 

12 I know that there 48 no good in them, 
but for a man to rejoice, and to do good 
in his life. 

13 And also that every man should eai 
and drink, and enjoy the good of all his 
labour, it 28 the gift of God. 

14 I know that, whatsoever God doeth, 
it shall be for ever : nothing can be put to 
it, nor any thing taken from it: and God 
doeth 2%, that men should fear before him. 

15 That which hath been is now; and 
that which is to be hath already been; 
and God requireth that which is past. 

16 “| And moreover I saw under the 
sun the place of judgment, that wicked- 
ness was there; and the place of right- 
eousness, that iniquity was there. 

17 I said in mine heart, God shall 
judge the righteous and the wicked: for 
there 08 a time there for every purpose 
and for every work. 

18 I said in mine heart concerning the 
estate of the sons of men, that God 
might manifest them, and that they 
might see that they themselves are 
beasts. 

19 For that which befalleth the sons 
of men'befalleth beasts; even one thing 
befalleth them: as the one dieth, so 
dieth the other; yea, they have all one 
breath ; so that a man hath no preemi- 
nence above a beast: for all 28 vanity. 

20 All go unto one place; all are of 
the dust, and all turn to dust again. 

21 Who knoweth the spirit of man that 
goeth upward, and the spirit of the beast 
that goeth downward to the earth ? 

22 Wherefore I perceive that there 8 
nothing better, than that a man should 
rejoice in his own works; for that zs his 
portion: for who shall bring him to see 
what shall be after him ? 


CHAPTER 4. 


1 Vanity is increased unio men by oppression, 4 ל‎ 
envy, 5 by idleness, 7 by covetousness, 9 by solitari- 
Ness, 13 by wilfulness. 


O I returned, and considered all the 
oppressions that are done under the 
sun: and bekold the tears of such as were 
oppressed, and they had no comforter ; 
and on the side of their oppressors 
there was power; but they had no com- 
forter. 
2 Wherefore I baa the dead which

portion. This also 7s vanity and a great 
evil. 

22 For what hath man of all his labour, 
and of the vexation of his heart, wherein 
he hath laboured under the sun ? 

23 For all his days are sorrows, and 
his travail grief; yea, his heart taketh 
not rest in the night. This is also 
vanity. - 

24 4| There ts nothing better for a man, 
than that he should eat and drink, and 
that he should make his soul enjoy good 
in his labour. This also I saw, that it 
was from the hand of God. 

25 For who can eat, or who else can 
hasten herewnto, more than I? 

26 For God giveth to a man that 7s good 
in his sight, wisdom, and knowledge, and 
joy: but to the sinner he giveth travail, 
to gather and to heap up, that he may give 
to him that ts good before God. This 
also 28 vanity and vexation of spirit. 


CHAPTER 3. 
1 By the necessary CharT of times, vanity is added 
to huma avail. 11 There 1. 


n Yr 6 15 an excellency in 
God’s works. 16 But as for man, God shall judge 
his works there, and here he shali be like a beast. 


O every thing there 7s a season, and 
a time to every purpose under the 
heaven : 

2 A time to be born, and a time to die; 
a time to plant, and a time to pluck up 
that which is planted ; 

3 A time to kill, and a time to heal; a 
time to break down, and a time to build 
up; 

4 A time to weep, and a time to laugh; 
a time to mourn, and a time to dance; 

5 A time to cast away stones, and a 
time to gather stones together; a time 
to embrace, and a time to refrain from 
embracing ; 

6 A time to get, and a time to lose; a 
time to keep, and a time to cast away ; 

7 A time to rend, and a time to sew; a 
time to keep silence, and a time to speak ; 

8 A time to love, and a time to hate; a 
time of war, and a time of peace. 

9 What profit hath he that worketh in 
that wherein he laboureth ? 

10 I have seen the travail, which God 


hath given to the sons of men to be 


exercised in it. 

11 He hath made every thing beautiful 
in his time: also he hath set the world 
in their heart, so μοὶ no man can find 


me

KEEP thy foot when thou goest to 

the house of God, and be more 
ready to hear, than to give the sacrifice 
of fools: for they consider not that they 
do evil. 

2 Be not rash with thy mouth, and let 
not thine heart be hasty to utter any 
thing before God: for God 8 in heaven, 
and thou upon earth: therefare let thy 
words be few. 

3 For a dream cometh through the 


multitude of business ; and a fool’s voice . 


is known by multitude of words. 

4 When thou vowest a vow unto God, 
defer not to pay it ; for he hath no pleas- 
ure in fools: pay that which thou hast 
vowed. 

5 Better 08 ἠέ that thou shouldest not 
vow, than that thou shouldest vow and 
not pay. 

6 Suffer: not thy mouth to cause thy 
flesh to sin; neither say thou before the 
angel, that it was an error: wherefore 
should God be angry at thy voice, and 
destroy the work of thine hands ? 

7 For in the multitude of dreams and 
many words there are also divers vanities : 
but fear thou God. 

8 4 If thou seest the oppression of the 
poor, and violent perverting of judgment 
and justice in a province, marvel not at 
the matter : for he that 48 higher than the 
highest regardeth; and there be higher 
than they. 

9 Ἵ Moreover the profit of the earth is 
for 9 : the king 07080] is served by the 
field. 

10 He that loveth silver shall not be 
satisfied with silver; nor he that loveth 
abundance with increase: this 7s also 
vanity. 

11 When goods increase, they are in- 
creased that eat them: and what good 8 
there to the owners thereof, saving the 
beholding of them with their eyes? 

12 The sleep 01 a labouring man 8 
sweet, whether he eat little or much: but 
the abundance of the rich will not suffer 
him to sleep. 

13 There is a sore evil which I have 
seen under the sun, namely, riches kept 
for the owners thereof to their hurt. 

14 But those riches perish by evil 
travail: and he begetteth a son, and 
there ts nothing in his hand. 

15 As he came forth of his mother’s

are already dead, more than the living 
which are yet alive. 

8 Yea, better 7s he than both they, 
which hath not yet been, who hath not 
seen the evil work that is done under 
the sun. 

4 4 Again, I considered all travail, and 
every right work, that for this a man is 
envied of his neighbour. This 7s also 
vanity and vexation of spirit. 

5 The fool foldeth his hands together, 
and eateth his own flesh. 

6 Better zs a handful wth quietness, 
than both the hands full with travail 
and vexation of spirit. 

7 4 Then 1 returned, and I saw vanity 
under the sun. 

8 There is one alone, and there 08 not a 
second ; yea, he hath neither child nor 
brother: yet 7s there no end of all his 
labour; neither is his eye satisfied with 
riches; neither sazth he, For whom do 1 
labour, and bereave my soul of good? 
This 7s also vanity, yea, it 08 a sore trav- 
ail. 

9 Ἵ Two are better than one; because 
they have a good reward for their la- 
bour. 

10 For if they fall, the one will lift up 
his fellow: but woe to him that 7s alone 
when he falleth ; for he hath not another 
to help him up. 

11 Again, if two lie together, then they 
have heat: but how can one be warm 
alone? 

12 And if one prevail against him, two 
shall withstand him; and a threefold 
cord is not quickly broken. 

18 * Better 7s a poor and a wise child, 
than an old and foolish king, who will 
no more be admonished. 

14 For out of prison he cometh to 
reign; whereas also he that 08 born in 
his kingdom becometh poor. 

15 I considered all the living which walk 
under the sun, with the second child 
that shall stand up in his stead. 

16 There is no end of all the people, 
even of all that have been before them: 
they also that come after shall not re- 
joice in him. Surely this also zs vanity 
and vexation of spirit. 


CHAPTER 5. 
1 Vanities in divine service, 8in murmuring against 
oppression, 9 and in riches. 18 Joy in riches is the 


gift of God.

8 For what hath the wise more than the 
fool? what hath the poor, that knoweth 
to walk before the living ? 

9 4 Better zs the sight of the eyes than 
the wandering of the desire: this 28 0 
vanity and vexation of spirit. 

10 That which hath been is named al- 
ready, and it is known that it 08 man: 
neither may he contend with him that 15. 
mightier than he. 

11 4 Seeing there be many things that 
increase vanity, what 08 man the better ὃ 

12 For who knoweth what 28 good for 
man in this life, all the days of his vain 
life which he spendeth as a shadow ? for 
who can tell a man what shall be after 
him under the sun? 


CHAPTER 7. 


1 Remedies against vanity are, a good name, 2 mor- 
tification, 7 patience, 11 wisdom. 28 The difficulty 
of getting wisdom. 


GOOD name 8 better than precious 
ointment; and the day of death 
than the day of one’s birth. 

2 4 Jt is better to go to the house of 
mourning, than to go to the house of 
feasting: for that 28 the end of all men; 
and the living will lay 22 to his heart. 

3 Sorrow 18 better than laughter: for 
by the sadness of the countenance the 
heart is made better. 

4 The heart of the wise 28 in the house 
of mourning; but the heart of fools 8 
in the house of mirth. 

5 16 08 better to hear the rebuke of the 
wise, than for a man to hear the song 
of fools. 

6 For as the crackling of thorns under 
a pot, so 08 the laughter of the fool: this 
also 28 vanity. 

7 4 Surely oppression maketh a wise 
man mad ; and a gift destroyeth the heart. 

8 Better 08 the end of a thing than the 
beginning thereof: and the patient in 
spirit ¢s better than the proud in spirit. 

9 Be not hasty in thy spirit to be angry : 
for anger resteth in the bosom of fools. 

10 Say not thou, What is the cause that 
the former days were better than these ? 
for thou dost not inquire wisely con- 
cerning this. 

11 Ἵ Wisdom zs good with an inherit- 
ance: and by 00 there ἐδ profit to them 
that see the sun. 

12 For wisdom 28 a defence, and mon- 
ey 18 a defence: but the excellency of 
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The vanity of riches. 


womb, naked shall he return to go as he 
came, and shall take nothing of his la- 
bour, which he may carry away in his 
hand. 

-16 And this also zs a sore evil, that in 
all points as he came, so shall he go: and 
what profit hath he that hath laboured 
for the wind? 

17 All his days also he eateth in dark: 
ness, and he hath much sorrow and wrath 
with his sickness. 

18 § Behold that which 1 have seen: 7 

‘ts good and comely jor one to eat and to 
drink, and to enjoy the good of all his 
labour that he taketh under the sun all 
the days of his life, which God giveth 
him: for it 28 his portion. 

19 Every man also to whom God hath 
given riches and wealth, and hath given 
him power to eat thereof, and to take his 
portion, and to rejoice in his labour ; this 
28 the gift of God. 

20 For he shall not much remember the 
days of his life; because God answereth 

him in the joy of his heart. 


CHAPTER 6. 


1 The vanity of riches without use. 8 Of children, 6 
and old age without riches. 9 The vanity of sight 
and wandering desires. 11 The conclusion of 
vanities. 


HERE is an evil which I have seen 
under the sun, and it 7s common 
‘among men: 

2 Aman to whom God hath given riches, 
‘wealth, and honour, so that he wanteth 
nothing for his soul of all that he de- 
sireth, yet God giveth him not power to 
eat thereof, but a stranger eateth it: this 
28 vanity, and it zs an evil disease. 

3 4 If a man beget a hundred children, 
and live many years, so that the days of 
his years be many, and his soul be not 
filled with good, and also that he have 
no burial; I say, that an untimely birth 
28 better than he. 

4 For he cometh in with vanity, and 
departeth in darkness, and his name 
shall be covered with darkness. 

5 Moreover he hath not seen the sun, 
nor known any thing: this hath more 
rest than the other. 

64 Yea, though he live a thousand 
years twice told, yet hath he seen no 
good: do not all go to one place? 

7 All the labour of man 78 for his mouth, 
and yet the appetite is not filled.

have I found; but a woman among al] 
those have I not found. 

29 Lo, this only have I found, that God 
hath made man upright; but they 86 
sought out many inventions. 


CHAPTER 8. 


1 Kings are greatly to be respected. 6 The divine 
providence is to be observed. 12 It is better with the 
godly in adversity, than with the wicked in pros- 
perity. 16 The work of God 18 unsearchable. 


HO ts as the wise man? and who 

knoweth the interpretation of a 
thing ? a man’s wisdom maketh his face 
to shine, and the boldness of his face 
shall be changed. 

2 I counsel thee to keep the king’s com- 
mandment, and that in regard of the 
oath of God. 

3 Be not hasty to go out of his sight: 
stand not in an evil thing; for he doeth 
whatsoever pleaseth him. 

4 Where the word of a king 7s, there 
48 power: and who may say unto him, 
What doest thou ? 

5 Whoso keepeth the commandment 
shall feel no evil thing: and a wise man’s 
heart discerneth both time and judgment. 

6 “| Because to every purpose there is 
time and judgment, therefore the misery 
of man 7s great upon him. 

7 For he knoweth not that which shall 
be: for who can tell him when it shall be? 

8 There 18 no man that hath power over 
the spirit to retain the spirit; neither 
hath he power in the day of death: and 
there is no discharge in that war ; neither 
shall wickedness deliver those that are 
given to it. 

9 All this have I seen, and applied my 
heart unto every work that is done under 
the sun: there 48 a time wherein one man 
ruleth over another to his own hurt. 

10 And so I saw the wicked buried, who 
had come and gone from the place of the 
holy, and they were forgotten in the city 
where they had so done: this 7s also 
vanity. 

11 Because sentence against an evil 
work is not executed speedily, therefore 
the heart of the sons of men is fully set 
in them to do evil. 

12 § Though a sinner do evil a hun- 
dred times, and his days be prolonged, 
yet surely I know that it shall be well 
with them that fear God, which fear 
before him; 
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The difficulty of wisdom. 


knowledge 28, that wisdom giveth life to 
them that have it. 

13 Consider the work of God: for who 
can make that straight, which he hath 
made crooked ? 

14 In the day of prosperity be joyful, 
but in the day of adversity consider: 
God also hath set the one over against 
the other, to the end that man should 
find nothing after him. 

15 All things have I seen in the days of 
my vanity: there is a just man that per- 
isheth in his righteousness, and there is 
a wicked man that prolongeth his life 
in his wickedness. 

16 Be not righteous over much, neither 
make thyself over wise: why shouldest 
thou destroy thyself ? 

17 Be not over much wicked, neither 
be thou foolish: why shouldest thou die 
before thy time ? 

18 17/78 good that thou shouldest take 
hold of this; yea, also from this with- 
draw not thine hand: for he that feareth 
God shall come forth of them all. 

19 Wisdom strengtheneth the wise more 
than ten mighty men which are in the 
city. 

20 For there 08 not a just man upon 
earth, that doeth good, and sinneth not. 

21 Also take no heed unto all words 
that are spoken ; lest thou hear thy serv- 
ant curse thee: 

22 For oftentimes also thine own heart 
knoweth that thou thyself likewise hast 
cursed others. 

23 Ἵ All this have I proved by wisdom: 
I said, I will be wise ; but it was far from 


me. 

24 That which is far off, and exceeding 
deep, who can find it out ? 

25 I applied mine heart to know, and 
to search, and to seek out wisdom, and 
the reason of things, and to know the 
wickedness of folly, even of foolishness 
and madness : 

26 And I find more bitter than death 
the woman, whose heart zs snares and 
nets, and her hands as bands: whoso 
pleaseth God shall escape from her; but 
the sinner shall be taken by her. 

27 Behold, this have I found, saith the 
Preacher, counting one by one, to find 
out the account ; 

28 Which yet my soul seeketh, but I 
find not: one ten one a thousand 
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but the dead know not any thing, neither 
have they any more a reward; for the 
memory of them is forgotten. 

6 Also their love, and their hatred, and 
their envy, is now perished ; neither have 
they any more a portion for ever in any 
thing that is done under the sun. 

7 4 Go thy way, eat thy bread with joy, 
and drink thy wine with a merry heart; 
for God now accepteth thy works. 

8 Let thy garments be always white; 
and let thy head lack no ointment. 

9 Live joyfully with the wife whom thou 
lovest all the days of the life of thy van- 
ity, which he hath given thee under the 
sun, all the days of thy vanity: for that 
is thy portion in this life, and in thy 
labour which thou takest under the sun. 

10 Whatsoever thy hand findeth to do, 
do 20 with thy might; for there ts no 
work, nor device, nor knowledge, ΠΟΙ 
wisdom, in the grave, whither thou goest. 

11 1 returned, and saw under the sun, 
that the race 7s not to the swift, nor the 
battle to the strong, neither yet bread to 
the wise, nor yet riches to men of under- 
standing, nor yet favour to men of skill; 
but time and chance happeneth to them 
all. 

12 For man also knoweth not his time: 
as the fishes that are taken in an evil net, 
and as the birds that are caught in the 
snare; so ave the sons of men snared in 
an evil time, when it falleth suddenly 
upon them. 

18 Ἵ This wisdom have I seen also 
under the sun, and it seemed great unto 
me: 

14 There was a little city, and few men 
within it; and there came a great king 
against it, and besieged it, and built 
great bulwarks against it. 

15 Now there was found in it a poor 
wise man, and he by his wisdom deliv- 
ered the city; yet no man remembered 
that same poor man. 

16 Then said I, Wisdom 28 better than 
strength: nevertheless the poor man’s 
wisdom 28 despised, and his words are 
not heard. 

17 The words of wise men are heard in 
quiet more than the cry of him that 
ruleth among fools. 

18 Wisdom 7s better than weapons of 
war: but one sinner destroyeth, much 


good. 
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God’s work is unsearchable. 


13 But it shall not be well with the 
wicked, neither shall he prolong 06 days, 
which wre as a shadow ; because he fear- 
eth not before God. 

14 There is a vanity which is done upon 
the earth; that there be just men, unto 
whom it happeneth according to the work 
of the wicked; again, there be wicked 
men, to whom it happeneth according to 
the work of the righteous: I said that 
this also 28 vanity. 

15 Then I commended mirth, because 
a man hath no better thing under the 
sun, than to eat, and to drink, and to be 
merry: for that shall abide with him of 
his labour the days of his life, which 
God giveth him under the sun. 

16 \ When I applied mine heart to 
know wisdom, and to see the business 
that is done upon the earth: (for also 
there ts that neither day nor night seeth 
sleep with his eyes :) 

17 Then I beheld all the work of God, 
that a man cannot find out the work that 
is done under the sun: because though a 
man labour to seek 7 out, yet he shall 
not find 20; yea further; though a wise 
man think to know 26 yet shall he not 
be able to find τέ. 


CHAPTER 9. 


1 Like things happen to good and bad. 4 There is a 
necessity of death unto men. | ד‎ Comfort is all their 
portion in this life. 11 Gods providence ruleih 
ever all. 13 Wisdom is better than strength. 


Ἐπ all this I considered in my heart 
even to declare all this, that the 
righteous, and the wise, and their works, 
wre in the hand of God: no man knoweth 
either love or hatred dy all that 7s before 
them. 

2 All things come alike to all: there 8 
one event to the righteous, and to the 
wicked ; to the good and to the clean, 
and to the unclean; to him that sacri- 
ficeth, and to him that sacrificeth not: as 
7s the good, so 28 the sinner ; and he that 
sweareth, as he that feareth an oath.

unto their soul! for they have rewarded 
evil unto themselves. 

10 Say ye to the righteous, that 7 shall 
be well with him: for they shall eat the 
fruit of their doings.

3 Then said the Lorp unto Isaiah, Go 
forth now to meet Ahaz, thou, and She- 
ar-jashub thy son, at the end of the con- 
duit of the upper pool, in the highway 
of the fuller’s field ; 

4 And say unto him, Take heed, and be 
quiet; fear not, neither be fainthearted 
for the two tails of these smoking fire- 
brands, for the fierce anger of Rezin 
with Syria, and of the son of Remaliah. 

5 Because Syria, Ephraim, and the son 
of Remaliah, have taken evil counsel 
against thee, saying, 

6 Let us go up against Judah, and vex 
it, and let us make a breach therein for 
us, and set a king in the midst of it, even 
the son of Tabeal : 

7 Thus saith the Lord Gop, It shall not 
stand, neither shall it come to pass. 

8 For the head of Syria 7s Damascus, 
and the head of Damascus 7s Rezin; and

9 And the head of Ephraim 28 Samaria, 
and the head of Samaria 7s Remaliah’s 
son. If ye will not believe, surely ye 
shall not be established.

7 Of the increase of his government 
and peace there shall be no end, upon the 
throne of David, and upon his kingdom, 
to order it, and to establish it with judg- 
ment and with justice from henceforth 
even for ever. The zeal of the Lorn of 
hosts will perform this. 

8 § The Lord sent a word into Jacob, 
and it hath lighted upon Israel. 

9 And all the people shall know, even 
Ephraim and the inhabitant of Samaria, 
that say in the pride and stoutness of 
heart, 

10 The bricks are fallen down, but 
we will build with hewn stones: the 
sycamores are cut down, but we will 
change them into cedars. 

11 Therefore the LorD shall set up the 
adversaries of Rezin against him, and 
join his enemies together ;

2 That walk to go down into Egypt, 
and have not asked at my mouth; to 
strengthen themselves in the strength of 
Pharaoh, and to trust in the shadow of 
Egypt! 

3 Therefore shall the strength of Pha- 
raoh be your shame, and the trust in the 
shadow of Egypt your confusion. 

4 For his princes were at Zoan, and his 
ambassadors came to Hanes. 

5 They were all ashamed of a people 
that could not profit, them, nor be a help 
nor profit, but a shame, and also a re- 
proach. 

6 The burden of the beasts of the south : 
Into the land of trouble and anguish, 
from whence come the young and old lion, 
the viper and fiery flying serpent, they 
will carry their riches upon the shoulders 
of young asses, and their treasures upon 
the bunches of camels, to a people that. 
shall not profit them. 

7 For the Egyptians shall help in vain, 
and to no purpose: therefore have I cried 
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man dreameth, and, behold, he eateth ; 
but he awaketh, and his soul is empty: 
or as when a thirsty man dreameth, and, 
behold, he drinketh; but he awaketh, 
and, behold, fe zs faint, and his soul 
hath appetite: so shall the multitude 
of all the nations be, that fight against 
mount Zion.

11 And the vision of all is become unto 
you as the words of a book that is sealed, 
which men deliver to one that is learned, 
saying, Read this, I pray thee: and he 
saith, I cannot; for it 08 sealed: 

12 And the book is delivered to him that 
is not learned, saying, Read this, I pray 
thee: and he saith, I am not learned. 

18 § Wherefore the Lord said, Foras- 
much as this people draw near me with 
their mouth, and with their lips do hon- 
our me, but have removed their heart 
far from me, and their fear toward me is 
taught by the precept of men: 

14 Therefore, behold, I will proceed to 
do a marvellous work among this people, 
even a marvellous work and a wonder: 
for the wisdom of their wise men shall 
perish, and the understanding of their 
prudent men shall be hid.

3 Now the Egyptians ave men, and not 
God; and their horses flesh, and not 
spirit. When the Lorp shall stretch out 
his hand, both he that helpeth shall fall, 
- and he that is holpen shall fall down, 
and they all shall fail together. 

4 For thus hath the Lorp spoken unto 
me, Like as the lion and the young lion 
roaring on his prey, when a multitude of 
shepherds is called forth against him, he 
will not be afraid of their voice, nor 
abase himself for the noise of them: so 
shall the LorD of hosts come down to fight

5 As birds flying, so will the Lorp of 
hosts defend Jerusalem ; defending also 
he will deliver ἐξ, and passing over he 
will preserve 27.

19 Only acknowledge thine iniquity, 
that thou hast transgressed against the 
Lorp thy God, and hast scattered thy 
ways to the strangers under every green 
tree, and ye have not obeyed my voice, 
saith the Lorp.

laces, and see where thou hast not been 

ain with. In the ways hast thou sat for 

them, as the Arabian in the wilderness; 
and thou hast polluted the land with thy 
whoredoms and with thy wickedness. 

3 Therefore the showers have been with- 
holden, and there hath been no latter 
rain ; and thou hadst a whore’s forehead, 
thou refusedst to be ashamed. 
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Judah threatened with war 


wilt put away thine abominations out of 
my sight, then shalt thou not remove. 

2 And thou shalt swear, The Lorp liv- 

eth, in truth, in judgment, and in right- 
eousness; and the nations shall bless 
themselves in him, and in him shall they 
glory. 

3 4 For thus saith the Lorp to the men 
of Judah and Jerusalem, Break up your 
fallow ground, and sow not among 
thorns. 

4 Circumcise yourselves to the Lorp, 
and take away the foreskins of your 
heart, ye men of Judah and inhabitants 
of Jerusalem ; lest my fury come forth 
like fire, and burn that none can quench 
it, because of the evil of your doings. 

5 Declare ye in Judah, and publish in 
Jerusalem; and say, Blow ye the trumpet 
in the land: cry, gather together, and 
say, Assemble yourselves, and let us go 
into the defenced cities. 

6 Set up the standard toward Zion: re- 
tire, stay not ; for I will bring evil from 
the north, and a great destruction. 

7 The lion is come up from his thicket, 
and the destroyer of the Gentiles is on 
his way ; he is gone forth from his place 
to make thy land desolate; and thy cities 
shall. be laid waste, without an inhab- 
itant. 

8 For this gird you with sackcloth, la- 

ment and howl: for the fierce anger of 
the Lorp is not turned back from us. 
.9 And it shall come to pass at that 
day, saith the Lorp, that the heart of the 
king shall perish, and the heart of the 
princes; and the priests shall be aston- > 
ished, and the prophets shall wonder. 

10 Then said I, Ah, Lord Gop! surely 
thou hast greatly deceived this people 
and Jerusalem, saying, Ye shall have 
peace; whereas the sword reacheth unto 
the soul. 

11 At that time shall it be said to this 
people and to Jerusalem, A dry wind of 
the high places in the wildernéss toward 
the daughter of my people, not to fan, 
nor to cleanse, 

12 Hven a full wind from those places 
shall come unto me: now also will I give 
sentence against them. 

13 Behold, he shall come up as clouds, 
and his chariots shall be as a whirlwind: 
his horses are swifter than eagles. Woe 
unto us! for we ane anoles 
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confess their sins. 


in those days, saith the LorD, they shall 
say no more, The ark of the covenant of 
the Lorn: neither shall it come to mind; 
neither shall they remember it; neither 
shall they visit 22 ; neither shall that be 
done any more. 

17 At that time they shall call Jeru- 
salem the throne of the Lorp; and all 
the nations shall be gathered unto it, to 
the name of the Lorn, to Jerusalem: 
neither shall they walk any more after 
the imagination of their evil heart. 

18 In those days the house of Judah 
shall walk with the house of Israel, and 
they shall come together out of the land 
of the north to the land that I have given 
for an inheritance unto your fathers. 

19 But I said, How shall I put thee 
among the children, and give thee a 
pleasant land, a goodly heritage of the 
hosts of nations? and I said, Thou shalt 
call me, My father; and shalt not turn 
away from me. 

20 § Surely as a wife treacherously 
departeth from her husband, so have ye 
dealt treacherously with me, O house of 
Israel, saith the Lorp. 

21 A voice was heard upon the high 
places, weeping and supplications of the 
children of Israel: for they have pervert- 
ed their way, and they have forgotten 
the Lorp their God. 

22 Return, ye backsliding children, and 
I will heal your backslidings. Behold, 
we come unto thee; for thou art the 
Lorp our God. 

23 Truly in vain ts salvation hoped for 
from the hills, and from the multitude of 
mountains: truly in the LorpD our God 
28 the salvation of Israel. 

24 For shame hath devoured the labour 
of our fathers from our youth; their 
flocks and their herds, their sons and 
their daughters. 

25 We lie down in our shame, and our 
confusion covereth us: for we have sin- 
ned against the Lorp our God, we and 
our fathers, from our youth even unto 
this day, and have not obeyed the voice 
of the Lorp our God. 


CHAPTER 4.

2 And though they say, The Lorp 
liveth ; surely they swear falsely. 

3 O LorD, are not thine eyes upon the 
truth ? thou hast stricken them, but they 
have not grieved; thou hast consumed 
them, but they have refused to receive 
correction: they have made their faces 
harder than a rock; they have refused 
to return. 

4 Therefore I said, Surely these are 
poor; they are foolish: for they know 
not the way of the Lorp, nor the judg- 
ment of their God. 

5 I will get me unto the great men, and 
will speak unto them; for they have 
known the way of the Lorp, and the 
judgment of their God: but these have 
altogether broken the yoke, and burst 
the bonds. 

6 Wherefore a lion out of the forest 
shall slay them, and a wolf of the even-- 
ings shall spoil them, a leopard shall 
watch over their cities: every one that 
goeth out thence shall be torn in pieces: 
because their transgressions are many, 
and their backslidings are increased.

14 O Jerusalem, wash thine heart from 
wickedness, that thou mayest be saved.

15 For a voice declareth from Dan, 
and publisheth affliction from mount 
Ephraim. 

16 Make ye mention to the nations; 
behold, publish against Jerusalem, that 
watchers come from a far country, and 
give out their voice against the cities of 
Judah. 

17 As keepers of a field, are they against 
her round about; because she hath been 
rebellious against me, saith the Lorp. 

18 Thy way and thy doings have pro- 
cured these things unto thee; this 7s thy 
wickedness, because it is bitter, because 
it reacheth unto thine heart. 

19 4 My bowels, my bowels! I am 
pained at my very heart; my heart 
maketh a noise in me; I cannot hold 
my peace, because thou hast heard, O 
my soul, the sound of the trumpet, the 
alarm of war. 

20 Destruction upon destruction is 
cried; for the whole land is spoiled: 
suddenly are my tents spoiled, and my 
curtains in a moment. 

21 How long shall I see the standard, 
and hear the sound of the trumpet? 

22 For my people 28 foolish, they have 
not known me; they ae sottish children, 
and they have none understanding : they 
wre wise to do evil, but to do good they 
have no knowledge. 

23 I beheld the earth, and, lo, 0% was 
without form, and void; and the heav- 
ens, and they had no light. 

24 I beheld the mountains, and, lo, they 
trembled, and all the hills moved lightly. 

25 I beheld, and, lo, there was no man, 
and all the birds of the heavens were fled. 

26 I beheld, and, lo, the fruitful place 
was a wilderness, and all the cities there- 
of were broken down at the presence of 
the LorD, and by his fierce anger. 

27 For thus hath the Lorp said, The 
whole land shall be desolate; yet will I 
not make a full end. 

28 For this shall the earth mourn, and 
the heavens above be black: because I 
have spoken 70, 1 have purposed 20, and 
will not repent, neither will I turn back 
from it. 

29 The whole . shall flee for the

their various sins. 


20 Declare this in the house of Jacob, 
and publish it in Judah, saying, 

21 Hear now this, O foolish people, and 
without understanding; which have eyes, 
and see not; which have ears, and hear 
not:

which have placed the sand for the 
bound of the sea by a perpetual decree, 
that it cannot pass it: and though the 
waves thereof toss themselves, yet can 
they not prevail; though they roar, yet 
can they not pass over it?

right of the needy do they not judge. 

29 Shall I not visit for these things? 
saith the Lorp: shall not my soul be 
avenged on such a nation as this? 

30 §| A wonderful and horrible thing is 
committed in the land ; 

81 The prophets prophesy falsely, and 
the priests bear rule by their means; and 
my people love to have τέ so: and what 
will ye do in the end thereof ? 


CHAPTER 6.

6 Jf ye oppress not the stranger, the 
fatherless, and the widow, and shed not 
innocent blood in this place, neither walk 
after other gods to your hurt ; 

7 Then will I cause you to dwell in this 
place, in the land that I gave to your 
fathers, for ever and ever. 

8 Behold, ye trust in lying words, that 
cannot profit. 

9 Will ye steal, murder, and commit 
adultery, and swear falsely, and burn 
incense unto Baal, and walk after other 
gods whom ye know not ; 

10 And come and stand before me in 
this house, which is called by my name, 
and say, We are delivered to do all these 
abominations ? 

11 Is this house, which is called by my 
name, become a den of robbers in your 
eyes? Behold, even I have seen 20, saith 
the Lorp. 


God’s judgments 
Judah, and the bones of his princes, and 
the bones of the priests, and the bones of 
the prophets, and the bones of the inhab- 
itants of Jerusalem, out of their graves : 

2 And they shall spread them before the 
sun, and the moon, and all the host of 
heaven, whom they have loved, and 
whom they have served, and after whom 
they have walked, and whom they have 
sought, and whom they have worshipped: 
they shall not be gathered, nor be buried; 
they shall be for dung upon the face of 
the earth. 

3 And death shall be chosen rather than 
life by all the residue of them that re- 
main of this evil family, which remain in 
all the places whither I have driven them, 
saith the Lorp of hosts. 

4 “| Moreover thou shalt say unto them, 
Thus saith the Lorn; Shall they fall, and 
not arise? shall he turn away, and not 
return ? 

5 Why then is this people of Jerusalem 
slidden back by a perpetual backsliding? 
they hold fast deceit, they refuse to re- 
turn. 

6 I hearkened and heard, but they spake 
not aright: no man repented him of his 
wickedness, saying, What have I done? 
every one turned to his course, as the 
horse rusheth into the battle. 

7 Yea, the stork in the heaven knoweth 
her appointed times; and the turtle and 
the crane and the swallow observe the 
time of their coming; but my people 
know not the judgment of the Lorp. 

8 How do ye say, We are wise, and the 
law of the Lorp ¢s with us? Lo, certainly 
in vain made he 7¢; the pen of the scribes 
28 in vain. 

9 The wise men are ashamed, they are 
dismayed and taken: lo, they have reject- 
ed the word of the Lorp; and what wis- 
dom 7s in them ἢ 

10 Therefore will I give their wives unto 
others, and their fields to them that shall 
inherit them: for every one from the least 
even unto the greatest is given to covet- 
ousness, from the prophet even unto the 
priest every one dealeth falsely. 

11 For they have healed the hurt of the 
daughter of my people slightly, saying, 
Peace, peace; when there 7s no peace. 

12 Were they ashamed when they had 
committed abomination? nay, they were 
not at all ashamed, neither could they 
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The abominations in Tophet. 


25 Since the day that your fathers came 
forth out of the land of Egypt unto this 
day, I have even sent unto you all my 
servants the prophets, daily rising up 
early and sending them: 

26 Yet they hearkened not unto me, nor 
inclined their ear, but hardened their 
neck: they did worse than their fathers. 
27 Therefore thou shalt speak all these 
words unto them; but they will not heark- 
en to thee: thou shalt also call unto them; 
but they will not answer thee. 

28 But thou shalt say unto them, This 8 
a nation that obeyeth not the voice of the 
Lorp their God, nor receiyeth correction: 
truth is perished, and is cut off from their 
mouth. 

29 Ἵ Cut off thine hair, O Jerusalem, and 
cast ἐξ away, and take up a lamentation 
on high places; for the Lorp hath re- 
jected and forsaken the generation of his 
wrath. 

30 For the children of Judah have done 
evil in my sight, saith the Lorp: they 
have set their abominations in the house 
which is called by my name, to pollute 


it. 

31 And they have built the high places 
of Tophet, which 7s in the valley of the 
son of Hinnom, te burn their sons and 
their daughters in the fire ; which I com- 
manded them not, neither came it into 
my heart. 

32 Ἵ Therefore, behold, the days come, 
saith the Lorp, that it shall no more be 
called Tophet, nor The valley of the son 
of Hinnom, but The valley of slaughter : 
for they shall bury in Tophet, till there 
be no place. 

89 And the carcasses of this people shall 
be meat for the fowls of the heaven, and 
for the beasts of the earth; and none 
shall fray them away. 

34 Then will I cause to cease from the 
cities of Judah, and from the streets of 
Jerusalem, the voice of mirth, and the 
voice of gladness, the voice of the bride- 
groom, and the voice of the bride: for 
the land shall be desolate. 


CHAPTER 8. 


1 The calamity of the Jews, both dead and alive. 4 
He upbraideth their foolish and shameless impeni- 
tency. 13 He sheweth their grievous judgment, 18 
and bewaileth their desperate estate.

2 Oh that I had in the wilderness a lodg- 
ing place of wayfaring men ; that I might 
leave my people, and go from them! for 
they 26 all adulterers, an assembly of 
treacherous men. 

8 And they bend their tongues /éke their 
bow jor lies: but they are not valiant for 
the truth upon the earth; for they pro- 
ceed from evil to evil, and they know 
not me, saith the Lorp. 

4 Take ye heed every one of his neigh- 
bour, and trust ye not in any brother: 
for every brother will utterly supplant, 
and every neighbour will walk with 
slanders. 

5 And they will deceive every one his 
neighbour, and will not speak the truth : 
they have taught their tongue to speak 
lies, and weary themselves to commit 
iniquity. 

6 Thine habitation 48 in the midst of 
deceit; through deceit they refuse to 
know me, saith the Lorp. 

7 Therefore thus saith the Lorp of 
hosts, Behold, I will melt them, and try 
them ; for how shall I do for the daugh- 
ter of my people ? 

8 Their tongue 28 as an arrow shot out; 
it speaketh deceit: one speaketh peace- 
ably to his neighbour with his mouth, 
but in heart he layeth his wait. 

9 Y Shall I not visit them for these 
things? saith the Lorp: shall not my 
soul be avenged on such a nation as this? 

10 For the mountains will I take up a 
weeping and wailing, and for the hab- 
itations of the wilderness a lamentation, 
because they are burned up, so that none 
can pass through them; neither can men 
hear the voice of the cattle: both the 
fowl of the heavens and the beast are 
fled ; they are gone. 

11 And I will make Jerusalem heaps, 
and a den of dragons; and I will make 
the cities of Judah desolate, without an 
inhabitant. 

12 4 Who 08 the wise man, that may 
understand this ? and who 28 he to whom 
the mouth of the Lorp hath spoken, 
that he may declare it, for what the 
land perisheth and is burned up like a 
wilderness, that none passeth through ? 

18 And the Lorp saith, Because they 
have forsaken my law which I set 
before them, and have not obeyed my 
voice, neither walked therein ; 
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against the Jews.

18 4 I will surely consume them, saith 
the LorpD: there shall be no grapes on the 
vine, nor figs on the fig tree, and the leaf 
shall fade; and the things that I have 
given them shall pass away from them.

’ Why have they provoked me to anger 
with their graven images, and with 
strange vanities ? 

20 The harvest is past, the summer is 
ended, and we are not saved. 

21 For the hurt of the daughter of my 
people am I hurt; 1 am black; astonish- 
ment hath taken hold on me. 

22 Is there no balm in Gilead ? ts there 
no physician there ? why then is not the 
health of the daughter of my people re- 
covered ? 


CHAPTER 9.

are dismayed at them. 

3 For the customs of the people are 
vain: for one cutteth a tree out of the 
forest, the work of the hands of the 
workman, with the axe. 

4 They deck it with silver and with 
gold; they fasten it with nails and with 
hammers, that it move not. 

5 They are upright as the palm tree, but 
speak not: they must needs be borne, 
because they cannot go. Be not afraid 
of them ; for they cannot do 6711, neither 
also 8 it in them to do good. 

6 Forasmuch as there 7s none like unto 
thee, Ὁ Lorp; thou art great, and thy 
name 7s great in might. 

7 Who would not fear thee, O King of 
nations? for to thee doth it appertain : 
forasmuch as among all the wise men of 
the nations, and in all their kingdoms, 
there is none like unto thee. 

8 But they are altogether brutish and 
foolish: the stock 7s a doctrine of vani- 
ties. 

9 Silver spread into plates is brought 
from Tarshish, and gold from Uphaz, the 
work of the workman, and of the hands 
of the founder: blue and purple zs their 
clothing : they wre all the work of cun- 
ning men.

20 Yet hear the word of the Lorp, O 
ye women, and let your ear receive the 
word of his mouth, and teach your 
daughters wailing, and every one her 
neighbour lamentation. 

21 For death is come up into our win- 
dows, and is entered into our palaces, 
to cut off the children from without, and 
the young men from the streets. 

22 Speak, Thus saith the Lorp, Even 
the carcasses of men shall fall as dung 
upon the open field, and as the handful 
after the harvestman, and none shall 
gather them. 

23 Ἵ Thus saith the Lorp, Let not the 
wise man glory in his wisdom, neither 
let the mighty man glory in his might, 
let not the rich man glory in his riches: 

24 But let him that glorieth glory in 
this, that he understandeth and know- 
eth me, that 1 am the Lorp which 
exercise lovingkindness, judgment, and 
righteousness, in the earth: for in these 
things I delight, saith the Lorp. 

25 Ἵ Behold, the days come, saith the 
Lorp, that I will punish all them which 
are circumcised with the uncircumcised ; 

26 Egypt, and Judah, and Edom, and 
the children of Ammon, and Moab, and 
all that are in the utmost corners, that 
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God’s covenant proclaimed. 


HE word that came to Jeremiah 
from the LorD, saying, 

2 Hear ye the words of this covenant, 
and speak unto the men of Judah, and to 
the inhabitants of Jerusalem ; 

3 And say thou unto them, Thus saith 
the Lorp God of Israel; Cursed de the 
man that obeyeth not the words of this 
covenant, 

4 Which I commanded your fathers in 
the day that I brought them forth out of 
the land of Egypt, from the iron furnace, 
saying, Obey my voice, and do them, ac- 
cording to all which I command you: so 
shall ye be my people, and I will be 
your God: 

5 That I may perform the oath which I 
have sworn unto your fathers, to give 
them a land flowing with milk and hon- 
ey, as 7¢ 7s this day. Then answered I, 
and said, So be it, O Lorp. 

6 Then the Lorp said unto me, Pro- 
claim all these words in the cities of 
Judah, and in the streets of Jerusalem, 
saying, Hear ye the words of this cove- 
nant, and do them. 

7 For I earnestly protested unto your 
fathers in the day that I brought them 
up out of the land of Egypt, even unto 
this day, rising early and protesting, say- 
ing, Obey my voice.

14 Every man is brutish in 08 knowl- 
edge: every founder is confounded by the 
graven image: for his molten image 7s 
falsehood, and there 7s no breath in them. 

15 They are vanity, and the work of 
errors: in the time of their visitation 
they shall perish. 

16 The portion of Jacob zs not like them: 
for he 08 the former of all things; and 
Israel 28 the rod of his inheritance: The 
Lorp of hosts 28 his name. 

17 Ἴ Gather up thy wares out of the 
land, O inhabitant of the fortress. 

18 For thus saith the Lorp, Behold, I 
will sling out the inhabitants of the land 
at this once, and will distress them, that 
they may find 22 0. 

19 4 Woe is me for my hurt ! my wound 
> is grievous: but I said, Truly this zs a 
grief, and I must bear it. = 

20 My tabernacle 18 spoiled,“@nd all my 
cords are broken: my children are gone 
forth of me, and they are nots there 8 
none to stretch forth my tent any more, 
and to set up my curtains. 

21 For the pastors are become brutish, 
and have not sought the Lorp: therefore 
they shall not prosper, and all their 
flocks shall be scattered. 

22 Behold, the noise of the bruit is come, 
and a great commotion out of the north 
country, to make the cities of Judah des- 
olate, and a den of dragons. 

23 4 O Lorn, 1 know that the way of 
map 28 not in himself: 22 08 not in man 
that walketh to direct his steps.

CHAPTER 12. 


1 Jeremiah, complaining of the wicked’s prosperity, 
by faith seeth their ruin. 5 God admonisheth him 
of his brethren’s 1 fee him 
lamenteth his heritage. 14 He promiseth 
penitent return from captivity. 


IGHTEOUS art thou, O Lorp, when 

I plead with thee: yet let me talk 
with thee of thy judgments: Wherefore 
doth the way of the wicked prosper ? 
wherefore are all they happy that deal 
very treacherously ? 

2 Thou hast planted them, yea, they 
have taken root: they grow, yea, they 
bring forth fruit : thou art near in their 
mouth, and far from their reins. 

3 But thou, O Lorp, knowest me: thou 
hast seen me, and tried mine heart to- 
ward thee: pull them out like sheep for 
the slaughter, and prepare them for the 
day of slaughter. 

4 How long shall the land mourn, and 
the herbs of every field wither, for the 
wickedness of them that dwell therein ? 
the 7 consumed, and the birds; 
because 1116 said, He shall not see our 
last end. 

5 Ἵ If thou hast run with the footmen, 
and they have wearied thee, then how 
canst thou contend with horses? and if 
in the land of peace, wherein thou trust- 
edst, they wearted thee, then how wilt thou 
do in the swelling of Jordan ? 

6 For even thy brethren, and the house 
of thy father, even they have dealt 
treacherously with thee; yea, they have 
called a multitude after thee: believe 
them not, though they speak fair words 
unto thee. 

7 ף‎ I have forsaken mine house, I have 
left mine heritage ; I have given the dear- 
ly beloved of my soul into the hand of 
her enemies. 

8 Mine heritage is unto me as a lion in 
the forest; it crieth out against me: 
therefore have I hated it. , 

9 Mine heritage 7s unto me 08 a speck- 
led bird, the birds round about are 
against her; come ye, assemble all the 
beasts of the field, come to devour. 

10 Many pastors have destroyed my 
vineyard, they have trodden my portion 
under foot, they have made my pleasant 
portion a desolate wilderness. 

11 They have made it desolate, and

15 What hath my beloved to do in mine 
house, seeing she hath wrought lewdness 
with many, and the holy flesh is passed 
from thee ? when thou doest evil, then 
thou rejoicest. 

16 The Lorp called thy name, A green 
olive tree, fair, and of goodly fruit : with 
the noise of a great tumult he hath kindled 
fire upon it, and the branches of it are 
broken. 

17 For the Lorp of hosts, that planted 
thee, hath pronounced evil against thee, 
for the evil of the house of Israel and of 
the house of Judah, which they have 
done against themselves to provoke me 
to anger in offering incense unto Baal. 

18 \ And the Lorp hath given me 
knowledge of it, and I know 00: then 
thou shewedst me their doings. 

19 But I was like a lamb or an ox that 
is brought to the slaughter; and I knew 
not that they had devised devices against 
me, saying, Let us destroy the tree with 
the fruit thereof, and let us cut him off 
from the land of the living, that his name 
may be no more remembered. 

20 But, 0 Lorp of hosts, that judgest 
righteously, that triest the reins and 
the heart, let me see thy vengeance on 
them: for unto thee have I revealed my 
cause. 

21 Therefore thus saith the Lorp of the 
men of Anathoth, that seek thy life, 
saying, Prophesy not in the name 
of the Lorp, that thou die not by our 
hand : 

22 Therefore thus saith the Lorp of 
hosts, Behold, I will punish them: the 
young men shall die by the sword ; their 
sons and their daughters shall die by 
famine : 

23 And there shall be no remnant of 
them : for I will bring evil upon the men 
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Judah’s destruction typified.

11 For as the girdle cleaveth to the 
loins of a man, so have I caused to cleave 
unto me the whole house of Israel and 
the whole house of Judah, saith the 
Lorp ; that they might be unto me for a 
people, and for a name, and for a praise, 
and fora glory: but they would not hear. 

12 4 Therefore thou shalt speak unto 
them this word; Thus saith the Lorp 
God of Israel, Every bottle shall be filled 
with wine: and they shall say unto thee, 
Do we not certainly know that every 
bottle shall be filled with wine ? 

13 Then shalt thou say unto them, Thus 
saith the Lorp, Behold, I will fill all the 
inhabitants of this land, even the kings 
that sit upon David’s throne, and the 
priests, and the prophets, and all the 
inhabitants of Jerusalem, with drunken- 
ness. 

14 And I will dash them one against 
another, even the fathers and the sons 
together, saith the Lorp: I will not 
pity, nor spare, nor have mercy, but 
destroy them. 

15 { Hear ye, and give ear; be not 
proud: for the Lorp hath spoken. 

16 Give glory to the Lorp your God, 
before he cause darkness, and before 
your feet stumble upon the dark mount- 
ains, and, while ye look for light, he 
turn it into the shadow of death, and 
make 2% gross darkness. 

17 But if ye will not hear it, my soul 
shall weep in secret places for your 
pride; and mine eye shall weep sore, 
and run down with tears, because the 
Lorp’s flock is ] away captive.

16 And it shall come to pass, if they will 
diligently learn the ways of my people, 
to swear by my name, The Lorn liveth ; 
as they taught my people to swear by 
Baal; then shall they be built in the 
midst of my people. 

17 But if they will not obey, I will 
utterly pluck up and destroy that nation, 
saith the Lorp. .

Sheweth their abominations are the cause thereof. 


HUS saith the Lorp unto me, Go and 
get thee a linen girdle, and put it 
upon thy loins, and put it not in water. 

2 So I got a girdle according to the 
word of the Lorp, and put 0 on my 
loins. 

3 And the word 01 the Lorp came unto 
me the second time, saying, 

4 Take the girdle that thou hast got, 
which 28 upon thy loins, and arise, go to 
Euphrates, and hide it there in a hole of 
the rock. 

5 So I went, and hid it by Euphrates, 
as the LorD commanded me. 

6 And it came to pass after many days, 
that the Lorp said unto me, Arise, go

their vessels empty ; they were ashamed 
and confounded, and covered their heads. 

4 Because the ground is chapped, for 
there was no rain in the earth, the 
ploughmen were ashamed, they covered 
their heads. 

5 Yea, the hind also calved in the field, 
and forsook zt, because there was no 
grass. : 

6 And the wild asses did stand in the 
high places, they snuffed up the wind 
like dragons; their eyes did fail, because 
there was no grass. 

7 \ O Lorp, though our iniquities 
testify against us, do thou ἐξ for thy 
name’s sake: for our backslidings are 
many; we have sinned against thee. 

8 O the hope of Israel, the Saviour 
thereof in time of trouble, why shouldest 
thou be as a stranger in the land, and as 
a wayfaring man that turneth aside to 
tarry for a night ? 

9 Why shouldest thou be as a מהמז‎ 88- 
tonished, as a mighty man ¢hat cannot 
save ? yet thou, Ὁ Lorn, art in the midst 
of us, and we are called by thy name; 
leave us not. 

10 §{ Thus saith the Lorp unto this peo- 
ple, Thus have they loved to wander, 
they have not refrained their feet, there- 
fore the Lorp doth not accept them; he 
will now remember their iniquity, and 
visit their sins. 

11 Then said the Lorp unto me, Pray 
not for this people for their good. 

12 When they fast, I will not hear their 
cry ; and when they offer burnt offering 
and an oblation, I will not accept them : 
but I will consume them by the sword, 
and by the famine, and by the pestilence. 

18 4 Then said I, Ah, Lord Gop! be- 
hold, the prophets say unto them, Ye 
shall not see the sword, neither shall ye 
have famine; but I will give you as- 
sured peace in this place. 

14 Then the Lorp said unto me, The 
prophets prophesy lies in my name: I 
sent them not, neither have 1 command- 
ed them, neither spake unto them: they 
prophesy unto you a false vision and 
divination, and a thing of nought, and 
the deceit of their heart. : 

15 Therefore thus saith the LorpD con- 
cerning the prophets that prophesy in 
my name, and I sent them not, yet they 
say, Sword and famine shall not be in 
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Lixhortation to repentance. 


18 Say unto the king and to the queen, 
Humble yourselves, sit down: for your 
principalities shall come down, even the 
crown of your glory. 

19 The cities of the south shall be shut 
up, and none shall open them: Judah 
shall be carried away captive all of it, it 
shall be wholly carried away captive. 

20 Lift up your eyes, and behold them 
that come from the north: where 7s the 
flock that was given thee, thy beautiful 
flock ? 

21 What wilt thou say when he shall 
punish thee ? for thou hast taught them 
to be captains, and as chief over thee: 
shall not sorrows take thee, as a woman 
in travail? 

22 Ἵ And if thou say in thine heart, 
Wherefore come these things upon me? 
For the greatness of thine iniquity are 
thy skirts discovered, and thy heels 
made bare. 

23 Can the Ethiopian change his skin, 
or the leopard his spots? then may ye 
also do good, that are accustomed to 
do evil. 

24 Therefore will I scatter them as the 
stubble that passeth away by the wind 
of the wilderness. 

25 This 7s thy lot, the portion of thy 
measures from me, saith the Lorp; 
because thou hast forgotten me, and 
trusted in falsehood. 

26 Therefore will I discover thy skirts 
upon thy face, that thy shame may 
appear. 

27 I have seen thine adulteries, and 
thy neighings, the lewdness of thy 
whoredom, and thine abominations on 
the hills in the fields. Woe unto thee, 
O Jerusalem! wilt thou not be made 
clean ? when shall it once be? . 


CHAPTER 14. 


1 tee Sade Jamine™ causeth Jeremiah to pray. 
10 The Lord will not be entreated for the people. 
13 Lying prophets are no excuse for them. 17 
Jeremiah is moved to complain for them. 


HE word of the Lorp that came to 
Jeremiah concerning the dearth. 

2 Judah mourneth, and the gates there- 
of languish; they are black unto the 
ground; and the cry of Jerusalem is 
gone up. 

3 And their nobles have sent their little 
ones to the waters: they came to the pits, 
and found no eer j os returned with

the famine ; and such as are for the cap- 
tivity, to the captivity. 

8 And I will appoint over them four 
kinds, saith the Lorn: the sword toslay, 
and the dogs to tear, and the fowls of the 
heaven, and the beasts of the earth, to 
devour and destroy. 

4 And I will cause them to be removed 
into all kingdoms of the earth, because of 
Manasseh the son of Hezekiah king of 
Judah, for that which he did in Jerusalem. 

5 For who shall have pity upon thee, O 
Jerusalem ? or who shall bemoan thee ? 
or who shall go aside to = how thou 
doest ? 

6 Thou hast forsaken me; saith the 
Lorp, thou art gone backward : therefore 
will I stretch out my hand against thee, 
and destroy thee; I am weary with re- 
penting. 

7 And I will fan them with a fan in the 
gates of the land ; I will bereave them of 
children, I will destroy my people, since | 
they return not from their ways. — 

8 Their widows are increased to me 
above thesand of the seas: I have brought 
upon them against the mother of the 
young men a spoiler at noonday: I have 
caused fim to fall upon it suddenly, and 
terrors upon the city. 

9 She that hath borne seven languish- 
eth: she hath given up the ghost; her 
sun is gone down while 22 was yet day: 
she hath been ashamed and confounded : 
and the residue of them will I deliver to 
the sword before their enemies, saith 
the Lorp. 

10 J Woe is me, my mother, that thou 
hast borne me a man of strife and a man 
of contention to the whole earth! I have 
neither lent on usury, nor men have lent 
to me on usury; yet every one of them 
doth curse me. 

11 The Lorp said, Verily it shall be well 
with thy remnant ; ; verily I will cause the 
enemy to entreat thee well in the time of 
evil and in the time of affliction. 

12 Shall iron break the northern iron 
and the steel? 

13 Thy substance and thy treasures 
will I give to the spoil without price, and 
that for all thy sins, even in all thy 
borders. 

14 And I will make thee to pass with 
thine enemies into a land which thou 
knowest not; for a oe is kindled in 
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The utter rejection 


this land; By sword and famine shall 
those prophets be consumed. 

16 And the people to whom they proph- 
esy shall be cast out in the streets of Je- 
rusalem, because of the famine and the 
sword ; and they shall have none to bury 
them, them, their wives, nor their sons, 
nor their daughters: for I will pour their 
wickedness upon them. 

17 § Therefore thou shalt say this word 
unto them ; Let mine eyes run down with 
tears night and day, and let them not 
cease: for the virgin daughter of my 
people is broken with a great breach, 
with a very grievous blow. 

18 If I go forth into the field, then 
behold the slain with the sword ! and if I 
enter into the city, then behold them that 
are sick with famine! yea, both the proph- 
et and the priest go about into a land 
that they know not. 

19 Hast thou utterly rejected Judah ? 
hath thy soul loathed Zion? why hast 
thou smitten us, and there ts no healing 
for us ? we looked for peace, and there 8 
no good; and for the time of healing, 
and behold trouble! 

20 We acknowledge, O LorD, our wick- 
edness, and the iniquity of our fathers: 
for we have sinned against thee. 

21 Do not abhor ws, for thy name’s sake; 
do not disgrace the throne of thy glory: 
remember, break not thy covenant with 
us. 

22 Are there any among the vanities 
of the Gentiles that can cause rain? or 
can the heavens give showers? 471 not 
thou he, O LorpD our God? therefore we 
will wait upon thee: for thou hast made 
all these things.

HEN said the Lorp unto me, Though 
Moses and Samuel stood before me, 
yet my mind could not be toward this peo- 
ple: cast them out of my sight, and let 
them go forth. 
_ 2 And it shall come to pass, if they say 
unto thee, Whither shall we go forth? 
then thou shalt tell them, Thus saith the 
Lorp; Such as are for death, to death ; 
and such as are for the sword, to the 
sword ; and such as are for the famine, to 


the utter ruin of the Jews, 


upon the face of the earth: and they 
shall be consumed by the sword, and by 
famine ; and their carcasses shall be meat 
for the fowls of heaven, and for the 
beasts of the earth. 

5 For thus saith the Lorp, Enter not 
into the house of mourning, neither go 
to lament nor bemoan them: for I have 
taken away my peace from this people, 
saith the Lorn, even lovingkindness and 
mercies. 

6 Both the great and the small shall die 
in this land: they shall not be buried, 
neither shall men lament for them, nor 
cut themselves, nor make themselves 
bald for them: 

7 Neither shall men tear themselves for 
them in mourning, to comfort them for 
the dead; neither shall men give them 
the cup of consolation to drink for their 
father or for their mother. 

8 Thou shalt not also go into the house 
of feasting, to sit with them to eat and 
to drink. 

9 For thus saith the Lorp of hosts, the 
God of Israel; Behold, I will cause to 
cease out of this place in your eyes, and 
in your days, the voice of mirth, and the 
voice of gladness, the voice of the bride- 
groom, and the voice of the bride. 

10 % And it shall come to pass, when 
thou shalt shew this people all these 
words, and they shall say unto thee, 
Wherefore hath the LorD pronounced all 
this great evil against us ? or what 7s our 
iniquity ? or what 48 our sin that we 
have committed against the Lorp our 
God ? 

11 Then shalt thou say unto them, Be- 
cause your fathers have forsaken me, 
saith the Lorp, and have walked after 
other gods, and have served them, and 
have worshipped them, and have for- 
saken me, and have not kept my law; 

12 And ye have done worse than your 
fathers; for, behold, ye walk every one 
after the imagination of his evil heart, 
that they may not hearken unto me:

15 \ O Lorn, thou knowest : remember 
me, and visit me, and revenge me of my 
persecutors ; take me not away in thy 
longsuffering : know that for thy sake I 
have suffered rebuke. 

16 Thy words were found, and I did eat 
them ; and thy word was unto me the joy 
and rejoicing 01 mine heart: for I am call- 
ed by thy name, O Lorp God of hosts. 

17 I sat not in the assembly of the 
mockers, nor rejoiced; I sat alone be- 
cause of thy hand: for thou hast filled 
me with in@ignation. 

18 Why is my pain perpetual, and my 
wound incurable, which refuseth to be 
healed ? wilt thou be altogether unto me 
as a liar, and as waters that fail ? 

19 §{ Therefore thus saith the Lorp, If 
thou return, then will I bring thee again, 
and thou shalt stand before me: and if 
thou take forth the precious from the 
vile, thou shalt be as my mouth: let 
them return unto thee; but return not 
thou unto them. 

20 And I will make thee unto this 
people a fenced brazen wall: and they 
shall fight against thee, but they shall 
not prevail against thee: for I am with 
thee to save thee and to deliver thee, 
saith the Lorp. 

21 And I will deliver thee out of the 
hand of the wicked, and I will redeem 
thee out of the hand of the terrible.

HE word of the Lorp came also 
unto me, saying,

4 And the vessel that he made of clay 
was marred in the hand of the potter: so 
he made it again another vessel, as seem- 
ed good to the potter to make it.

6 O house of Israel, cannot I do with 
you as this potter ? saith the Lorp. Be- 
hold, as the clay 78 in the potter’s hand, 
so wre ye in mine hand, O house of 
Israel. 

7 At what instant I shall speak concern- 
ing a nation, and concerning a kingdom, 
to pluck up, and to pull down, and to 
destroy 47 ; 

8 If that nation, against whom I have 
pronounced, turn from their evil, I will 
repent of the evil that I thought to do 
unto them. 

9 And at what instant I shall speak 
concerning a nation, and concerning a 
kingdom, to build and to plant τέ;

HUS saith the Lorp, Go and get a 

potter’s earthen bottle, and. take of 

the ancients of the people, and of the 
ancients of the priests ; 

2 And go forth unto the valley of the son 

of Hinnom, which 7s by the entry of the 


Jeremiah curseth his birth. 


I was deceived: thou art stronger than 
I, and hast prevailed: I am in derision 
daily, every one mocketh me. 

8 For since I spake, I cried out, I cried 
violence and spoil; because the word of 
the LorD was made a reproach unto 
me, and a derision, daily. 

9 Then I said, I will not make mention 
of him, nor speak any more in his 
name. But his word was in mine heart 
as a burning fire shut up in my bones, 
and I was weary with forbearing, and 
I could not stay. 

10 “| For I heard the defaming of 
many, fear on every side. Report, say 
they, and we will report it. All my 
familiars watched for my halting, say- 
ing, Peradventure he will be enticed, 
and we shall prevail against him, and 
we shall take our revenge on him. 

11 But the Lorp 8 with me as a mighty 
terrible one: therefore my persecutors 
shall stumble, and they shall not prevail: 
they shall be greatly ashamed; for they 
shall not prosper: their everlasting con- 
fusion shall never be forgotten. 

12 But, O Lorp of hosts, that triest the 
righteous, and seest the reins and the 
heart, let me see thy vengeance on them: 
for unto thee have [ opened my cause. 

13 Sing unto the Lorp, praise ye the 
Lorp: for he hath delivered the soul of 
the poor from the hand of evil doers. 

14 Ἵ Cursed 06 the day wherein I was 
born: let not the day wherein my mother 
bare me be blessed. 

15 Cursed 06 the man who brought ti- 
dings to my father, saying, A man child 
is born unto thee ; making him very glad. 

16 And let that man be as the cities 
which the Lorp overthrew, and re- 
pented not: and let him hear the cry in 
the morning, and the shouting at noon- 
tide ; 

17 Because he slew me not from the 
womb; or that my mother might have 
been my grave, and her womb 70 de al- 
ways great with me. 

18 Wherefore came I forth out of the 
womb to see labour and sorrow, that my 
days should be consumed with shame ? 


CHAPTER 21. 


1 Zedekiah sendeth to Jeremiah to inquire the event 
of Nebuchadrezzar’s war. 3 Jeremiah etelleth 
a hard siege and miserable capiti: 
selleth the people to fall to the 
upbraideth the king’s house. 
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JEREMIAH, 20.

OW Pashur the son of Immer the 

priest, who was also chief governor 
in the house of the Lorp, heard that 
Jeremiah prophesied these things. 

2 Then Pashur smote Jeremiah the 
prophet, and put him in the stocks that 
were in the high gate of Benjamin, which 
was by the house of the Lorp. 

3 And it came to pass on the morrow, 
that Pashur brought forth Jeremiah out 
of the stocks. Then said Jeremiah unto 
him, The Lorp hath not called thy name 
Pashur, but Magor-missabib. 

4 For thus saith the Lorp, Behold, I 
will make thee a terror to thyself, and to 
all thy friends: and they shall fall by the 
sword of their enemies, and thine eyes 
shall behold z¢: and I will give all Judah 
into the hand of the king of Babylon, 
and he shall carry them captive into 
Babylon, and shall slay them with the 
sword. 

5 Moreover I will deliver all the 
strength of this city, and all the labours 
thereof, and all the precious things 
thereof, and all the treasures of the 
kings of Judah will I give into the 
hand of their enemies, which shall spoil 
them, and take them, and carry them to 
Babylon. | 

6 And thou, Pashur, and all that dwell 
in thine house, shall go into captivity: 
and thou shalt come to Babylon, and 
there thou shalt die, and shalt be buried 
there, thou, and all thy friends, to whom 
thou hast prophesied lies. 

7 1 0 Lorn, thou יד‎ deceived me, and 
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the king’s house. 


12 O house of David, thus saith the 
Lorp ; Execute judgment in the morn- 
ing, and deliver him that 08 spoiled out of 
the hand of the oppressor, lest my fury 
go out like fire, and burn that none can 
quench 25, because of the evil of your 
doings. 

13 Behold, I am against thee, O inhabit- 
ant of the valley, and rock of the plain, 
saith the Lorp; which say, Who shall 
come down against us? or who shall 
enter into our habitations ? 

14 But I will punish you according to 
the fruit of your doings, saith the 1,082 : 
and I will kindle a fire in the forest 
thereof, and it shall devour all things 
round about it.

HUS saith the Lord; Go down to 
the house of the king of Judah, and 
speak there this word, 

2 And say, Hear the word of the Lorn, 
O king of Judah, that sittest upon the 
throne of David, thou, and thy servants, 
and thy people that enter in by these 
gates : 

8 Thus saith the Lorp; Execute ye 
judgment and righteousness, and deliver 
the spoiled out of the hand of the oppress- 
or: and do no wrong, do no violence to the 
stranger, the fatherless, nor the widow, 
neither shed innocent blood in this place. 

4 For if ye do this thing indeed, then 
shall there enter in by the gates of this 
house kings sitting upon the throne of 
David, riding in chariots and on horses, 
he, and his servants, and his people. 

5 But if ye will not hear these words, I 
swear by myself, saith the Lorp, that 
this house shall become a desolation. 

6 For thus saith the Lorp unto the 
king’s house of Judah; Thou art Gilead 
unto me, and the head of Lebanon: yet 
surely 1 will make thee a wilderness, and 
cities which are not inhabited. 

7 And I will prepare destroyers against 
thee, every one with his weapons: and 
they shall cut down thy choice cedars, 
and cast them into the fire. 

8 And many nations shall pass by this 
city, and they shall say every man to 
his neighbour, Wherefore hath the Lorp 
done thus unto this great city ?

from the Lorp, when king Zede- 
kiah sent unto him Pashur the son of

2 Inquire, I pray thee, of the Lorp for 
us; for Nebuchadrezzar king of Baby- 
lon maketh war against us; if so be that 
the LorD will deal with us according to 
all his wondrous works, that he may go 
up from us. 

3 9 Then said Jeremiah unto them, 
Thus shall ye say to Zedekiah : 

4 Thus saith the Lorp God of Israel ; 
Behold, I will turn back the weapons of 
war that are in your hands, wherewith 
ye fight against the king of Babylon, 
and against the Chaldeans, which besiege 
you without the walls, and I will assem- 
ble them into the midst of this city. 

5 And I myself will fight against you 
with an outstretched hand and with a 
strong arm, even in anger, and in fury, 
and in great wrath. 

6 And I will smite the inhabitants of 
this city, both man and beast: they shall 
die of a great pestilence. 

7 And afterward, saith the Lorp, I will 
deliver Zedekiah king of Judah, and his 
servants, and the people, and such as are 
left in this city from the pestilence, from 
the sword, and from the famine, into 
the hand of Nebuchadrezzar king of 
Babylon, and into the hand of their 
enemies, and into the hand of those that 
seek their life: and he shall smite them 
with the edge of the sword; he shall 
not spare them, neither have pity, nor 
have mercy. 

8 4] And unto this people thou shalt say, 
Thus saith the Lorp ; Behold, I set before 
you the way of life, and the way of death.

24 As I live, saith the Lorp, though 
Coniah the son of Jehoiakim king of Ju- 
dah were the signet upon my right hand, 
yet would I pluck thee thence ; 

25 And I will give thee into the hand of 
them that seek thy life, and into the hand 
of them whose face thou fearest, even 
into the hand of Nebuchadrezzar king 
of Babylon, and into the hand of the 
Chaldeans. 

26 And I will cast thee out, and thy 
mother that bare thee, into another coun- 
try, where ye were not born; and there 
shall ye die. é 

27 But to the land whereunto they 
desire to return, thither shall they not 
return. 

28 Js this man Coniah a despised bro- 
ken idol? 28 he a vessel wherein 48 no 
pleasure ? wherefore are they cast out, 
he and his seed, and are cast into a land 
which they know not? 

29 O earth, earth, earth, hear the word 
of the Lorp. 

30 Thus saith the Lorp, Write ye this 
man childless, a man that shall not pros- 
per in his days: for no man of his seed 
shall prosper, sitting upon the throne of 
David, and ruling any more in Judah. 


CHAPTER 23.

5 Christ shall rule and save 1 . 9 Against false 
prophets, 33 and mockers of the true prophets. 


WE be unto the pastors that destroy 
and scatter the sheep of my pas- 
ture! saith the Lorp. 

2 Therefore thus saith the Lorp God 
of Israel against the pastors that feed 
my people; Ye have scattered my flock, 
and driven them away, and have not 
visited them: behold, I will visit upon 
you the evil of your doings, saith the 
Lorpb. 

3 And I will gather the remnant of my 
flock out of all countries whither I 
have driven them, and will bring them 
again to their folds; and they shall be 
fruitful and increase.

17 But thine eyes and thine heart are 
not but for thy covetousness, and for to 
shed innocent blood, and for oppression, 
and for violence, to do 7. 

18 Therefore thus saith the Lorp con- 
cerning Jehoiakim the son of Josiah king 
of Judah; They shall not lament for him, 
saying, Ah my brother! or, Ah sister!

25 I have heard what the prophets said, 
that prophesy lies in my name, saying, I 
have dreamed, I have dreamed. 

26 How long shall this be in the heart 
of the prophets that prophesy lies? yea, 
they are prophets of the deceit of their 
own heart ; 

27 Which think to cause my people to 
forget my name by their dreams, which 
they tell every man to his neighbour, as

28 The prophet that hath a dream, let 
him tell a dream; and he that hath my

5 Ἵ Behold, the days come, saith the 
Lorp, that I will raise unto David a 
righteous Branch, and a King shall reign 
and prosper, and shall execute judgment 
and justice in the earth. 

6 In his days Judah shall be saved, and 
Israel shall dwell safely: and this 7s his 
name whereby he shall be called, THE

HE word that came to Jeremiah con- 
cerning all the people of Judah, in 
the fourth year of Jehoiakim the son of 

Josiah king of Judah, that was the first 

year of Nebuchadrezzar king of Babylon; 

2 The which Jeremiah the prophet 
spake unto all the people of Judah, and 
to all the inhabitants of Jerusalem, say- 
ing, 

8 From the thirteenth year of Josiah 
the son of Amon king of Judah, even 
unto this day, that 08 the three and 
twentieth year, the word of the Lorp 
hath come unto me, and I have spoken 
unio you, rising early and speaking ; but 
ye have not hearkened. 

4 And the Lorp hath sent unto you all 
his servants the prophets, rising early and 
sending them; but ye have not hearken- 
ed, nor inclined your ear to hear. 

5 They said, Turn ye again now every 
one from his evil way, and from the evil 
of your doings, and dwell in the land 
that the LorD hath given unto you and 
to your fathers for ever and ever : 

6 And go not after other gods to serve 
them, and to worship them, and pro- 
voke me not to anger with the works 
of your hands; and I will do you no 
hurt. 

7 Yet ye have not hearkened unto me, 
saith the Lorp ; that ye might provoke 
me to anger with the works of your 
hands to your own hurt. 

8 "| Therefore thus saith the Lorp of 
hosts; Because ye have not heard my 
words,

1 Jeremiah by promises and threatenings exhorteth 
to repentance. 8 He is therefore a , 
and arraigned, 12 His apology. He is quit in 


judgment, by the example of Micah, 20 and of 


Urijah, 24 and by the care of Ahikam. 
ie the beginning of the reign of Je- 
hoiakim the son of Josiah king of 
Judah came this word from the Lorp, 
saying, 

2 Thus saith the Lorp; Stand in the 
court of the Lorp’s house, and speak unto 
all the cities of Judah, which come to 
worship in the Lorp’s house, all the 
words that I command thee to speak 
unto them; diminish not a word: 

3 If so be they will hearken, and turn 
every man from his evil way, that I may 
repent me of the evil, which I purpose 
to do unto them because of the evil of 
their doings. 

4 And thou shalt say unto them, Thus 
saith the Lorp ; If ye will not hearken 
to me, to walk in my law, which I have 
set before you, 

5 To hearken to the words of my sery- 
ants the prophets, whom I sent unto you, 
both rising up early, and sending them, 
but ye have not hearkened ; 

6 Then will I make this house like 
Shiloh, and will make this city a curse 
to all the nations of the earth. 

7 So the priests and the prophets and 
all the people heard Jeremiah speaking 
these words in the house of the Lorp. 

8 "| Now it came to pass, when Jeremiah 
had made an end of speaking all that the 
Lorp had commanded 78 to speak unto 
all the people, that the priests and the 
prophets and all the people took him, 
saying, Thou shalt surely die. 

9 Why hast thou prophesied in the name 
of the Lorp, saying, This house shall be 
like Shiloh, and this city shall be deso- 
late without an inhabitant ? And ali the 
people were gathered against Jeremiah 
in the house of the Lorp. 
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The overthrow of 


the kings of Elam, and all the kings of 
the Medes, 

26 And all the kings of the north, far 
and near, one with another, and all the 
kingdoms of the world, which ae upon 
the face of the earth: and the king of 
Sheshach shall drink after them, 

27 Therefore thou shalt say unto them, 
Thus saith the Lorp of hosts, the God of 
Israel; Drink ye, and be drunken, and 
spew, and fall, and rise no more, because 
of the sword which I will send among 


ou. 
78 And it shall be, if they refuse to take 
the cup at thine hand to drink, then shalt 
thou say unto them, Thus saith the Lorp 
of hosts; Ye shall certainly drink. 

29 For, lo, I begin to bring evil on the 
city which is called by my name, and 
should ye be utterly unpunished? Ye 
shall not be unpunished: for I will call 
for a sword upon all the inhabitants of 
the earth, saith the Lorp of hosts. 

30 Therefore prophesy thou against 
them all these words, and say unto 
them, The Lorp shall roar from on 
high, and utter his voice from his holy 
habitation ; he shall mightily roar upon 
his habitation; he shall give a shout, 
as they that tread the grapes, against 
all the inhabitants of the earth. 

31 A noise shall come even to the ends 
of the earth; for the Lorp hath a con- 
troversy with the nations: he will plead 
with all flesh ; he will give them that are 
wicked to the sword, saith the Lorp. 

32 Thus saith the Lorn of hosts, Be- 
hold, evil shall go forth from nation to 
nation, and a great whirlwind shall be 
raised up from the coasts of the earth. 

33 And the slain of the Lorp shall be 
at that day from one end of the earth 
even unto the other end of the earth: 
they shall not be lamented, neither 
gathered, nor buried; they shall be 
dung upon the ground. 

34 4 Howl, ye shepherds, and cry; and 
wallow yourselves in the ashes, ye prin- 
cipal of the flock: for the days of your 
slaughter and of your dispersions are 
accomplished ; and ye shall fall like a 
pleasant vessel. 

35 And the shepherds shall have no 
way to flee, nor the principal of the 
flock to escape. 

36 A voice of the om of the shepherds, 
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arraigned, and acquitted.

words of Jeremiah : 

21 And when Jehoiakim the king, with 
all his mighty men, and all the princes, 
heard his words, the king sought to put 
him to death: but when Urijah heard it,

4 And command them to say unto their 
masters, Thus saith the Lorp of hosts, 
the God of Israel; Thus shall ye say 
unto your masters ;

20 And there was also a man _ that 
prophesied in the name 01 the Lorp, 
Urijah the son of Shemaiah of Kirjath-

17 Hearken not unto them; serve the 
king of Babylon, and live: wherefore 
should this city be laid waste? 

18 But if they be prophets, and if the 
word of the Lorp be with them, let them 
now make intercession to the Lorp of 
hosts, that the vessels which are left in 
the house of the Lorn, and im the house 
of the king of Judah, and at Jerusalem, 
go not to Babylon. 

19 * For thus saith the Lorp of hosts 
concerning the pillars, and concernin

20 Which Nebuchadnezzar king of Bab- 
ylon took not, when he carried away 
captive Jeconiah the son of Jehoiakim 
king of Judah from Jerusalem to Bab- 
ylon, and all the nobles of Judah and 
Jerusalem ; 

21 Yea, thus saith the Lorp of hosts, 
the God of Israel, concerning the vessels 
that remain 7m the house of the Lorn, 
and 28 the house of the king of Judah 
and of Jerusalem ; 

22 They shall be carried to Babylon, and 
there shall they be until the day that I visit 
them, saith the Lorp; then will I bring 
them up, and restore them to this place. 


CHAPTER 28. 


1 Hananiah prophesieth falsely the return of the 
vessels, and of Jeconiah. 5 Jeremiah, wishing it to 
be true, sheweth that the event will declare who are 
true prophets. 10 Hananiah breaketh Jeremiah’s 
yoke. 12 Jeremiah telleth of an iron yoke, 15 and 
Joretelleth Hananiah’s death. 


_ it came to pass the same year, in 
the beginning of the reign of Zede- 
kiah king of Judah, in the fourth year, 
and in the fifth month, that Hananiah the 
son of Azur the prophet, which was of 
Gibeon, spake unto me in the house of 
the Lorp, in the presence of the priests 
and of all the people, saying, 

2 Thus speaketh the Lorp of hosts, the 
God of Israel, saying, I have broken the 
yoke of the king of Babylon. 

3 Within two full years will I bring 
again into this place all the vessels of the 
Lorp’s house, that Nebuchadnezzar king 
of Babylon took away from this place, 
and carried them to Babylon: 

4 And I will bring again to this place 
Jeconiah the son of Jehoiakim king of 
Judah, with all the captives of Judah, 
that went into Babylon, saith the Lorp: 


JEREMIAH, 28.

his son, and his son’s son, until the very 
time of his land come: and then many 
nations and great kings shall serve them- 
selves of him. 

8 And it shall come to pass, that the 
nation and kingdom which will not serve 
the same Nebuchadnezzar the king of 
Babylon, and that will not put their neck 
under the yoke of the king of Babylon, 
that nation will 1 punish, saith the Lorp, 
with the sword, and with the famine, and 
with the pestilence, until I have con- 
sumed them by his hand. 

9 Therefore hearken not ye to your 
prophets, nor to your diviners, nor to 
your dreamers, nor to your enchanters, 
nor to your sorcerers, which speak unto 
you, saying, Ye shall not serve the king 
of Babylon : 

10 For they prophesy a lie unto you, to 
remove you far from your land; and 
that I should drive you out, and ye should 
perish. 

11 But the nations that bring their neck 
under the yoke of the king of Babylon, 
and serve him, those will I let remain 
still in their own land, saith the Lorn ; 
and they shall till it, and dwell therein. 

12 Ἵ I spake also to Zedekiah king of 
Judah according to all these words, say- 
ing, Bring your necks under the yoke of 
the king of Babylon, and serve him and 
his people, and live. 

13 Why will ye die, thou and thy peo- 
ple, by the sword, by the famine, and by 
the pestilence, as the Lorp hath spoken 
against the nation that will not serve the 
king of Babylon? 

14 Therefore hearken not unto the 
words of the prophets that speak unto 
you, saying, Ye shall not serve the king 
of Babylon: for they prophesy 8 lie unto 


ou. 

δ For I have not sent them, saith the 
Lorp, yet they prophesy a lie in my 
name; that I might drive you out, and 
that ye might perish, ye, and the prophets 
that prophesy unto you. 

16 Also I spake to the priests and to 
all this people, saying, Thus saith the 
Lorp ; Hearken not to the words of your 
prophets that prophesy unto you, saying, 
Behold, the vessels of the Lorp’s house 
shall now shortly be brought again from 
Babylon: for they prophesy a lie unto 


you.

trust in a lie. 

16 Therefore thus saith the Lorp; Be- 
hold, I will cast thee from off the face 
of the earth: this year thou shalt die, be- 
cause thou hast taught rebellion against 
the Lorp. 

17 So Hananiah the prophet died the 
same year in the seventh month. 


CHAPTER 29. 


1 Jeremiah sendeth a letter to the captivesin Babylon, 
to be quiet there, 8 and not to believe the dreams of 
their prophets, 10 and that they shall return with 
grace after seventy years. 15 He foretelleth the de- 
struction of the rest for their disobedience. 20 He 
sheweth the fearful end of Ahab and Zedekiah, two 
lying prophets. 24 Shemaiah writeth a letter 
against Jeremiah. 30 Jeremiah readeth his doom. 


OW these ave the words of the letter 
1 that Jeremiah the prophet sent from 
Jerusalem unto the residue of the elders 
which were carried away captives, and 
to the priests, and to the prophets, and 
to all the people whom Nebuchadnezzar 
had carried away captive from Jerusa- 
lem to Babylon; 

2 (After that Jeconiah the king, and the 
queen, and the eunuchs, the princes of 
Judah and Jerusalem, and the carpenters, 
and the smiths, were departed from Je- 
rusalem ;) 

3 By the hand of Elasah the son of 
Shaphan, and Gemariah the son of Hil- 
kiah, (whom Zedekiah king of Judah 
sent unto Babylon to Nebuchadnezzar 
king of Babylon) saying, 

4 Thus saith the Lorn of hosts, the God 
of Israel, unto all that are carried away 
captives, whom I have caused to be 
carried away from Jerusalem unto Bab- 
ylon ; 

5 Build ye houses, and dwell in them; 
and plant gardens, and eat the fruit of 
them ; 

6 Take ye wives, and beget sons and 
daughters ; and take wives for your sons, 
and give your daughters to husbands, 
that they may bear sons and daughters ; 
that ye may be increased there, and not 
diminished. | 

7 And seek the peace of the city whither 
I have caused you to be carried away 
captives, and pray unto the Lorp for it: 
for in the peace thereof shall ye have 
peace. 

8 § For thus saith the Lorp of hosts, 
the God of Israel ; Let not your prophets 
and your diviners, that de in the midst of

5 “| Then the prophet Jeremiah said

11 And Hananiah spake in the preserce 
of all the people, saying, Thus saith the 
Lorp; Even so will 1 break the yoke of 
Nebuchadnezzar king of Babylon from 
the neck of all nations within the space 
of two full years. And the prophet 
Jeremiah went his way. 

12 § Then the word of the LorD came 
unto Jeremiah the prophet, after that 
Hananiah the prophet had broken the 
yoke from off the neck of the prophet 
Jeremiah, saying, 

13 Go and tell Hananiah, saying, Thus 
saith the Lorp; Thou hast broken the 
yokes of wood ; but thou shalt make for 
them yokes of iron. 

14 For thus saith the Lorn of hosts, the 
God of Israel; I have put a yoke of iron 
upon the neck of all these nations, that 
they may serve Nebuchadnezzar king of 
Babylon ; and they shall serve him: and 
I have given him the beasts of the field 
also. 

15 § Then said the prophet Jeremiah 
unto Hananiah the prophet, Hear now, 
Hananiah; The Lorp hath not sent

21 Thus saith the Lorp of hosts, the 
God of Israel, of Ahab the son of Kola 
iah, and of Zedekiah the son of Maase- 
iah, which prophesy a lie unto you in my 
name ; Behold, I will deliver them into 
the hand of Nebuchadrezzar king of 
Babylon ; and he shall slay them before 
your eyes ; 

22 And of them shall be taken up a 
curse by all the captivity of Judah which 
are in Babylon, saying, The Lorp make 
thee like Zedekiah and like Ahab, whom 
the king of Babylon roasted in the fire ; 

23 Because they have committed vil- 
lany in Israel, and have committed adul- 
tery with their neighbours’ wives, and 
have spoken lying words in my name, 
which 1 have not commanded them ; even 
I know, and am a witness, saith the Lorp. 

24 4 Thus shalt thou also speak to 
Shemaiah the Nehelamite, saying, 

25 Thus speaketh the Lorp of hosts, 
the God of Israel, saying, Because thou 
hast sent letters in thy name unto all 
the people that are at Jerusalem, and 
to Zephaniah the son of Maaseiah the 
priest, and to all the priests, saying, 

26 The Lorp hath made thee priest in 
the stead of Jehoiada the priest, that ye 
should be officers in the house of the 
Lorp, for every man that 7s mad, and 
maketh himself a prophet, that thou 
shouldest put him in prison, and in 
the stocks. : 

27 Now therefore why hast thou not 
reproved Jeremiah of Anathoth, which 
maketh himself a prophet to you? 

28 For therefore he sent unto us i 
Babylon, saying, This captivity 48 long : 
build ye houses, and dwell 28 them; and 
plant gardens, and eat the fruit of them. 

29 And Zephaniah the priest read this 
letter in the ears of Jeremiah the prophet. 

80 § Then came the word of the Lorp 
unto Jeremiah, saying, 

31 Send to all them of the captivity, 
saying, Thus saith the Lorp concerning 
Shemaiah the Nehelamite ; Because that 
Shemaiah hath prophesied unto you, and 
I sent him not, and he caused you to trust 
in a lie: 

32 Therefore thus saith the Lorp; Be- 
hold, I will punish Shemaiah the Nehel- 
amite, and his seed: he shall not have a 
man to dwell among this people ; neither 
shall he behold the good that I will do 
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you, deceive you, neither hearken to your 
dreams which ye cause to be dreamed. 

9 For they prophesy falsely unto you 
in my name: I have not sent them, 
saith the Lorp. | 

10 | For thus saith the Lorp, That 
after seventy years be accomplished at 
Babylon I will visit you, and perform 
my good word toward you, in causing 
you to return to this place. 

11 For I know the thoughts that I think 
toward you, saith the Lorn, thoughts of 
peace, and not of evil, to give you an 
expected end. 

12 Then shall ye call upon me, and ye 
shall go and pray unto me, and I will 
hearken unto you. 

13 And ye shall seek me, and find me, 
when ye shall search for me with all 
your heart. 

14 And I will be found of you, saith 
the Lorp: and I will turn away your 
captivity, and I will gather you from 
all the nations, and from all the places 
whither I have driven you, saith the 
Lorp ; and I will bring you again into 
the place whence I caused you to be 
carried away captive. 

15 YJ Because ye have said, The Lorp 
hath raised us up prophets in Babylon ; 

16 Know that thus saith the Lorp of 
the king that sitteth upon the throne of 
David, and of all the people that dwell- 
eth in this city, and of your brethren 
that are not gone forth with you into 
captivity ; 

17 Thus saith the Lorp of hosts; Be- 
hold, I will send upon them the sword, 
the famine, and the pestilence, and will 
make them like vile figs, that cannot be 
eaten, they are so evil. 

18 And I will persecute them with the 
sword, with the famine, and with the 
pestilence, and will deliver them to be 
removed to all the kingdoms of the earth, 
to be a curse, and an astonishment, and 
a hissing, and a reproach, among all the 
nations whither I have driven them: 

19 Because they have not hearkened to 
my words, saith the Lorp, which I sent 
unto them by my servants the prophets, 
rising up early and sending them; but 
ye would not hear, saith the Lorp. 

20 "| Hear ye therefore the word of the 
Lorp, all ye of the captivity, whom 1 
have sent from J a to Babylon: 
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13 There is none to plead thy cause, 
that thou mayest be bound up: thou 
hast no healing medicines. 

14 All thy lovers have forgotten thee ; 
they seek thee not; for I have wounded 
thee with the wound of an enemy, with 
the chastisement of a cruel one, for the 
multitude of thine iniquity ; because thy 
sins were increased. 

15 Why criest thou for thine affliction ? 
thy sorrow 28 incurable for the multitude 
of thine iniquity: because thy sins were 
increased, I have done these things unto 
thee. 

16 Therefore all they that devour thee 
shall be devoured; and all thine adversa- 
ries, every one of them, shall go into cap- 
tivity ; and they that spoil thee shall be 
a spoil, and all that prey upon thee will 
I give for a prey. 

17 For I will restore health unto thee, 
and I will heal thee of thy wounds, saith 
the Lorp; because they called thee an 
Outcast, saying, This 7s Zion, whom no 
man seeketh after. 

18 4 Thus saith the Lorp; Behold, 1 
will bring again the captivity 01 Jacob’s 
tents, and have mercy on his dwelling- 
places; and the city shall be builded 
upon her own heap, and the palace shall 
remain after the manner thereof. 

19 And out of them shall proceed thanks- 
giving and the voice of them that make 
merry: and I will multiply them, and 
they shall not be few; I will also glorify 
them, and they shall not be small. 

20 Their children also shall be as afore- 
time, and their congregation shall be 
established before me, and I will punish 
all that oppress them. 

21 And their nobles shall be of them- 
selves, and their governor shall proceed 
from the midst of them; and I will cause 
him to draw near, and he shall approach 
unto me: for who 08 this that engaged 
his heart to approach unto me? saith 
the Lorp. 

22 And ye shall be my people, and 1 
will be your God. 

28 Behold, the whirlwind of the Lorp 
goeth forth with fury, a continuing 
whirlwind : it shall fall with pain upon 
the head of the wicked. 

24 The fierce anger of the LorD shall not 
return, until he have done 76, and until 
he have performed the intents of his 
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for my people, saith the Lorp ; because he 
hath taught rebellion against the Lorp. 


CHAPTER 30. 
1 God sheweth Jeremiah the return of the Jews. 4 
ter their trouble they shall have deliverance. 10 
6 comforieth Jacob. 18 Their return shail be 
gracious. 20 Wrath shall fall on the wicked. 
HE word that came to Jeremiah 
from the LorD, saying, 

2 Thus speaketh the Lorp God of Is- 
rael, saying, Write thee all the words 
that I have spoken unto thee in a book. 

5 For, lo, the days come, saith the Lorn, 
that I will bring again the captivity of 
my people Israel and Judah, saith the 
Lorp: and I will cause them to return 
to the land that I gave to their fathers, 
and they shall possess it. 

4 4 And these are the words that the 
Lorp spake concerning Israel and con- 
cerning Judah. 

5 For thus saith the Lorp; We have 
heard a voice of trembling, of fear, and 
not of peace. 

6 Ask ye now, and see whether a man 
doth travail with child ? wherefore do I 
see every man with his hands on his 
loins, 88 a woman in travail, and all 
faces are turned into paleness ? 

7 Alas ! for that day 7s great, so that none 
28 like it: it 7s even the time of Jacob’s 
trouble; but he shall be saved out of it. 
8 For it shall come to pass in that day, 
saith the Lorp of hosts, that I will break 
his yoke from off thy neck, and will 
burst thy bonds, and strangers shall no 
more serve themselves of him:

18 §{ Ihave surely heard Ephraim be- 
moaning himself 20/8 ; Thou hast chas- 
tised me, and I was chastised, as a bull- 
ock unaccustomed to the yoke: turn thou 
me, and 1 shall be turned; for thou art 
the Lorp my God. 

19 Surely after that I was turned, I re- 
pented ; and after that I was instructed, 
I smote upon my thigh: I was ashamed, 
yea, even confounded, because I did bear 
the reproach of my youth. 

20 Js Ephraim my dear son? 08 he a 
pleasant child ? for since I spake against 
him, I do earnestly remember him still : 
therefore my bowels are troubled for 
him ; I will surely have mercy upon him, 
saith the Lorp. 

21 Set thee up waymarks, make thee

CHAPTER 32. 


1 Jeremiah, being imprisoned by Zedekiah for his 
prophecy, 6 buyeth Hanameel’s field. 13 Baruch 
must preserve the evidences, as tokens of the people's 
return. 16 Jeremiah in his prayer complaineth 
to God. 26 God conjirmeth the captivity for their 
sins, 36 and promiseth a gracious return. 


HE word that came to Jeremiah 
from the Lorp in the tenth year 
of Zedekiah king of Judah, which was 
the eighteenth year of Nebuchadrezzar. 
2 For then the king of Babylon’s army 
besieged Jerusalem: and Jeremiah the 
prophet was shut up in the court of the 
prison, which was in the king of Judah’s 
house. 

3 For Zedekiah king of Judah had shut 
him up, saying, Wherefore dost thou 
prophesy, and say, Thus saith the Lorn, 
Behold, I will give this city into the 
hand of the king of Babylon, and he 
shall take it; 

4 And Zedekiah king of Judah shall not 
escape out of the hand of the Chaldeans, 
but shall surely be delivered into the 
hand of the king of Babylon, and shall 
speak with him mouth to mouth, and 
his eyes shall behold his eyes; 

5 And he shall lead Zedekiah to Baby- 
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28 Thus saith the Lorp of hosts, the 
God of Israel; As yet they shall use this 
speech in the land of Judah and in the cit- 
ies thereof, when I shall bring again their 
captivity; The Lorp bless thee, O habita- 
tion of justice, ad mountain of holiness. 

24 And there shall dwell in Judah itself, 
and in all the cities thereof together, 
husbandmen, and they that go forth with 
flocks. 

25 For I have satiated the weary soul, 
and I have replenished every sorrowful 
soul. 

26 Upon this I awaked, and beheld ; 
and my sleep was sweet unto me. 

27 Ἵ Behold, the days come, saith the 
LorpD, that I will sow the house of Israel 
and the house of Judah with the seed of 
man, and with the seed of beast. 

28 And it shail come to pass, that like 
as I have watched over them, to pluck 
up, and to break down, and to throw 
down, and to destroy, and to afflict; so 
will I watch over them, to build, and to 
plant, saith the Lorp. 

29 In those days they shall say no more, 
The fathers have eaten a sour grape, and 
the children’s teeth are set on edge. 

30 But every one shall die for his own 
iniquity : every man that eateth the sour 
grape, his teeth shall be set on edge. 

31 4 Behold, the days come, saith the 
Lorp, that I will make a new covenant 
with the house of Israel, and with the 
house of Judah: 

32 Not according to the covenant that I 
made with their fathers, in the day that 
I took them by the hand to bring them 
out of the land of Egypt; which my 
covenant they brake, although I was a 


- husband unto them, saith the Lorp: 


98 But this shall be the covenant that 
I will make with the house of Israel; 


After those days, saith the Lorp, I will | 


put my law in their inward parts, and 
write it in their hearts; and will be their 
God, and they shall be my people. 

34 And they shall teach no more every- 
man his neighbour, and every man his 
brother, saying, Know the Lorp: for 
they shall all know me, from the least of 
them unto the greatest of them, saith the 
Lorp: for I will forgive their iniquity, 
and I will remember their sin no more. 

30 *| Thus saith the Lorp, which giveth 
the sun for a light by day, and the ordi- 
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buyeth Hanameel’s field,

18 Thou shewest lovingkindness unto 
thousands, and recompensest the iniquity 
of the fathers into the bosom of their 
children after them: The Great, The 
Mighty God, The Lorp of hosts, 7s his 
name ;

22 And hast given them this land, 
which thou didst swear to their fathers 
to give them, a land flowing with milk 
and honey ; 

23 And they came in, and possessed it ; 
but they obeyed not thy voice, neither 
walked in thy law ; they have done noth- 
ing of all that thou commandedst them 
to do: therefore thou hast caused all this 
evil to come upon them. 

24 Behold the mounts, they are come 
unto the city to take it; and the city is 
given into the hand of the Chaldeans 
that fight against it, because of the 
sword, and of the famine, and of the 
pestilence : and what thou hast spoken 8 
come to pass; and, behold, thou seest 7. 

25 And thou hast said unto me, O Lord 
Gop, Buy thee the field for money, and 
take witnesses ; for the city is given into 
the hand of the Chaldeans. 

26 4 Then came the word 01 the Lorp 
unto Jeremiah, saying, 

27 Behold, I wm the Lorp, the God of 
all flesh: is there any thing too hard for 
me? 

28 Therefore thus saith the Lorp; Be- 
hold, I will give this city into the hand 
of the Chaldeans, and into the hand of 
Nebuchadrezzar king of Babylon, and 
he shall take it: 

29 And the Chaldeans, that fight against 
this city, shall come and set fire on this 
city, and burn it with the houses, upon 
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lon, and there shall he be until I visit 
him, saith the Lorp: though ye fight with 
the Chaldeans, ye shall not prosper ? 

6 § And Jeremiah said, The word of 
the Lorp came unto me, saying, 

7% Behold, Hanameel the son of Shallum 
thine uncle shall come unto thee, saying, 
Buy thee my field that 7s in Anathoth: 
for the right or redemption 8 thine to 
buy τ. 

8 So Hanameel mine uncle’s son came 
to me in the court of the prison accord- 
ing to the word of the Lorp, and said 
unto me, Buy my field, I pray thee, that 
28 in Anathoth, which 7s in the country 
of Benjamin : for the right of inheritance 
28 thine, and the redemption 7s thine; 
buy τέ for thyself. Then I knew that 
this was the word of the Lorp. 

9 And I bought the field of Hanameel 
my uncle’s son, that was in Anathoth, 
and weighed him the money, even seven- 
teen 8110018 01 silver. 

10 And I subscribed the evidence, and 
sealed 20, and took witnesses, and weigh- 
ed him the money in the balances. 

11 So I took the evidence of the pur- 
chase, both that which was sealed accord- 
ing to the law and custom, and that 
which was open: 

.12 And I gave the evidence of the pur- 
chase unto Baruch the son of Neriah, the 
son of Maaseiah, in the sight of Hanam- 
eel mine uncle’s son, and in the pres- 
ence of the witnesses that subscribed the 
book of the purchase, before all the 
Jews that sat in the court of the 


prison. 
18 § And I charged Baruch before 
them, saying, 


14 Thus saith the Lorp of hosts, the 
God of Israel ; Take these evidences, this 
evidence of the purchase, both which is 
sealed, and this evidence which is open; 
and put them in an earthen vessel, that 
they may continue many days. 

15 For thus saith the Lorp of hosts, the 
God of Israel; Houses and fields and 
vineyards shall be possessed again in 
this land. 

16 4 Now when 1 had delivered the 
evidence of the purchase unto Baruch 
the son of Neriah, I prayed unto the 
Lorp, saying, 

17 Ah Lord Gop! behold, thou hast 
made the heaven ane the earth by thy 


A return promised. 


40 And I will make an everlasting cov- 
enant with them, that I will not turn 
away from them, to do them good; but 
I will put my fear in their hearts, that 
they shall not depart from me. 

41 Yea, I will rejoice over them to do 
them good, and I will plant them in this 
land assuredly with my whole heart and 
with my whole soul. 

42 For thus saith the Lorp ; Like as I 
have brought all this great evil upon this 
people, so will I bring upon them all the 
good that I have promised them. 

43 And fields shall be bought in this 
land, whereof ye say, Jt 7s desolate with- 
out manvor beast; it is given into the 
hand of the Chaldeans. 

44 Men shall buy fields for money, and 
subscribe evidences, and seal them, and 
take witnesses in the land of Benjamin, 
and in the places about Jerusalem, and 
in the cities of Judah, and in the cities of 
the mountains, and in the cities of the 
valley, and in the cities 01 the south : for 
I will cause their captivity to return, 
saith the Lorp. 


CHAPTER 33. 


1 God promiseth to the captivity a gracious return, 
9 ajoyful state, 12 a setiled government, 15 Christ 
the Branch of righteousness, 17 a continuance of 
kingdom and priesthood, 20 and a stability of a 
blessed seed. 


OREOVER the word of the Lorp 

came unto Jeremiah the second 

time, while he was yet shut up in the 
court of the prison, saying, 

2 Thus saith the Lorp the maker there- 
of, the Lorp that formed it, to establish 
it; The Lorp 28 his name ; 

3 Call unto me, and I will answer thee, 
and shew thee great and mighty things, 
which thou knowest not. 

4 For thus saith the Lorp, the God of 
Israel, concerning the houses of this city, 
and concerning the houses of the kings 
of Judah, which are thrown down by 
the mounts, and by the sword ; 

5 They come to fight with the Chal- 
deans, but zt zs to fill them with the 
dead bodies of men, whom I have slain 
in mine anger and in my fury, and for 
all whose wickedness I have hid my face 
from this city. 

6 Behold, I will bring it health and 
cure, and I will cure them, and will re- 
veal unto them the abundance of peace 
and truth. 
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whose roofs they have offered incense

unto Baal, and poured out drink offer- 
ings unto other gods, to provoke me to 
anger. 

30 For the children of Israel and the 
children of Judah have only done evil 
before me from their youth : for the chil- 
dren of Israel have only provoked me to 
anger with the work of their hands, saith 
the Lorp. 

81 For this city hath been to me as a 
provocation of mine anger and of my 
fury from the day that they built it 
even unto this day, that I should re- 
move it from before my face ; 

32 Because of all the evil of the chil- 
dren of Israel and of the children of 
Judah, which they have done to pro- 
voke me to anger, they, their kings, 
their princes, their priests, and their 
prophets, and the men of Judah, and 
the inhabitants of Jerusalem. 

89 And they have turned unto me the 
back, and not the face: though I taught 
them, rising up early and teaching them, 
yet they have not hearkened to receive 
instruction. 

34 But they set their abominations in 
the house, which is called by my name, 
to defile it. 

30 And they built the high places of 
Baal, which are in the valley of the son 
of Hinnom, to cause their sons and their 
daughters to pass through the fire unto 
Molech ; which I commanded them not, 
neither came it into my mind, that they 
should do this abomination, to cause 
Judah to sin. 

36 § And now therefore thus saith the 
Lorp, the God of Israel, concerning this 
city, whereof ye say, It shall be delivered 
into the hand of the king of Babylon by 
the sword, and by the famine, and by 
the pestilence ; 

37 Behold, I will gather them out of all 
countries, whither I have driven them 
in mine anger, and in my fury, and in 
great wrath; and I will bring them 
again unto this place, and I will cause 
them to dwell safely : 

38 And they shall be my people, and I 
will be their God: 

39 And I will give them one heart, and 
one way, that they may fear me for ever, 
for the good of them, and of their chil-

18 Neither shall the priests the Levites 
want a man before me to offer burnt 
offerings, and to kindle meat offerings, 
and to do sacrifice continually. 

19 §{ And the word 01 the Lorp came 
unto Jeremiah, saying, 

20 Thus saith the Lorp; If ye מ68‎ " 
break my covenant of the day, and my 
covenant of the night, and that there 
should not be day and night in their 
season ; 

21 Then may also my covenant be bro- 
ken with David my servant, that he should 
not have a son to reign upon his throne | 
and with the Levites the priests, my min- 
isters. 

22 As the host of heaven cannot be 
numbered, neither the sand of the sea 
measured ; so will I multiply the seed of 
David my servant, and the Levites that 
minister unto me. 

23 Moreover the word of the Lorp came 
to Jeremiah, saying, 

24 Considerest thou not what this peo- 
ple have spoken, saying, The two families 
which the Lorp hath chosen, he hath 
even cast them off? thus they have de- 
spised my people, that they should be 
no more a nation before them. 

25 Thus saith the Lorn ; If my covenant 
be not with day and night, and 7f I have 
not appointed the ordinances of heaven 
and earth ; 

26 Then will I cast away the seed of Ja- 
cob, and David my servant, so that I will 
not take any of his seed to be rulers over 
the seed of Abraham, Isaac, and Jacob: 
for I will cause their captivity to return, 
and have mercy on them. 


CHAPTER 34. 


1 Jeremiah prophesieth the captivity of Zedekiah and 
the city. 8 Theprinces and the people having dis- 
missed their bondservants, contrary to thecovenant 

of God, reassume them. 12 Jeremiah, for their 

disobedience, giveth them and Zedekiah into the 
hands of their enemies. 


HE word which came unto Jeremiah 
from the Lorp, when Nebuchadnez- 

zar king of Babylon, and all his army, 
and all the kingdoms of the earth of his 
dominion, and all the people, fought 
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Christ promised, and 


7 And I will cause the captivity of Ju- | 


dah and the captivity of Israel to return, 
and will build them, as at the first. 

8 And I will cleanse them from all 
their iniquity, whereby they have sinned 
against me; and I will pardon all their 
iniquities, whereby they have sinned, 
and whereby they have transgressed 
against me. 

9 J And 16 shall be to me a name of 
joy, a praise and an honour before all the 
nations of the earth, which shall hear all 
the good that I do unto them: and they 
shall fear and tremble for all the good- 
ness and for all the prosperity that I 
procure unto it. 

10 Thus saith the Lorp; Again there 
shall be heard in this place, which ye say 
shall be desolate without man and without 
beast, even in the cities of Judah, and in 
the streets of Jerusalem, that are deso- 
late, without man, and without inhabit- 
ant, and without beast, 

11 The voice of joy, and the voice of 
gladness, the voice of the bridegroom, 
and the voice of the bride, the voice of 
them that shall say, Praise the Lorp of 
hosts: for the Lorp 18 good; for his 
mercy endureth for ever: and of them 
that shall bring the sacrifice of praise 
into the house of the Lorp. For I will 
cause to return the captivity of the land, 
as at the first, saith the Lorp. 

12 Thus saith the Lorp of hosts; Again 
in this place, which is desolate without 
man and without beast, and in all the 
cities thereof, shall be a habitation of 
shepherds causing their flocks to lie 
down. 

13 In the cities of the mountains, in the 
cities of the vale, and in the cities of the 
south, and in the land of Benjamin, and 
in the places about Jerusalem, and in 
the cities of Judah, shall the flocks pass 
again under the hands of him that tell- 
eth them, saith the Lorp.

will make you to be removed into all the 
kingdoms of the earth. 

18 And I will give the men that have 
transgressed my covenant, which have 
not performed the words of the cove- 
nant which they had made before me, 
when they cut the calf in twain, and 
passed between the parts thereof, 

19 The princes of Judah, and the 
princes of Jerusalem, the eunuchs, and 
the priests, and all the people of the 
land, which passed between the parts 
of the calf; 

20 I will even give them into the hand 
of their enemies, and into the hand of 
them that seek their life: and their dead 
bodies shall be for meat unto the fowls 
of the heaven, and to the beasts of the 
earth. 

21 And Zedekiah king of Judah and 
his princes will I give into the hand of 
their enemies, and into the hand of

7 When the king of Babylon’s army 
fought against Jerusalem, and against 
all the cities of Judah that were left, 
against Lachish, and against Azekah: 
for these defenced cities remained of 
the cities of Judah. 

8 4 This 08 the word that came unto 
Jeremiah from the Lorp, after that the 
king Zedekiah had made a covenant 
with all the people which were at Jeru- 
salem, to proclaim liberty unto them ; 

9 That every man should let his man- 
servant, and every man his maidservant, 
being a Hebrew or a Hebrewess, go free ; 
that none should serve himself of them, 
to wit, of a Jew his brother. 

10 Now when all the princes, and all 
the people, which had entered into the 
covenant, heard that every one should 
let his manservant, and every one his 
maidservant, go free, that none should 
serve themselves of them any more ; then 
they obeyed, and let them go. 
- 11 But afterwards they turned, and 

caused the servants and the handmaids, 
whom they had let go free, to return, 
and brought them into subjection for 
servants and for handmaids. 

12 ף‎ Therefore the word of the Lorp 


the Rechabites. 
that Jonadab our father commanded 


us. 

11 But it came to pass, when Nebuchad- 
rezzar king of Babylon came up into 
the land, that we said, Come, and let us 
go to Jerusalem for fear of the army of 
the Chaldeans, and for fear of the army 
of the Syrians : so we dwell at Jerusalem. 

12 §] Then came the word of the Lorp 
unto Jeremiah, saying, 

13 Thus saith the Lorp of hosts, the 
God of Israel; Go and tell the men of 
Judah and the inhabitants of Jerusalem, 
Will ye not receive instruction to heark- 
en to my words ? saith the Lorn. 

14 The words of Jonadab the son of 
Rechab, that he commanded his sons 
not to drink wine, are performed; for 
unto this day they drink none, but obey 
their father’s commandment: notwith- 
standing I have spoken unto you, rising 
early and speaking; but ye hearkened 
not unto me. 

15 I have sent also unto you all my 
servants the prophets, rising up early 
and sending them, saying, Return ye now 
every man from his evil way, and amend 
your doings, and go not after other gods 
to serve them, and ye shall dwell in the 
land which I have given to you and to 
your fathers: but ye have not inclined 
your ear, nor hearkened unto me. 

16 Because the sons of Jonadab the son 
of Rechab have performed the command- 
ment of their father, which he command- 
ed them ; but this people hath not heark- 
ened unto me: 

17 Therefore thus saith the Lorp God 
of hosts, the God of Israel; Behold, I 
will bring upon Judah and upon all the 
inhabitants of Jerusalem all the evil that 
I have pronounced against them: be- 
cause I have spoken unto them, but they 
have not heard; and I have called unto 
them, but they have not answered. 

18 §{ And Jeremiah said unto the house 
of the Rechabites, Thus saith the Lorp 
of hosts, the God of Israel; Because ye 
have obeyed the commandment of Jona- 
dab your father, and kept all his precepts, 
and done according unto all that he hath 
commanded you ; 

19 Therefore thus saith the Lorp of 
hosts, the God of Israel; Jonadab the 
son 01 Rechab shall not want a man 0 
stand before me for ever. 
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The obedience of 


hand of the king of Babylon’s army, 
which are gone up from you. 

22 Behold, I will command, saith the 
LorpD, and cause them to return to this 
city ; and they shall fight against it, and 
take it, and burn it with fire: and I will 
make the cities of Judah a desolation 
without an inhabitant. 


CHAPTER 35. 


1 By the obedience of the Rechabites, 12 Jeremiah 
condemneth the disobedience of the Jews. 18 God 
blesseth the Rechabites for their obedience. 


HE word which came unto Jeremiah 

from the Lorp, in the days of Je- 
hoiakim the son of Josiah king of Ju- 
dah, saying, 

2 Go unto the house of the Rechabites, 
and speak unto them, and bring them 
into the house of the Lorp, into one 
of the chambers, and give them wine to 
drink. 

3 Then I took Jaazaniah the son of 
Jeremiah, the son of Habaziniah, and 
his brethren, and all his sons, and the 
whole house of the Rechabites ; 

4 And I brought them into the house 
of the Lorp, into the chamber of the 
sons of Hanan, the son of Igdaliah, a 
man of God, whicl was by the chamber 
of the princes, which was above the 
chamber of Maaseiah the son of Shal- 
lum, the keeper of the door: 

5 And I set before the sons of the 
house of the Rechabites pots full of 
wine, and cups; and I said unto them, 
Drink ye wine. 

6 But they said, We will drink no 
wine: for Jonadab the son of Rechab 
our father commanded us, saying, Ye 
shall drink no wine, nedther ye, nor your 
sons for ever : 

7 Neither shall ye build house, nor sow 
seed, nor plant vineyard, nor have any: 
but all your days ye shall dwell in tents; 
that ye may live many days in the land 
where ye 06 strangers. 

8 Thus have we obeyed the voice of 
Jonadab the son of Rechab our father in 
all that he hath charged us, to drink no 
wine all our days, we, our wives, our 
sons, nor our daughters ; 

9 Nor to build houses for us to dwell 
in; neither have we vineyard, nor field, 
nor seed : 

10 But we have dwelt in tents, and 
have obeyed, and ₪ according to all

LorD, in the chamber of Gemariah the 
son of Shaphan the scribe, in the higher 
court, at the entry of the new gate of 
the Lorp’s house, in the ears: of all the 
people. 

11 4 When Michaiah the son of Gema- 
riah, the son of Shaphan, had heard out 
of the book all the words of the Lorn, 

12 Then he went down into the king’s 
house, into the scribe’s chamber : and, lo, 
all the princes sat there, even Elishama 
the scribe, and Delaiah the son of Shem- 
aiah, and Elnathan the son of Achbor, 
and Gemariah the son of Shaphan, and 
Zedekiah the son of Hananiah, and all 
the princes. 

18 Then Michaiah declared unto them 
all the words that he had heard, when 
Baruch read the book in the ears of the 
people. 

14 Therefore all the princes sent Jehudi 
the son of Nethaniah, the son of Shele- 
miah, the son of Cushi, unto Baruch, 
saying, Take in thine hand the roll 
wherein thou hast read in the ears of the 
people, and come. So Baruch the son 
of Neriah took the roll in his hand, and 
came unto them. 

15 And they said unto him, Sit down 
now, and read it inour ears. So Baruch 
read 7¢ in their ears. 

16 Now it came to pass, when they had 
heard all the words, they were afraid 
both one and other, ‘and said unto Ba- 
ruch, We will surely tell the king of all 
these words. ~ 

17 And they asked Baruch, saying, 
Tell us now, How didst thou write all 
these words at his mouth ? 

18 Then Baruch answered them, He 
pronounced all these words unto me 
with his mouth, and I wrote them with 
ink in the book. 

19 Then said the princes unto Baruch, 
Go, hide thee, thou and Jeremiah ; and 
let no man know where ye be. 

20 Ἵ And they went in to the king into 
the court, but they laid up the roll in the 
chamber of Elishama the scribe, and told 
all the words in the ears of the king. 

21 So the king sent Jehudi to fetch the 
roll; and he took it out of Elishama the 
scribe’s chamber. And Jehudi read it in 
the ears of the king, and in the ears of 
all the princes which stood beside the 


king.

CHAPTER 36. 


1 Jeremiah causeth Baruch to write his prophecy, 5 


and publicly to read it. 11 The princes, having in- 
telligence thereof by Michaiah, send Jehudi to fetch 
the roll, and read it. 19 They. will Baruch to hide 
himself and Jeremiah. 20 The king Jehoiakim, 
being certified thereof, heareth part of it, and burn- 
eth the roll. 2% Jeremiah denounceth his judgment. 
32 Baruch writeth a new copy. 


ND it came to pass in the fourth 

year of Jehoiakim the son of Josiah 

king of Judah, that this word came unto 
‘Jeremiah from the LorD, saying, 

2 Take thee a roll of a book, and write 
therein all the words that I have spoken 
unto thee against Israel, and against 
Judah, and against all the nations, from 
the day I spake unto thee, from the days 
of Josiah, even unto this day. 

3 It may bethat the house of Judah will 
hear all the evil which I purpose to do 
unto them; that they may return every 
man from his evil way; that I may for- 
give their iniquity and their sin. 

4 Then Jeremiah called Baruch the son 
of Neriah: and Baruch wrote from the 
mouth of Jeremiah all the words of the 
Lorp, which he had spoken unto him, 
upon a roll of a book. 

5 And Jeremiah commanded Baruch, 
saying, I am shut up; I cannot go into 
the house of the 102 : 

6 Therefore go thou, and read in the 
roll, which thou hast written from my 
mouth, the words 01 the Lorp in the ears 
of the people in the Lorp’s house upon 
the fasting day : and also thou shalt read 
them in the ears of all Judah that come 
out of their cities. 

7 It may be they will present their sup- 
plication before the LorD, and will return 
every one from his evil way : for great 8 
the anger and the fury that the Lorp 
hath pronounced against this people. 

8 And Baruch the son of Neriah did 
according to all that Jeremiah the proph- 
et commanded him, reading in the book 
the words of the LorD in the Lorp’s 
house. 

9 And it came to pass in the fifth year 
of Jehoiakim the son of Josiah king of 
Judah, in the ninth month, that they pro- 
claimed a fast before the Lorp to all the 
people in Jerusalem, and to all the peo- 
ple that came from ‘the cities of Judah 
unto Jerusalem. : 

10 Then read Baruch in the book the 
words of Jeremiah in the house of the

had burned in the fire: and there were 
added besides unto them many like 


words. 
CHAPTER 37. 


1 The Egyptians having raised the siege of the Chal- 
deans, king Zedekiah sendeth to Jeremiah to pra 
Jor the people. 6 Jeremiah prophesieth the Cha 
deans’ certain return and victory. 11 He is taken 
Jor a fugitive, beaten, and put in prison. 16 6 
assureth Zedekiah of the captivity. 18 Entreating 
Jor his liberty, he obtaineth some favour. 


ἫΒ D king Zedekiah the son of Josiah 
reigned instead of Coniah the son- 
of Jehoiakim, whom Nebuchadrezzar 
king of Babylon made king in the land 
of Judah. 

2 But neither he, nor his servants, nor 
the people of the land, did hearken unto 
the words of the LorpD, which he spake 
by the prophet Jeremiah. 

3 And Zedekiah the king sent Jehucal 
the son of Shelemiah and Zephaniah the 
son of Maaseiah the priest to the prophet 
Jeremiah, saying, Pray now unto the 
Lorp our God for us. 

4 Now Jeremiah came in and went out 
among the people: for they had not put 
him into prison. 

5 Then Pharaoh’s army was come forth 
out of Egypt: and when the Chaldeans 
that besieged Jerusalem heard tidings of 
them, they departed from Jerusalem. 

6 Ἵ Then came the word of the Lorp 
unto the prophet Jeremiah, saying, 

7 Thus saith the Lorn, the God of Is- 
rael; Thus shall ye say to the king of 
Judah, that sent you unto me to inquire 
of me; Behold, Pharaoh’s army, which is 
come forth to help you, shall return to 
Egypt into their own land. 

8 And the Chaldeans shall come again, 
and fight against this city, and take it, 
and burn it with fire. 

9 Thus saith the Lorp; Deceive not 
yourselves, saying, The Chaldeans shall 
surely depart from us: for they shall not 
depart. : 

10 For though ye had smitten the whole 
army of the Chaldeans that fight against 
you, and there remained but wounded 
men among them, yet should they rise 
up every man in his tent, and burn this 
city with fire. 

11 Ἵ And it came to pass, that when the 
army of the Chaldeans was broken up 
from Jerusalem for fear of Pharaoh’s 
army, 

12 Then Jeremiah went forth out of Je 
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The roll burnt. 


22 Now the king sat in the winter house 
in the ninth month: and there was a fire 
on the hearth burning before him. 

23 And it came to pass, that when Je- 
hudi had read three or four leaves, he 
cut it with the penknife, and cast τύ 10 
the fire that was on the hearth, until all 
the roll was consumed in the fire that 
was on the hearth. 

24 Yet they were not afraid, nor rent 
their garments, nezther the king, nor any 
of his servants that heard all these 
words. 

25 Nevertheless Elnathan and Delaiah 
and Gemariah had made intercession to 
the king that he would not burn the roll ; 
but he would not hear them. 

26 But the king commanded Jerahmeel 
the son of Hammelech, and Seraiah the 
son of Azriel, and Shelemiah the son of 
Abdeel, to take Baruch the scribe and 
Jeremiah the prophet: but the Lorp hid 
them. 

27 Ἵ Then the word of the Lorp came 
to Jeremiah, after that the king had burn- 
ed the roll, and the words which Baruch 
wrote at the mouth of Jeremiah, saying, 

28 Take thee again another roll, and 
write in it all the former words that were 
in the first roll, which Jehoiakim the 
king of Judah hath burned. 

29 And thou shalt say to Jehoiakim king 
of Judah, Thus saith the Lorp; Thou 
hast burned this roll, saying, Why hast 
thou written therein, saying, The king of 
Babylon shall certainly come and destroy 
this land, and shall cause to cease from 
thence man and beast ? 

30 Therefore thus saith the Lorp of Je- 
hoiakim king of Judah; He shall have 
none to sit upon the throne of David: 
> and his dead body shall be cast out in 
the day to the heat, and in the night to 
the frost. 

31 And I will punish him and his seed 
and his servants for their iniquity; and 
I will bring upon them, and upon the 
inhabitants of Jerusalem, and upon the 
men of Judah, all the evil that I have 
pronounced against them; but they heark- 
ened not. 

32 § Then took Jeremiah ‘another roll, 
and gave it to Baruch the scribe, the son 
of Neriah ; who wrote therein from the 
mouth of Jeremiah all the words of the 
book which J ue king of Judah 
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into a dungeon. 


the son of Malchiah, heard the words 
that Jeremiah had spoken unto all the 
people, saying, 

2 Thus saith the Lorp, He that remain- 
eth in this city shall die by the sword, by 
the famine, and by the pestilence: but 
he that goeth forth to the Chaldeans 
shall live; for he shall have his life for 
a prey, and shall live. 

8 Thus saith the Lorn, This city shall 
surely be given into the hand of the king 
of Babylon’s army, which shall take it. 

4 Therefore the princes said unto the 
king, We beseech thee, let this man be 
put to death: for thus he weakeneth the 
hands of the men of war that remain in 
this city, and the hands of all the people, 
in speaking such words unto them: for 
this man seeketh not the welfare of this 
people, but the hurt. 

5 Then Zedekiah the king said, Behold, 
he zs in your hand: for the king ἐδ not 
he that can do any thing against you. 

6 Then took they Jeremiah, and cast 
him into the dungeon of Malchiah the 
son of Hammelech, that was in the court 
of the prison: and they let down Jere- 
miah with cords. And in the dungeon 
there was no water, but mire: so Jeremiah 
sunk in the mire. 

7 ף‎ Now when Ebed-melech the Ethi- 
opian, one of the eunuchs which was in 
the king’s house, heard that they had 
put Jeremiah in the dungeon; the king 
then sitting in the gate of Benjamin ; 

8 Ebed-melech went forth out of the 
king’s house, and spake -to the king, 
saying, 

9 My lord the king, these men have 
done evil in all that they have done to 
Jeremiah the prophet, whom they have 
cast into the dungeon; and he is like to 
die for hunger in the place where he is: 
for there ts no more bread in the city. 

10 Then the king commanded Ebed- 
melech the Ethiopian, saying, Take from 
hence thirty men with thee, and take 
up Jeremiah the prophet out of the 
dungeon, before he die. 

11 So Ebed-melech took the men with 
him, and went into the house of the king 
under the treasury, and took thence old 
cast clouts and old rotten rags, and let 
them down by cords into the dungeon 
to Jeremiah. 

12 And Ὁ the Ethiopian said 
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rusalem to go into the land of Benjamin, 
to separate himself thence in the midst 
of the people. 

13 And when he was in the gate of 
Benjamin, a captain of the ward was 
there, whose name was Irijah, the son 
of Shelemiah, the son 01 Hananiah ; and 
he took Jeremiah the prophet, saying, 
Thou fallest away to the Chaldeans. 

14 Then said Jeremiah, 7% zs 18186 ; I 
fall not away to the Chaldeans. But he 
hearkened not to him: so Irijah took Jere- 
miah, and brought him to the princes. 
15 Wherefore the princes were wroth 
with Jeremiah, and smote him, and put 
him in prison in the house of Jonathan the 
scribe; for they had made that the prison. 

16 4] When Jeremiah was entered into 
the dungeon, and into the cabins, and 
Jeremiah had remained there many days; 
17 Then Zedekiah the king sent, and 
took him out; and the king asked him 
secretly in his house, and said, Is there 
any word from the Lorp? And Jere- 
miah said, There is: for, said he, thou 
shalt be delivered into the hand of the 
king of Babylon. 

18 Moreover Jeremiah said unto king 
Zedekiah, What have I offended against 
thee, or against thy servants, or against 
this people, that ye have put mein prison? 
19 Where are now your prophets which 
prophesied unto you, saying, The king 
of Babylon shall not come against you, 
nor against this land ? 

20 Therefore hear now, I pray thee, O 
my lord the king: let my supplication, I 
pray thee, be accepted before thee; that 
thou cause me not to return to the house 
of Jonathan the scribe, lest I die there. 

21 Then Zedekiah the king commanded 
that they should commit Jeremiah into 
the court of the prison, and that they 
should give him daily a piece of bread 
out of the bakers’ street, until all the 
bread in the city were spent. Thus Jere- 
miah remained in the court of the prison. 


CHAPTER 88. 

1 Jeremiah, by a false suggestion, is put into the 
dungeon of Maichiah. Ἢ Ebed-melech, by swit, 
getteth him_ some enlargement. 14 Upon secret 
conference he counselleth the king by yielding to 
save his life. 24 By the king’s instructions he con- 
cealeth the conference from the princes. 


HEN Shephatiah the son of Mattan,

thou shalt not escape out of their hand, 
but shalt be taken by the hand of the 
king of Babylon: and thou shalt cause 
this city to be burned with fire. 

24 “| Then said Zedekiah unto Jere- 
miah, Let no man know of these words, 
and thou shalt not die. 

25 But if the princes hear that I have 
talked with thee, and they come unto 
thee, and say unto thee, Declare unto us 
now what thou hast said unto the king, 
hide it not from us, and we will not put 
thee to death; also what the king said 
unto thee: 

26 Then thou shalt say unto them, I 
presented my supplication before the 
king, that he would not cause me to re- 
turn to Jonathan’s house, to die there. 

27 Then came all the princes unto Jere- 
miah, and asked him: and he told them 
according to all these words that the king 
had commanded. So they left off speak- 
ing with him; for the matter was not 
perceived. 

28 So Jeremiah abode in the court of 
the prison until the day that Jerusalem 
was taken: and he was there when Jeru- 
salem was taken. 


CHAPTER 39. 


1 Jerusalem is taken. 4 Zedekiah is made blind, 
and sent to Babylon. 8 The city ruinated, 9 the 
people captivated. 11 Nebuchadrezzar’s charge 
Jor the good usage of Jeremiah. 15 God’s promise 
to Ebed-melech. . 


N the ninth year of Zedekiah king 

of Judah, in the tenth month, came 
Nebuchadrezzar king of Babylon and all 
his army against Jerusalem, and they 
besieged it. 

2 And in the eleventh year of Zedekiah, 
in the fourth month, the ninth day of the 
month, the city was broken up. 

3 And all the princes of the king of 
Babylon came in, and sat in the middle 
gate, even Nergal-sharezer, Samgar-nebo, 
Sarsechim, Rab-saris, Nergal-sharezer, 
Rab-mag, with all the residue of the 
princes of the king of Babylon. 

4 ¢ And it came to pass, that when Zed- 
ekiah the king of Judah saw them, and 
all the men of war, then they fled, and 
went forth out of the city by night, by 
the way of the king’s garden, by the gate 
betwixt the two walls: and he went out 
the way of the plain. 

5 But the Chaldeans’ army pursued after 
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unto Jeremiah, Put now these old cast 
clouts and rotten rags under thine arm- 
holes under the cords. And Jeremiah 
did so. : : 

18 So they drew up Jeremiah with 
cords, and took him up out of the dun- 
geon: and Jeremiah remained in 6 
court of the prison. 

14 4 Then Zedekiah the king sent, and 
took Jeremiah the prophet unto him into 
the third entry that zs in the house of the 
Lorp: and the king said unto Jeremiah, 
I will ask thee a thing; hide nothing 
from me. 

15 Then Jeremiah said unto Zedekiah, 
Tf I declare ἐξ unto thee, wilt thou not 
surely put me to death ? and if I give thee 
counsel, wilt thou not hearken unto me? 

16 So Zedekiah the king sware secretly 
unto Jeremiah, saying, As the Lorp liv- 
eth, that made us this soul, I will not 
put thee to death, neither will I give 
thee into the hand of these men that 
seek thy life. 

17 Then said Jeremiah unto Zedekiah, 
Thus saith the Lorp, the God of hosts, 
the God of Israel; If thou wilt assuredly 
go forth unto the king of Babylon’s 
princes, then thy soul shall live, and this 
city shall not be burned with fire; and 
thou shalt live, and thine house : 

18 But if thou wilt not go forth to the 
king of Babylon’s princes, then shall this 
city be given into the hand of the Chal- 
deans, and they shall burn it with fire, and 
thou shalt not escape out of their hand. 

19 And Zedekiah the king said unto 
Jeremiah, I am afraid of the Jews that 
are fallen to the Chaldeans, lest they de- 
liver me into their hand, and they mock 


me. 

20 But Jeremiah said, They shall not 
deliver thee. Obey, I beseech thee, the 
voice of the Lorn, which I speak unto 
thee: so it shall be well unto thee, and 
thy soul shall live. 

21 But if thou refuse to go forth, this 8 
the word that the LorpD hath shewed me: 

22 And, behold, all the women that are 
left in the king of Judah’s house shall be 
brought forth to the king of Babylon’s 
princes, and those women shall say, Thy 
friends have set thee on, and have pre- 
vailed against thee: thy feet are sunk in 
the mire, and they are turned away back. 

23 So they shall bring out all thy wives 
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given into the hand of the men of whom 
thou art afraid. 

18 For I will surely deliver thee, and 
thou shalt not fall by the sword, but 
thy life shall be for a prey unto thee; 
because thou hast put thy trust in me, 
saith the Lorp. 

CHAPTER 40. 


1 Jeremiah, being set. free by Nebuzar-adan, goeth to 
Gedaliah. ἢ The dispersed Jews repair unto him. 
gS Johan. revealing Ishmael’s conspiracy is not 

elieved. 


HE word which came to Jeremiah 

from the Lorp, after that Nebuzar- 
adan the captain of the guard had let 
him go from Ramah, when he had taken 
him being bound in chains among all that 
were carried away captive of Jerusalem 
and Judah, which were carried away 
captive unto Babylon. 

2 And the captain of the guard took 
Jeremiah, and said unto him, The Lorp 
thy God hath pronounced this evil upon 
this place. 

3 Now the Lorp hath brought 26, and 
done according as he hath said: because 
ye have sinned against the Lorp, and 
have not obeyed his voice, therefore this 
thing is come upon you. 

4 And now, behold, I loose thee this day 
from the chains which were upon thine 
hand. If it seem good unto thee to come 
with me into Babylon, come; and I will 
look well unto thee: but if it seem ill 
unto thee to come with me into Babylon, 
forbear: behold, all the land 28 6 
thee: whither it seemeth good and con- 
venient for thee to go, thither go. 

5 Now while he was not yet gone back, 
he said, Go back also to Gedaliah the son 
of Ahikam the son of Shaphan, whom 
the king of Babylon hath made governor 
over the cities of Judah, and dwell with 
him among the people: or go whereso- 
ever it seemeth convenient unto thee to 
go. So the captain of the guard gave 
him victuals and a reward, and let him go. 

6 Then went Jeremiah unto Gedaliah 
the son of Ahikam to Mizpah ; and dwelt 
with him among the people that were left 
in the land. 

7 J Now when all the captains of the 
forces which were in the fields, even they 
and their men, heard that the king of 
Babylon had made Gedaliah the son of 
Ahikam governor in the land, and had 
committed unto him men, and women, 
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them, and overtook Zedekiah in the 
plains of Jericho: and when they had 
taken him, they brought him up to Neb- 
uchadnezzar king of Babylon to Riblah 
in the land of Hamath, where he gave 
judgment upon him. 

6 Then the king of Babylon slew the 
sons of Zedekiah in Riblah before his 
eyes: also the king of Babylon slew all 
the nobles of Judah. 

7 Moreover he put out Zedekiah’s eyes, 
and bound him with chains, to carry him 
to Babylon. 

8 "| And the Chaldeans burned the king’s 
house, and the houses of the people, with 
fire, and brake down the walls of Jeru- 
salem. 

9 Then Nebuzar-adan the captain of the 
guard carried away captive into Babylon 
the remnant of the people that remained 
in the city, and those that fell away, that 
fell to him, with the rest of the people 
that remained. 

10 But Nebuzar-adan the captain of 
the guard left of the poor of the peo- 
ple, which had nothing, in the land of 
Judah, and gave them vineyards and 
fields at the same time. 

11 1 Now Nebuchadrezzar king of 
Babylon gave charge concerning Jere- 
miah to Nebuzar-adan the captain of 
the guard, saying, 

12 Take him, and look well to him, and 
do him no harm; but do unto him even 
as he shall say unto thee. 

13 So Nebuzar-adan the captain of the 
guard sent, and Nebushasban, Rab-saris, 
and Nergal-sharezer, Rab-mag, and all 
the king of Babylon’s princes ; 

14 Even they sent, and took Jeremiah 
out of the court of the prison, and com- 
mitted him unto Gedaliah the son of 
Ahikam the son of Shaphan, that he 
should carry him home: so he dwelt 
among the people. 

15 " Now the word 01 the Lorp came 
unto Jeremiah, while he was shut up in 
the court of the prison, saying, = 

16 Go and speak to Ebed-melech the 
Ethiopian, saying, Thus saith the Lorp 
of hosts, the God of Israel; Behold, I 
will bring my words upon this city for 
evil, and not for good ; and they shall be 
acconuplished in that day before thee. 

17 But I will deliver thee in that day, 
saith the Lorp; and thou shalt not be

CHAPTER 41. 
1 Ishmael, treacherously killing Gedaliah and others, 


exidue to unto the Ammon- 
6 captives, and mind- 


purposeth with the r 
ites. 11 Johanan recovereth 
eth to flee into Egypt. 


Now it came to pass in the seventh 
month, that Ishmael theson of Neth- 
aniah the son of Elishama, of the seed 
royal, and the princes of the king, even 
ten men with him, came unto Gedaliah 
the son of Ahikam to Mizpah ; and there 
they did eat bread together in Mizpah. 

2 Then arose Ishmael the son of Netha- 
niah, and the ten men that were with 
him, and smote Gedaliah the son of Ahi- 
kam the son of Shaphan with the sword, 
and slew him, whom the king of Baby- 
lon had made governor over the land. 

3 Ishmael also slew all the Jews that 
were with him, even with Gedaliah, at 
Mizpah, and the Chaldeans that were 
found there, and the men of war. 

4 And it came to pass the second day 
after he had slain Gedaliah, and no man 
knew 7t, 

5 That there came certain from Shechem, 
from Shiloh, and from Samaria, even four- 
score men, having their beards shaven, 
and their clothes rent, and having cut 
themselves, with offerings and incense 
in their hand, to bring them to the house 
of the Lorp. 

6 And Ishmael the son of Nethaniah 
went forth from Mizpah to meet them, 
weeping all along as he went: and it 
came to pass, as he met them, he said 
unto them, Come to Gedaliah the son of 
Ahikam. 

7 And it was so, when they came into 
the midst of the city, that Ishmael the 
son of Nethaniah. slew them, and cast 
them into the midst of the pit, he, and the 
men that weve with him. 

8 But ten men were found among them 
that said unto Ishmael, Slay us not: for 
we have treasures in the field, of wheat, 
and of barley, and of oil, and of honey. 
So he forbare, and slew them not among 
their brethren. 

9 Now the pit wherein Ishmael had cast 
all the dead bodies of the men, whom he 
had slain because of Gedaliah, was it 
which Asa the king had made for fear 
of Baasha king of Israel: and Ishmael the 
son of Nethaniah filled it with them that 
were slain. 

10 Then Ishmael carried away captive 
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and children, and of the poor of the land, 
of them that were not carried away cap- 
tive to Babylon ; 

8 Then they came to Gedaliah to Miz- 
pah, even Ishmael the son of Nethaniah, 
and Johanan and Jonathan the sons of 
Kareah, and Seraiah the son of Tanhu- 
meth, and the sons of Ephai the Ne- 
tophathite, and Jezaniah the son of a 
Maachathite, they and their men. 

9 And Gedaliah the son of Ahikam the 
son of Shaphan sware unto them and to 
their men, saying, Fear not to serve the 
Chaldeans: dwell in the land, and serve 
the king of Babylon, and it shall be well 
with you. 

10 As for me, behold, I will dwell at 
Mizpah, to serve the Chaldeans, which 
will come unto us: but ye, gather ye 
wine, and summer fruits, and oil, and 
put them in your vessels, and dwell in 
your cities that ye have taken. 

11 Likewise when all the Jews that were 
in Moab, and among the Ammonites, and 
in Edom, and that were in all the coun- 
tries, heard that the king of Babylon had 
left a remnant of Judah, and that he had 
set over them Gedaliah the son of Ahi- 
kam the son of Shaphan; 
> 12 Even all the Jews returned out of 
all places whither they were driven, and 
came to the land of Judah, to Gedaliah, 
unto Mizpah, and gathered wine and 
summer fruits very much. 

18 § Moreover Johanan the son of 
Kareah, and all the captains of the forces 
that were in the fields, came to Gedaliah 
to Mizpah, 

14 And said unto him, Dost thou cer- 
tainly know that Baalis the king of the 
Ammonites hath sent Ishmael the son 
of Nethaniah to slay thee? But Geda- 
liah the son of Ahikam believed them 
not. 

15 Then Johanan the son of Kareah 
spake to Gedaliah in Mizpah secretly, 
saying, Let me go, 1 pray thee, and I will 
slay Ishmael the son of Nethaniah, and 
no man shall know 7¢: wherefore should 
he slay thee, that all the Jews which are 
gathered unto thee should be scattered, 
and the remnant in Judah perish ? 

16 But Gedaliah the son of Ahikam 
said unto Johanan the son of Kareah, 
Thou shalt not do this thing: for thou 
speakest falsely of ו‎ 
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people from the least even unto the great- 
est, came near, - 

2 And said unto Jeremiah the prophet, 
Let, we beseech thee, our supplication be 
accepted before thee, and pray for us 
unto the Lorp thy God, even for all this 
remnant; (for we are left but a few of 
many, as thine eyes do behold us:) 

8 That the Lorp thy God may shew us 
the way wherein we may walk, and the 
thing that we may do. 

4 Then Jeremiah the prophet said unto 
them, I have heard you; behold, I will 
pray unto the Lorp your God according 
to your words; and it shall come to pass, 
that whatsoever thing the Lorp shall 
answer you, I will declare 7¢ unto you; 
I will keep nothing back from you. 

5 Then they said to Jeremiah, The Lorp 
be a true and faithful witness between 
us, if we do not even according to all 
things for the which the Lorp thy God 
shall send thee to us. 

6 Whether 00 de good, or whether ἐΐ be 
evil, we will obey the voice of the Lorp 
our God, to whom we send thee; that it 
may be well with us, when we obey the 
voice of the Lorp our God. 

7 4 And it came to pass after ten days, 
that the word of the Lorp came unto 
Jeremiah. , 

8 Then called he Johanan the son of 
Kareah, and all the captains of the forces 
which were with him, and all the people 
from the least even to the greatest, 

9 And said unto them, Thus saith the 
Lorp, the God of Israel, unto whom ye 
sent me to- present your supplication 
before him ; 

10 If ye will still abide in this land, then 
will I build you, and not pull you down ; 
and I will plant you, and not pluck you 
up: for I repent me of the evil that I 
have done unto you. 

11 Be not afraid of the king of Babylon, 
of whom ye are afraid ; be not afraid of 
him, saith the Lorp: for I am with you 
to save you, and to deliver you from his 
hand. 

12 And I will shew mercies unto you, 
that he may have mercy upon you, and 
cause you to return to your own land. 

18 4 But if ye say, We will not dwell 
in this land, neither obey the voice of 
the Lorp your God, 

14 Saying, No; ] will go into the 
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all the residue of the people that were in 
Mizpah, even the king’s daughters, and 
all the people that remained in Mizpah, 
whom Nebuzar-adan the captain of the 
guard had committed to Gedaliah the 
son of Ahikam: and Ishmael the son of 
Nethaniah carried them away captive, 
and departed to go over to the Ammon- 
ites. 

11 4 But when Johanan the son of 
Kareah, and all the captains of the forces 
that were with him, heard of all the evil 
that Ishmael the son of Nethaniah had 
done, 

12 Then they took all the men, and 
went to fight with Ishmael the son of 
Nethaniah, and found him by the great 
waters that are in Gibeon. 

18 Now it came to pass, that when all 
the people which were with Ishmael saw 
Johanan the son of Kareah, and all the 
captains of the forces that were with 
him, then they were glad. 

14 So all the people that Ishmael had 
carried away captive from Mizpah cast 
about and returned, and went unto Joha- 
nan the son of Kareah. 

15 But Ishmael the son of Nethaniah 
escaped from Johanan with eight men, 
and went to the Ammonites. 

16 Then took Johanan the son of Ka- 
reah, and all the captains of the forces 
that were with him, all the remnant of 
the people whom he had recovered from 
Ishmael the son of Nethaniah, from Miz- 
pah, after that he had slain Gedaliah the 
son of Ahikam, even mighty men of war, 
and the women, and the children, and 
the eunuchs, whom he had brought again 
from Gibeon: 

17 And they departed, and dwelt in the 
habitation of Chimham, which is by Beth- 
lehem, to go to enter into Egypt, 

18 Because of the Chaldeans: for they 
were afraid of them, because Ishmael the 
son of Nethaniah had slain Gedaliah the 
son of Ahikam, whom the king of Baby- 
lon made governor in the land. 


CHAPTER 42. 

1 Johanan desireth Jeremiah to inquire of God, 
promising obedience to his will. 7 Jeremiah as- 
sureth him of safety in Judea, 13 and destruction 
in Egypt. 19 Hereproveth their hypocrisy, in re- 
quiring of the Lord that which they meant not. 

HEN all the captains of the forces, 
and Johanan the son of Kareah, and

Lorp their God, for which the Lorp 
their God had sent him to them, even all 
these words, 

2 Then spake Azariah the son of Hosha- 
iah, and Johanan the sen of Kareah, and 
all the proud men, saying unto Jeremiah, 
Thou speakest falsely: the Lorp our 


God hath not sent thee to say, Go net. 


into Egypt to sojourn there: 

ὃ. But Baruch the son of Neriah setteth 
thee on against us, for to deliver us into 
the hand of the Chaldeans, that they 
might put us to death, and carry us away 
captives into Babylon. 

4 So Johanan the son of Kareah, and 
all the captains of the forces, and all the 
people, obeyed not the voice of the 
Lorp, to dwell in the land of Judah. 

5 But Johanan the son of Kareah, and 
all the captains of the forces, took all the 
remnant of Judah, that were returned 
from all nations, whither they had been 
driven, to dwell in the land of Judah ; 

6 Hven men, and women, and children, 
and the king’s daughters, and every per- 
son that Nebuzar-adan the captain of the 
guard had left with Gedaliah the son of 
Ahikam the son of Shaphan, and Jere- 
miah the prophet, and Baruch the son of 
Neriah. 

7 So they came into the land of Egypt: 
for they obeyed not the voice of the Lorn: 
thus came they even to Tahpanhes. 

8 Ἵ Then came the word of the Lorp 
unto Jeremiah in Tahpanhes, saying, 

9 Take great stones in thine hand, and 
hide them in the clay in the brickkiln, 
which 48 at the entry of Pharaoh’s house 
in Tahpanhes, in the sight 01 the men of 
Judah ; 

10 And say unto them, Thus saith the 
Lorp of hosts, the God of Israel; Be- 
hold, I will send and take Nebuchadrez- 
zar the king of Babylon, my servant, and 
will set his throne upon these stones that 
I have hid; and he shall spread his royal 
pavilion over them. 

11 And when he cometh, he shall smite 
the land of Egypt, and deliver such as are 
for death to death; and such as are for 
captivity to captivity; and such as are 
for the sword to the sword. 

12 And I will kindle a fire in the houses 
of the gods of Egypt; and he shall burn 
them, and carry them away captives: 
and he shall array himself with the land 
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land of Egypt, where we shall see no 
war, nor hear the sound of the trumpet, 
nor have hunger of bread ; and there will 
we dwell: 

15 And now therefore hear the word of 
the Lorp, ye remnant of Judah; Thus 
saith the Lorp of hosts, the God of Is- 
rael ; If ye wholly set your faces to enter 
into Egypt, and go to sojourn there ; 

16 Then it shall come to pass, that the 
sword, which ye feared, shall overtake 
you there in the land of Egypt; and the 
famine, whereof ye were afraid, shall fol- 
low close after you there in Egypt; and 
there ye shall die. 

17 So shall it be with all the men that 
set their faces to go into Egypt to sojourn 
there; they shall die by the sword, by 
the famine, and by the pestilence: and 
none of them shall remain or escape from 
the evil that I will bring upon them. 

18 For thus saith the Lorp of hosts, 
the God of Israel; As mine anger and my 
fury hath been poured forth upon the in- 
habitants of Jerusalem ; so shall my fury 
be poured forth upon you, when ye shall 
enter into Egypt: and ye shall be an ex- 
ecration, and an astonishment, and a 
curse, and a reproach; and ye shall see 
this place no more. 

19 4] The Lorp hath said concerning 
you, O ye remnant of Judah; Go ye not 
into Egypt: know certainly that I have 
admonished you this day. 

20 For ye dissembled in your hearts, 
when ye sent me unto the LorpD your 
God, saying, Pray for us unto the Lorp 
our God ; and according unto all that the 
Lorp our God shall say, so declare unto 
us, and we will 60 7. 

21 And now 1 have this day declared τέ 
to you; but ye have not obeyed the voice 
of the Lorp your God, nor any thing for 
the which he hath sent me unto you. 

22 Now therefore know certainly that 
ye shall die by the sword, by the famine, 
and by the pestilence, in the place 
whither ye desire to go and to sojourn. 


CHAPTER 43. 


1 Johanan, discrediting Jeremtah’s prophecy, car- 
rieth Jeremiah and others into Egypt. 8 Jeremiah 
prophesicth by a type the conyuest of Egypt by the 
Babylonians. 


Ay? it came to pass, that when Jere- 

miah had made an end of speaking 

unto all the people ἘΣ the words of the

your fathers, and the wickedness of the 
kings of Judah, and the wickedness of 
their wives, and your own wickedness, 
and the wickedness of your wives, which 
they have committed in the land of Ju- 
dah, and in the streets of Jerusalem ? 

10 They are not humbled even unto this 
day, neither have they feared, nor walked 
in my law, nor in my statutes, that I set 
before you and before your fathers. 

11 4 Therefore thus saith the Lorp of 
hosts, the God of Israel; Behold, I will 
set my face against you for evil, and to 
cut off all Judah. 

12 And I will take the remnant of Ju- 
dah, that have set their faces to go into 
the land of Egypt to sojourn there, and 
they shall all be consumed, and fall in 
the land of Egypt; they shall even be 
consumed by the sword and by the 
famine: they shall die, from the least 
even unto the greatest, by the sword 
and by the famine: and they shall be 
an execration, and an astonishment, and 
a curse, and a reproach. 

13 For I will punish them that dwell in 
the land of Egypt, as I have punished 
Jerusalem, by the sword, by the famine, 
and by the pestilence : 

14 So that none of the remnant of 
Judah, which are gone into the land of 
Egypt to sojourn there, shall escape or 
remain, that they should return into the 
land of Judah, to the which they have a 
desire to return to dwell there: for none 
shall return but such as shall escape. 

15 § Then all the men which knew 
that their wives had burned incense unto 
other gods, and all the women that stood 
by, a great multitude, even all the peo- 
ple that dwelt in the land of Egypt, in 
Pathros, answered Jeremiah, saying, 

16 As for the word that thou hast spok- 
en unto us in the name of the 1:00, we 
will not hearken unto thee. 

17 But we will certainly do whatsoever 
thing goeth forth out of our own mouth, 
to burn incense unto the queen of heaven, 
and to pour out drink offerings unto her, 
as we have done, we, and our fathers, 
our kings, and our princes, in the cities 
of Judah, and in the streets of Jerusa- 
lem: for then had we plenty of victuals, 
and were well, and saw no evil. 

18 But since we left off to burn incense 
to the queen of ₪ ἃ and to pour out 
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of Egypt, as a shepherd putteth on his 
garment; and he shall go forth from 
thence in peace. 

18 He shall break also the images of 
Beth-shemesh, that 08 in the land of 
Egypt; and the houses of the gods of 
the Egyptians shall he burn with fire. 


CHAPTER 44. 


1 Jeremiah expresseth the desolation of Judah for 
their idolatry. 11 He prophesieth their desiruction, 
who commit idolatry in Egypt. 15 The obstinacy 
of the Jews. 20 Jeremiah threateneth them for the 
same, 29 and for a sign prophesieth the destruction 
of Egypt. 


HE word that came to Jeremiah 

concerning all the Jews which dwell 
in the land of Egypt,- which dwell at 
Migdol, and at Tahpanhes, and at Noph, 
and in the country of Pathros, saying, 

2 Thus saith the Lorp of hosts, the 
God of Israel; Ye have seen all the 
evil that I have brought upon Jerusalem, 
and upon all the cities of Judah; and, 
behold, this day they ave a desolation, 
and no man dwelleth therein ; 

8 Because of their wickedness which 
they have committed to provoke me to 
anger, in that they went to burn incense, 
and to serve other gods, whom they 
knew not, neither they, ye, nor your 
fathers. : 

4 Howbeit I sent unto you all my 
servants the prophets, rising early and 
sending them, saying, Oh, do not this 
abominable thing that I hate. 

5 But they hearkened not, nor inclined 
their ear to turn from their wickedness, 
to burn no incense unto other gods. 

6 Wherefore my fury and mine anger 
was poured forth, and was kindled in 
the cities of Judah and in the -streets of 
Jerusalem; and they are wasted and 
desolate, as at this day. 

ἢ Therefore now thus saith the Lorp, 
the God of hosts, the God of Israel; 
Wherefore commit ye this great evil 
against your souls, to cut off from you 
man and woman, child and suckling, out 
of Judah, to leave you none to remain ; 

8 In that ye provoke me unto wrath 
with the works of your hands, burning 
incense unto other gods in the land of 
Egypt, whither ye be gone to dwell, that 
ye might cut yourselves off, and that ye 
might be a curse and a reproach among 
all the nations of the earth? 

9 Have ye forgotten the wickedness of

evil, and not for good: and all the men 
of Judah that wre in the land of Egypt 
shall be consumed by the sword and by 
the famine, until there be an end of them. 

28 Yet a small number that escape the 
sword shall return out of the land of 
Egypt into the land of Judah; and all 
the remnant of Judah, that are gone into 
the land of Egypt to sojourn there, shall 
know whose words shall stand, mine, or 
theirs. 

29 Ἵ And this shall be a sign unto you, 
saith the Lorp, that I will punish you 
in this place, that ye may know that 
my words shall surely stand against you 
for evil: 

30 Thus saith the Lorp; Behold, I will 
give Pharaoh-hophra king of Egypt into 
the hand of his enemies, and into the 
hand of them that seek his life; as I gave 
Zedekiah king of Judah into the hand 
of Nebuchadrezzar king of Babylon, his 
enemy, and that sought his life. 


CHAPTER 45. 


1 Baruch being dismayed, 4 Jeremiah instructeth 
and comforteth him. 


HE word that Jeremiah the prophet 

spake unto Baruch the son of Ne- 
riah, when he had written these words 
in a book at the mouth of Jeremiah, in 
the fourth year of Jehoiakim the son of 
Josiah king of Judah, saying, 

2 Thus saith the Lorp, the God of 
Israel, unto thee, O Baruch ; 

3 Thou didst say, Woe is me now! for 
the Lorn hath added grief to my sorrow; 
I fainted in my sighing, and 1 find no 
rest. 

4 4 Thus shalt thou say unto him, The 
Lorp saith thus; Behold, that which I 
have built will I break down, and that 
which I have planted I will pluck up, 
even this whole land. 

5 And seekest thou great things for thy- 
self ? seek them not: for, behold, I will 
bring evil upon all flesh, saith the Lorp: 
but thy life will I give unto thee for a 
prey in all places whither thou goest. 


CHAPTER 46. 


1 Jeremiah 
army at 
by 
their chastisement. 

HE word of the Lorp which came 
to Jeremiah the prophet against the 


Gentiles ; 
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drink offerings unto her, we have wanted 
all things, and have been consumed by 
the sword and by the famine. 

19 And when we burned incense to the 
queen of heaven, and poured out drink 
offerings unto her, did we make her 
cakes to worship her, and pour out 
drink offerings unto her, without our 
men ? 

20 Ἵ Then Jeremiah said unto all the 
people, to the men, and to the women, 
and to all the people which had given 
him that answer, saying, 

21 The incense that ye burned in the 
cities of Judah, and in the streets of 
Jerusalem, ye and your fathers, your 
kings and your princes, and the people 
of the land, did not the Lorp remember 
them, and came it not into his mind ? 

22 So that the Lorp could no longer 
bear, because of the evil of your doings, 
and because of the abominations which 
ye have committed; therefore is your 
land a desolation, and an astonishment, 
and a curse, without an inhabitant, as at 
this day. 

23 Because ye have burned incense, and 
because ye have sinned against the Lorp, 
and have not obeyed the voice of the 
Lorp, nor walked in his law, nor in his 
statutes, nor in his testimonies ; therefore 
ae evil is happened unto you, as at this 

ay. 

24 Moreover Jeremiah said unto all the 
people, and to all the women, Hear the 
word of the Lorp, all Judah that are in 
the land of Egypt: 

25 Thus saith the Lorp of hosts, the 
God of Israel, saying; Ye and your 
wives have both spoken with your 
mouths, and fulfilled with your hand, 
saying, We will surely perform our 
vows that we have vowed, to burn 
incense to the queen of heaven, and to 
pour out drink offerings unto her: ye 
will surely accomplish your vows, and 
surely perform your vows. 

26 Therefore hear ye the word of the 
Lorp, all Judah that dwell in the land 
of Egypt; Behold, I have sworn by my 
great name, saith the Lorp, that my 
name shall no more be named in the 
mouth of any man of Judah in all the 
land of Egypt, saying, The Lord Gop 
liveth. 

27 Behold, I will A a over them for 
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thee , for the sword shall devour round 
about thee. 

15 Why are thy valiant men swept 
away ? they stood not, because the Lorp 
did drive them. 

16 He made many to fall, yea, one fell 
upon another: and they said, Arise, and 
let us go again to our own people, and 
to the land of our nativity, from the 
oppressing sword. 

17 They did cry there, Pharaoh king of 
Egypt 28 but a noise; he hath passed th 
time appointed. 

18 As I live, saith the King, whose name 
is The Lorp of hosts, Surely as Tabor 8 
among the mountains, and as Carmel_by 
the sea, so shall he come. 

19 O thou daughter dwelling in Egypt, 
furnish thyself to go into captivity : for 
Noph shall be waste and desolate with- 
out an inhabitant. 

20 Egypt zs lke a very fair heifer, but 
destruction cometh ; it cometh out of the 
north. 

21 Also her hired men ave in the midst 
of her like fatted bullocks; for they also 
are turned back, and are fled away to- 
gether: they did not stand, because the 
day of their calamity was come upon 
them, and the time of their visitation. 

22 The voice thereof shall go like a 
serpent; for they shall march with an 
army, and come against her with axes, 
as hewers of wood. 

23 They shall cut down her forest, saith 
the Lorp, though it cannot be searched ; 
because they are more than the grasshop- 
pers, and are innumerable. 

24 The daughter of Egypt shall be con- 
founded ; she shall be delivered into the 
hand of the people of the north. 

25 The Lorp of hosts, the God of Is- 
rael, saith; Behold, I will punish the mul- 
titude of No, and Pharaoh, and Egypt, 
with their gods, and their kings; even 
Pharaoh, and al/ them that trust in him: 

26 And I will deliver them into the hand 
of those that seek their lives, and into the 
hand of Nebuchadrezzar king of Babylon, 
and into the hand of his servants: and 
afterward it shall be inhabited, as in the 
days of old, saith the Lorp. 

27 Ἵ But fear not thou, O my servant 
Jacob, and be not dismayed, O Israel: for, 
behold, I will save thee from afar off, and 
thy seed from the τ of their captivity; 
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2 Against Egypt, against the army of 
Pharaoh-necho king of Egypt, which 
was by the river Euphrates in Carche- 
mish, which Nebuchadrezzar king of 
Babylon smote in the fourth year of Je- 
hoiakim the son of Josiah king of Judah. 

3 Order ye the buckler and shield, and 
draw near to battle. 

4 Harness the horses; and get up, ye 
horsemen, and stand forth with your 
helmets; furbish the spears, and put on 
the brigandines. 

5 Wherefore have I seen them dismayed 
and turned away back ? and their mighty 
ones are beaten down, and are fled apace, 
and look not back: for fear was round 
about, saith the Lorp. 

6 Let not the swift flee away, nor the 
mighty man escape; they shall stumble, 
and fall toward the north by the river 
Euphrates. 

7 Whois this that cometh up as a flood, 
whose waters are moved as the rivers ? 

8 Egypt riseth up like a flood, and his 
waters are moved like the rivers ; and he 
saith, I will go up, and will cover the 
earth; I will destroy the city and the 
inhabitants thereof. 

9 Come up, ye horses; and rage, ye 
chariots ; and let the mighty men come 
forth ; the Ethiopians and the Libyans, 
that handle the shield ; and the Lydians, 
that handle and bend the bow. 

10 For this zs the day of the Lord Gop 
of hosts, a day of vengeance, that he may 
avenge him of his adversaries: and the 
sword shall devour, and it shall be satiate 
and made drunk with their blood : for the 
Lord Gop of hosts hath a sacrifice in the 
north country by the river Euphrates. 

11 Go up into Gilead, and take balm, 
O virgin, the daughter of Egypt: in vain 
shalt thou use many medicines ; for thou 
shalt not be cured. 

12 The nations have heard of thy shame, 
and thy cry hath filled the land: for the 
mighty man hath stumbled against the 
mighty, and they are fallen both to- 
gether.

14 Declare ye in Egypt, and publish in

a nation. Also thou shalt be cut down, 
O Madmen ; the sword shall pursue thee. 

3 A voice of crying shall be from Horo- 
naim, spoiling and great destruction. 

4 Moab is destroyed ; her little ones have 
caused a cry to be heard. 

5 For in the going up of Luhith con- 
tinual weeping shall go up; for in the 
going down of Horonaim the enemies 
have heard a cry of destruction. 

6 Flee, save your lives, and be like the 
heath in the wilderness. 

7 Ἵ For because thou hast trusted in thy 
works and in thy treasures, thou shalt 
also be taken: and Chemosh shall go 
forth into captivity with his priests and 
his princes together. 

8 And the spoiler shall come upon 
every city, and no city shall escape: the 
valley also shall perish, and the plain 
shall be destroyed, as the Lorp hath 
spoken. 

9 Give wings unto Moab, that it may 
flee and get away: for the cities thereof 
shall be desolate, without any to dwell 
therein. 

10 Cursed de he that doeth the work of 
the Lorp deceitfully, and cursed de he 
that keepeth back his sword from blood. 

11 §{ Moab hath been at ease from his 
youth, and he hath settled on his lees, 
and hath not been emptied from vessel 
to vessel, neither hath he gone into cap- 
tivity: therefore his taste remained in 
him, and his scent is not changed. 

12 Therefore, behold, the days come, 
saith the Lorp, that I will send unto him 
wanderers, that shall cause him to wan- 
der, and shall empty his vessels, and 
break their bottles. 

13 And Moab shall be ashamed of Che- 
mosh, as the house of Israel was ashamed 
of Beth-el their confidence. 

14 How say ye, We are mighty and 
strong men for the war ? 

15 Moab is spoiled, and gone up owt of 
her cities, and his chosen young men are 
gone down to the slaughter, saith the 
King, whose name 7s The Lorp of hosts. 

16 The calamity of Moab 7s near to 
come, and his affliction hasteth fast. 

17 All ye that are about him, bemoan 
him ; and all ye that know his name, say, 
How is the strong staff broken, and the 
beautiful rod ! 

18 Thou daughter that dost inhabit 
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and Jacob shall return, and bein rest and 
at ease, and none shall make him afraid. 

28 Fear thou not, O Jacob my servant, 
saith the Lorp: for I am with thee; for I 
will make a full end of all the nations 
whither I have driven thee: but I will not 
make a full end of thee, but correct thee 
in measure; yet will I not leave thee whol- 
ly unpunished. 

CHAPTER 47. 
The destruction of the Philistines. 
HE word of the Lorp that came to 
Jeremiah the prophet against the 
Philistines, before that Pharaoh smote 
Gaza.

5 Baldness is come upon Gaza; Ashke- 
lon is cut off with the remnant of their 
valley : how long wilt thou cut thyself? 

6 O thou sword of the Lorp, how long 
will it be ere thou be quiet? put up thy- 
self into thy scabbard, rest, and be still. 

7 How can it be quiet, seeing the Lorp 
hath given it a charge against Ashkelon, 
and against the sea shore ? there hath he 
appointed it.

30 Moreover I will cause to cease in 
Moab, saith the Lorp, him that offereth 
in the high places, and him that burneth 
incense to his gods. 

86 Therefore mine heart shall sound for 
Moab like pipes, and mine heart shall 
sound like pipes for the men of Kir-heres: 
because the riches that he hath gotten 
are perished. 

37 For every head shall be bald, and 
every beard clipped : upon all the hands 
shall be cuttings, and upon the loins sack- 
cloth. 

38 There shall be lamentation generally 
upon all the housetops of Moab, and in 
the streets thereof: for I have broken 
Moab likea vessel wherein 7s no pleasure, 
saith the LorD.

24 And upon Kerioth, and upon Bozrah, 
and upon all the cities of the land of 
Moab, far or near. 

25 The horn of Moab is cut off, and his 
arm is broken, saith the Lorp. 

26 *| Make ye him drunken ; for he mag- 
nified Aimself against the Lorp: Moab 
also shall wallow in his vomit, and he 
also shall be in derision. 

27 For was not Israel a derision unto 
thee ? was he found among thieves? for 
since thou spakest of him, thou skippedst 
for joy. 

28 O ye that dwell in Moab, leave the 
cities, and dwell in the rock, and be like 
the dove that maketh her nest in the sides 
of the hole’s mouth. 

29 We have heard the pride of Moab, 
(he is exceeding proud,) his loftiness, and 
his arrogancy, and his pride, and the 
haughtiness of his heart. 

30 I know his wrath, saith the Lorp; 
but τέ shall not be so; his lies shall not 50 
effect 77. 

31 Therefore will I howl for Moab, 
and I will cry out for all Moab; mine 
heart shall mourn for the men of Kir- 
heres. 

82 O vine of Sibmah, I will weep for 
thee with the weeping of Jazer: thy 
plants are gone over the sea, they reach 
even to the sea of Jazer: the spoiler is 
fallen upon thy summer fruits and upon 
thy vintage.

88 Ἵ Thus saith the Lorp of hosts; 
The children of Israel and the children 
of Judah were oppressed together: and 
all that took them captives held them 
fast ; they refused to let them go. 

34 Their Redeemer 28 strong ; The Lorp 
of hosts 78 his name: he shall thoroughly 
plead their cause, that he may give rest 
to the land, and disquiet the inhabitants 
of Babylon. 

35 § A sword zs upon the Chaldeans, 
saith the Lorp, and upon the inhabitants 
of Babylon, and upon her princes, and 
upon her wise men. 

36 A sword 08 upon the liars; and they 
shall dote: a sword 08 upon her mighty 
men; and they shall be dismayed. 

37 A sword 28 upon their horses, and 
upon their chariots, aud upon all the 
mingled people that ave in the midst of 
her; and they shall become as women: a 
sword zs upon her treasures; and they 
shall be robbed. 

38 A drought 7s upon her waters; and 
they shall be dried up: for it 7s the land 
of graven images, and they are mad upon 
thetr idols. 

39 Therefore the wild beasts of the 
desert with the wild beasts of the islands 
shall dwell there, and the owls shall 
dwell therein: and it shall be no more 
inhabited for ever; neither shall it be 
dwelt in from generation to generation. 

40 As God overthrew Sodom and Go- 
morrah and the neighbour cztzes thereof, 
saith the Lorp; so shall no man abide 
there, neither shall any son of man dwell 
therein. | 

41 Behold, a people shall come from 
the north, and a great nation, and many 
kings shall be raised up from the coasts 
of the earth. 

42 They shall hold the bow and the 
lance: they are cruel, and will not shew 
mercy : their voice shall roar like the sea, 


judgment against 
and Israel is the rod of his inheritance; 
The Lorp οἵ hosts zs his name, 

20 Thou at my battle axe and weapons 
of war: for with thee will I break in 
pieces the nations, and with thee will I 
destroy kingdoms ; 

21 And with thee will I break in pieces 
the horse and his rider; and with thee 
will I break in pieces the chariot and 
his rider ; 

22 With thee also will I break in pieces 
man and woman; ald with thee will I 
break in pieces old and young ; and with 
thee will I break in pieces the young 
man and the maid; 

23 I will also break in pieces with thee 
the shepherd and his flock ; and with thee 
will I break in pieces the husbandman 
and his yoke of oxen; and with thee will 
I break in pieces captains and rulers. 

24 And I will render unto Babylon and 
to all the inhabitants of Chaldea all their 
evil that they have done in Zion in your 
sight, saith the Lorn. 

25 Behold, I am against thee, O destroy- 
ing mountain, saith the Lorn, which de- 
stroyest all the earth: and I will stretch 
out mine hand upon thee, and roll thee 
down from the rocks, and will make thee 
a burnt mountain. | 

26 And they shall not take of thee a 
stone for a corner, nor a stone for founda- 
tions ; but thou shalt be desolate for ever, 
saith the Lorp. 

27 Set ye up a standard in the land, 
blow the trumpet among the nations, pre- 
pare the nations against her, call together 
against her the kingdoms of Ararat, Min- 
ni, and Ashchenaz; appoint a captain 
against her; cause the horses to come up 
as the rough caterpillars. 

28 Prepare against her the nations with 
the kings of the Medes, the captains 
thereof, and all the rulers thereof, and 
all the land of his dominion. 

29 And the land shall tremble and 
sorrow: for every purpose of the Lorp 
shall be performed against Babylon, to 
make the land of Babylon a desolation 
without an inhabitant. 

30 The mighty men of Babylon have 
forborne to fight, they have remained in 
their holds : their might hath failed ; they 
became as women: they have burned her 
dwellingplaces; her bars are broken. 

31 One post shall run to meet another, 
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God’s severe 


Babylon hath been a golden cup in the 
Lorp’s hand, that made all the earth 
drunken: the nations have drunken of 
her wine; therefore the nations are 
mad. 

8 Babylon is suddenly fallen and de- 
stroyed: howl for her; take balm for her 
pain, if so be she may be healed. 

9 We would have healed Babylon, but 
she is not healed: forsake her, and let us 
go every one into his own country: for 
her judgment reacheth unto heaven, and 
is lifted up even to the skies. 

10 The Lorp hath brought forth our 
righteousness: come, and let us declare 
in Zion the work of the Lorp our God. 

11 Make bright the arrows; gather the 
shields: the Lorp hath raised up the 
spirit of the kings of the Medes: for his 
device 28 against Babylon, to destroy it ; 
because it 7s the vengeance of the Lorp, 
the vengeance of his temple. 

12 Set up the standard upon the walls 
of Babylon, make the watch strong, set 
up the watchmen, prepare the ambushes : 
for the Lorp hath both devised and done 
that which he spake against the inhabit- 
ants of Babylon. 

18 0 thou that dwellest upon many 
waters, abundant in treasures, thine end 
is come, and the measure of thy covet- 
ousness. 

14 The Lorp of hosts hath sworn by 
himself, saying, Surely I will fill thee 
with men, as with caterpillars; and they 
shall lift up a shout against thee. 

15 He hath made the earth by his pow- 
er, he hath established the world by his 
wisdom, and hath stretched out the 
heaven by his understanding. 

16 When he uttereth 08 voice, there 8 
a multitude of waters in the heavens; 
and he causeth the vapours to ascend 
from the ends of the earth: he maketh 
lightnings with rain, and bringeth forth 
the wind out of his treasures. 

17 Every man is brutish by 208 knowl- 
edge ; every founder is confounded by 
the graven image: for his molten image 
28 falsehood, and there 7s no breath in 
them. 

18 They are vanity, the work of errors: 
in the time of their visitation they shall 
perish. 

19 The portion of Jacob 08 not like 
Hem , for he zs the former of all things: 
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of her, and deliver ye every man his soul 
from the fierce anger of the Lorn. 

46 And lest your heart faint, and ye 
fear for the rumour that shall be heard 
in the land; arumour shali both come 
one year, and after that in another year 


| shall come a rumour, and violence in the 


land, ruler against ruler. 

47 Therefore, behold, the days come, 
that I will do judgment upon the graven 
images of Babylon: and her whole land 
shall be confounded, and all her slain 
shall fall in the midst of her. 

48 Then the heaven and the earth, and 
all that ἐδ therein, shall sing for Baby- 
lon: for the spoilers shall come unto 
her from the north, saith the Lorp. 

49 As Babylon hath caused the slain of 
Israel to fall, so at Babylon shall fall 
the slain of all the earth. 

50 Ye that have escaped the sword, 
go away, stand not still: remember the 
Lorp afar off, and let Jerusalem come 
into your mind. 

51 We are confounded, because we 
have heard reproach: shame hath cov- 
ered our faces; for strangers are come 
into the sanctuaries of the Lorp’s house. 

52 Wherefore, behold, the days come, 
saith the Lorp, that I will do judgment 
upon her graven images: and through 
all her land the wounded shall groan. 

58 Though Babylon should mount up 
to heaven, and though she should fortify 
the height of her strength, yet from me 
shall spoilers come unto her, saith the 
Lorp. 

54 A sound of a cry cometh from Baby- 
lon, and great destruction from the land 
of the Chaldeans: 

55 Because the LorD hath spoiled Baby- 
lon, and destroyed out of her the great 
voice ; when her waves do roar like great 
waters, a noise of their voice is uttered : 

56 Because the spoiler is come upon 
her, even upon Babylon, and her mighty 
men are taken, every one of their bows 
is broken: for the Lorp God of recom- 
penses shall surely requite. 

57 And I will make drunk her princes, 
and her wise men, her captains, and her 
rulers, and her mighty men: and they 
shall sleep a perpetual sleep, and not 
wake, saith the King, whose name 28 The 
Lorp of hosts. 

58 Thus saith the Lorp of hosts; The 
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and one messenger to meet another, to 
shew the king of Babylon that his city 
is taken at one end, 

82 And that the passages are stopped, 
and the reeds they have burned with fire, 
and the men of war are affrighted. 

33 For thus saith the Lorp of hosts, 
the God of Israel ; The daughter of Baby- 
lon zs like a threshingfloor, 22 28 time to 
thresh her: yet a little while, and the 
time of her harvest shall come. 

34 Nebuchadrezzar the king of Babylon 
hath devoured me, he hath crushed me, 
he hath made me an empty vessel, he 
hath swallowed me up like a dragon, he 
hath filled his belly with my delicates, 
he hath cast me out. 

35 The violence done to me and to my 
flesh be upon Babylon, shall the inhab- 
itant of Zion say; and my blood upon 
the inhabitants of Chaldea, shall Jeru- 
salem say. 

36 Therefore thus saith the Lorp; Be- 
hold, I will plead thy cause, and take 
vengeance for thee; and I will dry up 
her sea, and make her springs dry. 

37 And Babylon shall become heaps, a 
dwellingplace for dragons, an astonish- 
ment, and a hissing, without an inhab- 
itant. ן‎ 

88 They shall roar together like lions: 
they shall yell as lions’ whelps. 

39 In their heat I will make their feasts, 
and I will make them drunken, that they 
may rejoice, and sleep a perpetual sleep, 
and not wake, saith the Lorp. 

40 I will bring them down like lambs to 
the slaughter, like rams with he goats. 

41 How is Sheshach taken! and how is 
the praise of the whole earth surprised ! 
how is Babylon become an astonishment 
among the nations ! 

42 The sea is come up upon Babylon: 
she is covered with the multitude of the 
waves thereof. 

43 Her cities are a desolation, a dry 
land, and a wilderness, a land wherein 
no man dwelleth, neither doth any son 
of man pass thereby. 

44 And I will punish Bel in Babylon, 
and 1 will bring forth out of his mouth 
that which he hath swallowed up: and 
the nations shall not flow together any 
more unto him ; yea, the wall of Babylon 
shall fall. 

45 My people, go ye out of the midst 
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taken, and spoiled. 


pitched against it, and built forts against 
it round about. 

5 So the city was besieged unto the 
eleventh year of king Zedekjah. 

6 And in the fourth month, in the 
ninth day of the month, the famine was 
sore in the city, so that there was no 
bread for the people of the land. 

7 Then the city was broken up, and all 
the men of war fled, and went forth out 
of the city by night by the way of the 
gate between the two walls, which was 
by the king’s garden; (now the Chai- 
deans were by the city round about :) and 
they went by the way of the plain. 

8 § But the army of the Chaldeans 
pursued after the king, and overtook 
Zedekiah in the plains of Jericho; and 
all his army was scattered from him. 

9 Then they took the king, and carried 
him up unto the king of Babylon to 
Riblah in the land of Hamath; where 
he gave judgmeut upon him. 

10 And the king of Babylon slew the 
sons of Zedekiah before his eyes : he slew 
also all the princes of Judah in Riblah. 

11 Then he put out the eyes of Zede- 
kiah; and the king of Babylon bound 
him in chains, and carried him to Bab- 
ylon, and put him in prison till the day 
of his death. 

12 “| Now in the fifth month, in the 
tenth day of the month, which was the 
nineteenth year of Nebuchadrezzar king 
of Babylon, came Nebuzar-adan, captain 
of the guard, which served the king of 
Babylon, into Jerusalem, 

13 And burned the house of the Lorp, 
and the king’s house; and all the houses 
of Jerusalem, and all the houses of the 
great men, burned he with fire: 

14\And all the army of the Chaldeans, 
that were with the captain of the guard, 
brake down all the walls of Jerusalem 
round about. 

15 Then Nebuzar-adan the captain of 
the guard carried away captive certain 
of the poor of the people, and the residue 
of the people that remained in the city, 
and those that fell away, that fell to the 
king of Babylon, and the rest of the 
multitude. 

16 But Nebuzar-adan the captain of the 
guard left certain of the poor of the land 
for vinedressers and for husbandmen. 
17 Also the pillars of brass that were in

broad walls of Babylon shall be utterly 
broken, and her high gates shall 6 
burned with fire; and the people shall 
labour in vain, and the folk in the fire, 
and they shall be weary. Ι 

59 § The word which Jeremiah the 
prophet commanded Seraiah the son of 
Neriah, the son of Maaseiah, when he 
went with Zedekiah the king of Judah 
into Babylon in the fourth year of his 
reign. And this Seraiah was a quiet 
prince. 

60 So Jeremiah wrote in a book all the 
evil that should come upon Babylon, 
even all these words that are written 
against Babylon. 

61 And Jeremiah said to Seraiah, When 
thou comest to Babylon, and shalt see, 
and shalt read all these words ; 

62 Then shalt thou say, Ὁ Lorp, thou 
hast spoken against this place, to cut it 
off, that none shall remain in it, neither 
man nor beast, but that it shall be deso- 
late for ever. 

63 And it shall be, when thou hast 
made an end of reading this book, that 
thou shalt bind a stone to it, and cast it 
into the midst of Euphrates : 

64 And thou shait say, Thus shall Bab- 
ylon sink, and shall not rise from the 
evil that I will bring upon her: and they 
shall be weary. ‘Thus far are the words 
of Jeremiah. 


CHAPTER B52. 


1 Zedekiah rebelleth. 4 Jerusalem is besieged and 
taken. 8 Zedekiah’s sons killed, and his own eyes 
put owt. 12 Nebuzar-adan burneth and spoileth 
the city.

was one and twenty‏ ה 
years old when he began to reign,‏ 
and he reigned eleven years in Jerusa-‏ 
lem. And his mother’s name was Hamu-‏ 
tal the daughter of Jeremiah of Libnah.‏ 

2 And he did that which was evil in the 
eyes of the Lorp, according to all that 
Jehoiakim had done. 

3 For through the anger of the Lorp 
it came to pass in Jerusalem and Judah, 
till he had cast them out from his pres- 
ence, that Zedekiah rebelled against the 
king of Babylon. 

4 4 And it came to pass in the ninth 
year of his reign, in the tenth month, in 
the tenth day of the month, that Nebu- 
chadrezzar king of Babylon came, he 
and all his army, against Jerusalem, and 
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the city ; and the principal scribe of the 
host, who mustered the people of the 
land; and threescore men of the people 
of the land, that were found in the midst 
of the city. ΐ 

26 So Nebuzar-adan the captain of the 


| guard took them, and brought them to 


the king of Babylon to Riblah. 

27 And the king of Babylon smote them, 
and put them to death in Riblah in the 
land of Hamath. Thus Judah was ΟΔΙ- 
ried away captive out of his own land. 

28 This 7s the people whom Nebuchad- 
rezzar carried away captive: in the sev- 
enth year three thousand Jews and three 
and twenty : 

29 In the eighteenth year of Nebuchad- 
rezzar he carried away captive from 
Jerusalem eight hundred thirty and two 
persons :. 

30 In the three and twentieth year of 
Nebuchadrezzar, Nebuzar-adan the cap- 
tain of the guard carried away captive of 
the Jews seven hundred forty and five - 
persons: all the persons were four thou- 
sand and six hundred. 

31 4 And it came to pass in the seven 
and thirtieth year of the captivity of 
Jehoiachin king of Judah, in the twelfth 
month, in the five and twentieth day of 
the month, that Evil-merodach king of 
Babylon, in the first year of his reign, lift- 
ed up the head of Jehoiachin king of Ju- 
dah, and brought him forth out of prison, 

32 And spake kindly unto him, and set 
his throne above the throne of the kings 
that were with him in Babylon, 

33 And changed his prison garments: 
and he did continually eat bread before 
him all the days of his life. 

34 And for his diet, there was a con- 
tinual diet given him of the king of Baby- 
lon, every day a portion until the day of 
his death, all the days of his life.

the house 01 the Lorp, and the bases, and 
the brazen sea that was in the house of 
the Lorp, the Chaldeans brake, and 
oo ig all the brass of them to Baby- 
on. 

18 The caldrons also, and the shovels, 
and the snuffers, and the bowls, and 
the spoons, and all the vessels of brass 
wherewith they ministered, took they 
away. 

19 And the basins, and the firepans, 
and the bowls, and the caldrons, and 
the candlesticks, and the spoons, and the 
cups; that which was of gold in gold, 
and that which was of silver zn silver, 
took the captain of the guard away. . 
20 The two pillars, one sea, and twelve 
brazen bulls that were under the bases, 
which king Solomon had made in the 
house of the Lorp: the brass of all these 
vessels was without weight. 

21 And concerning the pillars, the height 
of one pillar was eighteen cubits; and a 
fillet of twelve cubits did compass it; 
and the thickness thereof was four fin- 
gers: 7¢ was hollow. 

22 And a chapiter of brass was upon it; 
and the height of one chapiter was five 
cubits, with network and pomegranates 
upon the chapiters round about, all of 
brass. The second pillar also and the 
pomegranates were like unto these. 

23 And there were ninety and six pome- 
granates on a side; and all the pome- 
granates upon the network were a hun- 
dred round about. 

24 4 And the captain of the guard took 
Seraiah the chief priest, and Zephaniah 
the second priest, and the three keepers 
of the door: 

25 He took also out of the city a eunuch, 
which had the charge of the men of war ; 
and seven men of them that were near 
the king’s person, which were found in

tion: for the enemy hath magnified 
himself. 

10 The adversary hath spread out his 
hand upon all her pleasant things: for 
she hath seen that the heathen entered 
into her sanctuary, whom thou didst 
command that they should not enter 
into thy congregation.

they have given their pleasant things for 
meat to relieve the soul: see, O Lorp, 
and consider; for I am become vile. 

12 4 Js ct nothing to you, all ye that 
pass by ? behold, and see if there be any 
sorrow like unto my sorrow, which is 
done unto me, wherewith the Lorp hath 
afflicted me in the day of his fierce anger. 

13 From above hath he sent fire into 
my bones, and it prevaileth against them : 
he hath spread a net for my feet, he hath 
turned me back: he hath made me deso- 
late and faint all the day. 

14 The yoke of my transgressions is 
bound by his hand: they are wreathed, 
and come up upon my neck: he hath 
made my strength to fall, the Lord hath 
delivered me into their hands, from whom 
1 am not able to rise up. 

15 The Lord hath trodden under foot 
all my mighty men in the midst of me: 
he hath called an assembly against me 
to crush my young men: the Lord hath 
trodden the virgin, the daughter of Ju- 
dah, 68 in a winepress. 

16 For these things I weep; mine eye, 
mine eye runneth down with water, be- 
cause the comforter that should relieve 
my soul is far from me: my children are 
desolate, because the enemy prevailed. 

17 Zion spreadeth forth her hands, and 
there 8 none to comfort her: the Lorp 
hath commanded concerning Jacob, that 
his adversaries should be round about 
him: Jerusalem is as a menstruous wo- 
man among them. 

18 § The Lorp 18 righteous; for I 
have rebelled against his commandment : 
hear, I pray you, all people, and behold 
my sorrow: my virgins and my young 
men are gone into captivity.

pad doth the city sit solitary, that 
was full of people! how is she be- 
come as a widow! she that was great 
among the nations, and princess among 
the provinces, how is she become tribu- 
tary ! 

2 She weepeth sore in the night, and her 
tears are on her cheeks: among al] her 
lovers she hath none to comfort her: all 
her friends have dealt treacherously with 
her, they are become her enemies. 

3 Judah is gone into captivity because 
of affliction, and because of great servi- 
tude: she dwelleth among the heathen, 
she findeth no rest: all her persecutors 
overtook her between the straits. 

4 The ways of Zion do mourn, because 
none come to the solemn feasts: all her 
gates are desolate: her priests sigh, her 
virgins are afflicted, and she 7s in bitter- 
ness. 

0 Her adversaries are the chief, her 
enemies prosper; for the Lorp hath 
afflicted her for the multitude of her 
transgressions: her children are gone 
into captivity before the enemy. 

6 And from the daughter of Zion all 
her beauty is departed: her princes are 
become like harts that find no pasture, 
and they are gone without strength 
before the pursuer. 

7 Jerusalem remembered in the days 
of her affliction and of her miseries all 
her pleasant things that she had in the 
days of old, when her people fell into 
the hand of the enemy, and none did 
help her: the adversaries saw her, and 
did mock at her sabbaths. 

8 Jerusalem hath grievously sinned; 
therefore she is removed: all that hon- 
oured her despise her, because they have 
seen her nakedness: yea, she sigheth, 
and turneth backward. 

9 Her filthiness zs in her skirts; she 
remembereth not her last end; therefore 
she came down wonderfully : she had no

sembly : the Lorp hath caused the sol- 
emn feasts and sabbaths to be forgotten 
in Zion, and hath despised in the. indig- 
nation of his anger the king and the 
priest. 

7 The Lord hath cast off his altar, he 
hath abhorred his sanctuary, he hath 
given up into the hand of the enemy the 
walls of her palaces; they have made a 
noise in the house of the LoRD, as in the 
day of a solemn feast. 

8 The Lorp hath purposed to destroy 
the wall of the daughter of Zion: he 
hath stretched out a line, he hath not 
withdrawn his hand from destroying:

12 They say to their mothers, Where 8 
corn and wine? when they swooned as 
the wounded in the streets of the city, 
when their soul was poured out into 
their mothers’ bosom. 

13 What thing shall I take to witness 
for thee? what thing shall I liken to 
thee, O daughter of Jerusalem? what 
shall I equal to thee, that I may comfort 
thee, O virgin daughter of Zion ? for thy 
breach 7s great like the sea: who can 
heal thee ? 

14 Thy prophets have seen vain and 
foolish things for thee: and they have 
not discovered thine iniquity, to turn 
away thy captivity; but have seen for 
thee false burdens and causes of banish- 
ment.

He complaineth thereof to God. 


OW hath the Lord covered the 

daughter of Zion with a cloud in 
his anger, and cast down from heaven 
unto the earth the beauty of Israel, and 
remembered not his footstool in the day 
of his anger | 

2 The Lord hath swallowed up all the 
habitations of Jacob, and hath not 
pitied: he hath thrown down in his 
wrath the strong holds of the daughter 
of Judah; he hath brought them down 
to the ground: he hath polluted the 
kingdom and the princes thereof. 

3 He hath cut off in his fierce anger 
all the horn of Israel: he hath drawn 
back his right hand from before the en- 
emy, and he burned against Jacob like 
a flaming fire, which devoureth round 
about. 

4 He hath bent his bow like an enemy: 
he stood with his right hand as an adver- 
sary, and slew all that were pleasant to 
the eye in the tabernacle of the daughter 
of Zion: he poured out his fury like fire. 

5 The Lord was as an enemy: he hath 
swallowed up Israel, he hath swallowed 
up all her palaces: he hath destroyed his 
strong holds, and hath increased in the 
daughter of Judah mourning and lam- 
entation. 

6 And he hath violently taken away 
his tabernacle, as 7f 27 were of a garden ;

6 And she hath changed my judgments 
into wickedness more than the nations, 
and my statutes more than the countries 
that wre round about her: for they have 
refused my judgments and my statutes, 
they have not walked in them. 

7 Therefore thus saith the Lord Gon; 
Because ye multiplied more than the na- 
tions that ave round about you, and have 
not walked in my statutes, neither have 
kept my judgments, neither have done 
according to the judgments of the nations 
that wre round about you ; 
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The type of a siege. 


‘2 And lay siege against it, and build a 
fort against it, and cast a mount against 
it; set the camp also against it, and set 
vattering rams against it round about. 

3 Moreover take thou unto thee an 
iron pan, and set it for a wall of iron 
between thee and the city: and set thy 
face against it, and it shall be besieged, 
and thou shalt lay siege against it. This 
shall be a sign to the house of Israel. 

4 Lie thou also upon thy left side, and 
lay the iniquity of the house of Israel 
upon it: according to the number of the 
days that thou shalt lie upon it thou 
shalt bear their iniquity. 

5 For I have laid upon thee the years 
of their iniquity, according to the num- 
ber of the days, three hundred and ninety 
days: so shalt thou bear the iniquity of 
the house of Israel. 

6 And when thou hast accomplished 
them, lie again on thy right side, and 
thou shalt bear the iniquity of the house 
of Judah forty days: I have appointed 
thee each day for a year. 

7 Therefore thou shalt set thy face to- 
ward the siege of Jerusalem, and thine 
arm shall be uncovered, and thou shalt 
prophesy against it. 

8 And, behold, I will lay bands upon 
thee, and thou shalt not turn thee from 
one side to another, till thou hast ended 
the days of thy siege. 

9 4 Take thou also unto thee wheat, 
and barley, and beans, and lentiles, and 
millet, and fitches, and put them in one 
vessel, and make thee bread thereof, 
according to the number of the days 
that thou shalt lie upon thy side; three 
hundred and ninety days shalt thou eat 
thereof. 

10 And thy meat which thou shalt eat 
shall be by weight, twenty shekels a day : 
from time to time shalt thou eat it. 

11 Thou shalt drink also water by meas- 
ure, the sixth part of a hin: from time to 
time shalt thou drink. 

12 And thou shalt eat it as barley cakes, 
and thou shalt bake it with dung that 
cometh out of man, in their sight. 

18 And the Lorn said, Even thus shall 
the children of Israel eat their defiled 
bread among the Gentiles, whither I will 
drive them. 

14 Then said I, Ah Lord Gop! behold, 


my seul hath not been polluted: for from

A remnant shall be saved. 
CHAPTER 6. 


1 The judgment of Israel for theiridolatry. 8 Avrem- 
nant shall be blessed. 11 The faithful are exhorted 
to lament their calamities. 

ND the word of the Lorp came unto 
me, saying, 

2 Son of man, set thy face toward the 
mountains of Israel, and prophesy against 
them, 

8 And say, Ye mountains of Israel, hear 
the word of the Lord Gop; Thus saith 
the Lord Gop to the mountains and to 
the hills, to the rivers and to the valleys; 
Behold, I, even I, will bring a sword 
upon you, and I will destroy your high 
places. 

4 And your altars shall be desolate, 
and your images shall be broken: and I 
will cast down your slain men before 
your idols. 

5 And I will lay the dead carcasses of 
the children of Israel before their idols; 
and I will scatter your bones round 
about your altars. 

6 In all your dwellingplaces the cities 
shall be laid waste, and the high places 
shall be desolate ; that your altars may 
be laid waste and made desolate, and 
your idols may be broken and cease, and 
your images may be cut down, and your 
works may be abolished. 

7 And the slain shall fall in the midst 
of you, and ye shall know that I am the 
Lorp. 

8 { Yet will I leave a remnant, that ye 
may have some that shall escape the 
sword among the nations, when ye shall 
be scattered through the countries. 

9 And they that escape of you shall re- 
member me among the nations whither 
they shall be carried captives, because 1 
am broken with their whorish heart, 
which hath departed from me, and with 
their eyes, which go a whoring after 
their idols: and they shall loathe them- 
selves for the evils which they have 
committed in all their abominations. 

10 And they shall know that I am the 
Lorp, and that I have not said in vain 
that I would do this evil unto them. 

11 § Thus saith the Lord Gop; Smite 
with thine hand, and stamp with thy 
foot, and say, Alas for all the evil 
abominations of the house of Israel! for 
they shall fall by the sword, by the 
famine, and by . יי‎ 
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upon Jerusatem. 


8 Therefore thus saith the Lord Gop; 
Behold, I, even I, am against thee, and 
will execute judgments in the midst of 
thee in the sight of the nations. 

9 And I will do in thee that which I 
have not done, and whereunto I will not 
do any more the like, because of all thine 
abominations. 

10 Therefore the fathers shall eat the 
sons in the midst of thee, and the sons 
shall eat their fathers ; and I will execute 
judgments in thee, and the whole rem- 
nant of thee will I scatter into all the 
winds. 

11 Wherefore, as I live, saith the Lord 
Gop; Surely, because thou hast defiled 
my sanctuary with all thy detestable 
things, and with all thine abominations, 
therefore will I also diminish thee, nei- 
ther shall mine eye spare, neither will I 
have any pity. 

12 4 A third part of thee shall die with 
the pestilence, and with famine shall they 
be consumed in the midst of thee: and a 
_ third part shall fall by the sword round 
about thee ; and 1 will scatter a third part 
into all the winds, and I will draw out a 
sword after them. 

13 Thus shall mine auger be accom- 
plished, and I will cause my fury to rest 
upon them, and 1 will be comforted: 
and they shall know that I the Lorp 
have spoken ἐΐ in my zeal, when I have 
accomplished my fury in them. 

14 Moreover I will make thee waste, 
and a reproach among the nations that 
are round about thee, in the sight of all 
that pass by. 

15 So it shall be a reproach and a taunt, 
an instruction and an astonishment unto 
the nations that @re round about thee, 
when 1 shall execute judgments in thee 
in anger and in fury and in furious 
rebukes. I the Lorn have spoken τ. 

16 When 1 shall send upon them the 
evil arrows of famine, which shall be for 
their destruction, and which I will send 
to destroy you: and 1 will increase the 
famine upon you, and will break your 
staff of bread: 

17 So will I send upon you famine and 
evil beasts, and they shall bereave thee; 
and pestilence and blood shall pass 
through thee ; and I will bring the sword 
upon thee. I the Lorp have spoken

13 For the seller shall not return to that 
which is sold, although they were yet 
alive : for the vision 28 touching the whole 
multitude thereof, which shall not return ;

14 They have blown the trumpet, even 
to make all ready; but none goeth to 
the battle: for my wrath 08 upon all the 
multitude thereof. . 

15 The sword 28 without, and the pesti- 
lence and the famine within: he that 8 
in the field shall die with the sword; 
and he that zs in the city, famine and 
pestilence shall devour him. 

16 4] But they that escape of them shall 
escape, and shall be on the mountains 
like doves of the valleys, all of them 
mourning, every one for his iniquity. 

17 All hands shall be feeble, and all 
knees shall be weak as water. 

18 They shall also gird themselves with 
sackcloth, and horror shall cover them ; 
and shame shail be upon all faces, and 
baldness upon all their heads. 

19 They shall cast their silver in the 
streets, and their gold shall be removed : 
their silver and their gold shall not be 
able to deliver them in the day of the 
wrath of the Lorp: they shall not satisfy 
their souls, neither fill their bowels: be- 
cause it is the stumblingblock of their 
iniquity. 

20 1 As for the beauty of his ornament, 
he set it in majesty: but they made the 
images of their abominationsand of their 
detestable things therein: therefore have 
I set it far from them. 

21 And I will give it into the hands of

12 He that is far off shall die of the 
pestilence ; and he that is near shall fall 
by the sword; and he that remaineth 
and is besieged shall die by the famine: 
thus will I accomplish my fury upon 
them. 

13 Then shall ye know that I am the 
Lorp, when their slain men shall be 
among their idols round about their 
altars, upon every high hill, in all the 
tops of the mountains, and under every 
green tree, and under every thick oak, 
the place where they did offer sweet 
savour to all their idols. 

14 So will I stretch out my hand upon 
them, and make the land desolate, yea, 
more desolate than the wilderness to- 
ward Diblath, in all their habitations: 
and they shall know that I am the Lorp.

OREOVER the word of the Lorp

3 Now 28 the end come upon thee, and 
I will send mine anger upon thee, and 
will judge thee according to thy ways, 
and will recompense upon thee all thine 
abominations. 

4 And mine eye shall not spare thee, 
neither will I have pity: but I will rec- 
ompense thy ways upon thee, and thine 
abominations shall be in the midst of 
thee: and ye shall know that I am the 
Lorp.

7 The morning is come unto thee, O 
thou that dwellest in the land: the time 
is come, the day of trouble zs near, and 
not the sounding again of the mountains. 

8 Now will I shortly pour out my fury 
upon thee, and accomplish mine anger 
upon thee: and I will judge thee accord- 
ing to thy ways, and will recompense 
thee for all thine abominations. 

- 9 And mine eye shall not spare, neither 
will I have pity : ] recompense thee

5 Y Then said he unto me, Son of man, 
lift up thine eyes now the way toward 
the north.

16 And he brought me into the inner 
court 01 the Lorp’s house, and, behold, 
at the door of the temple of the Lorp, 
between the porch and the altar, were 
about five and twenty men, with their 
backs toward the temple of the Lorp,

22 My face will I turn also from them, 
and they shall pollute my secret place:

24 Wherefore I will bring the worst of 
the heathen, and they shall possess their 
houses : I will also make the pomp of the 
strong to cease; and their holy places 
shall be defiled.

25 Destruction cometh; and they shall 
seek peace, and there shall be none. 

26 Mischief shall come upon mischief, 
and rumour shall be upon rumour ; then 
shall they seek a vision of the prophet ; 
but the law shall perish from the priest, 
and counsel from the ancients. 

27 The king shall mourn, and the prince 
shall be clothed with desolation, and the 
hands of the people of the land shall be 

‘troubled : I will do unto them after their 
way, and according to their deserts will I 
judge them ; and they shall know that I 
am the LorD. 


CHAPTER 8. 


1 Heekiel, in a vision of God at Jerusalem, 5 is shewed 
theimage ofjealousy,"% the chambers ofimagery, 13 
the mourners for Tammuz, 15 the worshippers to- 
wards the sun. 18 God’s wrath for their idolairy. 


ND it came to pass in the sixth year, 

in the sixth month, in the fifth day 

of the month, as I sat in mine house, and 
the elders of Judah sat before me, that 
the hand of the Lord Gop fell there upon 


me. 

2 Then I beheld, and lo a likeness as the 
appearance of fire: from the appearance 
of his loins even downward, fire; and 
from his loins even upward, as the ap- 
pearance of brightness, as the colour of 
amber.

HEN I looked, and, behold, in the

6 Ye have multiplied your slain in this 
city, and ye have filled the streets there- 
ef with the slain. 

7 Therefore thus saith the Lord Gop; 
Your slain whom ye have laid in the 
midst of it, they are the flesh, and this 
city 7s the caldron: but I will bring you 
forth out of the midst of it. 

8 Ye have feared the sword ; and I will 
bring a sword upon you, saith the Lord 
Gop. 

9 And I will bring you out of the midst 
thereof, and deliver you into the hands 
of strangers, and will execute judgments 
among you. 

10 Ye shall fall by the sword; I will 
judge you in the border of Israel; and 
ye shall know that I am the Lorp. 

11 This céty shall not be your caldron, 
neither shall ye be the flesh in the midst 
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hand from between the cherubim unto 
the fire that was between the cherubim, 
and took thereof, and put ἐξ into the hands 
of him that was clothed with linen ; who 
took 26, and went out. 

8 § And there appeared in the cheru- 
bim the form of a man’s hand under their 
wings.

14 And every one had four faces: the 
first face was the face of a cherub, and 
the second face 0008 the face of a man, 
and the third the face of a lion, and the 
fourth the face of an eagle. 

15 And the cherubim were lifted up. 
This 28 the living creature that I saw by 
the river of Chebar. 

16 And when the cherubim went, the 
wheels went by them: and when the 
cherubim lifted up their wings to mount 
up from the earth, the same wheels also 
turned not from beside them. 

17 When they-stood, these stood; and 
when they were lifted up, these 111060 up 
themselves also: for the spirit of the 
living creature was in them. 

18 Then the glory of the Lorp departed 
from off the threshold of the house, and 
stood over the cherubim. 

19 And the cherubim lifted up their 
wings, and mounted up from the earth 
in my sight: when they went out, the 
wheels also were beside them, and every 
one stood at the door of the east gate of 
the Lorp’s house; and the glory of the 
God of Israel was over them above.

3 Therefore, thou son of man, prepare 
thee stuff for removing, and remove by 
day in their sight; and thou shalt re- 
move from thy place to another place in 
their sight : it may be they will consider, 
though they 26 a rebellious house. 

4 Then shalt thou bring forth thy stuff 
by day in their sight, as stuff for remov- 
ing: and thou shalt go forth at even in 
their sight, as they that go forth into 
captivity.

Then fell 1 down upon my 
face, and cried with a loud voice, and 
said, Ah Lord Gop! wilt thou make a 
full end of the remnant of Israel? 

14 Again the word of the Lorp came 
unto me, saying, 

15 Son of man, thy brethren, even thy 
brethren, the men of thy kindred, and 
all the house of Israel wholly, are they 
unto whom the inhabitants of Jerusalem 
have said, Get you far from the Lorp: 
unto us is this land given in possession. 

16 Therefore say, Thus saith the Lord 
Gop; Although 1 have cast them far off 
among the heathen, and although I have 
scattered them among the countries, yet 
will I be to them as a little sanctuary in 
the countries where they shall come. 

17 Therefore say, Thus saith the Lord 
Gop; I will even gather you from the 
people, and assemble you out of the 
countries where ye have been scattered, 
and I will give you the land of Israel. 

18 And they shall come thither, and 
they shall take away all the detestable 
things thereof and all the abominations 
thereof from thence. 

19 And I will give them one heart, and 
I will put a new spirit within you; and 
I will take the stony heart out of their 
flesh, and will give them a heart of 
flesh : 

20 That they may walk in my statutes, 
and keep mine ordinances, and do them : 
and they shall be my people, and I will 
be their God. 

21 But as for them whose heart walketh 
after the heart of their detestable things 
and their abominations, I will recom- 
pense their way upon their own heads, 
saith the Lord Gop. 

22 4 Then did the cherubim lift up their 
wings, and the wheels beside them ; and 
the glory of the God of Israel was over 
them above. . 

28 And the glory of the Lorp went up 
from the midst of git city, and stood 


and the Jews’ desolation. 


24 For there shall be no more any vain 
vision nor flattering divination within 
the house of Israel. 

20 For I am the Lorp: I will speak, and 
the word that I shall speak shall come to 
pass ; it shall be no more prolonged: for 
in your days, O rebellious house, will I 
say the word, and will perform it, saith 
the Lord Gop. 

26 4] Again the word of the Lorp came 
to me, saying, 

27 Son of man, behold, they of the house 
of Israel say, The vision that he seeth 7s 
for many days to come, and he prophesi- 
eth of the times that are far off. 

28 Therefore say unto them, Thus saith 
the Lord Gop; There shall none of my 
words be prolonged any more, but the 
word which I have spoken shall be done, 
saith the Lord Gop. 


CHAPTER 13. 


1 The reproof of lying prophets, 10 and their untem- 
Ῥέα mortar. 1ἴ Of prophetesses and their pil- 
Ows. 


ND the word of the LorpD came unto 
me, saying, 

2 Son of man, prophesy against the 
prophets of Israel that prophesy, and say 
thou unto them that prophesy out of their 
own hearts, Hear ye the word of the 
Lorn ; 

3 Thus saith the Lord Gop; Woe unto 
the foolish prophets, that follow their 
own spirit, and have seen nothing! 

4 O Israel, thy prophets are like the 
foxes in the deserts. 

5 Ye have not gone up into the gaps, 
neither made up the hedge for the house 
of Israel to stand in the battle in the day 
of the Lorn. 

6 They have seen vanity and lying div- 
ination, saying, The LorD saith : and the 
Lorp hath not sent them: and they have 
made others to hope that they would con- 
firm the word. 

7 Have ye not seen a vain vision, and 
have ye not spoken a lying divination, ' 
whereas ye say, The LorD saith τέ, albeit 
I have not spoken ? 

8 Therefore thus saith the Lord Gop; 
Because ye have spoken vanity, and seen 
lies, therefore, behold, I am against you, 
saith the Lord Gop. 

9 And mine hand shall be upon the 
prophets that see vanity, and that divine 
lies : they shall not be in the assembly of 
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Ledekiah’s captivity, 
done, so shall it be done unto them : they 
shall remove and go into captivity. 

12 And the prince that 7s among them 
shall bear upon /zs shoulder in the twi- 
light, and shall go forth: they shall dig 
through the wall to carry out thereby: 
he shall cover his face, that he see not 
the ground with fis eyes. 

13 My net also will I spread upon him, 
and he shall be taken in my snare: and 
I will bring him to Babylon 70 the land 
of the Chaldeans; yet shall he not see it, 
though he shall die there. 

14 And I will scatter toward every wind 
all that are about him to help him, and 
all his bands; and I will draw out the 
sword after them. 

15 And they shall know that I am the 
Lorp, when 1 shall scatter them among 
the nations, and disperse them in the 
countries. 

16 But I will leave a few men of them 
from the sword, from the famine, and 
from the pestilence; that they may de- 
clare all their abominations among the 
heathen whither they come; and they 
shall know that I am the Lorp. 

17 4 Moreover the word of the Lorp 
came to me, saying, 

18 Son of man, eat thy bread with 
quaking, and drink thy water with trem- 
bling and with carefulness ; 

19 And say unto the people of the land, 
Thus saith the Lord Gop of the inhab- 
itants of Jerusalem, and of the land of 
Israel; They shall eat their bread with 
carefulness, and drink their water with 
astonishment, that her land may be deso- 
late from all that is therein, because of the 
_ violence of all them that dwell therein. 

20 And the cities that are inhabited 
shall be laid waste, and the land shall be 
desolate ; and ye shall know that I am 
the Lorp. 

21 Y And the word of the Lorp came 
unto me, saying, 

22 Son of man, what zs-that proverb 
that ye have in the land of Israel, saying, 
The days are prolonged, and every vision 
faileth ? 

23 Tell them therefore, Thus saith the 
Lord Gop ; I will make this proverb to 
cease, and they shall no more use it as a 
proverb in Israel; but say unto them, 
The days are at hand, and the effect of 
every vision. 


An exhortation 


Behold, I wm against your pillows, where- 
with ye there hunt the souls to make them 
fly, and I will tear them from your arms, 
and will let the souls go, even the souls 
that ye hunt to make ¢ fly. 

21 Your kerchiefs also will I tear, and 
deliver my people out of your hand, and 
they shall be no more in your hand to be 
hunted ; and ye shall know that I am the 
Lorp. 

22 Because with lies ye have made the 
heart of the righteous sad, whom I have 
not made sad; and strengthened the 
hands of the wicked, that he should not 
return from his wicked way, by promis- 
ing him life; 

28 Therefore ye shall see no more vani- 
ty, nor divine divinations: for I will de- 
liver my people out of your hand: and 
ye shall know that I am the Lorp. 


CHAPTER 14. 


1 God answereth idolaters according to their own 
heart, 6 They are exhorted to repent, for fear # 
judgments, by means of seduced pr hets. 12 God's 
irrevocable sentence of famin 5 of noisome 
beasts, 17 of the sword, 19 and of pestilence. 22 4 
remnant shall be reserved for example of others. 


HEN came certain of the elders of 
Israel unto me, and sat before me. 

2 And the word of the Lorp came unto 
me, saying, 

3 Son of man, these men have set up 
their idols in their heart, and put the 
stumblingblock of their iniquity before 
their face: should I be inquired of at all 
by them ? 

4 Therefore speak unto them, and say 
unto them, Thus saith the Lord Gop; 
Every man of the house of Israel that 
setteth up his idols in his heart, and 
putteth the stumblingblock of his iniq- 
uity before his face, and cometh to the 
prophet; I the Lorp will answer him 
that cometh, according to the multitude 
of his idols; 

5 That I may take the house of Israel 
in their own heart, because they are all 
estranged from me through their idols. 

6 "| Therefore say unto the house of Is- 
rael, Thus saith the Lord Gop; Repent, 
and turn yourselves from your idols ; and 
turn away your faces from all your 
abominations, 

7 For every one of the house of Israel, 
or of the stranger that sojourneth in Is- 
rael, which separateth himself from me, 
and setteth up his idols in his heart, and 
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my people, neither shall they be written 
in the writing of the house of Israel, nei- 
ther shall they enter into the land of Is- 
ΤΌΘ] ; and ye shall know that 1 am the 
Lord Gop. 

10 4 Because, even because they have 
seduced my people, saying, Peace; and 
there was no peace; and one built up a 
wall, and, lo, others daubed it with un- 
tempered mortar : 

11 Say unto them which daub ἐξ with 
untempered mortar, that it shall fall: 
there shall be an overflowing shower ; 
and ye, O great hailstones, shall fall ; and 
a stormy wind shall rend 7¢. 

12 Lo, when the wall is fallen, shall it 
not be said unto you, Where 7s the daub- 
ing wherewith ye have daubed 7? 

18 Therefore thus saith the Lord Gop; 
I will even rend ¢¢ with a stormy wind 
in my fury ; and there shall be an over- 
flowing shower in mine anger, and great 
hailstones in my fury to consume 71. 

14 So will I break down the wall that 
ye have daubed with untempered mortar, 
and bring it down to the ground, so that 
the foundation thereof shall be discover- 
ed, and it shall fall, and ye shall be con- 
sumed in the midst thereof: and ye shall 
know that 1 am the Lorp. 

15 Thus will I accomplish my wrath 
upon the wall, and upon them that have 
daubed it with untempered mortar, and 
will say unto you, The wall zs no more, 
neither they that daubed it ; 

16 To wit, the prophets of Israel which 
prophesy concerning Jerusalem, and 
which see visions of peace for her, and 
there 18 no peace, saith the Lord Gop. 

17 Ἵ Likewise, thou son of man, set thy 
face against the daughters of thy people, 
which prophesy out of their own heart ; 
and prophesy thou against them, 

18 And say, Thus saith the Lord Gop; 
Woe to the women that sew pillows to all 
_armholes, and make kerchiefs upon the 
head of every stature to hunt souls! Will 
ye hunt the souls of my people, and will 
ye save the souls alive that come unto you? 

19 And will ye pollute me among my 
people for handfuls of barley and for 
pieces of bread, to slay the souls that 
should not die, and to save the souls 
alive that should not live, by your lying 
to my people that hear your lies ? 

20 Wherefore thus saith the Lord Gop ; 
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in it, as I live, saith the Lord Gop, they 
shall deliver neither son nor daughter ; 
they shall dwt deliver their own souls by 
their righteousness. 

21 For thus saith the Lord Gop; How 
much more when I send my four sore 
judgments upon Jerusalem, the sword, 
and the famine, and the noisome beast, 
and the pestilence, to cut off from it 
man and beast ? 

22 4 Yet, behold, therein shall be left a 
remnant that shall be brought forth, both 
sons and daughters: behold, they shall 
come forth unto you, and ye shall see 
their way and their doings: and ye shall 
be comforted concerning the evil that I 
have brought upon Jerusalem, even con- 
cerning all that I have brought upon 
it. 

28 And they shall comfort you, when 
ye see their ways and their doings: and 
ye shall know that I have not done with- 
out cause all that I have done in it, saith 
the Lord Gop. 


CHAPTER 15. 


1 By the unfitness of the vine branch for any work 
6 is shewed the rejection of Jerusalem. 


ND the word of the 1,082 came unto 
me, saying, 

2 Son of man, What is the vine tree 
more than any tree, or than a branch 
which is among the trees of the forest ? 

3 Shall wood be taken thereof to do 
any work? or will men take a pin of it 
to hang any vessel thereon ? 

4 Behold, it is cast into the fire for fuel ; 
the fire devoureth both the ends of it, 
and the midst of it is burned. Is it 
meet for any work? 

5 Behold, when it was whole, it was 
meet for no work: how much less shall 
it be meet yet for any work, when the 
fire hath devoured it, and it is burned ? 

6 4 Therefore thus saith the Lord Gop ; 
As the vine tree among the trees of the 
forest, which 1 have given to the fire for 
fuel, so will I give the inhabitants of 
Jerusalem. 

7 And I will set my face against them ; 
they shall go out from one fire, and an- 
other fire shall devour them ; and ye shall 
know that I am the Lorp, when 1 set my 
face against them. : 

8 And I will make the land desolate, 
because they have committed a trespass, 
saith the Lord Genes 
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to repentance. 


putteth the stumblingblock of his iniquity 
before his face, and cometh to a prophet 
to inquire of him concerning me; I the 
Lorp will answer him by myself: 

8 And I will set my face against that 
man, and will make him a sign and a 
proverb, and 1 will cut him off from the 
midst of my people; and ye shall know 
that 1 am the Lorp. 

9 And if the prophet be deceived when 
he hath spoken a thing, I the Lorp have 
deceived that prophet, and I will stretch 
out my hand upon him, and will destroy 
him from the midst of my people Israel. 

10 And they shall bear the punishment 
of their iniquity : the punishment of the 
prophet shall be even as the punishment 
of him that seeketh wnto him ; 

11 That the house of Israel may go no 
more astray from me, neither be polluted 
any more with all their transgressions ;

may be their God, saith the Lord Gop. 

12 Ἵ The word of the 1,032 came again 
to me, saying, 

19 Son of man, when the land sinneth 
against me by trespassing grievously, 
then will I stretch out mine hand upon 
15, and will break the staff of the bread 
thereof, and will send famine upon it, 
and will cut off man and beast from it: 

14 Though these three men, Noah, Dan- 
iel, and Job, were in it, they should de- 
liver but their own souls by their right- 
eousness, saith the Lord Gop. 

15 Ἵ If 1 cause noisome beasts to pass 
through the land, and they spoil it, so 
that it be desolate, that no man may 
pass through because of the beasts: 

16 Though these three men were in it, 
as 1 live, saith the Lord Gop, they shall 
deliver neither sons nor daughters ; they 
only shall be delivered, but the land 
shall be desolate. 

17 § Or 7.1 bring a sword upon that 
land, and say, Sword, go through the 
land; so that I cut off man and beast 
from it:. 

18 Though these three men were in it, 
as I live, saith the Lord Gop, they shall 
deliver neither sons nor daughters, but 
they only shall be delivered themselves. 

19 ף‎ Or 771 send a pestilence into that 
land, and pour out my fury upon it in 
blood, to cut off from it man and beast: 

20 Though Noah, Daniel, and Job, were 
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of Jerusalem. 


13 Thus wast thou decked with gold and 
silver ; and thy raiment was of fine linen, 
and silk, and broidered work ; thou didst 
eat fine flour, and honey, and oil; and 
thou wast exceeding beautiful, and thou 
didst prosper into a kingdom. 1 

14 And thy renown went forth among 
the heathen for thy beauty: for it was 
perfect through my comeliness, which 
a had put upon thee, saith the Lord 

oD. 

15 4 But thou didst trust in thine own 
beauty, and playedst the harlot because 
of thy renown, and pouredst out thy 
fornications on every one that passed 
by; his it was. 

16 And of thy garments thou didst take, 
and deckedst thy high places with-divers 
colours, and playedst the harlot there- 
upon: the like things shall not come, 
neither shall it be so. 

17 Thou hast also taken thy fair jewels 
of my gold and of my silver, which I 
had given thee, and madest to thyself 
images of men, and didst commit whore- 
dom with them, 

18 And tookest thy broidered garments, 
and coveredst them: and thou hast set 
mine oil and mine incense before them. 

19 My meat also which I gave thee, fine 
flour, and oil, and honey, wherewith I fed 
thee, thou hast even set it before them 
for a sweet savour: and thus it was, saith 
the Lord Gop. 

20 Moreover thou hast taken thy sons 
and thy daughters, whom thou hast 
borne unto me, and these hast thou sac- 
rificed unto them to be devoured. Is this 
of thy whoredoms a small matter, 

21 That thou hast slain my children, 
and delivered them to cause them to pass 
through the fire for them ? 

22 And in all thine abominations and 
thy whoredoms thou hast not remem- 
bered the days of thy youth, when thou 
wast naked and bare, and wast polluted 
in thy blood. 

23 And it came to pass after all thy 
wickedness, (woe, woe unto thee! saith 
the Lord Gop,) 

24 That thou hast also built unto thee 
an eminent place, and hast made thee a 
high place in every street. 

25 Thou hast built thy high place at 
every head of the way, and hast made 
thy beauty to be abhorred, and hast

3 And say, Thus saith the Lord Gop 
unto Jerusalem; Thy birth and thy na- 
tivity 7s of the land of Canaan; thy 
father was an Amorite, and thy mother 
a Hittite. 

4 And as for thy nativity, in the day 
thou wast born thy navel was not cut, 
neither wast thou washed in water to 
supple thee; thou wast not salted at all, 
nor swaddled at all. 

5 None eye pitied thee, to do any of 
these unto thee, to have compassion 
upon thee; but thou wast cast out in 
the open field, to the loathing of thy 
person, in the day that thou wast born.

44 4 Behold, every one that useth prov- 
erbs shall use 728 proverb against thee, 
saying, As 08 the mother, so 28 her daugh- 
ter. 

45 Thou art thy mother’s daughter, that 
loatheth her husband and her children ; 
and thou art the sister of thy sisters, 
which loathed their husbands and their 
children : your mother was a Hittite, and 
your father an Amorite. 

46 And thine elder sister 7s Samaria, 
she and her daughters that dwell at thy 
left hand: and thy younger sister, that 
dwelleth at thy right hand, 7s Sodom and 
her daughters. 

47 Yet hast thou not walked after their 
ways, nor done after their abominations: 
but, as ¢f that were a very little thing, 
thou wast corrupted more than they in 
all thy ways. 
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opened thy feet to every one that passed 
by, and multiplied thy whoredoms. 

26 Thou hast also committed fornica- 
tion with the Egyptians thy neighbours, 
great of flesh; and hast increased thy 
whoredoms, to provoke me to anger. 

27 Behold, therefore I have stretched 
out my hand over thee, and have dimin- 
ished thine ordinary food, and delivered 
thee unto the will of them that hate thee, 
the daughters of the Philistines, which 
are ashamed of thy lewd way. 

28 Thou hast played the whore also 
with the Assyrians, because thou wast 
unsatiable; yea, thou hast played the 
harlot with them, and yet couldest not 
be satisfied. 

29 Thou hast moreover multiplied thy 
fornication in the land of Canaan unto 
Chaldea ; and yet thou wast not satisfied 
herewith. 

30 How weak is thine heart, saith the 
Lord Gop, seeing thou doest all these 
things, the work of an imperious whor- 
ish woman ; 

31 In that thou buildest thine eminent 
place in the head of every way, and 
makest thine high place in every street ; 
and hast not been as a harlot, in that 
thou scornest hire ; 

32 But as a wife that committeth adul- 
tery, which taketh strangers instead of 
her husband ! 

33 They give gifts to all whores: but 
thou givest thy gifts to all thy lovers, 
and hirest them, that they may come 
unto thee on every side for thy whore- 
dom. 

34 And the contrary is in thee from 
other women in thy whoredoms, whereas 
none followeth thee to commit whore- 
doms: and in that thou givest a reward, 
and no reward is given unto thee, there- 
fore thou art contrary. 

35 Ἵ Wherefore, 
word of the Lorp: 

36 Thus saith the Lord Gop; Because 
thy filthiness was poured out, and thy 
nakedness discovered through thy whore- 
doms with thy lovers, and with all the 
idols of thy abominations, and by the 
blood of thy children, which thou didst 
give unto them ; 

37 Behold, therefore I will gather all 
thy lovers, with whom thou hast taken

1 Under the parable of two eagles and a vine, 11 is 
shewed God’s judgment upon Jerusalem for revolt- 
ing from Babylon to Egypt. 22 God promiseth to 
plant the cedar of the gospel. 


ND the word of the Lorp came unto 
me, saying, 

2 Son of man, put forth a riddle, and 
speak a parable unto the house of Israel ; 

3 And say, Thus saith the Lord Gop; 
A great eagle with great wings, lon 
winged, full of feathers, which ha 
divers colours, came unto Lebanon, and 
took the highest branch of the cedar : 

4 He cropped off the top of his young 
twigs, and carried it into a land of traf- 
fick ; he set it in a city of merchants. 

5 He took also of the seed of the land, 
and planted it in a fruitful field; he 
placed 22 by great waters, and set it as 
a willow tree. 

6 And it grew, and became a spreading 
vine of low stature, whose branches turn- 
ed toward him, and the roots thereof 
were under him: so it became a vine, 
and brought forth branches, and shot 
forth sprigs. 

7 There was also another great eagle 
with great wings and many feathers: 
and, behold, this vine did bend her roots 
toward him, and shot forth her branches 
toward him, that he might water it by 
the furrows of her plantation. 

8 It was planted in a good soil by 
great waters, that it might bring forth 
branches, and that it might bear fruit, 
that it might be a goodly vine. 

9 Say thou, Thus saith the Lord Gop; 
Shall it prosper? shall he not pull up 
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48 As I live, saith the Lord Gop, Sodom 
thy sister hath not done, she nor her 
daughters, as thou hast done, thou and 
thy daughters. 

49 Behold, this was the iniquity of th 
sister Sodom, pride, fulness of bread, 
and abundance of idleness was in her 
and in her daughters, neither did she 
strengthen the hand of the poor and 
needy. 

50 And they were haughty, and com- 
mitted abomination before me: 
fore I took them away as I saw good. 

51 Neither hath Samaria committed half 
of thy sins; but thou hast multiplied 
thine abominations more than they, and 
hast justified thy sisters in all thine 
abominations which thou hast done. 

52 Thou also, which hast judged thy 
sisters, bear thine own shame for thy 
sins that thou hast committed more 
abominable than they: they are more 
righteous than thou: yea, be thou con- 
founded also, and bear thy shame, in 
that thou hast justified thy sisters.

56 For thy sister Sodom was not men- 
tioned by thy mouth in the day of thy 
pride, 

57 Before thy wickedness was discov- 
ered, as at the time of thy reproach of 
the daughters of Syria, and all that are 
round about her, the daughters of the 
Philistines, which despise thee round 
about. 

58 Thou hast borne thy lewdness and 
thine abominations, saith the Lorp. 

59 For thus saith the Lord Gop; I will 
even deal with thee as thou hast done, 
which hast despised the oath in break- 
ing the covenant. \ 
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that remain shall be scattered toward all 
winds: and ye shall know that I the 
Lorp have spoken 7¢. 

22 Ἵ Thus saith the Lord Gop; I will 
also take of the highest branch of the.

idols of the house of Israel, neither hath

19 Therefore thus saith the Lord Gop ; 
As 1 live, surely mine oath that he hath 
despised, and my covenant that he hath 
broken, even it will I recompense upon 
his own head. 

20 And I will spread my net upon him, 
and he shall be taken in my snare, and 1 
will bring him to Babylon, and will plead 
with him there for his trespass that he 
hath trespassed against me. 

21 And ali his fugitives with all his

4 Wilt thou judge them, son of man, | 
wilt thou judge them? cause them to 
know the abominations of their fathers: 

5 4 And say unto them, Thus saith the 
Lord Gop; In the day when I chose 
Israel, and lifted up mine hand unto the 
seed of the house of Jacob, and made 
myself known unto them in the land of 
Egypt, when I lifted up mine hand unto 
them, saying, I am the Lorp your God ; 

6 In the day that I lifted up mine hand 
unto them, to bring them forth of the 
land of Egypt into a land that I had 
espied for them, flowing with milk and 
honey, which 28 the glory of all lands: 

7 Then said I unto them, Cast ye away 
every man the abominations of his eyes, 
and defile not yourselves with the idols 
of Egypt: I am the Lorp your God. 

8 But they rebelled against me, and 
would not hearken unto me: they did 
not every man cast away the abomina- 
tions of their eyes, neither did they for- 
sake the idols of Egypt: then I said, I 
will pour out my fury upon them, to 
accomplish my anger against them in 
the midst of the land of Egypt. 

9 But I wrought for my name’s sake, 
that it should not be polluted before the 
heathen, among whom they were, in 
whose sight I made myself known unto 
them, in bringing them forth out of the 
land of Egypt. 

10 4 Wherefore I caused them to go 
forth out of the land of Egypt, and 
brought them into the wilderness. 
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wherefore turn yourselves, and live ye. | 
CHAPTER 19. 


1 A Zamentation for the princes of Israel, under the 
parable of lions’ whelps taken in a pit, 10 and 
Jor Jerusalem, under the parable of a wasted vine. 


OREOVER, take thou up a lam- 
1% entation for the princes of Israel, 

2 And say, What 28 thy mother? A lion- 
ess: she lay down among lions, she nour- 
ished her whelps among young lions. 

3 And she brought up one of her whelps: 
it became a young lion, and it learned to 
catch the prey ; it devoured men. 

4 The nations also heard of him; he was 
taken in their pit, and they brought him 
with chains unto the land of Egypt. 

5 Now when she saw that she had wait- 
ed, and her hope was lost, then she took 
another of her whelps, and made him a 
young lion. 

6 And he went up and down among the 
lions, he became a young lion, and learn- 
ed to catch the prey, and devoured men. 

7 And he knew their desolate palaces, 
and he laid waste their cities; and the 
land was desolate, and the fulness there- 
of, by the noise of his roaring. 

8 Then the nations 86% against him on 
every side from the provinces, and spread 
their net over him: he was takenin their 

pit. 

9 And they put him in ward in chains, 
and brought him to the king of Babylon: 
they brought him into holds, that his 
voice should no more be heard upon the 
mountains of Israel. 

10 4 Thy mother 28 like a vine in thy 
blood, planted by the waters: she was 
fruitful and full of branches by reason 
of many waters. 

11 And she had strong rods for the 
sceptres of them that bare rule, and her 
stature was exalted among the thick 
branches, and she appeared in her height 
with the multitude of her branches. 

12 But she was plucked up in fury, she 
was cast down to the ground, and the 
east wind dried up her fruit: her strong 

rods were broken and withered ; the fire 
consumed them.

14 And fire is gone out of a rod of her 
branches, which hath devoured her fruit,

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23 I lifted up mine hand unto them also 
in the wilderness, that I would scatter 
them among the heathen, and disperse 
them through the countries ; 

24 Because they had not executed my 
judgments, but had despised my stat- 
utes, and had polluted my sabbaths, and 
their eyes were after their fathers’ idols. 

25 Wherefore I gave them also statutes 
that were not good, and judgments 
whereby they should not live; 

26 And I polluted them in their own 
gifts, in that they caused to pass through 
the fire all that openeth the womb, that 
I might make them desolate, to the end 
that they might know that I am the 
Lorp. 

27 Ἵ Therefore, son of man, speak unto 
the house of Israel, and say unto them, 
Thus saith the Lord Gop; Yet in this 
your fathers have blasphemed me, in 
that they have committed a trespass 
against me. 

28 Hor when I had brought them into 
the land, for the which I lifted up mine 
hand to give it to them, then they saw 
every high hill, and all the thick trees, 
and they offered there their sacrifices, 
and there they presented the provocation 
of their offering: there also they made 
their sweet savour, and poured out there 
their drink offerings. 

29 Then I said unto them, What 7s the 
high place whereunto ye go? And the 
name thereof is called Bamah unto this 
day. 1 

30 Wherefore say unto the house of 
Israel, Thus saith the Lord Gop; Are 
ye polluted after the manner of your 
fathers ? and commit ye whoredom after 
their abominations ? 

31 For when ye offer your gifts, when 
ye make your sons to pass through the 
fire, ye pollute yourselves with all your 
idols, even unto this day: and shall I be 
inquired of by you, O house of Israel ? 
As I live, saith the Lord Gop, I will not 
be inquired of by you. 

32 And that which cometh into your 
mind shall not be at all, that ye say, We 
will be as the heathen, as the families of 
the countries, to serve wood and stone. 

33 \ As I live, saith the Lord Gop, 
surely with a mighty hand, and with a 
stretched out arm, and with fury poured 
out, will I rule over you: 
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11 And I gave them my statutes, and 
shewed them my judgments, which 7¢f a 
man do, he shall even live in them. 

12 Moreover also I gave them my sab- 
baths, to be a sign between me and them, 
that they might know that I am the 
Lorp that sanctify them. 

13 But the house of Israel rebelled 
against me in the wilderness: they walk- 
ed not in my statutes, and they despised 
my judgments, which 7f a man do, he 
shall even live in them ; and my sabbaths 
they greatly polluted: then I said, I 
would pour out my fury upon them in 
the wilderness, to consume them. 

14 But I wrought for my name’s sake, 
that it should not be polluted before the 
heathen, in whose sight 1- brought them 
out.

22 Nevertheless I withdrew mine hand, 
and wrought for my name’s sake, that it 
should not be polluted in the sight of 
the heathen, in whose sight I brought 
them forth.

22 At his right hand was: the divina- 
tion for Jerusalem, τ appoint captains, 
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Jerusalem’s sins.

21 Yea, I will gather you, and blow 
upon you in the fire of my wrath, and 
ye shall be melted in the midst thereof. 

22 As silver is melted in the midst of 
the furnace, so shall ye be melted in the 
midst thereof ; and ye shall know that I 
the Lorp have poured out my fury upon

793 4 And the word of the Lorp came 
unto me, saying, 

24 Son of man, say unto her, Thou art 
the land that is not cleansed, nor rained 
upon in the day of indignation. 

25 There 08 a conspiracy of her prophets 
in the midst thereof, like a roaring lion 
ravening the prey: they have devoured 
souls; they have taken the treasure and 
precious things; they have made her 
many widows in the midst thereof. 

26 Her priests have violated my law, 
and have profaned mine holy things: they 
have put no difference between the holy 
and profane, neither have they .shewed 
difference between the unclean and the 
clean, and have hid their eyes from my 
sabbaths, and I am profaned among them. 

27 Her princes in the midst thereof are 
like wolves ravening the prey, to shed 
blood, and to destroy souls, to get dis- 
honest gain. 

28 And her prophets have daubed them 
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OREOVER the word of the Lorp 
came unto me, saying, 

2 Now, thou son of man, wilt thou 
judge, wilt thou judge the bloody city ? 
yea, thou shalt shew her all her abomi- 
nations, 

3 Then say thou, Thus saith the Lord 
Gop; The city sheddeth blood in the 
midst of it, that her time may come, 
and maketh idols against herself to de- 
file herself. 

4 Thou art become guilty in thy blood 
that thou hast shed; and hast defiled 
thyself in thine idols which thou hast 
made; and thou hast caused thy days 
to draw near, and art come even unto 
thy years: therefore have I made thee 
a reproach unto the heathen, and a 
mocking to all countries. 

5 Those that be near, and those that be 
far from thee, shall mock thee, which art 
infamous and much vexed. 

6 Behold, the princes of Israel, every 
one were in thee to their power to shed 
blood. 

7 In thee have they set light by father 
and mother: in the midst of thee have 
they dealt by oppression with the stran- 
ger: in thee have they vexed the father- 
less and the widow. 

8 Thou hast despised mine holy things, 
and hast profaned my sabbaths. 

9 In thee are men that carry tales to 
shed blood: and in thee they eat upon 
the mountains: in the midst of thee 
they commit lewdness. 

10 In thee have they discovered their 
fathers’ nakedness: in thee have they 
humbled her that was set apart for pol- 
lution. 

11 And one hath committed abomina- 
tion with his neighbour’s wife; and an- 
other hath lewdly defiled his daughter 
in law; and another in thee hath hum- 
bled his sister, his father’s daughter. 

12 In thee have they taken gifts to 
shed blood; thou hast taken usury and 

increase, and thou hast greedily gained 
of thy neighbours by extortion, and 
hast forgotten me, saith the Lord Gop. 

13 Ἵ Behold, therefore I have smitten 
mine hand at thy dishonest gain which 
thou hast made, and at thy blood which 
hath been in the midst of thee. 

14 Can thine heart endure, or can thine 
hands be strong, in the days that I shall

they took her sons and her daughters, and 
slew her with the sword: and she became 
famous among women; for they had 
executed judgment upon her. 

11 And when her sister Aholibah saw 
this, she was more corrupt in her in- 
ordinate love than she, and in her whore- 
doms more than her sister in her whore- 
doms. 

12 She doted upon the Assyrians her 
neighbours, captains and rulers clothed 
most gorgeously, horsemen riding upon 
horses, all of them desirable young men. 

15 Then I saw that she was defiled, 
that they took both one way, 

14 And that she increased her whore- 
doms: for when she saw men portrayed 
upon the wall, the images of the Chal- 
deans portrayed with vermilion, 

15 Girded with girdles upon their loins, 
exceeding in dyed attire upon their heads, 
all of them princes to look to, after the 
manner of the Babylonians of Chaldea, 
the land of their nativity: 


16 And as soon as she saw them with — 


her eyes, she doted upon them, and sent 
messengers unto them into Chaldea. 

17 And the Babylonians came to her 
into the bed of love, and they defiled 
her with their whoredom, and she was 
polluted with them, and her mind was 
alienated from them. 

18 So she discovered her whoredoms, 
and discovered her nakedness: then my 
mind was alienated from her, like as my 
mind was alienated from her sister. 

19 Yet she multiplied her whoredoms, 
in calling to remembrance the days of 
her youth, wherein she had played the 
harlot in the land of Egypt. 

20 For she doted upon their paramours, 
whose flesh 28 as the flesh of asses, and 
whose issue 7s like the issue of horses. 

21 Thus thou calledst to remembrance 
the lewdness of thy youth, in bruising 
thy teats by the Egyptians for the paps 
of thy youth. 

22 4 Therefore, O Aholibah, thus saith 
the Lord Gop; Behold, I will raise up 
thy lovers against thee, from whom thy 
mind is alienated, and I will bring them 
against thee on every side; 

23 The Babylonians, and all the Chal-. 
deans, Pekod, and Shoa, and Koa, and all 
the Assyrians with them: all of them de- 
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with untempered mortar, seeing vanity, 
and divining lies unto them, saying, 
Thus saith the Lord Gop, when the 
Lorp hath not spoken. 

29 The people of the land have used op- 
pression, and exercised robbery, and have 
vexed the poor and needy: yea, they 
have oppressed the stranger wrongfully. 

30 And I sought for a man among them, 
that should make up the hedge, and stand 
in the gap before me for the land, that I 
should not destroy it: but I found none. 

31 Therefore have I poured out mine 
indignation upon them; I have consumed 
them with the fire of my wrath: their 
own way have I recompensed upon their 
heads, saith the Lord Gop. 


CHAPTER 23. 


1 The whoredoms af Aholah and Aholibah. 22 Ahol- 
ibah is to be plagued by her lovers. 36 The prophet 
ie Aaa the adulteries of them both, 45 and shew- 
eth their judgments. 


HE word of the Lorp came again 
unto me, saying, 

2 Son of man, there were two women, 
the daughters of one mother : 

3 And they committed whoredoms in 
Egypt; they committed whoredoms in 
their youth: there were their breasts 
pressed, and there they bruised the teats 
of their virginity. 

4 And the names of them were Aholah 
the elder, and Aholibah her sister: and 
they were mine, and they bare sons and 
daughters. Thus were their names; Sa- 
maria 7s Aholah, and Jerusalem Aholi- 
bah. 

5 And Aholah played the harlot when 
she was mine; and she doted on her lov- 
ers, on the Assyrians fer neighbours, 

6 Which were clothed with blue, cap- 
tains and rulers, all of them desirable 
young men, horsemen riding upon horses. 

7 Thus she committed her whoredoms 
with them, with all them that were the 
chosen men of Assyria, and with all on 
whom she doted: with all their idols 
she defiled herself. 

8 Neither left she her whoredoms brought 
from Egypt: for in her youth they lay 
with her, and they bruised the breasts of 
her virginity, and poured their whore- 
dom upon her. 

9 Wherefore I have delivered her into 
the hand of her lovers, into the hand of 
the Assyrians, upon whom she doted. 
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Aholah and Aholibah. 


me behind thy back, therefore bear thou 
also thy lewdness and thy whoredoms. 

36 4 The Lorp said moreover unto me; 
Son of man, wilt thou judge Aholah and 
Aholibah ? yea, declare unto them their 
abominations ;

paintedst thy eyes, and deckedst thyself 
with ornaments, : . 

41 And satest upon a stately bed, and 
a table prepared before it, whereupon 
thou hast set mine incense and mine oil. 

42 And a voice of a multitude being at 
ease was with her: and with the men of 
the common sort were brought Sabeans 
from the wilderness, which put bracelets 
upon their hands, and beautiful crowns 
upon their heads. 

43 Then said I unto her that was old in 
adulteries, Will they now commit whore- 
coms with her, and she with them? 

44 Yet they went in unto her, as they 
go in unto a woman that playeth the 
harlot: so went they in unto Aholah 
and unto Aholibah, the lewd women. 

45 § And the righteous men, they 
shall judge them after the manner of 
adulteresses, and after the manner of 
women that shed blood; because they 
are adulteresses, and blood ¢s in their 
hands. 

46 For thus saith the Lord Gop; I 
will bring up a company upon them, 
and will give them to be removed and 
spoiled. 

47 And the company shall stone them 
with stones, and dispatch them with 
their swords; they ₪ slay their sons 
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sirable young men, captains and rulers, 
great lords and renowned, all of them 
riding upon horses. 

24 And they shall come against thee 
with chariots, wagons, and wheels, and 
with an assembly of people, which shall 
set against thee buckler and shield and 
helmet round about: and I will set judg- 
ment before them, and they shall judge 
thee according to their judgments. 

25 And I will set my jealousy against 
thee, and they shall deal furiously with 
thee: they shall take away thy nose and 
thine ears; and thy remnant shall fall by 
the sword: they shall take thy sons and 
thy daughters ; and thy residue shall be 
devoured by the fire. 

26 They shall also strip thee out of thy 
clothes, and take away thy fair jewels. 

27 Thus will I make thy lewdness to 
cease from thee, and thy whoredom 
brought from the land of Egypt: so that 
thou shalt not lift up thine eyes unto 
them, nor remember Egypt any more. 

28 For thus saith the Lord Gop; Behold, 
I will deliver thee into the hand of them 
whom thou hatest, into the hand of them 
from whom thy mind is alienated : 

29 And they shall deal with thee hate- 
fully, and shall take away all thy labour, 
and shall leave thee naked and bare: and 
the nakedness of thy whoredoms shall be 
discovered, both thy lewdness and thy 
whoredoms. 

30 I will do these things unto thee, be- 
cause thou hast gone a whoring after the 
heathen, and because thou art polluted 
with their idols. 

31 Thou hast walked in the way of. thy 
sister ; therefore will I give her cup into 
thine hand. 

32 Thus saith the Lord Gop ; Thou shalt 
drink of thy sister’s cup deep and large: 
thou shalt be laughed to scorn and had 
in derision ; it containeth much. 

88 Thou shalt be filled with drunken- 

ness and sorrow, with the cup of aston- 
ishment and desolation, with the cup of 
thy sister Samaria.

4 Gather the pieces thereof into it, even 
every good piece, the thigh, and the 
shoulder ; fill ἐξ with the choice bones. 

5 Take the choice of the flock, and 
burn also the bones under it, and make 
it boil well, and let them seethe the 
bones of it therein. 

6 4 Wherefore thus saith the Lord 
Gop; Woe to the bloody city, to the pot 
whose scum 28 therein, and whose scum 
is not gone out of it! bring it out piece 
by piece; let no lot fall upon it. 

7 For her blood is in the midst of her; 
she set it upon the top of a rock; she 
poured it not upon the ground, to cover 
it with dust ; 

8 That it might cause fury to come up 
to take vengeance; I have set her blood 
upon the top of a rock, that it should 
not be covered. 

9 Therefore thus saith the Lord Gop; 
Woe to the bloody city! I will even 
make the pile for fire great. 

10 Heap on wood, kindle the fire, con- 
sume the flesh, and spice it well, and 
let the bones be burned. 

11 Then set it empty upon the coals 
thereof, that the brass of it may be hot,

Behold, I will stretch out mine hand 
upon the Philistines, and I will cut off 
the Cherethim, and destroy the remnant 
of the sea coast. 

17 And I will execute great vengeance 
upon them with furious rebukes; and 
they shall know that 1 am the Lorp, 
when I shall lay my vengeance upon

4 Behold, therefore I will deliver thee 
to the men of the east for a possession, 
and they shall set their palaces in thee, 
and make their dwellings in thee: they 
shall eat thy fruit, and they shall drink 
thy milk. : 

5 And I will make Rabbah a stable for 
camels, and the Ammonites a couching 
place for flocks: and ye shall know that 
I am the Lorp. 

6 For thus saith the Lord Gop ; Because 
thou hast clapped thine hands, and stamp- 
ed with the feet, and rejoiced in heart 
with all thy despite against the land of 
Israel ; 

7 Behold, therefore I will stretch out 
mine hand upon thee, and will deliver 
thee fora spoil to the heathen ; and I will 
cut thee off from the people, and I will 
cause thee to perish out of the countries: 
I will destroy thee ; and thou shalt know 
that I am the Lorp. 

8 4 Thus saith the Lord Gop; Because 
that Moab and Seir do say, Behold, the

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Tyrus 13 threatened. EZEKIEL, 27. The mourning at her fall. 


15 Ἵ Thus saith the Lord Gop to Ty- 
rus; Shall not the isles shake at the 
sound of thy fall, when the wounded 
cry, when the slaughter is made in the 
midst of thee? 

16 Then all the princes of the sea shall 
come down from their thrones, and la 
away their robes, and put off their broid- 
ered garments: they shall clothe them- 
selves with trembling; they shall sit 
upon the ground, and shall tremble at 
every moment, and be astonished at thee. 

17 And they shall take up a lamentation 
for thee, and say to thee, How art thou 
destroyed, that wast inhabited of seafar- 
ing men, the renowned city, which wast 
strong in the sea, she and her inhabit- 
ants, which cause their terror fo be on 
all that haunt it! 

18 Now shall the isles tremble in the 
day of thy fall; yea,the isles that are in the 
sea shall be troubled at thy departure. 

19 For thus saith the Lord Gop; When 
I shall make thee a desolate city, like the 
cities that are not inhabited; when I shall 
bring up the deep upon thee, and great 
waters shall cover thee ; 

20 When I shall bring thee down with 
them that descend into the pit, with the 
people of old time, and shall set thee 
in the low parts of the earth, in places 
desolate of old, with them that go down 
to the pit, that thou be not inhabited ; 
and I shall set glory in the land of the 
living ; 

21 I will make thee a terror, and thou 
shalt be no more: though thou be sought 
for, yet shalt thou never be found again, 
saith the Lord Gop. 


CHAPTER 27. 


1 The rich supply of Tyrus. 26 The great and un- 
recoverable fall thereof. 


ΗΕ word of the Lorp came again 
unto me, saying, 
2 Now, thou son of man, take up a lam- 
entation for Tyrus; 
3 And say unto Tyrus, O thou that art 
situate at the entry of the sea, which art 
a merchant of the people for many isles, 
Thus saith the Lord Gop; O Tyrus, thou 
hast said, I am of perfect = 
4 Thy borders are in the midst of the 
seas, thy builders have perfected thy 
beauty. 
5 They have made all thy ship boards 
of fir trees of Senir: they have taken 


3 Therefore thus saith the Lord Gon; 
Behold, I am against thee, Ὁ Tyrus, and 
will cause many nations to come up 
against thee, as the sea causeth his 
waves to come up. 

4 And they shall destroy the walls of 
Tyrus, and break down her towers: I 
will also scrape her dust from her, and 
make her like the top of a rock. 

5 It shall be a place for the spreading of 
nets in the midst of the sea: for I have 
spoken 27, saith the Lord Gop: and it shall 
become a spoil to the nations. 

6 And her daughters which are in the 
field shall be slain by the sword; and 
they shall know that I am the Lorp. 

7 4 For thus saith the Lord Gop; Be- 
hold, I will bring upon Tyrus Nebuchad- 
rezzar king of Babylon, a king of kings, 
from the north, with horses, and with 
chariots, and with horsemen, and com- 
panies, and much people. 

8 He shall slay with the sword thy 
daughters in the field: and he shall make 
a fort against thee, and cast a mount 
against thee, and lift up the buckler 
against thee. 

9 And he shall set engines of war 
against thy walls, and with his axes he 
shall break down thy towers. 

10 By reason of the abundance of his 
horses their dust shall cover thee: thy 
walls shall shake at the noise of the 
horsemen, and of the wheels, and of the 
chariots, when he shall enter into thy 
gates, as men enter into a city wherein 
is made a breach. 

11 With the hoofs of his horses shall he 
tread down all thy streets: he shall slay 
thy people by the sword, and thy strong 
garrisons shall go down to the ground. 

12 And they shall make a spoil of thy 
riches, and make a prey of thy merchan- 
dise: and they shall break down thy 
walls, and destroy thy pleasant houses: 
and they shall lay thy stones and thy 
timber and thy dust in the midst of the 
water. 

13 And I will cause the noise of thy 
songs to cease; and the sound of thy 
harps shall be no more heard. 

14 And I will make thee like the top 
of a rock: thou shalt be a place to spread 
nets upon; thou shalt be built no more:

28 Haran, and Canneh, and Eden, the 
merchants of Sheba, Asshur, and Chil- 
mad, were thy merchants. 

24 These were thy merchants in all sorts 
of things, in blue clothes, and broidered 
work, and in chests of rich apparel, bound 
with cords, and made of cedar, amon 
thy merchandise. 

25 The ships of Tarshish did sing of 
thee in thy market: and thou wast re- 
plenished, and made very glorious in the 
midst of the seas. 

26 "| Thy rowers have brought thee 
into great waters: the east wind hath 
broken thee in the midst of the seas. 

27 Thy riches, and thy fairs, thy mer- 
chandise, thy mariners, and thy pilots, 
thy calkers, and the occupiers of thy mer- 
chandise, and all thy men of war, that are 
in thee, and in all thy company which 7s 
in the midst of thee, shall fall into the 
midst of the seas in the day of thy ruin. 

28 The suburbs shall shake at the sound 
of the cry of thy pilots. 

29 And all that handle the oar, the 
mariners, and all the pilots of the sea, 
shall come down from their ships, they 
shall stand upon the land; 

30 And shall cause their voice to be 
heard against thee, and shall cry bitterly, 
and shall cast up dust upon their heads, 
they shall wallow themselves in the 
ashes : 

31 And they shall make themselves ut- 
terly bald for thee, and gird them with 
sackcloth, and they shall weep for thee 
with bitterness of heart and bitter 
wailing.

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cedars from Lebanon to make masts for 
thee. 

6 Of the oaks of Bashan have they made 
thine oars ; the company of the Ashurites 
have made thy benches of ivory, brought 
= 0116 of the isles of Chittim. 

7 Fine linen with broidered work from 
Egypt was that which thou spreadest 
forth to be thy sail; blue and purple from 
the isles of Elishah was that which cov- 
ered thee. 

8 The inhabitants of Zidon and Arvad 
were thy mariners: thy wise men, O Ty- 
rus, that were in thee, were thy pilots. 

9 The ancients of Gebal and the wise 
men thereof were in thee thy calkers: all 
the ships of the sea with their mariners 
were in thee to occupy thy merchandise. 

10 They of Persia and of Lud and of 
Phut were in thine army, thy men of 
war: they hanged the shield and helmet 
in thee ; they set forth thy comeliness. 

11 The men of Arvad with thine army 
were upon thy walls round about, and the 
Gammadim were in thy towers: they 
hanged their shields upon thy walls 
round about ; they have made thy beauty 
perfect. 

12 Tarshish was thy merchant by rea- 
- gon of the multitude of all kind of riches; 
- with silver, iron, tin, and lead, they 
traded in thy fairs. 

13 Javan, Tubal, and Meshech, they were 
thy merchants: they traded the persons 
of men and vessels of brass in thy market. 

14 They of the house of Togarmah 
. traded in thy fairs with horses and 
horsemen and mules. 

15 The men of Dedan were thy mer- 
chants; many isles were the merchandise 
of thine hand: they brought thee for a 
present, horns of ivory and ebony. 

16 Syria was thy merchant by reason of 
the multitude of the wares of thy making: 
they occupied in thy fairs with emeralds, 
purple, and broidered work, and fine 
linen, and coral, and agate. 

17 Judah, and the land of Israel, they 
were thy merchants: they traded in thy 
market wheat of Minnith, and Pannag, 
and honey, and oil, and balm. 

18 Damascus was thy merchant in the 
multitude of the wares of thy making, 
for the multitude of all riches; in the 
wine of Helbon, and white wool. 

19 Dan also and Javan going to and fro 


the prince of Tyrus. 
circumcised by the hand of strangers: 
for I have spoken 07, saith the Lord Gop. 

11 \ Moreover the word of the Lorp 
came unto me, saying, 

12 Son of man, take up a lamentation 
upon the king of Tyrus, and say unto 
him, Thus saith the Lord Gop; Thou 
sealest up the sum, full of wisdom, and 
perfect in beauty. 

13 Thou hast been in Eden the garden 
of God; every precious stone was thy 
covering, the sardius, topaz, and the 
diamond, the beryl, the onyx, and the 
jasper, the sapphire, the emerald, and 
the carbuncle, and gold: the workman- 
ship of thy tabrets and of thy pipes 
was prepared in thee in the day that 
thou wast created. 

14 Thou art the anointed cherub that 
covereth ; and I have set thee so; thou 
wast upon the holy mountain of God;

2 Son of man, say unto the prince of 
Tyrus, Thus saith the Lord Gop; Be- 
cause thine heart 28 lifted up, and thou 
hast said, I am a god, I sit zm the seat 
of God, in the midst of the seas; yet 
thou art a man, and not God, though 
thou set thine heart as the heart of God : 

3 Behold, thou art wiser than Daniel ; 
there is no secret that they can hide 
from thee: 

4 With thy wisdom and with thine un- 
derstanding thou hast gotten thee riches, 
and hast gotten gold and silver into thy 
treasures : 

5 By thy great wisdom and by thy traf- 
fick hast thou increased thy riches, and 
thine heart is lifted up because of thy 
riches : 

6 Therefore thus saith the Lord Gop; 
Because thou hast set thine heart as the 
heart of God ; 

7 Behold, therefore I will bring stran- 
gers upon thee, the terrible of the na- 
tions: and they shall draw their swords 
against the beauty of thy wisdom, and 
they shall defile thy brightness. 

8 They shall bring thee down to the 
pit, and thou shalt die the deaths of them 
that wre slain in the midst of the seas. 

9 Wilt thou yet say before him that

14 And I will bring again the captivity 
of Egypt, and will cause them to return 
into the land of Pathros, into the land of 
their habitation ; and they shall be there 
a base kingdom. 

15 It shall be the basest of the king- 
doms; neither shall it exalt itself any 
more above the nations: for I will dimin- 
ish them, that they shall no more rule 
over the nations. 

16 And it shall be no more the confi- 
dence of the house of Israel, which bring- 
eth their iniquity to remembrance, when 
they shall look after them : but they shall 
know that I am the Lord Gop. 

17 § And it came to pass in the seven 
and twentieth year, in the first month, in 
the first day of the month, the word of the 
LorD came unto me, saying, 
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I will be glorified in the midst of thee: 
and they shall know that I am the Lorn, 
when I shall have executed judgments in 
her, and shall be sanctified in her. 

23 For I will send into her pestilence, 
and blood into her streets; and the 
- wounded shall be judged in the midst of 
her by the sword upon her on every side; 
and they shall know that I am the Lorp. 

24 % And there shall be no more a prick- 
ing brier unto the house of Israel, nor 
any grieving thorn of all that are round 
about them, that despised them; and they 
shall know that I am the Lord Gop. 

25 Thus saith the Lord Gop ; When 1 
shall have gathered the house of Israel 
from the people among whom they are 
scattered, and shall be sanctified in them 
in the sight of the heathen, then shall 
they dwell in their land that I have given 
to my servant Jacob. 

26 And they shall dwell safely therein, 
and shall build houses, and plant vine- 
yards; yea, they shall dwell with confi- 
dence, when 1 have executed judgments 
upon all those that despise them round 
about them; and they shall know that 
I am the Lorp their God.

N the tenth year, in the tenth month, 
in the twelfth day of the month, the 
word of the LorpD came unto me, saying, 
2 Son of man, set thy face against Pha- 
raoh king of Egypt, and prophesy against 
him, and against all Egypt : 

3 Speak, and say, Thus saith the Lord 
Gop ; Behold, I am against thee, Pharaoh 
king of Egypt, the great dragon that lieth 
in the midst of his rivers, which hath 
said, My river 08 mine own, and I have 
made 22 for myself. 

4 But I will put hooks in thy jaws, and 
I will cause the fish of thy rivers to stick 
unto thy scales, and I will bring thee up 
out of the midst of thy rivers, and all the 
fish of thy rivers shall stick unto thy 
scales. 

5 And I will leave thee thrown into the 
wilderness, thee and all the fish of thy 
Tivers: thou shalt fall upon the open 
fields; thou shalt not be brought to- 
gether, nor gathered: I have given thee

9 In that day shall messengers go forth 
from me in ships to make the careless 
Ethiopians afraid, and great pain shall 
come upon them, as in the day of Egypt:

10 Thus saith the Lord Gop; I will 
also make the multitude of Egypt to 
cease by the hand of Nebuc eZZar 
king of Babylon. 

11 He and his people with him, the ter- 
rible of the nations, shall be brought to 
destroy the land: and they shall draw 
their swords against Egypt, and fill the 
land with the slain.

and I will make the land waste, and all 
that is therein, by the hand of strangers :

13 Thus saith the Lord Gop; I will also 
destroy the idols, and I will cause their 
images to cease out of Noph; and there 
shall be no more a prince of the land of 
Egypt: and I will put a fear in the land 
of Egypt. 

14 And I will make Pathros desolate, 
and will set fire in Zoan, and will execute 
judgments in No. 

15 And I will pour my fury upon Sin, 
the strength of Egypt; and I will cut 
off the multitude of No. 

.16 And I will set fire in Egypt : Sin shall 
have great pain, and No shall be rent 
asunder, and Noph shall have distresses 
daily. 

17 The young men of Aven and of Pi- 
beseth shall fall by the sword: and these 
cities shall go into captivity. 

18 At Tehaphnehes also the day shall 
be darkened, when I shall break there 
the yokes of Egypt: and the pomp of 
her strength shall cease in her: as for 
her, a cloud shall cover her, and her 
daughters shall go into captivity. 

19 Thus will I execute judgments in 
Egypt: and they shall know that I am 
the Lorp. 


20 "| And it came to pass in the elev-— 


enth year, in the first month, in the sev- 
enth day of the month, that the word of 
the LorD came unto me, saying, 

21 Son of man, 1 have broken the arm 
of Pharaoh king of Egypt; and, lo, it 
shall not be bound up to be healed, 0 
put a roller to bind it, to make it strong 
to hold the sword. 
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18 Son of man, Nebuchadrezzar king 
of Babylon caused his army to serve a 
great service against Tyrus: every head 
was made bald, and every shoulder was 
peeled: yet had he no wages, nor his 
army, for Tyrus, for the service that he 
had served against it : 

19 Therefore thus saith the Lord Gop;

8 Thus saith the Lord Gop ; I will there- 
fore spread out my net over thee with a 
company of many people; and they shall 
bring thee up in my net. 

4 Then will I leave thee upon the land, 
I will cast thee forth upon the open field, 
and will cause all the fowls of the heaven 
to remain upon thee, and I will fill the 
beasts of the whole earth with thee.

GAIN the word of the Lorp came 
unto me, saying, 

2 Son of man, speak to the children of 
thy people, and say unto them, When I 
bring the sword upon a land, if the peo- 
ple of the land take a man of their coasts, 
and set him for their watchman: 

3 If when he seeth the sword come 
upon the land, he blow the trumpet, 
and warn the people; 

4 Then whosoever heareth the sound of 
the trumpet, and taketh not warning ; if 
the sword come, and take him away, his 
blood shall be upon his own head. 

5 He heard the sound of the trumpet, 
and took not warning ; his blood shall be 
upon him. But he that taketh warning 
shall deliver his soul. 

6 But if the watchman see the sword 
come, and blow not the trumpet, and the 
people be not warned ; if the sword come, 
and take any person from among them, 
he is taken away in his iniquity ; but his 
blood will I require at the watchman’s 
hand. 

7 4. So thou, O son of man, I have 
set thee a watchman unto the house of 
Israel ; therefore thou shalt hear the word 
at my mouth, and warn them from me. 

8 When I say unto the wicked, O wick- 
ed man, thou shalt surely die; if thou 
dost not speak to warn the wicked from 
his way, that wicked man shall die in 
his iniquity ; but his blood will I require 
at thine hand. 

9 Nevertheless, if thou warn the wicked 
of his way to turn from it; if he do not 
turn from his way, he shall die in his in- 
iquity ; but thou hast delivered thy soul. 

10 Therefore, O thou son of man, speak 
unto the house of Israel ; Thus ye speak, 
saying, If our transgressions and our sins 
be upon us, and we pine away in them, 
how should we then live ? 

11 Say unto them, As I live, saith the 
Lord Gop, I have no pleasure in the

the pit, and her company is round about 
her grave; all of them slain, fallen by 
the sword, which caused terror in the 
land of the living. 

24 There 7s Elam and all her multitude 
round about her grave; all of them slain, 
fallen by the sword, which are gone down 
uncircumcised into the nether parts of 
the earth, which caused their terror in 
the land of the living; yet have they 
borne their shame with them that go 
down to the pit. 

25 They have set her a bed in the midst 
of the slain with all her multitude: her 
graves are round about him: all of them 
uncircumcised, slain by the sword: 
though their terror was caused in the 
land of the living, yet have they borne 
their shame with them that go down to 
the pit: he is put in the midst of them 
that be slain. 

26 There zs Meshech, Tubal, and all her 
multitude: her graves are round about 
him: all of them uncircumcised, slain 
by the sword, though they caused their 
terror in the land of the living. 

27 And they shall not lie with the 
mighty that are fallen of the uncircum- 
cised, which are gone down to hell with 
their weapons of war : and they have laid 
their swords under their heads, but their 
iniquities shall be upon their bones, 
though they were the terror of the mighty 
in the land of the living. 

28 Yea, thou shalt be broken in the 
midst of the uncircumcised, and shalt lie 
with them that are slain with the sword. 

29 There.zs Edom, her kings, and all 
her princes, which with their might are 
laid by them that were slain by the sword: 
they shall lie with the uncircumcised, and 
with them that go down to the pit. 

30 There 06 the princes of the north, all 
of them, and all the Zidonians, which are 
gone down with the slain ; with their ter- 
ror they are ashamed of their might ; and 
they lie uncircumcised with them that be 
slain by the sword, and bear their shame 
with them that go down to the pit. 

81 Pharaoh shall see them, and 1 
be comforted over all his multitude, even 
Pharaoh and all his army slain by the 
sword, saith the Lord Gop. 

82 For I have caused my terror in the 
land of the living: and heshall be laid in 
the midst of the uncircumcised with them 


His judgments upon the land. 


24 Son of man, they that inhabit those 
wastes of the land of Israel speak, say- 
ing, Abraham was one, and he inherited 
the land: but we are many; the land is 
given us for inheritance. 

25 Wherefore say unto them, Thus 
saith the Lord Gop; Ye eat with the 
blood, and lift up your eyes toward your 
idols, and shed blood: and shall ye pos- 
sess the land ? 

26 Ye stand upon your sword, ye work 
abomination, and ye defile every one his 
neighbour’s wife: and shall ye possess 
the land ? 

27 Say thou thus unto them, Thus saith 
the Lord Gop; As 1 live, surely they that 
are in the wastes shall fall by the sword, 
and him that 28 in the open field will I 
give to the beasts to be devoured, and 
they that be in the forts and in the caves 
shall die of the pestilence. 

28 For I will lay the land most deso- 
late, and the pomp of her strength shall 
cease ; and the mountains of Israel shall 
be desolate, that none shall pass through. 

29 Then shall they know that I am the 
Lorp, when I have laid the land most 
desolate, because of all their abomina- 
tions which they have committed. 

30 4 Also, thou son of man, the children 
of thy people still are talking against 
thee by the walls and in the doors of 
the houses, and speak one to another, 
every one to his brother, saying, Come, 
I pray you, and hear what is the word 
that cometh forth from the Lorp. 

31 And they come unto thee as the peo- 
ple cometh, and they sit before thee as 
my people, and they hear thy words, but 
they will not do them: for with their 
mouth they shew much love, but their 
heart goeth after their covetousness. 

32 And, lo, thou art unto them as a 
very lovely song of one that hath a pleas- 
ant voice, and can play well on an in- 
strument: for they hear thy words, but 
they do them not. 

33 And when this cometh to pass, (lo, 
it will come,) then shall they know that 
a prophet hath been among them. 


CHAPTER 34. 


1 A reproof of the shepherds. ἢ God’s judgment 
against them. 11 His providence for his fiock. 0 
he kingdom of Christ. 


ND the word of the LornD came unto 
me, saying, 
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death of the wicked ; but that the wicked 
turn from his way and live: turn ye, turn 
ye from your evil ways ; for why will ye 
die, O house of Israel ? 

12 Therefore, thou son of man, say unto 
the children of thy people, The righteous- 
ness of the righteous shall not deliver him 
in the day of his transgression : as for the 
wickedness of the wicked, he shall not 
fall thereby in the day that he turneth 
from his wickedness; neither shall the 
righteous be able to live for his rightcous- 
ness in the day that he sinneth. 

13 When I shall say to the righteous, 
that he shall surely live; if he trust to 
his own righteousness, and commit iniq- 
uity, all his righteousnesses shall not be 
remembered ; but for his iniquity that he 
hath committed, he shall die for it. 

14 Again, when I say unto the wicked, 
Thou shalt surely die ; if he turn from his 
sin, and do that which is lawful and 
right ; 

15 Jf the wicked restore the pledge, give 
again that he had robbed, walk in the stat- 
utes of life, without committing iniquity ; 
he shall surely live, he shall not die. 

16 None of his sins that he hath com- 
mitted shall be mentioned unto him: he 
hath done that which is lawful and 
right ; he shall surely live. 

17 ף‎ Yet the children of thy people 
say, The way of the Lord is not equal: 
but as for them, their way is not equal. 

18 When the righteous turneth from 
his righteousness, and committeth iniq- 
uity, he shall even die thereby. 

19 But if the wicked turn from his wick- 
edness, and do that which is lawful and 
right, he shall live thereby. 

20 Ἵ Yet ye say, The way of the Lord is 
not equal. O ye house of Israel, I will 
judge you every one after his ways. 

21 4 And it came to pass in the twelfth 
year of our captivity, in the tenth month, 
in the fifth day of the month, that one that 
had escaped out of Jerusalem came unto 
me, saying, The city is smitten. 

22 Now the hand of the Lorp was 
upon me in the evening, afore he that 
was escaped came; and had opened my 
mouth, until he came to me in the morn- 
ing; and my mouth was opened, and I 
was no more dumb. 

23 Then the word of the LorpD came 
unto me, saying, 
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tries, and will bring them to their own 
land, and feed them upon the mount- 
ains of Israel by the rivers, and in all 
the inhabited places of the country. 

14 I will feed them in a good pasture, 
and upon the high mountains of Israel 
shall their fold be: there shall they lie 
in a good fold, and א‎ a fat pasture shall 
they feed upon the mountains of Israel. 

15 I will feed my flock, and I will 
cause them to lie down, saith the Lord 
Gop. 

16 I will seek that which was lost, and 
bring again that which was driven away, 
and will bind up that which was broken, 
and will strengthen that which was sick :

I will feed them with judgment. 

17 And as for you, O my flock, thus 
saith the Lord Gop; Behold, I judge 
between cattle and cattle, between the 
rams and the he goats. 

18 Seemeth it a small thing unto you to 
have eaten up the good pasture, but ye 
must tread down with your feet the resi- 
due of your pastures ? and to have drunk 
of the deep waters, but ye must foul 
the residue with your feet ? 

19 And as for my flock, they eat that 
which ye have trodden with your feet ; 
and they drink that which ye have 
fouled with your feet. 

20 “| Therefore thus saith the Lord 
Gop unto them; Behold, I, even I, will 
judge between the fat cattle and be- 
tween the lean cattle. 

21 Because ye have thrust with side 
aud with shoulder, and pushed all the 
diseased with your horns, till ye have 
scattered them abroad ; 

22 Therefore will I save my flock, and 
they shall no more be a prey; and I 
will judge between cattle and cattle. 

28 And I will set up one Shepherd 
over them, and he shall feed them, even 
my servant David; he shall feed them, 
and he shall be their shepherd. 

24 And I the Lorp will be their God, 
and my servant David a prince among 
them; I the Lorp have spoken 7. 

25 And I will make with them a cove- 
nant of peace, and will cause the evil 
beasts to cease out of the land: and they 
shall dwell safely in the wilderness, and 
sleep in the woods. 

26 And I will make them and _ the 
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2 Son of man, prophesy against the 
shepherds of Israel, prophesy, and say 
unto them, Thus saith the Lord Gop 
unto the shepherds; Woe 26 to the shep- 
herds of Israel that do feed themselves ! 
should not the shepherds feed the flocks? 

8 Ye eat the fat, and ye clothe you with 
the wool, ye kill them that are fed: but 
ye feed not the flock. 

4 The diseased have ye not strengthen- 
ed, neither have ye healed that which 
was sick, neither have ye bound up that 
which was broken, neither have ye 
brought again that which was driven 
away, neither have ye sought that which 
was lost; but with force and with cruelty 
have ye ruled them. 

5 And they were scattered, because 
there is no shepherd: and they became 
meat to all the beasts of the field, when 
they were scattered. 

6 My sheep wandered through all the 
mountains, and upon every high hill: 
yea, my flock was scattered upon all the 
face of the earth, and none did search or 
seek after them. 

7 4 Therefore, ye shepherds, hear the 
word of the Lorn; 

8 As I live, saith the Lord Gop, surely 
because my flock became a prey, and my 
flock became meat to every beast of the 
field, because there was no shepherd, nei- 
ther did my shepherds search for my 
flock, but the shepherds fed themselves, 
and fed not my flock ; 

9 Therefore, O ye shepherds, hear the 
word of the Lorn; 

10 Thus saith the Lord Gop; Behold, 
I am against the shepherds; and 1 will 
require my flock at their hand, and cause 
them to cease from feeding the flock; 
neither shall the shepherds feed them- 
selves any more; for I will deliver my 
flock from their mouth, that they may 
not be meat for them. 

11 § For thus saith the Lord Gop; 
Behold, I, even I, will both search my 
sheep, and seek them out. 

12 Asa shepherd seeketh out his flock 
in the day that he is among his sheep 
that are scattered ; so will I seek out my 
sheep, and will deliver them out of all 
places where they have been scattered 
in the cloudy and dark day. 

18 And I will bring them out from the 
people, and gather them from the coun- 


of mount Seir. 


8 And I will fill his mountains with his 
slain men: in thy hills, and in thy val- 
leys, and in all thy rivers, shall they fall 
that are slain with the sword. 

9 I will make thee perpetual desolations, 
and thy cities shall not return: and ye 
shall know that I am the Lorp. 

10 Because thou hast said, These two 
nations and these two countries shall be 
mine, and we will possess it; whereas 
the Lorp was there: 

11 Therefore, as I live, saith the Lord 
Gop, I will even do according to thine 
anger, and according to thine envy, 
which thou hast used out of thy hatred 
against them; and I will make myself 
known among them, when I have judged 
thee. 

12 And thou shalt know that I am the 
Lorp, and that 1 have heard all thy blas- 
phemies which thou hast spoken against 
the mountains of Israel, saying, They 
are laid desolate, they are given us to 
consume. 

13 Thus with your mouth ye have 
boasted against me, and have multiplied 
your words against me: I have heard 
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them. 

14 Thus saith the Lord Gop; When the 
whole earth rejoiceth, I will make thee 
desolate. 

15 As thou didst rejoice at the inherit- 
ance of the house of Israel, because it 
was desolate, so will I do unto thee: thou 
shalt be desolate, O mount Seir, and all 
Idumea, even all of it: and they shall 
know that I am the Lorp. 


CHAPTER 36. 


1 The land of Israel is comforted, both by destruc- 
tion of the heathen, who spitefully used it, 8 and by 
the blessings of God promised unto it. 16 Israel 
was rejected for their sin, 21 and shall be restored 
without their desert. 25 The blessings of Christ's 
kingdom. 


At8?: thou son of man, prophesy unto 
the mountains of Israel, and say, 
Ye mountains of Israel, hear the word 
of the Lorp: 

2 Thus saith the Lord Gop; Because 
the enemy hath said against you, Aha, 
even the ancient high places are ours in 
possession : 

3 Therefore prophesy and say, Thus 
saith the Lord Gop; Because they have 
made you desolate, and swallowed you 
up on every side, that ye might be a pos- 
session unto the residue of the heathen, 
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places round about my hill a blessing ; 
and I will cause the shower to come 
down in his season; there shall be show- 
ers of blessing. 

27 And the tree of the field shall yield 
her fruit, and the earth shall yield her 
increase, and they shall be safe in their 
land, and shall know that 1 wm the Lorp, 
when I have broken the bands of their 
yoke, and delivered them out of the 
hand of those that served themselves of 
them. 

28 And they shall no more be a prey to 
the heathen, neither shall the beast of the 
land devour them; but they shall dwell 
safely, and none shall make them afraid. 

29 And I will raise up for them a plant 
of renown, and they shall be no more 
consumed with hunger in the land, nei- 
ther bear the shame of the heathen any 
more. 

30 Thus shall they know that I the 
Lorp their God am with them, and that 
they, even the house of Israel, are my 
people, saith the Lord Gop. 

31 And ye my flock, the flock of my 
pasture, ave men, and I am your God, 
saith the Lord Gon. 


CHAPTER 35.

OREOVER the word of the Lorp 
came unto me, saying, 

2 Son of man, set thy face against 
mount Seir, and prophesy against it, 

3 And say unto it, Thus saith the Lord 
Gop ; Behold, O mount Seir, I am against 
thee, and I will stretch out mine hand 
against thee, and I will make thee most 
desolate. 

4 I will lay thy cities waste, and thou 
shalt be desolate, and thou shalt know 
that I am the Lorp. 

5 Because thou hast had a perpetual 
hatred, and hast shed the blood’ of the 
children of Israel by the force of the 
sword in the time of their calamity, in 
the time that their iniquity had an end: 

6 Therefore, as I live, saith the Lord 
Gop, I will prepare thee unto blood, and 
blood shall pursue thee: since thou hast 
not hated blood, even blood shall pur- 
sue thee. 

7 Thus will I make mount Seir most 
desolate, and cut off from it him that 
passeth out and him that returneth. 
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15 Neither will I cause men to hear in 
thee the shame of the heathen any more, 
neither shalt thou bear the reproach of 
the people any more, neither shalt thou 
cause thy nations to fall any more, saith 
the Lord Gop. 

16 Ἵ Moreover the word of the Lorp 
came unto me, saying, 

17 Son of man, when the house of Israel 
dwelt in their own land, they defiled it by 
their own way and by their doings: their 
way was before me as the uncleanness of 
a removed woman. 

18 Wherefore I poured my fury upon 
them for the blood that they had shed 
upon the land, and for their idols where- 
with they had polluted it :

25 Ἵ Then will I sprinkle clean water 
upon you, and ye shall be clean: from all 
your filthiness, and from all your idols, 
will I cleanse you. 

26 A new heart also will I give you, and 
a new spirit will I put within you: and 1 
will take away the stony heart out of 
your flesh, and I will give you a heart of 
flesh. 

27 And I will put my Spirit within you, 
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The land of 


and ye are taken up in the lips of talk- 
ers, and are an infamy of the people: 

4 Therefore, ye mountains of Israel, 
hear the word of the Lord Gop; Thus 
saith the Lord Gop to the mountains and 
to the hills, to the rivers and to the val- 
leys, to the desolate wastes and to the 
cities that are forsaken, which became a 
prey and derision to the residue of the 
heathen that ae round about ;

2 Son of man, set thy face against Gog, 
the land of Magog, the chief prince of 
Meshech and Tubal, and prophesy against 
him, 

8 And say, Thus saith the Lord Gop; 
Behold, I am against thee, O Gog, the 
chief prince of Meshech and Tubal: 

4 And I will turn thee back, and put 
hooks into thy jaws, and I will bring 
thee forth, and all thine army, horses 
and horsemen, all of them clothed with 
all sorts of armour, even a great company 
with bucklers and shields, all of them 
handling swords: 

5 Persia, Ethiopia, and Libya with them; 
all of them with shield and helmet : 

6 Gomer, and all his bands; the house 
of Togarmah of the north quarters, and 
all his bands: and many people with 
thee. 

7 Be thou prepared, and prepare for 
thyself, thou, and all thy company that 
are assembled unto thee, and be thou a 
guard unto them. 

8 4 After many days thou shalt be vis- 
ited: in the latter years thou shalt come 
into the land that 28 brought back from 
the sword, and zs gathered out of many 
people, against the mountains of Israel, 
which have been always waste: but it is 
brought forth out of the nations, and they 
shall dwell safely all of them. 

9 Thou shalt ascend and come like a 
storm, thou shalt be like a cloud to cover 
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I the Lorp have spoken 7¢, and per- 
formed τέ, saith the Lorp. 

15 Ἵ The word of the Lorp came again 
unto me, saying, 

16 Moreover, thou son of man, take thee 
one stick, and write upon it, For Judah, 
and for the children of Israel his com- 
panions: then take another stick, and 
write upon it, For Joseph, the stick of 
Ephraim, and for all the house of Israel 
his companions: 

17 And join them one to another into 
one stick; and they shall become one in 
thine hand. 

18 4 And when the children of thy peo- 
ple shall speak unto thee, saying, Wilt 
thou not shew us what thou meanest by 
these ? 

19 Say unto them, Thus saith the Lord 
Gop; Behold, I will take the stick of Jo- 
seph, which 28 in the hand of Ephraim, 
and the tribes of Israel his fellows, and 
will put them with him, even with the 
stick of Judah, and make them one stick, 
and they shall be one in mine hand. 

20 “S| And the sticks whereon thou 
writest shall be in thine hand before 
their eyes. 

21 And say unto them, Thus saith the 
Lord Gop; Behold, I will take the chil- 
dren of Israel from among the heathen, 
whither they be gone, and will gather 
them on every side, and bring them into 
their own land: 

22 And I will make them one nation in 
the land upon the mountains of Israel; 
and one king shall be king to them all: 
and they shail be no more two nations, 
neither shall they be divided into two 
kingdoms any more at all: 

23 Neither shall they defile themselves 
any more with their idols, nor with their 
detestable things, nor with any of their 
transgressions: but I will save them out 
of all their dwellingplaces, wherein they 
have sinned, and will cleanse them: so 
shall they be my people, and I will be 
their God. 

24 And David my servant shall be king 
over them; and they all shall have one 
shepherd: they shall also walk in my 
judgments, and observe my statutes, and 
do them. 

25 And they shall dwell in the land 
that I have given unto Jacob my servant, 
wherein your cag have dwelt; and 


against Gog. 
fowls of the heaven, and the beasts of the 
field, and all creeping things that creep 
upon the earth, and all the men that are 
upon the face of the earth, shall shake at 
my presence, and the mountains shall be 
thrown down, and the steep places shall 
fall, and every wall shall fall to the 
ground. 

21 And I will call for a sword against 
him throughout all my mountains, saith 
the Lord Gop: every man’s sword shall . 
be against his brother. 

22 And I will plead against him with 
pestilence and with blood ; and 1 will rain 
upon him, and upon his bands, and upon 
the many people that are with him, an 
overflowing rain, and great hailstones, 
fire, and brimstone. 

23 Thus will I magnify myself, and 
sanctify myself; and I will be known in 
the eyes of many nations, and they shall 
know that I am the Lorp. 


CHAPTER 39. 


HEREFORE, thou con of man, 
prophesy against Gog, and say, 
Thus saith the Lord Gop; Behold, I am 
against thee, O Gog, the chief prince of 
Meshech and Tubal: 

2 And I will turn thee back, and leave 
but the sixth part of thee, and will cause 
thee to come up from the north parts, and 
will bring thee upon the mountains of 
Israel : 

3 And I will smite thy bow out of thy 
left hand, and will cause thine arrows to 
fall out of thy right hand. 

4 Thou shalt fall upon the mountains 
of Israel, thou, and all thy bands, and 
the people that 28 with thee: I will give 
thee unto the ravenous birds of every 
sort, and ¢o the beasts of the field, to be 
devoured. 

5 Thou shalt fall upon the open field: 
for I have spoken τέ, saith the Lord Gop. 

6 And I will send a fire on Magog, 
and among them that dwell carelessly in 
the isles: and they shall know that I am 
the Lorp. 

7 So will I make my holy name known 
in the midst of my people Israel; and I 
will not let them pollute my holy name 
any more: and the heathen shall know 
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the land, thou, and~all thy bands, and 
many people with thee. 

10 Thus saith the Lord Gop; It shall 
also come to pass, that at the same time 
shall things come into thy mind, and thou 
shalt think an evil thought : 

11 And thou shalt say, I will go up to 
the land of unwalled villages; I will go 
to them that are at rest, that dwell safely, 
all of them dwelling without walls, and 
having neither bars nor gates, 

12 To take a spoil, and to take a prey; 
to turn thine hand upon the desolate 
places that are now inhabited, and upon 
the people that are gathered out of the 
nations, which have gotten cattle and 
goods, that dwell in the midst of the land. 

18 Sheba, and Dedan, and the mer- 
chants of Tarshish, with all the young 
lions thereof, shall say unto thee, Art 
thou come to take a spoil? hast thou 
gathered thy company to take a prey? 
to carry away silver and gold, to take 
away cattle and goods, to take a great 
spoil ? 

14 4 Therefore, son of man, prophesy 
and say unto Gog, Thus saith the Lord 
Gop ; In that day when my people of Is- 
bee dwelleth safely, shalt thou not know 
tt : 

15 And thou shalt come from thy place 
out of the north parts, thou, and many 
people with thee, all of them riding upon 
horses, a great company, and a mighty 
army : 

16 And thou shalt come up against my 
people of Israel, as a cloud to cover the 
land ; it shall be in the latter days, and I 
will bring thee against my land, that the 
heathen may know me, when 1 shall be 
sanctified in thee, O Gog, before their 
eyes. 

17 Thus saith the Lord Gop; Art thou 
he of whom I have spoken in old time by 
my servants the prophets of Israel, which 
prophesied in those days many years, that 
I would bring thee against them ? 

18 And 16 shall come to pass at the same 
time when Gog shall come against the 
land of Israel, saith the Lord Gop, that 
my fury shall come up in my face. 

19 For in my jealousy and in the fire 
of my wrath have I spoken, Surely in 
that day there shall be a great shaking 
in the land of Israel ; 

20 So that the fishes of the sea, and the 
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18 Ye shall eat the flesh of the mighty, 
and drink the blood of the princes of 
the earth, of rams, of lambs, and of 
goats, of bullocks, all of them fatlings 
of Bashan. 

19 And ye shall eat fat till ye be full, 
and drink blood till ye be drunken, of 
my sacrifice which I have sacrificed 
for you. 

20 Thus ye shall be filled at my table 
with horses and chariots, with mighty 
men, and with all men of war, saith the 
Lord Gop. 8 : 

21 And 1 will set my glory among the 
heathen, and all the heathen shall see 
my judgment that I have executed, and 
my hand that I have laid upon them. 

22 So the house of Israel shall know 
that I am the Lorp their God from that 
day and forward. 

23 "\ And the heathen shall know that 
the house of Israel went into captivity 
for their iniquity: because they trespassed 
against me, therefore hid I my face from 
them, and gave them into the hand of 
their enemies; so fell they all by the 
sword. 

24 According to their uncleanness and 
according to their transgressions have I 
done unto them, and hid my face from 
them. 

25 Therefore thus saith the Lord Gon; 
Now will I bring again the captivity of 
Jacob, and have mercy upon the whole 
house of Israel, and will be jealous for 
my holy name; 

26 After that they have borne their 
shame, and all their trespasses whereby 


|they have trespassed against me, when 


they dwelt safely in their land, and none 
made them afraid. 

27 When I have brought them again 
from the people, and gathered them out 
of their enemies’ lands, and am sanc- 
tified in them in the sight of many 
nations ; 

28 Then shall they know that I am the 
Lorp their God, which caused them to 
be led into captivity among the heathen: 
but I have gathered them unto their own 
land, and have left none of them any 
more there. 

29 Neither will I hide my face any 
more from them: for I have poured out 
my Spirit upon the house of Israel, saith 
the Lord Gop. ae 
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that I am the Lorp, the Holy One in 
Israel. 

8 Ἵ Behold, it is come, and it is done, 
saith the Lord Gop; this zs the day 
whereof I have spoken. 

9 And they that dwell in the cities of 


= Israel shall go forth, and shall set on fire 


and burn the weapons, both the shields 
and the bucklers, the bows and the 
arrows, and the handstaves, and the 
spears, and they shall burn them with 
fire seven years: 

10 So that they shall take no wood out 
of the field, neither cut down any out 
of the forests; for they shall burn the 
weapons with fire: and they shall spoil 
those that spoiled them, and rob those 
that robbed them, saith the Lord Gop. 

11 § And it shall come to pass in that 
day, that I will give unto Gog a place 
there of graves in Israel, the valley of 
the passengers on the east of the sea; 
and it shall stop the noses of the pas- 
sengers: and there shall they bury Gog 
and all his multitude: and they shall 
call τέ, The valley of Hamon-gog. 

12 And seven months shall the house 
of Israel be burying of them, that they 
may Cleanse the land. 

18 Yea, all the people of the land shall 
bury them, and it shall be to them a 
renown the day that I shall be glorified, 
saith the Lord Gop. 

14 And they shall sever out men of 
continual employment, passing through 
the land, to bury with the passengers 
those that remain upon the face of the 
earth, to cleanse it: after the end of 
seven months shall they search. 

15 And the passengers that pass through 
the Jand, when any seeth a man’s bone, 
then shall he set up a sign by it, till the 
buriers have buried it in the valley of 
Hamon-gog. 

16 And also the name of the city shall 
be Hamonah. Thus shall they cleanse 
the land. 

17 § And, thou son of man, thus saith 
the Lord Gop; Speak unto every feath- 
ered fowl, and to every beast of the field, 
Assemble yourselves, and come; gather 
yourselves on every side to my sacrifice 
that I do sacrifice for you, even a great 
sacrifice upon the mountains of [5- 
rael, that ye may eat flesh, and drink

13 He measured then the gate from the 
roof of one little chamber to the roof of 
another: the breadth was five and twenty 
cubits, door against door. 

14 He made also posts of threescore 
cubits, even unto the post of the court 
round about the gate. 

15 And from the face of the gate of the 
entrance unto the face of the porch of 
the inner gate were fifty cubits. 

16 And there were narrow windows to 
the little chambers, and to their posts 
within the gate round about, and likewise 
to the arches: and windows were round 
about inward: and upon each post were 
palm trees. 

17 Then brought he me into the out- 
ward court, and, lo, there were chambers, 
and a pavement made for the court round 
about: thirty chambers were upon the 
pavement. 

18 And the pavement by the side of 
the gates over against the length of the 
gates was the lower pavement. 

19 Then he measured the breadth from 
the forefront of the lower gate unto the 
forefront of the inner court without, a 
hundred cubits eastward and northward. 

20 4 And the gate of the outward 
court that looked toward the north, he 
measured the length thereof, and the 
breadth thereof. 

21 And the little chambers thereof were 
three on this side and three on that side; 
and the posts thereof and the arches there- 
of were after the measure of the first 
gate: the length thereof was fifty cubits, 
and the breadth five and twenty cubits. 

22 And their windows, and their arches, 
and their palm trees, were after the meas- 
ure of the gate that looketh toward the 
east; and they went up unto it by seven 
steps; and the arches thereof were before 
them.

44 4 And without the inner gate were 
the chambers of the singers in the inner 
court, which was at the side of the north 
gate; and their prospect was toward the 
south: one at the side of the east gate 
having the prospect toward the north. 

45 And he said unto me, This chamber, 
whose prospect 7s toward the south, 8 
for the priests, the keepers of the charge 
of the house. 

46 And the chamber whose prospect 8 
toward the north zs for the priests, the 
keepers of the charge of the altar: these 
are the sons of Zadok among the sons of 
Levi, which come near to the Lorp to 
minister unto him.

32 Ἵ And he brought me into the inner 
court toward the east: and he measured 
the gate according to these measures.

the posts thereof, and the arches thereof, 
were according to these measures: and 
there were windows therein and in the 
arches thereof round about: 02 was fifty 
cubits long, and five and twenty cubits 
broad. 

34 And the arches thereof were toward 
the outward courc; and palm trees were 
upon the posts thereof, on this side, and 
on that side: and the going up to it had 
eight steps. 

30 "| And he brought me to the north 
gate, and measured 7¢ according to these 
measures ; 

36 The 111116 chambers thereof, the posts 
thereof, and the arches thereof, and the 
windows to it round about: the length

12 Now the building that was before 
the separate place at the end toward the 
west was seventy cubits broad; and the 
wall of the building was five cubits thick 
round about, and the length thereof nine- 
ty cubits. 

13 So he measured the house, a hundred 
cubits long ; and the separate place, and 
the building, with the walls thereof, a 
hundred cubits long; 

14 Also the breadth of the face of the 
house, and of the separate place toward 
the east, a hundred cubits. 

15 And he measured the length of the 
building over against the separate place 
which was behind it, and the galleries 
thereof on the one side and on the other 
side, a hundred cubits, with the inner 
temple, and the porches of the court ; 

16 The door posts, and the narrow win- 
dows, and the galleries round about on 
their three stories, over against the door, 
601160 with wood round about, and from 
the ground up to the windows, and the 
windows were covered ; 

17 To that above the door, even unto 
the inner house, and without, and by all 
the wall round about within and without, 
by measure. 

18 And ἐξ was made with cherubim and 
palm trees, so that a palm tree was be- 
tween a cherub and a cherub ; and every 
cherub had two faces ; 

19 So that the face of a man was toward 
the palm tree on the one side, and the 
face of a young lion toward the palm tree 
on the other side: 7¢ was made through 
all the house round about. 

20 From the ground unto above the 
door were cherubim and palm trees made, 
and on the wall of the temple. 

21 The posts of the temple were squared, 
and the face of the sanctuary ; the ap- 
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the porch, five cubits on this side, and 
five cubits on that side: and the breadth 
of the gate was three cubits on this side, 
and three cubits on that side. 

49 The length of the porch was twenty 
cubits, and the breadth eleven cubits; 
and he brought me by the steps whereby 
they went up to it: and there were pillars 
by the posts, one on this side, and an- 
other on that side. 


CHAPTER 41. 


The measures, parts, chambers, and ornaments of 
the temple. 


FTERWARD he brought me to the 
temple, and measured the posts, six 
cubits broad on the one side, and six 
cubits broad on the other side, which was 
the breadth of the tabernacle. 

2 And the breadth of the door was ten 
cubits ; and the sides of the door were five 
cubits on the one side, and five cubits’on 
the other side: and he measured the 
length thereof, forty cubits, and the 
breadth, twenty cubits. 
> 8 Then went he inward, and measured 
the post of the door, two cubits ; and the 
door, six cubits; and the breadth of the 
door, seven cubits, 

4 So he measured the length thereof, 
twenty cubits; and the breadth, twenty 
cubits, before the temple: and he said 
unto me, This 28 the most holy place. 

5 After he measured the wall of the 
house, six cubits; and the breadth of 
every side chamber, four cubits, round 
about the house on every side. 

6 And the side chambers zee three, 
one over another, and thirty in order; 
and they entered into the wall which was 
of the house for the side chambers round 
about, that they might have hold, but 
they had not hold in the wall of the 
house. 

7 And there was an enlarging, and a 
winding about still upward to the side 
chambers: for the winding about of the 
house went still upward round about 
the house: therefore the breadth of the 
house was still upward, and so increased 
from the lowest chamber to the highest 
by the midst. 

8 I saw also the height of the house 
round about : the foundations of the side 
chambers were a full reed of six great 
cubits. 

9 The thickness ear wall, which was

court on the forepart of the chambers, 
the length thereof was fifty cubits. 

8 For the length of the chambers that 
were in the outer court was fifty cubits: 
and, lo, before the temple weve a hundred 
cubits.

10 The chambers were in the thickness 
of the wall of the court toward the east, 
over against the separate place, and over 
against the building. 

11 And the way before them was like 
the appearance of the chambers which 
were toward the north, as long as they, 
and as broad as they: and all their go- 
ings out were both according to their 
fashions, and according to their doors. 

12 And according to the doors of the 
chambers that were toward the south was 
a door in the head of the way, even the 
way directly before the wall toward the 
east, aS one entereth into them. 

18 “4 Then said he unto me, The north 
chambers and the south chambers, which 
wre before the separate place, they 6 
holy chambers, where the priests that 
approach unto the LorD shall eat the 
most holy things: there shall they lay 
the most holy things, and the meat offer- 
ing, and the sin offering, and the trespass 
offering ; for the place 26 holy. 

14 When the priests enter therein, then 
shall they not go out of tne holy place 
into the outer court, but there they 
shall lay their garments wherein they 
minister ; for they are holy ; and shall put 
on other garments, and shall approach 
to those things which are for the people. 

15 Now when he had made an end of 
measuring the inner house, he brought 
me forth toward the gate whose prospect 
28 toward the east, and measured it round 
about. ; 

16 He measured the east side with the 
measuring reed, five hundred reeds, with 
the measuring reed round about. 

17 He measured the north side, five 
hundred reeds, with the measuring reed 
round about. 

18 He measured the south side, five 
hurdred reeds, with the measuring reed. 

19 "| He turned about to the west side, 
and measured five hundred reeds, with 
the measuring pa 
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pearance of the one as the appearance 
of the other. 

22 The altar of wood was three cubits 
high, and the length thereof two cubits ; 
and the corners thereof, and the length 
thereof, and the walls thereof, weve of 
wood: and he said unto me, This zs the 
table that 28 before the Lorp. 

23 And the temple and the sanctuary 
had two doors. 

24 And the doors had two leaves apiece, 
two turning leaves; two leaves for the 
one door, and two leaves for the other 
door. 

25 And there were made on them, on 
the doors of the temple, cherubim and 
palm trees, like as were made upon the 
walls; and there were thick planks upon 
the face of the porch without. 

26 And there were narrow windows and 
palm trees on the one side and on the 
other side, on the sides of the porch, and 
upon the side chambers of the house, and 
_ thick planks. 


CHAPTER 42. 


1 The chambers for the priests. 13 The use thereof. 
19 The measures of the outward court. 


HEN he brought me forth into the 
outer court, the way toward the 
north : and he brought me into the cham- 
ber that was over against the separate 
place, and which was before the building 
toward the north. 

2 Before the length of a hundred cubits 
qwas the north door, and the breadth was 
fifty cubits. ו‎ 

3 Over against the twenty cubits which 
were for the inner court, and over against 
the pavement which was for the outer 
court, was gallery against gallery in three 
storves. 

4 And before the chambers was a walk 
of ten cubits breadth inward, a way of 
one cubit; and their doors toward the 
north. 

5 Now the upper chambers were short- 
er: for the galleries were higher than 
these, than the lower, and than the mid- 
dlemost of the building. 

6 For they were in three stories, but had 
not pillars as the pillars of the courts: 
therefore the building was straitened 
more than the lowest and the middle- 
most from the ground. 

7 And the wall that was without over 
against the chambers, toward the outer

11 And if they be ashamed of all that 
they have done, shew them the form of 
the house, and the fashion thereof, and 
the goings out thereof, and the comings 
in thereof, and all the forms thereof, and 
all the ordinances thereof, and all the 
forms thereof, and all the laws thereof :

keep the whole form thereof, and all the 
ordinances thereof, and do them. 

12 This 28 the law of the house; Upon 
the top of the mountain the whole limit 
thereof round about shall be most holy. 
Behold, this 7s the law of the house. 

13 Ἵ And these are the measures of the 
altar after the cubits: The cubit 7s a cu- 
bit and a handbreadth ; even the bottom 
shall be a cubit, and the breadth a cubit, 
and the border thereof by the edge there- 
of round about shall be a span; and this 
shall be the higher place of the altar. 

14 And from the bottom wpon the 
ground 6068 to the lower settle shall be 
two cubits, and the breadth one cubit ; 
and from the lesser settle even to the 
greater settle shall be four cubits, and the 
breadth one cubit. 

15 So the altar shall be four cubits; and 
from the altar and upward shall be four 
horns. 

16 And the altar shail be twelve cubits 
long, twelve broad, square in the four 
squares thereof. 

17 And the settle shail be fourteen cu- 
bits long and fourteen broad in the four 
squares thereof; and the border about it 
shall be half a cubit; and the bottom 
thereof shall be a cubit about; and his 
stairs shall look toward the east. 

18 4 And he said unto me, Son of man, 
thus saith the Lord Gop; These are the 
ordinances of the altar in the day when 
they shall make it, to offer burnt offerings 
thereon, and to sprinkle blood thereon. 

19 And thou shalt give to the priests 
the Levites that be of the seed of Zadok, 
which approach unto me, to minister unto 
me, saith the Lord Gop, a young bullock 
for a sin offering. 

20 And thou shalt take of the blood 
thereof, and put 7¢ on the four horns of 
it, and on the four corners of the settle, 
and upon the border round about: thus 
shalt thou cleanse and purge it. 

21 Thou shalt take the bullock also of 
the sin offering, and he shall burn it in 
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20 He measured it by the four sides: 
it had a wall round about, five hundred 
reeds long, and five hundred broad, to 
make a separation between the sanctuary 
and the profane place. 


CHAPTER 43. 


1 The returning of the glory of God into the temple. 
ἡ The sin of Israel hindered God’s presence. 10 
The prophet exhorteth them to repentance, and ob- 
servation of the law of the house. 13 The measures, 
18 and the ordinances of the altar. 


FTERWARD he brought me to the 
gate, even the gate that looketh to- 
ward the east: 

2 And, behold, the glory of the God of 
Israel came from the way of the east: 
and his voice was like a noise of many 
waters: and the earth shined with his 
glory. 

3 And 72 was according to the appear- 
ance of the vision which I saw, even ac- 
cording to the vision that I saw when I 
came to destroy the city: and the visions 
were like the vision that I saw by the 
river Chebar ; and 1 fell upon my face. 

4 And the glory of the LorpD came into 
the house by the way of the gate whose 
prospect zs toward the east. 

5 So the spirit took me up, and brought 
me into the inner court ; and, behold, the 
glory of the Lorp filled the house. 

6 And [heard him speaking unto me out 
of the house; and the man stood by me. 

7 % And he said unto me, Son of man, 
the place of my throne, and the place of 
the soles of my feet, where I will dwell 
in the midst of the children of Israel for 
ever, and my holy name, shall the house 
of Israel no more defile, nezther they, nor 
their kings, by their whoredom, nor by 
the carcasses of their kings in their high 
places. 

8 In their setting of their threshold by 
my thresholds, and their post by my 
posts, and the wall between me and them, 
they have even defiled my holy name by 
their abominations that they have com- 
mitted : wherefore I have consumed them 
in mine anger. - 

9 Now let them put away their whore- 
dom, and the carcasses of their kings, far 
from me, and I will dwell in the midst 
of them for ever. 

10 4. Thou son of man, shew the house 
to the house of Israel, that they may be 
ashamed of their iniquities : and let them 
measure the pattern. ὲ 
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ces of the house of the LorpD, and all the 
laws thereof ; and mark well the entering 
in of the house, with every going forth 
of the sanctuary. 

6 And thou shalt say to the rebellious, 
even to the house of Israel, Thus saith 
the Lord Gop; O ye house of Israel, let 
it suffice you of all your abominations, 

7 In that ye have brought into my sanc- 
tuary strangers, uncircumcised in heart, 
and uncircumcised in flesh, to be in my 
sanctuary, to pollute it, even my house, 
when ye offer my bread, the fat and the 
blood, and they have broken my cove- 
nant because of all your abominations. 

8 And ye have not kept the charge of 
mine holy things: but ye have set keep- 
ers of my charge in my sanctuary for 
yourselves. 

9 Ἵ Thus saith the Lord Gop; Nostran- 
ger, uncircumcised in heart, nor uncir- 
cumcised in flesh, shall enter into my 
sanctuary, of any stranger that 7s among 
the children of Israel. 

10 And the Levites that are gone away 
far from me, when Israel went astray, 
which went astray away from me after 
their idols; they shall even bear their 
iniquity. 

11 Yet they shall be ministers in my 
sanctuary, having charge at the gates of 
the house, and ministering to the house: 
they shall slay the burnt offering and the 
sacrifice for the people, and they shall 
stand before them to minister unto them. 

12 Because they ministered unto them 
before their idols, and caused the house 
of Israel to fall into iniquity ; therefore 
have I lifted up mine hand against them, 
saith the Lord Gop, and they shall bear 
their iniquity. 

18 And they shall not come near unto 
me, to do the office of a priest unto me, 
nor to come near to any of my holy 
things, in the most holy place: but they 
shall bear their shame, and their abom- 
inotions which they have committed. 

14 But I will make them keepers of 
the charge of the house, for all the serv- 
ice thereof, and for all that shall be 
done therein. 

15 "| But the priests the Levites, the 
sons of Zadok, that kept the charge of 
my sanctuary when the children of Israel 
went astray from me, they shall come 
near to me to minister unto me, and they 
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the appointed place of the house, without 
the sanctuary. 

22 And on the second day thou shalt 
offer a kid of the goats without blemish 
for a sin offering ; and they shall cleanse 
the altar, as they did cleanse 7¢ with the 
bullock. 

23 When thou hast made an end of 
cleansing τέ, thou shalt offer a young 
bullock without blemish, and a ram out 
of the flock without blemish. 

24 And thou shalt offer them before the 
LorpD, and the priests shall cast salt upon 
them, and they shall offer them up for a 
burnt offering unto the Lorp. 

25 Seven days shalt thou prepare every 
day a goat for a sin offering: they shall 
also prepare a young bullock, and a ram 
out of the flock, without blemish. 

26 Seven days shall they purge the altar 
and purify it; and they shall consecrate 
themselves. 

27 And when these days are expired, it 
shall be, that upon the eighth day, and 
so forward, the priests shall make your 
burnt offerings upon the altar, and your 
peace offerings; and I will accept you, 
saith the Lord Gop. 


CHAPTER 44.

2 Then said the LorpD unto me; This 
gate shall be shut, it shall not be opened, 
and no man shall enter in by it; because 
the Lorp the God of Israel hath entered 
in by it, therefore it shall be shut. 

3 Jt ts for the prince; the prince, he 
shall sit in it to eat bread before the 
Lorp; he shall enter by the way of the 
porch of that gate, and shall go out by 
the way of the same. 

4 4 Then brought he me the way of 
the north gate before the house: and 
_I looked, and, behold, the glory of the 
Lorp filled the house of the Lorp: and 
I fell upon my face. 

5 And the LorD said unto me, Son of 
man, mark well, and behold with thine 
eyes, and hear with thine ears all that I 
say unto thee concerning all the ordinan-

31 The priests shall not eat of any thing 
that is dead of itself, or torn, whether it 
be fowl or beast. 


CHAPTER 45.

lot the Jand for inheritance, ye shall 
offer an oblation unto the Lorn, a holy 
portion of the land: the length shall be 
the length of five and twenty thousand 
reeds, and the breadth shall be ten thou- 
sand. ‘This shall be holy in all the bor- 
ders thereof round about. 

2 Of this there shall be for the sanc- 
tuary five hundred in length, with five 
hundred én breadth, square round about ; 
and fifty cubits round about for the 
suburbs thereof. 

3 And of this measure shalt thou meas- 
ure the length of five and twenty thou 
sand, and the breadth of ten thousand : 
and in it shall be the sanctuary and the 
most holy place. 

4 The holy portion of the land shall be 
for the priests the ministers of the sanc- 
tuary, which shall come near to minister 
unto the Lorp: and it shall be a place 
for their houses, and a holy place for the 
sanctuary. 

5 And the five and twenty thousand of 
length, and the ten thousand of breadth, 
shall also the Levites, the ministers of 
the house, have for themselves, for a 
possession for twenty chambers. 

6 § And ye shall appoint the possession 
of the city five thousand broad, and five 
and twenty thousand long, over against 
the oblation of the holy portion: it shall 
be for the whole house of Israel. 

ἢ J And a portion shall be for the prince 
on the one side and on the other side of 
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shall stand before me to offer unto me 
the fat and the blood, saith the Lord Gop: 

16 They shall enter into my sanctuary, 
and they shall come near to my table, 
to minister unto me, and they shall keep 
my charge. 

17 § And it shall come to pass, that 
when they enter in at the gates of the 
inner court, they shall be clothed with 
linen garments; and no wool shall come 
upon them, while they minister in the 
gates of the inner court, and within. 

18 They shall have linen bonnets upon 
their heads, and shall have linen breeches 
upon their loins; they shall not gird 
themselves with any thing that causeth 
sweat. 

19 And when they go forth into the 
outer court, even into the outer court to 
the people, they shall put off their gar- 
ments wherein they ministered, and lay 
them in the holy chambers, and they shall 
put on other garments ; and they shall not 
sanctify the people with their garments. 

20 Neither shall they shave their heads, 
nor suffer their locks to grow long; they 
shall only poll their heads.

of the house of Israel, or a widow that 
had a priest before. 

23 And they shall teach my people the 
difference between the holy and profane, 
and cause them to discern between the 
unclean and the clean. 

24 And in controversy they shall stand 
in judgment ; and they shall judge 16 ac- 
cording to my judgments: and they shall 
keep my laws and my statutes in all 
mine assemblies; and they shall hallow 
my sabbaths. 

25 And they shall come at no dead _per- 
son to defile themselves: but for father, 
or for mother, or for son, or for daughter, 
for brother, or for sister that hath had no 
husband, they may defile themselves. 

26 And after he is cleansed, they shall 
reckon unto him seven days. 

27 And in the day that he goeth into 
the sanctuary, unto the inner court, to 
minister in the sanctuary, he shall offer 
his sin offering, saith the Lord Gop.

25 In the seventh month, in the fifteenth 
day of the month, shall he do the like 
in the feast of the seven days, according 
to the sin offering, according to the burnt. 
offering, and according to the meat offer- 
ing, and according to the oil. 


CHAPTER 46.

HUS saith the Lord Gop; The gate 

of the inner court that looketh to- 

ward the east shall be shut the six work- 

ing days; but on the sabbath it shall be 

opened, and in the day of the new moon 
it shall be opened. 

2 And thé prince shall enter by the 
way of the porch of that gate without, 
and shall stand by the post of the gate, 
and the priests shall prepare his burnt 
offering and his peace offerings, and he 
shall worship at the threshold of the 
gate: then he shall go forth; but the 
gate shall not be shut until the evening. 

3 Likewise the people of the land shall 
worship at the door of this gate before 
the Lorp in the sabbaths and in the new 
moons. 
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the oblation of the holy portion, and of 
the possession of the city, before the ob- 
lation of the holy portion, and before the 
possession of the city, from the west side 
westward, and from the east side east- 
ward: and the length shall be over against 
one of the portions, from the west border 
unto the east border. 

8 In the land shall be his possession in 
Israel] : and my princes shall no more op- 
press my people; and the rest of the land 
shall they give to the house of Israel ac- 
cording to their tribes.

15 And one lamb out of the flock, out 
of two hundred, out of the fat pastures 
of Israel; for a meat offering, and for 
a burnt offering, and for peace offerings, 
to make reconciliation for them, saith 
the Lord Gop. 

16 Ail the people of the land shall give 
this oblation for the prince in Israel. 

17 And it shall be the prince’s part to 
give burnt offerings, and meat offerings, 
and drink offerings, in the feasts, and in 
the new moons, and in the sabbaths, in 
all solemnities of the house of Israel: he 
shall prepare the sin offering, and the 
meat offering, and the burnt offering, 
- and the peace offerings, to make recon-

18 Thus saith the Lord Gop; In the

20 Then said he unto me, This 28 the 
place where the priests shall boil the 
trespass offering and the sin offering, 
where they shall bake the meat offering ; 
that they bear them not out into the outer 
court, to sanctify the people. 

21 Then he brought me forth into the 
outer court, and caused me to pass by 
the four corners of the court; and, be- 
hold, in every corner of the court there 
was a court. 

22 In the four corners of the court 
there were courts joined of forty cubits 
long and thirty broad: these four corners 
were of one measure. 

23 And there was a row of buildings 
round about in them, round about them 
four, and ἐξ was made with boiling 
places under the rows round about.

5 And the meat offering shall be an 
ephah for a ram, and the meat offering 
for the lambs as he shall be able to give, 
and a hin of oil to an ephah. 

6 And in the day 01 the new moon 7 
shall be a young bullock without blem- 
ish, and six lambs, and a ram: they shall 
be without blemish. 

7 And he shall prepare a meat offering, 
an ephah for a bullock, and an ephah 
for a ram, and for the lambs according 
as his hand shall attain unto, and a hin 
of oil to an ephah. 

8 And when the prince shall enter, he 
shall go in by the way of the porch of 
that gate, and he shall go forth by the 
way thereof. 

9 § But when the people of the land 
shall come before the Lorp in the solemn 
feasts, he that entereth in by the way of 
the north gate to worship shall go out 
by the way of the south gate; and he 
that entereth by the way of the south 
gate shall go forth by the way of the 
north gate: he shall not return by the 
way of the gate whereby he came in, 
but shall go forth over against it. 

> 10 And the prince in the midst of them, 
when they go in, shall go in; and when 
they go forth, shall go forth. 

11 And in the feasts and in the solemni- 
ties the meat offering shall be an ephah 
to a bullock, and an ephah to a ram, and 
to the lambs as he is able to give, and a 
hin of oil to an ephah. 

12 Now when the prince shall prepare 
a voluntary burnt offering or peace of- 
ferings voluntarily unto the LorD, one 
shall then open him the gate that look- 
eth toward the east, and he shall prepare 
his burnt offering and his peate offerings, 
as he did on the sabbath day: then he 
shall go forth; and after his going forth 
one shall shut the gate. 

13 Thou shalt daily prepare a burnt 
offering unto the LorD of a lamb of the 
first year without blemish: thou shalt 
prepare. it every morning.

17 And the border from the sea shall 
be Hazar-enan, the border of Damascus, 
and the north northward, and the border 
of Hamath.

18 And the east side ye shall measure 
from Hauran, and from Damascus, and 
from Gilead, and from the land of Israel 
by Jordan, from the border unto the east 
sea.

And 
this 7s the south side southward. 

20 The west side also shall be the great 
sea from the border, till a man come over 
against Hamath. This zs the west side. 

21 So shall ye divide this land unto you 
according to the tribes of Israel. 

22 J And it shall come to pass, that ye 
shall divide it by lot for an inheritance 
unto you, and to the strangers that 
sojourn among you, which shall beget 
children among you: and they shall be 
unto you as born in the country among 
the children of Israel; they shall have 
inheritance with you among the tribes of 
Israel. 

28 And it shall come to pass, that in 
what tribe the stranger sojourneth, there

behold, waters issued out from under the 
threshold of the house eastward : for the 
forefront of the house stood toward the 
east, and the waters came down from 
under, from the right side of the house, 
at the south side of the altar. 

2 Then brought he me out of the way 
of the gate northward, and led me about 
the way without unto the outer gate by 
the way that looketh eastward; and, 
behold, there ran out waters on the 
right side.

every thing shall live whither the river 
cometh. 

10 And it shall come to pass, that the 
fishers shall stand upon it from En-gedi 
even unto Hn-eglaim; they shall be a 
place to spread forth nets ; their fish shall 
be according to their kinds, as the fish of 
the great sea, exceeding many. 

11 But the miry places thereof and the 
marshes thereof shall not be healed ; they 

shall be given to salt.

2 And the Lord gave Jehoiakim king of 
Judah into his hand, with part of the 
vessels of the house of God: which he 
carried into the land of Shinar to the 
house of his god; and he brought the 
vessels into the treasure house of his 


god. 

8 4 And the king spake unto Ashpenaz 
the master of his eunuchs, that he should 
bring certain of the children of Israel,and 
of the king’s seed, and of the princes ; 

4 Children in whom was no blemish, but 
well favoured, and skilful in all wisdom, 
and cunning in knowledge, and under- 
standing science, and such as 200 ability

τὲ ἄσαθ in the second year of the reign 
of Nebuchadnezzar, Nebuchadnez- 
zar dreamed dreams, wherewith his spir- 
it was troubled, and his sleep brake from 
him. 

2 Then the king commanded to call the 
magicians, and the astrologers, and the 
sorcerers, and the Chaldeans, for to shew 
the king his dreams. So they came and 
stood before the king. 

3 And the king said unto them, I have 
dreamed a dream, and my spirit was 


troubled to know the dream. 


4 Then spake the Chaldeans to the king 
in Syriac, O king, live for ever: tell thy 
servants the dream, and we will shew 
the interpretation. 

5 The king answered and said to the 
Chaldeans, The thing is gone from me: 
if ye will not make known unto me the 
dream, with the interpretation thereof, ye 
shall be cut in pieces, and your houses 
shall be made a dunghill. 

6 But if ye shew the dream, and the 
interpretation thereof, ye shall receive of 
me gifts and rewards and great honour:

7 They answered again and said, Let 
the king tell his servants the dream, and 
we will shew the interpretation of it. 

8 The king answered and said, I know 
οἱ certainty that ye would gain the time, 
because ye see the thing is gone from 
me. 

9 But if ye will not make known unto 
me the dream, there 7s but one decree for 
you: for ye have prepared lying and cor- 
rupt words to speak before me, till the 
time be changed: therefore tell me the 
dream, and I shall know that ye can 
shew me the interpretation thereof. 

10 Ἵ The Chaldeans answered before 
the king, and said, There is not a man 
upon the earth that can shew the king’s 
matter: therefore there 7s no king, lord, 
nor ruler, that asked such things at any 
magician, or astrologer, or Chaldean. 

11 And 7¢ 28 a rare thing that the king 
requireth, and there is none other that 
can shew it before the king, except the 
gods, whose dwelling is not with flesh. 

12 For this cause the king was angry 
and very furious, and commanded to 
destroy all the wise men of Babylon. 

13 And the decree went forth that the

favour and tender love with the prince 
of the eunuchs. 

10 And the prince of the eunuchs said 
unto Daniel, I fear my lord the king, 
who hath appointed your meat and your 
drink: for why should he see your faces 
worse liking than the children which are 
of your sort? then shall ye make me 
endanger my head to the king. 

11 Then said Daniel to Melzar, whom 
the prince of the eunuchs had set 
over Daniel, Hananiah, Mishael, and

12 Prove thy servants, I beseech thee, 
ten days; and let them give us pulse to 
eat, and water to drink. 

13 Then let our countenances be looked 
upon before thee, and the countenance 
of the children that eat of the portion of 
the king’s meat: and as thou seest, deal 
with thy servants. 

14 So he consented to them in this mat- 
ter, and proved them ten days. 

15 And at the end of ten days their 
countenances appeared fairer and fatter 
in flesh than all the children which did 
eat the portion of the king’s meat. 

16 Thus Melzar took away the portion 
of their meat, and the wine that they 
should drink; and gave them pulse. 

17 § As for these four children, God 
gave them knowledge and skill in all 
learning and wisdom: and Daniel had 
understanding in all visions and dreams. 

18 Now at the end of the days that the 
king had said he should bring them in, 
then the prince of the eunuchs brought 
them in before Nebuchadnezzar. 

19 And the king communed with them ; 
and among them all was found none 
like Daniel, Hananiah, Mishael, and 
Azariah: therefore stood they before the 
king. 

- 20 And in all matters of wisdom and 

understanding, that the king inquired of 
them, he found them ten times better 
than all the magicians and astrologers 
that were in all his realm. 

21 And Daniel continued even unto the 
first year of king Cyrus.

27 Daniel answered in the presence of 
the king, and said, The secret which the 
king hath demanded cannot the wise 
men, the astrologers, the magicians, the 
soothsayers, shew unto the king ; 

28 But there is a God in heaven that 
revealeth secrets, and maketh known to 
the king Nebuchadnezzar what shall be 
in the latter days. Thy dream, and the 
visions of thy head upon thy bed, are 
these ; 

29 As for thee, O king, thy thoughts 
came 7070 thy mind upon thy bed, what 
should come to pass hereafter: and he 
that revealeth secrets maketh known to 
thee what shall come to pass. 

30 But as for me, this secret is not re- 
vealed to me for any wisdom that I have 
more than any living, but for their sakes 
that shall make known the interpretation 
to the king, and that thou mightest know 
the thoughts of thy heart.

Then Daniel 
blessed the God of heaven. 

20 Daniel answered and said, Blessed 
be the name of God for ever and ever: 
for wisdom and might are his: 

21 And he changeth the times and the 

, seasons: he removeth kings, and setteth 
up kings: he giveth wisdom unto the 
wise, and knowledge to them that know 
understanding : 

22 He revealeth the deep and secret 
things: he knoweth what 7s in the dark- 
ness, and the light dwelleth with him. 

23 I thank thee, and praise thee, O thou 
God of my fathers, who hast given me 
wisdom and might, and hast made known 
unto me now what we desired of thee: 
for thou hast now made known unto us 
the king’s matter.

Dura, in the province of Babylon. 

2 Then Nebuchadnezzar the king sent 
to gather together the princes, the goy- 
ernors, and the captains, the judges, the 
treasurers, the counsellors, the sheriffs, 
and all the rulers of the provinces, to 
come to the dedication of the image 
which Nebuchadnezzar the king had set 
up. 

3 Then the princes, the governors, and 
captains, the judges, the treasurers, the 
counsellors, the sheriffs, and all the rulers 
of the provinces, were gathered together 
unto the dedication of the image that, 
Nebuchadnezzar the king had set up; 
and they stood before the image that 
Nebuchadnezzar had set up. 

4 Then a herald cried aloud, To you it 
is commanded, O people, nations, and 
languages, 

5 That at what time ye hear the sound 
of the cornet, flute, harp, sackbut, psal- 
tery, dulcimer, and all kinds of music, 
ye fall down and worship the golden 
image that Nebuchadnezzar the king 
hath set. up: τς 

6 And whoso falleth not down and wor- 
shippeth shall the same hour be cast into 
the midst of a burning fiery furnace. 

7 Therefore at that time, when all the 
people heard the sound of the cornet, 
flute, harp, sackbut, psaltery, and all 
kinds of music, all the people, the na- 
tions, and the languages, fell down and 
worshipped the golden image that Neb- 
uchadnezzar the king had set up. 

8 § Wherefore at that time certain 
Chaldeans came near, and accused the 
Jews.

21 Then these men were bound in their 
coats, their hosen, and their hats, and 
their other garments, and were cast into 
the midst of the burning fiery furnace. 

22 Therefore because the king’s com- 
mandment was urgent, and the furnace 
exceeding hot, the flame of the fire slew 
those men that took up Shadrach, Me- 
shach, and Abed-nego. 

99 And these three men, Shadrach, Me- 
shach, and Abed-nego, fell down bound 
into the midst of the burning Mery 
furnace. 

24 Then Nebuchadnezzar the king was 
astonied, and rose up in haste, and spake, 
and said unto his counsellors, Did not 
we cast three men bound into the midst 
of the fire? They answered and said 
unto the king, True, O king. 

25 He answered and said, Lo, I see 
four men loose, walking in the midst of 
the fire, and they have no hurt; and the 
form of the fourth is like the Son of God. 

26 §] Then Nebuchadnezzar came near 
to the mouth of the burning fiery furnace, 
and spake, and said, Shadrach, Meshach, 
and Abed-nego, ye servants of the most 
high God, come forth, and come hither. 
Then Shadrach, Meshach, and Abed- 
nego, came forth of the midst of the fire. 

27 And the princes, governors, and cap- 
tains, and the king’s counsellors, being 
gathered together, saw these men, upon 
whose bodies the fire had no power, nor 
was a hair of their head singed, neither 
were their coats changed, nor the smell 
of fire had passed on them. 

28 Then Nebuchadnezzar spake, and 
said, Blessed be the God of Shadrach, 
Meshach, and Abed-nego, who hath sent 
his angel, and delivered his servants that 
trusted in him, and have changed the 
king’s word, and yielded their bodies, 
that they might not serve nor worship 
any god, except their own God. 

29 Therefore I make a decree, That 
every people, nation, and language, which 
speak any thing amiss against the God of 
Shadrach, Meshach, and Abed-nego, shall 
be cut in pieces, and their houses shall be 
made a dunghill; because there is no 
other God that can deliver after this sort. 
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§ They spake and said to the king 
Nebuchadnezzar, O king, live for ever. 

10 Thou, O king, hast made a decree, 
that every man that shall hear the sound 
of the cornet, flute, harp, sackbut, psal- 
tery, and dulcimer, and all kinds of 
music, shall fall down and worship the 
golden image:

15 Now if ye be ready that at what 
time ye hear the sound of the cornet, 
flute, harp, sackbut, psaltery, and dulci- 
mer, and all kinds of music, ye fall 
down and worship the image which I 
have made; well: but if ye worship not, 
ye shall be cast the same hour into the 
midst of a burning fiery furnace; and 
who is that God that shall deliver you 
out of my hands? 

16 Shadrach, Meshach, and Abed-nego, 
answered and said to the king, O Nebu- 
chadnezzar, we are not careful to answer 
thee in this matter. 

17 If it be so, our God whom we serve 
is able to deliver us from the burning 
fiery furnace, and he will deliver us out 
of thine hand, O king. 

18 But if not, be ie known unto thee, 
O king, that we will not serve thy gods, 
nor worship the golden image which 
_thou hast set up. ᾿ 

19 §| Then was Nebuchadnezzar full 
of fury, and the form of his visage was 
changed against Shadrach, Meshach, and 
Abed-nego : therefore he spake, and com- 
manded that they should heat the fur- 
nace one seven times more than it was 
wont to be heated.

19 4 Then Daniel, whose name was 
Belteshazzar, was astonied for one hour, 
and his thoughts troubled him.

20 The tree that thou sawest, which 
grew, and was strong, whose height 
reached unto the heaven, and the sight 
thereof -to all the earth; 

21 Whose leaves were fair, and the fruit 
thereof much, and in it was meat for all; 
under which the beasts of the field dwelt, 
and upon whose branches the fowls of 
the heaven had their habitation: 

22 It 08 thou, O king, that art grown 
and become strong: for thy greatness is 
grown, and reacheth unto heaven, and 
thy dominion to the end of the earth. 

23 And whereas the king saw a watcher 
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30 Then the king promoted Shadrach, 
Meshach, and Abed-nego, in the prov- 
ince of Babylon. 


CHAPTER 4. 


1 Nebuchadnezzar confesseth God’s kingdom, 4 mak- 
eth relation of his dreams, which the magicians 
could not interpret. 8 Daniel heareth the dream. 
19 He interpreteth it. 28 The story of the event. 


EBUCHADNEZZAR the king, unto 

all people, nations, and languages, 
that dwell in all the earth; Peace be 
multiplied unto you. 

2 1 thought it good to shew the signs 
and wonders that the high God hath 
wrought toward me. 

3 How great are his signs! and how 
mighty are his wonders! his kingdom 
28 an everlasting kingdom, and his do- 
minion 28 from generation to generation. 

4 1 Nebuchadnezzar was at rest in 
mine house, and flourishing in my palace: 

5 I saw a dream which made me afraid, 
and the thoughts upon my bed and the 
visions of my head troubled me. 

6 Therefore made I a decree to bring 
in all the wise men of Babylon before me, 
that they might make known unto me 
the interpretation of the dream. 

7 Then came in the magicians, the as- 
trologers, the Chaldeans, and the sooth- 
sayers: and I told the dream before 
them; but they did not make known 
unto me the interpretation thereof. 

8 Ἵ But at the last Daniel came in be- 
fore me, whose name was Belteshazzar, 
according to the name of my god, and in 
whom 28 the spirit of the holy gods: and 
before him I told the dream, saying, 

9 O Belteshazzar, master of the magi- 
cians, because I know that the spirit of 
the holy gods 28 in thee, and no secret 
troubleth thee, tell me the visions of my 
dream that I have seen, and the interpre- 
tation thereof. 

10 Thus were the visions of mine head 
in my bed; I saw, and behold a tree in 
the midst of the earth, and the height 
thereof was great. 

11 The tree grew, and was strong, and 
the height thereof reached unto heaven, 
and the sight thereof to the end of all 
the earth: 

12 The leaves thereof weve fair, and the 
fruit thereof much, and in it was meat 
for ail: the beasts of the field had shadow 
under it, and the fowls of the heaven 
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and his body was wet with the dew of 
heaven, till his hairs were grown like 
eagles’ feathers, and his nails like birds’ 
claws. 

34 And at the end of the days I Nebu- 
chadnezzar lifted up mine eyes unto 
heaven, and mine understanding 16- 
turned unto me, and I blessed the Most 
High, and I praised and honoured him 
that liveth for ever, whose dominion 7s 
an everlasting dominion, and his king- 
dom zs from generation to generation : 

30 And all the inhabitants of the earth 
are reputed as nothing : and he doeth ac- 
cording to his will in the army of heaven, 
and wmong the inhabitants of the earth: 
and none can stay his hand, or say unto 
him, What doest thou ? 

36 At the same time my reason return- 
ed unto me; and for the glory of my 
kingdom, mine honour and_ brightness 
returned unto me; and my counsellors 
and my lords sought unto me; and I was 
established in my kingdom, and excel- 
lent majesty was added unto me. 

37 Now I Nebuchadnezzar praise and 
extol and honour the King of heaven, 
all whose works are truth, and his ways 
judgment : and those that walk in pride 
he is able to abase. 


CHAPTER 5. 


1 Belshazzar’s impious feast. 5 A handwriting, un- 
known to the magicians, troubleth the 7 10 At 
the commendation of the queen Daniel is brought. 
17 He, reproving the king of pride and idolatry, 
25 readeth and interpreteth the writing. 80 The 
monarchy is translated to the Medes. 


ELSHAZZAR the king made a great 
feast to a thousand of his lords, and 
drank wine before the thousand. 

2 Belshazzar, while he tasted the wine, 
commanded to bring the golden and sil- 
ver vessels which his father Nebuchad- 
nezzar had taken out of the temple which 
was in Jerusalem; that the king and his 
princes, his wives and his concubines, 
might drink therein. 

3 Then they brought the golden vessels 
that were taken out of the temple of the 
house of God which was at Jerusalem ; 
and the king and his princes, his wives 
and his concubines, drank in them. 

4 They drank wine, and praised the 
gods of gold, and of silver, of brass, of 
iron, of wood, and of stone. 

Ὁ Ἵ In the same hour came forth fingers 
of a man’s hand, and wrote over against 
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and a holy one coming down from heav- 
en, and saying, Hew the tree down, and 
destroy it; yet leave the stump of the 
roots thereof in the earth, even with a 
band of iron and brass, in the tender 
grass of the field ; and let it be wet with 
the dew of heaven, and ἰδέ his portion be 
with the beasts of the field, till seven 
times pass over him; 

24 This zs the interpretation, O king, 
and this 28 the decree of the Most High, 
which is come upon my lord the king: 

25 That they shall drive thee from men, 
and thy dwelling shall be with the beasts 
of the field, and they shall make thee to 
eat grass as oxen, and they shall wet 
thee with the dew of heaven, and seven 
times shall pass over thee, till thou know 
that the Most High ruleth in the king- 
dom of men, and giveth it to whomso- 
ever he will. 

26 And whereas they commanded to 
leave the stump of the tree roots; thy 
kingdom shall be sure unto thee, after 
that thou shalt have known that the 
heavens do rule. 

27 Wherefore, O king, let my counsel 
be acceptable unto thee, and break off 
thy sins by righteousness, and thine in- 
iquities by shewing mercy to the poor ; if 
it may be a lengthening of thy tranquil- 


lity. 

28 Ἵ All this came upon the king Neb- 
uchadnezzar. 

29 At the end of twelve months he 
walked in the palace of the kingdom of 
Babylon. 

30 The king spake, and said, Is not this 
great Babylon, that I have built for the 
house of the kingdom by the might of my 
power, and for the honour of my majesty? 

81 While the word was in the king’s 
mouth, there fell a voice from heaven, 
saying, O king Nebuchadnezzar, to thee 
it is spoken; The kingdom is departed 
from thee. 

32 And they shall drive thee from men, 
and thy dwelling shall be with the beasts 
of the field: they shall make thee to eat 
grass as oxen, and seven times shall pass 
over thee, until thou know that the Most 
High ruleth in the kingdom of men, and 
giveth it to whomsoever he will. 

33 The same hour was the thing fulfilled 
upon Nebuchadnezzar: and he was driv- 
en from men, and did eat grass as oxen, 
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Daniel interpreteth 


15 And now the wise men, the astrolo- 
gers, have been brought in before me, that 
they should read this writing, and make 
known unto me the interpretation there- 
of: but they could not shew the inter- 
pretation of the thing: 

16 And I have heard of thee, that thou 
canst make interpretations, and dissolve 
doubts: now if thou canst read the writ- 
ing, and make known to me the interpre- 
tation thereof, thou shalt be clothed with 
scarlet, and have a chain of gold about 
thy neck, and shalt be the third ruler in 
the kingdom. 

17 { Then Daniel answered and said 
before the king, Let thy gifts be to thy- 
self, and give thy rewards to another; 
yet I will read the writing unto the king, 
and make known to him the interpreta- 
tion. 

18 O thou king, the most high God gave 
Nebuchadnezzar thy father a kingdom, 
and majesty, and glory, and honour: 

19 And for the majesty that he gave 
him, all people, nations, and languages, 
trembled and feared before him: whom 
he would he slew; and whom he would 
he kept alive; and whom he would he 
set up; and whom he would he put down. 

20 But when his heart was lifted up, 
and his mind hardened in pride, he was 
deposed from his kingly throne, and they 
took his glory from him: 

21 And he was driven from the sons of 
men; and his heart was made like the 
beasts, and his dwelling was with the 
wild asses: they fed him with grass like 
oxen, and his body was wet with the 
dew of heaven; till he knew that the 
most high God ruled in the kingdom of 
men, and that he appointeth over it 
whomsoever he will. 

22 And thou his son, O Belshazzar, hast 
not humbled thine heart, though thou 
knewest all this; 

23 But hast lifted up thyself against the 
Lord of heaven; and they have brought 
the vessels of his house before thee, and 
thou and thy lords, thy wives and thy 
concubines, have drunk wine in them ; 
and thou hast praised the gods of silver, 
and gold, of brass, iron, wood, and stone, 
which see not, nor hear, nor know: and 
the God in whose hand thy breath 1s, 


and whose 076 all thy ways, hast thou | 


not glorified : : 
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the candlestick upon the plaster of the 
wall of the king’s palace: and the king 
saw the part of the hand that wrote. 

6 Then the king’s countenance was 
changed, and his thoughts troubled him, 
so that the joints of his loins were loosed, 
and his knees smote one against another. 

7 The king cried aloud to bring in 
the astrologers, the Chaldeans, and the 
soothsayers. And the king spake, and 
said to the wise men of Babylon, Who- 
soever shall read this writing, and shew 
me the interpretation thereof, shall be 
clothed with scarlet, and Have a chain of 
gold about his neck, and shall be the 
third ruler in the kingdom? 

8 Then came in all the king’s wise men: 
but they could not read the writing, nor 
make known to the king the interpreta- 
tion thereof. 

9 Then was king Belshazzar greatly 
troubled, and his countenance was chang- 
ed in him, and his lords were astonied. 

10 1 Now the queen, by reason of the 
words of the king and his lords, came 
into the banquet house: and the queen 
spake and said, O king, live for ever: let 
not thy thoughts. trouble thee, nor let 
thy countenance be changed: 

11 There is a man in thy kingdom, in 
whom 78 the spirit of the holy gods; and 
in the days of thy father light and under- 
standing and wisdom, like the wisdom 
of the gods, was found in him; whom 
the king Nebuchadnezzar thy father, the 
king, I say, thy father, made master of 
the magicians, astrologers, Chaldeans, 
and soothsayers ; 

12 Forasmuch as an excellent spirit, 
and knowledge, and understanding, in- 
terpreting of dreams, and shewing of 
hard sentences, and dissolving of doubts, 
were found in the same Daniel, whom 
the king named Belteshazzar: now let 
Daniel be called, and he will shew the 
interpretation. 

18 Then was Daniel brought in before 
the king. And the king spake and said 
unto Daniel, 4γέ thou that Daniel, which 
art of the children of the captivity of 
Judah, whom the king my father brought 
out of Jewry ? 

14 I have even heard of thee, that the 
spirit of the gods 7s in thee, and that light 
and understanding and excellent wisdom 
is found in thee. 
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the governors, and the princes, the coun- 
sellors, and the captains, have consulted 
together to establish a royal statute, and 
to make a firm decree, that whosoever 
shall ask a petition of any God or man 
for thirty days, save of thee, O king, he 
shall be cast into the den of lions. 

8 Now, O king, establish the decree, 
and sign the writing, that it be not 
changed, according to the law of the 
Medes and Persians, which altereth not. 

9 Wherefore king Darius signed the 
writing and the decree. 

10 ף‎ Now when Daniel knew that the 
writing was signed, he went into his 
house; and, his windows being open in 
his chamber toward Jerusalem, he kneel- 
ed upon his knees three times a day, and 
prayed, and gave thanks before his God, 
as he did aforetime. 

11 Then these men assembled, and 
found Daniel praying and making sup- 
plication before his God. 

12 Then they came near, and spake 
before the king concerning the king’s 
decree; Hast thou not signed a decree, 
that every man that shall ask ὦ petition 
of any God or man within thirty days, 
save of thee, O king, shall be cast into 
the den of lions? The king answered 
and said, The thing 28 true, according 
to the law of the Medes and Persians, 
which altereth not. 

13 Then answered they and said before 
the king, That Daniel, which 7s of the 
children of the captivity of Judah, re- 
gardeth not thee, O king, nor the decree 
that thou hast signed, but maketh his 
petition three times a day. 


14 Then the king, when he heard these. 


words, was sore displeased with himself, 
and set Ais heart on Daniel to deliver 
him: and he laboured till the going 
down of the sun to deliver him. 

15 Then these men assembled unto the 
king, and said unto the king, Know, O 


king, that the law of the Medes and Per-. 


sians 7s, That no decree nor statute which 
the king establisheth may be changed. 

16 Then the king commanded, and they 
brought Daniel, and cast him into the den 
of lions. Now the king spake and said 
unto Daniel, Thy God whom thou servest 
continually, he will deliver thee. 

17 And a stone was brought, and laid 
upon the mouth of the den, and the king 
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24 Then was the part of the hand sent 
from him ; and this writing was written. 

25 "| And this zs the writing that was 
written, MENE, MENE, TEKEL, 
UPHARSIN. 

26 This zs the interpretation of the 
thing: MENE; God hath numbered thy 
kingdom, and finished it. 

27 TEKEL; Thou art weighed in the 
balances, and art found wanting. 

28 PERES; Thy kingdom is divided, 
and given to the Medes and Persians. 

29 Then commanded Belshazzar, and 
they clothed Daniel with scarlet, and put 
a chain of gold about his neck, and made 
a proclamation concerning him, that he 
should be the third ruler in the kingdom. 

30 "| In that night was Belshazzar the 
king of the Chaldeans slain. 

31 And Darius the Median took the 
kingdom, Jeing about threescore and two 
years old. 


CHAPTER 6. 


1 Daniel is made chief of the presidents. 4 They 

7 against him obtain an idolatrous de- 
cree. 10 Daniel, accused of the breach thereof, is 
cast into the lions’ den. 18 Daniel is saved. 

His adversaries devoured, 25 and God magnified 

by @ decree. 

T pleased Darius to set over the king- 

dom a hundred and twenty princes, 
which should be over the whole king- 
dom ; ἐν 

2 And over these three presidents; of 
whom Daniel was first: that the princes 
might give accounts unto them, and the 
king should have no damage. 

3 Then this Daniel was preferred above 
the presidents and princes, because an 
excellent spirit was in him; and the 
king thought to set him over the whole 
realm. 

4 4 Then the presidents and princes 
sought to. find occasion against Daniel 
concerning the kingdom ; but they could 
find none occasion nor fault ; forasmuch 
as he was faithful, neither was there any 
error or fault found in him. 

5 Then said these men, We shall not 
find any occasion against this Daniel, 
except we find 27 against him concern- 
ing the law of his God. 

6 Then these presidents and princes 
assembled together to the king, and said 
thus unto him, King Darius, live for 
ever. 

7 All the presidents of the kingdom,

hg the first year of Belshazzar king of 
Babylon, Daniel had a dream and 
visions of his head upon his bed: then 
he wrote the dream, and told the sum of 
the matters. 

2 Daniel spake and said, I saw in my 
vision by night, and, behold, the four 
winds of the heaven strove upon the 
great sea. 

3 And four great beasts came up from 
the sea, diverse one from another. 

4 The first was like a lion, and had 
eagle’s wings: I beheld till the wings 
thereof were plucked, and it was lifted 
up from the earth, and made stand upon 
the feet as a man, and a man’s heart was 
given to it. 

5 And behold another beast, a second, 
like to a bear, and it raised up itself on 
one side, and ἐξ had three ribs in the 
mouth of it between the teeth of it: and 
they said thus unto it, Arise, devour much 
flesh. 

6 After this I beheld, and lo another, 
like a leopard, which had upon the back 
of it four wings of a fowl; the beast had 
also four heads ; and dominion was given 
to it. 

7 After this I saw in the night visions, 
and behold a fourth beast, dreadful and 
terrible, and strong exceedingly ; and it 
had great iron teeth: it devoured and 
brake in pieces, and stamped the residue 
with the feet of it: and it was diverse 
from all the beasts that were before it ; 
and it had ten horns. 

8 I considered the horns, and, behold, 
there came up among them another little 
horn, before whom there were three of 
the first horns plucked up by the roots: 
and, behold, in this horn were eyes like 
the eyes of man, and a mouth speaking 
great things. 

9 4 I beheld till the thrones were cast 
down, and the Ancient of days did sit, 
whose garment was white as snow, and 
the hair of his head like the pure wool: 
his throne was lke the fiery flame, and 
his wheels as burning fire. 


10 A fiery stream issued and came forth _ 


from before him: thousand thousands 
ministered unto him, and ten thousand 
times ten thousand stood before him: 
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sealed it with his own signet, and with 
the signet of his lords; that the purpose 
might not be changed concerning Daniel. 

18 4 Then the king went to his palace, 
and passed the i fasting: neither 
were instruments of music brought be- 
fore him: and his sleep went from him. 

19 Then the king arose very early in the 
morning, and went in haste unto the 
den of lions. 

20 And when he came to the den, he 
cried with a lamentable voice unto Dan- 
iel: and the king spake and said to 
Daniel, O Daniel, servant of the living 
God, is thy God, whom thou servest 
continually, able to deliver thee from 
the lions ? 

21 Then said Daniel unto the king, O 
king, live for ever. 

22 My God hath sent his angel, and 
hath shut the lions’ mouths, that they 
have not hurt me: forasmuch as before 
him innocency was found in me; and also 
before thee, O king, have I done no hurt. 

23 Then was the king exceeding glad for 
him, and commanded that they should 
take Daniel up out of theden. So Dan- 
iel was taken up out of the den, and no 
manner of hurt was found upon him, 
because he believed in his God. 

24 Y And the king commanded, and 
they brought those men which had ac- 
cused Daniel, and they cast them into 
the den of lions, them, their children, 
and their wives; and the lions had the 
mastery of them, and brake all their 
bones in pieces or ever they came at the 
bottom of the den. 

20 \ Then king Darius wrote unto all 
people, nations, and languages, that dwell 
in all the earth; Peace be multiplied unto 

ou. 

26 I make a decree, That in every do- 
minion of my kingdom men tremble and 
fear before the God of Daniel: for he 8 
the living God, and steadfast for ever, 
and his kingdom that which shall not be 
destroyed, and his dominion shall be even 
unto the end. 

27 He delivereth and rescueth, and he 
worketh signs and wonders in heaven 
and in earth, who hath delivered Daniel 
from the power of the lions. 

28 So this Daniel prospered in the reign 
of Darius, and in the reign of Cyrus the 
Persian, 
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of the vision. 


be the fourth kingdom upon earth, which 
shall be diverse from all kingdoms, and 
shall devour the whole earth, and shall 
tread it down, and break it in pieces. 

24 And the ten horns out of this king- 
dom are ten kings that shall arise: and 
another shall rise after them; and he 
shall be diverse from the first, and he 
shall subdue three kings. 

25 And he shall speak great words 
against the Most High, and shall wear 
out the saints of the Most High, and 
think to change times and laws: and 
they shall be given into his hand until a 


time and times and the dividing of time. 


26 But the judgment shall sit, and they 
shall take away his dominion, to con- 
sume and to destroy 07 unto the end. 

27 And the kingdom and dominion, and 
the greatness of the kingdom under the 
whole heaven, shall be given to the peo- 
ple of the saints of the Most High, whose 
kingdom 7s an everlasting kingdom, and 
all dominions shall serve and obey him. 

28 Hitherto zs the end of the matter. 
As for me Daniel, my cogitations much 
troubled me, and my countenance 
changed in me: but I kept the matter 
in my heart. 


CHAPTER 8.

i the third year of the reign of king 
Belshazzar a vision appeared unto me, 
even unto me Daniel, after that which 
appeared unto me at the first. 

2 And I saw in a vision; and it came to 
pass, when I saw, that I was at Shushan 
in the palace, which 28 in the province of 
Elam; and I saw in a vision, and I was 
by the river of Ulai. 

3 Then I lifted up mine eyes, and saw, 
and, behold, there stood before the river 
a ram which had two horns: and the two 
horns were high ; but one was higher than 
the other, and the higher came up last. 

4 I saw the ram pushing westward, and 
northward, and southward ; so that no 
beasts might stand before him, neither 
was there any that could deliver out of 
his hand; but he did according to his 
will, and became great. 

5 And as I was considering, behold, a 
he goat came from the west on the face 
of the whole cart, πρὸ touched not the 
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The interpretation 


the judgment was set, and the books 
> were opened. 

11 I beheld then, because of the voice 
of the great words which the horn spake : 
I beheld even till the beast was slain, and 
his body destroyed, and given to the 
burning flame. 

12 As concerning the rest of the beasts, 
they had their dominion taken away: 
yet their lives were prolonged for a sea- 
son and time. 

13 I saw in the night visions, and, be- 
hold, one like the Son of man came with 
the clouds of heaven, and came to the 
Ancient of days, and they brought him 
near before him. 

14 And there was given him dominion, 
and glory, and a kingdom, that all peo- 
ple, nations, and languages, should serve 
him ; his dominion 7s an everlasting do- 
minion, which shali not pass away, and 
his kingdom that which shall not be de- 
stroyed. 

15 I Daniel was grieved in my spirit 
in the midst of my body, and the visions 
of my head troubled me. 

16 I came near unto one of them. that 
stood by, and asked him the truth of all 
this. So he told me, and made me know 
the interpretation of the things. 

17 These great beasts, which are four, 
are four kings, which shall arise out of 
the earth. 

18 But the saints of the Most High shall 
take the kingdom, and possess the king- 
dom for ever, even for ever and ever. 

19 Then I would know the truth of the 
fourth beast, which was diverse from all 
_ the others, exceeding dreadful, whose 
teeth were of iron, and his nails of brass ; 
which devoured, brake in pieces, and 
stamped the residue with his feet; 

20 And of the ten horns that were in 
his head, and of the other which came 
up, and before whom three fell; even of 
that horn that had eyes, and a mouth 
that spake very great things, whose look 
was more stout than his fellows. 

21 I beheld, and the same horn made 
war with the saints, and prevailed against 
= them; 

22 Until the Ancient of days came, and 
judgment was given to the saints of the 

ost High ; and the time came that the 
saints possessed the kingdom. 

23 Thus he said, ] fourth beast shall

Understand, O son of man: for at the 
time of the end shall be the vision. 

18 Now as he was speaking with me, I 
was in a deep sleep on my face toward 


the ground: but he touched me, and set = 


me upright. 


19 And he said, Behold, I will make © 


thee know what shall be in the last end 
of the indignation: for at the time ap- 
pointed the end shall be. 

20 The ram which thou sawest having 
ΠΡ horns are the kings of Media and 
ersia. 


21 And the rough goat 08 the king of © 


Grecia: and the great horn that 28 be- 
tween his eyes 28 the first king. 

22 Now that being broken, whereas four 
stood up for it, four kingdoms shall stand 
up out of the nation, but not in his power. 

23 And in the latter time of their king- 
dom, when the transgressors are come 
to the full, a king of fierce countenance, 
and understanding dark sentences, shall 
stand up. 


24 And his power shall be mighty, but — 


not by his own power: and he shall de- 


stroy wonderfully, and shall prosper, and = 


practise, and shall destroy the mighty 
and the holy people. 

25 And through his policy also he shall 
cause craft to prosper in his hand; and 
he shall magnify himself in his heart, and 
by peace shall destroy many: he shall also 
stand up against the Prince of princes; 
but he shall be broken without hand. 

26 And the vision of the evening and 
the morning which was told 7s true: 
wherefore shut thou up the vision; for 
it shall be for many days. 

27 And I Daniel fainted, and was sick 
certain days ; afterward I rose up, and did 
the king’s business ; and I was astonished 
at the vision, but none understood 7.

7 And I saw him come close unto the 
ram, and he was moved with choler 
against him, and smote the ram, and 
brake his two horns: and there was no 
power in the ram to stand before him, 
but he cast him down to the ground, and 
stamped upon him: and there was none 
that could deliver the ram out of his hand. 

8 Therefore the he goat waxed very 
great: and when he was strong, the great 
horn was broken ; and for it came up four 
notable ones toward the four winds of 
heaven. 

9 And out of one of them came forth a 
little horn, which waxed exceeding great, 
toward the south, and toward the east, 
and toward the pleasant land. 

10 And it waxed great, even to the host 
of heaven; and it cast down some of the 
host and of the stars to the ground, and 
stamped upon them. 

11 Yea, he magnified himself even to 
the prince of the host, and by him the 
daily sacrifice was taken away, and the 
place of his sanctuary was cast down. 

12 And a host was given him against 
the daily sacrifice by reason of transgres- 
sion, and it cast down the truth to the 
ground ; and it practised, and prospered. 

18 Y Then I heard one saint speaking, 
and another saint said unto that certain 
saint which spake, How long shall be the 
vision concerning the daily sacrifice, and 
the transgression of desolation, to give 
both the sanctuary and the host to be 
trodden under foot ? 

14 And he said unto me, Unto two 
thousand and three hundred days; then 
shall the sanctuary be cleansed. 

15 ף‎ And it came to pass, when I, even 
I Daniel, had seen the vision, and sought 
for the meaning, then, behold, there stood 
before me as the appearance of a man. 

16 And I heard a man’s voice between 
the banks of Ulai, which called, and said, 
Gabriel, make this man to understand 
the vision. 

17 So he came near where I stood: 
and when he came, I was afraid, and 
fell upon my face: ΠΝ he said unto me, 


and prayer. 


14 Therefore hath the LorpD watched 
upon the evil, and brought it upon us: 
for the Lorp our God 7s righteous in all 
his works which he doeth : for we obeyed 
not his voice. 

15 And now, O Lord our God, that hast 
brought thy people forth out of the land 
of Egypt with a mighty hand, and hast 
gotten thee renown, as at this day; we 
have sinned, we have done wickedly. 

16  Ο Lord, according to all thy right- 
eousness, I beseech thee, let thine anger 
and thy fury be turned away from thy 
city Jerusalem, thy hely mountain: be- 
cause for our sins, and for the iniquities 
of our fathers, Jerusalem and thy people 
are become a reproach to all that are 
about us. | 

17 Now therefore, O our God, hear the 
prayer of thy servant, and his supplica- 
tions, and cause thy face to shine upon 
thy sanctuary that is desolate, for the 
Lord’s sake. 

18 O my God, incline thine ear, and 
hear; open thine eyes, and behold our 
desolations, and the city which is called 
by thy name: for we do not present our 
supplications before thee for our right- 
eousnesses, but for thy great mercies. 

19 O Lord, hear; O Lord, forgive; O 
Lord, hearken and do; defer not, for 
thine own sake, O my God: for thy city 
and thy people are called by thy name. 

20 4 And while I was speaking, and 
praying, and confessing my sin and the 
sin of my people Israel, and presenting 
my supplication before the LorD my 
God for the holy mountain of my God ; 

21 Yea, while I was speaking in prayer, 
even the man Gabriel, whom I had seen 
in the vision at the beginning, being 
caused to fly swiftly, touched me about 
the time of the evening oblation. 

22 And he informed me, and talked 
with me, and said, O Daniel, Iam now 
come forth to give thee skill and under- 
standing. 

23 At the beginning of thy supplications 
the commandment came forth, and I am 
come to shew thee, for thou art greatly 
beloved: therefore understand the mat- 
ter, and consider the vision. 

24 Seventy weeks are determined upon . 
thy people and upon thy holy city, to 
finish the transgression, and to make an 


(end of sins, and to make reconciliation 
8 
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would accomplish seventy years in the 
desolations of Jerusalem. 

3 9 And I set my face unto the Lord 
God, to seek by prayer and supplications, 
with fasting, and sackcloth, and ashes: 

4 And I prayed unto the Lorp my God, 
and made my confession, and said, O 
Lord, the great and dreadful God, keep- 
ing the covenant and mercy to them 
that love him, and to them that keep his 
commandments ; 

5 We have sinned, and have committed 
iniquity, and have done wickedly, and 
have rebelled, even by departing from 
thy precepts and from thy judgments: 

6 Neither have we hearkened unto thy 
servants the prophets, which spake in thy 
name to our kings, our princes, and our 
fathers, and to all the people of the land. 

7 O Lord, righteousness belongeth unto 
thee, but unto us confusion of faces, as at 
this day ; to the men of Judah, and to the 
inhabitants of Jerusalem, and unto all 
Israel, that wre near, and that are far off, 
through all the countries whither thou 
hast driven them, because of their tres- 
pass that they have trespassed against 
thee. 

8 O Lord, to us belongeth confusion of 
face, to our kings, to our princes, and 
to our fathers, because we have sinned 
against thee. 

9 To the Lord our God belong mercies 


> and forgivenesses, though we have rebel- 


led against him ; 

10 Neither have we obeyed the voice of 
the. Lorp our God, to walk in his laws, 
which he set before us by his servants 


> the prophets. 


11 Yea, all Israel have transgressed thy 
law, even by departing, that they might 
not obey thy voice; therefore the curse 
is poured upon us, and the oath that 8 
written in the law of Moses the servant of 
God, because we have sinned against him. 

12 And he hath confirmed his words, 
which he spake against us, and against 
our judges that judged us, by bringing 


upon us a great evil: for under the whole 


heaven hath not been done as hath been 
done upon Jerusalem. 

13 As 22 28 written in the law of Moses, 
all this evil is come upon us: yet made 
we not our prayer before the Lorp our 
God, that we might turn from our in- 
iquities, and understand thy truth.

8 Therefore I was left alone, and saw 
this great vision, and there remained no 
strength in me: for my comeliness was 
turned in me into corruption, and I re- 
tained no strength. 

9 Yet heard I the voice of his words: 
and when 1 heard the voice of his words, 
then was I in a deep sleep on my face, 
and my face toward the ground. 

10 §] And, behold, a hand touched me, 
which set me upon my knees and wpon 
the palms of my hands. 

11 And he said unto me, O Daniel, a 
man greatly beloved, understand the 
words that I speak unto thee, and stand 
upright: for unto thee am I now sent. 
And when he had spoken this word unto 
me, I stood trembling. 

12 Then said he unto me, Fear not, 
Daniel: for from the first day that thou 
didst set thine heart to understand, and to 
chasten thyself before thy God, thy words 
were heard, and I am come for thy words. 

13 But the prince of the kingdom of 
Persia withstood me one and twenty 
days: but, lo, Michael, one of the chief 
princes, came to help me; and I remain- 
ed there with the kings of Persia. 

14 Now I am come to make thee under- 
stand what shall befall thy people in the 
latter days: for yet the vision 08 for many 
days. 

15 And when he had spoken such words 
unto me, I set my face toward the ground, 
and I became dumb. 

16 And, behold, one like the similitude 
of the sons of men touched my lips: then 
I opened my mouth, and spake, and said 
unto him that stood before me, O my lord, 
by the vision my sorrows are turned upon 
me, and 1 have retained no strength. 

17 For how can the servant of this my 
lord talk with this my lord? for as for me, 
straightway there remained no strength 
in me, neither is there breath left in me. 

18 Then there came again and touched 
me one like the appearance of a man, and 
he strengthened me, 

19 And said, O man greatly beloved, fear 
not: peace 06 unto thee; be strong, yea, 
be strong. And when he had spoken unto 
me, I was strengthened, and said, Let my 
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for iniquity, and to bring in everlasting 
righteousness, and to seal up the vision 
and prophecy, and to anoint the Most 
Holy. 

25 Know therefore and understand, that 
from the going forth of the command- 
ment to restore and to build Jerusalem, 
unto the Messiah the Prince, shall be 
seven weeks, and threescore and two 
weeks: the street shall be built again, 
and the wall, even in troublous times. 

26 And after threescore and two weeks 
shall Messiah be cut off, but not for him- 
self: and the people of the prince that 
shall come shall destroy the city and the 
sanctuary; and the end thereof shall be 
with a flood, and unto the end of the war 
desolations are determined. 

27 And he shall confirm the covenant 
with many for one week: and in the midst 
of the week he shall cause the sacrifice 
and the oblation to cease, and for the 
overspreading of abominations he shall 
make z¢ desolate, even until the consum- 
mation, and that determined shall be 
poured upon the desolate.

1 the third year of Cyrus king of Per- 
sia a thing was revealed unto Daniel, 
whose name was called Belteshazzar ;

2 In those days I Daniel was mourning 
three full weeks.

6 His body also was like the beryl, and 
his face as the appearance of lightning, 
and his eyes as lamps of fire, and his arms 
and his feet like in colour .

12 And when he hath taken away the 
multitude, his heart shall be lifted up; 
and he shall cast down many ten thou- 
sands: but he shall not be strengthened

13 For the king of the north shall re- 
turn, and shall set forth a multitude 
greater than the former, and shall cer- 
tainly come after certain years with a 
great army and with much riches. 

14 And in those times there shall many 
stand up against the king of the south: 
also the robbers of thy people shall exalt 
themselves to establish the vision ; but 
they shall fall. 

15 So the king of the north shall come, 
and cast up a mount, and take the most 
fenced cities: and the arms of the south 
shall not withstand, neither his chosen 
people, neither shall there be any strength 
to withstand. 

16 But he that cometh against him shall 
do according to his own will, and none 
shall stand before him : and he shall stand 
in the glorious land, which by his hand 
shall be consumed. 

17 He shall also set his face to enter with 
the strength of his whole kingdom, and 
upright ones with him ; thus shall hedo: 
and he shall give him the daughter of 
women, corrupting her : but she shall not 
stand on his side, neither be for him. 

18 After this shall he turn his face unto 
the isles, and shall take many: but a 
prince for his own behalf shall cause the 
reproach offered by him to cease; with- 
out his own reproach he shall cause 22 to 
turn upon him. 
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Leagues and conflicts between 
lord speak; for thou hast strengthened 


me. 

20 Then said he, Knowest thou where- 
fore I come unto thee? and now will I 
return to fight with the prince of Persia: 
and when I am gone forth, lo, the prince 
of Grecia shall come. 

21 But I will shew thee that which is 
noted in the Scripture of truth : and there 
28 none that holdeth with me in these 
things, but Michael your prince. 


CHAPTER 11. 


1 The overthrow of Persia by the king of Grecia.

LSO I in the first year of Darius the 
Mede, even I, stood to confirm and 
to strengthen him. 

2 And now will I shew thee the truth. 
Behold, there shall stand up yet three 
kings in Persia; and the fourth shall 
be far richer than they all: and by his 
strength through his riches he shall stir 
up all against the realm of Grecia. 

3 And a mighty king shall stand up, 
that shall rule with great dominion, and 
do according to his will. 

4 And when he shall stand up, his 
kingdom shall be broken, and shall be 
divided toward the four winds of heav- 
en; and not to his posterity, nor accord- 
ing to his dominion which he ruled: for 
his kingdom shall be plucked up, even 
for others besides those. 

5 § And the king of the south shall be 
strong, and one of his princes; and he 
shall be strong above him, and have 
dominion; his dominion shall be a great 
dominion. 

6 And in the end of years they shall 
join themselves together ; for the king’s 
daughter of the south shall come to the 
king of the north to make an agreement : 
but she shall not retain the power of the 
arm ; neither shall he stand, nor his arm : 
but she shall be given up, and they that 
brought her, and he that begat her, and 
he that strengthened her in these times. 

7 But out of a branch of her roots shall 
one stand up in his estate, which shall 
come with an army, and shall enter into 
the fortress of the king of-the north, and 
shall deal against them, and shall prevail : 

8 And shall also carry captives into 
Egypt their gods, with their princes, and 
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An impious.tyranny set wp. 

31 And arms shall stand on his part, 
and they shall pollute the sanctuary of 
strength, and shall take away the daily 
sacrifice, and they shall place the abom- 
ination that maketh desolate. 

32 And such as do wickedly against the 
covenant shall he corrupt by flatteries : 
but the people that do know their God 
shall be strong, and do exploits. 

33 And they that understand among the 
people shall instruct many : yet they shall 
fall by the sword, and by flame, by cap- 
tivity, and by spoil, many days. 

34 Now when they shall fall, they shall 
be holpen with a little help: but many 
shall cleave to them with flatteries. 

35 And some of them of understanding 
shall fall, to try them, and to purge, and 
to make them white, even to the time of 
the end: because 7 18 yet for a time 
appointed. 

36 And the king shall do according to 
his will; and he shall exalt himself, and 
magnify himself above every god, and 
shall speak marvellous things against the 
God of gods, and shall prosper till the 
indignation be accomplished: for that 
that is determined shall be done. 

387 Neither shall he regard the God of 
his fathers, nor the desire of women, nor 
regard any god: for he shall magnify 
himself above all. 

38 But in his estate shall he honour the 
God of forces: and a god whom his fa- 
thers knew not shall he honour with gold, 
and silver, and with precious stones, and 
pleasant things. 

39 Thus shall he do in the most strong 
holds with a strange god, whom he shall 
acknowledge and increase with glory: 
and he shall cause them to rule over 
many, and shall divide the land for 
gain. 

40 And at the time of the end shall the 
king of the south push at him: and the 
king of the north shall come against him 
like a whirlwind, with chariots, and with 
horsemen, and with many ships; and he 
shall enter into the countries, and shall 
overflow and pass over. 

41 He shall enter also into the glorious 
land, and many countries shall be over- 
thrown: but these shall escape out of his 
hand, even Edom, and Moab, and the 
chief of the children of Ammon.

19 Then he shall turn his face toward 
the fort of his own land: but he shall 
stumble and fall, and not be found. 

20 Then shall stand up in his estate a 
raiser of taxes 2 the glory of the king- 
dom: but within few days he shall be 
destroyed, neither in anger, nor in battle.

24 He shall enter peaceably even upon 
the fattest places of the province ; and he 
shall do that which his fathers have not 
done, nor his fathers’ fathers; he shall 
scatter among them the prey, and spoil, 
and riches: yea, and he shall forecast his 
devices against the strong holds, even 
for a time. 

25 And he shall stir up his power and 
his courage against the king of the south 
with a great army; and the king of the 
south shall be stirred up to battle with a 
very great and mighty army; but he shall 
not stand: for they shall forecast de- 
vices against him. 

26 Yea, they that feed of the portion of 
his meat shall destroy him, and his army 
shall overflow : and many shall fall down 
slain. 

27 And both these kings’ hearts shall be 
to do mischief, and they shall speak lies 
at one table ; but it shall not prosper : for 
yet the end shall be at the time appointed. 

28 Then shall he return into his land 
with great riches; and his heart shall be 
against the holy covenant; and he shall 
do exploits, and return to his own land. 

29 At the time appointed he shall re- 
turn, and come toward the south; but it 
shall not be as the former, or as the latter. 

30 1 For the ships of Chittim shall 
come against him: therefore he shall be 
grieved, and return, and have indignation 
against the holy covenant: so shall he do ; 
he shall even return, and have intelligence

3 Therefore shall the land mourn, and 
every one that dwelleth therein shall lan- 
guish, with the beasts of the field, and 
with the fowls of heaven ; yea, the fishes 
of the sea also shall be taken away. 

4 Yet let no man strive, nor reprove 
another: for thy people ave as they that 
strive with the priest. 

5 Therefore shalt thou fall in the day, 
and the prophet also shall fall with 
thee in the night, and I will destroy thy 
mother. 

6 Ἵ My people are destroyed for lack 
of knowledge: because thou hast reject- 


ed knowledge, I will also reject thee, that 


thou shalt be no priest tome: seeing thou 
hast forgotten the law of thy God, I will 
also forget thy children. . 

7 As they were increased, so they sin- 
ned against me: therefore will I change 
their glory into shame. 

8 They eat up the sin of my people, 
and they set their heart on their iniquity. 

9 And there shall be, like people, like 
priest: and I will punish them for their 
ways, and reward them their doings. 

10 For they shall- eat, and not have 
enough: they shall commit whoredom, 
and shall not increase: because they have 
left off to take heed to the Lorp. 

11 Whoredom and wine and new wine 
take away the heart. . 

12 4 My people ask counsel at their 
stocks, and their staff declareth unto 
them: for the spirit of whoredoms hath 
caused them to err, and they have gone a 
whoring from under their God. 

13 They sacrifice upon the tops of the 
mountains, and burn incense upon the 
hills, under oaks and poplars and elms, 
because the shadow ,thereof 7s good: 
therefore your daughters shall commit 
whoredom, and your spouses shall com- 
mit adultery. 

14 1 will not punish your daughters 
when they commit whoredom, nor your 
spouses when they commit adultery : for 
themselves are separated with whores, 
and they sacrifice with harlots: therefore

7 They are all hot as an oven, and have 
devoured their judges; all their kings 
are fallen: there 7s none among them that 
calleth unto me. 

8 Ephraim, he hath mixed himself 
among the people; Ephraim is a cake 
not turned.

8 The watchman of Ephraim was with 
my God: dwt the prophet zs a snare of a 
fowler in all his ways, and hatred in the 
house of his God.

8 The high places also of Aven, the sin 
of Israel, shall be destroyed: the thorn 
and the thistle shall come up on their 
altars; and they shall say to the mount- 
ains, Cover us; and to the hills, Fall 
on us, 

9 O Israel, thou hast sinned from the 
days of Gibeah: there they stood: the 
battle in Gibeah against the children of 
iniquity did not overtake them. 

10 J¢ 7s in my desire that 1 should chas- 
tise them ; and the people shall be gath- 
ered against them, when they shall bind 
themselves in their two furrows. 

11 And Ephraim 7s as a heifer that 8 
taught, and loveth to tread out the corn ; 
but I passed over upon her fair neck: I 
will make Ephraim to ride; Judah shall 
plough, and Jacob shall break his clods. 

12 Sow to yourselves in righteousness, 
reap in mercy; break up your fallow 
ground: for 22 28 time to seek the Lorn, 
till he come and rain righteousness upon 


you. 

13 Ye have ploughed wickedness, ye 

have reaped iniquity ; ye have eaten the

4 That lie upon beds of ivory, and 
stretch themselves upon their couches, 
and eat the lambs out of the flock, and 
the calves out of the midst of the stall ;

, 5 But seek not Beth-el, nor enter into 

Gilgal, and pass not to Beer-sheba: for 
Gilgal shall surely go into captivity, and 
Beth-el shall come to nought. 

6 Seek the Lorp, and ye shall live ; lest 
he break out like fire in the house of Jo- 
seph, and devour 7¢, and there be none to 
quench 7¢ in Beth-el. 

7 Ye who turn judgment to wormwood, 
and leave off righteousness in the earth,

11 Forasmuch therefore as your tread- 
ing 7s upon the poor, and ye take from 
him burdens of wheat: ye have built 
houses of hewn stone, but ye shall not 
dwell in them; ye have planted pleasant 
vineyards, but ye shall not drink wine of 
them. 

12 For I know your manifold transgres- 
sions and your mighty sins: they afflict 
the just, they take a bribe, and they turn 
aside the poor in the gate from their 
right. 

13 Therefore the prudent shall keep si- 
lence in that time; for it 78 an evil time. 

14 Seek good, and not evil, that ye may 
live: and so the Lorp, the God of hosts, 
shall be with you, as ye have spoken.

33 Ἵ Again, ye have heard that it hath 
been said by them of old time, Thou 
shalt not forswear thyself, but shalt per- 
form unto the Lord thine oaths:

33 But seek ye first the kingdom of 
God, and his righteousness ; and all these 
things shall be added unto you.

for your Father knoweth what things ye 
have need of, before ye ask him. 

9 After this manner therefore pray ye: 
Our Father which art in heaven, Hallow- 
ed be thy name. 

10 Thy kingdom come. Thy will be 
done in earth, as 2¢ 08 in heaven. 

11 Give us this day our daily bread. 

12 And forgive us our debts, as we for- 
give our debtors. 

13 And lead us not into temptation, but 
deliver us from evil: For thine is the 
kingdom, and the power, and the glory, 
for ever. Amen. 

14 For if ye forgive men their trespasses, 
your heavenly Father will also forgive 

ou: 

15 But if ye forgive not men their tres- 
passes, neither will your Father forgive 
your trespasses. 

16 4 Moreover when ye fast, be not, 
as the hypocrites, of a sad _ counte- 
nance: for they disfigure their faces, 
that they may appear unto men to fast. 
Verily I say unto you, They have their 
reward. 

17 But thou, when thou fastest, anoint 
thine head, and wash thy face; 

18 That thou appear not unto men to 
fast, but unto thy Father which is in 
secret: and thy Father which seeth in 
secret shall reward thee openly. 

19 4 Lay not up for yourselves treasures 
upon earth, where moth and rust dotlir 
corrupt, and where thieves break through 
and steal : 

20 But lay up for yourselves treasures 
in heaven, where neither moth nor rust 
doth corrupt, and where thieves do not 
‘break through nor steal : 
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on the mount. 


17 Even so every good tree bringeth 
forth good fruit; but a corrupt tree bring- 
eth forth evil fruit. 

18 A good tree cannot bring forth evil 
fruit, neither can a corrupt tree bring 
forth good fruit. 

19 Every tree that bringeth not forth 
good fruit is hewn down, and cast into 
the fire. 

20 Wherefore by their fruits ye shall 
know them. 

21 “| Not every one that saith unto me, 
Lord, Lord, shall enter into the kingdom 
of heaven; but he that doeth the will of 
my Father which is in heaven.

26 And every one that heareth these 
sayings of mine, and doeth them not, 
shall be likened unto a foolish man, which 
built his house upon the sand : 

27 And the rain descended, and the 
floods came, and the winds blew, and 
beat upon that house; and it fell: and 
great was the fall of it. 

28 And it came to pass, when Jesus had 
ended these sayings, the people were as- 
tonished at his doctrine : 

29 For he taught them as one having 
authority, and not as the scribes.

9 But what went ye out for 10 see? A 
prophet? yea, I say unto you, and more 
than a prophet. 

10 For this is 26, of whom it is written, 
Behold, I send my messenger before thy 
ah which shall prepare thy way before 
thee. 

11 Verily I say unto you, Among them 
that are born of women there hath not 
risen a greater than John the Baptist:

notwithstanding, he that is least in the 
kingdom of heaven is greater than he. 

12 And from the days of John the Bap- 
tist until now the kingdom of heaven 
suffereth violence, and the violent take 
it by force. 

13 For all the prophets and the law 
prophesied until John. 

14 And if ye will receive 00 this is 
Elias, which was for to come. 

15 He that hath ears to hear, let him 
hear. 

16 Ἵ But whereunto shall I liken this 
generation ? It 18 like unto children sit- 
ting in the markets, and calling unto 
their fellows, 

17 And saying, We have piped unto 
you, and ye have not danced ; we have 
mourned unto you, and ye have not 
lamented. 

18 For John came neither eating nor 
drinking, and they say, He hath a devil. 

19 The Son of man came eating and 
drinking, and they say, Behold a man 
gluttonous, and a winebibber, a friend of 
publicans and sinners. But wisdom is 
justified of her children. 

20 § Then began he to upbraid the 
cities wherein most of his mighty works 
were done, because they repented not : 

21 Woe unto thee, Chorazin! woe unto 
thee, Bethsaida ! for if the mighty works, 
which were done in you, had been done 
in Tyre and Sidon, they would have re- 
pented long ago in sackcloth and ashes. 

22 But I say unto you, It shall be 
more tolerable for Tyre and Sidon at the 
day of judgment, than for you. 

23 And thou, Capernaum, which art ex- 
alted unto heaven, shalt be brought down 
to hell: for if the mighty works, which 
have been done in thee, had been done 
in Sodom, it would have remained until 
this day. 

24 But I say unto you, That it shall be 
more tolerable for the land of Sodom in 
the day of judgment, than for thee. 

25 Ἵ At that time Jesus answered and 
said, I thank thee, O Father, Lord of 
heaven and earth, because thou hast hid 
these things from the wise and prudent, 
and hast revealed them unto babes. 

26 Even so, Father; for so it seemed 
good in thy sight. 

27 All things are delivered unto me of 
my Father: and 0 שר‎ knoweth the 


the Holy Ghost. 


of God, then the kingdom of God is 
come unto you. 

29 Or else, how can one enter into a 
strong man’s house, and spoil his goods, 
except he first bind the strong man? 
and then he will spoil his house. 

30. He that is not with me is against 
me; and he that gathereth not with me 
scattereth abroad. 

31 4 Wherefore 1 say unto you, All 
manner of sin and blasphemy shall be 
forgiven unto men: but the blasphemy 
against the Holy Ghost shall not be 
forgiven unto men. 

32 And whosoever speaketh a word 
against the Son of man, it shall be for- 
given him: but whosoever speaketh 
against the Holy Ghost, it shall not be 
forgiven him, neither in this world, 
neither in the world to come. 

33 Hither make the tree good, and his 
fruit good; or else make the tree cor- 
rupt, and his fruit corrupt: for the tree 
is known by 08 fruit. 

34 O generation of vipers, how can ye, 
being evil, speak good things? for out 
of the abundance of the heart the mouth 
speaketh. 

30 A good man out of the good treasure 
of the heart bringeth forth good things: 
and an evil man out of the evil treasure 
bringeth forth evil things. 

36 But I say unto you, That every idle 
word that men shall speak, they shall 
give account thereof in the day of judg- 
ment. 

37 For by thy words thou shalt be 
justified, and by thy words thou shalt 
be condemned. 

38 Ἵ Then certain of the scribes and of 
the Pharisees answered, saying, Master, 
we would see a sign from thee. 

39 But he answered and said unto them, 
An evil and adulterous generation seek- 
eth after a sign; and there shall no sign 
be given to it, but the sign of the prophet 
Jonas : 

40 For as Jonas was three days and 
three nights in the whale’s belly; so 
shall the Son of man be three days and 
three nights in the heart of the earth. 

41 The men of Nineveh shall rise in 
judgment with this generation, and shall 
condemn it: because they repented at 
the preaching of Jonas; and, behold, a 
greater than Jonas 28 here. 
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on the sabbath day, will he not lay hold 
on it, and lift τὲ out ὃ 

12 How much then is a man better 
than a sheep? Wherefore it is lawful 
to do well on the sabbath days. 

18 Then saith he to the man, Stretch 
forth thine hand. And he stretched τέ 
forth ; and it was restored whole, like as 
the other. 1 

14 4 Then the Pharisees went out, and 
held a council against him, how they 
might destroy him. 

15 But when Jesus knew 20, he with- 
drew himself from thence: and great 
multitudes followed him, and he healed 
them all; 

16 And charged them that they should 
not make him known: 

17 That it might be fulfilled which was 
spoken by Esaias the prophet, saying, 

18 Behold my servant, whom I have 
chosen ; my beloved, in whom my soul 


is well pleased: I will put my Spirit 


upon him, and he shall shew judgment 
to the Gentiles. 

19 He shall not strive, nor cry; neither 
shall any man hear his voice in the 
streets. 

20 A bruised reed shall he not break, 
and smoking flax shall he not quench, 
till he send forth judgment unto victory. 

21 And in his name shall the Gentiles 
trust. 

22 "| Then was brought unto him one 
possessed with a devil, blind, and dumb: 


and he healed him, insomuch that the 


blind and dumb both spake and saw. 

23 And all the people were amazed, 
and said, Is not this the Son of David ? 

24 But when the Pharisees heard 7¢, 
they said, This 76/0000 doth not cast out 
devils, but by Beelzebub the prince of 
the devils. 

25 And Jesus knew their thoughts, and 
said unto them, Every kingdom divided 
against itself is brought to desolation ; 
and every city or house divided against 
itself shall not stand: 

26 And if Satan cast out Satan, he is 
divided against himself; how shall then 
his kingdom stand ? 

27 And if I by Beelzebub cast out 
devils, by whom do your children cast 
them out? therefore they shall be your 


- judges. 


28 But if I cast out devils by the Spirit

6 And when the sun was up, they were 
scorched ; and because they had no root, 
they withered away. 

7 And some fell among thorns; and the 
thorns sprung up, and choked them : 

8 But other fell into good ground, and 
brought forth fruit, some a hundredfold, 
some sixtyfold, some thirtyfold. 

9 Who hath ears to hear, let him hear. 

10 And the disciples came, and said 
unto him, Why speakest thou unto them 
in parables ? 

11 He answered and said unto them, 
Because it is given unto you to know the 
mysteries of the kingdom of heaven, but 
to them it is not given. 

12 For whosoever hath, to him shall 
be given, and he shall have more abun- 
dance: but whosoever hath not, from 
him shall be taken away even that he 
hath. 

13 Therefore speak I to them in para- 
bles: because they seeing see not; and 
hearing they hear not, neither do they 
understand. 

14 And in them is fulfilled the prophecy 
of Esaias, which saith, By hearing ye 
shall hear, and shall not understand ; 
and seeing ye shall see, and shall not 
perceive : 

15 For this people’s heart is waxed 
gross, and their ears are dull of hearing, 
and their eyes they have closed ; lest at 
any time they should see with their eyes, 
and hear with their ears, and should un- 
derstand with their heart, and should be 
converted, and I should heal them. 

16 But blessed are your eyes, for they 
see: and your ears, for they hear. 

17 For verily I say unto you, That many 
prophets and righteous men have desired 
to see those things which ye see, and have 
not seen them; and to hear those things 
which ye hear, and have not heard them. 

18 § Hear ye therefore the parable of 
the sower. 

19 When any one heareth the word of 
the kingdom, and understandeth ἐξ not, 
then cometh the wicked one, and catch- 
eth away that which was sown in his 
heart. This is he which received seed 
by the way side. 

20 But he that received the seed into 
stony places, the same is he that heareth 
the word, and anon with joy receiveth 
its

42 The queen of the south shall rise up 
in the judgment with this generation, and 
shall condemn it: for she came from the 
uttermost parts of the earth to hear the 
wisdom of Solomon; and, behold, a 
greater than Solomon 7s here. 

43 When the unclean spirit is gone out 
of a man, he walketh through dry places, 
seeking rest, and findeth none. 

44 Then he saith, I will return into my 
house from whence I came out; and 
when he is come, he findeth 22 empty, 
swept, and garnished. 

45 Then goeth he, and taketh with him- 
self seven other spirits more wicked than 
himself, and they enter in and dwell 
there: and the last state of that man is 
worse than the first. ven so shall it be 
also unto this wicked generation. 

46 4 While he yet talked to the people, 
behold, 08 mother and his brethren stood 
without, desiring to speak with him. 

47 Then one said unto him, Behold, thy 
mother and thy brethren stand without, 
desiring to speak with thee. 

48 But he answered and said unto him 
that told him, Who is my mother? and 
who are my brethren ? 

49 And he stretched forth his hand to- 
ward his disciples, and said, Behold my 
mother and my brethren ! 

50 For whosoever shall do the will of 
my Father which is in heaven, the same 
is my brother, and sister, and mother. 


CHAPTER 13. 


3 The parable of the sower and the seed: 18 the ex- 
position of tt. 24 The parable of thetares, 31 of the 
mustard seed, 33 of the leaven, 44 of the hidden 
treasure, 45 of the pearl, 47 of the drawnet cast 
into the sea: 53 and how Christ is contemned of 
his own countrymen. 


HE same day went Jesus out of the 
house, and sat by the sea side. 

2 And great multitudes were gathered 
together unto him, so that he went into 
a ship, and sat ; and the whole multitude 
stood on the shore. 

3 And he spake many things unto them 
in parables, saying, Behold, a sower went 
forth to sow ; 

4 And when he sowed, some seeds fell 
by the way side, and the fowls came and 
devoured them up: 

5 Some fell upon stony places, where 
they had not much earth: and forthwith 
they sprung up, because they had no 
deepness of earth:

the multitude in parables; and without 
a parable spake he not unto them: 

85 That it might be fulfilled which was 
spoken by the prophet, saying, I will 
open my mouth in parables; 1 will utter 
things which have been kept secret from 
the foundation of the world. 

36 Then Jesus sent the multitude away, 
and went into the house: and his disci- 
ples came unto him, saying, Declare unto 
us the parable of the tares of the field. 

37 He answered and said unto them, 
He that soweth the good seed is the Son 
of man; 

88 The field is the world; the good 
seed are the children of the kingdom; 
but the tares are the children of the 
wicked one; 

39 The enemy that sowed them is the 
devil; the harvest is the end of the 
world; and the reapers are the angels. 

40 As therefore the tares are gathered 
and burned in the fire; so shall it be in 
the end of this world. 

41 The Son of man shall send forth his 
angels, and they shall gather out of his 
kingdom all things that offend, and 
them which do iniquity ; 

42 And shall cast them into a furnace 
of fire : there shall be wailing and gnash- 
ing of teeth. 

43 Then shall the righteous shine forth 
as the sun in the kingdom of their Fa- 
ther. Who hath ears to hear, let him 
hear. 

44 | Again, the kingdom of heaven is 
like unto treasure hid in a field; the 
which when a man hath found, he hideth, 
and for joy thereof goeth and selleth all 
that he hath, and buyeth that field. 

45 § Again, the kingdom of heaven is 
like unto a merchantman, seeking goodly 
pearls: 

46 Who, when he had found one pearl 
of great price, went and sold all that he 
had, and bought it. 

47 1 Again, the kingdom of heaven is 
like unto a net, that was cast into the 
sea, and gathered of every kind: 

48 Which, when it was full, they drew 
to shore, and sat down, and gathered 
the good into vessels, but cast the bad 
away 

49 So shall it be at the end of the - 
world: the angels shall come forth, and 
sever the wicked τς among the just, 
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Parable of the tares, 


21 Yet hath he not root in himself, but 
dureth for a while: for when tribula- 
tion or persecution ariseth because of 
the word, by and by he is offended. 

22 He also that received seed among 
the thorns is he that heareth the word ; 
and the care of this world, and the de- 
ceitfulness of riches, choke the word, 
and he becometh unfruitful. 

23 But he that received seed into the 
good ground is he that heareth the word, 
and understandeth 21; which also beareth 
fruit, and bringeth forth, some a hun- 
dredfold, some sixty, some thirty. 

24 7 Another parable put he forth unto 
them, saying, The kingdom of heaven is 
likened unto a man which sowed good 
seed in his field : 

25 But while men slept, his enemy 
came and sowed tares among the wheat, 
and went his way. 

26 But when the blade was sprung up, 
and brought forth fruit, then appeared 
the tares also. 

27 So the servants of the householder 
came and said unto him, Sir, didst not 
thou sow good seed in thy field? from 
whence then hath it tares? 

28 He said unto them, An enemy hath 
done this. The servants said unto him, 
Wilt thou then that we go and gather 
them up? 

29 But he said, Nay; lest while ye 
gather up the tares, ye root up also 
fhe wheat with them. 

30 Let both grow together until the 
harvest: and in the time of harvest I 
will say to the reapers, Gather ye to- 
gether first the tares, and bind them in 
bundles to burn them: but gather the 
wheat into my barn. 

31 * Another parable put he forth unto 
them, saying, The kingdom 01 heaven is 
like toa grain of mustard seed, which a 
man took, and sowed in his field : 

32 Which indeed is the least of all seeds: 
but when it is grown, it is the greatest 
among herbs, and becometh a tree, so 
that the birds of the air come and lodge 
in the branches thereof. : 

33 Ἵ Another parable spake he unto 
them; The kingdom of heaven is like 
unto leaven, which a woman took, and 
hid in three measures of meal, till the 
whole was leavened. 

84 All these things spake Jesus unto

the daughter of Herodias danced before 
them, and pleased Herod. 

7 Whereupon he promised with an oath 
to give her whatsoever she would ask. 

8 And she, being before instructed of 
her mother, said, Give me here John 
Baptist’s head in a charger. 

9 And the king was sorry: nevertheless 
for the oath’s sake, and them which sat 
with him at meat, he commanded 7¢ to 
be given her. 

10 And he sent, and beheaded John 
in the prison. 

11 And his head was brought in a 
charger, and given to the damsel: and 
she brought 22 to her mother. 

12 And his disciples came, and took 
up the body, and buried it, and went 
and told Jesus. 

18 §] When Jesus heard of zt, he de- 
parted thence by ship into a desert place 
apart: and when the people had heard 
thereof, they followed him on foot out 
of the cities. 

14 And Jesus went forth, and saw a 
great multitude, and was moved with 
compassion toward them, and he healed 
their sick. 

15 "| And when it was evening, his dis- 
ciples came to him, saying, This is a 
desert place, and the time is now past; 
send the multitude away, that they may 
go into the villages, and buy themselves 
victuals. 

16 But Jesus said unto them, They need 
not depart; give ye them to eat. 

17 And they say unto him, We have 
here but five loaves, and two fishes. 

18 He said, Bring them hither to me. 

19 And he commanded the multitude 
to sit down on the grass, and took the 
five loaves, and the two fishes, and look- 
ing up to heaven, he blessed, and brake, 
and gave the loaves to fds disciples, and 
the disciples to the multitude. 

20 And they did all eat, and were filled: 
and they took up of the fragments that 
remained twelve baskets full. 

21 And they that had eaten were about 
five thousand men, beside women and 
children. 

22 J And straightway Jesus constrain- 
ed his disciples to get into a ship, and to 
go before him unto the other side, while 
he sent the multitudes away. 

98 And when he had sent the multi-

52 Then said he unto them, Therefore 
every scribe which 28 instructed unto the 
kingdom of heaven, is like unto a man 
that ts a householder, which bringeth 
forth out of his treasure things new and 
old. : 

58 Ἵ And it came to pass, that when 
Jesus had finished these parables, he 
departed thence. 

54 And when he was come into his own 
country, he taught them in their syna- 
gogue, insomuch that they were aston- 
ished, and said, Whence hath this man 
this wisdom, and these mighty works ? 

55 Is not this the carpenter’s son? is 
not his mother called Mary? and his 
brethren, James, and Joses, and Simon, 
and Judas? 

56 And his sisters, are they not all 
with us? Whence then hath this man 
all these things ὃ 

57 And they were offended in him, 
But Jesus said unto them, A prophet is 
not without honour, save in his own 
country, and in his own house. 

58 And he did not many mighty works 
there because of their unbelief. 


CHAPTER 14. 


1 Herod’s opinion of Christ. 3 Wherefore John 
Baptist was beheaded. 13 Jesus departeth into a 
desert place: 15 where he feedeth five thousand 
men with jive loaves and two jishes < 22 he walketh 
on the sea to his disciples: 34 and landing at Gen- 
nesaret, healeth the sick by the touch of the hem of 
his garment. 


AL that time Herod the tetrarch heard 
of the fame of Jesus, 

.9 And said unto his servants, This is 
John the Baptist ;-he is risen from the 
dead; and therefore mighty works do 
shew forth themselves in him. 

3 9 For Herod had laid hold on John, 
and bound him, and put him in prison 
for Herodias’ sake, his brother Philip’s 
wife. 

4 For John said unto him, It is not 
lawful for thee to have her. 

5 And when he would have put him to 
death, he feared the multitude, because 
they counted him as a prophet. 

6 But when Herod’s birthday was kept, 
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3 But he answered and said unto them,

apart to pray : and when the evening was | Why do ye also transgress the command- 


ment of God by your tradition ? 

4 For God commanded, saying, Honour 
thy father and mother: and, He that 
curseth father or mother, let him die the 
death. 

5 But ye say, Whosoever shall say to 
his father or his mother, Jé 08 a gift, by 
whatsoever thou mightest be profited by 
me ; 

6 Avd honour not his father or his 
mother, he shall be ‘free. 'Thus have ye 
made the commandment of God of none 
effect by your tradition. 

7 Ye hypocrites, well did Esaias proph- 
esy of you, saying, 

8 This people draweth nigh unto me 
with their mouth, and honoureth me 
with their lips; but their heart is far from 
me. 

9 But in vain they do worship me, 
teaching for doctrines the command- 
ments of men. 

10 § And he called the multitude, and 
said unto them, Hear, and understand : 

11 Not that which goeth into themouth 
defileth a man; but that which cometh 
out of the mouth, this defileth a man. 

12 Then came his disciples, and said 
unto him, Knowest thou that the Phar- 
isees were offended, after they heard this 
saying ? 

13 But he answered and said, Every 
plant, which my heavenly Father hath 
not planted, shall be rooted up. 

14 Let them alone: they be blind lead- 
ers of the blind. And if the blind lead 
the blind, both shall fall into the ditch. 

15 Then answered Peter and said unto 
him, Declare unto us this parable. 

16 And Jesus said, Are ye also yet with- 
out understanding ? 

17 Do not ye yet understand, that what- 
soever entereth in at the mouth goeth 
into the belly, and is cast out into the 
draught ? 

18 But those things which proceed out 
of the mouth come forth from the heart ; 
and they defile the man. 

19 For out of the heart- proceed evil 
thoughts, murders, adulteries, fornica- 
tions, thefts, false witness, blasphemies : 

20 These are the things which defile a 
man: but to eat with unwashen hands 
defileth not a ge

come, he was there alone. 

24 But the ship was now in the midst 
of the sea, tossed with waves: for the 
wind was contrary.

Jesus went unto them, walking on the sea. 
26 And when the disciples saw him 
walking on the sea, they were troubled, 
saying, It isa spirit; and they cried out 
for fear.

90 But when he saw the wind boister- 
ous, he was afraid; and beginning to sink, 
he cried, saying, Lord, save me. 

31 And immediately Jesus stretched 
forth Ais hand, and caught him, and said 
unto him, O thou of little faith, where- 
fore didst thou doubt ? 

32 And when they were come into the 
ship, the wind ceased. 

89 Then they that were in the ship 
came and worshipped him, saying, Of a 
truth thou art the Son of God. _ 

34 § And when they were gone over, 
they came into the land of Gennesaret. 

d0 And when the men of that place had 
knowledge of him, they sent out into all 
that country round about, and brought 
unto him all that were diseased ; 

36 And besought him that they might 
only touch the hem of his garment: and 
as many as touched were made perfectly 


whole. 
Ἢ CHAPTER 15. 


3 Christ reproveth the scribes and Pharisees for 
transgressing God’s commandments through their 
own traditions: 11 teacheth how that which goeth 
into the mouth doth not dejileaman. 21 He heat- 
eth the daughter of the woman of Canaan, 30 and 
other great multitudes: 32 and with seven loaves 
and a few litile fishes feedeth four thousand men, 
beside women and children. 


HEN came to Jesus scribes and 
Pharisees, which were of Jerusa- 
lem, saying, 
2 Why do thy disciples transgress the 
tradition of the elders ? for they wash not 
their hands when they eat bread. 


Sour thousand. 


36 And he took the seven loaves and 
the fishes, and gave thanks, and brake 
them, and gave to his disciples, and the 
disciples to the multitude. 

37 And they did all eat, and were filled : 
and they took up of the broken meat 
that was left seven baskets full. 

38 And they that did eat were four thou- 
sand men, beside women and children. 

89 And he sent away the multitude, 
and took ship, and came into the coasts 
of Magdala. 


CHAPTER 16. 


1 The Pharisees require a sign. 6 Jesus warneth his 
disciples of the leaven of the Pharisees and Saddu- 
cees.. 13 The people’s opinion of Christ, 16 and Pe- 
ter’s confession of him. 21 Jesus foresheweth his 
death, 23 reprovin Per Pe dissuading him from 
it: 24 0700 admonisheth those that will follow him 
to bear the cross. 


HE Pharisees also with the Saddu- 

cees came, and tempting desired 

him that he would shew them a sign 
from heaven. 

2 He answered and said unto them, 
When it is evening, ye say, It will be fair 
weather: for the sky is red. 

9 And in the morning, J¢ will be foul 
weather to day: for the sky is red and 
lowering. O ye hypocrites, ye can dis- 
cern the face of the sky; but can ye not 
discern the signs of the times? 

4 A wicked and adulterous generation 
seeketh after a sign; and there shall no 
sign be given unto it, but the sign of the 
prophet Jonas. And he left them, and 
departed. 

5 And when his disciples were come to 
the other side, they had forgotten to take 
bread. 

6 Y Then Jesus said unto them, Take 
heed and beware of the leaven of the 
Pharisees and, of the Sadducees. 

7 And they reasoned among themselves, 
saying, 10 7s because we have taken no 
bread. 

8 Which when Jesus perceived, he said 
unto them, O ye of little faith, why rea- 
son ye among yourselves, because ye 
have brought no bread ? 

9 Do ye not yet understand, neither re- 
member the five loaves of the five thou- 
sand, and how many baskets ye took up ? 

10 Neither the seven loaves of the four 
thousand, and how many baskets ye took 


up? 
11 How is it that ye do not understand 
that I spake 7 not to you concerning 
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Ohrist feedeth 


21 Y Then Jesus went thence, and de- 
parted into the coasts of Tyre and Sidon. 

22 And, behold, a woman of Canaan 
came out of the same coasts, and cried 
unto him, saying, Have mercy on me, O 
Lord, thou Son of David; my daughter 
is grievously vexed with a devil. 

23 But he answered her not a word. 
And his disciples came and _ besought 
him, saying, Send her away; for she 
crieth after us. 

24 But he answered and said, I am not 
sent but unto the lost sheep of the house 
of Israel. 

25 Then came she and worshipped him, 
saying, Lord, help me. 

26 But he answered and said, It is not 
meet to take the children’s bread, and to 
cast τέ to dogs. 

27 And she said, Truth, Lord: yet the 
dogs eat of the crumbs which fall from 
their masters’ table. 

28 Then Jesus answered and said unto 
her, O woman, great 28 thy faith: be it 
unto thee even as thou wilt. And her 
daughter was made whole from that 
very hour. | 
29 And Jesus departed from thence, and 
came nigh unto the sea of Galilee; and 
went up into a mountain, and sat down 
there. 

30 And great multitudes came unto him, 
having with them those that were lame, 
blind, dumb, maimed, and many others, 
and cast them down at Jesus’ feet; and 
he healed them : 

31 Insomuch that the multitude won- 
dered, when they saw the dumb to speak, 
the maimed to be whole, the lame to 
walk, and the blind to see: and they 
glorified the God of Israel.

ND after six days Jesus taketh Peter,

unto thee, but my Father which is in 
heaven. 

18 And I say also unto thee, That thou 
- art Peter, and upon this rock 1 will build 
my church ; and the gates of hell shall 
not prevail against it. 

19 And I will give unto thee the keys 
of the kingdom of heaven: and whatso- 
ever thou shalt bind on earth shall be 
bound in heaven; and whatsoever thou 
shalt loose on earth shall be loosed in 
heaven.

MN the same time came the disciples 
unto Jesus, saying, Who is the 
greatest in the kingdom of heaven ? 

2 And Jesus called a little child unto 
him, and set him in the midst of them, 

3 And said, Verily I say unto you, 
Except ye be converted, and become as 
little children, ye shall not enter into 
the kingdom of heaven. 

4 Whosoever therefore shall humble 
himself as this little child, the same is 
greatest in the kingdom of heaven. 

5 And whoso shall receive one such 
little child in my name receiveth me. ὁ 

6 But whoso shall offend one of these 
little ones which believe in me, it were 
better for him that a millstone were 
hanged about his neck, and that he were 
drowned in the depth of the sea. 

7 4 Woe unto the world because of 
offences! for it must needs be that offences 
come; but woe to that man by whom 
the offence cometh! 

8 Wherefore if thy hand or thy foot 
offend thee, cut them off, and cast them 
from thee: it is better for thee to enter 
into life halt or maimed, rather than 
having two hands or two feet to be cast 
into everlasting fire. 

9 And if thine eye offend thee, pluck 


‘it out, and cast ἐξ from thee: it is better 


for thee to enter into life with one eye, 
rather than having two eyes to be cast 
into hell fire. 

10 Take heed that ye despise not one 
of these little ones; for I say unto you, 
That in heaven their angels do always 
behold the face of my Father which is in 
heaven. 

11 For the Son of man is come to save 
that which was lost. 

12 How think ye ? if a man have a hun- 
dred sheep, and one of them be gone 
astray, doth he not leave the ninety and 
nine, and goeth into the mountains, and 
seeketh that which is gone astray ? 

18 And if so be that he find it, verily 1

And when he was 
come into the house, Jesus prevented 
him, saying, What thinkest thou, Si- 
mon? of whom do the kings of the earth 
take custom or tribute? of their own 
children, or of strangers ? 

26 Peter saith unto him, Of strangers. 
Jesus saith unto him, Then are the chil- 
dren free. 

27 Notwithstanding, lest we should 
offend them, go thou to the sea, and 
cast a hook, and take up the fish that 
first cometh up; and when thou hast 
opened his mouth, thou shalt find a 
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an offending brother. 


owed him a hundred pence: and he laid 
hands on him, and took him by the 
throat, saying, Pay me that thou owest. 

29 And his fellow servant fell down at 
his feet, and besought him, saying, Have 
patience with me, and I will pay thee 
all.

hearts forgive not every one his brother 
their trespasses. 


CHAPTER 19. 


2 Christ healeth the sick: 3 answereth the Pharisees 
concerning divorcement: 10 sheweth when mar- 
riage is necessary : 18 receiveth little children: 16 
instructeth the young man how to attain eternal 
life, 20 and how to be perfect ; 23 telleth his disciples 
how hard tt is for a rich man to enter into the 
kingdom of God, 27 and promiseth reward to those 
that forsake any thing to foliow him. 


ND it came to pass, that when Jesus 

had finished these sayings, he de- 

parted from Galilee, and came into the 
coasts of Judea beyond Jordan; 

2 And great multitudes followed him; 
and he healed them there. 

3 4 The Pharisees also came unto him, 
tempting him, and saying unto him, Is 
it lawful for a man to put away his wife 
for every cause ? 

4 And he answered and said unto them, 
Have ye not read, that he which made 
them at the beginning made them male 
and female, 

5 And said, For this cause shall a man 
leave father and mother, and shall cleave 
to his wife: and they twain shall be one 
flesh ? 

6 Wherefore they are no more twain, 
but one flesh. What therefore God hath 
joined together, let not man put asunder.

21 4 Then came Peter to him, and said, 
Lord, how oft shall my brother sin 
against me, and I forgive him? till 
seven times? ! 

22 Jesus saith unto him, I say not unto 
thee, Until seven times: but, Until sev- 
> enty times seven. . 

23 4 Therefore is the kingdom 01 heav- 
en likened unto a certain king, which 
would take.account of his servants. 

- 24 And when he had begun to reckon, 
one was brought unto him, which owed 
him ten thousand talents. 

25 But forasmuch as he had not to pay, 
his lord commanded him to be sold, and 
his wife, and children, and all that he 
had, and payment to be made. 

26 The servant therefore fell down, and 
worshipped him, saying, Lord, have pa- 
tience with me, and I will pay thee all. 

27 Then the lord of that servant was 
moved with compassion, and loosed him, 
and forgave him the debt. 

28 But the same servant went out, and 
found one of his fellow servants, which

30 But many that are first shall be last ;

CHAPTER 20. 


1 Christ, by the similitude of the labourers in the vine- 
yard, sheweth that God is debtor unto no man; 17 
Soretelleth his passion: 20 by answéring the mother 
of Zebedee’s children teacheth his disciples to be 
lowly < 30 and giveth two blind men their sight. 


ΕΠ: the kingdom of heaven is lik 
unto a man that is a householder, 
which went out early in the morning to 
hire labourers into his vineyard. 

2 And when he had agreed with the 
labourers for a penny a day, he sent 
them into his vineyard. 

3 And he went out about the third 
hour, and saw others standing idle in 
the marketplace, 

4 And said unto them; Go ye also into 
the vineyard, and whatsoever is right I 
will give you. And they went their way.

They say unto him, Why did Moses 
then command to give a writing of di- 
vorcement, and to put her away? 

8 He saith unto them, Moses because of 
the hardness of your hearts suffered you 
to put away your wives: but from the 
beginning it was not so. 

9 And I say unto you, Whosoever shall 
put away his wife, except 02 be for forni- 
cation, and shall marry another, com- 
mitteth adultery: and whoso marrieth 
her which is put away doth commit 
adultery. 

10 * His disciples say unto him, If the 
case of the man be so with his wife, it is 
not good to marry. 

11 But he said unto them, All men 
cannot receive this saying, save they to 
whom it is given. 

12 For there are some eunuchs, which 
were so born from their mother’s womb : 
and there are some eunuchs, which were 
made eunuchs of men: and there be 
eunuchs, which have made themselves 
eunuchs for the kingdom of heaven’s 
sake. He that is able to receive zt, let 
him ‘receive 7. 

18 § Then were there brought unto 
him little children, that he should put 
his hands on them, and pray: and the 
disciples rebuked them. 

14 But Jesus said, Suffer little children, 
and forbid them not, to come unto me; 
for of such is the kingdom of heaven. 

15 And he laid 08 hands on them, and 
departed thence. 

16 4 And, behold, one came and said 
unto him, Good Master, what good thing 
shall I do, that I may have eternal life ? 
17 And he said unto him, Why callest 
thou me good? there is none good but 
one, that is, God: but 11 thou wilt enter 
into life, keep the commandments. 

18 He saith unto him, Which? Jesus 
said, Thou shalt do no murder, Thou shalt 
not commit adultery, Thou shalt not 
steal, Thou shalt not bear false witness, 

19 Honour thy father and thy mother: 
and, Thou shalt love thy neighbour as 
thyself. 

20 The young man saith unto him, All 
these things have I kept from my youth 
up: what lack I yet? 

21 Jesus said unto him, If thou wilt be 
perfect, go and sell that thou hast, and 
give to the poor, a thou shalt have

thy right hand, and the other on the left, 
in thy kingdom. 

22 But Jesus answered and: said, Ye 
know not what ye ask. Are ye able to 
drink of the cup that I shall drink of, and 
to be baptized with the baptism that I 
am baptized with?

23 And he saith unto them, Ye shall 
drink indeed of my cup, and be baptized 
with the baptism that I am baptized 
with: but to sit on my right hand, and 
on my left, is not mine to give, but 7 
shall be given to them for whom it is pre- 
pared of my Father.

29 And as they departed from Jericho, 
a great multitude followed him. 

30 4 And, behold, two blind men sitting 
by the way side, when they heard that 
Jesus passed by, cried out, saying, Have 
mercy on us, O Lord, thou Son of David. 

31 And the multitude rebuked them, 
because they should hold their peace: 
but they cried the more, saying, Have 
mercy on us, O Lord, 720% Son of David. 

32 And Jesus stood still, and called 
them, and said, What will ye that I shall 
do unto you? 

89 They say unto him, Lord, that our 
eyes may be opened. 

34 So Jesus had compassion on them, 
and touched their eyes: and immediate- 
ly their eyes received sight, and they 
followed him. 


CHAPTER 21. 


1 Christ rideth into Jerusalem upon an ass, 12 driv- 
eth the buyers and sellers out of the temple, li curs- 
eth the jig tree, 23 putteth to silence the priests and 
elders, 28 and rebuketh them by the similitude of the 
two sons, 33 and the husbandmen, who slew such as 
were sent unto them.

5 Again he went out about the sixth 

-and ninth hour, and did likewise.

He saith unto them, Go 
ye also into the vineyard; and whatso- 
ever is right, 2202 shall ye receive. 

8 So when even was come, the lord of 
the vineyard saith unto his steward, Call 
the labourers, and give them ¢he7z7 hire, 
beginning from the last unto the first. 

9 And when they came that were hired 
about the eleventh hour, they received 
every Man a penny. 

10 But when the first came, they sup- 
posed that they should have received 
more; and they likewise received every 
man a penny.

12 Saying, These last have wrought 
but one hour, and thou hast made them 
equal unto us, which have borne the 
burden and heat of the day.

I will give unto this last, even as unto 
thee.

17 4 And Jesus going up to Jerusalem 
took the twelve disciples apart in the

18 Behold, we go up to Jerusalem ; and 
the Son of man shall be betrayed unto 
the chief priests and unto the scribes, 
and they shall condemn him to death, 

19 And shall deliver him to the Gentiles 
to mock, and to scourge, and to crucify 
him: and the third day he shall rise again. 

20 4 Then came to him the mother of 
Zebedee’s children with her sons, wor- 
shipping iim, and desiring a certain thing 
of him. 

21 And he said unto her, What wilt 
thou? She saith unto him, Grant that

23 \ And when he was come into the 
temple, the chief priests and the elders 
of the people came unto him as he was 
teaching, and said, By what authority 
doest thou these things? and who gave 
thee this authority ? \ 

24 And Jesus answered and said unto 
them, I also will ask you one thing, which 
if ye tell me, I in like wise will tell you 
by what authority I do these things.

12 Ἵ And Jesus went into the temple of 
God, and cast out all them that sold and 
bought in the temple, and overthrew the 
tables of the money changers, and the

4 Again, he sent forth other servants, 
saying, Tell them which are bidden, Be- 
hold, I have prepared my dinner: my 
oxen and my fatlings are killed, and all 
things ave ready: come unto the mar- 
riage. 

5 But they made light of 26, and went 
their ways, one to his farm, another to 
his merchandise : 

6 And the remnant took his servants, 
and entreated them spitefully, and slew 
them. 

7 But when the king heard thereof, he 
was wroth: and he sent forth his armies, 
and destroyed those murderers, and 
burned up their city. 

8 Then saith he to his servants, The 
wedding is ready, but they which were 
bidden were not worthy. 

9 Go ye therefore into the highways, 
and as many as ye shall find, bid to the 
marriage. 

10 So those servants went out into the 
highways, and gathered together all as 
many as they found, both bad and good: 
and the wedding was furnished with 
guests. 

11 §] And when the king came in to see 
the guests, he saw there a man which 
had not on a wedding garment: 

12 And he saith unto him, Friend, how 
camest thou in hither not having a wed- 
ding garment ? ιν he was speechless.

86 Again, he sent other servants more 
than the first: and they did unto them 
likewise. | 

37 But last of all he sent unto them his 
son, saying, They will reverence my son. 

38 But when the husbandmen saw the 
son, they said among themselves, This is 
the heir; come, let us kill him, and let 
us seize on his inheritance. 

39 And they caught him, and cast him 
out of the vineyard, and slew him. 

40 When the lord therefore of the vine- 
yard cometh, what will he do unto those 
husbandmen ? 

41 They say unto him, He will misera- 
bly destroy those wicked men, and will 
let out Azs vineyard unto other husband- 
men, which shall render him the fruits 
in their seasons. 

42 Jesus saith unto them, Did ye never 
read in the Scriptures, The stone which 
the builders rejected, the same is become 
the head of the corner: this is the Lord’s 
doing, and it is marvellous in our eyes ? 

43 Therefore say I unto you, The king- 
dom of God shall be taken from you, 
and given to a nation bringing forth the 
fruits thereof. 

44 And whosoever shall fall on this 
stone shall be broken: but on whomso-

37 Jesus said unto him, Thou shalt love 
the Lord thy God with all thy heart, and 
with all thy soul, and with all thy mind. 

38 This is the first and great command- 
ment. 

39 And the second 27s like unto it, Thou 
shalt love thy neighbour as thyself. 

40 On these two commandments hang 
all the law and the prophets. 

41 4“ While the Pharisees were gathered 
together, Jesus asked them, 

42 Saying, What think ye of Christ? 
whose son is he? They say unto him, 
The son of David. 

43 He saith unto them, How then doth 
David in spirit call him Lord, saying, 

44 The Lorp said unto my Lord, Sit 
thou on my right hand, till I make thine 
enemies thy footstool ? 

45 If David then call him Lord, how 
is he his son? 

46 And no man was able to answer him 
a word, neither durst any man from that 
day forth ask him any more questions. 


CHAPTER 23. 


1 Christ admonisheth the people to follow the good 
doctrine, not the evil examples, of the scribes and 
Pharisees. 5 His disciples must beware of their 
ambition. 13 He denounceth eight woes against 
their hypocrisy and blindness: 34 and prophesieth 
of the destruction of Jerusalem. 


Moca spake Jesus to the multitude, 
and to his disciples, 

2 Saying, The scribes and the Pharisees 
sit in Moses’ seat : 

3 All therefore whatsoever they bid you 
observe, that observe and do; but do not 
ye after their works: for they say, and 
do not. 

4 For they bind heavy burdens and

22 When they had heard these words, 
they marvelled, and left him, and went 
their way. 

23 Ἵ The same day came to him the 
Sadducees, which say that there is no 
resurrection, and asked him, 

24 Saying, Master, Moses said, If a 
man die, having no children, his brother 
shall marry his wife, and raise up seed 
unto his brother. 

25 Now there were with us seven 
brethren: and the first, when he had 
married a wife, deceased, and, having 
no issue, left his wife unto his brother: 

26 Likewise the second also, and the 
third, unto the seventh. 

27 And last of all the woman died also. 

28 Therefore in the resurrection, whose 
wife shall she be of the seven? for they 
all had her. . 

29 Jesus answered and said unto them, 
Ye do err, not knowing the Scriptures, 
nor the power of God. ͵ 

80 For in the resurrection they neither 
marry, nor are given in marriage, but 
are as the angels 5 ies in heaven.

27 Woe unto you, scribes and Phari- 
sees, hypocrites! for ye are like unto 
whited sepulchres, which indeed appear 
beautiful outward, but are within full of 
dead men’s bones, and of all unclean- 
ness. 

28 Even so ye also outwardly appear 
righteous unto men, but within ye are 
full of hypocrisy and iniquity. 

29 Woe unto you, scribes and Phari- 
sees, hypocrites! because ye build the 
tombs of the prophets, and garnish the 
sepulchres of the righteous, 

30 And say, If we had been in the days 
of our fathers, we would not have been 
partakers with them in the blood of the 
prophets. 

31 Wherefore ye be witnesses unto your- 
selves, that ye are the children of them 
which killed the prophets. 

32 Fill ye up then the measure of your 
fathers. 

88 Ye serpents, ye generation 01 vipers, 
how can ye escape the damnation of hell? 

34 "| Wherefore, behold, I send unto 
you prophets, and wise men, and scribes: 
and some of them ye shall kill and cru- 
cify ; and some of them shall ye scourge 
in your synagogues, and persecute them 
from city to city : /

14 Woe unto you, scribes and Phari- 
sees, hypocrites! for ye devour widows’ 
houses, and for a pretence make long 
prayer: therefore ye shall receive the 
greater damnation. 

15 Woe unto you, scribes and Phari- 
-sees, hypocrites! for ye compass sea and 
land to make one proselyte; and when 
he is made, ye make him twofold more 
the child of hell than yourselves. 

16 Woe unto you, ye blind guides, which 
say, Whosoever shall swear by the tem- 
ple, it is nothing; but whosoever shall 
swear by the gold of the temple, he is a 
debtor ! 

17 Ye fools and blind: for whether is 
greater, the gold, or the temple that sanc- 
tifieth the gold ? 

18 And, Whosoever shall swear by the 
altar, it is nothing ; but whosoever swear- 
eth by the gift that is upon it, he is 
guilty. , 

19 Ye fools and blind: for whether 8 

reater, the gift, or the altar that sancti- 

eth the gift ? 

20 Whoso therefore shall swear by the 


the temple foretold. 


9 Then shall they deliver you up to be 
afflicted, and shall kill you: and ye shall 
be hate of all nations for my name’s 
sake. 

10 And then shall many be offended, 
and shall betray one another, and shall 
hate one another. 

11 And many false prophets shall rise, 
and shall deceive many. 

12 And because iniquity shall abound, 
the love of many shall wax cold.

11 For ye have the poor always with 
you; but me ye have not always.

5 And there went out unto him all the 
land of Judea, and they of Jerusalem, 
and were all baptized of him in the river 
of Jordan, confessing their sins. 

6 And John was clothed with camel’s 
hair, and with a girdle of a skin about 
his loins ; and he did eat locusts and wild 
honey ; 

7 And preached, saying, There cometh 
one mightier than I after me, the latchet 
of whose shoes I am not worthy to stoop 
down and unloose. 

8 I indeed have baptized you with 
water : but he shall baptize you with the 
Holy Ghost. 

9 And it came to pass in those days, 
that Jesus came from Nazareth of Gali- 
lee, and was baptized of John in Jordan. 

10 And straightway coming up out of 
the water, he saw the heavens opened, 
and the Spirit like a dove descending 
upon him:

34 And he healed many that were sick 
of divers diseases, and cast out many 
devils; and suffered not the devils to 
speak, because they knew him. 

30 And in the morning, rising up a 
great while before day, he went out, and 
departed into a solitary place, and there 
prayed. 

86 And Simon and they that were with 
him followed after him. 

37 And when they had found him, they 
said unto him, All men seek for thee. 

38 And he said unto them, Let us go 
into the next towns, that I may preach 
there also: for therefore came I forth. 

89 And he preached in their synagogues 
throughout all Galilee, and cast out 
devils. 

40 And there came a leper to him, be-

the bottles, and the wine is spilled, and 
the bottles will be marred: but new wine 
must be put into new bottles. 

23 And it came to pass, that he went 
through the corn fields on the sabbath © 
day; and his disciples began, as they 
went, to pluck the ears of corn. 

24 And the Pharisees said unto him, 
Behold, why do they on the sabbath day 
that which is not lawful ? 

25 And he said unto them, Have ye 
never read what David did, when he 
had need, and was a hungered, he, and 
they that were with him ? 

26 How he went into the house of God 
in the days of Abiathar the high priest, 
and did eat the shewbread, which is not 
lawful to eat but for the priests, and gave 
also to them which were with him ? 

27 And he said unto them, The sabbath 
was made for man, and not man for the 
sabbath : 

28 Therefore the Son of man is Lord 
also of the sabbath. 


CHAPTER 3.

81 Am sheweth who are his brother, sister, and 
mother. 


₪ D he entered again into the syna- 
gogue; and there was a man there 
which had a withered hand. 

2 And they watched him, whether he 
would heal him on the sabbath day; 
that they might accuse him. 

3 And he saith unto the man which 
had the withered hand, Stand forth. 

4 And he saith unto them, Is it lawful 
to do good on the sabbath days, or to do 
evil? to save life, or to kill? But they 
held their peace. 

5 And when he had looked round about 
on them with anger, being grieved for 
the hardness of their hearts, he saith 
unto the man, Stretch forth thine hand. 
And he stretched ἐξ out: and his hand 
was restored whole as the other. 

6 And the Pharisees went forth, and 
straightway took counsel with the He- 
rodians against him, how they might 
destroy him. 

7 But Jesus withdrew himself with his 
disciples to the sea: and a great mullti- 
tude from Galilee followed him, and from 
Judea,

9 Whether is it easier to say to the sick 
of the palsy, Thy sins be forgiven 11106 ;

10 But that ye may know that the Son 
of man hath power on earth to forgive 
sins, (he saith to the sick of the palsy,) 

11 I say unto thee, Arise, and take up 
thy bed, and go thy way into thine house. 

12 And immediately he arose, took up 
the bed, and went forth before them all; 
insomuch that they were all amazed, and 
glorified God, saying, We never saw it 
on this fashion. 

13 And he went forth again by the sea 
side ; and all the multitude resorted unto 
him, and he taught them. 

14 And as he passed by, he saw Levi 
the son of Alpheus sitting at the receipt 
of custom, and said unto him, Follow 
me. And he arose and followed him. 

15 And it came to pass, that, as Jesus 
sat at meat in his house, many publicans 
and sinners sat also together with Jesus 
and his disciples; for there were many, 
and they followed him. 

16 And when the scribes and Pharisees 
saw him eat with publicans and sinners, 
they said unto his disciples, How is it 
that he eateth and drinketh with publi- 
cans and sinners ? 

17 When Jesus heard 27, he saith unto 
them, They that are whole have no need 
of the physician, but they that are sick: 
I came not to call the righteous, but 
sinners to repentance. 

18 And the disciples of John and of the 
Pharisees used to fast: and they come 
and say unto him, Why do the disciples 
of John and of the Pharisees fast, but 
thy disciples fast not? 

19 And Jesus said unto them, Can the 
children of the bridechamber fast, while 
the bridegroom is with them? as long 
as they have the bridegroom with them, 
they cannot fast. 

20 But the days will come, -when the 
bridegroom shall be taken away from 
them, and then shall they fast in those 
days. 

21 No man also seweth a piece of new 
cloth on an old garment; else the new 
piece that filled it up taketh away from 
the old, and the rent is made worse. 

22 And no man putteth new wine into 
old bottles; else the ΠΝ wine doth burst

27 No man can enter into a strong 
man’s house, and spoil his goods, except 
he will first bind the strong man; and 
then he will spoil his house. 

28 Verily I say unto you, All sins shall 
be forgiven unto the sons of men, and 
blasphemies wherewith soever they shall 
blaspheme : 

29 But he that shall blaspheme against 
the Holy Ghost hath never forgiveness, 
but is in danger of eternal damnation: 

30 Because they said, He hath an un- 
clean spirit. 

31 4 There came then his brethren and 
his mother, and, standing without, sent 
unto him, calling him. 

32 And the multitude sat about him, and 
they said unto him, Behold, thy mother 
and thy brethren without seek for thee. 

33 And he answered them, saying, Who 
is my mother, or my brethren ?

30 For whosoever shall do the will of 
God, the same is my brother, and my 
sister, and mother.

19 And Judas Iscariot, which also be- 
trayed him: and they went into a house. 

20 And the multitude cometh together 

again, so that they could not so much as 
eat bread. 

21 And when his friends heard of Zt, 
they went out to lay hold on him: for 
they said, He is beside himself. 

22 4 And the scribes which came down 
from Jerusalem said, He hath Beelzebub, 
and by the prince of the devils casteth 
he out devils. 

23 And he called them unto him, and 
said unto them in parables, How can 
Satan cast out Satan? = 

24 And if a kingdom be divided against 
itself, that kingdom cannot stand. 

20 And if a house be divided against 
itself, that house cannot stand. 

26 And if Satan rise up against himself, 
and be divided, he cannot stand, but hath 
an end.

23 If any man have ears to hear, let 
him hear. 

24 And he said unto them, Take heed 
what ye hear. With what measure ye 
mete, it shall be measured to you; and 
unto you that hear shall more be given. 

25 For he that hath, to him shall be 
given; and he that hath not, from him 
shall be taken even that which he hath. 

26 *| And he said, So 18 the kingdom of 
God, as if a man should cast seed into 
the ground ;

88 And with many such parables spake 
he the word unto them, as they were 
able to hear 7. 

34 But without a parable spake he not 
unto them: and when they were alone, 
he expounded all things to his disciples. 

35 And the same day, when the even 
was come, he saith unto them, Let us 
pass over unto the other side. | 

86 And when they had sent away the 
multitude, they took him even as he was 
in the ship. And there were also with 
him other little ships. 

37 And there arose a great storm of 
wind, and the waves beat into the ship, 
so that it was now full. 

38 And he was in the hinder part of the 
ship, asleep on a pillow: and they awake 
him, and say unto him, Master, carest 
thou not that we perish ? 

89 And he arose, and rebuked the 
wind, and said unto the sea, Peace, be 
still. And the wind ceased, and there 
was a great calm.

17 And have no root in themselves, and 
so endure but for a time: afterward, 
when affliction or persecution ariseth for 
the word’s sake, immediately they are 
offended. 

18 And these are they which are sown 
among thorns; such as hear the word, 

19 And the cares of this world, and the 
deceitfulness of riches, and the lusts of 
other things entering in, choke the word, 
and it becometh unfruitful. 

20 And these are they which are sown 
on good ground ; such as hear the word, 
and receive zt, and bring forth fruit, some 
thirtyfold, some sixty, and some a hun- 
dred. 

21 Y And he said unto them, Isa candle 
brought to be put under a bushel, or 
under a bed? and not to be set on a 
candlestick ? 

22 For there is nothing hid, which shall 
not be manifested ; neither was any thing 
kept secret, but that it should come 
abroad.

5 And always, night and day, he was 
in the mountains, and in the tombs, cry- 
ing, and cutting himself with stones. 

6 But when he saw Jesus afar off, he 
ran and worshipped him, 

7 And cried with a loud voice, and said, 
What have I to do with thee, Jesus, thou 
Son of the most high God ? I adjure thee 
by God, that thou torment me not. | 

8 (For he said unto him, Come out of 
the man, thow unclean spirit.) 

9 And he asked him, What 7s thy 
name? And he answered, saying, My 
name 7s Legion: for we are many. 

10 And he besought him much that he 
would not send them away out of the 
country. 

11 Now there was there nigh unto the 
mountains a great herd of swine feeding. 

12 And all the devils besought him, 
saying, Send us into the swine, that we 
may enter into them.

11 And whosoever shall not receive you, 
nor hear you, when ye depart thence, 
shake off the dust under your feet for a 
testimony against them. Verily I say 
unto you, It shall be more tolerable for 
Sodom and Gomorrah in the day of judg- 
ment, than for that city. 

12 And they went out, and preached 
that men should repent. 

13 And they cast out many devils, and 


anointed with oil many that were sick, | 


and healed them. 

14 And king Herod heard of him, (for 
his name was spread abroad;) and he 
said, That John the Baptist was risen 
from the dead, and therefore mighty 
works do shew forth themselves in him. 

15 Others said, That it is Elias. And 
others said, That it is a prophet, or as 
one of the prophets. 


16 But when Herod heard thereof, he

88 And he cometh to the house of the 
ruler of the synagogue, and seeth the 
tumult, and them that wept and wailed 
greatly. 

39 And when he was come in, he saith 
unto them, Why make ye this ado, and 
weep? the damsel is not dead, but 
sleepeth. 

40 And they laughed him to scorn. But 
when he had put them all out, he taketh 
the father and the mother of the damsel, 
and them that were with him, and enter- 
eth in where the damsel was lying. 

41 And he took the damsel by the hand, 
and said unto her, Talitha cumi; which is, 
being interpreted, Damsel, (I say unto 
thee,) arise. 

42 And straightway the damsel arose, 
and walked; for she was of the age of 
twelve years. And they were astonished 
with a great astonishment. 

48 And he charged them straitly that 
nd man should know it ; and commanded 
that something should be given her to

19 Because it entereth not into his heart, 
but into the belly, and goeth out into the 
draught, purging all meats? 

20 And he said, That which cometh out 
of the man, that defileth the man. 

21 For from within, out of the heart of

2 And when they saw some of his disci- 
> ples eat bread with defiled, that is to say, 
with unwashen hands, they found fault. 

3 For the Pharisees, and all the Jews, 
except they wash their hands oft, eat not, 
holding the tradition of the elders. 

4 And when they come from the market, 
except they wash, they eat not. And 
many other things there be, which they 
have received to hold, as the washing of 
cups, and pots, brazen vessels, and of 
tables.

CHAPTER 8. 

1 Christ feedeth the people miraculously : 10 refuseth 
to give a sign to the Pharisees: 14 admonisheth his 
disciples to beware of the leaven of the Pharisees, 
and of the leaven of Herod ; 22 giveth a blind man 
his sight: 27 acknovwledgeth that he is the Christ, 
who should suffer and rise again : 34and exhorieth 
to patience in persecution for the profession of the 
gospel. 

N those days the multitude being very 

great, and having nothing to eat, Je- 

sus called his disciples unto him, and 
saith unto them, 

2 I have compassion on the multitude, 
because they have now been with me 
three days, and have nothing to eat: 

3 And if I send them away fasting to 
their own houses, they will faint by the 
way: for divers of them came from 


ar. 

4 And his disciples answered him, From 
whence can a man Satisfy these men with 
bread here in the wilderness ? 

5 And he asked them, How many loaves 
have ye? And they said, Seven. 

6 And he commanded the people to sit 
down on the ground: and he took the 
seven loaves, and gave thanks, and brake, 
and gave to his disciples to set before 
them ; and they did set them before the 
people. 

7 And they had a few small fishes: and 
he blessed, and commanded to set them 
also before them. 

8 So they did eat, and were filled: and 
they took up of the broken meat that 
was left seven baskets. : 

9 And they that had eaten were about 
four thousand: and he sent them away. 

10 4 And straightway he entered into 
a ship with his disciples, and came into 
the parts of Dalmanutha. 

11 And the Pharisees came forth, and 
began to question with him, seeking of 
him a sign from heaven, tempting him. 

12 And he sighed deeply in his spirit, 
and saith, Why doth this generation seek 
after a sign ? verily 1 say unto you, There 
shall no sign be given unto this genera- 
tion. 

18 And he left them, and entering into 
the ship again departed to the other side. 

14 Y Now the disciples had forgotten to 
take bread, neither had they in the ship 
with them more than one loaf. 

15 And he charged them, saying, Take 
heed, beware of the leaven of the Phari- 
sees, and of the leaven of Herod. 
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A deaf man healed. 


-. men, proceed evil thoughts, adulteries, 


fornications, murders, 

22 Thefts, covetousness, wickedness, 
deceit, lasciviousness, an evil eye, blas- 
phemy, pride, foolishness: 

23 All these evil things come from with- 
in, and defile the man. 

24 \ And from thence he arose, and 
went into the borders of Tyre and Sidon, 
and entered into a house, and would have 
no man know 7z¢: but he could not be hid. 

25 For a certain woman, whose young 
daughter had an unclean spirit, heard of 


| > חתות‎ , and came and fell at his feet : 


26 The woman was a Greek, a Syrophe- 
nician by nation; and she besought him 
that he would cast forth the devil out 
of her daughter. 

27 But Jesus said unto her, Let the 
children first be filled: for it is not meet 
to take the children’s bread, and to cast 
ἐξ unto the dogs. 

28 And she answered and said unto 
him, Yes, Lord: yet the dogs under the 
table eat of the children’s crumbs. 

29 And he said unto her, For this say- 
ing go thy way; the devil is gone out of 
thy daughter. 

30 And when she was come to her house, 
she found the devil gone out, and her 
daughter laid upon the bed. 

31 4 And again, departing from the 
coasts of Tyre and Sidon, he came unto 
the sea of Galilee, through the midst of 
the coasts of Decapolis. 

82 And they bring unto him one that 


- was deaf, and had an impediment in his 


speech ; and they beseech him to put his 
hand upon him. 

98 And he took him aside from the mul- 
titude, and put his fingers into his ears, 
and he spit, and touched his tongue; 

84 And looking up to heaven, he sigh- 
ed, and saith unto him, Ephphatha, that 
is, Be opened. 

99 And straightway his ears were open- 
ed, and the string of his tongue was 
loosed, and he spake plain. 

86 And he charged them that they 
should tell no man: but the more he 
charged them, so much the more a great 
deal they published 7 ; 

37 And were beyond measure astonish- 
ed, saying, He hath done all things well : 


he maketh both the deaf to hear, and the

88 Whosoever therefore shall be asham- 
ed of me and of my words, in this adul- 
terous and sinful generation, of him also 
shall the Son of man be ashamed, when 
he cometh in the glory of his Father with 
the holy angels. 


CHAPTER 9. 


2 Jesusis transfigured. 11 He instructeth his disci- 
ples concerning the coming of Elias: 14 casteth forth 
a dumb and deaf spirit: 30 foretelleth his death and 
resurrection: 33 exhorteth his disciples to hwmility : 

bidding them not to prohibit such as be not 
against them, nor to give offence to any of the 
Saithful. 


Ase he said unto them, Verily I say 
unto you, That there be some of 
them that stand here, which shall not 
taste of death, till they have seen the 
kingdom of God come with power. 

2 * And after six days Jesus taketh with 
him Peter, and James, and John, and 
leadeth them up into a high mountain 
apart by themselves: and he was trans- 
figured before them. 

3 And his raiment became shining, ex- 
ceeding white as snow; so as no fuller 
on earth can white them. 

4 And there appeared unto them Elias 
with Moses: and they were talking with 
Jesus. 

5 And Peter answered and said to Jesus, 
Master, it is good for us to be here: and 
let us make three tabernacles; one for 
thee, and one for Moses, and one for Elias. 

6 For he wist not what to say ; for they 
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The blind restored to sight. 


16 And they reasoned among them- 
selves, saying, Jt 7s because we have no 
bread. ~ 

17 And when Jesus knew 7t, he saith 
unto them, Why reason ye, because ye 
have no bread? perceive ye not yet, 
neither understand ? have ye your heart 
yet hardened ? 

18 Having eyes, see ye not? and having 
ears, hear ye not? and do ye not remem- 
ber ? 

19 When I brake the five loaves among 
five thousand, how many baskets full of 
fragments took ye up? They say unto 
him, Twelve. 

20 And when the seven among four 
thousand, how many baskets full of frag- 
ments took ye up? And they said, Seven. 

21 And he said unto them, How is it 
that ye do not understand ? 

22 4| And he cometh to Bethsaida; and 
they bring a blind man unto him, and 
besought him to touch him. 

23 And he took the blind man by the 
hand, and led him out of the town; and 
when he had spit on his eyes, and put his 
hands upon him, he asked him if he saw 
aught. 

24 And he looked up, and said, I see 
men as trees, walking. 

25 After that he put 208 hands again 
upon his eyes, and made him look up; 
and he was restored, and saw every man 
clearly. 

26 And he sent him away to his house, 
saying, Neither go into the town, nor tell 
24 to any in the town. 

27 "| And Jesus went out, and his disci- 
ples, into the towns of Cesarea Philippi: 
and by the way he asked his disciples, 
saying unto them, Whom do men say 
that I am? 

28 And they answered, John the Bap- 
tist: but some say, Elias; and others, 
One of the prophets. 

29 And he saith unto them, But whom 
say ye that lam? And Peter answereth 
and saith unto him, Thou art the Christ. 

30 And he charged them that they 
should tell no man of him. 

31 And he began to teach them, that 
the Son of man must suffer many things, 
and be rejected of the elders, and of the 
chief priests, and scribes, and be killed, 
and after three days rise again. 


32 And he spake that saying openly. | were sore afraid. 
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deaf and dumb spirit. 


him: but if thou canst do any thing, 
have compassion on us, and help us. 

23 Jesus said unto him, If thou canst 
believe, all things ave possible to him 
that believeth. 

24 And straightway the father of the 
child cried out, and said with tears, Lord, 
I believe ; help thou mine unbelief.

84 But they held their peace: for by 
the way they had disputed among them- 
selves, who should be the greatest. 

35 And he sat down, and called the 
twelve, and saith unto them, If any man 
desire to be first, the sameshall be last of 
all, and servant of all. 

86 And he took a child, and set him in 
the midst of them : and when he had taken 
him in his arms, he said unto them, 

87 Whosoever shall receive one of such 
children in my name, receiveth me; and 
whosoever shall receive me, receiveth not 
me, but him that sent me. 

38 Ἵ And John answered him, saying, 
Master, we saw one casting out devils in 
thy name, and he followeth not us; and

17 And one of the multitude answered 
and said, Master, I have brought unto 
thee my son, which hath a dumb spirit ;

9 What therefore God hath joined to- 
gether, let not man put asunder. 

10 And in the house his disciples asked 
him again of the same matter. 

11 And he saith unto them, Whosoever 
shall put away his wife, and marry an- 
other, committeth adultery against her. 

12 And if a woman shall put away her 
husband, and be married to another, she 
committeth adultery. ן‎ 

18 Ἵ And they brought young children 
to him, that he should touch them; and 
his disciples rebuked those that brought

14 But when Jesus saw 20, he was much 
displeased, and said unto them, Suffer 
the little children to come unto me, and 
forbid them not ; for of such is the king- 
dom of God. ; 

15 Verily I say unto you, Whosoever 
shall not receive the kingdom of God as 
a little child, he shall not enter therein. 

16 And he took them up in his arms, 
put Ais hands upon them, and blessed 
them. 

17 § And when he was gone forth into 
the way, there came one running, and 
kneeled to him, and asked him, Good 
Master, what shall I do that I may 
inherit eternal life ?

44 Where their worm dieth not, and the 
fire is not quenched. 

45 And if thy foot offend thee, cut it off : 
it is better for thee to enter halt into life, 
than having two feet to be cast into hell, 
into the fire that never shall be quenched: 

46 Where their worm dieth not, and the 
fire is not quenched. 

47 And if thine eye offend thee, pluck 
it out: it is better for thee to enter into 
the kingdom of God with one eye, than 
having two eyes to be cast into hell fire: 

48 Where their worm dieth not, and the 
fire is not quenched. 

49 For every one shall be salted with 
fire, and every sacrifice shall be salted 
with salt. 

50 Salt 7s good : but if the salt have lost 
his saltness, wherewith will ye season it ? 
Have salt in yourselves, and have peace 
one with another.

46 4 And they came to Jericho: and 
as he went out of Jericho with his dis- 
ciples and a great number of people, 
blind Bartimeus, the son of Timeus, sat 
by the highway side begging. 

47 And when he heard that it was 
Jesus of Nazareth, he began to cry out, 
and say, Jesus, 220% Son of David, have 
mercy on me. 

48 And many charged him that he 
should hold his peace: but he cried the 
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Master, all these have I observed from 
my youth. 

21 'Then Jesus beholding him loved him, 
and said unto him, One thing thou lack- 
est: go thy way, sell whatsoever thou 
hast, and give to the poor, and thou 
shalt have treasure in heaven: and come, 
take up the cross, and follow me.

27 And Jesus looking upon them saith, 
With men 22 zs impossible, but not with 
God : for with God all things are possible. 

28 Ἵ Then Peter began to say unto him, 
Lo, we have left all, and have followed 
thee. 

29 And Jesus answered and said, Verily 
I say unto you, There is no man that 
hath left house, or brethren, or sisters, or 
father, or mother, or wife, or children, 
or lands, for my sake, and the gospel’s, 

30 But he shall receive a hundredfold 
now in this time, houses, and brethren, 
and sisters, and mothers, and children, 
and lands, with persecutions; and in the 
world to come eternal life. 

31 But many that are first shall be last ; 
and the last first. 

32 "| And they were in the way going 
up to Jerusalem ; and Jesus went before 
them: and they were amazed; and as they 
followed, they were afraid.

20 exhorteth his disciples to steadfastness of faith, 
and to forgive their enemies: 27 and defendeth the 
lawfulness of his actions, by the witness of John, 
who was aman sent of God. 


ND when they came nigh to Jerusa- 

lem, unto Bethphage and Bethany, 

at the mount of Olives, he sendeth forth 
two of his disciples, 

2 And saith unto them, Go your way 
into the village over against you: and 
as soon as ye be entered into it, ye shall 
find a colt tied, whereon never man sat; 
loose him, and bring him. 

3 And if any man say unto you, Why 
do ye this? say ye that the Lord hath 
need of him; and straightway he will 
send him hither. 

4 And they went their way, and found 
the colt tied by the door without in a 
place where two ways met; and they 
loose him. 

5 And certain of them that stood there 
said unto them, What do ye, loosing the 
colt ? 

6 And they said unto them even as Jesus 
had commanded: and they let them go. 

7 And they brought the colt to Jesus, 
and cast their garments on him; and he 
sat upon him. 

8 And many spread their garments in 
the way ; and others cut down branches 
off the trees, and strewed them in the 


way. 

9 And they that went before, and they 
that followed, cried, saying, Hosanna; 
Blessed zs he that cometh in the name of 
the Lord : [ 

10 Blessed 06 the kingdom of our father 
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servant ; and at him they cast stones, and 
wounded Aim in the head, and sent him 
away shamefully handled. 

5 And again he sent another; and him 
they killed, and many others; beating 
some, and killing some. 

6 Having yet therefore one son, his well 
beloved, he sent him also last unto them, 
saying, They will reverence my son. 

7 But those husbandmen said among 
themselves, This is the heir; come, let 
us kill him, and the inheritance shall be 
ours. 

8 And they took him, and killed him, 
and cast him out of the vineyard. 

9 What shall therefore the lord of the 
vineyard do? he will come and destroy 
the husbandmen, and will give the vine- 
yard unto others. 

10 And have ye not read this Scripture ; 
The stone which the builders rejected is 
become the head of the corner : 

11 This was the Lord’s doing, and 
marvellous in our eyes ? 

12 And they sought to lay hold on him, 
but feared the people; for they knew 
that he had spoken the parable against 
them: and they left him, and went their 
way. 

13 §] And they send unto him certain 
of the Pharisees and of the Herodians, to 
catch him in his words. ו‎ 

14 And when they were come, they say 
unto him, Master, we know that thou art 
true, and carest for no man; for thou re- 
gardest not the person of men, but teach- 
est the way of God in truth: Is it lawful 
to give tribute to Cesar, or not ? 

15 Shall we give, or shall we not give ? 
But he, knowing their hypocrisy, said 
unto them, Why tempt ye me? bring 
me a penny, that I may see 7z¢. 

16 And they brought 26. And he saith 
unto them, Whose 28 this image and 
superscription ? And they said unto him, 
Cesar’s. 

17 And Jesus answering said unto them, 
Render to Cesar the things that are 
Cesar’s, and to God the things that are 
God’s. And they marvelled at him. 

18 4 Then come unto him the Saddu- 
cees, which say there is no resurrection ; 
and they asked him, saying, 

19 Master, Moses wrote unto us, If a 
man’s brother die, and leave his wife be- 
hind him, and leave no children, that his 
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believe that ye receive them, and ye shall 
have them. 

25 And when ye stand praying, forgive, 
if ye have aught against any; that your 
Father also which is in heaven may for- 
give you your trespasses. 

26 But if ye do not forgive, neither will 
your Father which is in heaven forgive 
your trespasses. 

27 4 And they come again to Jerusalem: 
and as he was walking in the temple, 
there come to him the chief priests, and 
the scribes, and the elders, 

28 And say unto him, By what authority 
doesé thou these things? and who gave 
thee this authority to do these things ? 

29 And Jesus answered and said unto 
them, I will also ask of you one question, 
and answer me, and I will tell you by 
what authority I do these things. 

30 The baptism of John, was ἐξ from 
heaven, or of men? answer me. 

81 And they reasoned with themselves, 
saying, If we shall say, From heaven ; he 
will say, Why then did ye not believe 
him ? 

32 But if we shall say, Of men; they 
feared the people: for all men counted 
John, that he was a prophet indeed. 

88 And they answered and said unto 
Jesus, We cannot -tell. And Jesus an- 
swering saith unto them, Neither 60 tell 
you by what authority I do these things. 


CHAPTER 12. 


1 Ina parable of the vineyard let out to unthank- 
JSulhusbandmen, Chrisi foretelleth thereprobation 
y the Jews, and the 7 of the Gentiles. 3 

6 avoideth the snare of the Pharisees and He- 
rodians about paying tribute to Cesar: 18 con- 
vinceth the error of the Sadducees, who denied 
the resurrection ; 28 resolveth the scribe, who ques- 
tioned of the first commandment: 35 refuteth the 
opinion that the scribes held of Christ: 38 bid- 
ding the people to beware of their ambition and 
hypocrisy: 41 and commendeth the poor widow 
Jor. her two mites, above all: 


Ἂν D he began to speak unto them by 
parables. <A certain man planted a 
vineyard, and set a hedge about 7 and 
digged a place for the winefat, and built 
a tower, and let it out to husbandmen, 
and went into a far country. 

2 And at the season he sent to the hus- 
bandmen a servant, that he might 16- 
ceive from the husbandmen of the fruit 
of the vineyard. 

8 And they caught zm, and beat him, 
and sent him away empty. ᾿ 

4 And again he rr Unto them another 
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more than all whole burnt offerings and 
sacrifices. 

34 And when Jesus saw that he answer- 
ed discreetly, he said unto him, Thou art 
not far from the kingdom of God. And 
no man after that durst ask him any 
question. 

35 "| And Jesus answered and said, 
while he taught in the temple, How say 
the scribes that Christ is the son of 
David ? 

86 For David himself said by the Holy 
Ghost, The Lorp said to my Lord, Sit 
thou on my right hand, till I make thine 
enemies thy footstool. a 

37 David therefore himself calleth him 
Lord; and whence is he then his son? 
And the common people heard him 
gladly. 

38 “| And he said unto them in his 
doctrine, Beware of the scribes, which 
love to go in long clothing, and Jove 
salutations in the marketplaces, 

39 And the chief seats in the syna- 
gogues, and the uppermost rooms at 
feasts : 

40 Which devour widows’ houses, and 
for a pretence make long prayers: these 
shall receive greater damnation. 

41 \ And Jesus sat over against the 
treasury, and beheld how the people 
cast money into the treasury: and many 
that were rich cast in much. 

42 And there came a certain poor wid- 
ow, and she threw in two mites, which 
make a farthing. 

43 And he called wnto him his disciples, 
and saith unto them, Verily I say unto 
you, That this poor widow hath cast 
more in, than all they which have cast 
into the treasury : 

44 For all they did cast in of their abun- 
dance; but she of her want did cast in 
all that she had, even all her living. 


~ CHAPTER 18. 


1 Christ foretelleth the destruction of the temple: 9 
the persecutions for the gospel: 10 that the gospel 
must be preached to all nations; 14 that great ca- 
lamities shall happen to the Jews: 24 and the man- 
ner of his coming to judgment: 32 the hour where- 
of being known to none, every man is to watch and 
pray, that we be not found unprovided, when he 
cometh to each one particularly by death. 


ND as he went out of the temple, 
one of his disciples saith unto him, 

Master, see what manner of stones and 
what buildings are here! 
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brother should take his wife, and raise 
up seed unto his brother. 

20 Now there were seven brethren: and 
the first took a wife, and dying left no 
seed. 

21 And the second took her, and died, 
neither left he any seed: and the third 
likewise. 

22 And the seven had her, and left no 
seed: last of all the woman died also. 


23 In the resurrection therefore, when’ 


they shall rise, whose wife shall she 
be of them? for the seven had her to 
wife. 

24 And Jesus answering said unto 
them, Do ye not therefore err, because 
ye know not the Scriptures, neither the 
power of God? 

25 For when they shall rise from the 
dead, they neither marry, nor are given 
in marriage; but are as the angels which 
are in heaven. 

26 And as touching the dead, that they 
_rise; have ye not read in the book of 
Moses, how in the bush God spake unto 
him, saying, I az the God of Abraham, 
and the God of Isaac, and the God of 
Jacob ? 

27 He is not the God of the dead, but 
the God of the living: ye therefore do 
greatly err. 

28 § And one of the scribes came, and 
having heard them reasoning together, 
and perceiving that he had answered 
them well, asked him, Which is the first 
commandment of all ? 

29 And Jesus answered him, The first 
of all the commandments 28, Hear, Ὁ 
Israel ; The Lord our God is one Lord: 

30 And thou shalt love the Lord thy 
God with all thy heart, and with all thy 
soul, and with all thy mind, and with 
all thy strength: this 28 the first com- 
mandment. 

31 And the second 7s like, namely this, 
Thou shalt love thy neighbour as thy- 
self. There is none other command- 
ment greater than these. 

32 And the scribe said unto him, Well, 
Master, thou hast said the truth: for 
there is one God; and there is none 
other but he: 

33 And to love him with all the heart, 
and with all the understanding, and with 
all the soul, and with all the strength, 


and to love his neighbour as himself, is} 2 And Jesus answering said unto him, 


Christ's second coming. 
ter therein, to take any thing out of his 
house : 

16 And let him that is in the field not 
turn back again for to take up his gar- 
ment. a: 

17 But woe to them that are with child, 
and to them that give suck in those days ! 

18 And pray ye that your flight be not 
in the winter. 

19 For in those days shall be afflic- 
tion, such as was not from the begin- 
ning of the creation which God created 
unto this time, neither shall be. 

20 And except that the Lord had short- 
ened those days, no flesh should be saved: 
but for the elect’s sake, whom he hath 
chosen, he hath shortened the days. 

21 And then if any man shall say to 
you, Lo, here zs Christ; or, lo, he 8 
there; believe him not: 

22 For false Christs and false prophets 
shall rise, and shall shew signs and won- 
ders, to seduce, if ἐξ were possible, even 
the elect. 

23 But take ye heed: behold, I have 
foretold you all things. 

24 4 But in those days, after that trib- 
ulation, the sun shall be darkened, and 
the moon shall not give her light, 

25 And the stars of heaven shall fall, 
and the powers that are in heaven shall 
be shaken. 

26 And then shall they see the Son of 
man coming in the clouds with great 
power and glory. 

27 And then shall he send his angels, 
and shall gather together his elect from 
the four winds, from the uttermost part 
of the earth to the uttermost part of 
heaven. 

28 Now learn a parable of the fig tree: 
When her branch is yet tender, and put- 
teth forth leaves, ye know that summer 
is near: ו‎ 

29 So ye in like manner, when ye shall 
see these things come to pass, know that 
it is nigh, even at the doors. 

30 Verily I say unto you, that this 
generation shall not pass, till all these 
things be done. 

91 Heaven and earth shall pass away: 
but my words shall not pass away. 

92 \ But of that day and ‘that hour 
knoweth no man, no, not the angels 
which are in heaven, neither the Son, 
but the Father. 
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The signs of 
Seest thou these great buildings? there 
shall not be left one stone upon another, 
that shall not be thrown down. 

3 And as he sat upon the mount of 
Olives, over against the temple, Peter 
and James and John and Andrew asked 
him privately, 

4 Tell us, when shall these things be? 
and what 8001 be the sign when all these 
things shall be fulfilled ? 

5 And Jesus answering them began to 
say, Take heed lest any man deceive you: 

6 For many shall come in my name, 
saying, I am Christ; and shall deceive 
many. 

7 And when ye shall hear of wars and 
rumours of wars, be ye not troubled: for 
such things must needs be; but the end 
shall not be yet. 

8 For nation shall rise against nation, 
and kingdom against kingdom: and there 
shall be earthquakes in divers places, and 
there shall be famines and troubles: these 
are the beginnings of sorrows. 

9 4 But take heed to yourselves: for 
they shall deliver you up to councils; 
and in the synagogues ye shall be 
beaten: and ye shall be brought before 
rulers and kings for my sake, for a testi- 
mony against them. 

10 And the gospel must first be pub- 
lished among all nations. 

11 But when they shall lead you, and 
deliver you up, take no thought before- 
hand what ye shall speak, neither do ye 
premeditate: but whatsoever shall be 
given you in that hour, that speak ye: 
for it is not ye that speak, but the Holy 
Ghost. ו‎ 

12 Now the brother shall betray the 
brother to death, and the father the son; 
and children shall rise up against their 
parents, and shall cause them to be put 
to death. 

13 And ye shall be hated of all men for 
my name’s sake: but he that shall en- 
dure unto the end, the same shall be 
saved. 

14 4 But when ye shall see the abomi- 
nation of desolation, spoken of by Daniel 
the prophet, standing where it ought not, 
(let him that readeth understand,) then 
let them that be in Judea flee to the 
mountains : 

15 And let him that is on the housetop 
not go down into the house, neither en-

hath done shall be spoken of for a me- 


morial of her. 

10 § And Judas Iscariot, one of the 
twelve, went unto the chief priests, to 
betray him unto them. 

11 And when they heard 20, they were 
glad, and prom to give him money. 
And he sought how he. might conven- 
iently betray him. 

12 § And the first day of unleavened 
bread, when they killed the passover, his 
disciples said unto him, Where wilt thou 
that we go and prepare that thou mayest 
eat the passover ? 

13 And he sendeth forth two of his dis- 
ciples, and saith unto them, Go ye into 
the city, and there shall meet you a man 
bearing a pitcher of water: follow him. 

14 And wheresoever he shall go in, say 
ye to the goodman of the house, The 
Master saith, Where is the guestchamber, 
where I shall eat the passover with my 
disciples ? 

15 And he will shew you a large upper 
room furnished and prepared: there 
make ready for us. 

16 And his disciples went forth, and 
came into the city, and found as he had 
said unto them: and they made ready 
the passover. 

17 And in the evening he cometh with 
the twelve. 

18 And as they sat and did eat, Jesus 
said, Verily I say unto you, One of you 
which eateth with me shall betray me. 

19 And they began to be sorrowful, and 
to say unto him one by one, 28 it 17 and 
another 8000, Js it 1? 

20 And he answered and said unto them, 
It ἐδ one of the twelve, that dippeth with 
me in the dish. | ! 

21-The Son of man indeed goeth, as 
it is written of him: but woe to that 
man by whom the Son of man is betray- 
ed! good were it for that man if he had 
never been born. 

22 4 And as they did eat, Jesus took 
bread, and blessed, and brake 2 and 
gave to them, and said, Take, eat; this 
is my body. 

23 And he took the cup, and when he 
had given thanks, he gaye 7 to them: 
and they all drank of it. 

24 And he said unto them, This is my 
blood of the new testament, which is 
shed for many. | ταὶ ; ו‎ 
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33 Take ye heed, watch and pray: for 
ye know not when the time is. 

34 For the Son of man ts as 8 man tak- 
ing a far journey, who left his house, 
and gave authority to his servants, and 
to every man his work, and commanded 
the porter to watch. 

30 Watch ye therefore: for ye know 
not when the master of the house com- 
eth, at even, or at midnight, or at the 
cockcrowing, or in the morning: 

36 Lest coming suddenly he find you 
sleeping. 

37 And what I say unto you I say unto 
all, Watch. 


CHAPTER 14. 


1 A conspiracy against Christ. 3 Precious ointment 
is poured on his head by awoman. 10 Judas selleth 
his Master for money. 12 Christ himself foretelieth 
how he shall be betrayed of one of his disciples: 22 
after the passover prepared, and eaten, instituteth 
his supper < 26 declareth aforehand the flight of ail 
his disciples, and Peter’s denial. 48 Judas betray- 
eth him with a kiss. 46 He is apprehended in the 
garden, 53 falsely accused, and imptously con- 
demned of the Jews’ council: 65 shamefully abused 
by them: 66 and thrice denied of Peter. 


FTER two days was the feast of the 

passover, and of unleavened bread : 

and the chief priests and the scribes 

sought how they might take him by 
craft, and put hzm to death. 

2 But they said, Not on the feast day, 
lest there be an uproar of the people. 

8 Ἵ And being in Bethany, in the house 
of Simon the leper, as he sat at meat, 
there came a woman having an alabaster 
box of ointment of spikenard very pre- 
cious; and she brake the box, and poured 
at on his head. | 

4 And there were some that had indig- 
nation within themselves, and said, Why 
was this waste of the ointment made ? 

5 For it might have been sold for more 
than three hundred pence, and have 
been given to the poor. And they mur- 
mured against her. 

6 And Jesus said, Let her alone; why 
trouble ye her ? she hath wrought a good 
work on me. 

7 For ye have the poor with you al- 
ways, and whensoever ye will ye may do 
them good: but me ye have not always. 

8 She hath done what she could: she is 
come aforehand to anoint my body to 
the burying. 

9 Verily I say unto you, Wheresoever 
this gospel shall be preached through- 
out the whole world, ¢hzs also that she 
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behold, the Son of man is betrayed into 
the hands of sinners. 

42 Rise up, let us go; lo, he that be- 
trayeth me is at hand. 

‘43 Y And immediately, while he yet 
spake, cometh Judas, one of the twelve, 
and with him a great multitude with 
swords and staves, from the chief priests 
and the scribes and the elders. 

44 And he that betrayed him had given 
them a token, saying, Whomsoever I 
shall kiss, that same is he; take him, 
and lead Aim away safely. 

45 And as soon as he was come, he 
goeth straightway to him, and saith, 
Master, Master; and kissed him. 

46 4 And they laid their hands on him, 
and took him. 

47 And one of them that stood by drew 
a sword, and smote a servant of the high 
priest, and cut off his ear. 

48 And Jesus answered and said unto, 
them, Are ye come out, as against a thief, 
with swords and with staves to take me? 

49 I was daily with you in the temple 
teaching, and ye took me not: but the 
Scriptures must be fulfilled. 

50 And they all forsook him, and fled. 

51 And there followed him a certain 
young man, having a linen cloth cast 
about 228 naked body; and the young 
men laid hold on him: 

52 And he left the linen cloth, and fled 
from them naked. 

53 § And they led Jesus away to the 
high priest: and with him were assem- 
bled all the chief priests and the elders 
and the scribes. 

54 And Peter followed him afar off, 
even into the palace of the high priest: 
and he sat with the servants, and warmed 
himself at the fire. 

55 And the chief priests and all the 
council sought for witness against Jesus 
to put him to death; and found none. 

56 For many bare false witness against 
him, but their witness agreed not to- 
gether. 

57 And there arose certain, and bare 
false witness against him, saying, 

58 We heard him say, I will destroy 
this temple that is made with hands, and 
within three days I will build another 
made without hands. 

59 But neither so did their witness agree 
together. 
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25 Verily I say unto you, I will drink 
no more of the fruit of the vine, until 
that day that I drink it new in the king- 
dom of God. 

26 Y And when they had sung a hymn, 
they went out into the mount of Olives. 

27 And Jesus saith unto them, All ye 
shall be offended because of me this 
night: for it is written, I will smite 
the Shepherd, and the sheep shall be 
scattered. 

28 But after that I am risen, I will go 
before you into Galilee. 

29 But Peter said unto him, Although 
all shall be offended, yet 22071 not I. 

30 And Jesus saith unto him, Verily I 
say unto thee, That this day, even in this 
night, before the cock crow twice, thou 
shalt deny me thrice. 

31 But he spake the more vehemently, 
If I should die with thee, I will not deny 
thee in any wise. Likewise also said 
they all. 

32 And they came to a place which was 
named Gethsemane: and he saith to his 
disciples, Sit ye here, while I shall pray. 

89 And he taketh with him Peter and 
James and John, and began to be sore 
amazed, and to be very heavy; 

34 And saith unto them, My soul is 
exceeding sorrowful unto death: tarry 
ye here, and watch. 

80 And he went forward a little, and 
fell on the ground, and prayed that, if it 
were possible, the hour might pass from 
him. 

_ 36 And he said, Abba, Father, all things 
are possible unto thee; take away this 

cup from me: nevertheless, not what I 
will, but what thou wilt. 

37 And he cometh, and findeth them 
sleeping, and saith unto Peter, Simon, 
> sleepest thou? couldest not thou watch 
one hour? 

88 Watch ye and pray, lest ye enter into 
temptation. The spirit truly zs ready, 
but the flesh zs weak. 

39 And again he went away, and prayed, 
and spake the same words. 

40 And when he returned, he found 
them asleep again, (for their eyes were 
gh neither wist they what to answer 


m. 

41 And he cometh the third time, and 
saith unto them, Sleep on now, and take 
your rest: it is enough, the hour is come; 


Christ delivered to Pilate. 


cross ; 27 hangeth between two thieves : 29 suffereth 
the triumphing reproaches of the Jews: 89 but 
confessed by the centurion to be the Son of God: 
43 and is honourably buried by Joseph. 


Wale straightway in the morning the 
chief priests held a consultation 
with the elders and scribes and the wkole 
council, and bound Jesus, and carried 
him away, and delivered him to Pilate. 

2 And Pilate asked him, Art thou the 
King of the Jews? And he answering 
said unto him, Thou sayest 7¢. 

3 And the chief priests accused him of 
many things; but he answered nothing. 

4 And Pilate asked him again, saying, 
Answerest thou nothing? behold how 
many things they witness against thee. 

5 But Jesus yet answered nothing; so 
that Pilate marvelled. 

6 Nowat that feast he released unto them 
one prisoner, whomsoever they desired. 

7 And there was one named Barabbas, 
which lay bound with them that had 
made insurrection with him, who had 
committed murder in the insurrection. 

8 And the multitude crying aloud be- 
gan to desire him to do as he had ever 
done unto them. 

9 But Pilate answered them, saying, 
Will ye that I release unto you the King 
of the Jews? 

10 For he knew that the chief priests 
had delivered him for envy. 

11 But the chief priests moved the peo- 
ple, that he should rather release Barab- 
bas unto them. 

12 And Pilate answered and said again 
unto them, What will ye then that I 
shall do unto him whom ye call the King 
of the Jews? 

18 And they cried out again, Crucify 
him. 

14 Then Pilate said unto them, Why, 
what evil hath he done? And they cried 
out the more exceedingly, Crucify him. 

15 "| And so Pilate, willing to content 
the people, released Barabbas unto them, 
and delivered Jesus, when he had scourg- 
ed him, to be crucified. 

16 And the soldiers led him away into 
the hall, called Pretorium; and they 
call together the whole band. 

17 And they clothed him with purple, 
and platted a crown of thorns, and put 
it about his head, 

18 And began to salute him, Hail, King 
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60 And the high priest stood up in the 
midst, and asked Jesus, saying, Answer- 
est thou nothing ? what 28 ἐξ which these 
witness against thee ? 

61 But he held his peace, and answered

nothing. Again the high priest asked 
him, and said unto him, Art thou the 
Christ, the Son of the Blessed ? 

62 And Jesus said, I am: and ye shall 
see the Son of man sitting on the right 
hand of power, and coming in the clouds 
of heaven. 

63 Then the high priest rent his clothes, 
and saith, What need we any further 
witnesses ? 

64 Ye have heard the blasphemy : what 
think ye? And they all condemned him 
to be guilty of death. 

65 And some began to spit on him, and 
to cover his face, and to buffet him, and 
to say unto him, Prophesy: and the 
servants did strike him with the palms 
‘of their hands. 

66 "| And as Peter was beneath in the 
palace, there cometh one of the maids of 
the high priest : 

67 And when she saw Peter warming 
himself, she looked upon him, and said, 
And thou also wast with Jesus of Naza- 
reth. 

68 But he denied, saying, I know not, 
neither understand I what thou sayest. 
And he went out into the porch; and 
the cock -crew. 

69 And a maid saw him again, and 
began to say to them that stood by, 
This is one of them. 

70 And he denied it again. And a 
little after, they that stood by said again 
to Peter, Surely thou art one of them: 
for thou art a Galilean, and thy speech 
agreeth thereto. 

71 But he began to curse and to swear, 
saying, I know not this man of whom ye 
speak. 

72 And the second time the cock 
crew. And Peter called to mind the 
word that Jesus said unto him, Before 
the cock crow twice, thou shalt deny 
me thrice. And when he thought there- 
on, he wept. 


CHAPTER 15. 


1 Jesus brought bound, and accused before Piiate. 
15 Upon the clamour of the common people, the 
murderer Barabbas is loosed, and Jesus delivered 
up to be crucified. 11 He is crowned with thorns, 
19 apit on, and mocked ; 21 fainteth in bearing 
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86 And one ran and filled a sponge full 
of vinegar, and put 00 on a reed, and 
gave him to drink, saying, Let alone; let 
us see whether Elias will come to take 
him down. 

37 And Jesus cried with a loud voice, 
and gave up the ghost. 

38 And the vail of the temple was rent 
in twain from the top to the bottom. 

39 § And when the centurion, which 
stood over against him, saw that he so 
cried out, and gave up the ghost, he 
said, Truly this man was the Son of 
God.

29 And they that passed by railed on 
him, wagging their heads, and saying, 
Ah, thou that destroyest the temple,

31 Likewise also the chief priests mock- 
ing said among themselves with the 
scribes, He saved others ; himself he can- 
not save. 

32 Let Christ the King of Israel descend 
now from the cross, that we may see 
and believe.

33 And when the sixth hour was come, 
there was darkness over the whole land 
until the ninth hour.

12 Then came also publicans to be bap- 
tized, and said unto him, Master, what 
shall we do? 

18 And he said unto them, Exact no 
more than that which is appointed you. 

14 And the soldiers likewise demanded 
of him, saying, And what shall we do? 
And he said unto them, Do violence to 
no man, neither accuse any falsely ; and 
be content with your wages. 

15 And as the people were in expecta- 
tion, and all men mused in their hearts of 
John, whether he were the Christ, or not; 

16 John answered, saying unto them all, 
1 indeed baptize you with water ; but one 
mightier than 1 cometh, the latchet of 
whose shoes I am not worthy to unloose : 
he shall baptize you with the Holy Ghost 
and with fire: 

17 Whose fan 7s in his hand, and he 
will thoroughly purge his floor, and will 
gather the wheat into his garner ; but the 
> chaff he will burn with fire unquenchable. 

18 And many other things in his ex- 
hortation preached he unto the people. 
19 But Herod the tetrarch, being re- 
proved by him for Herodias his brother 
= Philip’s wife, and for all the evils which 
Herod had done, 

20 Added yet this above all, that he 
shut up John in prison. 
> 21 Now when all the people were bap- 
tized, it came to pass, that Jesus also 
being baptized, and praying, the heaven 
was opened, 

22 And the Holy Ghost descended in a 
bodily shape like a dove upon him, and 
a voice came from heaven, which ‘said, 
Thou art my beloved Son; 
well pleased. 

23 And Jesus himself began to be about 
thirty years of age, being (as was sup-

20 And he closed the book, and he gave 
ἠέ again to the minister, and sat down. 
And the eyes of all them that were in 
the synagogue were fastened on him. 

21 And he began to say unto them, This 
day is this Scripture fulfilled in your ears. 

22 And all bare him witness, and won- 
dered at the gracious words which pro- 
ceeded out of hismouth. And they said, 
Is not this Joseph’s son ? 

23 And he said unto them, Ye will sure- 
ly say unto me this proverb, Physician, 
heal thyself: whatsoever we have heard 
done in Capernaum, do also here in thy 
country. 

24 And he said, Verily I say unto you, 
No prophet is accepted in his own 
country. 

25 But I tell you of a truth, many wid- 
ows were in Israel in the days of Elias, 
when the heaven was shut up three years 
and six months, when great famine was 
throughout all the land ; 

26 But unto none of them was Elias 
sent, save unto Sarepta, ὦ city of Sidon, 
unto a woman that was a widow. 

27 And many lepers were in Israel in 
the time of Eliseus the prophet; and 
none of them was cleansed, saving Naa- 
man the Syrian. 

28 And all they in the synagogue, when 
they heard these things, were filled with 
wrath, 

29 And rose up, and thrust him out of 
the city, and led him unto the brow of

3 And the devil said unto him, If thou 


be the Son of God, command this stone} L 


that it be made bread. 

4 And Jesus answered him, saying, It is 
written, That man shall not live by bread 
alone, but by every word of God. 

5 And the devil, taking him up into 
a high mountain, shewed unto him all 
the kingdoms of the world in a moment 
of time. 

6 And the devil said unto him, All this 
power will I give thee, and the glory of 
them: for that is delivered unto me; and 
to whomsoever I will, I give it. 

7 If thou therefore wilt worship me, 
all shall be thine. 

8 And Jesus answered and said unto 
him, Get thee behind me, Satan: for it is 
written, Thou shalt worship the Lord 
thy God, and him only shalt thou serve. 

9 And he brought him to Jerusalem, 
and set him on a pinnacle of the temple, 
and said unto him, If thou be the Son of 
God, cast thyself down from hence: 

10 For it is written, He shall give his 
angels charge over thee, to keep thee: 

11 And in their hands they shall bear 
thee up, lest at any time thou dash thy 
foot against a stone. 

12 And Jesus answering said unto him, 
It is said, Thou shalt not tempt the Lord 
thy God. 

13 And when the devil had ended all 
the temptation, he departed from him 
for a season. 

14 § And Jesus returned in the power 
of the Spirit into Galilee: and there went 
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Miraculous draught of fishes. 


CHAPTER 5. 


1 Christ teacheth the people out of Peier’s ship: 4 in. 
a miraculous taking of fishes, sheweth how he wiil 
make him and his pariners fishers of men: 
cleanseth the leper: 16 prayeth in the wilderness: 
18 healeth one sick of the palsy ; 91 calleth Matthew 
the publican: 29 eateth with sinners, as being the 
physician of souls; 34 foretelieth the fastings and 
afflictions of the apostles after his ascension: 36 
and likeneth fainthearied and weak disciples to 
old bottles and worn garmenis. 


ND it came to pass, that, as the peo- 

ple pressed upon him to hear the 

word of God, he stood by the lake of 
Gennesaret, 

2 And saw two ships standing by the 
lake: but the fishermen were gone out 
of them, and were washing their nets. 

3 And he entered into one of the ships, 
which was Simon’s, and prayed him that 
he would thrust out a little from the land. 
And he sat down, and taught the people 
out of the ship. 

4 Now when he had left speaking, he 
said unto Simon, Launch out into the 
deep, and let down your nets for a 
draught. 

5 And Simon answering said unto him, 
Master, we have toiled all the night, and 
have taken nothing: nevertheless at thy 
word I will let down the net. 

6 And when they had this done, they 
inclosed a great multitude of fishes: and 
their net brake. 

7 And they beckoned unto their part- 
ners, which were in the other ship, that 
they should come and help them. And 
they came, and filled both the ships, so 
that they began to sink. 

8 When Simon Peter saw ἐξ, he fell 
down at Jesus’ knees, saying, Depart 
from me; for I am a sinful man, O 
Lord. 

9 For he was astonished, and all that 
were with him, at the draught of the 
fishes which they had taken: 

10 And so was also James, and John, 
the sons of Zebedee, which were partners 
with Simon. And Jesus said unto ₪1 
mon, Fear not; from henceforth thou 
shalt catch men. 

11 And when they had brought their 
ships to land, they forsook all, and fol- 
lowed him. 

12 4 And it came to pass, when he was 
in a certain city, behold a man full of 
leprosy ; who seeing Jesus fell on his face, 
and besought him, saying, Lord, if thou 
wilt, thou canst make me clean 
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Christ casteth out a devil. 


the hill whereon their city was built, that 
they might cast him down headlong. 

30 But he, passing through the midst of

37 And the fame of him went out into 
every place of the country round about. 

38 Ἵ And he arose out of the synagogue, 
and entered into Simon’s house. And 
Simon’s wife’s mother was taken with a 
great fever; and they besought him for 


er. 

39 And he stood over her, and rebuked 
the fever; and it left her: and immedi- 
ately she arose and ministered unto them. 

40 ] Now when the sun was setting, all 
they that had any sick with divers dis- 
eases brought them unto him; and he 
laid his hands on every one of them, and 


> healed them. 


41 And devils also came out of many, 
crying out, and saying, Thou art Christ 
the Son of God. And he rebuking them 
suffered them not to speak: for they 
knew that he was Christ. 

42 And when it was day, he departed 
and went into a desert place: and the 
people sought him, and came unto him, 
and stayed him, that he should not de- 
part from them. ן‎ 

48 And he said unto them, I must preach 
the kingdom of God to other cities also: 
for therefore am I sent. 

44 And he preached in the synagogues 
of Galilee.

27 4 And after these things he went 
forth, and saw a publican, named Levi, 
sitting at the receipt of custom: and he 
said unto him, Follow me.

82 I came not to call the righteous, but 
sinners to repentance. 

33 "\ And they said unto him, Why 
do the disciples of John fast often, and 
make prayers, and likewise the disciples 
of the Pharisees; but thine eat and 
drink ? 

34 And he said unto them, Can ye make 
the children of the bridechamber fast, 
while the bridegroom is with them ? 

35 But the days will come, when the 
bridegroom shall be taken away from 
alin and then shall they fast in those 

ays. 

36 4 And he spake also a parable unto 
them ; No man putteth a piece 01 a new 
garment upon an old; if otherwise, then 
both the new maketh a rent, and the 
piece that was taken out of the new 
agreeth not with the old. 

37 And no man putteth new wine into 
old bottles; else the new wine will burst 
the bottles, and be spilled, and the bottles 
shall perish. 

38 But new wine must be put into new 
bottles ; 4nd both are preserved. 

_89 No man also having drunk old wine 
straightway desireth new; for he saith, 
The old is better. 


CHAPTER 6. 


1 Christ reproveth the Pharisees’ blindness about the 
observation of the sabbath, by Scripture, reason 
and miracle: 13 chooseth twelve apostles: 17 healeth 
the diseased; 20 preacheth to his disciples before the 
people of blessings and curses: 27 how we must love 
our enemies: 46 and join the obedience of ons 
works to the hearing of the word : lestin the evil day 
of temptation we fall like a house built upon the 
Jace O@f the earth, without any foundation. - 
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The leper cleansed. 
18 And he put forth 08 hand, and touch- 


ed him, saying, I will: be thou clean. |d 


And immediately the leprosy departed 
from him. 

14 And he charged him to tell no man: 
but go, and shew thyself to the priest, 
and offer for thy cleansing, according as 
Moses commanded, for a testimony unto 
them. 

15 But so much the more went there a 
fameabroad of him: and great multitudes 
came together to hear, and to be healed 
by him of their infirmities. 

16 § And he withdrew himself into the 
wilderness, and prayed. 

17 And it came to pass on acertain day, 
as he was teaching, that there were Phar- 
isees and doctors of the law sitting by, 
which were come out of every town of 
Galilee, and Judea, and Jerusalem: and 
the power of the Lord was present to heal 
them. 

18 ף‎ And, behold, men brought in a bed 
a man which was taken with a palsy: 
and they sought means to bring him in, 
and to lay him before him. 

19 And when they could not find by 
what way they might bring him in be- 
cause of the multitude, they went upon 
the housetop, and let him down through 
the tiling with his couch into the midst 
before Jesus. 

20 And when he saw their faith, he said 
unto him, Man, thy sins are forgiven 
thee. 

21 And the scribes and the Pharisees be- 
gan to reason, saying, Who is this which 
speaketh blasphemies? Who can forgive 
sins, but God alone ? 

22 But when Jesus perceived their 
thoughts, he answering said unto them, 
What reason ye in your hearts ? 

23 Whether is easier, to say, Thy sins 
be forgiven thee; or to say, Rise up and 
walk ? 
_ 24 But that ye may know that the Son 

of man hath power upon earth to forgive 
sins, (he said unto the sick of the palsy,) 
I say unto thee, Arise, and take up thy 
couch, and go into thine house. 

25 And immediately he rose up before 
them, and took up that whereon he lay, 
and departed to his own house, glorifying 
God. 

26 And they were all amazed, and they 
glorified God, and were filled with fear, 
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Of loving our enemies. 


17 & And he came down with them, 
and stood in the plain, and the company 
of his disciples, and a great multitude of 
people out of all Judea and Jerusalem, 
and from the sea coast of Tyre and 
Sidon, which came to hear him, and to 
be healed of their diseases ; 

18 And they that were vexed with un- 
clean spirits: and they were healed. 

19 And the whole multitude sought to 
touch him: for there went virtue out of 
him, and healed them all.

28 Rejoice ye in that day, and leap for 
joy: for, behold, your reward 28 great in 
heaven: for in the like manner did their 
fathers unto the prophets. 

24 But woe unto you that are rich! for 
ye have received your consolation. 

25 Woe unto you that are full! for ye 
shall hunger. Woe unto you that laugh 
now ! for ye shall mourn and weep. 

26 Woe unto you, when all men shall 
speak well of you! for so did their 


|fathers to the false prophets. 


27 "| But I say unto you which hear, 
Love your enemies, do good to them 
which hate you, 

28 Bless them that curse you, and pray 
for them which despitefully use you. 

29 And unto him that smiteth thee on 
the one cheek offer also the other; and 
him that taketh away thy cloak forbid 


not to take thy coat also. 


30 Give to every man that asketh of 
thee ; and of him that taketh away thy 
goods ask them not again. 

31 And as ye would that men should 
do to you, do ye also to them likewise. 

82 For if ye love them which love you, 
what thank have ye? for sinners also 
love those that love them. 

88 And if ye do good to them which do 
good to you, what thank have ye? for 
sinners also do even the same. 

34 And if ye lend to them of whom ye 
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The twelve apostles chosen. 


ND it came to pass on the second 

sabbath after the first, that he 

went through the corn fields; and his 

disciples plucked the ears of corn, and 
did eat, rubbing them in their hands. 

> 2 And certain of the Pharisees said 

unto them, Why do ye that which is not 

lawful to do on the sabbath days ? 

3 And Jesus answering them said, Have 
ye not read so much as this, what David 
did, when himself was a hungered, and 
they which were with him ; 

4 How he went into the house of God, 
and did take and eat the shewbread, and 
gave also to them that were with him;

5 And he said unto them, That the Son 
of man is Lord also of the sabbath. 

6 And it came to pass also on another 
sabbath, that he entered into the syna- 
gogue and taught: and there was a man 
whose right hand was withered. 

7 And the scribes and Pharisees watched 
him, whether he would heal on the 
sabbath day; that they might find an 
accusation against him. 

8 But he knew their thoughts, and said 
to the man which had the withered hand, 
Rise up, and stand forth in the midst. 
And he arose and stood forth. 

9 Then said Jesus unto them, I will 
ask you one thing; Is it lawful on the 
sabbath days to do good, or to do evil ὃ 
to save life, or to destroy 12? 

10 And looking round about upon them 
all, he said unto the man, Stretch forth 
thy hand. And he did so: and his hand 
was restored whole as the other. 

11 And they were filled with madness ; 
and communed one with another what 
they might do to Jesus. 

12 And it came to pass in those days, 
that he went out into a mountain to 
pray, and continued all night in prayer 
to God. 

18 4 And when it was day, he called 0 
him his disciples: and of them he chose 
twelve, whom also he named apostles ; 

14 Simon, (whom he also named Peter,) 
and Andrew his brother, James and 
John, Philip and Bartholomew, 

15 Matthew and Thomas, James the son 
of Alpheus, and Simon called Zelotes, 

16 And Judas the brother of James, and 
Judas Iscariot, which also was the traitor.

48 He is like a man which built a house, 
and digged deep, and laid the foundation 
מס‎ a rock: and when the flood arose, the 
stream beat vehemently upon that house, 
and could not shake it; for it was found- 
ed upon a rock. 

49 But he that heareth, and doeth not, 
is like a man that without a foundation 
built a house upon the earth; against 
which the stream did beat vehemently, 
and immediately it fell; and the ruin of 
that house was great. 


CHAPTER 7. 


1 Christ findeth a greater faith in the centurion a 
Gentile, than in any of the Jews: 10 healeth his 
servant being absent : 11 raiseth from death the wid- 
ow’s son at Nain; 19 answereth John’s messengers 
with the declaration of his miracles: 24 testifieth 
to the people what opinion he held of John: 30 
inveigheth against the Jews, who with neither the 
manners of John nor of Jesus could be won: 36 
and sheweth by occasion of Mary Magdalene, how 
he is a friend to sinners, not to maintain them in 
sins, but to forgive them their sins, upon their 
Jaith and repentance. 


NON when he had ended all his say- 
ings in the audience of the people, 
he entered into Capernaum. 

2 And a certain centurion’s servant, 
who was dear unto him, was sick, and 
ready to die. 

3 And when he heard of Jesus, he sent 
unto him the elders of the Jews, be- 
seeching him that he would come and 
heal his servant. 

4 And when they came to Jesus, they 
besought him instantly, saying, That he 
was worthy for whom he should do this: 

5 For he loveth our nation, and he hath 
built us a synagogue. 

6 Then Jesus went with them. And 
when he was now not far from the house, 
the centurion sent friends to him, saying 
unto him, Lord, trouble not thyself; for 
I am not worthy that thou shouldest 
enter under my roof: 

7 Wherefore neither thought I myself 
worthy to come unto thee: but say na 
word, and my servant shall be healed. 

8 For 1 also am a man set under author- 
ity, having under me soldiers, and I say 
unto one, Go, and he goeth; and to an- 
other, Come, and he cometh; and to my 
servant, Do this, and he doeth 7. 

9 When Jesus heard these things, he 
marvelled at him, and turned him about, 
and said unto the people that followed 
him, I say unto you, I have not found 
so great faith, no, not in Israel.

39 And he spake a parable unto them ; 
Can the blind lead the blind? shall they 
not both fall into the ditch ? 

40 The disciple is not above his master : 
but every one that is perfect shall be as 
his master. 

41 And why beholdest thou the mote 
that is in thy brother’s eye, but perceiv- 
est not the beam that is in thine own eye? 

42 Either how canst thou say to thy 
brother, Brother, let me pull out the 
mote that is in thine eye, when thou thy- 
self beholdest not the beam that is in 
thine own eye? Thou hypocrite, cast 
out first the beam out of thine own eye, 
and then shalt thou see clearly to pull 
out the mote that is in thy brother’s eye. 

43 For a good tree bringeth not forth 
corrupt fruit; neither doth a corrupt 
tree bring forth good fruit. 

44 For every tree is known by his own 
fruit. For of thorns men do not gather 
figs, nor of a bramble bush gather they 
grapes. 

45 A good man out of the good treasure 
of his heart bringeth forth that which is 
good; and an evil man out of the evil 
treasure of his heart bringeth forth that 
which is evil: for of the abundance of 
the heart his mouth speaketh. 

46 "| And why call ye me, Lord, Lord, 
and do not the things which I say ? 

47 Whosoever cometh to me, and hear- 
eth my sayings, and doeth them, I will 
shew you to whom ἐνὶ is like; 
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Christ’s feet anointed. 


25 But what went ye out for to see? A 
man clothed in soft raiment? Behold, 
they which are gorgeously apparelled, 
and live delicately, are in kings’ courts. 

26 But what went ye out for to see? A 
prophet ? Yea, I say unto you, and much 
more than a prophet. 

27.This is he, of whom it is written, 
Behold, I send my messenger before thy 
face, which shall prepare thy way before 
thee. 

28 For I say unto you, Among those 
that are born of women there is not a 
greater prophet than John the Baptist : 
but he that is least in the kingdom of 
God is greater than he. 

29 And all the people that heard him, 
and the publicans, justified God, being 
baptized with the baptism of John. 

30 But the Pharisees and lawyers reject- 
ed the counsel of God against themselves, 
being not baptized of him. | 

81 % And the Lord said, Whereunto then 
shall I liken the men of this generation ? 
and to what are they 1180 ? 

32 They are like unto children sitting 
in the marketplace, and calling one to 
another, and saying, We have piped unto 
you, and ye have not danced; we have 
mourned to you, and ye have not wept. 

33 For John the Baptist came neither 
eating bread nor drinking wine; and ye 
say, He hath a devil. 

34 The Son of man is come eating and 
drinking ; and ye say, Behold a glutton- 
ous man, and a winebibber, a friend of 
publicans and sinners ! 

35 But wisdom is justified of all her 
children. 

36 § And one of the Pharisees desired 
him that he would eat with him. And 
he went into the Pharisee’s house, and 
sat down to meat. 

87 And, behold, a woman in the city, 
which was a sinner, when she knew that 
Jesus sat at meat in the Pharisee’s house, 
brought an alabaster box of ointment, 

98 And stood at his feet behind him 
weeping, and began to wash his feet with 
tears, and did wipe them with the hairs 
of her head, and kissed his fcet, and 
anointed them with the ointment. 

39 Now when the Pharisee which had 
bidden him saw 20, he spake within him-

10 And they that were sent, returning 
to the house, found the servant whole 
that had been sick. 

11 4 And it came to pass the day after, 
that he went into a city called Nain ; and 
many of his disciples went with him, and 
much people. 


12 Now when he came nigh to the gate 


of the city, behold, there was a dead man 
carried out, the only son of his mother, 
and she was a widow: and much people 
of the city was with her. 

18 And when the Lord saw her, he had 
compassion on her, and said unto her, 
Weep not.

and they that bare him stood still. And 
he said, Young man, 1 say unto thee, 
Arise.

10 But into whatsoever city ye enter, 
and they receive you not, go your ways 
out into the streets of the same, and say, 

11 Even the very dust of your city, 
which cleaveth on us, we do wipe off 
against you: notwithstanding, be ye 
sure of this, that the kingdom of God 
is come nigh unto you.

22 But when a stronger than he shall 
come upon him, and overcome him, he 
taketh from him all his armour wherein 
he trusted, and divideth his spoils. 

23 He that is not with me is against me; 
and he that gathereth not with me scat- 
tereth. 

24 When the unclean spirit is gone out 
of a man, he walketh through dry places, 
seeking rest ; and finding none, he saith, 
I will return unto my house whence I 
came out. 

25 And when he cometh, he findeth / 
swept and garnished. 

26 Then goeth he, and taketh to him 
seven other spirits more wicked than 
himself; and they enter in, and dwell 
there: and the last state of that man is 
worse than the first. 

27 Ἵ And it came to pass, as he spake 
these things, a certain woman of the com- 
pany lifted up her voice, and said unto 
him, Blessed 28 the womb that bare thee, 
and the paps which thou hast sucked. 

28 But he said, Yea, rather, blessed are 
they that hear the word of God, and 
keep it. 

29 Ἵ And when the people were gather- 
ed thick together, he began to say, This 
is an evil generation: they seek a sign; 
and there shall no sign be given it, but 
the sign of Jonas the prophet. 

30 For as Jonas was a sign unto the 


Ninevites, so shall also the Son of man 


be to this generation. 

31 The queen of the south shall rise up 
in the judgment with the men of this 
generation, and condemn them: for she 
came from the utmost parts of the earth 
to hear the wisdom of Solomon; and, 
behold, a greater than Solomon 28 here.

Christ teacheth to pray. 


ceased, one of his disciples said unto 
him, Lord, teach us to pray, as John 
also taught his disciples. 

2 And he said unto them, When ye 
pray, say, Our Father which art in heay- 
en, Hallowed be thy name. Thy king- 
dom come. Thy will be done, as in 
heaven, so in earth. 

3 Give us day by day our daily bread. 

4 And forgive us our sins; for we also 
forgive every one that is indebted to us. 
And lead us not into temptation; but 
deliver us from evil. 

5 And he said unto them, Which of you 
shall have a friend, and shall go unto him 
at midnight, and say unto him, Friend, 
lend me three loaves ; 

6 For a friend of mine in his journey is 
come to me, and I have nothing to set 
before him ? 

7 And he from within shall answer and 
say, Trouble me not: the door is now 
shut, and my children are with me in 
bed ; I cannot rise and give thee. 

8 I say unto you, Though he will not 
rise and give him, because he is his 
friend, yet because of his importunity 
he will rise and give him as many as he 
needeth. 

9 And I say unto you, Ask, and it shall 
be given you; seek, and ye shall find; 
knock, and it shall be opened unto you. 

10 For every one that asketh receiveth ; 
and he that seeketh findeth ; and to him 
that knocketh it shall be opened. 

11 If a son shall ask bread of any of 
you that 15 ἃ father, will he give him a 
stone? or if he ask a fish, will he for a 
fish give him a serpent ? 

12 Or if he shall ask an egg, will he 
offer him a scorpion ? 

13 If ye then, being evil, know how to 
give good gifts unto your children; how 
much more shall your heavenly Father 
give the Holy Spirit to them that ask 
him ? 

14 4 And he was casting out a devil, 
and it wasdumb. And it came to pass, 
when the devil was gone out, the dumb 
spake ; and the people wondered. 

15 But some of them said, He casteth 
out devils through Beelzebub the chief 
of the devils. 

16 And others, tempting iim, sought of 
him a sign from heaven. 

17 But he, knowing their thoughts, said 
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touch not the burdens with one of your 
fingers. 

47 Woe unto you! for ye build the sep- 
ulchres of the prophets, and your fathers 
killed them. 

48 Truly ye bear witness that ye allow 
the deeds of your fathers: for they in- 
deed killed them, and ye build their sep- 
ulchres. 

49 Therefore also said the wisdom of 
God, I will send them prophets and apos- 
tles, and some of them they shall slay and 
persecute : 

50 That the blood of all the prophets, 
which was shed from the foundation of 
the world, may be required of this gener- 
ation ; 

51 From the blood of Abel unto the 
blood of Zacharias, which perished be- 
tween the altar and the temple: verily I 
say unto you, It shall be required of this 
generation. 

52 Woe unto you, lawyers! for ye have 
taken away the key of knowledge: ye 
entered not in yourselves, and them that 
were entering in ye hindered. 

58 And as he said these things unto 
them, the scribes and the Pharisees be- 
gan to urge him vehemently, and to pro- 
voke him to speak of many things: 

54 Laying wait for him, and seeking to 
catch something out of his mouth, that 
they might accuse him. 


CHAPTER 12. 


1 Christ. preacheth to his disciples to avoid hypoc- 
risy, and fearfuiness in publishing his docirine: 
13 warneth the people to beware of covetousness, 
by the parable of the rich man who set up great- 
er barns. 22 We must not be over careful of 
earthly things, 31 but seek the kingdom of God, 
33 give alms, 36 be ready at a knock to open to 
our Lord whensoever he cometh. 41 Christ?s min- 
isters are to see to their charge, 49 and look for 
persecution. 54 The people must take this time 
of grace, 58 because it is a fearful thing to die 
without reconciliation. 


N the mean time, when there were 
gathered together an innumerable 
multitude of people, insomuch that they 
trode one upon another, he began to say 
unto his disciples first of all, Beware ye 
of the leaven of the Pharisees, which is 
hypocrisy. 

2 For there is nothing covered, that 
shall not be revealed ; neither hid, that 
shall not be known. 

3 Therefore, whatsoever ye have spoken 
in darkness shall be heard in the light; 
and that which ye have spoken in the 
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32 The men of Nineveh shall rise up in 
the judgment with this generation, and 
shall condemn it: for they repented at 
the preaching of Jonas; and, behold, a 
greater than Jonas 7s here. 

33 No man, when he hath lighted a can- 
dle, putteth ἐξ in a secret place, neither 
under a bushel, but on a candlestick, that 
they which come in may see the light. 

34 The light of the body is the eye: 
therefore when thine eye is single, thy 
whole body also is full of light ; but when 
thine eye is evil, thy body also zs full of 
darkness. 

95 Take heed therefore, that the light 
which is in thee be not darkness. 

36 If thy whole body therefore be full 
of light, having no part dark, the whole 
shall be full of light, as when the bright 
shining of a candle doth give thee light. 

37 “| And as he spake, a certain Phari- 
see besought him to dine with him: and 
he went in, and sat down to meat. 

98 And when the Pharisee saw 7¢, he 
marvelled that he had not first washed 
before dinner. 

39 And the Lord said unto him, Now 
do ye Pharisees make clean the outside 
of the cup and the platter; but your in- 
ward part is full of ravening and wick- 
edness. 

40 Ye fools, did not he, that made that 
which is without, make that which is 
within also? 

41 But rather give alms of such things 
as ye have; and, behold, all things are 
= clean unto you. 

42 But woe unto you, Pharisees! for ye 
tithe mint and rue and all manner of 
herbs, and pass over judgment and the 
love of God: these ought ye to have 
done, and not to leave the other un- 
done. 

43 Woe unto you, Pharisees! for ye 
love the uppermost seats in the syna- 
gogues, and greetings in the markets. 

44 Woe unto you, scribes and Phari- 
sees, hypocrites! for ye are as graves 
which appear not, and the men that walk 
over them are not aware of them. 

45 *| Then answered one of the lawyers, 
and said unto him, Master, thus saying 
thou reproachest us also. 

46 And he said, Woe unto you also, ye 
lawyers! for ye lade men with burdens 
grievous to be borne, and ye yourselves

years; take thine ease, eat, drink, and 
be merry. 

20 But God said unto him, Thou fool, 
this night thy soul shall be required of 
thee: then whose shall those things be. 
which thou hast provided ? 

21 So 2s he that layeth up treasure for 
himself, and is not rich toward God. 

22 "| And he said unto his disciples, 
Therefore I say unto you, Take no 
thought for your life, what ye shall eat ; 
neither for the body, what ye shall put on. 

23 The life is more than meat, and the 
body 7s more than raiment. 

24 Consider the ravens: for they neither 
sow nor reap; which neither have store- 
house nor barn; and God feedeth them : 
how much more are ye better than the 
fowls ? 

25 And which of you with taking thought 
can add to his stature one cubit ? 

26 If ye then be not able to do that thing 
which is least, why take ye thought for 
the rest ? 

27 Consider the lilies how they grow: 
they toil not, they spin not; and yet I say 
unto you, that Solomon in all his glory 
was not arrayed like one of these. 

28 If then God so clothe the grass, which 
is to day in the field, and to morrow is 
cast into the oven; how much more will 
he clothe you, O ye of little faith ? 

29 And seek not ye what ye shall eat, 
or what ye shall drink, neither be ye of 
doubtful mind. 

30 For all these things do the nations 
of the world seek after: and your Father 
knoweth that ye have need of these 
things. 

31 *[ But rather seek ye the kingdom of 
God; and all these things shall be added 
unto you. 

32 Fear not, little flock; for it is your 
Father’s good pleasure to give you the 
kingdom. 

33 Sell that ye have, and give alms; 
provide yourselves bags which wax not 
old, a treasure in the heavens that faileth 
not, where no thief approacheth, neither 
moth corrupteth. 

34 For where your treasure is, there 
will your heart be also. 

85 Let your loins be girded about, and 
your lights burning ; 

36 And ye yourselves like unto men that 
wait for their lord, when he will return 
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ear in closets shall be proclaimed upon 
the housetops. 

4 And I say unto you my friends, Be 
not afraid of them that kill the body, 
and after that have no more that they 
can do. 

5 But I will forewarn you whom ye 
shall fear: Fear him, which after he 
hath killed hath power to cast into hell; 
yea, I say unto you, Fear him. 

6 Are not five sparrows sold for two 
farthings, and not one of them is forgot- 
ten before God ? 

7 But even the very hairs of your head 
are all numbered. Fear not therefore: 
ye are of more value than many spar- 
rows. 

8 Also I say unto you, Whosoever shall 
confess me before men, him shall the Son 
of man also confess before the angels of 
God : 

9 But he that denieth me before men 
shall be denied before the angels of God. 

10 And whosoever shall speak a word 
against the Son of man, it shall be forgiv- 
en him: but unto him that blasphemeth 
against the Holy Ghost it shall not be 
forgiven. ן‎ 

11 And when they bring you unto the 
synagogues, and unto magistrates, and 
powers, take ye no thought how or what 
thing ye shall answer, or what ye shall 


say : 

12 For the Holy Ghost shall teach you 
in the same hour what ye ought to say. 

13 And one of the company said unto 
him, Master, speak to my brother, that 
he divide the inheritance with me. 

14 And he said unto him, Man, who 
made me a judge or a divider over you? 

15 And he said unto them, Take heed, 
and beware of covetousness: for a man’s 
life consisteth not in the abundance of 
the things which he possesseth. 

16 And he spake a parable unto them, 
saying, The ground of a certain rich man 
brought forth plentifully : 

17 And he thought within himself, say- 
ing, What shall I do, because I have no 
room where to bestow my fruits? 

18 And he said, This will I do: I will 
pull down my barns, and build greater ; 
and there will I bestow all my fruits and 
my goods. = 

19 And I will say to my soul, Soul, thou 
hast much goods a up for many 
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with ; and how am 1 straitened till it be 
accomplished ! 

51 Suppose ye that I am come to give 
peace on earth? I tell you, Nay; but 
rather division : 

52 For from henceforth there shall be 
five in one house divided, three against 
two, and two against three. 

53 The father shall be divided against 
the son, and the son against the father ; 
the mother against the daughter, and the 
daughter against the mother ; the mother 
in law against her daughter in law, and 
the daughter in law against her mother 
in law. 

54 § And he said also to the people, 
When ye see a cloud rise out of the west, 
straightway ye say, There cometh a show- 
er ; and so it is. 

55 And when ye see the south wind 
blow, ye say, There will be heat; and it 
cometh to pass. 

56 Ye hypocrites, ye can discern the 
face of the sky and 01 the earth ; but how 
is it that ye do not discern this time ? 

57 Yea, and why even of yourselves 
judge ye not what is right? 

58 "| When thou goest with thine ad- 
versary to the magistrate, as thou art in 
the way, give diligence that thou mayest 
be delivered from him; lest he hale thee 
to the judge, and the judge deliver thee 
to the officer, and the officer cast thee 
into prison. 

59 I tell thee, thou shalt not depart 
thence, till thou hast paid the very last 
mite. 

CHAPTER 18. 


1 Christ preacheth repentance upon the punishment 
of the Galileans, and others. 6 The fruitless jig tree 
may not stand. 11 He healeth the crooked woman: 
18 sheweth the powerful working of the word in the 
hearts of his chosen, by the parable of the grain of 
mustard seed, and of leaven: 24 exhorteth to enter 
in αὐ the sirait gate, 31 and reproveth Herod and 
Jerusalem. 

HERE were present at that season 

some that told him of the Galileans, 
whose blood Pilate had mingled with 
their sacrifices. 

2 And Jesus answering said unto them, 
Suppose ye that these Galileans were 
sinners above all the Galileans, because 
they suffered such things ? 

3 I tell you, Nay: but, except ye re- 
pent, ye shall all likewise perish. 

4 Or those eighteen, upon whom the 
tower in Siloam fell, and slew them, 
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from the wedding ; that, when he cometh 
and knocketh, they may open unto him 
immediately. 

37 Blessed ave those servants, whom the 
lord when he cometh shall find watching: 
verily I say unto you, that he shall gird 
himself, and make them to sit down to 
meat, and will come forth and serve them. 

38 And if he shall come in the second 
watch, or come in the third watch, and 
find them so, blessed are those servants. 

39 And this know, that if the goodman 
of the house had known what hour the 
thief would come, he would have watch- 
ed, and not have suffered his house to be 
broken through. 

40 Be ye therefore ready also: for the 
Son of man cometh at an hour when ye 
think not. 

41 § Then Peter said unto him, Lord, 
speakest thou this parable unto us, or 
even to all? 

42 And the Lord said, Who then is that 
faithful and wise steward, whom /zs lord 
shall make ruler over his household, to 
give them their portion of meat in due 
season ? 

43 Blessed zs that servant, whom his 
lord when he cometh shall find so doing. 

44 Of a truth I say unto you, that he 
will make him ruler over all that he hath. 

45 But and if that servant say in his 
' heart, My lord delayeth his coming ; and 
shall begin to beat the menservants and 
maidens, and to eat and drink, and.to be 
drunken ; 

46 The lord of that servant will come in 
a day when he looketh not for him, and 
at an hour when he is not aware, and 
will cut him in sunder, and will appoint 
him his portion with the unbelievers. 

47 And that servant, which knew his 
lord’s will, and prepared not himself, 
neither did according to his will, shall 
be beaten with many stripes. 

48 But he that knew not, and did com- 
mit things worthy of stripes, shall be 
beaten with few stripes. For unto whom- 
soever much is given, of him shail be 
much required ; and to whom men have 
committed much, of him they will ask 
the more. 

49 4 I am come to send fire on the 
earth ; and what will I, if it be already 
kindled ? 

50 But I have a baptism to be baptized

tree; and the fowls of the air lodged in 
the branches of it. 

20 And again he said, Whereunto shall 
I liken the kingdom of God ? 

21 It is like leaven, which a woman 
took and hid in three measures of meal, 
till the whole was leavened. 

22 And he went through the cities and 
villages, teaching, and journeying towara 
Jerusalem. 

23 Then said one unto him, Lord, are 
there few that be saved? And he said 
unto them, 

24 4 Strive to enter in at the strait gate : 
for many, I say unto you, will seek to 
enter in, and shall not be able. 

25 When once the master of the house 
is risen up, and hath shut to the door, 
and ye begin to stand without, and to 
knock at the door, saying, Lord, Lord, 
open unto us; and he shall answer and 
say unto you, I know you not whence ye 
are: 

26 Then shall ye begin to say, We have 
eaten and drunk in thy presence, and 
thou hast taught in our streets. 

27 But he shall say, I tell you, I know 
you not whence ye are; depart from me, 
all ye workers of iniquity. 

28 There shall be weeping and gnash- 
ing of teeth, when ye shall see Abraham, 
and Isaac, and Jacob, and all the proph- 
ets, in the kingdom of God, and you - 
yourselves thrust out. 

29 And they shall come from the east, 
and from the west, and from the north, 
and from the south, and shall sit down 
in the kingdom of God. 

30 And, behold, there are last which 
shall be first; and there are first which 
shall be last. 

31 4 The same day there came certain 
of the Pharisees, saying unto him, Get 
thee out, and depart hence; for Herod 
will kill thee. 

32 And he said unto them, Go ye, and 
tell that fox, Behold, I cast out devils, 
and I do cures to day and to morrow, 
and the third day I shall be perfected. 

33 Nevertheless I must walk to day, 
and to morrow, and the day following: 
for it cannot be that a prophet perish 
out of Jerusalem. 

34 O Jerusalem, Jerusalem, which kill. 
est the prophets, and stonest them that 
are sent unto thee; how often would J 
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think ye that they were sinners above all 
men that dwelt in Jerusalem ? 

5 I tell you, Nay: but, except ye re- 
pent, ye shall all likewise perish. 

6 Ἵ He spake also this parable; A cer- 
tain man had a fig tree planted in his 
vineyard ; and he came and sought fruit 
thereon, and found none. 

7 Then said he unto the dresser of his 
vineyard, Behold, these three years I 
come seeking fruit on this fig tree, and 
find none: cut it down; why cumbereth 
it the ground ? 

8 And he answering said unto him, 
Lord, let it alone this year also, till I shall 
dig about it, and dung 7: 

9 And if it bear fruit, well: and if not, 
then after that thou shalt cut it down. 

10 And he was teaching in one of the 
synagogues on the sabbath. 

11 § And, behold, there was a woman 
which had a spirit of infirmity eighteen 
years, and was bowed together, and 
could in no wise lift up herself. 

12 And when Jesus saw her, he called 
her to him, and said unto her, Woman, 
thou art loosed from thine infirmity. 

13 And he laid 2/8 hands on her: and 
immediately she was made straight, and 
glorified God. 

14 And the ruler of the synagogue 
answered with indignation, because that 
Jesus had healed on the sabbath day, 
and said unto the people, There are six 
days in which men ought to work: in 
them therefore come and be healed, and 
not on the sabbath day. 

15 The Lord then answered him, and 
said, Thou hypocrite, doth not each one 
of you on the sabbath loose his ox or 
his ass from the stall, and lead him away 
to watering ? 

16 And ought not this woman, being a 
daughter of Abraham, whom Satan hath 
bound, lo, these eighteen years, be loosed 
from this bond on the sabbath day ? 

17 And when he had said these things, 
all his adversaries were ashamed: and 
all the people rejoiced for all the glorious 
things that were done by him. 

18 § Then said he, Unto what is the 
kingdom of God like? and whereunto 
shall I resemble it ? 

19 It is like a grain of mustard seed, 
which a man took, and cast into his gar- 
den; and it grew, and waxed a great 
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supper, call not thy friends, nor thy 
brethren, neither thy kinsmen, nor thy 
rich neighbours ; lest they also bid thee 
again, and a recompense be made thee. 

18 But when thou makest a feast, call 
the poor, the maimed, the lame, the 
blind : 

14 And thou shalt be blessed ; for they 
cannot recompense thee: for thou shalt 
be recompensed at the resurrection of the 
just. 

15 4 And when one of them that sat at 
meat with him heard these things, he 
said unto him, Blessed zs he that shall 
eat bread in the kingdom of God. 

16 Then said he unto him, A certain man 
made a great supper, and bade many: 

17 And sent his servant at supper time 
to say to them that were bidden, Come; 
for all things are now ready. 

18 And they all with one consent began 
to make excuse. The first said unto him, 
I have bought a piece of ground, and I 
must needs go and see it: I pray thee 
have me excused. 

19 And another said, I have bought five 
yoke of oxen, and I go to prove them: I 
pray thee have me excused. 

20 And another said, I have married a 
wife, and therefore I cannot come. 

21 So that servant came, and shewed 
his lord these things. 'Then the master 
of the house being angry said to his 
servant, Go out quickly into the streets 
and lanes of the city, and bring in hither 
the poor, and the maimed, and the halt, 
and the blind: 

22 And the servant said, Lord, it is done 
as thou hast commanded, and yet there 
is room. 

23 And the lord said unto the servant, 
Go out into the highways and hedges, 
and compel them to come in, that my 
house may be filled. 

24 For I say unto you, That none of 
those men which were bidden shall taste 
of my supper. 

25 Ἵ And there went great multitudes 
with him: and he turned, and said unto 
them, 

26 If any man come to me, and hate not 
his father, and mother, and wife, and 
children, and brethren, and sisters, yea, 
and his own life also, he cannot be my 
disciple.

30 Behold, your house is left unto you 
desolate: and verily I say unto you, Ye 
shall not see me, until the time come when 
ye shall say, Blessed zs he that cometh in 
the name of the Lord.

out of heaven. 2 Those who will be his disciples, to 
bear their cross must make their accounts afore- 
hand, lest with shame they revolt from him after- 
ward, 34 and become altogether unprojitable, like 
sali that hath lost his savour. 


ND it came to pass, as he went into 

the house of one of the chief Phari- 

sees to eat bread on the sabbath day, that 
they watched him. 

2 And, behold, there was a certain man 
before him which had the dropsy. 

3 And Jesus answering spake unto the 
lawyers and Pharisees, saying, Is it law- 
ful to heal on the sabbath day ? 

4 And they held their peace. And he 
took hém, and healed him, and let him go; 

5 And answered them, saying, Which 
of you shall have an ass or an ox fallen 
into a pit, and will not straightway pull 
him out on the sabbath day ? 

6 And they could not answer him again 
to these things. 

7 4 And he put forth a parable to those 
which were bidden, when he marked 
how they chose out the chief rooms; 
saying unto them, 

8 When thou art bidden of any man to 
a wedding, sit not down in the highest 
room ; lest a more honourable man than 
thou be bidden of him ; 

9 And he that bade thee and him come 
and say to thee, Give this man place; 
and thou begin with shame to take the 
lowest room. 

10 But when thou art bidden, go and 
sit down in the lowest room; that when 
he that bade thee cometh, he may say 
unto thee, Friend, go up higher: then 
shalt thou have worship in the presence 
of them that sit at meat with thee. 

11 For whosoever exalteth himself shall 
be abased ; and he that humbleth himself 

- 511811 be exalted. | 
12 4 Then said he also to him that bade 


him, When thou makest a dinner or a! 27 And whosoever doth not bear his 
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pieces of silver, if she lose one piece, doth 
not light a candle, and sweep the house, 
and seek diligently till she find 7? 

9 And when she hath found 26, she call- 
eth her friends and her neighbours togeth- 
er, saying, Rejoice with me; for I have 
found the piece which I had lost. 

10 Likewise, I say unto you, there is 
joy in the presence of the angels of God 
Over One sinner that repenteth. 

11 § And he said, A certain man had 
two sons: 

12 And the younger of them said to his 
father, Father, give me the portion of 
goods that falleth tome. And he divided 
unto them Ais living. 

13 And not many days after the young- 
er son gathered all together, and took 
his journey into a far country, and there 
wasted his substance with riotous living. 

14 And when he had spent all, there 
arose a mighty famine in that land; and 
he began to be in want. 

15 And he went and joined himself to a 
citizen of that country ; and he sent him 
into his fields to feed swine. 

16 And he would fain have filled his 
belly with the husks that the swine did 
eat: and no man gave unto him. 

17 And when he came to himself, he 
said, How many hired servants of my 
father’s have bread enough and to spare, 
and I perish with hunger | 

18 I will arise and go to my father, and 
will say unto him, Father, I have sinned 
against heaven, and before thee, 

19 And am no more worthy to be called 
thy son: make me as one of thy hired 
servants. 

20 And he arose, and came to his father. 
But when he was yet a great way off, his 
father saw him, and had compassion, 
and ran, and fell on his neck, and kissed 
him. 

21 And the son said unto him, Father, 
I have sinned against heaven, and in thy 
sight, and am no more worthy to be 
called thy son. 

22 But the father said to his servants, 
Bring forth the best robe, and put 7¢ on 
him; and put a ring on his hand, and 
shoes on /is feet: 

23 And bring hither the fatted calf, 
and kill 0; and let us eat, and be 
merry : 

24 For this my son was dead, and is alive

ND he spake a parable unto them fo . 
this end, that men ought always to 
pray, and not to faint ;

and she came unto him, saying, Avenge 
me of mine adversary. 

4 And he would not fora while: but aft- 
erward he said within himself, Though 
I fear not God, nor regard man; 

5 Yet because this widow troubleth me, 
I will avenge her, lest by her continual 
coming she weary me. 

6 And the Lord said, Hear what the 
unjust judge saith. 

7 And shall not God avenge his own 
elect, which cry day and night unto him, 
though he bear long with them ? 

8 I tell you that he will avenge them 
speedily. Nevertheless, when the Son 
of man cometh, shall he find faith on 
the earth ? 

9 And he spake this parable unto certain 
which trusted in themselves that they 
were righteous, and despised others: 

10 Two men went up into the temple 
to pray; the one a Pharisee, and the 
other a publican. 

11 The Pharisee stood and prayed thus 
with himself, God, I thank thee, that I 
am not as other men ave, extortioners, 
unjust, adulterers, or even as this pub- 
lican. 

12 I fast twice in the week, I give tithes 
of all that I possess. 

13 And the publican, standing afar off, 
would not lift up so much as Ais eyes 
unto heaven, but smote upon his breast, 
saying, God be merciful to me a sinner. 

14 I tell you, this man went down to 
his house justified rather than the other: 
for every one that exalteth himself shall 
be abased ; and he that humbleth himself 
shall be exalted. 

15 And they brought unto him also 
infants, that he would touch them. but 
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ST. LUKE, 18.

the Pharisees, when the kingdom of God 

should come, he answered them and 
said, The kingdom of God cometh not 
with observation : 

21 Neither shall they say, Lo here! or, 
lo there! for, behold, the kingdom of 
God is within you. 

22 And he said unto the disciples, The 
days will come, when ye shall desire to 
see one of the days of the Son of man, 
and ye shall not see τύ.

_ 26 And as it was in the days of Noe, so 
shall it be also in the days of the Son of 
man. 

27 They did eat, they drank, they mar- 
ried wives, they were given in marriage, 
until the day that Noe entered into the 
ark, and the flood came, and destroyed 
them all. 

28 Likewise also as it was in the days 
of Lot; they did eat, they drank, they 
bought, they sold, they planted, they 
builded ; 

29 But the same day that Lot went out 
of Sodom it rained fire and brimstone 
from heaven, and destroyed them all. 

30 Even thus shall it be in the day when 
the Son of man is revealed. 

31 In that day, he which shall be upon 
the housetop, and his stuff in the house, 
let him not come down to take it away : 
and he that is in the field, let him like- 
wise not return back.

8 And he said, Take heed that ye be not 
deceived: for many shall come in my 
name, saying, Iam Christ; and the time 
draweth near: go ye not therefore after 
them.

3 And Pilate asked him, saying, Art 
thou the King of the Jews? And he 
answered him and said, Thou sayest 77. 

4 Then said Pilate to the chief priests

5 And they were the more fierce, say- 
ing, He stirreth up the people, teaching 
throughout all Jewry, beginning from 
Galilee to this place.

43 And Jesus said unto him, Verily I 
say unto thee, To day shalt thou be with 
me in paradise. 

44 And it was about the sixth hour, 
and there was a darkness over all the 
earth until the ninth hour.

46 And Nathanael said unto him, Can 
there any good thing come out of Naza- 
reth? Philip saith unto him, Come and 
see. 

47 Jesus saw Nathanael coming to him, 
and saith of him, Behold an Israelite 
indeed, in whom is no guile! 

48 Nathanael saith unto him, Whence 
knowest thou me? Jesus answered and 
said unto him, Before that Philip called 
thee, when thou wast under the fig tree, 
I saw thee.

28 These things were done in Beth- 
abara beyond Jordan, where John was 
baptizing. 

29 "| The next day John seeth Jesus

Lamb of God, which taketh away the 
sin of the world! 

30 This is he of whom I said, After me 
cometh a man which is preferred before 
me; for he was before me. 

81 And I knew him not: but that 
he should be made manifest to Israel, 
therefore am I come baptizing with 
water. 

32 And John bare record, saying, I 
saw the Spirit descending from heaven 
like a dove, and it abode upon him. 
89 And 1 knew him not: but he that 
sent me to baptize with water, the same 
said unto me, Upon whom thou shalt 
see the Spirit descending, and remaining 
on him, the same is he which baptizeth 
with the Holy Ghost. 

34 And I saw, and bare record that 
this is the Son of God. 

95 § Again the next day after, John 
stood, and two of his disciples ; 

86 And looking upon Jesus as he walk- 
ed, he saith, Behold the Lamb of God! 
87 And the two disciples heard. him 
speak, and they followed Jesus. 

38 Then Jesus turned, and saw them 
following, and saith unto them, What

22 When therefore he was risen from 
the dead, his disciples remembered that 
he had said this unto them; and they 
believed the Scripture, and the word 
which Jesus had said. 

23 Ἵ Now when he was in Jerusalem 
at the passover, in the feast day, many 
believed in his name, when they saw the 
miracles which he did. 

24 But Jesus did not commit himself 
unto them, because he knew all men, 

25 And needed not that any should 
testify of man; for he knew what was ~ 
in man.

1 Christ teacheth Nicodemus the necessity of regener- 
ation. 14 Of faith in his death. 16 The great love 
of God towards the world. 18 Condemnation for 
unbelief.

HERE was a man of the Pharisees, 
named Nicodemus, a ruler of the 
Jews: 

2 The same came to Jesus by night, and 
said unto him, Rabbi, we know that thou 
art a teacher come from God: for no 
man can do these miracles that thou 
doest, except God be with him. 

3 Jesus answered and said unto him, 
Verily, verily, I say unto thee, Except a 
man be born again, he cannot see the 
kingdom of God. 

4 Nicodemus saith unto him, How can 
a man be born when he is old? can he 
enter the second time into his mother’s 
womb, and be born? 

5 Jesus answered, Verily, verily, I say 
unto thee, Except a man be born of 
water and of the Spirit, he cannot enter 
into the kingdom of God.

4 Jesus saith unto her, Woman, what 
have I to do with thee ? mine hour is not 
yet come. 

5 His mother saith unto the servants, 
Whatsoever he saith unto you, do 7. 

6 And there were set there six water- 
pots of stone, after the manner of the 
purifying of the Jews, containing two or 
three firkins apiece. 

7 Jesus saith unto them, Fill the water- 
pots with water. And they filled them 
up to the brim. 

8 And he saith unto them, Draw out 
now, and bear unto the governor of the 
feast. And they bare 7. 

9 When the ruler of the feast had tasted 
the water that was made wine, and 
knew not whence it was, (but the serv- 
ants which drew the water knew,) the 
governor of the feast called the bride- 
groom, 

10 And saith unto him, Every man at 
the beginning doth set forth good wine; 
and when men have well drunk, then 
that which is worse: dwt thou hast kept 
the good wine until now. 

11 This beginning of miracles did Jesus 
in Cana of Galilee, and manifested forth 
his glory ; and his disciples believed on 
him. 

12 9 After this he went down to Ca- 
pernaum, he, and his mother, and his 
brethren, and his disciples; and they 
continued there not many days. 

18 " And the Jews’ passover was at 
hand, and Jesus went up to Jerusalem, 

14 And found in the temple those that 
sold oxen and sheep and doves, and the 
changers of money sitting: 

15 And when he had made a scourge of 
small cords, he drove them all out of the 
temple, and the sheep, and the oxen; 
and poured out the changers’ money, and 
overthrew the tables ; 

16 Ard said unto them that sold doves,

23 Ἵ And John also was baptizing in 
Enon near to Salim, because there was 
much water there: and they came, and 
were baptized.

33 He that hath received his testi- 
mony hath set to his seal that God is 
true. 

34 For he whom God hath sent speak- 
eth the words of God: for God giveth 
not the Spirit by measure unto him. 

35 The Father loveth the Son, and hath 
given all things into his hand. 

36 He that believeth on the Son hath 
everlasting life: and he that believeth 
not the Son shall not see life; but the 
wrath of God abideth on him. 


CHAPTER 4. 


1 Christ talketh with a woman of Samaria, and re- 
vealeth himself unto her. 27 His disciples marvel. 
31 He declareth to them his zeal to Goa’s glory. 39 
Many Samaritans believe onhim. 48 He departeth 
into Galilee, and healeth the ruler’s son that lay 
sick at Capernaum. 


HEN therefore the Lord knew how

9 Nicodemus answered and said unto 
him, How can these things be? 

10 Jesus answered and said unto him, 
Art thou a master of Israel, and knowest 
not these things ? 

11 Verily, verily, I say unto thee, We 
speak that we do know, and testify that 
we have seen; and yé receive not our 
witness. 

12 If I have told you earthly things, 
and ye believe not, how shall ye believe, 
if I tell you of heavenly things ? 

13 And no man hath ascended up to 
heaven, but he that came down from 
heaven, even the Son of man which is in 
heaven. 

14 ¥ And as Moses lifted up the serpent 
in the wilderness, even so must the Son 
of man be lifted up: 

15 That whosoever believeth in him 
should not perish, but have eternal life. 

16 "| For God so loved the world, that 
he gave his only begotten Son, that who- 
soever believeth in him should not perish, 
but have everlasting life. ו‎ 

17 For God sent not his Son into the 
world to condemn the world; but that 
the world through him might be saved. 

18 4 He that believeth on him is not 
condemned : but he that believeth not is 
> condemned already, because he hath not 
believed in the name of the only begotten 
Son of God. 

19 And this is the condemnation, that 
light is come into the world, and men 
loved darkness rather than light, because 
their deeds were evil. 

20 For every one that doeth evil hateth 
the light, neither cometh to the light, lest 
his deeds should be reproved. 

21 But he that doeth truth cometh to 
the light, that his deeds may be made 
manifest, that they are wrought in God. 

22 S| After these things came Jesus and 
his disciples into the land of Judea; and 
there he tarried with them, and baptized.

27 §| And upon this came his disciples, 
and marvelled that he talked with the 
woman: yet no man said, What seekest 
thou? or, Why talkest thou with her? 

28 The woman then left her waterpot, 
and went her way into the city, and saith 
to the men, 

29 Come, see a man, which told me all 
things that ever I did: is not this the 
Christ ? 

30 Then they went out of the city, and 
came unto him. 

31 ¥ In the mean while his disciples 
prayed him, saying, Master, eat. 

32 But he said unto them, I have meat 
to eat that ye know not of. | 

88 Therefore said the disciples one to 
another, Hath any man brought him 
aught to eat? 

34 Jesus saith unto them, My meat is 
to do the will of him that sent me, and 
to finish his work. 

95 Say not ye, There are yet four 
months, and then cometh harvest? be- 
hold, I say unto you, Lift up your eyes, 
and look on the fields ; for they are white 
already to harvest. 

36 And he that reapeth receiveth wa-

3 He left Judea, and departed again 
into Galilee. 

4 And he must needs go through Sa- 
maria. 

5 Then cometh he to a city of Samaria, 
which is called Sychar, near to the par- 
cel of ground that Jacob gave to his son 
Joseph. 

6 Now Jacob’s well was there. Jesus 
therefore, being wearied with 08 jour- 
ney, sat thus on the well: and it was 
about the sixth hour. 

7 There cometh a woman of Samaria to 
draw water: Jesus saith unto her, Give 
me to drink. 

8 (For his disciples were gone away 
unto the city to buy meat.) 

9 Then saith the woman of Samaria 
unto him, How is it that thou, being a 
Jew, askest drink of me, which am a 
woman of Samaria? for the Jews have no 
dealings with the Samaritans. 

10 Jesus answered and said unto her, 
If thou knewest the gift of God, and 
who it is that saith to thee, Give me to 
drink; thou wouldest have asked of 
him, and he would have given thee 
living water. 

11 The woman saith unto him, Sir, thou 
hast nothing to draw with, and the well 
is deep: from whence then hast thou that 
living water ? 

12 Art thou greater than our father 
Jacob, which gave us the well, and drank 
thereof himself, and his children, and 
his cattle ? 

13 Jesus answered and said unto her, 
Whosoever drinketh of this water shall 
thirst again : 

14 But whosoever drinketh of the water 
that I shall give him shall never thirst ; 
but the water that I shall give him shall 
be in him a well of water springing up 
into everlasting life. 

15 The woman saith unto him, Sir, give 
me this water, that I thirst not, neither 
come hither to draw. 

16 Jesus saith unto her, Go, call thy 
husband, and come hither. 

17 The woman answered and said, I 
have no husband. Jesus said unto her, 
Thou hast well said, I have no hus- 
band :

CHAPTER 5. 


1 Jesus on the sabbath day cureth him that was 
diseased eight and thirty years. 10 The Jews 
therefore cavil, and persecute him for it. 17 He 
answereth jor himself, and reproveth them, shev- 
ing by the testimony of his Father, 32 of John, 36 
of his works, 39 and of the Scriptures, who he is. 


FTER this there was a feast of the 
Jews; and Jesus went up to Jeru- 
salem. 

2 Now there is at Jerusalem by the 
sheep market a pool, which is called in 
the Hebrew tongue Bethesda, having 
five porches. 

3 In these lay a great multitude of 
impotent folk, of blind, halt, withered, 
waiting for the moving of the water. 

4 For an angel went down at a certain 
season into the pool, and troubled the 
water: whosoever then first after the 
troubling of the water stepped in was 
made whole of whatsoever disease he 
had. 

5 And a certain man was there, which 
had an infirmity thirty and eight years. 

6 When Jesus saw him lie, and knew 
that he had been now a long time zn that 
6086, he saith unto him, Wilt thou be 
made whole? 

7 The impotent man answered him, 
Sir, I have no man, when the water is 
troubled, to put me into the pool: but 
while I am coming, another steppeth 
down before me. 

8 Jesus saith unto him, Rise, take up 
thy bed, and walk. 

9 And immediately the man was made 
whole, and took up his bed, and walked: 
and on the same day was the sabbath. 

10 4 The Jews therefore said unto him 
that was cured, It is the sabbath day: it 
is not lawful for thee to carry thy bed. 

11 He answered them, He that made 
me whole, the same said unto me, Take 
up thy bed, and walk. 

12 Then asked they him, What man is 
that which said unto thee, Take up thy 
bed, and walk ?

Christ healeth 
ges, and gathereth fruit unto life eternal : 
that both he that soweth and he that 
reapeth may rejoice together. 

37 And herein is that saying true, One 
soweth, and another reapeth. 

38 I sent you to reap that whereon ye 
bestowed no labour: other men laboured, 
and ye are entered into their labours. 

39 § And many of the Samaritans of 
that city believed on him for the saying 
of the woman, which testified, He told 
me all that ever I did. 

40 So when the Samaritans were come 
unto him, they besought him that he 
would tarry with them: and he abode 
there two days. 

41 And many more believed because of 
his own word ; 

42 And said unto the woman, Now we 
believe, not because of thy saying: for 
we have heard Aim ourselves, and know 
that this is indeed the Christ, the Saviour 
of the world. 

43 "| Now after two days he departed 
thence, and went into Galilee. 

44 For Jesus himself testified, that a 
prophet hath no honour in his own 
country. 

45 Then when he was come into Gali- 
lee, the Galileans received him, having 
seen all the things that he did at Jerusa- 
lem at the feast: for they also went unto 
the feast. 

46 So Jesus came again into Cana of 
Galilee, where he made the water wine. 
And there was a certain nobleman, whose 
son was sick at Capernaum. 

47 When he heard that Jesus was come 
out of Judea into Galilee, he went unto 


him, and besought him that he would. 


come down, and heal his son: for he 
was at the point of death. 

48 Then said Jesus unto him, Except 
ye see signs and wonders, ye will not 
believe. 

49 The nobleman saith unto him, Sir, 
come down ere my child die. 

50 Jesus saith unto him, Go thy way; 
thy son liveth. And the man believed 
the word that Jesus had spoken unto 
him, and he went his way. 

51 And as he was now going down, his 
servants met him, and told him, saying, 
Thy son liveth. 

52 Then inquired he of them the hour 
when he began toamend. And they said 


He sheweth who he is. 


28 Marvel not at this: for the hour is

29 And shall come forth; they that 
have done good, unto the resurrection of 
1116 ; and they that have done evil, unto 
the resurrection of damnation. 

30 I can of mine own self do nothing: 
as I hear, I judge: and my judgment is 
just ; because I seek not mine own will, 
but the will of the Father which hath sent 
me. 

31 If I bear witness of myself, my wit- 
ness is not true. 

32 Ἵ There is another that beareth wit- 
ness of me; and I know that the witness 
which he witnesseth of me is true. 

33 Ye sent unto John, and he bare wit- 
ness unto the truth. 

34 But I receive not testimony from 
man: but these things I say, that ye 
might be saved. 

80 He was a burning and a shining 
light: and ye were willing for a season 
to rejoice in his light. 

36 "| But I have greater witness than 
that of John: for the works which the 
Father hath given me to finish, the same 
works that I do, bear witness of me, that 
the Father hath sent me. 

37 And the Father himself, which hath 
sent me, hath borne witness of me. Ye 
have neither heard his voice at any time, 
nor seen his shape. 

88 And ye have not his word abiding 
in you: for whom he hath sent, him ye 
believe not. 

89 § Search the Scriptures ; for in them 
ye think ye have eternal life: and they 
are they which testify of me. 

40 And ye will not come to me, that ye 
might have life. 

41 I receive not honour from men. 

42 But I know you, that ye have not 
the love of God in you. 

43 I am come in my Father’s name, 
and ye receive me not: if another shall 
come in his own name, him ye will re- 
ceive. 

44 How can ye believe, which receive 
honour one of another, and seek not the | 
honour that cometh from God only ? 

45 Do not think that I will accuse 
you to the Father: there is one that 
accuseth you, even Moses, in whom ye 
trust.

Christ reproveth the Jews. 


13 And he that was healed wist not who 
it was: for Jesus had conveyed himself 
away, a multitude being in that place. 

14 Afterward Jesus findeth him in the 
temple, and said unto him, Behold, thou 
art made whole: sin no more, lest a 
worse thing come unto thee. 

15 The man departed, and told the Jews 
that it was Jesus, which had made him 
whole. 

16 And therefore did the Jews perse- 
cute Jesus, and sought to slay him, be- 
cause he had done these things on the 
sabbath day. 

17 § But Jesus answered them, My 
Father worketh hitherto, and I work. 

18 Therefore the Jews sought the more 
to kill him, because he not only had bro- 
ken the sabbath, but said also that God 
was his Father, making himself equal 
with God. 

19 Then answered Jesus and said unto 
them, Verily, verily, I say unto you, The 
Son can do nothing of himself, but what 
he seeth the Father do: for what things 
soever he doeth, these also doeth the Son 
likewise. 

20 For the Father loveth the Son, and 
sheweth him all things that himself do- 
eth: and he will shew him greater works 
than these, that ye may marvel. 

21 For as the Father raiseth up the 
dead, and quickeneth them ; even so the 
Son quickeneth whom he will. 

22 For the Father judgeth no man, but 
hath committed all judgment unto the 
Son: 

23 That all men should honour the Son, 
even as they honour the Father. He that 
honoureth not the Son honoureth not 
the Father which hath sent him. 

24 Verily, verily, I say unto you, He 
that heareth my word, and believeth on 
him that sent me, hath everlasting life, 
and shall not come into condemnation ; 
but is passed from death unto life. 

25 Verily, verily, I say unto you, The 
hour is coming, and now is, when the 
dead shall hear the voice of the Son of 
God: and they that hear shall live. 

26 For as the Father hath life in him- 
self ; so hath he given to the Son to have 
life in himself ; 

27 And hath given him authority to 
execute judgment also, because he is the 
Son of man.

5 ΑἹ When Jesus then lifted up his eyes, 
and saw a great company come unto 
him, he saith unto Philip, Whence shall 
we buy bread, that these may eat ? 

6 And this he said to prove him: for 
he himself knew what he would do. 

7 Philip answered him, Two hundred 
pennyworth of bread is not sufficient for 
them, that every one of them may take 
a little. 

8 One of his disciples, Andrew, Simon 
Peter’s brother, saith unto him, 

9 There is a lad here, which hath five 
barley loaves, and two small fishes: but 
what are they among so many ? 

10 And Jesus said, Make the men sit 
down. Now there was much grass in 
the place. So the men sat down, in 
number about five thousand. 

11 And Jesus took the loaves ; and when 
he had given thanks, he distributed to 
the disciples, and the disciples to them 
that were set down; and likewise of the 
fishes as much as they would. 

12 When they were filled, he said unto 
his disciples, Gather up the fragments 
that remain, that nothing be lost. 

13 Therefore they gathered them togeth- 
er, and filled twelve baskets with the 
fragments of the five barley loaves, which 
remained over and above unto them that 
had eaten.

53 Then Jesus said unto them, Verily, 
verily, 1 say unto you, Except ye eat the 
flesh of the Son of man, and drink his 
blood, ye have no life in you. 

54 Whoso eateth my flesh, and drinketh 
my blood, hath eternal life; and I will 
raise him up at the last day. 

55 For my flesh is meat indeed, and my 
blood is drink indeed. 

56 He that eateth my flesh, and drinketh 
my blood, dwelleth in me, and I in him. 

57 As the living Father hath sent me, 
and I live by the Father; so he that 
eateth me, even he shall live by me. 

58 This is that bread which came down 
from heaven: not as your fathers did 
eat manna, and are dead: he that eateth 
of this bread shall live for ever. 

59 These things said he in the syna- 
gogue, as he taught in Capernaum. 

60 Many therefore of his disciples, when 
they had heard this, said, This is a hard 
saying ; who can hear it ὃ 

61 When Jesus knew in himself that 
his disciples murmured at it, he said 
unto them, Doth this offend you? 

62 What and if ye shall see the Son of 
man ascend up where he was before ? 

63 It is the Spirit that quickeneth ; the 
flesh profiteth nothing: the words that I 
speak unto you, they are spirit, and they 
are life. 

64 But there are some of you that be- 
lieve not. For Jesus knew from the be- 
ginning who they were that believed not, 
and who should betray him. ן‎ 

65 And he said, Therefore said I unto 
you, that no man can come unto me, 


on him whom he hath sent. 

30 They said therefore unto him, What 
sign shewest thou then, that we may see, 
and believe thee? what dost thou work ? 

31 Our fathers did eat manna in the 
desert; as it is written, He gave them 
bread from heaven to eat. 

32 Then Jesus said unto them, Verily, 
verily, I say unto you, Moses gave you 
not that bread from heaven; but my 
Father giveth you the true bread from 
heaven. 

33 For the bread of God is he which 
cometh down from heaven, and giveth 
life unto the world. 

34 Then said they unto him, Lord, 
evermore give us this bread. 

30 And Jesus said unto them, I am the 
bread of life: he that cometh to me shall 
never hunger; and he that believeth on 
me shall never thirst. 

36 But I said unto you, That ye also 
have seen me, and believe not. 

37 All that the Father giveth me shall 
come to me; and him that cometh to 
-me 1 will in no wise cast out. 

38 For I came down from heaven, not 
to do mine own will, but the will of him 
that sent me. 

39 And this is the Father’s will which 
hath sent me, that of all which he hath 
given me I should lose nothing, but 
should raise it up again at the last day. 

40 And this is the will of him that sent 
me, that every one which seeth the Son, 
and believeth on him, may have ever- 
lasting life: and I will raise him up at 
the last day. 

41 The Jews then murmured at him, 
because he said, I am the bread which 
came down from heaven.

43 Jesus therefore answered and said un- 
to them, Murmur not among yourselves.

46 Not that any man hath seen the

23 If a man on the sabbath day receive 
circumcision, that the law of Moses 
should not be broken; are ye angry at 
me, because I have made a man every 
whit whole on the sabbath day? 

24 Judge not according to the appear- 
ance, but judge righteous judgment. 

25 Then said some of them of Jerusa- 
= Is not this he, whom they seek to 

ill ? 

26 But, lo, he speaketh boldly, and they 
say nothing unto him. Do the rulers 
know indeed that this is the very Christ? 

27 Howbeit we know this man whence 
he is: but when Christ cometh, no man 
knoweth whence he is. 

28 Then cried Jesus in the temple as he 
taught, saying, Ye both know me, and 
ye know whence I am: and I am not 
come of myself, but he that sent me is 
true, whom ye know not.

8 Go ye up unto this feast: I go not up 
yet unto this feast; for my time is not 
yet full come.

But 
Jesus stooped down, and with ₪08 finger 
wrote on the ground, as though he heard 
them not. 

7 So when they continued asking him, — 
he lifted up himself, and said unto them, ~ 
He that is without sin among you, let 
him first cast a stone at her. 

8 And again he stooped down, and 
wrote on the ground. 

9 And they which heard 7¢, being con- 
victed by their own conscience, went out 
one by one, beginning at the eldest, even 
unto the last: and Jesus was left alone, 
and the woman standing in the midst,

39 (But this spake he of the Spirit, 
which they that believe on him should 
receive: for the Holy Ghost was not yet 
given ; because that Jesus was not yet 
glorified.) 

40 4 Many of the people therefore, 
when they heard this saying, said, Of a 
truth this is the Prophet. 

41 Others said, This is the Christ. But 
some said, Shall Christ come out of 
Galilee ? 

42 Hath not the Scripture said, That 
Christ cometh of the seed of David, and 
out of the town of Bethlehem, where 
David was? 

43 So there was a division among the 
people because of him. 

44 And some of them would have 
taken him; but no man laid hands on 
him. 

45 4 Then came the officers to the chief 
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and answereth the Jews.

89 They answered and said unto him, 
Abraham is our father.

1 The man that was born blind restored to sight.

ND as Jesus passed by, he saw a man 
which was blind from 8 birth.

3 Jesus answered, Neither hath this man 
sinned, nor his parents: but that the 
works of God should be made manifest 
in him. 

41 must work the works of him that 
sent me, while it is day: the night com- 
eth, when no man can work.

6 When he had thus spoken, he spat on 
the ground, and made clay of the spittle, 
and he anointed the eyes of the blind

55 Yet ye have not known him; but I 
know him: and if I should say, I know 
him not, I shall be a liar like unto 
you: but I know him, and keep his 
saying. 

56 Your father Abraham rejoiced to 
see my day: and he saw 76, and was 
glad. 

57 Then said the Jews unto him, Thou 
art not yet fifty years old, and hast thou 
seen Abraham ? 

58 Jesus said unto them, Verily, verily, 
I say unto you, Before Abraham was, I

59 Then took they up stones to cast at 
him: but Jesus hid himself, and went 
out of the temple, going through the 
midst of them, and " passed by.

21 But by what means he now seeth, we 
know not; or who hath opened his eyes, 
we know not: he is of age; ask him: he 
shall speak for himself. 

22 These words spake his parents, be- 
cause they feared the Jews: for the Jews 
had agreed already, that if any man did 
coufess that he was Christ, he should be 
put out of the synagogue. 

23 Therefore said his parents, He is of 
age; ask him. 

24 Then again called they the man that 
was blind, and said unto him, Give God 
the praise: we know that this man is a 
sinner. 

25 He answered and said, Whether he 
be a sinner 07 no, I know not: one thing 
. know, that, whereas I was blind, now 

see. 

26 Then said they to him again, What 


did he to thee? how opened he thine 


eyes ? 

27 He answered them, I have told you 
already, and ye did not hear: wherefore 
would ye hear 22 again? will ye also be 
his disciples ? 

28 Then they reviled him, and said, 
Thou art his disciple; but we are Moses’ 
disciples. 

29 We know that God spake unto 
Moses: as for this fellow, we know not 
from whence he is. 

80 The man answered and said unto 
them, Why herein is a marvellous thing, 
that ye know not from whence he is, and 
yet he hath opened mine eyes. 

31 Now we know that God heareth not 
sinners: but if any man be a worship- 
per of God, and doeth his will, him he 
heareth.

10 The thief cometh not, but for to steal, 
and to kill; and to destroy: I am come 
that they might have life, and that they 
might have 22 more abundantly. 

11 I am the good shepherd: the good 
shepherd giveth his life for the sheep. 

12 But he that is a hireling, and not 
the shepherd, whose own the sheep are 
not, seeth the wolf coming, and leaveth 
the sheep, and fleeth ; and the wolf catch- 
eth them, and scattereth the sheep.

14 I am the good shepherd, and know 
my sheep, and am known of mine. 

15 As the Father knoweth me, even so 
know I the Father: and I lay down my 
life for the sheep. 

16 And other sheep I have, which are 
not of this fold: them also I must bring, 
and. they shall hear my voice; and there 
shall be one fold, and one shepherd. 

17 Therefore doth my Father love me, 
because I lay down my life, that I might 
take it again. 

18 No man taketh it from me, but I lay 
it down of myself. I have power to lay 
it down, and I have power to take it 
again. This commandment have 1 re- 
ceived of my Father. 

19 § There was a division therefore 
again among the Jews for these sayings. 

20 And many of them said, He hath a 
devil, and is mad; why hear ye him? 

21 Others said, These are not the words 
of him that hath a devil. Can a devil 
open the eyes of the blind? 

22 4 And it was at Jerusalem the feast 
of the dedication, and it was winter. 

23 And Jesus walked in the temple in 
Solomon’s porch. 

24 Then came the Jews round about 
him, and said unto him, How long dost 
thou make us to doubt?

80 Now Jesus was not yet come into 
the town, but was in that place where 
Martha met him. 

31 The Jews then which were with her 
in the house, and comforted her, when 
they saw Mary, that she rose up hastily 
and went out, followed her, saying, She 
goeth unto the grave to weep there. 

32 Then when Mary was come where 
Jesus was, and saw him, she fell down at 
his feet, saying unto him, Lord, if thou 
hadst been here, my brother had not died. 

33 When Jesus therefore saw her weep- 
ing, and the Jews also weeping which 
came with her, he groaned in the spirit, 
and was troubled, 

34 And said, Where have ye laid him ὃ 
They say unto him, Lord, come and see. 

95 Jesus wept. 

86 Then said the Jews, Behold how he 
loved him! 

87 And some of them said, Could not 
this man, which opened the eyes of the 
blind, have caused that even this man 
should not have died ? 

38 Jesus therefore again groaning in 
himself cometh to the grave. It was a 
cave, and a stone lay upon it. 

39 Jesus said, Take ye away the stone. 
Martha, the sister of him that was dead, 
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was sick.) 

3 Therefore his sisters sent unto him, 
saying, Lord, behold, he whom thou 
lovest is sick. 

4 When Jesus heard that, he said, This 
sickness is not unto death, but for the 
glory of God, that the Son of God might 
be glorified thereby. 

5 Now Jesus loved Martha, and her 
sister, and Lazarus. 

6 When he had heard therefore that he 
was sick, he abode two days still in the 
- same place where he was. 

7 Then after that saith he to zs disciples, 
Let us go into Judea again. 

8 His disciples say unto him, Master, 
the Jews of late sought to stone thee; 
and goest thou thither again ? 

9 Jesus answered, Are there not twelve 
hours in the day? If any man walk in 
the day, he stumbleth not, because he 
seeth the light of this world. 

10 But if a man walk in the night, he 
stumbleth, because there is no light in 
him. / 

11 These things said he: and after that 
he saith unto them, Our friend Lazarus 
sleepeth; but I go, that I may awake 
him out of sleep. 

12 Then said his disciples, Lord, if he 
sleep, he shall do well. 

18 Howbeit Jesus spake of his death: 
but they thought that he had spoken of 
taxing of rest in sleep. 

14 Then said Jesus unto them plainly, 
Lazarus is dead. 

15 And I am glad for your sakes that 
I was not there, to the intent ye may 
believe; nevertheless let us go unto 


im. 

16 Then said Thomas, which is called 
Didymus, unto his fellow disciples, Let 
us also go, that we may die with him. 

17 Then when Jesus came, he found 
that he had dain in the grave four days 
already. 

18 Now Bethany was nigh unto Jerusa- 
lem, about fifteen furlongs off : 

19 And many of the Jews came to 
Martha and Mary, to comfort them con- 
cerning their brother. 

20 Then Martha, as soon as she heard 
that Jesus was coming, went and met 
him: but Mary sat 8{{{ in the house. 

21 Then said Martha unto Jesus, Lord,

over came to Bethany, where Laza- 
rus was which had been dead, whom he 
raised from the dead. 

2 There they made him a supper; and 
Martha served: but Lazarus was one of 
them that sat at the table with him. 

3 Then took Mary a pound of ointment 
of spikenard, very costly, and anointed 
the feet of Jesus, and wiped his feet with 
her hair: and the house was filled with 
the odour of the ointment. 

4 Then saith one of his disciples, Judas 
Iscariot, Simon’s son, which should be- 
tray him, 

5 Why was not this ointment sold for 
three hundred pence, and given to the 
poor? 

6 This he said, not that he cared for the 
poor ; but because he wasa thief, and had 
the bag, and bare what was put therein. 

7 Then said Jesus, Let her alone: against 
the day of my burying hath she kept this. 

8 For the poor always ye have with you ; 
but me ye have not always. 

9 Much people of the Jews therefore 
knew that he was there: and they came 
not for Jesus’ sake only, but that they 
might see Lazarus also, whom he had 
raised from the dead. 

10 Y But the chief priests consulted that 
they might put Lazarus also to death ; 

11 Because that by reason of him many 
of the Jews went away, and believed on 
Jesus. 

12 J On the next day much people that 
were come to the feast, when they heard 
that Jesus was coming to Jerusalem, 

13 Took branches of palm trees, and

saith unto him, Lord, by this time he 
stinketh: for he hath been dead four days. 

40 Jesus saith unto her, Said I not unto 
thee, that, if thou wouldest believe, thou 
shouldest see the glory of God ?

And 
Jesus lifted up his eyes, and said, Father, 
I thank thee that thou hast heard me. 

42 And I knew that thou hearest me

cried with a loud voice, Lazarus, come 
forth. 

44 And he that was dead came forth, 
bound hand and foot with graveclothes ; 
and his face was bound about with a 
napkin. Jesus saith unto them, Loose 
him, and let him go. 

45 Then many of the Jews which came 
to Mary, and had seen the things which 
Jesus did, believed on him. 

46 But some of them went their ways to 
the Pharisees, and told them what things 
Jesus had done. 

47 4 Then gathered the chicf priests and 
the Pharisees a council, and said, What 
do we ? for this man doeth many miracles. 

48 If we let him thus alone, all men will 
believe on him; and the Romans shall 
come and take away both our place and 
nation. 

49 And one of them, named Caiaphas, 
being the high priest that same year, said 
unto them, Ye know nothing at all, 

50 Nor consider that it is expedient for 
us, that one man should die for the peo- 
ple, and that the whole nation perish not. 

51 And this spake he not of himself: 
but being high priest that year, he prophe- 
sied that Jesus should die for that nation ; 

52 And not for that nation only, but that 
also he should gather together in one 
the children of God that were scattered 
abroad. 

58 Then from that day forth they took 
counsel together for to put him to death. 

54 Jesus therefore walked no more 
openly among the Jews; but went thence 
unto a country near to the wilderness, 
into a city called Ephraim, and there 
continued with his disciples.

84. The people answered him, We have

85 Then Jesus said unto them, Yet a 
little while is the light with you. Walk 
while ye have the light, lest darkness 
come upon you: for he that walketh in 
darkness knoweth not whither he goeth. 

36 While ye have light, believe in the 
light, that ye may be the children of 
light. These things spake Jesus, and 
departed, and did hide himself from 
them. 

37 * But though he had done so many 
miracles before them, yet they believed 
not on him: 

88 That the saying of Esaias the proph- 
et might be fulfilled, which he spake, 
Lord, who hath believed our report ? and 
to whom hath the arm of the Lord been 
revealed ? 

39 Therefore they could not believe, 
because that Esaias said again, 

40 He hath blinded their eyes, and hard- 
ened their heart; that they should not 
see with their eyes, nor understand with 
their heart, and be converted, and I 
should heal them. 

41 These things said Esaias, when he 
saw his glory, and spake of him. 

42 4 Nevertheless among the chief 
rulers also many believed on him; but 
because of the Pharisees they did not 
confess ἀῶ, lest they should be put out 
of the synagogue : 

43 For they loved the praise of men 
more than the praise of God. 

44 4 Jesus cried and said, He that be- 
lieveth on me, believeth not on me, but 
on him that sent me. 

45 And he that seeth me seeth him that 
sent me. 
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He foreielleth his death. 
went forth to meet him, and cried, Ho- 
_ sanna: Blessed is the King of Israel that 
cometh in the name of the Lord. 

14 And Jesus, when he had found a 
young ass, sat thereon ; as it is written, 

15 Fear not, daughter of Sion: behold, 
oy King cometh, sitting on an ass’s 
colt. 


16 These things understood not his dis- 
ciples at the first: but when Jesus was 
glorified, then remembered they that 
these things were written of him, and 
that they had done these things unto him. 

17 The people therefore that was with 
him when he called Lazarus out of his 
grave, and raised him from the dead, 
bare record. 

18 For this cause the people also met 
him, for that they heard that he had 
done this miracle. 

19 The Pharisees therefore said among 
themselves, Perceive ye how ye prevail 
nothing ? behold, the world is gone after 
him. 


20 4 And there were certain Greeks 
among them that came up to worship at 
the feast : 

21 The same came therefore to Philip, 
which was of Bethsaida of Galilee, and 
desired him, saying, Sir, we would see 
Jesus. 

22 Philip cometh and telleth Andrew: 
and again Andrew and Philip tell Jesus. 

23 “| And Jesus answered them, saying, 
The hour is come, that the Son of man 
should be glorified.

25 He that loveth his life shall lose it;

26 If any man serve me, let him follow 
me; and where I am, there shall also my 
servant be: if any man serve me, him 
will my Father honour. 

27 Now is my soul troubled ; and what 
shall I say? Father, save me from this 
hour: but for this cause came I unto 
this hour. 

Then 
came there a voice from heaven, saying,

19 Now I tell you before it come, that, 
when it is come to pass, ye may believe 
that Iam he. 

20 Verily, verily, I say unto you, He 
that receiveth whomsoever I send receiv- 
eth me; and he that receiveth me receiv- 
eth him that sent me.

26 When Jesus therefore saw his 
mother, and the disciple standing by, 
whom he loved, he saith unto his moth- 
er, Woman, behold thy son! 

27 Then saith he to the disciple, Behold 
thy mother! And from that hour that 
disciple took her unto his own home. 

28 § After this, Jesus knowing that 
all things were now accomplished, that 
the Scripture might be fulfilled, saith, I 
thirst. 

29 Now there was set a vessel full of 
vinegar: and they filled a sponge with 
vinegar, and put ἐξ upon hyssop, and 
put τέ to his mouth. 

30 When Jesus therefore had received 
the vinegar, he said, It is finished: ana 
he bowed his head, and gave up the 
ghost. 

31 The Jews therefore, because it was 
the preparation, that the bodies should 
not remain upon the cross on the sabbath 
day, (for that sabbath day was a high 
day,) besought. Pilate that their legs 
might be broken, and that they might 
be taken away. 

32 Then came the soldiers, and brake 
the legs of the first, and of the other 
which was crucified with him. 

33 But when they came to Jesus, and 

saw that he was dead already, they brake 
not his legs: 

34 But one of the soldiers with a spear 
pierced his side, and forthwith came 
there out blood and water. 

85 And he that saw 7¢ bare record, and 
his record is true; and he knoweth that 
he saith true, that ye might believe. 

36 For these things were done, that the 
Scripture should be fulfilled, A bone of 
him shall not be broken. 

87 And again another Scripture saith, 
They shall look on him whom they 
pierced. 

88 § And after this Joseph of Ari- 
mathea, being a disciple of Jesus, but 
secretly for fear of the J ews, besought 
Pilate that he might take away the body 
of Jesus: and Pilate gave him leave. He 
came therefore, and took the body of 
Jesus. 

89 And there came also Nicodemus, 
(which at the 27 came to Jesus by 
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mocked, and crucified. 


saying, If thou let this man go, thou art 
not Cesar’s friend: whosoever maketh 
himself a king speaketh against Cesar. 

13 § When Pilate therefore heard that 
saying, he brought Jesus forth, and sat 
down in the judgment seat in a place 
that is called the Pavement, but in the 
Hebrew, Gabbatha. 

14 And it was the preparation of the 
passover, and about the sixth hour: and 
he saith unto the Jews, Behold your 
King! 

15 But they cried out, Away with Aim, 
away with him, crucify him. Pilate 
saith unto them, Shall I crucify your 
King? The chief priests answered, We 
have no king but Cesar. 

16 Then delivered he him therefore 
unto them to be crucified. And they 
took Jesus, and led him away. 

17 And he bearing his cross went forth 
into a place called the place of a skull, 
which is called in the Hebrew Gol- 
gotha: 

18 Where they crucified him, and two 
others with him, on either side one, and 
Jesus in the midst. 

19 § And Pilate wrote 8 title, and put 
zt on the cross. And the writing was, 
JESUS OF NAZARETH THE KING 
OF THE JEWS. 

20 This title then read many of the 
Jews; for the place,where Jesus was 
crucified was nigh to the city: and it 
was written in Hebrew, and Greek, and 
Latin. 

21 Then said the chief priests of the 
Jews to Pilate, Write not, The King of 
the Jews; but that he said, I am King 
of the Jews. 

22 Pilate answered, What I have written 
I have written. 

23 § Then the soldiers, when they had 
crucified Jesus, took his garments, and 
made four parts, to every soldier a part ; 
and also his coat: now the coat was with- 
out seam, woven from the top through- 
out. 

24 They said therefore among them- 
selves, Let us not rend it, but cast lots 
for it, whose it shall be: that the Scrip- 
ture might be fulfilled, which saith, 
They parted my raiment among them, 
and for my vesture they did cast lots. 
These things therefore the soldiers did. 

25 "| Now there stood by the cross of

at the feet, where the body of Jesus had 
lain. 

13 And they say unto her, Woman, why 
weepest thou? She saith unto them, Be- 
cause they have taken away my Lord, and 
I know not where they have laid him. 

14 And when she had thus said, she 
turned herself back, and saw Jesus stand- 
ing, and knew not that it was Jesus. 

15 Jesus saith unto her, Woman, why 
weepest thou? whom seekest thou? 
She, supposing him to be the gardener, 
saith unto him, Sir, if thou have borne 
him hence, tell me where thou hast laid 
him, and I will take him away. 

16 Jesus saith unto her, Mary. She 
turned herself, and saith unto him, Rab- 
boni; which is to say, Master. 

17 Jesus saith unto her, Touch me not; 
for I am not yet ascended to my Father: 
but go to my brethren, and say unto 
them, I ascend unto my Father, and your 
Father; and to my God, and your God. 

18 Mary Magdalene came and told the 
disciples that she had seen the Lord, and 
that he had spoken these things unto her. 

19 4 Then the same day at evening, 
being the first day of the week, when the 
doors were shut where the disciples were 
assembled for fear of the Jews, came 
Jesus and stood in the midst, and saith 
unto them, Peace de unto you. 

20 And when he had so said, he shewed 
unto them /zs hands and his side. Then 
were the disciples glad, when they saw 
the Lord. 

21 Then said Jesus to them again, 
Peace be unto you: as my Father hath 
sent me, even so send I you. 

22 And when he had said this, he 
breathed on them, and saith unto them, = 
Receive ye the Holy Ghost: 

23 Whosesoever sins ye remit, they are 
remitted unto them; and whosesoever 
sins ye retain, they are retained. 

24 Ἵ But Thomas, one of the twelve, 
called Didymus, was not with them 
when Jesus came. 

25 The other disciples therefore said 
unto him, We have seen the Lord. But 
he said unto them, Except I shall see in 
his hands the print of the nails, and put 
my finger into the print of the nails, and 
thrust my hand into his side, I will not 
believe. 

26 J And after eight days again his 
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Christ’s resurrection. 
night,) and brought a mixture of myrrh 
and aloes, about a hundred pound weight. 

40 Then took they the body of Jesus, 
and wound it in linen clothes with the 
spices, as the manner of the Jews is to 
bury. 

41 Now in the place where he was 
crucified there was a garden; and in the 
garden a new sepulchre, wherein was 
never man 766 1 

42 There laid they Jesus therefore be- 
cause of the Jews’ preparation day ; for 
the sepulchre was nigh at hand. 


CHAPTER 20. 


1 Mary cometh to the sepuichre: 8 so do Peter and 
John, ignorant of the resurrection. 11 Jesus ap- 
peareth to Mary Magdalene, 19 and to his disci- 
ples. 24 The incredulity, and confession of Thom- 
as. 30 The Scripture is sufficient to salvation. 


HE first day of the week cometh 

Mary Magdalene early, when it was 
yet dark, unto the sepulchre, and seeth 
the stone taken away from the sepulchre. 
2 Then she runneth, and cometh to 
Simon Peter, and to the other disciple, 
whom Jesus loved, and saith unto them, 
They have taken away the Lord out of 
the sepulchre, and we know not where 
they have laid him. 

3 Peter therefore went forth, and that 
other disciple, and came to the sepulchre. 

4 So they ran both together: and the 
other disciple did outrun Peter, and 
came first to the sepulchre. 

5 And he stooping down, and looking 
in, saw the linen clothes lying ; yet went 
he not in. 

6 Then cometh Simon Peter following 
him, and went into the sepulchre, and 
seeth the linen clothes lie, 

7 And the napkin, that was about his 
head, not lying with the linen clothes, 
but wrapped together in a place by itself. 

8 Then went in also that other disciple, 
which came first to the sepulchre, and he 
saw, and believed. 

9 For as yet they knew not the Scrip- 
ture, that he must rise again from the 
dead. 

10 Then the disciples went away again 
unto their own home. 

11 1 But Mary stood without at the 
sepulchre weeping: and as she wept, she 
stooped down, and looked into the sepul- 
chre, 

12 And seeth two angels in white sit- 
ting, the one at ot head, and the other 
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(for he was naked,) and did cast himself 
into the sea. 

8 And the other disciples came in a lit- 
tle ship, (for they were not far from 
land, but as it were two hundred cubits,) 
dragging the net with fishes. 

9 As soon then as they were come to 
land, they saw a fire of coals there, and 
fish laid thereon, and bread. 

10 Jesus saith unto them, Bring of the 
fish which ye have now caught. 

11 Simon Peter went up, and drew 
the net to land full of great fishes, a 
hundred and fifty and three: and for 
all there were so many, yet was not the 
net broken. 

12 Jesus saith unto them, Come and 
dine. And none of the disciples durst 
ask him, Who art thou? knowing that 
it was the Lord. 

18 Jesus then cometh, and taketh bread, 
and giveth them, and fish likewise. 

14 This is now the third time that Jesus 
shewed himself to his disciples, after that 
he was risen from the dead. 

15 §] So when they had dined, Jesus 
saith to Simon Peter, Simon, son of 
Jonas, lovest thou me more than these ? 
He saith unto him, Yea, Lord; thou 
knowest that 1 love thee. He saith unto 
him, Feed my lambs. 

16 He saith to him again the second 
time, Simon, son of Jonas, lovest thou 
me? He saith unto him, Yea, Lord; 
thou knowest that I love thee. He saith 
unto him, Feed my sheep. 

17 He saith unto him the third time, 
Simon, son of Jonas, lovest thou me? 
Peter was grieved because he said unto 
him the third time, Lovest thou me? 
And he said unto him, Lord, thou 
knowest all things; thou knowest that 
I love thee. Jesus saith unto him, Feed - 
my sheep. 

18 Verily, verily, I say unto thee, When 
thou wast young, thou girdedst thyself, 
and walkedst whither thou wouldest : but 
when thou shalt be old, thou shalt stretch 
forth thy hands, and another shall gird 
thee, and carry thee whither thou would- 
est not. 

19 This spake he, signifying by what 
death he should glorify God. And when 
he had spoken this, he saith unto him, 
Follow me. 

20 Then Peter, turning about, seeth the 
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to his disciples. 


disciples were within, and Thomas with 
them: then came Jesus, the doors being 
shut, and stood in the midst, and said, 
Peace be unto you. 

27 Then saith he to Thomas, Reach 
hither thy finger, and behold my hands; 
and reach hither thy hand, and thrust 7 
into my side; and be not faithless, but 
believing. 

28 And Thomas answered and said unto 
him, My Lord and my God. 

29 Jesus saith unto him, Thomas, be- 
cause thou hast seen me, thou hast be- 
lieved: blessed ave they that have not 
seen, and yet have believed. . 

30 § And many other signs truly did 
Jesus in the presence of his disciples, 
which are not written in this book: 

31 But these are written, that ye might 
believe that Jesus is the Christ, the Son 
of God; and that believing ye might 
have life through his name. 


CHAPTER 21. 


1 Christ appearing again to his disciples was known 
of them by the great draught of jishes. 12 He dineih 
with them: 15 earnestly commandeth Peter to feed 
his lambs and sheep: 18 foretelieth him of his death: 
22 vebuketh his curiosity touching John. 25 The 
conclusion. 


FTER these things Jesus shewed 

himself again to the disciples at the 

sea of Tiberias; and on this wise shewed 
he himself. 

2 There were together Simon Peter, and 
Thomas called Didymus, and Nathanael 
of Cana in Galilee, and the sons of Zebe- 
dee, and two other of his disciples. 

3 Simon Peter saith unto them, 1 ₪0 a 
fishing. They-say unto him, We also go 
with thee. They went forth, and entered 
into a ship immediately ; and that night 
they caught nothing. 

4 But when the morning was now come, 
Jesus stood on the shore; but the disci- 
ples knew not that it was Jesus. 

5 Then Jesus saith unto them, Children, 
mae ye any meat? They answered him, 

0 


6 And he said unto them, Cast the net 
on the right side of the ship, and ye shall 
find. They cast therefore, and now they 
were not able to draw it for the multi- 
tude of fishes. 

7 Therefore that disciple whom Jesus 
loved saith unto Peter, It is the Lord. 
= Now when Simon Peter heard that it was 
the Lord, he girt 08 fisher’s coat wnto him, 


of Christ. 


He shall not die; but, If I will that he 
tarry till I come, what 28 that to thee ? 

24 This is the disciple which testifieth 
of these things, and wrote these things: 
and we know that his testimony is 
true. 

25 And there are also many other ᾿ 
things which Jesus did, the which, if 
they should be written every one, I sup- 
pose that even the world itself could 
not contain the books that should be 
written. Amen.

9 And when he had spoken these things, 
while they beheld, he was taken up; and 
a cloud received him out of their sight. 

10 And while they looked steadfastly 
toward heaven as he went up, behold, 
two men stood by them in white apparel ; 

11 Which also said, Ye men of Galilee, 
why stand ye gazing up into heaven? 
this same Jesus, which is taken up from 
you into heaven, shall so come in like 
manner as ye have seen him go into 
heaven. 

12 Then returned they unto Jerusalem 
from the mount called Olivet, which is 
from Jerusalem a sabbath day’s jour- 


ney. 

13 And when they were come in, they 
went up into an upper room, where 
abode both Peter, and James, and John, 
and Andrew, Philip, and Thomas, Bar- 
tholomew, and Matthew, James the son 
of Alpheus, and Simon Zelotes, and Ju- 
das the brother of James. 

14 These all continued with one accord 
in prayer and supplication, with the wo- 
men, and Mary the mother of Jesus, and 
with his brethren. | 

15 § And in those days Peter stood up 
in the midst of the disciples, and said, 
(the number of names together were 
about a hundred and twenty,) 

16 Men and brethren, this Scripture 
must needs have been fulfilled, which 


CHAPTER 1. 


1 Christ, preparing his apostles to the beholding of 
his ascension, gathereth them together into the 
mount Olivet, commandeth them to expect in Jeru- 
salem the sending down of the Holy Ghost, prom- 
iseth after few days to send it: by virtue whereof 
they should be witnesses unto him,even to the utmost 
parts of the earth. 9 After his ascension they are 
warned by two angels to depart, and to set their 
minds upon his second coming. 12 They accord- 
ingly return, and, giving themselves to prayer, 
choose Matthias apostle in the place of Judas. 

HE former treatise have I made, O 
Theophilus, of all that Jesus began 
both to do and teach, 

2 Until the day in which he was taken 
up, after that he through the Holy Ghost 
had given commandments unto the apos- 
tles whom he had chosen : 

8 To whom also he shewed himself alive 
after his passion by many infallible 
proofs, being seen of them forty days, 
and speaking of the things pertaining to 
the kingdom of God: . 

4 And, being assembled together with 
them, commanded them that they should 
not depart from Jerusalem, but wait for 
> the promise of the Father, which, sazth 
he, ye have heard of me. 

5 For John truly baptized with water ; 
but ye shall be baptized with the Holy 
Ghost not many days hence. 

6 When they therefore were come to- 
gether, they asked of him, saying, Lord, 
wilt thou at this time restore again the 
kingdom to Israel ? 

7 And he said unto them, It is not for 
you to know the times or the seasons, 
which the Father hath put in his own 
power. / 

8 But ye shall receive power, after that

wind, and it filled all the house where 
they were sitting. 

3 And there appeared unto them cloven 
tongues like as of fire, and it sat upon 
each of them. 

4 And they were all filled with the Holy 
Ghost, and began to speak with other 
tongues, as the Spirit gave them utter- 
ance. 

5 And there were dwelling at Jerusalem 
Jews, devout men, out of every nation 
under heaven. 

6 Now when this was noised abroad, 
the multitude came together, and were 
confounded, because that every man 
heard them speak in his own language. 

7 And they were all amazed and mar- 
velled, saying one to another, Behold, 
are not all these which speak Gali- 
leans ? 

8 And how hear we every man in our 
own tongue, wherein we were born ? 

9 Parthians, and Medes, and Elamites, 
and the dwellers in Mesopotamia, and in 
Judea, and Cappadocia, in Pontus, and 
Asia, 

10 Pbrygia, and Pamphylia, in Egypt, 
and in the parts of Libya about Cyrene, 
and strangers of Rome, Jews and prose- 
lytes, 

11 Cretes and Arabians, we do hear 
them speak in our tongues the wonderful 
works of God. 

12 And they were all amazed, and were 
in doubt, saying one to another, What 
meaneth this? 

13 Others mocking said, These men are 
full of new wine. 

14 4 But Peter, standing up with the 
eleven, lifted up his voice, and said unto 
them, Ye men of Judea, and all ye that 
dwell at Jerusalem, be this known unto 
you, and hearken to my words: 

15 For these are not drunken, as ye 
suppose, seeing it is but the third hour 
of the day. 

16 But this is that which was spoken 
by the prophet Joel; 

17 And it shall come to pass in the last 
days, saith God, I will pour out of my 
Spirit upon all flesh: and your sons and 
your daughters shall prophesy, and your 
young men shall see visions, and your 
old men shall dream dreams: 

18 And on my servants and on my 
handmaidens I — pour out in those 
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The descent of 


the Holy Ghost by the mouth of David 
spake before concerning Judas, which 
was guide to them that took Jesus. 

17 For he was numbered with us, and 
had obtained part of this ministry. 

18 Now this man purchased a field with 
the reward of iniquity ; and falling head- 
long, he burst asunder in the midst, and 
all his bowels gushed out. 

19 And it was known unto all the dwell- 
ers at Jerusalem ; insomuch as that field 
is called, in their proper tongue, Acelda- 
ma, that is to say, The field of blood. 

20 For it is written in the book of 
Psalms, Let his habitation be desolate, 
and let no man dwell therein: and, His 
bishoprick let another take. 

21 Wherefore of these men which have 
companied with us all the time that the 
Lord Jesus went in and out among 
us, 

22 Beginning from the baptism of John, 
unto that same day that he was taken up 
from us, must one be ordained to be a 
witness with us of his resurrection. 

23 And they appointed two, Joseph 
. called Barsabas, who was surnamed 
Justus, and Matthias. 

24 And they prayed, and said, Thou, 
Lord, which knowest the hearts of all 
men, shew whether of these two thou 
hast chosen, 

25 That he may take part of this minis- 
try and apostleship, from which Judas 
by transgression fell, that he might go 
_ to his own place. 

26 And they gave forth their lots; and 
the lot fell upon Matthias; and he was 
numbered with the eleven apostles. 


CHAPTER 2. 


1 The apostles, filled with the Holy Ghost, and speak- 
ing divers languages, are admired by some, and 
derided by others. 14 Whom Peter disproving, 
and shewing that the apostles spake by the pow- 
er of the Holy Ghost, that Jesus was risen from 
the dead, ascended inio heaven, had poured down 
the same Holy Ghost, and was the Messias, a 
man known to them to be approved of God by his 
miracies, wonders, and signs, and not crucified 
without his determinate counsel and foreknowl- 
6006: 3% he baptizeth a great number that were 
converted. 41 Who afterwards devoutly and char- 
410070 converse together: the apostles working 
ΠΟΤ miracies, and God daily increasing his 
church. 


5 ge when the day of Pentecost was 
fully come, they were all with one 
accord in one place. . 

2 And suddenly there came a sound 
from heaven as of a rushing mighty

Father the promise of the Holy Ghost, 
he hath shed forth this, which ye now 
see and hear. 

34 For David is not ascended into the 
heavens: but he saith himself, The Lorp 
said unto my Lord, Sit thou on my right 
hand, 

35 Until I make thy foes thy footstool. 

36 Therefore let all the house of Israel 
know assuredly, that God hath made 
that same Jesus, whom ye have crucified, . 
both Lord and Christ. 

37 Ἵ Now when they heard this, they 
were pricked in their heart, and said unto 
Peter and to the rest of the apostles, Men 
and brethren, what shall we do? 

38 Then Peter said unto them, Repent, 
and be baptized every one of you in the 
name of Jesus Christ for the remission 
of sins, and ye shall receive the gift of 
the Holy Ghost. 

39 For the promise is unto you, and to 
your children, and to all that are afar 
off, even as many as the Lord our God 
shall call. 1 

40 And with many other words did he 
testify and exhort, saying, Save 
selves from this untoward generation. 

41 4 Then they that gladly received his 
word were baptized: and the same day 
there were added unto them about three 
thousand souls. 

42 And they continued steadfastly in 
the apostles’ doctrine and fellowship, and 
in breaking of bread, and in prayers. 

43 And fear came upon every soul: and 
many wonders and signs were done by 
the apostles. 

44 And all that believed were together, 
and had all things common; 

45 And sold their possessions and goods, 
and parted them to all men, as every man 
had need. 

46 And they, continuing daily with one 
accord in the temple, and breaking bread 
from house to house, did eat their meat 
with gladness and singleness of heart, 

47 Praising God, and having favour 
with all the people. And the Lord added 
to mae church daily such as should be 
saved. 


CHAPTER 3. 


1 Peter preaching to the people that came to see a 
lame man restored to his feet, 12 professeth the cure 
not to have been wrought by his or John’s oun 
power, or holiness, but by God, and his Son Jesus, 
and through faith in his name; 13 withal repre 
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Peter’s sermon on 
days of my Spirit ; and they shall proph- 


087 : 

9 And I will shew wonders in heaven 
above, and signs in the earth beneath ; 
blood, and fire, and vapour of smoke: 

20 The sun shall be turned into dark- 
ness, and the moon into blood, before 
that great and notable day of the Lord 
come : 

21 And it shall come to pass, that who- 
soever shall call on the name of the Lord 
shall be saved. 

22 Ye men of Israel, hear these words; 
Jesus of Nazareth, a man approved of 
God among you by miracles and won- 
ders and signs, which God did by him in 
the midst of you, as ye yourselves also 
know : 

23 Him, being delivered by the deter- 
minate counsel and foreknowledge of 
God, ye have taken, and by wicked 
hands have crucified and slain: 

24 Whom God hath raised up, having 
loosed the pains of death: because it 
was not possible that he should be 
holden of it. 

25 For David speaketh concerning him, 
I foresaw the Lord always before my 
face; for he is on my right hand, that 
I should not be moved: 

26 Therefore did my heart rejoice, and 
my tongue was glad; moreover also my 
flesh shall rest in hope: 

27 Because thou wilt not leave my soul 
in hell, neither wilt thou suffer thine 
Holy One to see corruption. 

28 Thou hast made known to me the 
ways of life;- thou shalt make me full 
of joy with thy countenance. 

29 Men and brethren, let me freely 
speak unto you of the patriarch David, 
that he is both dead and buried, and his 
sepulchre is with us unto this day. 

30 Therefore being a prophet, and 
knowing that God had sworn with an 
oath to him, that of the fruit of his loins, 
according to the flesh, he would raise up 
Christ to sit on his throne; 

31 He, seeing this before, spake of the 
resurrection of Christ, that his soul was 
not left in hell, neither his flesh did see 
corruption. 

32 This Jesus hath God raised up, 
whereof we all are witnesses. 

33 Therefore being by the right hand of 
God exalted, and ag received of the 


Peter’s exhortation. 


God hath raised from the dead ; whereof 
we are witnesses. 

16 And his name, through faith in his 
name, hath made this man strong, whom 
ye see and know: yea, the faith which 
is by him hath given him this perfect 
soundness in the presence of you all. 

17 And now, brethren, I wot thai 
through ignorance ye did 77, as did also 
your rulers. 

18 But those things, which God before 
had shewed by the mouth of all his proph- 
ets, that Christ should suffer, he hath so 
fulfilled. 

19 Ἵ Repent ye therefore, and be con- 
verted, that your sins may be blotted out, 
when the times of refreshing shall come 
from the presence of the Lord ; 

20 And he shall send Jesus Christ, 
which before was preached unto you: 

21 Whom the heaven must receive un- 
til the times of restitution of all things, 
which God hath spoken by the mouth of - 
all his holy prophets since the world 
began. 

22 For Moses truly said unto the fathers, 
A Prophet shall the Lord your God raise 
up unto you of your brethren, like unto 
me; him shall ye hear in all things what- 
soever he shall say unto you. 

23 And it shall come to pass, that every 
soul, which will not hear that Prophet, 
shall be destroyed from among the people. 

24 Yea, and all the prophets from Sam- 
uel and those that follow after, as many 
as have spoken, have likewise foretold of 
these days. 

20 Ye are the children of the prophets, 
and of the covenant which God made 
with our fathers, saying unto Abraham, 
And in thy seed shall all the kindreds of 
the earth be blessed. 

26 Unto you first God, having raised up 
his Son Jesus, sent him to bless you, in 
turning away every one of you from his 
iniquities. 

CHAPTER 4. 


1 The rulers of the Jews offended with Peter's ser- 
mon, 4 (though thousands of the people were con- 
verted that heard the word,) imprison him and 
δ After, upon examination Peter boldly 
avouching the lame man to be healed by the name of 
Jesus, and that by the same Jesus only we must be 
eternally saved, 13 they command him and John to 
preach no morein that name, adding 0180 threaten- 
ing, 23 whereupon the church fieeth to prayer. 31 
And God, by moving the pees where they were as- 
sembied, testified that he γα their prayer: con- 
Jirming the church with the gift of the Holy Ghost, 
and with mutual love and charity. 
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The lame man healed.

cause they di ihroughignorance, and that there- 


were fulfilled God’s determinate counsel, and 
the Scriptures : 19 he exhorteth them by repentance 
and faith to seek remission of their sins, and sal- 
vation in the same Jesus. 


Peter and John went up to- 
gether into the temple at the hour 
of prayer, being the ninth hour. 

2 And a certain man lame from his 
mother’s womb was carried, whom they 
laid daily at the gate of the temple which 
is called Beautiful, to ask alms of them 
that entered into the temple ; 

3 Who, seeing Peter and John about to 
go into the temple, asked an alms. 

4 And Peter, fastening his eyes upon 
him with John, said, Look on us. 

5 And he gave heed unto them, expect- 
ing to receive something of them. 

6 Then Peter said, Silver and gold have 
I none; but such asI have give I thee: 
In the name of Jesus Christ of Nazareth 
rise up and walk. 

7 And he took him by the right hand, 
and lifted Aim up: and immediately his 
feet and ankle bones received strength. 

8 And he leaping up stood, and walked, 
and entered with them into the temple, 
walking, and leaping, and praising God. 

9 And all the people saw him walking 
and praising God: 

10 And they knew that it was he which 
sat for alms at the Beautiful gate of the 
temple: and they were filled with wonder 
and amazement at that which had hap- 
pened unto him. 

11 And as the lame man which was 
healed held Peter and John, all the peo- 
ple ran together unto them in the porch 
that is called Solomon’s, greatly won- 
dering. 

12 4 And when Peter saw 00, he answer- 
ed unto the people, Ye men of Israel, 
why marvel ye at this? or why look ye 
so earnestly on us, as though by our own 
power or holiness we had made this man 
to walk ? 

13 The God of Abraham, and of Isaac, 
and of Jacob, the God of our fathers, 
hath glorified his Son Jesus; whom ye 
delivered up, and denied him in the 
presence of Pilate, when he was deter- 
mined to let him go. 

14 But ye denied the Holy One and the 
Just, and desired a murderer to be grant- 
ed unto you; 

15 And killed the Prince of life, whom

all them that dwell in Jerusalem; and 
we cannot deny τύ. 

17 But that it spread no further among 
the people, let us straitly threaten them, 
that they speak henceforth to no man in 
this name.

23 Ἵ And being let go, they went to 
their own company, and reported all 
that the chief priests and elders had said 
unto them. 

24 And when they heard that, they 
lifted up their voice to God with one 
accord, and said, Lord, thou art God, 
which hast made heaven, and earth, and 
the sea, and all that in them is; 

25 Who by the mouth of thy servant 
David hast said, Why did the heathen 
rage, and the people imagine vain things? 

26 The kings of the earth stood up, and 
the rulers were gathered together against 
the Lord, and against his Christ. 

27 For of a truth against thy holy child 
Jesus, whom thou hast anointed, both 
Herod, and Pontius Pilate, with the 
Gentiles, and the people of Israel, were 
gathered together, 

28 For to do whatsoever thy hand and 
thy counsel determined before to be 
done. 

29 And now, Lord, behold their threat- 
enings: and grant unto thy servants, 
that with all boldness they may speak 
thy word, 

30 By stretching forth thine hand to 
heal; and that signs and wonders may 
be done by the name of thy holy child 
Jesus. 

31 § And when they had prayed, the

4 Howbeit many of them which heard 
the word believed; and the number of 
the men was about five thousand.

6 And Annas the high priest, and Caia- 
phas, and John, and Alexander, and as 
many as were of the kindred of the high 
priest, were gathered together at Jerusa- 
lem. 

7 And when they had set them in the 
midst, they asked, By what power, or by 
what name, have ye done this? 

8 Then Peter, filled with the Holy 
Ghost, said unto them, Ye rulers of the 
people, and elders of Israel, 

9 If we this day be examined of the 
good deed done to the impotent man, by 
what means he is made whole ; 

10 Be it known unto you all, and to all 
the people of Israel, that by the name of 
Jesus Christ of Nazareth, whom ye cru- 
cified, whom God raised from the dead, 
even by him doth this man stand here 
before you whole. 

11 This is the stone which was set at 
nought of you builders, which is become 
the head of the corner. 

12 Neither is there salvation in any 
other: for there is none other name 
under heaven given among men, where- 
by we must be saved. 

13 Ἵ Now when they saw the boldness 
of Peter and John, and perceived that 
they were unlearned and ignorant men, 
they marvelled ; and they took knowl- 
edge of them, that they had been with 
Jesus. 

14 And beholding the man which was 
healed standing with them, they could 
say nothing against it. 

15 But when they had commanded 
them to go aside out of the council, they 
conferred among themselves, 

16 Saying, What shall we do to these 
men? for that indeed a notable miracle 
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fall down dead. 


fear came on all them that heard these 
things. 

6 And the young men arose, wound him 
up, and carried Aim out, and buried him. 

7 And it was about the space of three 
hours after, when his wife, not knowing 
what was done, came in. 

8 And Peter answered unto her, Tell me 
whether ye sold the land for so much ? 
And she said, Yea, for so much. 

9 Then Peter said unto her, How is it 
that ye have agreed together to tempt 
the Spirit of the Lord? behold, the feet 
of them which have buried thy husband 
are at the door, and shall carry thee out.

12 4 And by the hands 01 the apostles 
were many signs and wonders wrought 
among the people; (and they were all 
with one accord in Solomon’s porch. 

13 And of the rest durst no man join 
himself to them: but the people magni- 
fied them. 

14 And believers were the more added 
to the Lord, multitudes both of men and 
women ;( 

15 Insomuch that they brought forth 
the sick into the streets, and laid them on 
beds and couches, that at the least the 
shadow of Peter passing by might over- 
shadow some of them. 

16 There came also a multitude out of 
the cities round about unto Jerusalem, 
bringing sick folks, and them which 
were vexed with unclean spirits: and 
they were healed every one. 

17 § Then the high priest rose up, and 
all they that were with him, (which is 
the sect of the Sadducees,) and were 
filled with indignation, 

18 And laid their hands on the apostles, 
and put them in the common prison. 

19 But the angel of the Lord by night 
opened the prison doors, and brought 
them forth, and said, 

20 Go, stand and speak in the temple to 
the people all the words of this life. 

21 And when they heard that, they 
entered into the temple early in the 
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Ananias and Sapphira

82 And the multitude of them that be- 
lieved were of one heart and of one soul:

34 Neither was there any among them

80 And laid them down at the apostles’ 
feet: and distribution was made unto 
every man according as he had need. 

36 And Joses, who by the apostles was 
surnamed Barnabas, (which is, being 
interpreted, The son of consolation,) a 
Levite, and of the country of Cyprus, 

87 Having land, sold 20, and brought 
fad money, and laid ἐΐ at the apostles’ 

eet. 


CHAPTER 5. 


1 After that Ananias and Sapphira his wife for their 
a Ma at Peter’s rebuke had fallen down dead, 
12 and that the rest of the apostles had wrought 

many miracies, 14 to the increase of the faith: 1% 

the apostles are again imprisoned, 19 but delivered 

by an angel bidding them to preach openly to all: 

21 when, after their teaching accordingly in the 

temple, 39 and before the council, 33 they are in 

danger to be killed, through the advice of Gamailiel, 

a great counsellor among the Jews, they be kept 

alive, 40 and are but beaten: for which they glorify 

God, and cease no day from preaching. 

UT a certain man named Ananias, 
with Sapphira his wife, sold a pos- 
session, 

2 And kept back part of the price, his 
wife also being privy to zt, and brought 
a certain part, and laid 22 at the apostles’ 
feet. 

3 But Peter said, Ananias, why hath 
Satan filled thine heart to lie to the Holy 
Ghost, and to keep back part of the 
price of the land ? 

4 While it remained, was it not thine 
own? and after it was sold, was it not in 
thine own power? why hast thou con- 
ceived this thing in thine heart? thou 
hast not lied unto men, but unto God. 

δ And Ananias hearing these words fell 
down, and gave up the ghost: and great 


to the council. 


35 And said unto them, Ye men of 
Israel, take heed to yourselves what ye 
intend to do as touching these men. 

36 For before these days rose up Theu- 
das, boasting himself to be somebody ; to 
whom a number of men, about four hun- 
dred, joined themselves: who was slain ; 
and all, as many as obeyed him, were 
scattered, and brought to nought. 

37 After this man rose up Judas of Gali- 
lee in the days of the taxing, and drew 
away much people after him: he also 
perished ; and all, even as many as obeyed 
him, were dispersed. 

38 And now I say unto you, Refrain 
from these men, and let them alone: for 
if this counsel or this work be of men, it 
will come to nought : 

39 But if it be of God, ye cannot over- 
throw it; lest haply ye be found even to 
fight against God. 

40 And to him they agreed: and when 
they had called the apostles, and beaten 
them, they commanded that they should 
not speak in the name of Jesus, and let 
them go. 

41 § And they departed from the pres- 
ence of the council, rejoicing that they 
were counted worthy to suffer shame for 
his name. 

42 And daily in the temple, and in every 
house, they ceased not to teach and 
preach Jesus Christ. 


CHAPTER 6. 


1 The apostles, desirous to have the poor regarded 
Jor their bodily sustenance, as also careful them- 
selves to dispense the word of God, the food of the 
soul, 3 appoint the office of deaconship to seven 
chosen men. 5 Of whom Stephen, a man tae 7 
Jaith, and of the Holy Ghost, is one. 12 0 
taken of those, whom he confounded in disputing, 
13 and after falsely accused of blasphemy against 
the law and the temple. 

NM D in those days, when the number 

of the disciples was multiplied, there 
arose a murmuring of the Grecians 
against the Hebrews, because their wid- 
ows were neglected in the daily minis- 
tration. 

2 Then the twelve called the multitude 
of the disciples wnto them, and said, It is 
not reason that we should leave the word 
of God, and serve tables. 

3 Wherefore, brethren, look ye out 
among you seven men of honest report, 
full of the Holy Ghost and wisdom, whom 
we may appoint over this business. 

4 But we will give ourselves continually

morning, and taught. But the high 
priest came, and they that were with 
him, and called the council together, and 
all the senate of the children of Israel, 
and sent to the prison to have them 
brought. 

22 But when the officers came, and 
found them not in the prison, they re- 
turned, and told, 

23 Saying, The prison truly found we 
shut with all safety, and the keepers 
standing without before the doors: but 
when we had opened, we found no man 
within. 

24 Now when the high priest and the 
captain of the temple and the chief 
priests heard these things, they doubted 
of them whereunto this would grow. 

25 Then came one and told them, say- 
ing, Behold, the men whom ye put in 
prison are standing in the temple, and 
teaching the people. 

26 Then went the captain with the offi- 
cers, and brought them without violence: 
for they feared the people, lest they 
should have been stoned. 

27 And when they had brought them, 
they set them before the council: and the 
high priest asked them, 

28 Saying, Did not we straitly command 
you that ye should not teach in this name? 
and, behold, ye have filled Jerusalem with 
your doctrine, and intend to bring this 
man’s blood upon us. 

29 Ἵ Then Peter and the other apostles 
answered and said, We ought to obey 
God rather than men. 

30 The God of our fathers raised up 
Jesus, whom ye slew and hanged on a 
tree. 

31 Him hath God exalted with his right 
hand 20 06 a Prince and a Saviour, for to 
give repentance to Israel, and forgive- 
ness of sins. 

32 And we are his witnesses of these 
things; and so zs also the Holy Ghost, 
whom God hath given to them that obey 
him. 

33 Ἵ When they heard that, they were 
cut to the heart, and took counsel to slay 
them. 

34 Then stood there up one in the coun- 
cil, a Pharisee, named Gamaliel, a doctor 
of the law, had in reputation among all 
the people, and commanded to put the 
apostles forth a little space; 
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Stephen’s apology. 


2 And he said, Men, brethren, and fa- 
thers, hearken; The God of glory ap- 
peared unto our father Abraham, when 
he was in Mesopotamia, before he dwelt 
in ΟΠ, ἡ. 

8 And said unto him, Get thee out of thy 
country, and from thy kindred, and come 
into the land which I shall shew thee. 

4 Then came he out of the land of the 
Chaldeans, and dwelt in Charran: and 
from thence, when his father was dead, 
he removed him into this land, wherein 
ye now dwell. 

5 And he gave him none inheritance in 
it, no, not so much as to set his foot on: 
yet he promised that he would give it to 
him for a possession, and to his seed after 
him, when as yet he had no child. 

6 And God spake on this wise, That his 
seed should sojourn in a strange land; 
and that they should bring them into 
bondage, and entreat them evil four hun- 
dred years. 

7 And the nation to whom they shall be 
in bondage will I judge, said God: and 
after that shall they come forth, and 
serve me in this place. . 

8 And he gave him the covenant of cir- 
cumcision: and so Abraham begat Isaac, 
and circumcised him the eighth day; 
and Isaac begat Jacob; and Jacob begat 
the twelve patriarchs. 

9 And the patriarchs, moved with envy, 
sold Joseph into Egypt: but God was 
with him, . 

10 And delivered him out of all his 
afflictions, and gave him favour and 
wisdom in the sight of Pharaoh king of 
Egypt; and he made him governor over 
Egypt and all his house. 

11 Now there came a dearth over all 
the land of Egypt and Chanaan, and 
great afiliction: and our fathers found 
no sustenance. 

12 But when Jacob heard that there was 
om in Egypt, he sent out our fathers 

rst. 

18 And at the second é7me Joseph was 
made known to his brethren; and Jo- 
seph’s kindred was made known unto 
Pharaoh. 

14 Then sent Joseph, and called his 
father Jacob to him, and all his kindred, 
threescore and fifteen souls. 

15 So Jacob went down into Egypt, and 
died, he, and our a 
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Stephen falsely accused.

10 And they were not able to resist the 
wisdom and the spirit by which he spake. 

11 Then they suborned men, which said, 
We have heard him speak blasphemous 
words against Moses, and against God. 

12 And they stirred up the people, and 
the elders, and the scribes, and came 


upon Aim, and caught him, and brought 


him to the council, 

18 And set up false witnesses, which 
said, This man ceaseth not to speak. blas- 
phemous words against this holy place, 
and the law: 

14 For we have heard him say, that this 
Jesus of Nazareth shall destroy this place, 
and shall change the customs which Mo- 
ses delivered us. 

15 And all that sat in the council, look- 
ing steadfastly on him, saw his face as it 
had been the face of an angel.

Isaac, and the God of Jacob. Then 
Moses trembled, and durst not behold. 

33 Then said the Lord to him, Put off 
thy shoes from thy feet: for the place 
where thou standest is holy ground. 

34 I have seen, I have seen the affliction 
of my people which is in Egypt, and I 
have heard their groaning, and am come 
down to deliver them. And now come, 
I will send thee into Egypt. 

35 This Moses whom they refused, say- 
ing, Who made thee a ruler and a judge ? 
the same did God send 20 be aruler and a 
deliverer by the hand of the angel which 
appeared to him in the bush. 

36 He brought them out, after that he 
had shewed wonders and signs in the 
land of Egypt, and in the Red sea, and 
in the wilderness forty years. 

37 Ἵ This is that Moses, which said 
unto the children of Israel, A Prophet 
shall the Lord your God raise up unto 
you of your brethren, like unto me; him 
shall ye hear. 

38 This is he, that was in the church 
in the wilderness with the angel which 
spake to him in the mount Sina, and 
with our fathers: who received the lively 
oracles to give unto us: 

39 To whom our fathers would not 
obey, but thrust him from them, and in 
their hearts turned back again into Egypt, 

40 Saying unto Aaron, Make us gods to 
go before us: for as for this Moses, which 
brought us out of the land of Egypt, we 
wot not what is become of him. 

41 And they made a calf in those days, 
and offered sacrifice unto the idol, and 
rejoiced in the works of their own hands. 

42 Then God turned, and gave them up 
to worship the host of heaven; as it is 
written in the book of the prophets, O 
ye house of Israel, have ye offered to me 
slain beasts and sacrifices by the space of 
forty years in the wilderness ? 

43 Yea, ye took up the tabernacle of 
Moloch, and the star of your god Rem- 
phan, figures which ye made to worship 
them: and I will carry you away beyond 
Babylon. : 

44 Our fathers had the tabernacle of 
witness in the wilderness, as he had ap- 
pointed, speaking unto Moses, that he 
should make it according to the fashion 
that he had seen. . 

45 Which also our fathers that came 
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Stephen’s apology. 


16 And were carried over into Sychem, 
and laid in the sepulchre that Abraham 
bought fora sum of money of the sons 
of Emmor, the father of Sychem. 

17 But when the time of the promise 
drew nigh, which God had sworn to 
Abraham, the people grew and multi- 
plied in Egypt, 

18 Till another king arose, which knew 
not Joseph. 

19 The same dealt subtilely with our 
kindred, and evil entreated our fathers, 
so that they cast out their young children, 
to the end they might not live. 

20 In which time Moses was born, and 
was exceeding fair, and nourished up in 
his father’s house three months: 

21 And when he was cast out, Pharaoh’s 
daughter took him up, and nourished 
him for her own son. 

22 And Moses was learned in all the 
wisdom of the Egyptians, and was 
mighty in words and in deeds. 

23 And when he was full forty years 
old, it came into his heart to visit his 
brethren the chiidren of Israel. 

24 And seeing one of them suffer wrong, 
he defended Aim, and avenged him that 
was oppressed, and smote the Egyptian : 

25 For he supposed his brethren would 
have understood how that God by his 
hand would deliver them; but they 
understood not. 

26 And the next day he shewed himself 
unto them -as they strove, and would 
have set them at one again, saying, Sirs, 
ye are brethren; why do ye wrong one 
to another ? 

27 But he that did his neighbour wrong 
thrust him away, saying, Who made thee 
a ruler and a judge over us? 

28 Wilt thou kill me, as thou didst the 
Egyptian yesterday ? 

29 'Then fled Moses at this saying, and 
was a stranger in the land of Madian, 
where he begat two sons. 

30 And when forty years were expired, 
there appeared to him in the wilderness 
of mount Sina an angel of the Lord in a 
flame of fire in a bush. 

31 When Moses saw 27, he wondered at 
the sight: and as he drew near to be- 
hold 26, the voice of the Lord came unto 
him, 

32 Saying, 1 am the God of thy fathers, 
the God of ו‎ and the God of 


Simon the sorcerer. 


¢ deacon, who preached, did miracles, and baptized 
many, among the rest Simon the sorcerer, a great 
seducer of the people: 14 Peier and John come to 
conjirm and enlarge the church: where, by prayer 
and imposition of hands giving the Holy Ghost, 18 
when Simon would have bought the like power of 
them, 20 Peter sharply reproving his hypocrisy, 
and covetousness, and exhorting him to repent- 
ance, together with John preaching the word of 
the Lord, return to Jerusalem.

ND Saul was consenting unto his 

death.

2 And devout men carried Stephen 0 
his burial, and made great lamentation 
over him. 

3 As for Saul, he made havoc of the 
church, entering into every house, and 
haling men and women committed them 
to prison. 

4 Therefore they that were scattered 
abroad went every where preaching the 
word. 

5 Then Philip went down to the city 
of Samaria, and preached Christ unto 
them. 

6 And the people with one accord gave 
heed unto those things which Philip 
spake, hearing and seeing the miracles 
which he did. 

7 For unclean spirits, crying with loud 
voice, came out of many that were 
possessed with them: and many taken 
with palsies, and that were lame, were 
healed. 

8 And there was great joy in that city. 

9 But there was a certain man, called 
Simon, which beforetime in the same 
city used sorcery, and bewitched the 
people of Samaria, giving out that him- 
self was some great one: 

10 To whom they all gave heed, from 
the least to the greatest, saying, This 
man is the great power of God. 

11 And to him they had regard, because 
that of long time he had bewitched them 
with sorceries. 

12 But when they believed Philip 
preaching the things concerning the 
kingdom of God, and the name of Jesus 
Christ, they were baptized, both men and 
women. 

13 Then Simon himself believed also : 
and when he was beptined, he continued

52 Which of the prophets have not your 
fathers persecuted ? and they have slain 
them which shewed before of the coming 
of the Just One; of whom ye have been 
now the betrayers and murderers:

54 § When they heard these things, 
they were cut to the heart, and they 
gnashed on him with their teeth.

cometh, shall speak unto thee. 

33 Immediately therefore 1 sent to thee ; 
and thou hast well done that thou art 
come. Now therefore are we all here 
present before God, to hear all things 
that are commanded thee of God. 

84 | Then Peter opened 2/8 mouth, and 
said, Of a truth I perceive that God is 
no respecter of persons: 

35 But in every nation he that feareth 
him, and worketh righteousness, is ac- 
cepted with him. 

86 The word which God sent unto the 
children of Israel, preaching peace by 
Jesus Christ: (he is Lord of all:) 

87 That word, I say, ye know, which 
was published throughout all Judea, and 
began from Galilee, after the baptism 
which John preached ; 

38 How God anointed Jesus of Naz- 
areth with the Holy Ghost and with 
power: who went about doing good, and 
healing all that were oppressed of the 
devil; for God was with him. 

89 And we are witnesses of all things 
which he did both in the land of the 
Jews, and in Jerusalem ; whom they slew 
and hanged on a tree: 

40 Him God raised up the third day, 
and shewed him openly ; 

41 Not to all the people, but unto wit- 
nesses chosen before of God, even to us, 
who did eat and drink with him after he 
rose from the dead. 

42 And he commanded us to preach 
unto the people, and to testify that it is 
he which was ordained of God 20 be the 
Judge of quick and dead. 

43 To him give all the prophets wit- 
ness, that through his name whosoever 
believeth in him shall receive remission 
of sins. 

44 4 While Peter yet spake these words, 
the Holy Ghost fell on all them which 
heard the word. 

45 And they of the circumcision which 
believed were astonished, as many as 
came with Peter, because that on the 
Gentiles also was poured out the gift of 
the Holy Ghost. 

46 For they heard them speak with 
tongues, and magnify God. Then an-

28 And he said unto them, Ye know 
how that it is an unlawful thing for a 
man that is a Jew to keep company, or 
come unto one of another nation; but 
God hath shewed me that I should not 
call any man common or unclean. 

29 Therefore came I unto you without 
gainsaying, as soon as 1 was sent for: I 
ask therefore for what intent ye have 
sent for me? 

30 And Cornelius said, Four days ago I 
was fasting until this hour; and at the 
ninth hour I prayed in my house, and, 
᾿ behold, a man stood before me in bright 
clothing, 

81 And said, Cornelius, thy prayer is 
heard, and thine alms are had in remem- 
brance in the sight of God. 

32 Send therefore to Joppa, and call 


He defendeth himself. 
15 And as I began to speak, the Holy 


Ghost fell on them, as on us at the 
beginning. 

16 Then remembered I the word of the 
Lord, how that he said, John indeed 
baptized with water; but ye shall be 
baptized with the Holy Ghost. 

17 Forasmuch then as God gave them 
the like gift as he did unto us, who 
believed on the Lord Jesus Christ, what 
was I, that I could withstand God ? 

18 When they heard these things, they 
held their peace, and glorified God, say-

19 4] Now they which were scattered 
abroad upon the persecution that arose 
about Stephen travelled as far as Phe- 
nice, and Cyprus, and Antioch, preach- 
ing the word to none but unto the Jews 
only. 

20 And some of them were men of 
Cyprus and Cyrene, which, when they 
were come to Antioch, spake unto the 
Grecians, preaching the Lord Jesus. 

21 And the hand of the Lord was with 
them: and a great number believed, and 
turned unto the Lord. 

22 4 Then tidings of these things came 
unto the ears of the church which was in 
Jerusalem: and they sent forth Barnabas, 
that he should go as far as Antioch. ; 

23 Who, when he came, and had seen 
the grace of God, was glad, and exhorted 
them all, that with purpose of heart they 
would cleave unto the Lord. 

24 For he was a good man, and full of 
the Holy Ghost and of faith: and much 
people was added unto the Lord. 

25 Then departed Barnabas to Tarsus, 
for to seek Saul: 

26 And when he had found him, he 
brought him unto Antioch. And it came 


to pass, that a whole year they assembled | 


themselves with the church, and taught 
much people. And the disciples were 
called Christians first in Antioch. 

27 § And in these days came prophets 
from Jerusalem unto Antioch. 

28 And there stood up one of them 
named Agabus, and signified by the 
Spirit that there should be great dearth 
throughout all the world: which came 
to pass in the days of Claudius Cesar. 

29 Then the disciples, every man ac-

They send relief to the brethren in Judea in time 
of famine. 

ND the apostles and brethren that 
were in Judea heard that thé Gen- 
tiles had also received the word of God. 

2 And when Peter was come up to 
Jerusalem, they that were of the cir- 
cumcision contended with him, 

3 Saying, Thou wentest in to men un- 
circumcised, and didst eat with them. 

4 But Peter rehearsed the matter from 
the beginning, and expounded ἐξ by order 
unto them, saying, 

5 I was in the city of Joppa praying: 
and in a trance I saw a vision, A certain 
vessel descend, as it had been a great 
sheet, 166 down from heaven by four 
corners; and it came even to me: 

6 Upon the which when I had fastened 
mine eyes, I considered, and saw four- 
footed beasts of the earth, and wild beasts, 
and creeping things, and fowls of the air. 

7 And I heard a voice saying unto me, 
Arise, Peter; slay and eat. 

8 But I said, Not so, Lord: for nothing 
common or unclean hath at any time 
entered into my mouth. 

9 But the voice answered me again 
from heaven, What God hath cleansed, 
that call not thou common. 

10 And this was done three times: and 
all were drawn up again into heaven. 

11 And, behold, immediately there were 
three men already come unto the house 
where I was, sent from Cesarea unto me. 

12 And the Spirit bade me go with 
them, nothing doubting. Moreover these 
six brethren accompanied me, and we 
entered into the man’s house: 

19 And he shewed us how he had seen 
an angel in his house, which stood and 
said unto him, Send men to Joppa, and 
call for Simon, whose surname is Peter;

15 And they said unto her, Thou art 
mad. But she constantly affirmed that 
it was evenso. Then said they, It is his 
angel. 

16 But Peter continued knocking: and 
when they had opened the.door, and saw 
him, they were astonished. 

17 But he, beckoning unto them with 
the hand to hold their peace, declared 
unto them how the Lord had brought 
him out of the prison. And he said, Go 
shew these things unto James, and to 
the brethren. And he departed, and 
went into another place. 

18 Now as soon as it was day, there 
was no small stir among the soldiers, 
what was become of Peter. 

19 And when Herod had sought for him, 
and found him not, he examined the 
keepers, and commanded that ‘hey should 
be put to death. And he went down 
from Judea to Cesarea, and there abode. 

20 §] And Herod was highly displeased 
with them of Tyre and Sidon: but they 
came with one accord to him, and, hav- 
ing made Blastus the king’s chamberlain 
their friend, desired peace ; because their 
country was nourished by the king’s 
country. 

21 And upon a set day Herod, arrayed 
in royal apparel, sat upon his throne, 
and made an oration unto them. 

22 And the people gave a shout, saying, 
It ts the voice of a god, and not of a man. 

23 And immediately the angel of the 
Lord smote him, because he gave not 
God the glory: and he was eaten of 
worms, and gave up the ghost.

OW about that time Herod the king 
stretched forth Ais hands to vex 
certain of the church.

3 And because he saw it pleased the 
Jews, he proceeded further to take 
Peter also. (Then were the days of 
unleavened bread.) 

4 And when he had apprehended him, 
he put Aim in prison, and delivered him 


to four quaternions of soldiers to keep 


him; intending after Easter to bring 
him forth to the people. | 
5 Peter therefore was kept in prison: 


| but prayer was made without ceasing of 


the church unto God for him. 

6 And when Herod would have brought 
him forth, the same night Peter was 
sleeping between two soldiers, bound 
with two chains: and the keepers before 
the door kept the prison. 

7 And, behold, the angel of the Lord 
came upon fim, and a light shined in 
the prison: and he smote Peter on the 
side, and raised him up, saying, Arise 
up quickly. And his chains fell off 
from Ais hands. 

8 And the angel said unto him, Gird 
thyself, and bind on thy sandals: and so 
he did. And he saith unto him, Cast 
thy garment about thee, and follow me.

was done, believed, being astonished at 
the doctrine of the Lord. 

18 Now when Paul and his company 
loosed from Paphos, they came to Perga 
in Pamphylia: and John departing from 
them returned to Jerusalem. 

14 § But when they departed from 
Perga, they came to Antioch in Pisidia, 
and went into the synagogue on the 
sabbath day, and sat down. 

15 And after the reading of the law and 
the prophets, the rulers of the synagogue 
sent unto them, saying, Ye men and 
brethren, if ye have any word of ex- 
hortation for the people, say on. 

16 Then Paul stood up, and beckoning 
with Ais hand said, Men of Israel, and ye 
that fear God, give audience. 

17 The God of this people of Israel 
chose our fathers, and exalted the people 
when they dwelt as strangers in the land 
of Egypt, and with a high arm brought 
he them out of it. 

18 And about the time of forty years 
suffered he their manners in the wilder- 
ness. 

19 And when he had destroyed seven 
nations in the land of Chanaan, he di- 
vided their land to them by lot. 

20 And after that he gave wnto them 
judges about the space of four hundred 
and fifty years, until Samuel the prophet. 

21 And afterward they desired a king: 
and God gave unto them Saul the son of 
Cis, a man of the tribe of Benjamin, by 
the space of forty years. 

22 And when he had removed him, he 
raised up unto them David to be their 
king; to whom also he gave testimony, 
and said, I have found David the son of 
Jesse, a man after mine own heart, which 
shall fulfil all my will. 

23 Of this man’s seed hath God, accord- 
ing to his promise, raised unto Israel a 
Saviour, Jesus: 

24 When John had first preached be- 
fore his coming'the baptism of repent- 
ance to all the people of Israel.

2 As they ministered to the Lord, and 
fasted, the Holy Ghost said, Separate 
me Barnabas and Saul for the work 
whereunto I have called them. 

3 And when they had fasted and prayed, 
and laid their hands on them, they sent 
them away. 

4 4 So they, being sent forth by the 
Holy Ghost, departed unto Seleucia; and 
from thence they sailed to Cyprus. 

5 And when they were at Salamis, they 
preached the word of God in the syna- 
gogues of the Jews: and they had also 
John to their minister. 

6 And when they had gone through the 
isle unto Paphos, they found a certain 
sorcerer, a false prophet, a Jew, whose 
name was Bar-jesus: 

7 Which was with the deputy of the 
country, Sergius Paulus, a prudent man ; 
who called for Barnabas and Saul, and 
desired to hear the word of God. 

8 But Elymas the sorcerer (for so is his 
name by interpretation) withstood them, 
seeking to turn away the deputy from 
the faith. 

9 Then Saul, (who also 28 called Paul,) 
filled with the Holy Ghost, set his eyes 
on him, 

10 And said, O full of all subtilty and 
all mischief, thow child of the devil, thou 
enemy of all righteousness, wilt thou not 
cease to pervert the right ways of the 
Lord ? 

11 And now, behold, the hand of the 
Lord 48 upon thee, and thou shalt be 
blind, not seeing the sun for a season. 
And immediately there fell on him a 
mist and a darkness; and he went about 
seeking some to lead ₪ by the hand.

he it came to pass in Iconium, that 
they went both together into the 
synagogue of the Jews, and so spake, 
that a great multitude both of the Jews 
and also of the Greeks believed. 

2 But the unbelieving Jews stirred up 
the Gentiles, and made their minds evil 
affected against the brethren. 
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death in him, yet desired they Pilate 
that he should be slain. 

29 And when they had fulfilled all that 
was written of him, they took him down 
from the tree, and laid ham in a sepulchre. 

30 But God raised him from the dead : 

31 And he was seen many days of them 
which came up with him from Galilee to 
Jerusalem, who are his witnesses unto 
the people. 

32 And we declare unto you glad ti- 
dings, how that the promise which was 
made unto the fathers, 


their children, in that he hath raised up 
Jesus again; as it is also written in the 
second psalm, Thou art my Son, this day 
have 1 begotten thee. 

34 And as concerning that he raised him 
up from the dead, now no more to return 
to corruption, he said on this wise, I will 
give you the sure mercies of David. 

35 Wherefore he saith also in another 
psalin, Thou shalt not suffer thine Holy 
One to see corruption. 

36 For David, after he had served his 
own generation by the will of God, fell 
on sleep, and was laid unto his fathers, 
and saw corruption : 

37 But he, whom God raised again, 
saw no corruption. 


‘men and brethren, that through this man 
is preached unto you the forgiveness of 
sins: 

39 And by him all that believe are jus- 
tified from all things, from which ye 
could not be justified by the law of 
Moses. 

40 Beware therefore, lest that come 
upon you, which is spoken of in the 
prophets ; 

41 Behold, ye despisers, and wonder, 
and perish: for I work a work in your 
days, a work which ye shall in no wise 
believe, though a man declare it unto you. 

42 And when the Jews were gone out 
of the synagogue, the Gentiles besought

strained they the people, that they had 
not done sacrifice unto them. 

19 " And there came thither certwin 
Jews from Antioch and Iconium, who 
persuaded the people, and, having stoned 
Paul, drew iim out of the city, supposing 
he had been dead. 

20 Howbeit, as the disciples stood round 
about him, he rose up, and came into the 
city : and the next day he departed with 
Barnabas to Derbe. 

21 And when they had preached the 
gospel to that city, and had taught many, 
they returned again to Lystra, and to 
Iconium, and Antioch, 

22 Confirming the souls of the disciples, 
and exhorting them to continue in the 
faith, and that we must through much 
tribulation enter into the kingdom of 


od. 

23 And when they had ordained them 
elders in every church, and had prayed 
with fasting, they commended them to 
the Lord, on whom they believed. 

24 And after they had passed through- 
out Pisidia, they came to Pamphylia. 

25 And when they had preached the 
word in Perga, they went down into 
Attalia : 

26 And thence sailed to Antioch, from 
whence they had been recommended to 
the grace of God for the work which 
they fulfilled. 

27 And when they were come, and had 
gathered the church together, they re- 
hearsed all that God had done with them, 
and how he had opened the door of faith 
unto the Gentiles. 

28 And there they abode long time with 
the disciples. 


CHAPTER 15. 


1 Great dissension ariseth touching circumcision. 6 
The apostles consult about it, 22 and send their de- 
termination by letters to thechurches, 36 Paul and 
Barnabas, thinking to visit the brethren together, 
Sall at strife, and depart asunder. 


ND certain men which came down 

from Judea taught the brethren, and 

said, Except ye be circumcised after the 
manner of Moses, ye cannot be saved. 

2 When therefore Paul and Barnabas 
had no small dissension and disputation 
with them, they determined that Paul and 
Barnabas, and certain other of them, 
should go up to Jerusalem unto the apos 
tles and elders about this question.

3 Long time therefore abode they 
speaking boldly in the Lord, which gave 
testimony unto the word of his grace, 
and granted signs and wonders to be 
done by their hands. 

4 But the multitude of the city was 
divided: and part held with the Jews, 
and part with the apostles. 

5 And when there was an assault made 
both of the Gentiles, and also of the Jews 
with their rulers, to use them despite- 
fully, and to stone them, 

6 They were ware of 7¢, and fled unto 
Lystra and Derbe, cities of Lycaonia, 
and unto the region that lieth round 
about : 

7 And there they preached the gospel. 

8 § And there sat a certain man at 
Lystra, impotent in his feet, being a 
cripple from his mother’s womb, who 
never had walked: 

9 The same heard Paul speak: who 
steadfastly beholding him, and perceiv- 
ing that he had faith to be healed, 

10 Said with a loud voice, Stand up- 
right on thy feet. And he leaped and 
walked. 

11 And when the people saw what Paul 
had done, they lifted up their voices, 
saying in ‘the speech of Lycaonia, The 
gods are come down to us in the likeness 
of men. 

12 And they called Barnabas, Jupiter ; 
and Paul, Mercurius, because he was the 
chief speaker. 

18 Then the priest of Jupiter, which 
was before their city, brought oxen and 
garlands unto the gates, and would have 
done sacrifice with the people. 

14 Which when the apostles, Barnabas 
and Paul, heard of, they rent their clothes, 
and ran in among the people, crying out, 

15 And saying, Sirs, why do ye these 
things? We also are men 01 like passions 
with you, and preach unto you that ye 
should turn from these vanities unto the 
living God, which made heaven, and 
earth, and the sea, and all things that 
are therein: 

16 Who in times past suffered all nations 
to walk in their own ways. 

17 Nevertheless he left not himself 
without witness, in that he did good, and 
gave us rain from heaven, and fruitful 
seasons, filling our hearts with food and 


gladness. 
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touching circumcision. 


upon whom my name is called, saith the 
Lord, who doeth all these things. 

18 Known unto God are all his works 
from the beginning of the world. 

19 Wherefore my sentence is, that we 
trouble not them, which from among 
the Gentiles are turned to God: 

20 But that we write unto them, that 
they abstain from pollutions of idols, 
and from fornication, and from things 
strangled, and from blood. 

21 For Moses of old time hath in every 
city them that preach him, being read in 
the synagogues every sabbath day. 

22 Then pleased it the apostles and 
elders, with the whole church, to send 
chosen men of their own company to 
Antioch with Paul and Barnabas ; name- 
ly, Judas surnamed Barsabas, and Silas, 
chief men among the brethren : 

23 And they wrote letters by them after 
this manner; The apostles and elders 
and brethren send greeting unto the 
brethren which are of the Gentiles in 
Antioch and Syria and Cilicia: 

24 Forasmuch as we have heard, that 
certain which went out from us have 
troubled you with words, subverting 
your souls, saying, Ye must be circum- 
cised, and keep the law; to whom we 
gave no such commandment : 

25 It seemed good unto us, being as- 
sembled with one accord, to send chosen 
men unto you with our beloved Barna- 
bas and Paul, 

26 Men that have hazarded their lives 
for the name of our Lord Jesus Christ. | 

27 We have sent therefore Judas and 
Silas, who shall also tell you the same 
things by mouth. 

28 For it seemed good to the Holy Ghost, 
and to us, to lay upon you no greater 
burden than these necessary things ; 

29 That ye abstain from meats offered 
to idols, and from blood, and from things 
strangled, and from fornication: from 
which if ye keep yourselves, ye shall do 
well. Fare ye well. 

30 So when they were dismissed, they 
came to Antioch: and when they had 
gathered the multitude together, they 
delivered the epistle: 

31 Which when they had read, they 
rejoiced for the consolation. 

382 And Judas and Silas, being proph- 
ets also themselves, "Spa the breth- 
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Creat di . 
3 And being brought on their way by 
the church, they passed through Phenice 
and Samaria, declaring the conversion of 
the Gentiles: and they caused great joy 
unto all the brethren. 

4 And when they were come to Jerusa- 
lem, they were received of the church, 
and of the apostles and elders, and they 
declared all things that God had done 
with them. 

ὃ But there rose up certain of the sect 
of the Pharisees which believed, saying, 
That it was needful to circumcise them, 
and to command them to keep the law of 


oses. 

6 “ And the apostles and elders came 
together for to consider of this matter. 

7 And when there had been much dis- 
puting, Peter rose up, and said unto 
them, Men and brethren, ye know how 
that a good while ago God made choice 
among us, that the Gentiles by my mouth 
should hear the word of the gospel, and 
believe. 

8 And God, which knoweth the hearts, 
bare them witness, giving them the Holy 
Ghost, even as fe did unto us; 

9 And put no difference between us 
and them, purifying their hearts by 
faith. 

10 Now therefore why tempt ye God, 
_ to put a yoke upon the neck of the dis- 
ciples, which neither our fathers nor we 
were able to bear ? 

11 But we believe that through the 
grace of the Lord Jesus Christ we shall 
be saved, even as they. 

12 { Then all the multitude Kept silence, 
and gave audience to Barnabas and Paul, 
declaring what miracles and wonders 
God had wrought among the Gentiles 
by them. 

13 \ And after they had held their 
peace, James answered, saying, Men and 
brethren, hearken unto me: 

14 Simeon hath declared how God at 
the first did visit the Gentiles, to take 
out of them a people for his name. 

15 And to this agree the words of the 
prophets; as it is written, 

16 After this I will return, and will build 
again the tabernacle of David, which is 
fallen down; and I will build again the 
ruins thereof, and I will set it up:

10 And after he had seen the vision, 
immediately we endeavoured: to go into 
Macedonia, assuredly gathering that the 
Lord had called us for to preach the 
gospel unto them. 

11 Therefore loosing from Troas, we 
came with a straight course to Samo- 
thracia, and the next day to 146400118 ; 

12 And from thence to Philippi, which 
is the chief city of that part of Macedonia, 
and a colony: and we were in that city 
abiding certain days. 

13 And on the sabbath we went out of 
the city by a river side, where prayer was 
wont to be made; and we sat down, and 
spake unto the women which resorted 
thither. 

14 §{ And a certain woman named Lydia, 
a seller of purple, of the city of Thyatira, 
which worshipped God, heard us: whose 
heart the Lord opened, that she attended 
unto the things which were spoken of 
Paul. 

15 And when she was baptized, and her 
household, she besought us, saying, If 
ye have judged me to be faithful to the 
Lord, come into my house, and abide 
there. And she constrained us. 

16 * And it came to pass, as we went to 
prayer, a certain damsel possessed with a 
spirit of divination met us, which brought 
her masters much gain by soothsaying : 

17 The same followed Paul and us, and 
cried, saying, These men are the servants 
of the most high God, which shew unto 
us the way of salvation. 

18 And this did she many days. But 
Paul, being grieved, turned and said to

38 But Paul thought not good to take 
him with them, who departed from 
them from Pamphylia, and went not 
with them to the work. 

39 And the contention was so sharp be- 
tween them, that they departed asunder 
one from the other: and so Barnabas 
took Mark, and sailed unto Cyprus; 

40 And Paul chose Silas, and departed, 
being recommended by the brethren 
unto the grace of God. 

41 And he went through Syria and 
Cilicia, confirming the churches. 


CHAPTER 16. 


1 Paul having circumcised Timothy, 7 and bein 
called by the Spirit from one country to another, 14 
converteth Lydia, 16 casteth out a spirit of divi- 
nation. 19 For which cause he and ilas are whip- 
ped and im oned. 2% The prison doors are 
opened. 31 The jailer is converted, Zi and they 
are delivered.

and, behold, a certain disciple was 
there, named Timotheus, the son of a 
certain woman, which was a Jewess, and 
believed ; but his father was a Greek : 

2 Which was well reported of by the 
brethren that were at Lystra and Ico- 
nium.

Amphipolis and Apollonia, they 
came to Thessalonica, where was a syna- 
gogue of the Jews: 

2 And Paul, as his manner was, went 
in unto them, and three sabbath days 
reasoned with them out of the Scriptures, 

3 Opening and alleging, that Christ 
must needs have suffered, and risen 
again from the dead ; and that this Jesus, 
whom I preach unto you, is Christ. 

4 And some of them believed, and con- 
sorted with Paul and Silas; and of the 
devout Greeks a great multitude, and of 
the chief women not a few. 

5 "| But the Jews which believed not, 
moved with envy, took unto them cer- 
tain lewd fellows of the baser sort, and 
gathered a company, and set all the city 
on an uproar, and assaulted the house of 
Jason, and sought to bring them out to 
the people. 

6 And when they found them not, they 
drew Jason and certain brethren unto 
the rulers of the city, crying, These that 
have turned the world upside down are 
come hither also ; 

7 Whom Jason hath received: and 
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are imprisoned. 


19 § And when her masters saw that 
the hope of their gains was gone, they 
caught Paul and Silas, and drew them 
into the marketplace unto the rulers, 

20 And brought them to the magis- 
trates, saying, These men, being Jews, 
do exceedingly trouble our city, 

21 And teach customs, which are not 
lawful for us to receive, neither to ob- 
serve, being Romans.

27 And the keeper of the prison awaking 
out of his sleep, and seeing the prison 
doors open, he drew out his sword, and 
would have killed himself, supposing 
that the prisoners had been fled. 

28 But Paul cried with a loud voice, 
saying, Do thyself no harm: for we are 
all here. 

29 Then he called for alight, and sprang 
in, and came trembling, and fell down 
before Paul and Silas, 

30 And brought them out, and said, 
Sirs, what must I do to be saved ? 

31 And they said, Believe on the Lord 
Jesus Christ, and thou shalt be saved, 
and thy house. 

32 And they spake unto him the word 
of the Lord, and to all that were in his 
house. 

33 And he took them the same hour of 
the night, and washed their stripes; and 
was baptized, he and all his, straight- 


way. 

34 And when he had brought them into 
his house, he set meat-before them, and 
rejoiced, believing in God with all his 
house.

26 And hath made of one blood all 
nations of men for to dwell on all the 
face of the earth, and hath determined 
the times before appointed, and the. 
bounds of their habitation ; 

27 That they should seek the Lord, if 
haply they might feel after him, and find 
him, though he be not far from every 
one of us: 

28 For in him we live, and move, and 
have our being; as certain also of your 
own poets have said, For we are also his 
offspring. 

29 Forasmuch then as we are the off- 
spring of God, we ought not to think 
that the Godhead is like unto gold, or 
silver, or stone, graven by art and man’s 
device. 

30 And the times of this ignorance 
God winked at; but now commandeth 
all men every where to repent: 

31 Because he hath appointed a day, 
in the which he will judge the world in 
righteousness by that man whom he hath 
ordained ; whereof he hath given assur- 
ance unto all men, in that he hath raised 
him from the dead. 

32 § And when they heard of the resur- 
rection of the dead, some mocked: and 
others said, We will hear thee again of 
this matter. 

33 So Paul departed from among them. 

34 Howbeit certain men clave unto 
him, and believed: among the which 
was Dionysius the Areopagite, and a 
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Paul disputeth 


these all do contrary to the decrees of 
Cesar, saying that there is another king, 
one Jesus. 

8 And they troubled the people and the 
rulers of the city, when they heard these 
things. 

9 And when they had taken security of 
Jason, and of the others, they let them go. 

10 § And the brethren immediately 
sent away Paul and Silas by night unto 
Berea: who coming thither went into 
the synagogue of the Jews. 

11 These were more noble than those 
-in Thessalonica, in that they received 
the word with all readiness of mind, and 
searched the Scriptures daily, whether 
those things were so. 

12 Therefore many of them believed ; 
also of honourable women which were 
Greeks, and of men, not a few. 

13 But when the Jews of Thessalonica 
had knowledge that the word of God 
was preached of Paul at Berea, they 
came thither also, and stirred up the 
people. 

14 And then immediately the brethren 
sent away Paul to go as it were to the 
sea: but Silas and Timotheus abode 
there still. 

15 And they that conducted Paul 
brought him unto Athens: and receiv- 
ing a commandment unto Silas and 
Timotheus for to come to him with all 
speed, they departed. 

16 "| Now while Paul waited for them 
at Athens, his spirit was stirred in him, 
when he saw the city wholly given to 
idolatry. 

17 Therefore disputed he in the syna- 
gogue with the Jews, and with the de- 
vout persons, and in the market daily 
with them that met with him. 

18 Then certain philosophers of the 
Epicureans, and of the Stoics, encoun- 
tered him. And some said, What will 
this babbler say ? other some, He seem- 
eth to be a setter forth of strange gods: 
because he preached unto them Jesus, 
and the resurrection. 

19 And they took him, and brought 
him unto Areopagus, saying, May we 
know what this new doctrine, whereof 
thou speakest, 7s? 

20 For thou bringest certain strange 
things to our ears: we would know 
therefore what ae 4 mean. | 
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Paul preacheth 


woman named Damaris, and others with] 14 And when Paul was now about to 


open his mouth, Gallio said unto the 
Jews, If it were a matter of wrong or 
wicked lewdness, O ye Jews, reason 
would that I should bear with you: 

15 But if it be a question of words 
and names, and of your law, look ye 
to tt; for I will be no judge of such 
matters. 

16 And he drave them from the judg- 
ment seat. ἐξ 

17 Then all the Greeks took Sosthenes, 
the chief ruler of the synagogue, and beat 
him before the judgment seat. And Gal- 
lio cared for none of those things. 

18 § And Paul after this tarried there 
yet a good while, and then took his leave 
of the brethren, and sailed thence into 
Syria, and with him Priscilla and Aquila; 
having shorn 08 head in Cenchrea: for 
he had a vow. 

19 And he came to Ephesus, and left 
them there: but he himself entered into 
the synagogue, and reasoned with the 
Jews. 

20 When they desired him to tarry long- 
er time with them, he consented not ; 

21 But bade them farewell, saying, I 
must by all means keep this feast that 
cometh in Jerusalem: but I will return 
again unto you, if God will. And he 
sailed from Ephesus. 

22 And when he had landed at Cesarea, 
and gone up, and saluted the church, he 
went down to Antioch. 

98 And after he had spent some time 
there, he departed, and went over ail the 
country of Galatia and Phrygia in order, 
strengthening all the disciples. 

24 4 And a certain Jew named Apollos, 
born at Alexandria, an eloquent man, 
and mighty in the Scriptures, came to 
Ephesus. 

25 This man was instructed in the way 
of the Lord; and being fervent in the 
spirit, he spake and taught diligently the 
things of the Lord, knowing only the 
baptism of John. 

26 And he began to speak boldly in the 
synagogue : whom when Aquila and Pris- 
cilla had heard, they took him unto them, 
and expounded unto him the way of God 
more perfectly. 

27 And when he was disposed to pass 
into Achaia, the brethren wrote, exhort- 
ing the disciples to receive him: who,

CHAPTER 18. 


3 Paul laboureth with his hands, and preacheth at 


Corinth to the Gentiles. 9 The Lord encourageth 


him in a vision. 12 Heis accused before Gailio the 
deputy, but is dismissed. 18 Afterwards passing 
Srom city to city he strengtheneth the disciples. 24 
Apolios, being more perfectly insiructed by Aquila 
and Priscilla, 28 preacheth Christ with great efji- 
cacy. 


FTER these things Paul departed 
from Athens, and came to Corinth ; 

2 And found a certain Jew named 
Aquila, born in Pontus, lately come 
from Italy, with his wife Priscilla, (be- 
cause that Claudius had commanded all 
Jews to depart from Rome,) and came 
unto them. 

8 And because he was of the same 
craft, he abode with them, and wrought : 
(for by their occupation they were tent- 
makers.) 

4 And he reasoned in the synagogue 
every sabbath, and persuaded the Jews 
and the Greeks. 

5 And when Silas and Timotheus were 
come from Macedonia, Paul was pressed 
in the spirit, and testified to the Jews 
that Jesus was Christ. 

6 And when they opposed themselves, 
and blasphemed, he shook 08 raiment, 
and said unto them, Your blood Je upon 
your own heads; I am clean : from hence- 
forth I will go unto the Gentiles. ᾿ 

7 § And he departed thence, and en- 
tered into a certain man’s house, named 
Justus, one that worshipped God, whose 
house joined hard to the synagogue. 

8 And Crispus, the chief ruler of the 
synagogue, believed on the Lord with all 
his house; and many of the Corinthians 
hearing believed, and were baptized. 

9 Then spake the Lord to Paul in the 
night by a vision, Be not afraid, but 
speak, and hold not thy peace: 

10 For I am with thee, and no man 
shall set on thee to hurt thee: for I have 
much people in this city. 

11 And he continued there a year and 
six months, teaching the word of God 
among them. 

12 4 And when Gallio was the deputy 
of Achaia, the Jews made insurrection 
with one accord against Paul, and 
brought him to the judgment seat, 

13 Saying, This fellow persuadeth men 
to worship God contrary to the law. 

33* 


Demetrius raiseth an 


them which had evil spirits the name of 
the Lord Jesus, saying, We adjure you 
by Jesus whom Paul preacheth. 

14 And there were seven sons of one 
Sceva, a Jew, and chief of the priests, 
which did so. , 

15 And the evil spirit answered and 
said, Jesus I know, and Paul I know; 
but who are ye? 

16 And the man in whom the evil spirit 
was leaped on them, and overcame them, 
and prevailed against them, so that the 
ety out of that house naked and wound- 
ed. 

17 And this was known to all the Jews 
and Greeks also dwelling at Ephesus ; 
and fear fell on them all, and the name 
of the Lord Jesus was magnified. 

18 And many that believed came, and 
confessed, and shewed their deeds. 

19 Many of them also which used curi- 
ous arts brought their books together, 
and burned them before all men: and 
they counted the price of them, and 
found ἐΐ fifty thousand pieces of silver. 

20 So mightily grew the word of God 
and prevailed. 

21 Ἵ After these things were ended, 
Paul purposed in the spirit, when he had 
passed through Macedonia and Achaia, 
to go to Jerusalem, saying, After I have 
been there, I must also see Rome. 

22 So he sent into Macedonia two of 
them that ministered unto him, Timo- 
theus and Erastus; but he himself stayed 
in Asia for a season. 

23 And the same time there arose no 
small stir about that way. 

24 For a certain man named Demetrius, 
a silversmith, which made silver shrines 
for Diana, brought no small gain unto 
the craftsmen ; 

25 Whom he called together with the 
workmen of like occupation, and said, 
Sirs, ye know that by this craft we have 
our wealth. 

26 Moreover ye see and hear, that not 
alone at Ephesus, but almost throughout 
all Asia, this Paul hath persuaded and 
turned away much people, saying that 
they be no gods, which are made with 
hands: 

27 So that not only this our craft is in 
danger to be set at nought; but also that 
the temple of the great goddess Diana 
should be despised, and her magnificence

when he was come, helped them much 
which had believed through grace: 

28 For he mightily convinced the Jews, 
and that publicly, shewing by the Scrip- 
tures that Jesus was Christ. 


CHAPTER 19. 


6 The Holy Ghost is given by Paul’s hands. 9 The 
Jews blaspheme his doctrine, which 18 confirmed by 
miracles. 13 The Jewish exorcists 16 are beaten by 
the devil. 19 Conjuring books are burnt. Deme- 
trius, for love of gain, raiseth an uproar against 
Paul, 35 which is appeased by the townclerk. 


AS D it came to pass, that, while A pol- 
los was at Corinth, Paul having 
passed through the upper coasts came to 
Ephesus ; and finding certain disciples, 

2 He said unto them, Have ye received 
the Holy Ghost since ye believed? And 
they said unto him, We have not so much 
as heard whether there be any Holy Ghost. 

3 And he said unto them, Unto what 
then were ye baptized? And they said, 
Unto John’s baptism. 

4 Then said Paul, John verily baptized 
with the baptism of repentance, saying 
unto the people, that they should believe 
on him which should come after him, 
that is, on Christ Jesus. 

5 When they heard this, they were bap- 
tized in the name of the Lord Jesus. 

6 And when Paul had laid Azs hands 
upon them, the Holy Ghost came on 
them ; and they spake with tongues, and 
prophesied. 

7 And all the men were about twelve. 

8 And he went into the synagogue, and 
spake boldly for the space of three 
months, disputing and persuading the 
things concerning the kingdom of God. 

9 But when divers were hardened, and 
believed not, but spake evil of that way 
before the multitude, he departed from 
them, and separated the disciples, dis- 
puting daily in the school of one Tyran- 
nus. 

10 And this continued by the space of 
two years; so that all they which dwelt 
in Asia heard the word of the Lord Jesus, 
both Jews and Greeks. 

11 And God wrought special miracles 
by the hands of Paul: 

12 So that from his body were brought 
unto the sick handkerchiefs or aprons, 
and the diseases departed from them, 
and the evil spirits went out of them. 

18 Y Then certain 01 the vagabond Jews, 
exorcists, took upon them to call over 


Paul goeth to Macedonia. 


41 And when he had thus spoken, he 
dismissed the assembly. 


CHAPTER 20. 


ND after the uproar was ceased, Paul 

called unto him the disciples, and 

embraced them, and departed for to go 
into Macedonia. 

2 And when he had gone over those 
parts, and had given them much exhor- 
tation, he came into Greece, 

3 And there abode three months. And 
when the Jews laid wait for him, as he 
was about to sail into Syria, he purposed 
to return through Macedonia. 

4 And there accompanied him into Asia 
Sopater of Berea; and of the Thessalo- 
nians, Aristarchus and Secundus; and 
Gaius of Derbe, and Timotheus; and of 
Asia, Tychicus and Trophimus. 

5 These going before tarried for us at 
Troas. 

6 And we sailed away from Philippi 
after the days of unleavened bread, and 
came unto them to Troas in five days; 
where we abode seven days. 

7 And upon the first day of the week, 
when the disciples came together to 
break bread, Paul preached unto them, 
ready to depart on the morrow; and 
continued his speech until midnight. 

8 And there were many lights in the 
upper chamber, where they were gath- 
ered together. 

9 And there sat in a window a certain 
young man named Eutychus, being fallen 
into a deep sleep: and as Paul was long 
preaching, he sunk down with sleep, and 
fell down from the third loft, and was 
taken up dead. 

10 And Paul went down, and fell on 
him, and embracing him said, Trouble 
not yourselves; for his life is in him. 

11 When he therefore was come up 
again, and had broken bread, and eaten, 
and talked a long while, even till break 
of day, so he departed. 

12 And they brought the young man 
alive, and were not a little comforted. 

13 § And we went before to ship, and 
sailed unto Assos, ro intending to take 
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uproar against Paul. 
should be destroyed, whom all Asia and 
the world worshippeth. 

28 And when they heard these sayings, 
they were full of wrath, and cried out, 
saying, Great 7s Diana of the Ephesi- 


ans. 

29 And the whole city was filled with 
confusion : and having caught Gaius and 
Aristarchus, men of Macedonia, Paul’s 
companions in travel, they rushed with 
one accord into the theatre. 

30 And when Paul would have entered 
in unto the people, the disciples suffered 
him not. 

31 And certain of the chief of Asia, 
which were his friends, sent unto him, 
desiring him that he would not adven- 
ture himself into the theatre. 

32 Some therefore cried one thing, and 
some another: for the assembly was 
confused ; and the more part knew not 
wherefore they were come together. 

30 And they drew Alexander out of the 
multitude, the Jews putting him forward. 
And Alexander beckoned with the hand, 
and would have made his defence unto 
the people. 

34 But when they knew that he was a 
Jew, all with one voice about the space 
of two hours cried out, Great 7s Diana 
of the Ephesians. 

95 And when the townclerk had ap- 
peased the people, he said, Ye men of 
Ephesus, what man is there that know- 
eth not how that the city of the Ephe- 
sians is a worshipper of the great goddess 
Diana, and of the image which fell down 
from Jupiter ? 

36 Seeing then that these things cannot 
be spoken against, ye ought to be quiet, 
and to do nothing rashly. 

37 For ye have brought hither these 
men, which are neither robbers of church- 
es, nor yet blasphemers of your goddess. 

38 Wherefore if Demetrius, and the 
craftsmen which are with him, have a 
matter against any man, the law is open, 
and there are deputies: let them implead 
one another. 

39 But if ye inquire any thing concern- 
ing other matters, it shall be determined 
in a lawful assembly. 

40 For we are in danger to be called in 
question for this day’s uproar, there be- 
ing no cause whereby we may give an 
account of this concourse. 


elders of Ephesus.

29 For I know this, that after my 66- 
parting shall grievous wolves enter in 
among you, not sparing the flock. 

30 Also of your own pa shall men 
arise, speaking perverse things, to draw 
away disciples Bin them. 

31 Therefore watch, and remember, that 
by the space of three years I ceased not to 
warn every one night and day with tears. 

32 And now, brethren, I commend you 
to God, and ‘to the word of his grace, 
which is able to build you up, and to 
give you an inheritance among all them 
which are sanctified. 

33 1 have coveted no man’s silver, or 
gold, or apparel. 

34 Yea, ye yourselves know, that these 
hands have ministered unto my necessi- 
ties, and to them that were with me. 

85 1 have shewed you all things, how 
that so labouring ye ought to support 
the weak, and to remember the words of 
the Lord Jesus, how he said, It is more 
blessed to give ‘than to receive. 

36 “| And when he had thus spoken, he 
kneeled down, and prayed with them all. 

37 And they all wept sore, and fell on 
Paul’s neck, and kissed him, 

38 Sorrowing most of all for the words 
which he spake, that they should see his 
face no more. And they accompanied 
him unto the ship. 


CHAPTER 21. 
1 Paul will not by any means be dissuaded from 


going to 2 9 fons peed cs 

AS D it came to pass, that after we 
were gotten from them, and had 

launched, we came with a straight course 
unto Coos, and the day following unto 
Rhodes, and from thence unto Patara: 

2 And finding a ship sailmg over unto 
Phenicia, we went aboard, and set forth. 

3 Now when we had discovered Cyprus, 
we left it on the left hand, and sailed into 
Syria, and landed at Tyre: for there the 
ship was to unlade her burden. 

4 And finding disciples, we tarried there 
seven days: who said to Paul through 
the Spirit, that he should not go up to 


Jerusalem. 
5 And when we had accomplished those 
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Pauls charge to the 


in Paul: for so had he appointed, mind- 
ing himself to go afoot. 

14 And when he met with us at Assos, 
we took him in, and came to Mitylene. 

15 And we sailed thepee, and came the 
next day over agains: Chios; and the 
next day we arrived at Samos, and tar- 
ried at Trogyllium; and the next day 
we came to Miletus. 

16 For Paul had determined to sail by 
Ephesus, because he would not spend 
the time in Asia: for he hasted, if it were 
possible for him, to be at Jerusalem the 
day of Pentecost. 

17 * And from Miletus he sent to Ephe- 
sus, and called the elders of the church. 

18 And when they were come to him, 
he said unto them, Ye know, from the 
first day that I came into Asia, after 
what manner I have been with you at 
all seasons, 

19 Serving the Lord with all humility 
of mind, and with many tears, and 
temptations, which befell me by the 
lying in wait of the Jews: 

20 And how I kept back nothing that 
was profitable unto you, but have shewed 
you, and have taught you publicly, and 
from house to house, 

21 Testifying both to the Jews, and also 
to the Greeks, repentance toward God, 
and faith toward our Lord Jesus Christ. 

22 And now, behold, I go bound in the 
spirit unto Jerusalem, not knowing the 
things that shall befall me there: 

23 Save that the Holy Ghost witnesseth 
in every city, saying that bonds and 
afflictions abide me. 

24 But none of these things move me, 
neither count I my life dear unto myself, 
so that I might finish my course with 
joy, and the , which I have re- 
ceived of the Lord Jesus, to testify the 
gospel of the grace of God. 

25 And now, behold, I know that ye 
all, among whom I have gone preaching 
the kingdom of God, shall see my face 
no more. 

26 Wherefore I take you to record this 
day, that I am pure from the blood of 
all men. 

27 For I have not shunned to declare 
unto you all the counsel of God. 

28 § Take heed therefore unto your- 
selves, and to all the flock, over the which 
the Holy Ghost hath made you overseers,

fied the Lord, and said unto him, Thou 
seest, brother, how many thousands of 
Jews there are which believe; and they 
are all zealous of the law : 

21 And they are informed of thee, that 
thou teachest all the Jews which are 
among the Gentiles to forsake Moses, 
saying that they ought not to circumcise 
their children, neither to walk after the 
customs. 

22 What is it therefore ? the multitude 
must needs come together: for they will 
hear that thou art come. 

23 Do therefore this that we say to 
thee: We have four men which have a 
vow on them ; 

24 Them take, and purify thyself with 
them, and be at charges with them, that 
they may shave their heads: and all may 
know that those things, whereof they 
were informed concerning thee, are noth- 
ing; but ¢hat thou thyself also walkest 
orderly, and keepest the law. 

25 As touching the Gentiles which be- 
lieve, we have written and concluded 
that they observe no such thing, save 
only that they keep themselves from 
things offered to idols, and from blood, 
and from strangled, and from fornication. 

26 Then Paul took the men, and the 
next day purifying himself with them 
entered into the temple, to signify the 
accomplishment of the days of purifica- 
tion, until that an offering should be 
offered for every one of them. 

27 And when the seven days were 
almost ended, the Jews which were of 
Asia, when they saw him in the temple, 
stirred up all the people, and laid hands 
on him, 

28 Crying out, Men 01 Israel, help : This 
is the man, that teacheth all men every 
where against the people, and the law, 
and this place: and further brought 
Greeks also into the temple, and hath 
polluted this holy place. 

29 (For they had seen before with him 
in the city Trophimus an Ephesian, 
whom they supposed that Paul had 
brought into the temple.) 

30 And all the city was moved, and the 
people ran together : and they took Paul, 
and drew him out of the temple: and 
forthwith the doors were shut. 

31 And as they went about to kill him, 
tidings came back a chief captain of 
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Paul goeth to Jerusalem. 


days, we departed and went our way; 
and they all brought us on our way, 
with wives and children, till we were out 
of the 6167 : and we kneeled down on the 
shore, and prayed. 

6 And when we had taken our leave 
one of another, we took ship; and they 
returned home again. 

7 And when we had finished ow7 course 
from Tyre, we came to Ptolemais, and 
saluted the brethren, and abode with 
them one day. . 

8 And the next day we that were of 
Paul’s company departed, and came unto 
Cesarea; and we entered into the house 
of Philip the evangelist, which was one 
of the seven ;. and abode with him. 

9 And the same man had four dangh- 
ters, virgins, which did prophesy. 

10 And as we tarried there many days, 
there came down from Judea a certain 
prophet, named Agabus. 

11 And when he was come unto us, he 
took Paul’s girdle, and bound his own 
hands and feet, and said, Thus saith the 
Holy Ghost, So shall the Jews at Jerusa- 
lem bind the man that owneth this girdle, 
and shall deliver Aim into the hands of 
the Gentiles. 

12 And when we heard these things, 
both we, and they of that place, besought 
him not to go up to Jerusalem. 

13 Then Paul answered, What mean ye 
to weep and to break mine heart ὃ for 1 
am ready not to be bound only, but also 
to die at Jerusalem for the name of the 
Lord Jesus. 

14 And when he would not be per- 
suaded, we ceased, saying, The will of 
the Lord be done. 

15 And after those days we took up our 
carriages, and went up to Jerusalem. 

16 There went with us also certain of 
the disciples of Cesarea, and brought with 
them one Mnason of Cyprus, an old dis- 
ciple, with whom we should lodge. 

17 And when we were come to Jerusa- 
lem, the brethren received us gladly. 

18 And the day following Paul went in 
with us unto James; and all the elders 
were present. 

19 And when he had saluted them, he 
declared particularly what things God 
had wrought among the Gentiles by his 
ministry. 

20 And when they heard 00, they glori-

and was zealous toward God, as ye all 
are this day. 

4 And I persecuted this way unto the 
death, binding and delivering into pris- 
ons both men and women. 

5 As also the high priest doth bear me 
witness, and all the estate of the elders: 
from whom also I received letters unto 
the brethren, and went to Damascus, to 
bring them which were there bound unto 
Jerusalem, for to be punished. 

6 And it came to pass, that, as I made 
my journey, and was come nigh unto 
Damascus about noon, suddenly there 
shone from heaven a great light round 
about me. 

7 And I fell unto the ground, and heard 
a voice saying unto me, Saul, Saul, why 
persecutest thou me ? 

8 And 1 answered, Whoart thou, Lord ? 
And he said unto me, I am Jesus of 
Nazareth, whom thou persecutest. 

9 And they that were with me saw 
indeed the light, and were afraid; but 
they heard not the voice of him that 
spake to me. 

10 And I said, What shall I do, Lord ? 
And the Lord said unto me, Arise, and 
go into Damascus; and there it shall be 
told thee of all things which are ap- 
pointed for thee to do. , 

11 And when I could not see for the 
glory of that light, being led by the hand 
of them that were with me, I came into 
Damascus. 

12 And one Ananias, a devout man 
according to the law, having a good re- 
port of all the Jews which dwelt there, 

18 Came unto me, and stood, and said 
unto me, Brother Saul, receive thy sight. 
And the same hour I looked up upon 


t him. 


14 And he said, The God of our fathers 
hath chosen thee, that thou shouldest 
know his will, and see that Just One, 
and shouldest hear the voice of his 
mouth. 

15 For thou shalt be his witness unto 
all men of what thou hast seen and 
heard. 

16 And now why tarriest thou? arise, 
and be baptized, and wash away thy sins, 
calling on the name of the Lord. 

17 And it came to pass, that, when I 
was come again to Jerusalem, even while 
I prayed in the temple, I was in a trance; 
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Paul declareth his 


the band, that all Jerusalem was in an 
uproar : 

32 Who immediately took soldiers and 
centurions, and ran down unto them: and 
when they saw the chief captain and the 
soldiers, they left beating of Paul. 

88 Then the chief captain came near, 
and took him, and commanded him to 
be bound with two chains; and de- 
manded who he was, and what he had 
done. 

34 And some cried one thing, some an- 
other, among the multitude: and when 
he could not know the certainty for the 
tumult, he commanded him to be carried 
into the castle. 

85 And when he came upon the stairs, 
so it was, that he was borne of the soldiers 
for the violence of the people. 

36 For the multitude of the people fol- 
lowed after, crying, Away with him. 

37 And as Paul was to be-led into the 
castle, he said unto the chief captain, 
May I speak unto thee? Who said, 
Canst thou speak Greek ? 

38 Art not thou that Egyptian, which 
before these days madest an uproar, and 
leddest out into the wilderness four thou- 
sand men that were murderers ? 

39 But Paul said, Iam a man which am 
a Jew of Tarsus, ὦ city in Cilicia, a citizen 
of no mean city: and, I beseech thee, 
suffer me to speak unto the people. 

40 And when he had given him license, 
Paul stood on the stairs, and beckoned 
with the hand unto the people. And 
when there was made a great silence, he 
spake unto them in the Hebrew tongue, 
saying, 

CHAPTER 22. 


1 Paul declareth at large, how he was converted to 
the faith, 11 and called to his apostleship. 22 A 
the very mentioning of the Gentiles, the people ex- 
claim on him. 24 He should have been scourged, 
2 but claiming the privilege of a Roman, he escap- 
eth.

3 I am verily a man which am a Jew, 
born in Tarsus, ὦ city in Cilicia, yet 
brought up in this city at the feet of 
Gamaliel, and taught according to the 
perfect manner of ‘lap of the fathers,

CHAPTER 23. 


1 As Paul pleadeth his cause, 2 Ananias command- 
eth them to smite him. % Dissension among his 
accusers. 11 God encourageth him. 14 The Jews’ 
laying wait for Paul 20 is declared unto the chief 
captain. 27 He sendeth him to Felix the governor. 


ND Paul, earnestly beholding the 

council, said, Men and brethren, I 

have lived in all good conscience before 
God until this day. 

2 And the high priest Ananias com- 
manded them that stood by him to smite 
him on the mouth. 

3 Then said Paul unto him, God shall 
smite thee, thow whited wall: for sittest 
thou to judge me after the law, and 
commandest me to be smitten contrary 
to the law? 

4 And they that stood by said, Revilest 
thou God’s high priest ? 

5 Then said Paul, I wist not, brethren, 
that he was the high priest: for it is 
written, Thou shalt not speak evil of 
the ruler of thy people. 

6 But when Paul perceived that the one 
part were Sadducees, and the other Phar- 
isees, he cried out in the council, Men 
and brethren, I am a Pharisee, the son of 
a Pharisee: of the hope and resurrection 
of the dead I am called in question. 

7 And when he had so said, there arose 
a dissension between the Pharisees and 
the Sadducees: and the multitude was 
divided. 

8 For the Sadducees say that there is 
no resurrection, neither angel, nor spirit : 
but the Pharisees confess both. 

9 And there arose a great cry: and the 
scribes that were of the Pharisees’ part 
arose, and strove, saying, We find no 
evil in this man: but if a spirit or an 
angel hath spoken to him, let us not 
fight against God. 

10 And when there arose a great dissen- 
sion, the chief captain, fearing lest Paul 
should have been pulled in pieces of them, 
commanded the soldiers to go down, and 
to take him by force from among them, 
and to bring him into the castle. 

11 And the night following the Lord 
stood by him, and said, Be of good 
cheer, Paul: for as thou hast testified 
of me in Jerusalem, so must thou bear 
witness also at Rome. 

12 And when it was day, certain of the 
Jews banded together, and bound them- 
selves under a 2" saying that they

to the apostleship. 


18 And saw him saying unto me, Make 
haste, and get thee quickly out of Jeru- 
salem: for they will not receive thy tes- 
timony concerning me. 

19 And I said, Lord, they know that I 
imprisoned and beat in every synagogue 
them that believed on thee: 

20 And when the blood of thy martyr 
Stephen was shed, I also was standing 
by, and consenting unto his death, and 
ΚΟΡΗ the raiment of them that slew 

im. 

21 And he said unto me, Depart: for 
I will send thee far hence unto the 
Gentiles. 

22 And they gave him audience unto 
this word, and then lifted up their voices, 
and said, Away with such a fellow from 
_ the earth: for it is not fit that he should 
live. 

,28 And as they cried out, and cast off 
their clothes, and threw dust into the 
air, 

24 The chief captain commanded him 
to be brought into the castle, and bade 
that he should be examined by scourg- 
ing ; that he might know wherefore they 
cried so against him. 

25 And as they bound him with thongs, 
Paul said unto the centurion that stood 
by, Is it lawful for you to scourge a 
man that 18 ἃ Roman, and uncondem- 
ned ? 

26 When the centurion heard that, he 
went and told the chief captain, saying, 
Take heed what thou doest ; for this man 
is a Roman. 

27 Then the chief captain came, and said 
unto him, Tell me, art thou a Roman? 
He said, Yea. 

28 And the chief captain answered, 
With a great sum obtained I this free- 
dom: And Paul said, But I was free 
born. 

29 Then straightway they departed from 
him which should have examined him: 
and the chief captain also was afraid, 
after he knew that he was a Roman, 
and because he had bound him. 

30 On the morrow, because he would 
have known the certainty wherefore he 
was accused of the Jews, he loosed him 
from fis bands, and commanded the chief 
priests and all their council to appear, 
and brought Paul down, and set him 
before them. 


He is sent to Feliz. 


26 Claudius Lysias unto the most ex- 
cellent governor Felix sendeth greetiny’. 

27 This man was taken of the Jews, and 
should have been killed of them: then 
came I with an army, and rescued him, 
having understood that he was a Roman. 

28 And when I would have known the 
cause wherefore they accused him, I 
brought him forth into their council : 

29 Whom I perceived to be accused of 
questions of their law, but to have noth- 
ing laid to his charge worthy of death 
or of bonds. 

80 And when it was told me how that 
the Jews laid wait for the man, I sent 
straightway to thee, and gave command- 
ment to his accusers also to say before 
thee what they hadagainst him. Farewell. 


81 Then the soldiers, as it was com- | 


manded them, took Paul, and brought 
him by night to Antipatris. 

32 On the morrow they left the horse- 
men to go with him, and returned to the 
castle : 

33 Who, when they came to Cesarea, 
and delivered the epistle to the governor, 
presented Paul also before him. 

34 And when the governor had read the 
letter, he asked of what province he was. 
And when he understood that he was of 
Cilicia ; 

85 I will hear thee, said he, when thine 
accusers are also come. And he com- 
manded him to be kept in Herod’s judg- 
ment hall. 


CHAPTER 24. 


1 Paul being accused by Tertullus the orator, 10 an- 
swereth for his lifeand doctrine. 24 He preacheth 
Christ to the governor and hiswife. 26 2 govern- 
or hopeth for a bribe, butin vain. 27 Atlast, going 
out of his office, he leaveth Paul in prison. 


Αἕ D after five days Ananias the high 
priest descended with the elders, 
and with a certain orator named 'Tertul- 
lus, who informed the governor against 
Paul. 

2 And when he was called forth, Tertul- 
lus began to accuse him, saying, Seeing 
that by thee we enjoy great quietness, 
and that very worthy deeds are done 
unto this nation by thy providence, 

3 We accept ἐΐ always, and in all places, 
most noble Felix, with all thankfulness. 

4 Notwithstanding, that I be not further 
tedious unto thee, I pray thee that thou 
wouldest hear us of thy clemency a few 
words. 


THE ACTS, 24. 


A conspiracy against Paul. 


would neither eat nor drink till they had 
killed Paul. 

13 And they were more than forty which 
had made this conspiracy. 

14 And they came to the chief priests 
and elders, and said, We have bound our- 
selves under a great curse, that we will 
eat nothing until we have slain Paul. 

15 Now therefore ye with the council 
signify to the chief captain that he bring 
him down unto you to morrow, as though 
ye would inquire something more per- 
fectly concerning him: and we, or ever 
he come near, are ready to kill him. 

16 And when Paul’s sister’s son heard 
of their lying in wait, he went and enter- 
ed into the castle, and told Paul. 

17 Then Paul called one of the cen- 
turions unto Aim, and said, Bring this 
young man unto the chief captain: for 
he hath a certain thing to tell him. 

18 So he took him, and brought him to 
the chief captain, and said, Paul the pris- 
oner called me unto Aim, and prayed me 
to bring this young man unto thee, who 
hath something to say unto thee. 

19 Then the chief captain took him by 
the hand, and went with him aside pri- 
vately, and asked him, What is that thou 
hast to tell me? 

20 And he said, The Jews have agreed 
to desire thee that thou wouldest bring 
down Paul to morrow into the council, 
as though they would inquire somewhat 
of him more perfectly. 

21 But do not thou yield unto them: 
for there lie in wait for him of them more 
than forty men, which have bound them- 
selves with an oath, that they will neither 
eat nor drink till they have killed him: 
and now are they ready, looking for a 
promise from thee. 

22 So the chief captain then let the young 
man depart, and charged him, See thou 
tell no man that thou hast shewed these 
things to me. 

23 And he called unto him two centu- 
rions, saying, Make ready two hundred 
soldiers to go to Cesarea, and horsemen 
threescore and ten, and spearmen two 
hundred, at the third hour of the night ; 

24 And provide them beasts, that they 
may set Paul on, and bring him safe 
unto Felix the governor. 

25 And he wrote a letter after this man- 


ner: 
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before Feliz. 


I cried standing among them, Touching 
the resurrection of the dead I am called 
in question by you this day. 

22 And when Felix heard these things, 
having more perfect knowledge of that 
way, he deferred them, and said, When 
Lysias the chief captain shall come down, 
I will know the uttermost of your matter. 

23 And he commanded a centurion to 
keep Paul, and to let him have liberty, 
and that he should forbid none of his ac- 
quaintance to minister or come unto him. 

24 And after certain days, when Felix 
came with his wife Drusilla, which was 
a Jewess, he sent for Paul, and heard 
him concerning the faith in Christ. 

25 And as he reasoned of righteousness, 
temperance, and judgment to. come, 
Felix trembled, and answered, Go thy 
way for this time; when 1 have a con- 
venient season, I will call for thee. 

26 He hoped also that money. should 
have been given him of Paul, that he 
might loose him: wherefore he sent for 
him the oftener, and communed with 
him. 

27 But after two years Porcius Festus 
came into Felix’ room: and Felix, will- 
ing to shew the Jews a pleasure, left 
Paul bound. 


CHAPTER 25. 


2 The Jews accuse Paul before Festus. 8 He answer- 
eth for himself, 11 and appealeth unto Cesar. 14 
Afterwards Festus openeth his matter to king 
Agrippa, 23 and he is brought forth. 25 Festus 
cleareth him to have done nothing worthy of death. 


OW when Festus was come into the 
province, after three days he as- 
cended from Cesarea to Jerusalem. 

2 Then the high priest and the chief of 
the Jews informed him against Paul, 
and besought him, 

3 And desired favour against him, that 
he would send for him to Jerusalem, lay- 
ing wait in the way to kill him. 

4 But Festus answered, that Paul 
should be kept at Cesarea, and that he 
himself would depart shortly thither. 

5 Let them therefore, said he, which 
among you are able, go down with me, 
and accuse this man, if there be any 
wickedness in him. 

6 And when he had tarried among them 
more than ten days, he went down unto 
Cesarea ; and the next day sitting on the 
judgment seat commanded Paul to be 
brought.

Paul’s defence 


5 For we have found this man a pestilent 
fellow, and a mover of sedition among all 
the Jews throughout the world, and a 
ringleader of the sect of the Nazarenes: 

6 Who also hath gone about to profane 
the tefnple: whom we took, and would 
have judged according to our law. 

7 But the chief captain Lysias came 
upon us, and with great violence took 
him away out of our hands, 

8 Commanding his accusers to come 
unto thee: by examining of whom thy- 
self mayest take knowledge of all these 
things, whereof we accuse him. 

9 And the Jews also assented, saying 
that these things were so. 

10 Then Paul, after that the governor 
had beckoned unto him to speak, an- 
swered, Forasmuch as I know that thou 
hast been of many years a judge unto 
this nation, I do the more cheerfully 
answer for myself: 

11 Because that thou mayest under- 
stand, that there are yet but twelve days 
since I went up to Jerusalem for to wor- 
ship. 

12 And they neither found me in the 
temple disputing with any man, neither 
raising up the people, neither in 6 
synagogues, nor in the city: : 

18 Neither can they prove the things 
whereof they now accuse me. 

14 But this I confess unto thee, that 
after the way which they call heresy, so 
‘worship I the God of my fathers, be- 
lieving ali things which are written in 
the law and in the prophets: 

15 And have hope toward God, which 
they themselves also allow, that there 
shall be a resurrection of the dead, both 
of the just and unjust. 

16 And herein do I exercise myself, to 
have always a conscience void of offence 
toward God, and toward men. 

17 Now after many years I came to 
bring alms to my nation, and offerings. 

18 Whereupon certain Jews from Asia 
found me purified in the temple, neither 
with multitude, nor with tumult. 

19 Who ought to have been here before 
thee, and object, if they had aught 
against me. 

20 Or else let these same here say, if 
they have found any evil doing in me, 
while I stood before the council, 

21 Except it be for this one voice, that

ner of questions, I asked him whether 
he would go to Jerusalem, and there 
be judged of these matters. 

21 But when Paul had appealed to be 
reserved unto the hearing of Augustus, I 
commanded him to be kept till I might 
send him to Cesar. 

22 Then Agrippa said unto Festus, I 
would also hear the man myself. To 
morrow, said he, thou shalt hear him. 

28 And on the morrow, when Agrippa 
was come, and Bernice, with great pomp, 
and was entered into the place of hear- 
ing, with the chief captains, and principal 
men of the city, at Festus’ commandment 
Paul was brought forth. 

24 And Festus said, King Agrippa, and 
all men which are here present with us, 
ye see this man, about whom all the 
multitude of the Jews have dealt with 
me, both at Jerusalem, and also here, 
crying that he ought not to live any 
longer. 

25 But when I found that he had com- 
mitted nothing worthy of death, and that 
he himself hath appealed to Augustus, I 
have determined to send him. - 

26 Of whom I have no certain thing to 
write unto my lord. Wherefore I have 
brought him forth before you, and spe- 
cially before thee, O king Agrippa, that, 
after examination had, I might have 
somewhat to write. 

27 For it seemeth to me unreasonable 
to send a prisoner, and not withal to 
signify the crimes 7000 against him. 


CHAPTER 26. 


2 Paul, in the presence of Agrippa, declareth his life 
Jrom his childhood, 12 and how miraculously he 
was converted, and called to his apostleship. 
Festus chargeth him to be mad, whereunto he an- 
swereth modesily. 28 Agrippa is almost persuaded 
to be a Christian. 31 The whole company pro- 
nounce him innocent, 


ἘΠ: Agrippa said unto Paul, Thou 
art permitted to speak for thyself. 
Then Paul stretched forth the hand, and 
answered for himself : 

2 I think myself happy, king Agrippa, 
because I shall answer for myself this 
day before thee touching all the things 
whereof I am accused of the Jews: 

3 Especially because I know thee to be 
expert in all customs and questions 
which are among the Jews:. wherefore 
I beseech thee to hear me patiently. 

4 My manner of life from my youth, 
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Paul appealeth unto Cesar. 


7 And when he was come, the Jews 
which came down from Jerusalem stood 
round about, and laid many and griev- 
ous complaints against Paul, which they 
could not prove. 

8 While he answered for himself, Nei- 
ther against the law of the Jews, neither 
against the temple, nor yet against Cesar, 
have I offended any thing at all. 

9 But Festus, willing to do the Jews a 
pleasure, answered Paul, and said, Wilt 
thou go up to Jerusalem, and there be 
judged of these things before me? 

10 Then said Paul, I stand at: Cesar’s 
judgment seat, where I ought to be 
judged: to the Jews have I done no 
wrong, as thou very well knowest. 
11 For if I be an offender, or have 
committed any thing worthy of death, I 
refuse not to die: but if there be none 
of these things whereof these accuse me, 
no man may deliver me unto them. I 
appeal unto Cesar. 

12 Then Festus, when he had conferred 
with the council, answered, Hast thou 
appealed unto Cesar? unto Cesar shalt 
thou go. 

13 And after certain days king Agrippa 
and Bernice came unto Cesarea to salute 
Festus. 

14 And when they had been there many 
days, Festus declared Paul’s cause unto 
the king, saying, There is a certain man 
left in bonds by Felix: 

15 About whom, when I was at Jerusa- 
lem, the chief priests and the elders of 
the Jews informed me, desiring to have 
judgment against him. 

16 To whom I answered, It is not the 
manner of the Romans to deliver any 
man to die, before that he which is 
accused have the accusers face to face, 
and have license to answer for himself 
concerning the crime laid against him. 

17 Therefore, when they were come 
hither, without any delay on the mor- 
row I sat on the judgment seat, and 
commanded the man to be brought forth. 

18 Against whom when the accusers 
stood up, they brought none accusation 
of such things as I supposed : 

19 But had certain questions against 
him of their own superstition, and of 
one Jesus, which was dead, whom Paul 
affirmed to be alive. 

20 And because ca שר‎ of such man- 


He is declared innocent. 


power of Satan unto God, that they may 
receive forgiveness of sins, and inherit- 
ance among them which are sanctified 
by faith that is in me. 

19 Whereupon, O king Agrippa, I was 
not disobedient unto the heavenly vis- 
ion: 

20 But shewed first unto them of Da- 
mascus, and at Jerusalem, and through- 
out all the coasts of Judea, and then to 
the Gentiles, that they should repent and 
turn to God, and do works meet for re- | 
pentance. 

21 For these causes the Jews caught me 
in the temple, and went about to kill 
me. 

22 Having therefore obtained help of 
God, I continue unto this day, witness- 
ing both to small and great, saying none 
other things than those which the proph- 
ets and Moses did say should come: 

23 That Christ should suffer, and that 
he should be the first that should rise 
from the dead, and should shew light 
unto the people, and to the Gentiles. 

24 And as he thus spake for himself, 
Festus said with a loud voice, Paul, thou 
art beside thyself; much learning doth 
make thee mad. 

25 But he said, I am not mad, most 
noble Festus; but speak forth the words 
of truth and soberness. 

26 For the king knoweth of these things, 
before whom also I speak freely : for 1am 
persuaded that none of these things are 
hidden from him; for this thing was not 
done in a corner. 

27 King Agrippa, believest thou the 
prophets? I know that thou believest. 

28 Then Agrippa said unto Paul, Al- 
most thou persuadest me to be a Chris- 
tian. 

29 And Paul said, I would to God, that 
not only thou, but also all that hear me 
this day, were both almost, and altogether 
such as I am, except these bonds. 

30 And when he had thus spoken, the 
king rose up, and the governor, and Ber- 
nice, and they that sat with them: 

31 And when they were gone aside, 
they talked between themselves, saying, 
This man doeth nothing worthy ‘of death 
or of bonds. 

32 Then said Agrippa unto Festus, 
This man might have been set at liberty, 
if he had not ope unto Cesar.

before Agrippa. 
which was at the first among mine own 
nation at Jerusalem, know all the Jews; 

5 Which knew me from the beginning, 
if they would testify, that after the most 
straitest sect of our religion I lived a 
Pharisee. 

6 And now I stand and am judged for 
the hope of the promise made of God 
unto our fathers: 

7 Unto which promise our twelve tribes, 
instantly serving God day and night, hope 
to come. For which hope’s sake, king 
Agrippa, I am accused of the Jews. 

8 Why should it be thought a thing in- 
credible with you, that God should raise 
the dead ? 

9 I verily thought with myself, that I 
ought to do many things contrary to the 
name of Jesus of Nazareth. 

10 Which thing I also did in Jerusalem : 
and many of the saints did I shut up in 
prison, having received authority from 
the chief priests; and when they were 
put to death, I gave my voice against 
them. 

11 And I punished them oft in every 
synagogue, and compelled them to blas- 
pheme; and being exceedingly mad 
-against them, I persecuted them even 
unto strange Cities. 

12 Whereupon as I went to Damascus 
with authority and commission from the 
chief priests, 

13 At midday, O king, I saw in the way 
a light from heaven, above the brightness 
of the sun, shining ‘round about me and 
them which journeyed with me. 

14 And when we were all fallen to the 
earth, I heard a voice speaking unto me, 
and saying in the Hebrew tongue, Saul, 
Saul, why persecutest thou me? 7 18 
hard for thee to kick against the pricks. 

15 And I said, Who art thou, Lord? 
And he said, I am Jesus whom thou 
persecutest. 

16 But rise, and stand . upon thy feet: 
for I have appeared unto thee for this 
purpose, to make thee a minister and a 
witness both of these things which thou 
hast seen, and of those things in the 
which I will appear unto thee; 

17 Delivering thee from the people, and 
from the Gentiles, unto whom now I 
send thee, 

18 To open their eyes, and to turn them 
from darkness to light, and from the 


toward Rome. 


their purpose, loosing thence, they sailed 
close by Crete. 

14 But not long after there arose against 
it a tempestuous wind, called Eurocly- 


on. 

15 And when the ship was caught, and 
could not bear up into the wind, we let 
her drive. 

16 And running under a certain island 
which is called Clauda, we had much 
work to come by the boat: 

17 Which when they had taken up, 
they used helps, undergirding the ship ; 
and, fearing lest they should fall into 
the quicksands, strake sail, and so were 
driven. 

18 And we being exceedingly tossed 
with a tempest, the next day they light- 
ened the ship; 

19 And the third day we cast out with 
our own hands the tackling of the ship. 

20 And when neither sun nor stars in 
many days appeared, and no small tem- 
pest lay on us, all hope that we should 
be saved was then taken away. 

21 But after long abstinence, Paul stood 
forth in the midst of them, and said, 
Sirs, ye should have hearkened unto me, 
and not have loosed from Crete, and to 
have gained this harm and loss. 

22 And now I exhort you to be of good 
cheer: for there shall be no loss of any 
man’s life among you, but of the ship. 

23 For there stood by me this night the 
angel of God, whose I am, and whom I 
serve, 

24 Saying, Fear not, Paul; thou must 
be brought before Cesar: and, lo, God 
hath given thee all them that sail with 
thee. 

25 Wherefore, sirs, be of good cheer: 
for I believe God, that it shall be even 
as it was told me. 

26 Howbeit we must be cast upon a 
certain island. .- 

27 But when the fourteenth night was 
come, as we were driven up and down 
in Adria, about midnight the shipmen 
deemed that they drew near to some 
country ; 

28 And sounded, and found 7 twenty 
fathoms: and when they had gone a 
little further, they sounded again, and 
found 7 fifteen fathoms. ! 

29 Then fearing lest we should have 
fallen upon rocks, they cast four anchors 
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Pauls voyage 


CHAPTER 27. 


1 Paul shipping toward Rome, 10 foretelleth of .- 


danger of the voyage, 11 but is not believed. 


They are tossed to and fro with tempest, 41 and suf- 
Jer shipwreck, 22, 34, 44 yet all come safe to land. 


ND when it was determined that we 
should sail into Italy, they delivered 
Paul and certain other prisoners unto one 
named Julius, a centurion of Augustus’ 
band. 

2 And entering into a ship of Adramyt- 
tium, we launched, meaning to sail by 
the coasts of Asia; one Aristarchus, a 
Macedonian of Thessalonica, being with 


us. 

8 And the next day we touched at 
Sidon. And Julius courteously entreated 
Paul, and gave him liberty to go unto 
his friends to refresh himself. 

4 And when we had launched from 
thence, we sailed under Cyprus, because 
the winds were contrary. 

5 And when we had sailed over the sea 
of Cilicia and Pamphylia, we came to 
Myra, a city of Lycia. 

6 And there the centurion found a ship 
of Alexandria sailing into Italy ; and he 
put us therein. 

7 And when we had sailed slowly many 
days, and scarce were come over against 
Cnidus, the wind not suffering us, we 
sailed under Crete, over against Sal- 
mone ; 

8 And, hardly passing it, came unto a 
place which is called the Fair Havens; 
nigh whereunto was the city of Lasea. 

9 Now when much time was spent, and 
when sailing was now dangerous, be- 
cause the fast was now already past, 
Paul admonished them, 

10 And said unto them, Sirs, I perceive 
that this voyage will be with hurt and 
much damage, not only of the lading 
and ship, but also of our lives. 

11 Nevertheless the centurion believed 
the master and the owner of the ship, 
more than those things which were 
spoken by Paul. 

12 And because the haven was not 
commodious to winter in, the more part 
advised to depart thence also, if by any 
means they might attain to Phenice, and 
there to winter; which is a haven of 
Crete, and lieth toward the southwest 
and northwest. 

13 And when the south wind blew 
softly, supposing Pe they had obtained

some on broken pieces of the ship. And 
so it came to pass, that they escaped all 
safe to land. 


CHAPTER 28. 


1 Paul after his shipwreck is kindly entertained of 
the barbarians. 5 The viper on his hand hurteth 
him not. 8 He healeth many diseases in the island. 
11 They depart towards Rome. 1% He deciareth to 
the Jews the cause of his coming. 24 After his 
preaching some were persuaded, and some believed 
not. 30 Yet he preacheth there two years. 

ND when they were escaped, then 
they knew that the island wa 
called Melita. 

2 And the barbarous people shewed us 
no little kindness: for they kindled a 
fire, and received us every one, because © 
of the present rain, and because of the 
cold. 

3 And when Paul had gathered a bundle 
of sticks, and laid them on the fire, there 
came a viper out of the heat, and fastened 
on his hand. 

4 And when the barbarians saw the 
venomous beast hang on his hand, they 
said among themselves, No doubt this 
man is a murderer, whom, though he 
hath escaped the sea, yet vengeance suf- 
fereth not to live. 

5 And he shook off the beast into the 
fire, and felt no harm. 

6 Howbeit they looked when he should 
have swollen, or fallen down dead sud- 
denly: but after they had looked a great 
while, and saw no harm come to him, 
they changed their minds, and said that 
he was a god. 

7 In the same quarters were possessions 
of the chief man of the island, whose 
name was Publius; who received us, 
and lodged us three days courteously. 

8 And it came to pass, that the father 
of Publius lay sick of a fever and of a 
bloody flux: to whom Paul entered in, 
and prayed, and laid his hands on him, 
and healed him. 

9 So when this was done, others also, 
which had diseases in the island, came, 
and were healed : 

10 Who also honoured us with many 
honours; and when we departed, they 
laded ws with such things as were neces- 
sary. 

11 And after three months we departed 
in a ship of Alexandria, which had win- 
tered in the isle, whose sign was Castor 
and Pollux. 
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He ts shipwrecked. 


= of the stern, and wished for the 
ay. é 

30 And as the shipmen were about to 
flee out of the ship, when they had let 
down the boat into the sea, under colour 
as though they would have cast anchors 
out of the foreship, 

31 Paul said to the centurion and to 
the soldiers, Except these abide in the 
ship, ye cannot be saved. 

32 Then the soldiers cut off the ropes 
of the boat, and let her fall off. 

98 And while the day was coming on, 
Paul besought them all to take meat, 
saying, This day is the fourteenth day 
that ye have tarried and continued fast- 
ing, having taken nothing. 

34 Wherefore I pray you to take some 
meat; for this is for your health: for 
there shall not a hair fall from the head 
of any of you. ; 

30 And when he had thus spoken, he 
took bread, and gave thanks to God in 
presence of them all; and when he had 
broken 26, he began to 686. = 

36 Then were they all of good cheer, 
and they also took some meat. 

37 And we were in all in the ship two 
hundred threescore and sixteen souls. 

38 And when they had eaten enough, 
they lightened the ship, and cast out the 
wheat into the sea. 

39 And when it was day, they. knew 
not the land: but they discovered a cer- 
tain creek with a shore, into the which 
they were minded, if it were possible, to 
thrust in the ship. 

40 And when they had taken up the 
anchors, they committed themselves unto 
the sea, and loosed the rudder bands, 
and hoised up the mainsail to the wind, 
and made toward shore. 


- 41 And falling into a place where two 


seas met, they ran the ship aground ; and 
the forepart stuck fast, and remained un- 
moveable, but the hinder part was broken 
with the violence of the waves. 

42 And the soldiers’ counsel was to kill 
the prisoners, lest any of them should 
swim out, and escape. 

43 But the centurion, willing to save 
Paul, kept them from their purpose; 
and commanded that they which could 
swim should cast themselves first into the 
sea, and get to land: 

44 And the rest, some on boards, and 
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gospel at Rome. 


22 But we desire to hear of thee what 
thou thinkest: for as concerning this 
sect, we know that every where it is 
spoken against. 

23 And when they had appointed him 
a day, there came many to him into his 
lodging ; to whom he expounded and tes- 
tified the kingdom of God, persuading 
them concerning Jesus, both out of the 
law of Moses, and out of the prophets, 
from morning till evening. 

24 And some believed the things which 
were spoken, and some believed not. 

25 And when they agreed not among 
themselves, they departed, after that Paul 
had spoken one word, Well spake the 
Holy Ghost by Esaias the prophet unto 
our fathers, 

26 Saying, Go unto this people, and say, 
Hearing ye shall hear, and shall not un- 
derstand; and seeing ye shall see, and 
not perceive : 

27 For the heart of this people is waxed 
gross, and their ears are dull of hearing, 
and their eyes have they closed ; lest they 
should see with their eyes, and hear with 
their ears, and understand with their 
heart, and should be converted, and I 
should heal them. 

28 Be it known therefore unto you, that 
the salvation of God is sent unto the 
Gentiles, and that they will hear it. 

29 And when he had said these words, 
the Jews departed, and had great reason- 
ing among themselves. 

30 And Paul dwelt two whole years in 
his own hired house, and received all 
that came in unto him, 

31 Preaching the kingdom of God, and 
teaching those things which concern the 
Lord Jesus Christ, with all confidence, no 
man forbidding him. \ 
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Paul preacheth the 


12 And landing at Syracuse, we tarried 
there three days. 

13 And from thence we fetched a com- 
pass, and came to Rhegium: and after 
one day the south wind blew, and we 
came the next day to Puteoli: 

14 Where we found brethren, and were 
desired to tarry with them seven days: 
and so we went toward Rome. 

15 And from thence, when the brethren 
heard of us, they came to meet us as far 
as Appii Forum, and the Three Taverns ; 
whom when Paul saw, he thanked God, 
and took courage. 

16 And when we came to Rome, the 
centurion delivered the prisoners to the 
captain of the guard: but Paul was 
suffered to dwell by himself with a 
soldier that kept him. 

17 And it came to pass, that after three 
days Paul called the chief of the Jews 
together: and when they were come to- 
gether, he said unto them, Men and 
brethren, though I have committed 
nothing against the people, or customs 
of our fathers, yet was I delivered 
prisoner from Jerusalem into the hands 
of the Romans: 

18 Who, when they had examined me, 
would have let me go, because there was 
no cause of death in me. 

19 But when the Jews spake against 00, I 
was constrained to appeal unto Cesar; not 
that I had aught to accuse my nation of. 

20 For this cause therefore have I called 
for you, to see you, and to speak with 
you: because that for the hope of Israel 
I am bound with this chain. 

21 And they said unto him, We neither 
received letters out of Judea concerning 
thee, neither any of the brethren that 
came shewed or ee any harm of thee. 
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ROMANS. 


to preach the gospel to you that are at 
Rome also. 

16 For I am not ashamed of the gospel 
of Christ: for it is the power of God un- 
to salvation to every one that believeth ; 
to the Jew first, and also to the Greek. 

17 For therein is the righteousness of 
God revealed from faith to faith: as itis 
written, The just shall live by faith. 

18 For the wrath of God is revealed 
from heaven against all ungodliness and 
unrighteousness of men, who hold the 
truth in unrighteousness ; 

19 Because that which may be known 
of God is manifest in them; for God 
hath shewed ἐξ unto them. 

20 For the invisible things of him from 
the creation of the world are clearly seen, 
being understood by the things that are 
made, even his eternal power and God- 
head ; so that they are without excuse: 

21 Because that, when they knew God, 
they glorified Aim not as God, neither 
were thankful; but became vain in their 
imaginations, and their foolish heart was 
darkened. 

22 Professing themselves to be wise, 
they became fools, 

23 And changed the glory of the uncor- 
ruptible God into an image made like to 
corruptible man, and to birds, and four- 
footed beasts, and creeping things. 

24 Wherefore God also gave them up 
to uncleanness, through the lusts of their 
own hearts, to dishonour their own bodies 
between themselves : 

25*Who changed the truth of God into 
a lie, and worshipped and served the 
creature more than the Creator, who is | 
blessed for ever. Amen. 

26 For this cause God gave them up un- 
to vile affections: for even their women 
did change the natural use into that 
which is against nature: 

27 And likewise also the men, leaving 
the natural use of the woman, burned in 
their lust one toward another ; men with 
men working that which is unseemly, 
and receiving in themselves that recom- 
pense of their error which was meet. 
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CHAPTER 1. 


1 Paul commendeth his calling to the Romans, 9 
and his desire to come to them. 16 What his gos- 
pel is, and the righteousness which tt sheweth. 18 
God is angry with all manner of sin. 21 What 
were the sins of the Gentiles. 


AUL, aservant of Jesus Christ, called 
to be an apostle, separated unto the 
gospel of God, 

2 (Which he had promised afore by his 
prophets in the holy Scriptures,) 

3 Concerning his Son Jesus Christ our 
Lord, which was made of the seed of 
David according to the flesh; 

4 And declared ἐ de the Son of God with 
power, according to the Spirit of holiness, 
by the resurrection from the dead: 

5 By whom we have received grace and 
apostleship, for obedience to the faith 
among all nations, for his name: 

6 Among whom are ye also the called 
of Jesus Christ: 

7 To all that be in Rome, beloved of 
God, called to be saints: Grace to you, 
and peace, from God our Father and the 
Lord Jesus Christ. 

8 First, I thank my God through Jesus 
Christ for you all, that your faith is 
spoken of throughout the whole world. 

9 For God is my witness, whom I serve 
with my spirit in the gospel of his Son, 
that without ceasing I make mention of 
you always in my prayers; 

10 Making request, if by any means now 
at length I might have a prosperous jour- 
ney by the will of God to come unto you. 

11 For I long to see you, that I may 
impart unto you some spiritual gift, to 
the end ye may be established ; 

12 That is, that I may be comforted 
together with you by the mutual faith 
both of you and me. 

13 Now I would not have you ignorant, 
brethren, that oftentimes I purposed to 
come unto you, (but was let hitherto,) 
that I might have some fruit among you 
also, even as among other Gentiles. 

14 I am debtor both to the Greeks, and 
to the Barbarians; both to the wise, and 
tc the unwise. 

15 So, as much as in me 18, 1 am ready 


the judgment of God. 


10 But glory, honour, and® peace, to 
every man that worketh good; to the 
Jew first, and also to the Gentile: 

11 For there is no respect of persons 
with God. 

12 For as many as have sinned without 
law shall also perish without law; and 
as many as have sinned in the law shall 
be judged by the law ; 

13 (For not the hearers of the law are 
just before God, but the doers of the law 
shall be justified. 

14 For when the Gentiles, which have 
not the law, do by nature the things con- 
tained in the law, these, having not the 
law, are a law unto themselves: 

15 Which shew the work of the law 
written in their hearts, their conscience 
also bearing witness, and their thoughts 
the mean while accusing or else excusing 
one another ;) 

16 In the day when God shall judge the 
secrets of men by Jesus Christ according 
to my gospel. 

17 Behold, thou art called a Jew, and 
restest in the law, and makest thy boast 
of God, | 

18 And knowest /zs will, and approvest 
the things that are more excellent, being 
instructed out of the law ; 

19 And art confident that thou thyself 
art a guide of the blind, a light of them 
which are in darkness, 

20 An instructor of the foolish, a teacher 
of babes, which hast the form of knowl- 
edge and of the truth in the law. 

21 Thou therefore which teachest an- 
other, teachest thou not thyself? thou 
that preachest a man should not steal, 
dost thou steal ? 

22 Thou that sayest a man should not 
commit adultery, dost thou commit adul- 
tery ? thou that abhorrest idols, dost thou 
commit sacrilege ? 

23 Thou that makest thy boast of the | 
law, through breaking the law dishon- 
ourest thou God ? 

24 For the name of God is blasphemed 
among the Gentiles through you, as it is 
written. 

25 For circumcision verily profiteth, if 


thou keep the law: but if thou be a 


breaker of the law, thy circumcision is 
made uncircumcision. 

26 Therefore, if the uncircumcision keep 
the righteousness of the law, shail not 
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Sinners cannot escape 


28 And even as they did not like to re- 
tain God in their knowledge, God gave 
them over to a reprobate mind, to do 
those things which are not convenient ; 

29 Being filled with all unrighteous- 
ness, fornication, wickedness, covetous- 
ness, maliciousness; full of envy, mur- 
der, debate, deceit, malignity ; whisper- 
ers, 

30 Backbiters, haters of God, despiteful, 
proud, boasters, inventors of evil things, 
disobedient to parents, 

31 Without understanding, covenant- 
breakers, without natural affection, im- 
placable, unmerciful : 

382 Who, knowing the judgment of God, 
that they which commit such things are 
worthy of death, not only do the same, 
but have pleasure in them that do them. 


CHAPTER 2. 


1 They that sin, though they condemn it in others, 
cannot excuse themselves, 6 and much less escupe 
the judgment of God, 9 whether they be Jews or 
Gentiles. 14 The Gentiles cannot escape, 17 nor yet 
the Jews, 25 whom their circumcision shall not 
profit, if they keep not the law. 


HEREFORE thou art inexcusable, O 

man, whosoever thou art that judg- 
est: for wherein thou judgest another, 
thou condemnest thyself; for thou that 
judgest doest the same things. 

2 But we are sure that the judgment of 
God is according to truth against them 
which commit such things. 

8 And thinkest thou this, O man, that 
judgest them which do such things, and 
doest the same, that thou shalt escape the 
judgment of God ? 

4 Or despisest thou the riches of his 
goodness and forbearance and longsuf- 
fering; not knowing that the goodness 
of God leadeth thee to repentance? 

5 But, after thy hardness and impenitent 
heart, treasurest up unto thyself wrath 
against the day of wrath and revelation 
_ of the righteous judgment of God ; 

6 Who will render to every man accord- 
ing to his deeds: 

7 To them who by patient continuance 
in well doing seek for glory and honour 
and immortality, eternal life: 

8 But unto them that are contentious, 
and do not obey the truth, but obey un- 
righteousness, indignation and wrath, _ 

9 Tribulation and anguish, upon every 
soul of man that doeth evil; of the Jew 
first, and also of the Gentile ; 
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None justified by the law. 


there is none that doeth good, no, not 
one. 

18 Their throat 28 an open sepulchre ; 
with their tongues they have used deceit ; 
the poison 01 asps 18 under their lips: 

14 Whose mouth zs full of cursing and 
bitterness : 

15 Their feet are swift to shed blood: 

16 Destruction and misery ave in their 
ways: 

17 And the way of peace have they not 
known: 

18 There is no fear of God before their 
eyes. 

19 Now we know that what things so- 
ever the law saith, it saith to them who 
are under the law: that every mouth 
may be stopped, and all the world may 
become guilty before God. 

20 Therefore by the deeds of the law 
there shall no flesh be justified in his 
sight: for by the law 08 the knowledge 
of sin. 

21 But now the righteousness of God 
without the law is manifested, being wit- 
nessed by the law and the prophets ; 

22 Even the righteousness of God which 
is by faith of Jesus Christ unto all and 
upon all them that believe; for there is 
no difference: 

23 For all have sinned, and come short 
of the glory of God ; 

24 Being justified freely by his grace 
through the redemption that is in Christ 
Jesus: 

25 Whom God hath set forth to be a 
propitiation through faith in his blood, 
to declare his righteousness for the re- 
mission of sins that are past, through the 
forbearance of God ; 

26 To declare, I say, at this time his 
righteousness: that he might be just, 
and the justifier of him which believeth 
in Jesus. 

27 Where zs boasting then? It is ex- 
cluded. By what law? of works? Nay; 
but by the law of faith. 

28 Therefore we conclude that a man 
is justified by faith without the deeds 
of the law. 

29 Is he the God of the Jews only? zs 
he not also of the Gentiles? Yes, of the 
Gentiles also: 

80 Seeing ἐξ zs one God, which shall 
justify the circumcision by faith, and 
uncircumcision through faith.

> cumcision ? 

27 And shall not uncircumcision which 
is by nature, if it fulfil the law, judge 
thee, who by the letter and circumcision 
dost transgress the law ? 

28 For he is not a Jew, which is one 
outwardly ; neither 28 that circumcision, 
which is outward in the flesh: 

29 But he zs a Jew, which is one in- 
wardly ; and circumcision 7s that of the 
heart, in the spirit, and not in the let- 
ter 4 whose praise zs not of men, but of 


CHAPTER 3. 


1 The Jews prerogative: 3 which. they have not lost: 
9 howbeit the iaw convinceth them also of sin: 20 
therefore no fiesh is justified by the law, 28 but ail, 
without difference, by faith only: 31 and yet the 
law is not abolished. 


HAT advantage then hath the Jew? 
or what profit 28 there of circumcis- 
ion ? 

2 Much every way: chiefly, because 
that unto them were committed the 
oracles of God. 

3 For what if some did not believe? 
shall their unbelief make the faith of 
.God without effect ? 

4 God forbid: yea, let God be true, but 


every man a liar; as it is written, 6% 


thou mightest be justified in thy sayings, 
and mightest overcome when thou art 
judged. 

5 But if our unrighteousness commend 

the righteousness of God, what shall we 
say? Js God unrighteous who taketh 
vengeance? (I speak as a man) 

6 God forbid: for then how shall God 
judge the world ? 

7 For if the truth of God hath more 
abounded through my lie unto his glory; 
why yet am 1 also judged as a sinner ? 

8 And not rather, (as we be slanderously 
reported, and as some affirm that we say,) 
Let us do evil, that good may come? 
whose damnation is just. - 

9 What then? are we better than they? 
No, in no wise: for we have before 
proved both Jews and Gentiles, that 
they are all under sin; 

10 As it is written, There is none right- 
eous, no, not one: 

11 There is none that understandeth, 
there is none that seeketh after God. 
12 They are all gone out of the way, 
they are together become unprofitable ; 
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and extent of 


heirs, faith is made void, and the promise 
made of none effect : 

15 Because the law worketh wrath: for 
where no law is, there 78 no transgression. 

16 Therefore 7 08 of faith, that 21+ 
be by grace; to the end the promise 
might be sure to all the seed ; not to that 
only which is of the law, but to that also 
which is of the faith of Abraham ; who 
is the father of us all, 1 

17 (As it is written, I have made thee 
a father of many nations,) before him 
whom he believed, even God, who quick- 
eneth the dead, and calleth those things 
which be not as though they were: 

18 Who against hope believed in hope, 
that he might become the father of many 
nations, according to that which was 
spoken, So shall thy seed be. 

19 And being not weak in faith, he 
considered not his own body now dead. 
when he was about a hundred years old, 
neither yet the 068012088 of Sarah’s womb: 

20 He staggered not at the promise of 
God through unbelief; but was strong 
in faith, giving glory to God; 

21 And being fully persuaded, that what 
he had promised, he was able also to 
perform. , 

22 And therefore it was imputed to him 
for righteousness. 

23 Now it was not written for his sake 
alone, that it was imputed to him; 

24 But for us also, to whom it shall be 
imputed, if we believe on him that raised 
up Jesus our Lord from the dead ; 

25 Who was delivered for our offences, 
and was raised again for our justification. 


CHAPTER 5. 


1 Being justified by faith, we have peace with God, 
2 and joy in our hope, 8 that since we were rec- 
onciled by his blood, when we were enemies, 10 we 
shall much more be saved being reconciled. 12 
As sin and death came by Adam, 11 so much 
more righteousness and life by Jesus Christ. 20 
Where sin abounded, grace did superabound. 


ἡ et ratte. being justified by faith, 
we have peace with God through our 
Lord Jesus Christ : 

2 By whom also we have access by faith 
into this grace wherein we stand, and 
rejoice in hope of the glory of God. 

3 And not only so, but we glory in trib- 
ulations also; knowing that tribulation 
worketh patience; 

4 And patience, experience; and ex- 
perience, hope:

31 Do we then make void the law 
through faith? God forbid: yea, we 
establish the law. 


CHAPTER 4: 


1 Abraham’s faith wasimputed to him for א‎ 
ness, 10 before he was circumcised. 13 By faith 
only he and his seed received the promise. 16 
Abraham is the father of all that believe. 24 Our 
Saith also shall beimputed to us for righteousness. 


HAT shall we say then that Abra- 
ham our father, as pertaining to 
the flesh, hath found ? 

2 For. if Abraham were justified by 
works, he hath whereof to glory; but 
not before God. 

3 For what saith the Scripture? Abra- 
ham believed God, and it was counted 
unto him for righteousness. 

4 Now to him that worketh is the 
reward not reckoned of grace, but of 
debt. 

5 But to him that worketh not, but be- 
lieveth on him that justifieth the ungod- 
ly, his faith is counted for righteousness. 

6 Even as David also describeth the 
blessedness of the man, unto whom God 
imputeth righteousness without works, 

7 Saying, Blessed are they whose in- 
iquities are forgiven, and whose sins are 
covered. 

8 Blessed zs the man to whom the Lord 
will not impute sin. 

9 Cometh this blessedness then upon the 
circumcision only, or upon the uncircum- 
cision also? for we say that faith was 
reckoned to Abraham for righteousness. 

10 How was it then reckoned? when 
he was in circumcision, or in uncircum- 
cision? Not in circumcision, but in un- 
circumcision. 

11 And he received the sign of circum- 
cision, a seal of the righteousness of the 
faith which he had yet being uncircum- 
cised: that he might be the father of all 
them that believe, though they be not 
circumcised ; that righteousness might 
be imputed unto them also: 

12 And the father of circumcision to 
them who are not of the circumcision 
only, but who also walk in the steps of 
that faith of our father Abraham, which 
he had being yet uncircumcised. 

13 For the promise, that he should be 
the heir of the world, was not to Abra- 
ham, or to his seed, through the law, but 
through the righteousness of faith. 

14 For if they which are of the law be 
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We may not live in sin. 


19 For as by one man’s disobedience 
many were made sinners, so by the obedi- 
ence of one shall many be made right- 
eous. 

20 Moreover the law entered, that the 
offence might abound. But where sin 
abounded, grace did much more abound : 

21 That as sin hath reigned unto death, 
even so might grace reign through right- 
eousness unto eternal life by Jesus Christ 
our Lord. 


CHAPTER 6. 


1 We may not live in sin, 2 for we are dead unio .- 


it, 3 as appeareth by our baptism. 12 Let not sin 
reign any nore, 18 because we have yielded our- 
selves to the service of righteousness, 23 and for 
that death is the wages of sin. 

Shall we 


HAT shall we say then ? 
continue in sin, that grace may 
abound ? 

2 God forbid. How shall we, that are 
dead to sin, live any longer therein ? 

3 Know ye not, that so many of us as 
were baptized into Jesus Christ were 
baptized into his death ? 

4 Therefore we are buried with him by 
baptism into death: that like as Christ 
was raised up from the dead by the 
glory of the Father, even so we also 
should walk in newness of life. 

5 For if we have been planted together 
in the likeness of his death, we shall be 
also in the likeness of his resurrection : 

6 Knowing this, that our old man is 
crucified with him, that the body of sin 
might be destroyed, that henceforth we 
should not serve sin. 

7 For he that is dead is freed from sin. 

8 Now if we be dead with Christ, we 
believe that we shall also live with him: 

9 Knowing that Christ being raised 
from the dead dieth no more; death 
hath no more dominion over him. 

10 For in that he died, he died unto 
sin once: but in that he liveth, he liveth 
unto God. . 

11 Likewise reckon ye also yourselves 
to be dead indeed unto sin, but alive 
unto God through Jesus Christ our 
Lord. 

12 Let not sin therefore reign in your 
mortal body, that ye should obey it in 
the lusts thereof. 

13 Neither yield ye your members as 
instruments of unrighteousness unto sin: 
but yield yourselves unto God, as those 
that are alive from the dead, and your 
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justification by faith. 

5 And hope maketh not ashamed ; be- 
_ cause the love of God is shed abroad in 
our hearts by the Holy Ghost which is 
given unto us. 

6 For when we were yet without 
strength, in due time Christ died for the 
ungodly. 

7 For scarcely for a righteous man will 
one die: yet peradventure for a good man 
some would even dare to die. 

8 But God commendeth his love toward 
us, in that, while we were yet sinners, 
Christ died for us. 

9 Much more then, being now justified 
by his blood, we shall be saved from 
wrath through him. 

10 For if, when we were enemies, we 
were reconciled to God by the death of 
his Son; much more, being reconciled, 
we shall be saved by his life. 

11 And not only so, but we also joy in 
God through our Lord Jesus Christ, by 
whom we have now received the atone- 
ment. 

12 Wherefore, as by one man sin enter- 
ed into the world, and death by sin; and 
so death passed upon all men, for that 
all have sinned : 

18 (For until the law sin was in the 
world: but sin is not imputed when 
there is no law. 

14 Nevertheless death reigned from 
Adam to Moses, even over them that had 
not sinned after the similitude of Adam’s 
transgression, who is the figure of him 
that was to come. 

15 But not as the offence, so also 7s the 
free gift: for if through the offence of 
one many be dead, much more the grace 
of God, and the gift by grace, which is by 
one man, Jesus Christ, hath abounded 
unto many. 

16 And not as τύ was by one that sinned, 
so 18 the gift: for the judgment was by 
one to condemnation, but the free gift 8 
of many offences unto justification. 

17 For if by one man’s offence death 
reigned by one ; much more they which 
receive abundance of grace and of the 
gift of righteousness shall reign in life 
by one, Jesus Christ.) 

18 Therefore, as by the offence of one 
judgment came upon all men to condemna- 
tion ; even so by the righteousness of one 
the free gift came upon all men unto justi- 
fication of life.

so that she is no adulteress, though she 
be married to another man. 

4 Wherefore, my brethren, ye also are 
become dead to the law by the body of 
Christ ; that ye should be married to an- 
other, even to him who is raised from the 
dead, that we should bring forth fruit 
unto God. 

5 For when we were in the flesh, the 
motions of sins, which were by the law, 
did work in our members to bring forth 
fruit unto death. 

6 But now we are delivered from the 
law, that being dead wherein we were 
held; that we should serve in newness 
of spirit, and not 7m the oldness of the 
letter. 

7 What shall we say then? Js the law 
sin? God forbid. Nay, I had not known 
sin, but by the law: for I had not known 
lust, except the law had said, Thou shalt 
not covet. 

8 But sin, taking occasion by the com- 
mandment, wrought in me all manner of 
concupiscence. For without the law 
sin was dead. 

9 For I was alive without the law once: 
but when the commandment came, sin 
revived, and I died. 

10 And the commandment, which was 
ordained to life, I found to be unto death. 

11 For sin, taking occasion by the com- 
mandment, deceived me, and by it slew 


me. 

12 Wherefore the law 28 holy, and the 
commandment holy, and just, and good. 

13 Was then that which is good made 
death unto me? God forbid. But sin, 
that it might appear sin, working death 
in me by that which is good; that sin 
by the commandment might become ex- 
ceeding sinful. 

14 For we know that the law is spirit- 
ual: but I am carnal, sold under sin. 

15 For that which I do, I allow not: 
for what I would, that do I not; but 
what I hate, that do I. 

16 If then I do that which I would not, 
I consent unto the law that τύ 8 good. 

17 Now then it is no more I that do it, 
but sin that dwelleth in me. 

18 For I know that in me (that is, in 
my flesh,) dwelleth no good thing: for 
to will is present with.me; but how to 
perform that which is good I find not. 

19 For the good that I would, I do not: 
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Death the wages of sin.

14 For sin shall not have dominion 
over you: for ye are not under the law, 
but under grace. 

15 What then? shall we sin, because 
we are not under the law, but under 
grace? God forbid. 

16 Know ye not, that to whom ye yield 
yourselves servants to obey, his servants 
ye are to whom ye obey ; whether of sin 
unto death, or of obedience unto right- 
- eousness ? 

17 But God be thanked, that ye were 
the servants of sin, but ye have obeyed 
from the heart that form of doctrine 
which was delivered you. 

18 Being then made free from sin, ye 
became the servants of righteousness. 

19 I speak after the manner of men be- 
cause of the infirmity of your flesh: for 
as ye have yielded your members sery- 
ants to uncleanness and to iniquity unto 
iniquity ; even so now yield your mem- 
bers servants to righteousness unto ho- 
liness. 

20 For when ye were the servants of 
sin, ye were free from righteousness. 

21 What fruit had ye then in those 
things whereof ye are now ashamed ? for 
the end of those things 7s death. 

22 But now being made free from sin, 
and become servants to God, ye have 
your fruit unto holiness, and the end 
everlasting life. 

23 For the wages of sin zs death; but 
the gift of God 7s eternal life through 
Jesus Christ our Lord. 


CHAPTER 7. 


1 No law hath power over a man longer than he 
liveth. 4 But we are dead to the law. % Yet is not 
the law sin, 12 but holy, just, good, 16 as I acknowl- 
edge, who am grieved because I cannot keep it. 


NOW ye not, brethren, (for I speak 

to them that know the law,) how 

that the law hath dominion over a man 
as long as he liveth ? 

2 For the woman which hath a husband 
is bound by the law to her husband so 
long as he liveth; but if the husband be 
dead, she is loosed from the law of her 
husband. 

8 So then if, while her husband liveth, 
she be married to another man, she shall 
be called an adulteress: but if her hus- 
band be dead, she 18 free from that law ;

Nowif any man have not 
the Spirit of Christ, he is none of his. 

10 And if Christ 06 in you, the body 8 
dead because of sin; but the Spirit zs 
life because of righteousness. 

11 But if the Spirit of him that raised 
up Jesus from the dead dwell in you, he 
that raised up Christ from the dead shall 
also quicken your mortal bodies by his 
Spirit that dwelleth in you. 

12 Therefore, brethren, we are debtors, 
not to the flesh, to live after the flesh. 

13 For if ye live after the flesh, ye shall 
die: but if ye through the Spirit do 
mortify the deeds of the body, ye shall 
live. 

14 For as many as are led by the Spirit 
of God, they are the sons of God. 

15 For ye have not received the spirit 
of bondage again to fear; but ye have 
received the Spirit of adoption, whereby 
we cry, Abba, Father. 

16 The Spirit itself beareth witness with 
our spirit, that we are the children of 
God: 

17 And if children, then heirs; heirs of _ 
God, and joint heirs with Christ; if so 
be that we suffer with him, that we may 
be also glorified together. 

18 For I reckon that the sufferings of 
this present time 076 not worthy to be 
compared with the glory which shall be 
revealed in us. 

19 For the earnest expectation of the 
creature waiteth for the manifestation of 
the sons of God. 

20 For the creature was made subject to 
vanity, not willingly, but by reason of 
him who hath subjected the same in hope; 

21 Because the creature itself also 
shall be delivered from the bondage of 
corruption into the glorious liberty of 
the children of God. 

22 For we.know that the whole creation 
groaneth and travaileth in pain together 
until now. 

23 And not only they, but ourselves also, 
which have the firstfruits of the Spirit, 
even we ourselves groan within ourselves, 
waiting for the adoption, fo wit, the re- 
demption of our body. 

24 For we are ו‎ by hope: but hope 
that is seen is not hope: for what a man 
seeth, why doth he yet hope for ? 

25 But if we hope for that we see not, 
then do we with patience wait for 7. 
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ROMANS, 8.

2 For the law of the Spirit of life in 
Christ Jesus hath made me free from the 
law of sin and death. 

3 For what the law could not do, in 
that it was weak through the flesh, God 
sending his own Son in the likeness of 
sinful flesh, and for sin, condemned sin 
in the flesh : 

4 That the righteousness of the law 
might be fulfilled in us, who walk not 
after the flesh, but after the Spirit. 

5 For they that are after the flesh do 
mind the things of the flesh; but they 
that are after the Spirit, the things of 
the Spirit. 

6 For to be carnally minded 78 death; 
but to be spiritually minded 7s life and 

ce. 

7 Because the carnal mind 7s enmity 

inst God: for it is not subject to the 
law of God, neither indeed can be. 

8 So then they that are in the flesh can- 
not please God. 

- 9 But ye are not in the flesh, but in the 
Spirit, if so be that the Spirit of God

8 That is, They which are the children 
of the flesh, these ae not the children of 
God : but the children of the promise are 
counted for the seed. 

9 For this 28 the word of promise, At 
this time will I come, and Sarah shall 
have a son. 

10 And not only this; but when Rebecca 
also had conceived by one, even by our 
father Isaac, 

11 (For the children being not yet born, 
neither having done any good or evil, 
that the purpose of God according to 
election might stand, not of works, but © 
of him that calleth ;) 

12 It was said unto her, The elder shall 
serve the younger. 

13 As it is written, Jacob have I loved, 
but Esau have I hated. 

14 What shall we say then? Js there 
unrighteousness with God? God forbid. 

15 For he saith to Moses, I will have 
mercy on whom I will have mercy, and 
I will have compassion on whom I will 
have compassion. 

16 So then ἐξ 28 not of him that willeth, 
nor of him that runneth, but of God that. 
sheweth mercy. 

17 For the Scripture saith unto Pharaoh, 
Even for this same purpose have I raised 
thee up, that I might shew my power in

26 Likewise the Spirit also helpeth our 
infirmities: for we know not what we 
should pray for as we ought: but the 
Spirit itself maketh intercession for us 
with groanings which cannot be uttered.

32 He that spared not his own Son, but 
delivered him up for us all, how shall 
he not with him also freely give us all 
things ? 

98 Who shall lay any thing to the 
charge of God’s elect? J¢ 7s God that 
justifieth. 

34 Who 08 he that condemneth? J¢ 8 
Christ that died, yea rather, that is risen 
again, who is even at the right hand of 
God, who also maketh intercession for us. 

35 Who shall separate us from the love 
of Christ ? shall tribulation, or distress, 
or persecution, or famine, or nakedness, 
or peril, or sword ? 

86 As it is written, For thy sake we are 
killed all the day long ; we are accounted 
as sheep for the slaughter. 

87 Nay, in all these things we are more 
than conquerors through him that loved 
us. 

38 For I am persuaded, that neither 
death, nor life, nor angels, nor principal- 
ities, nor powers, nor things present, nor 
things to come, 

39 Nor height, nor depth, nor any other 
creature, shall be able to separate us 
from the love of God, which is in Christ 
Jesus our Lord.

5 The Scripture sheweth the difference betwixt the 
righteousness of the law, and this of faith, 11 and 
that all, both Jew and Gentile, that believe, shall 
not be confounded, 18 and that the Gentiles shail 
receive the word and believe. 19 Israel was not 
ignorant of these things. 


i (arpa aah my heart’s desire and 
prayer to God for Israel is, that they 
might be saved. 

2 For I bear them record that they have 
a zeal of God, but not according to 
knowledge. 

3 For they, being ignorant of God’s 
righteousness, and going about to estab- 
lish their own righteousness, have not 
submitted themselves unto the righteous- 
ness of God. 

4 For Christ 7s the end of the law for 
righteousness to every one that believeth. 

5 For Moses describeth the righteous- 
ness which is of the law, That the man 
which doeth those things shall live by 
them. 

6 But the righteousness which is of faith 


speaketh on this wise, Say not in thine 


heart, Who shall ascend into heaven ? 
(that is, to bring Christ down from above :( 

7 Or, Who shall descend into the deep ? 
(that is, to bring up Christ again from 
the dead.) 

ὃ But what saith it? The word is nigh 
thee, even in thy mouth, and in thy heart : 
that is, the word of faith, which we 
preach ; 

9 That if thou shalt confess with thy 
mouth the Lord Jesus, and shalt believe 
in thine heart that God hath raised him 
from the dead, thou shalt be saved. 

10 For with the heart man believeth 
unto righteousness ; and with the mouth 
confession is made unto salvation. 

11 For the Scripture saith, Whosoever 
believeth on him shall not be ashamed. 

12 For there is no difference between 
the Jew and the Greek: for the same 
Lord over all is rich unto all that call 
upon him. 

18 For whosoever shall call upon the 
name of the Lord shall be saved. 

14 How then shall they call on him in 
whom they have not believed ? and how 
shall they believe - him of whom they

18 Therefore hath he mercy on whom 
he will have mercy, and whom he will he 
hardeneth. 

19 Thou wilt say then unto me, Why 
doth he yet find fault?

Shall the thing 
formed say to him that formed 26, Why 
hast thou made me thus ὃ 

21 Hath not the potter power over the 
clay, of the same lump to make one 
vessel unto honour, and another unto 
dishonour ? 

22 What if God, willing to shew his 
wrath, and to make his power known, 
endured with much longsuffering the 
vessels of wrath fitted to destruction : 

23 And that he might make known the 
riches of his glory on the vessels of mer- 
cy, which he had afore prepared unto 
glory, 

24 Even us, whom he hath called, not 
of the Jews only, but also of the Gentiles ? 

25 As he saith also in Osee, I will call 
them my people, which were not my 
people; and her beloved, which was not 
beloved. 

26 And it shall come to pass, that in the 
place where it was said unto them, Ye 
are not my people; there shall they be 
called the children of the living God. 

27 Esaias also crieth concerning Israel, 
Though the number of the children of 
Israel be as the sand of the sea, a rem- 
nant shall be saved : 

28 For he will finish the work, and cut 
zt short in righteousness: because a short 
work will the Lord make upon the earth. 

29 And as 1058188 said before, Except 
the Lord of Sabaoth had left us a seed, 
we had been as Sodoma, and been made 
like unto Gomorrah. 

30 What shall we say then? That the 
Gentiles, which followed not after right- 
eousness, have attained to righteousness, 
even the righteousness which is of faith. 

81 But Israel, which followed after the 
law of righteousness, hath not attained 
to the law of righteousness. 

32 Wherefore? Because they sought tt 
not by faith, but as it were by the works 
of the law. For they stumbled at that 
stumblingstone ; 
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The Gentiles cautioned 


that which he seeketh for; but the elec- 
tion hath obtained it, and the rest were =

8 (According as it is written, God hath | 
given them the spirit of slumber, eyes 
that they should not see, and ears that 
they should not hear;) unto this day.

15 For if the casting away of them be 
the reconciling of the world, what shall 
the receiving of them be, but life from the 
dead ? 

16 For if the firstfruit de holy, the lump 
ws also holy: and if the root be holy, so 
are the branches. 

17 And if some of the branches be bro- 
ken off, and thou, being a wild olive tree, 
wert graffed in among them, and with 
them partakest of the root and fatness of 
the olive tree ; 

18 Boast not against the branches. But 
if thou boast, thou bearest not the root, 
but the root thee. 

19 Thou wilt say then, The branches 
were broken off, that I might be graffed in. 

20 Well; because of unbelief they were 
broken off, and thou standest by faith. 
Be not highminded, but fear: 

21 For if God spared not the natural 
branches, take heed lest he also spare not 
thee. 

22 Behold therefore the goodness and 
severity of God: on them which fell, se- 
verity ; but toward thee, goodness, if thou 
continue in Ais goodness: otherwise thoy 
also shalt be cut off. ן‎

10 Be kindly affectioned one to another 
with brotherly love ; in honour preferring 
one another ; 

11 Not slothful in business; fervent in 
spirit; serving the Lord; - 

12 Rejoicing in hope; patient in tribu- 
lation ; continuing instant in prayer ; 

13 Distributing to the necessity of saints ; 
given to hospitality. 

14 Bless them which persecute you: 
bless, and curse not. 

15 Rejoice with them that do rejoice, 
and weep with them that weep. 

16 Be of the same mind one toward 
another. Mind not high things, but 
condescend to men of low estate. Be 
not wise in your own conceits. 

17 Recompense to no man evil for evil. 
Provide things honest in the sight of all 
men. 

18 If it be possible, as much as lieth in 
you, live peaceably with all men. 

19 Dearly beloved, avenge not your- 
selves, but rather give place unto wrath: 
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ROMANS, 12.

IM that is weak in the faith receive 
ye, but not to doubtful disputations. 

2 For one believeth that he may eat all 
things: another, who is weak, eateth 
herbs. 

8 Let not him that eateth despise him 
that eateth not; and let not him which 
eateth not judge him that eateth: for 
God hath received him. 

4 Who art thou that judgest another 
man’s servant? to his own master he 
standeth or falleth ; yea, he shall be hold- 
en up: for God is able to make him stand. 

5 One man esteemeth one day above 
another: another esteemeth every day 
alike. Let every man be fully persuaded 
in his own mind. 

6 He that regardeth the day, regardeth 
27 unto the Lord; and he that regardeth 
not the day, to the Lord he doth not re- 
gard it. He that eateth, eateth to the 
Lord, for he giveth God thanks; and he 
that eateth not, to the Lord he eateth not, 
and giveth God thanks. 

7 For none of us liveth to himself, and 
no man dieth to himself. 

8 For whether we live, we live unto the 
Lord ; and whether we die, we die unto 
the Lord: whether we live therefore, or 
die, we are the Lord’s. 

9 For to this end Christ both died, and 
rose, and revived, that he might be Lord 
both of the dead and living. 

10 But why dost thou judge thy broth- 
er? or why dost thou set at nought thy 
brother? for we shall all stand before 
the judgment seat of Christ.

ΕἾ every soul be subject unto the 
higher powers. For there is no 
power but of God: the powers that be 
are ordained of God. 

2 Whosoever therefore resisteth the 
power, resisteth the ordinance of God: 
and they that resist shall receive to them- 
selves damnation. 

3 For rulers are not a terror to good 
works, but to the evil. Wilt thou then 
not be afraid of the power ? do that which 
is good, and thou shalt have praise of the 
same : 

4 For he is the minister of God to thee 
for good. But if thou do that which is 
evil, be afraid; for he beareth not the 
‘sword in vain: for he is the minister of 
God, a revenger to evecute wrath upon 
him that doeth evil. 

5 Wherefore ye must needs be subject, 
not only for wrath, but also for con- 
science’ sake. 

6 For, for this cause pay ye tribute also: 
for they are God’s ministers, attending 
continually upon this very thing. 

7 Render therefore to all their dues: 
tribute to whom tribute 28 due; custom 
to whom custom; fear to whom fear; 
honour to whom honour. 

8 Owe no man any thing, but to love 
one another: for he that loveth another 
hath fulfilled the law. 

9 For this, Thou shalt not commit adul- 
tery, Thou shalt not kill, Thou shalt not 
steal, Thou shalt not bear false witness,

11 And that, knowing the time, that

14 And I myself also am persuaded of 
you, my brethren, that ye also are full of 
goodness, filled with all knowledge, able 
also to admonish one another. 

15 Nevertheless, brethren, I have written 
the more boldly unto you in some sort, 
as putting you in mind, because of the 
grace that is given to me of God, 

16 That I should be the minister of 
Jesus Christ to the Gentiles, ministering

keep company, if any man that is called a 
brother be a fornicator, or covetous, or an 
idolater, or a railer, or a drunkard, or an 
extortioner ; with such a one no not to eat. 

12 For what have I to do to judge them 
also that are without? do not ye judge 
them that are within ? 

13 But them that are without God judg- 
eth. Therefore put away from among 
yourselves that wicked person. 


CHAPTER 6.

11 Even unto this present hour we 
both hunger, and thirst, and are naked, 
and are buffeted, and have no certain 
dwellingplace ; 

12 And labour, working with our own 
hands: being reviled, we bless; being 
persecuted, we suffer it: 

13 Being defamed, we entreat: we are 
made as the filth of the world, and. are 
the offscouring of all things unto this day. 

14 I write not these things to shame 
you, but as my beloved sons I warn you. 

15 For though ye have ten thousand 
instructors in Christ, yet have ye not 
many fathers: for in Christ Jesus I have 
begotten you through the gospel. 

16 Wherefore I beseech you, be ye 
followers of me. 

17 For this cause have I sent unto you 
Timotheus, who is my beloved son, and 
faithful in the Lord, who shall bring you 
into remembrance of my ways which be 
in Christ, as I teach every where in 
every church. 

18 Now some are puffed up, as though 
I would not come to you. 

19 But I will come to you shortly, if the 
Lord will, and will know, not the speech 
_of them which are puffed up, but the 
power. 

20 For the kingdom of God 08 not in 
word, but in power. 

21 What will ye? shall I come unto you 
with a rod, or in love, and én the spirit 
of meekness ? 


CHAPTER 5. 


1 The incestuous person 6 is cause rather of shame 
unto them, than of rejoicing. ἡ The old leaven is 
to be purged out. 10 Heinous offenders are to be 
shunned and avoided.

17 But he that is joined unto the Lord 
is one spirit. 

18 Flee fornication. Every sin that a 
man doeth is without the body; but 
he that committeth fornication sinneth 
against his own body. 

19 What! know ye not that your body 
is the temple of the Holy Ghost which 28 
in you, which ye have of God, and ye 
are not your own? 

20 For ye are bought with a price: 
therefore glorify God in your body, and 
in your spirit, which are God’s. 


CHAPTER 7. 


2 He treaieth of marriage, 4 shewing tt to be a rem- 
edy against fornication: 10 and that the bond 
thereof ought not lightly to be dissolved. 18, 20 
Every man must be content with his vocation.

OW concerning the things whereof 
ye wrote unto me: /¢ 08 good for a 
man not to touch a woman. 

2 Nevertheless, to avoid fornication, let 
every man have his own wife, and let 
every woman have her own husband. 

3 Let the husband render unto the wife 
due benevolence: and likewise also the 
wife unto the husband. 


= 4 The wife hath not power of her own 


body, but the husband: and likewise 
also the husband hath not power of his 
own body, but the wife. 

5 Defraud ye not one the other, ex- 
cept 2% be with consent for a time, that 
ye may give yourselves to fasting and 
prayer; and come together again. that 
Satan tempt you not for your inconti- 
nency. 

6 But I speak this by permission, and 
not of commandment. 

7 For I would that all men were even 
as I myself. But every man hath his 
proper gift of God, one after this manner, 
and another after that. 

8 I say therefore to the unmarried and 
widows, It is good for them if they abide 
even as 1. 

9 But if they cannot contain, let them 
marry : for it is better to marry than to 
burn. 

10 And unto the married I command, 
yet not I, but the Lord, Let not the wife 
depart from her husband : 

11 But and if she depart, let her remain 
unmarried, or be reconciled to her hus-

2 Do ye not know that the saints shall 
judge the world ? and if the world shall 
be judged by you, are ye unworthy to 
judge the smallest matters? 

3 Know ye not that we shall judge an- 
gels? how much more things that per- 
tain to this life ? 

4 If then ye have judgments of things 
pertaining to this life, set them to judge 
who are least esteemed in the church. 

5 I speak to your shame. Is it so, that 
there is not a wise man among you? no, 
not one that shall be able to judge be- 
tween his brethren ? 

6 But brother goeth to law with brother, 
and that before the unbelievers. 

7 Now therefore there is utterly a fault 
among you, because ye go to law one 
_ with another.’ Why do ye not rather 
take wrong? Why do ye not rather 
suffer yourselves to be defrauded ? 

8 Nay, ye do wrong, and defraud, and 
that your brethren. 

9 Know ye not that the unrighteous 
Shall not inherit the kingdom of God ? 
Be not deceived: neither fornicators, 
nor idolaters, nor adulterers, nor effem- 
inate, nor abusers of themselves with 
mankind, 

10 Nor thieves, nor covetous, nor drunk- 
ards, nor revilers, nor extortioners, shall 
inherit the kingdom of God. 

11 And such were some of you: but ye 
are washed, but ye are sanctified, but ye 
are justified in the name of the Lord 
Jesus, and by the Spirit of our God. 

12 All things are lawful unto me, but 
all things are not expedient: all things 
are lawful for me, but I will not be 
brought under the power of any. 

13 Meats for the belly, and the belly for 
meats: but God shall destroy both it and 
them. Now the body 28 not for fornica- 
tion, but for the Lord; and the Lord for 
the body. 

14 And God hath both raised up the 
Lord, and will also raise up us by his 
own power. 

15 Know ye not that your bodies are 
the members of Christ? shall I then 
take the members of Christ, and make 
them the members of a harlot? God 
forbid. 

16 What! know ye not that he which 
is joined to a harlot is one body? for 
two, saith he, et be one flesh.

Art thou loosed from 
a wife? seek not a wife. 

28 But and if thou marry, thou hast not 
sinned ; and if a virgin marry, she hath 
not sinned. Nevertheless such shall 
have trouble in the flesh: but I spare

29 But this I say, brethren, the time 7s 
short: it remaineth, that both they that 
have wives be as though they had none; 

30 And they that weep, as though they 
wept not; and they that rejoice, as 
though they rejoiced not; and they that 
buy, as though they possessed not ; 

31 And they that use this world, as not 
abusing ἐξ: for the fashion of this world 
passeth away. 

32 But I would have you without care- 
fulness. He that is unmarried careth for 


| the things that belong to the Lord, how 


he may please the Lord: 

88 But he that is married careth for the 
things that are of the world, how he 
may please fis wife. 

34 There is difference also between a 
wife and a virgin. The unmarried wo- 
man careth for the things of the Lord, 
that she may be holy both in body and 
in spirit: but she that is married careth 
for the things of the world, how she may 
please er husband. 

35 And this I speak for your own profit ; 
not that I may cast a snare upon you, 
but for that which is comely, and that 
ye may attend upon the Lord without 
distraction. 

36 But if any man think that he behav- 
eth himself uncomely toward his virgin, 
if she pass the flower of her age, and 
need so require, let him do what he will, 
he sinneth not: let them marry. 

37 Nevertheless he that standeth stead- 
fast in his heart, having no necessity, but 
hath power over his own will, and hath 
so decreed in his heart that he will keep 
his virgin, doeth well. 

38 So then he that giveth her in mar-- 
riage doeth well; but he that giveth her 
not in marriage doeth better. 

39 The wife is bound by the law as long 
as her husband liveth ; but if her husband 
be dead, she is at liberty to be married to 
whom she will ; only in the Lord. 

40 But she is happier if she so abide, 
after my judgment: and I think also 
that I have the Spirit of God.

12 But to the rest speak I, not the 
Lord: If any brother hath a wife that 
believeth not, and she be pleased to 
dwell with him, let him not put her 
away.

17 But as God hath distributed to every 
man, as the Lord hath called every one, 
so let him walk. And so ordain 1 in all 
churches. 

18 Is any man called being circumcis- 
ed ? let him not become uncircumcised. 
Is any called in uncircumcision ? let him 
not be circumcised. 

19 Circumcision is nothing, and uncir- 
cumcision is nothing, but the keeping of 
the commandments of God. 

20 Let every man abide in the same 
calling wherein he was called. 

21 Art thou called being a servant? 
care not for it: but if thou mayest be 
made free, use 7¢ rather. 

22 For he that is called in the Lord, 
being a servant, is the Lord’s freeman: 
likewise also he that is called, being free, 
is Christ’s servant. 

23 Ye are bought with a price; be not 
ye the servants of men. 

24 Brethren, let every man, wherein he 
is called, therein abide with God. 

25 Now concerning virgins I have no 
commandment of the Lord: yet I give 
my judgment, as one that hath obtained 
mercy of the Lord to be faithful. 

26 I suppose therefore that this is good 
for the present distress, J say, that τέ 8 
good for a man so to be. 

27 Art thou bound unto a wife? seek

pate I not an apostle? am I not free? 
have I not seen Jesus Christ our 
Lord ? are not ye my work in the Lord ? 

2 If I be not an apostle unto others, 
yet doubtless I am to you: for the seal 
of mine apostleship are ye in the Lord. 

3 Mine answer to them that do examine 
me is this: 

4 Have we not power to eat and to 
drink ? 

5 Have we not power to lead about a 
sister, a wife, as well as other apostles, 
and as the brethren of the Lord, and 
Cephas ? 

6 Or I only and Barnabas, have not we 
power to forbear working ? 

7 Who goeth a warfare any time at his 
own charges? who planteth a vineyard, 
and eateth not of the fruit thereof? or 
who feedeth a flock, and eateth not of 
the milk of the flock ? 

8 Say 1 these things as a man? or saith 
not the law the same also ? 

9 For it is written in the law of Moses, 
Thou shalt not muzzle the mouth of the 
ox that treadeth out the corn. Doth God 
take care for oxen ? 

10 Or saith he 20 altogether for our 
sakes? For our sakes, no doubt, this is 
written: that he that plougheth should 
plough in hope; and that he that thresh- 
eth in hope should be partaker of his 
hope. 

11 If we have sown unto you spiritual 
things, 78 7¢ a great thing if we shall reap 
your carnal things ? 

12 If others be partakers 01 thzs power 
over you, are not we rather? Neverthe- 
less we have not used this power; but 
suffer all things, lest we should hinder 
the gospel of Christ. 

18 Do ye not know that they which 
minister about holy things live of the 
things of the temple? and they which 
wait at the altar are partakers with the 
altar ? 

14 Even so hath the Lord ordained that 
they which preach the gospel should live 
of the gospel. 

15 But I have used none of these things: 
neither have I written these things, that 
it should be so done unto me: for ἐξ were 
better for me to die, than that any man 
should make my glorying void. 

16 For though I preach the gospel, I 
have nothing to glory of: for necessity 
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I. CORINTHIANS, 9. 


Abstinence from meats. 


CHAPTER 8. 


1 To abstain from meats offered to idols. 8, 9 We 
must not abuse our Christian liberty, to the offence 
of our brethren: 11 but must bridle our knowledge 
with charity. 


ΤῊΝ as touching things offered unto 
idols, we know that we all have 
knowledge. Knowledge puffeth up, but 
charity edifieth. 

2 And if any man think that he know- 
eth any thing, he knoweth nothing yet 
as he ought to know. 

3 But if any man love God, the same is 
known of him. 

4 As concerning therefore the eating of 
those things that are offered in sacrifice 
unto idols, we know that an idol zs noth- 
ing in the world, and that there is none 
other God but one. 

5 For though there be that are called 
gods, whether in heaven or in earth, (as 
there be gods many, and lords many,) 

6 But to us there is but one God, the 
Father, of whom are all things, and we 
in him; and one Lord Jesus Christ, by 
whom are all things, and we by him. 

7 Howbeit there 28 not in every man that 
knowledge: for some with conscience of 
the idol unto this hour eat 02 as a thing 


offered unto an idol; and their conscience. 


being weak is defiled. 

8 But meat commendeth us not to God: 
for neither, if we eat, are we the better; 
neither, if we eat not, are we the worse. 

9 But take heed lest by any means this 
liberty of yours become a stumblingblock 
to them that are weak. 

10 For if any man see thee which hast 
knowledge sit at meat in the idol’s tem- 
ple, shall not the conscience of him which 
is weak be emboldened to eat those things 
. which are offered to idols; 

11 And through thy knowledge shall 
the weak brother perish, for whom Christ 
died ? 

12 But when ye sin so against the 
brethren, and wound their weak con- 
science, ye sin against Christ. 

13 Wherefore, if meat make my brother 
to offend, I will eat no flesh while the 
world standeth, lest I make my brother 
to offend. 


CHAPTER 9. 


1 He sheweth his liberty, 7 and that the minister 
ought to live by the gospel < 15 yet that himself hath 
of his own accord abstained, 18 to be either charge- 
able unto them, 22 or offensive unto any, in matters 
indifferent. 24 Our life is like unio a race. 


Christians must 


4 And did all drink the same spiritual 
drink ; for they drank of that spiritual 
Rock that followed them : and that Rock 
was Christ. 

5 But with many of them God was not 
well pleased: for they were overthrown 
in the wilderness. 

6 Now these things were our examples, 
to the intent we should not lust after 
evil things, as they also lusted. 

7 Neither be ye idolaters, as were some 
of them ; as it is written, The people sat 
ie to eat and drink, and rose up to 
pla 

8 Neither let us commit fornication, as 
some of them committed, and fell in one 
day three and twenty thousand. 

9 Neither let us tempt Christ, as some 
of them also tempted, and were de- 
stroyed of serpents, 

10 Neither murmur ye, as some of 
them also murmured, and were de- 
stroyed of the destroyer. 

11 Now all these things happened unto 
them for ensamples: and they are writ- 
ten for our admonition, upon whom the 
ends of the world are come. 

12 Wherefore let him that thinketh he 
standeth take heed lest he fall. 

13 There hath no temptation taken you 
but such as iscommon to man: but God 
7s faithful, who will not suffer you to be 
tempted above that ye are able; but will 
with the temptation also make a way to 
escape, that ye may be able to bear 77. 

14 Wherefore, my dearly beloved, flee 
from idolatry. 

15 I speak as to wise men; judge ye 
what I say. 

16 The cup of blessing which we bless, 
is it not the communion of the blood of 
Christ ? The bread which we break, is it 
not the communion of the body of Christ ? 

17 For we being many are one bread, 
and one body: for we are all partakers 
of that one bread. 

18 Behold Israel after the flesh: are not 
they which eat of the sacrifices partakers 
of the altar ? 

19 What say I then? that the idol is 
any thing, or that which is offered in 
sacrifice to idols is any thing? 

20 But J say, that the things which the 
Gentiles sacrifice, they sacrifice to devils, 
and not to God: and I would not that 
ye should have fellowship with devils. 


I. CORINTHIANS, 10.

is laid upon me; yea, woe is unto me, if 
I preach not the gospel | 

17 For if I do this thing willingly, I 
have a reward: but if against my will, a 
dispensation of the gospel is committed 
unto me. 

18 What is my reward then? Verily 
that, when I preach the gospel, I may 
make the gospel of Christ without charge, 
that I abuse not my power in the gospel. 

19 For though I be free from all men, 
yet have I made myself servant unto all, 
that I might gain the more. 

20 And unto the Jews I became as a 
Jew, that I might gain the Jews; to them 
that are under the law, as under the law, 
that I might gain them that are under 
the law ; 

21 To them that are without law, as 
without law, (being not without law to 
God, but under the law to Christ,) that 
I might gain them that are without law. 

22 To the weak became I as weak, that 
I might gain the weak: I am made all 
things to all men, that I might by all 
means save some. 

23 And this I do for the gospel’s sake, 
that I might be partaker thereof with 
you. 

24 Know ye not that they which run in 
a race run all, but one receiveth the 
prize? So run, that ye may obtain. 

25 And every man that striveth for the 
mastery is temperate in all things. Now 
they do zt to obtain a corruptible crown ; 
but we an incorruptible. 

26 I therefore so run, notas uncertainly ; 
so fight I, not as one that beateth the 
air : 

27 גו‎ keep under my body, and bring 
zt into subjection : lest that by any means, 
when I have preached to others, I my- 
self should be a castaway.

4 Every man praying or prephesying, 
having fis head covered, dishonoureth 
his head. 

5 But every woman that prayeth or 
prophesieth with her head uncovered 
dishonoureth her head: for that is even 
all one as if she were shaven. 

6 For if the woman be not covered, let 
her also be shorn: but if it be a shame 
for a woman to be shorn or shaven, let 
her be covered. 

7 For a man indeed ought not to cover 
his head, forasmuch as he is the image 
and glory of God: but the woman is the 
glory of the man. 

8 For the man is not of the woman; 
but the woman of the man. 

9 Neither was the man created for the 
woman; but the woman for the man. 

10 For this cause ought the woman to 
have power on “er head because of the 
angels. 

11 Nevertheless neither is the man 
without the woman, neither the woman 
without the man, in the Lord. 

12 For as the woman 28 of the man, 
even so 78 the man also by the woman ; 
but all things of God. 

13 Judge in yourselves: is it comely 
that a woman pray unto God uncovered ? 

14 Doth not even nature itself teach 
you, that, if a man have long hair, it is 
a shame unto him ? 

15 But if a woman have long hair, it is 
a glory to her: for her hair is given her

16 But if any man seem to be conten- 
tious, we have no such custom, neither 
the churches of God. 

17 Now in this that I declare wnto you 
I praise you not, that ye come together 
not for the better, but for the worse. 

18 For first of all, when ye come to- 
gether in the church, I hear that there 
be divisions among you; and 1 partly 
believe it. 

19 For there must be also heresies 
among you, that they which are ap. 
proved may be made manifest among 
you. 

20 When ye come together therefore 
into one place, 7208 is not to eat the 
Lord’s supper. 

21 For in eating every one taketh be- 
fore other his own supper: and one is 
hungry, and another is drunken.

29 Conscience, I say, not thine own, 
but of the other: for why is my liberty 
judged of another man’s conscience ? 

30 For if I by grace be a partaker, why 
am I evil spoken of for that for which I 
give thanks? 

81 Whether therefore ye eat, or drink, 
or whatsoever ye do, do all to the glory 
of God. 

32 Give none offence, neither to the 
Jews, nor to the Gentiles, nor to the 
church of God: 

99 Even as I please all men in all things, 
not seeking mine own profit, but the 
profit of many, that they may be saved. 


CHAPTER 11. 


1 He reproveth them, because in holy assemblies 4 
their men prayed with their heads covered, and 6 
women with their heads uncovered, 1% and because 
generally their meetings were not for the better but 
Jor the worse, as 21 namely in profaning with their 


own feasts the Lord’s supper. 23 Lastly, he calleth 


them to the first institution thereof. 

BE ye followers of me, even as I also 
am of Christ. 

2 Now I praise you, brethren, that ye 
remember me in all things, and keep the 
ordinances, as 1 delivered them to you. 

3 But I would have you know, that the 
head of every man is Christ; and the 
head 01 the woman 7s the man; and the 
head of Christ 7s God.

2 Ye know that ye were Gentiles, car- 
ried away unto these dumb idols, even 
as ye were led. 

8 Wherefore I give you to understand, 
that no man speaking by the Spirit of 
God calleth Jesus accursed: and that no 
man can say that Jesus is the. Lord, but 
by the Holy Ghost. 

4 Now there are diversities of gifts, but 
the same Spirit. 

5 And there are differences of adminis- 
trations, but the same Lord. 

6 And there are diversities of opera- 
tions, but it is the same God which 
worketh all in all. 

7 But the manifestation of the Spirit, is 
given to every man to profit withal. 

8 For to one is given by the Spirit the 
word of wisdom; to another the word 
of knowledge by the same Spirit ; 

9 To another faith by the same Spirit ; 
to another the gifts of healing by the 
same Spirit ; 

10 To another the working of miracles ; 
to another prophecy ; to another discern- 
ing of spirits; to another divers kinds of 
tongues ; to another the interpretation of 
tongues : 

11 But all these worketh that one and 
the selfsame Spirit, dividing to every 
man severally as he will. 

12 For as the body is one, and hath 
many members, and all the members of 
that one body, being many, are one body: 
so also 7s Christ. 

13 For by one Spirit are we all baptized 
into one body, whether we be Jews or 
Gentiles, whether we be bond or free; 
and have been all made to drink into 
one Spirit. 

14 For the body is not one member, but 
many. 

15 If the foot shall say, Because I am 
not the hand, I am not of the body; is it 
therefore not of the body ? 

16 And if the ear shall say, Because I 
am not the eye, I am not of the body; is 
it therefore not of the body ? 

17 If the whole body were an eye, where 
were the hearing? If the whole were 
hearing, where were the smelling ? 

18 But now hath God set the members 
every one of them in the body, as it hath 
pleased him. 

19 And if they were all one member, 
where were the body? 


I. CORINTHIANS, 12. 


Of the Lord’s swpper. 


22 What! have ye not houses to eat and 
to drink in? or despise ye the church 
of God, and shame them that have not ? 
What shall I say to you? shall I praise 
you in this? I praise yow not. 

23 For I have received of the Lord that 
which also I delivered unto you, That 
the Lord Jesus, the same night in which 
he was betrayed, took bread : 

24 And when he had given thanks, he 
brake zt, and said, Take, eat; this is my 
body, which is broken for you: this do 
in remembrance of me. 

25 After the same manner also he took 
the cup, when he had supped, saying, 
This cup is the new testament in my 
blood: this do ye, as oft as ye drink 7, 
in remembrance of me. 

26 For as often as ye eat this bread, 
and drink this cup, ye do shew the 
Lord’s death till he come. 

27 Wherefore whosoever shall eat this 
bread, and drink this cup of the Lord, 
unworthily, shall be guilty of the body 
and blood of the Lord. 

28 But let a man examine himself, and 
so let him eat of that bread, and drink 
of that cup. 

29 For he that eateth and drinketh un- 
worthily, eateth and drinketh damna-

14 For if I pray in an unknown tongue, 
my spirit prayeth, but my understanding 
is unfruitful. 

15 What is it then? I will pray with 
the spirit, and I will pray with the un- 
derstanding also: I will sing with the 
spirit, and I will sing with the under- 
standing also.

20 Brethren, be not children in un- 
derstanding: howbeit in malice be ye 
children, but in understanding be men.

6 Sufficient to such a man 7s this pun- 
ishment, which was inflicted of many. 

7 So that contrariwise ye ought rather 
to forgive him, and comfort him, lest 
perhaps such a one should be swallowed 
up with overmuch sorrow. 

8 Wherefore I beseech you that ye 
would confirm your love toward him. 

9 For to this end also did I write, that I 
might know the proof of you, whether 
ye be obedient in all things. 

10 To whom ye forgive any thing, I 
forgive also: for if I forgave any thing, 
to whom 1 forgave 26, for your sakes for- 
gave I tt in the person of Christ ; 

11 Lest Satan should get an advantage 
of us: for we are not ignorant of his 
devices. β 

12 Furthermore, when I came 50 8 
to preach Christ’s gospel, and a door was 
opened unto me of the Lord, 

13 I had no rest in my spirit, because I 
found not Titus my brother; but taking 
my leave of them, I went from thence 
into Macedonia.

12 For our rejoicing is this, the testi- 
mony of our conscience, that in sim- 
plicity and godly sincerity, not with 
fleshly wisdom, but by the grace of 
God, we have had our conversation in 
the world, and more abundantly to you- 
ward. 

13 For we write none other things unto 
you, than what ye read or acknowledge ; 
and I trust ye shall acknowledge even to 
the end ; 

14 As also ye have acknowledged us in 
part, that we are your rejoicing, even as 
ye also are ours in the day of the Lord 
Jesus. 

15 And in this confidence I was minded 
to come unto you before, that ye might 
have a second benefit ; 

16 And to pass by you into Macedonia, 
and to come again out of Macedonia 
unto you, and of you to be brought on 
my way toward Judea.

1 He declareth how he hath wsed all sincerity and 
Jaithful diligence in preaching the gospel, ἴ and 
how the troubles and persecutions which he daily 
endured for the same did redound to the praise of 
God’s power, 12 to the benefit of the church, 16 and 
to the aposile’s own eternal giory. 


HEREFORE, seeing we have this 
ministry, as we have received mer- 
cy, we faint not ; 

2 But have renounced the hidden things 
of dishonesty, not walking in craftiness, 
nor handling the word of God deceit- 
fully ; but, by manifestation of the truth, 
commending ourselves to every man’s 
conscience in the sight of God. 

3 But if our gospel be hid, it is hid to 
them that are lost: 

4 In whom the god of this world hath 
blinded the minds of them which believe 
not, lest the light of the glorious gospel 
of Christ, who is the image of God, 
should shine unto them. 

5 For we preach not ourselves, but 
Christ Jesus the Lord; and ourselves 
your servants for Jesus’ sake. 

6 For God, who commanded the lighs 
to shine out of darkness, hath shined in 
our hearts, to give the light of the knowl- 
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14 Now thanks de unto God, which al- 
ways causeth us to triumph in Christ, and 
maketh manifest the savour of his know]l- 
edge by us in every place. 

15 For we are unto God a sweet savour 
of Christ, in them that are saved, and in 
them that perish : 

16 To the one we are the savour of death 
unto death; and to the other the savour 
of life unto life. And who 089 
for these things ? 

17 For we are not as many, which cor- 
rupt the word of God : but as of sincerity, 
but as of God, in the sight of God speak 
we in Christ. 


CHAPTER 3. 


1 Lest their false teachers should charge him with 
vainglory, he sheweth the faith and graces af the 
Corinthians to be a sufficient commendation of his 
minisiry. 6 Whereupon entering a comparison 
between the ministers of the law and of the gospel, 
12 he proveth that his ministry is so far the more 
excellent, as the gospel of life and liberty is more 
glorious than the law of condemnation. 


[)9 we begin again to commend our- 
selves? or need we, as some others, 
epistles 01 commendation to you, or Jet- 
ters of commendation from you? 

2 Ye are our epistle written in our 
hearts, known and read of all men: 

3 Forasmuch as ye are manifestly de- 
clared to be the epistle of Christ minis- 
tered by us, written not with ink, but 
with the Spirit of the living God ; not in 
tables of stone, but in fleshly tables of 
the heart. 

4 And such trust have we through 
Christ to God-ward : 

5 Not that we are sufficient of ourselves 
to think any thing as of ourselves; but 
our sufficiency zs of God ; 

6 Who also hath made us able minis- 
ters of the new testament; not of the 
letter, but of the spirit: for the letter 
killeth, but the spirit giveth life. 

7 But if the ministration of death, 
written and engraven in stones, was glo- 
rious, so that the children of Israel could 
not steadfastly behold the face of Moses 
for the glory of his countenance; which 
glory was to be done away ; 

8 How shall not the ministration of th 
spirit be rather glorious ? 

9 For if the ministration of condem- 


nation 26 glory, much more doth the 


ministration of righteousness exceed in 


glory. 
10 For even that which was made glori- 


immortal glory. 


siring to be clothed upon with our house 
which is from heaven: 

3 If so be that being clothed we shall 
not be found naked. 

4 For we that are in this tabernacle do 
groan, being burdened: not for that we 
would be unclothed, but clothed upon, 
that mortality might be swallowed up 
of life. 

5 Now he that hath wrought us for 
the selfsame thing 7s God, who also 
hath given unto us the earnest of the 
Spirit. 

6 Therefore we are always confident, 
knowing that, whilst we are at home 
in the body, we are absent from the 
Lord: 

7 (For we walk by faith, not by sight :) 

8 We are confident, 7 say, and willing 
rather to be absent from the body, and 
to be present with the Lord. 

9 Wherefore we labour, that, whether 
present or absent, we may be accepted 
of him. : 

10 For we must all appear before the 
judgment seat of Christ; that every one 
may receive the things done in his body, 
according to that he hath done, whether 
it be good or bad. 

11 Knowing therefore the terror of the 
Lord, we persuade men ; but we are made 
manifest unto God; and I trust also are 
made manifest in your consciences. 

12 For we commend not ourselves again 
unto you, but give you occasion to glory 
on our behalf, that ye may have some- 
what to answer them which glory in 
appearance, and not in heart. 

13 For whether we be beside ourselves, 
at 18 to God: or whether we be sober, 7 
28 for your cause. 

14 For the love of Christ constraineth 
us; because we thus judge, that if one 
died for all, then were all dead: 

15 And that he died for all, that they 
which live should not henceforth live 
unto themselves, but unto him which 
died for them, and rose again. 

16 Wherefore henceforth know we no 
man after the flesh: yea, though we have 
known Christ after the flesh, yet now 
heaceforth know we fim no more. 

17 Therefore if any man 06 in Christ, he 
28 a new creature: old things are passed 
away; behold, all things are become

edge of the glory of God in the face of 
Jesus Christ. 

7 But we have this treasure in earthen 
vessels, that the excellency of the power 
may be of God, and not of us. 

8 We are troubled on every side, yet not 
distressed ; we wre perplexed, but not in 
despair ; . 

9 Persecuted, but not forsaken; cast 
down, but not destroyed ; 

10 Always bearing about in the body 
the dying of the Lord Jesus, that the life 
also of Jesus might be made manifest in 
our body. 

11 For we which live are alway deliver- 
ed unto death for Jesus’ sake, that the 
life also of Jesus might be made manifest 
in our mortal flesh. 

12 So then death worketh in us, but life 
in you. 

13 We having the same spirit of faith, 
according as it is written, I believed, and 
therefore have I spoken ; we also believe, 
and therefore speak ; 

14 Knowing that he which raised up the 
Lord Jesus shall raise up us also by 
Jesus, and shall present ws with you. 

15 For all things are for your sakes, 
that the abundant grace might through 
the thanksgiving of many redound to 
the glory of God. 

16 For which cause we faint not; but 
though our outward man perish, yet the 
inward man is renewed day by day. 

17 For our light affliction, which is 
but for a moment, worketh for us a far 
more exceeding and eternal weight of 

lory ; 

18 While we look not at the things 
which are seen, but at the things which 
are not seen: for the things which are 
seen are temporal; but the things which 
are not seen are cternal. 


CHAPTER 5. 


1 That in his assured hope of immortal glory, 9 and 
in expectance of it, and of the general judgment, 
he laboureth to keep a good conscience, 12 not that 
he may herein boast of. himself, 14 but as one that, 
having received life from Christ, endeavoureth to 
live as a new creature to Christ only, 18 and by his 
minisiry of reconciliation to reconcile others also 
in Christ to God. 


Hoek we know that, if our earthly 
house of this tabernacle were dis- 
solved, we have a building of God, a 
house not made with hands, eternal in 
the heavens. 


2 For in this we groan, earnestly de-| new. 
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Exhortation to holiness. 


11 O ye Corinthians, our mouth is open 
unto you, our heart is enlarged. 

12 Ye are not straitened in us, but ye 
are straitened in your own bowels. 

18 Now for a recompense in the same, 
(I speak as unto my children,) be ye also 
enlarged. 

14 Be ye not unequally yoked together 
with unbelievers: for what fellowship 
hath righteousness with unrighteous- 
ness ? and what communion hath light 
with darkness ? 

15 And what concord hath Christ with 
Belial? or what part hath he that be- 
lieveth with an infidel ? 

16 And what agreement hath the temple 
of God with idols? for ye are the temple 
of the living God; as God hath said, I 
will dwell in them, and walk in them; 
and I will be their God, and they shall 
be my people. 

17 Wherefore come out from among 
them, and be ye separate, saith the 
Lord, and touch not the unclean thing 
and I will receive you, 

18 And will be a Father unto you, and 
ye shall be my sons and daughters, saith 
the Lord Almighty. 


CHAPTER 7. 


1 He proceedeth in exhorting them to purity of life, 
2 and to bear him like affection as he doth to them. 
3 Whereofs lest he might seem to doubt, he declareth 
what comfort he took in his afflictions, by the report 
which Titus gave of their godly sorrow, which his 
Sormer episile had wrought in them, 13° and of 
their lovingkindness and obedience towards Titus, 
answerable to his former boastings of them. 


AVING therefore these promises, 
dearly beloved, let us cleanse our- 
selves from all filthiness of the flesh and 
pe perfecting holiness in the fear of 
od. 
2 Receive us; we have wronged no 
man, we have corrupted no man, we 
have defrauded no man. 
8 I speak not this to condemn you: for 
I have said before, that ye are in our 


v 


hearts to die and live with you. 


4 Great 7s my boldness of speech to- 
ward you, great 7s my glorying of you: 
I am filled with comfort, I am exceeding 
joyful in all our tribulation. 

5 For, when we were come into Mace- 
donia, our flesh had no rest, but we were 
troubled on every side; without were 
fightings, within were fears. 

6 Nevertheless God, that comforteth

18 And all things are of God, who hath 
reconciled us to himself by Jesus Christ, 
and hath given to us the ministry of 
reconciliation ; 

19 To wit, that God was in Christ, rec- 
onciling the world unto himself, not 
imputing their trespasses ‘unto them ; 
and hath committed unto us the word 
of reconciliation. 

20 Now then we are. ambassadors for 


Christ, as though God did beseech you 


by us: we pray you in Christ’s stead, be 
ye reconciled to God. 

21 For he hath made him 00 06 sin 
for us, who knew no sin; that we might 
be made the righteousness of God in him. 


CHAPTER 6. 


1 That he hath approved himself a faithful minister 
of Christ, both by his exhortations, 3 and by integ- 
rity of life, 4 and by patient enduring ali kinds of 
affliction and disgraces for the gospel. 10 Of which 
he speaketh the more boldly amongst them, because 
his heari is open to them, 13 and he expecteth the 
like affection from them again, 14 exhorting to jiee 
the society and pollutions of idolaters, as being 
themselves temples of the living God. 


E then, as workers together with 
him, beseech you also that ye re- 

ceive not the grace of God in vain. 
2 (For he saith, I have heard thee in a 


time accepted, and in the day of salva- 


tion have I succoured thee: behold, now 
28 the accepted time ; behold, now 28 the 
day of salvation.) 

8 Giving no offence in any thing, that 
the ministry be not blamed : 

4 But in all things approving ourselves 
as the ministers of God, in much pa- 
tience, in afflictions, in necessities, in 
distresses, 

5 In stripes, in imprisonments, in tu- 
mults, in labours, in watchings, in fast- 
ings ; 

6 By pureness, by knowledge, by long- 
suffering, by kindness, by the Holy 
Ghost, by love unfeigned, 

7 By the word of truth, by the power 
of God, by the armour of righteous- 
ness on the right hand and on the left, 

8 By honour and dishonour, by evil 
report and good report: as deceivers, 
and yet true; 

9 As unknown, and yet well known; as 
dying, and, behold, we live ; as chastened, 
and not killed; ὁ 

10 As sorrowful, yet alway rejoicing ; as 
poor, yet making many rich; as having 
nothing, and yet possessing all things,

thereby ; 16 commending to them the integrity and 
willingness of Titus, and those other brethren, who 
upon his request, exhortation, and commendation, 
were purposely come to them for this business, 


| == brethren, we do you to 
IVE wit of the grace of God bestowed 
on the churches of Macedonia ; 

2 How that in a great trial of affliction, 
the abundance of their joy and their deep 
poverty abounded unto the riches of their 
liberality. 

3 For to their power, I bear record, 
yea, and beyond their power they were 
willing of themselves ; 

4 Praying us with much entreaty that 
we would receive the gift, and take upon 
us the fellowship of the ministering to 
the saints. 

5 And this they did, not as we hoped, 
but first gave their own selves to the 
Lord, and unto us by the will of God. 

6 Insomuch that we desired Titus, that 
as he had begun, so he would also finish 
in you the same grace also. 

7 Therefore, as ye abound in every thing, 
én faith, and utterance, and knowledge, 
and zn all diligence, and im your love 
to us, 866 that ye abound in this grace | 
also. 

8 I speak not by commandment, but by 
occasion of the forwardness of others, 
and to prove the sincerity of your love. 

9 For ye know the grace of our Lord 
Jesus Christ, that, though he was rich, 
yet for your sakes he became poor, that 
ye through his poverty might be rich. 

10 And herein I give my advice: for 
this is expedient for you, who have 
begun before, not only to do, but also 
to be forward a year ago. 

11 Now therefore perform the doing of 
it, that as there was a readiness to will, 
so there may be a performance also out 
of that which ye have. 

12 For 11 there be first a willing mind, 7¢ 
28 accepted according to that a man hath, 
and not according to that he hath not. 

18 For Z mean not that other men be 
eased, and ye burdened: 

14 But by an equality, that now at this 
time your abundance may be a supply 
for their want, that their abundance also 
may be ὦ supply for your want; that 
there may be equality: 

15 As it is written, He that had gathered 
much had nothing over ; and he that had 
gathered little had no lack.

those that are cast down, comforted us 
by the coming of Titus; 

7 And not by his coming only, but by 
the consolation wherewith he was com- 
forted in you, when he told us your ear- 
nest desire, your mourning, your fervent 
mind toward me; so that I rejoiced the 
more. 

8 For though I made you sorry with a 
letter, I do not repent, though I did re- 
pent: for I perceive that the same epistle 
hath made you sorry, though 22 were but 
for a season. 

9 Now I rejoice, not that ye were made 
sorry, but that ye sorrowed to repent- 
ance: for ye were made sorry after a 
godly manner, that ye might receive 
damage by us in nothing. 

10 For godly sorrow worketh repent- 
ance to salvation not to be repented of : 
but the sorrow of the world worketh 
death. 

11 For behold this selfsame thing, that 

e sorrowed after a godly sort, what 
carefulness it wrought in you, yea, what 
clearing of yourselves, yea, what indig- 
nation, yea, what fear, yea, what vehe- 
ment desire, yea, what zeal, yea, what 
revenge! In all things ye have approved 
yourselves to be clear in this matter. 

12 Wherefore, though I wrote unto 
you, J did ἐξ not for his cause that had 
done the wrong, nor for his cause that 
suffered wrong, but that our care for 
you in the sight of God might appear 
unto you. 

13 Therefore we were comforted in your 
comfort: yea, and exceedingly the more 
joyed we for the joy of Titus, because 
his spirit was refreshed by you all. 

14 For if I have boasted any thing to 
him of you, I am not ashamed; but as 
we spake all things to you in truth, even 
so our boasting, which 1 made before 
Titus, is found a truth. 

15 And his inward affection is more 
abundant toward you, whilst he remem- 
bereth the obedience of you all, how with 
fear and trembling ye received him. 

16 I rejoice therefore that I have confi- 
dence in you in all things. 


CHAPTER 8. 


1 He stirreth them up to a liberal contribution for the 
ἼΜΕΝ saints at Jerusalem, by the example of the 
acedonians, % by commendation of their former 
Jorwardness, 9 by the example of Christ, 14 and by 
the spiritual projit that shall redound to themselves 
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cern LO a.

exhort the brethren, that they would go 
before unto you, and make up beforehand 
your bounty, whereof ye had notice be- 
fore, that the same might be ready, as ὦ 
matter of bounty, and not as of covetous- 
ness. 

6 But this 7 say, He which soweth spar- 
ingly shall reap also sparingly ; and he 
which soweth bountifully shall reap also 
bountifully. 

7 Every man according as he purposeth 
in his heart, so let him give; not grudg- 
ingly, or of necessity: for God loveth a 
cheerful giver. 

8 And God 7s able to make all grace 
abound toward you; that ye, always 
having all sufficiency in all things, may 
abound to every good work: 

9 (As it is written, He hath dispersed 
abroad ; he hath given to the poor: his 
righteousness remaineth for ever. 

10 Now he that ministereth seed to the 
sower both minister bread for your food, 
and multiply your seed sown, and in- 
crease the fruits of your righteousness :) 

11 Being enriched in every thing to all 
bountifulness, which causeth through us 
thanksgiving to God. 

12 For the administration of this service 
not only supplieth the want of the saints, 
but is abundant also by many thanks- 
givings unto God; 

18 While by the experiment of this 
ministration they glorify God for your 
professed subjection unto the gospel of 
Christ, and for your liberal distribution 
unto them, and unto all men ; 

14 And by their prayer for you, which 
long after you for the exceeding grace of 


God in you. 
15 Thanks be unto God for his unspeak- 
able gift. 
CHAPTER 10. 


Against the false apostles, who disgraced the weak- 
ness Of his person and bodily presence, he setieth 
out the spiritual might and authority, with which 
he is armed against all adversary powers, % as- 
suring them that at his coming he will be found as 
mighty in word, as hets now in writing beng ab- 
sent, 12 and withal taxing them for reaching out 
themselves beyond their compass, and vaunting 
themselves into other men’s labours. 


Ni I Paul myself beseech you by 
the meekness and gentleness of 
Christ, who in presence am base among 
you, but being absent am bold toward 


you: 
2 But I beseech aap I may not be 
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II. CORINTHIANS, 10. 


the Macedonians. 


16 But thanks de to God, which put the 
same earnest care into the heart of Titus 
for you. 

17 For indeed he accepted the exhorta- 
tion; but being more forward, of his 
own accord he went unto you. 

18 And we have sent with him the 
brother, whose praise 08 in the gospel 
throughout all the churches ; 

19 And not that only, but who was.also 
chosen of the churches to travel with us 
with this grace, which is administered 
by us to the glory of the same Lord, and 
declaration of your ready mind : 

20 Avoiding this, that no man should 
blame us in this abundance which is 
administered by us: 

21 Providing for honest things, not only 
in the sight of the Lord, but also in the 
sight of men. 

22 And we have sent with them our 
brother, whom we have oftentimes prov- 
ed diligent in many things, but now 
much more diligent, upon the great con- 
fidence which J have in you. 

23 Whether any do inquire of Titus, he 
78 my partner and fellow helper concern- 
ing you: or our brethren 06 inquired of, 
they are the messengers of the churches, 
and the glory of Christ. 

24 Wherefore shew ye to them, and be- 
fore the churches, the proof of your love, 
and of our boasting on your behalf. 


CHAPTER 9. 


1 He yieldeth the reason why, though he knew their 
orwardness, yet he sent Titus and his breihren 
eforehand. 6 And he proceedeth in stirring them 

up to a bountiful alms, as being but a kind of sow- 
ing of seed, 10 which shall return a great increase 
to them, 18 and occasion a great sacrifice of 
thanksgivings unto God. = 


ΠΝ as touching the ministering to 
the saints, it is superfluous for me 
to write to you: 

2 For I know the forwardness of your 
mind, for which 1 boast of you to them 
of Macedonia, that Achaia was ready a 
year ago; and your zeal hath provoked 
very many. 

3 Yet have I sent the brethren, lest our 
boasting of you should be in vain in this 
behalf ; that, as I said, ye may be ready: 

4 Lest haply if they of Macedonia come 
with me, and find you unprepared, we 
(that we say not, ye) should be ashamed 
in this same confident boasting. 

5 Therefore I thought it necessary to 
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16 To preach the gospel in the regions 
beyond you, and not to boast in another 
man’s line of things made ready to our 
hand. 

17 But he that glorieth, let him glory 
in the Lord. 

18 For not he that commendeth him- 
self is approved, but whom the Lord 
commendeth. 


CHAPTER 11. 


1 Out of hisjealousy over the Corinthians, who seemed 
to make more account of the false apostles than of 
him, he entereth into a forced commendation of 
himself, 5 of his equality with the chief apostles, 1 
of his preaching the gospelto them freely, and with- 
out any their charge, 13 shewing that he was not 
inferior to those deceitful workersin any legal pre- 
rogative, 23 and in the service of Christ, and in all 
kind of sufferings for his ministry, far superior. 


Ἄγ 5:0 to God ye could bear with. 
me a little in my folly : and indeed 
bear with me. 

2 For I am jealous over you with godly 
jealousy: for I have espoused you to one 
husband, that I may present you as a 
chaste virgin to Christ. 

3 But I fear, lest by any means, as the 
serpent beguiled Eve through his subtil- 
ty, so your minds should be corrupted 
from the simplicity that is in Christ. 

4 For if he that cometh preacheth an- 
other Jesus, whom we have not preached, 
or ¢f ye receive another spirit, which ye 
have not received, or another gospel, 
which ye have not accepted, ye might 
well bear with him. 

5 For I suppose I was not a whit be- 
hind the very chiefest apostles. 

6 But though J be rude in speech, yet 
not in knowledge; but we have been _ 
thoroughly made manifest among you 
in all things. ; 

7 Have I committed an offence in abas- 
ing myself that ye might be exalted, be- 
cause I have preached to you the gospel 
of God freely ? 

8 I robbed other churches, taking wages 
of them, to do you service. 

9 And when I was present with you, 
and wanted, I was chargeable to no man: | 
for that which was lacking to me the 
brethren which came from Macedonia 
supplied: and in all things I have kept 
myself from being burdensome unto you, 
and so will I keep myself. 

10 As the truth of Christ is in me, no 
man shall stop me of this boasting in 
the regions of Achaia. 


II. CORINTHIANS, 11. 


Paul’s spiritual power. 


bold when I am present with that confi- 
dence, wherewith I think to be bold 
against some, which think of us as if we 
walked according to the flesh. 

3 For though we walk in the flesh, we 
do not war after the flesh: 

4 (For the weapons of our warfare are 
not carnal, but mighty through God to 
the pulling down of strong holds ;) 

5 Casting down imaginations, and every 
high thing that exalteth itself against the 
knowledge of God, and bringing into 
captivity every thought to the obedience 
of Christ ; 

6 And having in a readiness to revenge 
all disobedience, when your obedience is 
fulfilled. 

7 Do ye look on things after the out- 
ward appearance? If any man trust to 
himself that he is Christ’s, let him of 
himself think this again, that, as he 8 
Christ’s, even so are we Christ’s. 

8 For though I should boast somewhat 
more of our authority, which the Lord 
hath given us for edification, and not for 
your destruction, I should not be asham- 
ed: 

9 That I may not seem as if I would 
terrify you by letters. 

10 For his letters, say they, are weighty 
and powerful; but zs bodily presence 7s 
weak, and his speech contemptible. 

11 Let such a one think this, that, such 
as we are in word by letters when we are 
absent, such 0001 we be also in deed when 
we are present. 

12 For we dare not make ourselves of 
the number, or compare ourselves with 
some that commend themselves: but 
they, measuring themselves by them- 
selves, and comparing themselves among 
themselves, are not wise. 

13 But we will not boast of things with- 
out owr measure, but according to the 
measure of the rule which God hath dis- 
tributed to us, a measure to reach even 
unto you. 

14 For we stretch not ourselves beyond 
our measure, as though we reached not 
unto you; for we are come as far as to you 
also in preaching the gospel of Christ: 

15 Not boasting of things without our 
measure, that 28, of other men’s labours; 
but having hope, when your faith is in- 
creased, that we shall be enlarged by you 
according to our ee ו‎ 
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Pauls revelations. 


28 Beside those things that are withcut, 
that which cometh upon me daily, the 
care of all the churches. 

29 Who is weak, and I am not weak? 
who is offended, and I burn not ? 

30 If I must needs glory, I will glory of 
the things which concern mine infirmi- 
ties. 

31 The God and Father of our Lord 
Jesus Christ, which is blessed for ever- 
more, knoweth that I lie not. 

32 In Damascus the governor under 
Aretas the king kept the city of the 
Damascenes with a garrison, desirous to 
apprehend me: 

33 And through a window in a basket 
was I let down by the wall, and escaped 
his hands. 

CHAPTER 12. 


1 For commending of his apostleship, though he 
might glory of his wonderful revelations, 9 yet he 
rather chooseth to glory of his infirmities, 11 biam- 
ing them for forcing him to this vain boasting. 
14 He promiseth to come to them again: but yet 
altogether in the affection of a father, 0 
he feareth he shail to his grief find many offenders, 
and public disorders there. 

T is not expedient for me doubtless to 

1 glory. I will come to visions and 

revelations of the Lord. 

2 I knew a man in Christ above four- 
teen years ago, (whether in the body, I 
cannot tell; or whether out of the body, 
I cannot tell: God knoweth;) such a 
one caught up to the third heaven. 

3 And I knew such a man, (whether in 
the body, or out of the body, I cannot 
tell: God knoweth ;) 

4 How that he was caught up into 
paradise, and heard unspeakable words, 
which it is not lawful for a man to utter. 

5 Of such a one will I glory: yet of 
myself I will not glory, but in mine in- 
firmities. 

6 For though I would desire to glory, 
I shall not be a fool ; for I will say the 
truth: but now I forbear, lest any man 
should think of me above that which he 
seeth me 20 be, or that he heareth of me. 

7 And lest 1 should be exalted above 
measure through the abundance of the 
revelations, there was given to me a 
thorn in the flesh, the messenger of Satan 
to buffet me, lest I should be exalted 
above measure. - 

8 For this thing I besought the Lord 
thrice, that it might depart from me.

21 I speak as concerning reproach, as 
though we had been weak. Howbeit, 
whereinsoever any is bold, (I speak 
foolishly,) I am bold also. 

22 Are they Hebrews? so am I. Are 
they Israelites? so am I. Are they the 
seed of Abraham? so am I. 

28 Are they ministers of Christ? (I 
speak as a fool,) I am more; in labours 
more abundant, in stripes above meas- 
ure, in prisons more frequent, in deaths

2 I told you before, and foretell you, as 
if I were present, the second time; and 
being absent now I write to them which 
heretofore have sinned, and to all other, 
that, if I come again, I will not spare: 

3 Since ye seek a proof of Christ speak- 
ing in me, which to you-ward is not 
weak, but is mighty in you. 

4 For though he was crucified through 
weakness, yet he liveth by the power of 
God. For we also are weak in him, but 
we shall live with him by the power of 
God toward you. 

5 Examine yourselves, whether ye be in 
the faith; prove your own selves. Know 
ye not your own selves, how that Jesus 
Christ is in you, except ye be reprobates? 

6 But I trust that ye shall know that 
we are not reprobates. 

7 Now I pray to God that ye do no evil; 
not that we should appear approved, but 
that ye should do that which is honest, 
though we be as reprobates. 

8 For we can do nothing against the 
truth, but for the truth. 

9 For we are glad, when we are weak, 
and ye are strong: and this also we wish, 
even your perfection. 

10 Therefore I write these things being 
absent, lest being present I should use 
sharpness, according to the power which 
the Lord hath given me to edification, 
and not to destruction. 

11 Finally, brethren, farewell. Be per- 
fect, be of good comfort, be of one mind, 
live in peace; and the God of love and 
peace shall be with you. 

12 Greet one another with a holy kiss. 

13 All the saints salute you.

13 For what is it wherein ye were infe- 
rior to other churches, except 20 be that I 
myself was not burdensome to you ? for- 
give me this wrong. 

14 Behold, the third time I am ready to 
come to you; and I will not be burden- 
some to you: for I seek not yours, but 
you: for the children ought not to lay 
up for the parents, but the parents for 
the children. 

15 And I will very gladly spend and be 
spent for you; though the more abun- 
dantly I love you, the less I be loved. 

16 But be it so, I did not burden you: 
nevertheless, being crafty, I caught you 
with guile. 

17 Did I make a gain of you by any of 
them whom 1 sent unto you? 

18 I desired Titus, and with him I sent 
a brother. Did Titus make a gain of 
you? walked we not in the same spirit ? 
walked we not in the same steps ? 

19 Again, think ye that we excuse our- 
selves unto you? we speak before God 
in Christ: but we do all things, dearly 
beloved, for your edifying. 

20 For I fear, lest, when I come, I shall 
not find you such as I would, and that 
I shall be found unto you such as ye 
would not: lest there be debates, envy- 
ings, wraths, strifes, backbitings, whis- 
perings, swellings, tumults: 

21 And lest, when I come again, my 
God will humble me among you, and 
that I shall bewail many which have 
sinned already, and have not repented of 
the uncleanness and fornication and las- 
civiousness which ne have committed. 
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tion, being more exceedingly zealous of 
the traditions of my fathers. 

15 But when it pleased God, who sepa- 
rated me from my mother’s womb, and 
called me by his grace,

might preach him among the heathen;

23 But they had heard only, That he 
which persecuted us in times past now 
preacheth the faith which once he de- 
stroyed.

17 But if, while we seek to be justified 
by Christ, we ourselves also are found 
sinners, 7s therefore Christ the minister

18 For if I build again the things 
which I destroyed, I make myself a 
transgressor. 

19 For I through the law am dead to 
the law, that I might live unto God. 

20 I am crucified with Christ: never- 
theless I live; yet not I, but Christ 
liveth in me: and the life which I now 
live in the flesh I live by the faith of 
the Son of God, who loved me, and 
gave himself for me. 

21 I do not frustrate the grace of God : 
for if righteousness come by the law, then 
Christ is dead in vain.

4 Have ye suffered so many 
vain ? if 7¢ be yet in vain. 

5 He therefore that ministereth to you 
the Spirit, and worketh miracles among 
you, doeth he tt by the works of the law, 
or by the hearing of faith ? 

6 Even as Abraham believed God, and 
it was accounted to him for righteous- 
ness. 

7 Know ye therefore that they which 
are of faith, the same are the children of 
Abraham. 

8 And the Scripture, foreseeing that 
God would justify the heathen through 
faith, preached before the gospel unto 
Abraham, saying, In thee shall all nations 
be blessed. 

9 So then they which be of faith are 
blessed with faithful Abraham. 

10 For as many as are of the works of 
the law are under the curse: for it is 
written, Cursed 7s every one that contin-

ly to spy out our liberty which we have 
in Christ Jesus, that they might bring us 
into bondage :

6 But of those who seemed to be some- 
what, whatsoever they were, it maketh 
no matter to me: God accepteth no man’s 
person : for they who seemed to be some- 
what in conference added nothing to me: 

7 But contrariwise, when they saw 
that the gospel of the uncircumcision 
was committed unto me, as the gospel of 
the circumcision zas unto Peter ; 

8 (For he that wrought effectually in 
Peter to the apostleship of the circumcis- 
ion, the same was mighty in me toward 
the Gentiles ;) 

9 And when James, Cephas, and John, 
who seemed to be pillars, perceived the 
grace that was given unto me, they gave 
to me and Barnabas the right hands of 
fellowship ; that .we should go unto. the 
heathen, and they unto the circumcision. 

10 Only they would that we should re- 
member the poor; the same which I 
also was forward to do. 

11 But when Peter was come to Anti- 
och, I withstood him to the face, be- 
cause he was to be blamed. 

12 For before that certain came from 
James, he did eat with the Gentiles: but 
when they were come, he withdrew and 
separated himself, fearing them which 
were of the circumcision. 

13 And the other Jews dissembled like- 
wise with him; insomuch that Barnabas 
also was carried away with their dis- 
simulation. 

14 But when I saw that they walked 
not uprightly according to the truth of 
the gospel, I said unto Peter before them 
all, If thou, being a Jew, livest after the 
manner of Gentiles, and not as do the 
Jews, why compellest thou the Gentiles 
to live as do the Jews? 

15 We who are Jews by nature, and not 
sinners of the Gentiles, 

16 Knowing that a man is not justified 
by the works of the law, but by the faith 
of Jesus Christ, even we have believed in 
Jesus Christ, that we might be justified 
by the faith of Christ, and not by the 
works of the law: for by the works of 
the law shall no flesh be justified.

9 But now, after that ye have known 
God, or rather are known of God, how 
turn ye again to the weak and beggarly 
elements, whereunto ye desire again to 
be in bondage ? 

10 Ye observe days, and months, and 
times, and years. 

11 I am afraid of you, lest I have be- 
stowed upon you labour in vain. 

12 Brethren, I beseech you, be asI am ; 
for I am as ye are: ye have not injured 
me at all.

6 That the Gentiles should be fellow 
heirs, and of the same body, and partak- 
ers of his promise in Christ by the gospel : 

7 Whereof I was made a minister, ac- 
cording to the gift of the grace of God 
given unto me by the effectual working 
of his power. 

8 Unto me, who am less than the least 
of all saints, is this grace given, that I 
should preach among the Gentiles the 
unsearchable riches of Christ ; 

9 And to make all men see what zs the 
fellowship of the mystery, which from 
the beginning of the world hath been hid 
in God, who created all things by Jesus 
Christ : 

10 To the intent that now unto the 
principalities and powers in heavenly 
places might be known by the church 
the manifold wisdom of God, 

11 According to the eternal purpose 
which he purposed in Christ Jesus our 
Lord :

19 Who being past feeling have given 
themselves over unto lasciviousness, to 
work all uncleanness with greediness. 

20 But ye have not so learned Christ ; 

21 If so be that ye have heard him, and 
have been taught by him, as the truth is 
in Jesus: 

22 That ye put off concerning the for- 
mer conversation the old man, which 
is corrupt according to the deceitful 
lusts ; 

23 And be renewed in the spirit of your | 
mind ; 

24 And that ye put on the new man, 
which after God is created in righteous:

7 But unto every one of us is given 
grace according to the measure of the 
gift of Christ. 

8 Wherefore he saith, When he ascend- 
ed up on high, he led captivity captive, 
and gave gifts unto men. 
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wives and husbands. 


9 (For the fruit of the Spirit zs in all 
goodness and righteousness and truth ;( 
10 Proving what is acceptable unto the 
Lord. 

11 And have no fellowship with the 
unfruitful works of darkness, but rather 
reprove them. 

12 For it is a shame even to speak of 
those things which are done of them in 
secret. 

13 But all things that are reproved are 
made manifest by the light: for whatso- 
ever doth make manifest is light. 

14 Wherefore he saith, Awake thou 
that sleepest, and arise from the dead, 
and Christ shall give thee light. 

15 See then that ye walk circumspectly, 
not as fools, but as wise, 

16 Redeeming the time, because the 
days are evil.

22 Wives, submit yourselves unto your 
own husbands, as unto the Lord. 

23 For the husband is the head of the 
wife, even as Christ is the head of the 
church: and he is the Saviour of the 
body. 

24 Therefore as the church is subject 
unto Christ, so de¢ the wives 06 to their 
own husbands in every thing. 

25 Husbands, love your wives, even as 
Christ also loved the church, and gave 
himself for it; 

26 That he might sanctify and cleanse 
it with the washing of water by the 
word, 

27 That he might present it to himself 
a glorious church, not having spot, or 
wrinkle, or any such thing; but that it 
should be holy and without blemish. 

28 So ought men to love their wives as 
their own bodies. He that loveth his 
wife loveth himself.

1 He warneth them to beware of the false teachers 
of the circumcision, 4 shewing that himself hath 
greater cause than they to trust in the righteous- 
ness of the law : i which notwithstanding he count- 
eth as dung and loss, to gain Christ and his right- 
ecousness, 12 therein acknowledging his own imper- 
Section. 15 He exhorteth them to be thus minded, 
17 and to imitate him, 18 and to decline the ways 
of carnal Christians.

5 Circumcised the eighth day, of the 
stock of Israel, of the tribe of Benjamin, 
a Hebrew of the Hebrews; as touching 
the law, a Pharisee ; 

6 Concerning zeal, persecuting the 
church; touching the righteousness 
which is in the law, blameless. 

7 But what things were gain to me, 
those I counted loss for Christ. 

8 Yea doubtless, and I count all things 
but loss for the excellency of the knowl- 
edge of Christ Jesus my Lord: for whom 
I have sufferea the loss of all things, and 
do count them διέ dung, that 1 may win 
Christ, 

9 And be found in him, not having mine 
own righteousness, which is of the law, 
but that which is through the faith of 
Christ, the righteousness which is of 
God by faith: 

10 That I may know him, and the pow- 
er of his resurrection, and the fellowship 
of his sufferings, being made conform- 
able unto his death;

2 But even after that we had suffered 
before, and were shamefully entreated, 
as ye know, at Philippi, we were bold in 
our God to speak unto you the gospel of 
God with much contention. 

3 For our exhortation was not of deceit, 
nor of uncleanness, nor in guile: 

4 But as we were allowed of God to be 
put in trust with the gospel, even so we 
speak; not as pleasing men, but God, 
which trieth our hearts. 

5 For neither at any time used we flat- 
tering words, as ye know, nor a cloak of 
covetousness ; God 28 witness: 

6 Nor of men sought we glory, neither 
of you, nor yet of others, when we might 
have been burdensome, as the apostles 
of Christ.

8 So being affectionately desirous of 
you, we were willing to have imparted 
unto you, not the gospel of God only, 
but also our own souls, because ye were 
dear unto us. 

9 For ye remember, brethren, our labour 
and travail : for labouring night and day, = 
because we would not be chargeable unto 
any of you, we preached unto you the 
gospel of God. 

10 Ye are witnesses, and God also, how 
holily and justly and unblameably we be- 
haved ourselves among you that believe: 

11 As ye know how we exhorted and ~ 
comforted and charged every one of you, 
as a father doth his children, \ 

19 That ye would walk worthy of God, 
who hath called you unto his kingdom 
and glory.

7 For God hath not called us unto un- 
cleanness, but unto holiness. 

8 He therefore that despiseth, despiseth 
not man, but God, who hath also given 
unto us his Holy Spirit. 

9 But as touching brotherly love ye need 
not that I write unto you: for ye your

19 For what is our hope, or joy, or 
crown of rejoicing? Are not even ye in 
the presence of our Lord Jesus Christ at 


his coming ? 
20 For ye are our glory and joy. 
CHAPTER 3. 
1 Saint Paul :061 his great love to the Thessa- 
lonians, partly sending Timothy unio them to 
strengthen and ort them: parily by rejoicing 


in their well doing : τὸ and parily by praying for 
and desiring a safe coming unio them. 


47 HEREFORE when we could no 
longer forbear, we thought it good 
to be left at Athens alone;

13 And to esteem them very highly in 
love for their work’s sake. And be at 
peace among yourselves. 

14 Now we exhort you, brethren, warn 
them that are unruly, comfort the feeble- 
minded, support the weak, be patient to- 
ward all men. 

15 See that none render evil for evil 
unto any man; but ever follow that 
which is good, both among yourselves, 
and to all men. 

16 Rejoice evermore. 

17 Pray without ceasing. 

18 In every thing give thanks: for this. 


is the will of God in Christ Jesus con- . 


cerning you. 

19 Quench not the Spirit. 

20 Despise not prophesyings. 

21 Prove all things; hold fast that 
which is good. 

22 Abstain from all appearance of evil. 

23 And the very God of peace sanctify 
you wholly ; and J pray God your whole 
spirit and soul and body be preserved 
blameless unto the coming of our Lord 
Jesus Christ. 

24 Faithful zs he that calleth you, who 
also will do τύ. 

25 Brethren, pray for us. 

26 Greet all the brethren with a holy kiss 

27 I charge you by the Lord, that this 
epistle be read unto all the holy brethren.

4 Who opposeth and exalteth himself 
above all that is called God, or that is 
worshipped ; so that he as God sitteth in 
the temple of God, shewing himself that 
he is God. 

5 Remember ye not, that, when I was 
yet with you, I told you these things ?

7 For the mystery of iniquity doth 
already work: only he who now letteth 
will let, until he be taken out of the 


way. 

8 And then shall that Wicked be re- 
vealed, whom the Lord shall consume 
with the spirit of his mouth, and shall 
destroy with the brightness of his 
coming : 

9 Hven him, whose coming is after the 
working of Satan with all power and 
signs and lying wonders, 

10 And with all deceivableness of un- 
righteousness in them that perish; be- 
cause they received not the love of the 
truth, that they might be saved.

3 We are bound to thank God always 
for you, brethren, as it is meet, because 
that your faith groweth exceedingly, and 
the charity of every one of you all to- 
ward each other aboundeth ; 

4 So that we ourselves glory in you in 
the churches of God, for your patience 
and faith in all your persecutions and 
tribulations that ye endure: 

5 Which is a manifest token of the 
righteous judgment of God, that ye may 
be counted worthy of the kingdom of 
God, for which ye also suffer: 

6 Seeing ἠέ 18 a righteous thing with 

God to recompense tribulation to them 
that trouble you; 
.7 And to you who are troubled rest 
with us, when the Lord Jesus shall be 
revealed from heaven with his mighty 
angels, 

8 In flaming fire taking vengeance on 
them that know not God, and that obey 
not the gospel of our Lord Jesus Christ : 

9 Who shall be punished with everlast- 
ing destruction from the presence of the 
Lord, and from the glory of his power ; 

10 When he shall come to be glorified 
in his saints, and to be admired in all 
them that believe (because our testimony 
among you was believed) in that day. 

11 Wherefore also we pray always for 
you, that our God would count you wor- 
thy of 22/8 calling, and fulfil all the good 
pleasure of Azs goodness, and the work 
of faith with power:

tan, that they may learn not to blas-.

CHAPTER 2. 


1 That it is meet to pray and give thanks for all men, 
and the reason why. 9 How women should be at- 
tired. 12 They are not permitied to teach. 15 They 
Shall be saved, notwithstanding the testimonies of 
Gods wrath, in childbirth, if they continue in faith. 


EXHORT therefore, that, first of all, 

supplications, prayers, intercessions, 
and giving of thanks, be made for all 
men ; 

2 For kings, and jor all that are in au- 
thority ; that we may lead a quiet and 
peaceable life in all godliness and hon- 
esty. 

3 For this 7s good and acceptable in the 
sight of God our Saviour ; 

4 Who will have all men to be saved, 
and to come unto the knowledge of the 
truth. 

5 For there 08 one God, and one medi- 
ator- between God and men, the man 
Christ Jesus ; 

6 Who gave himself a ransom for all, 
to be testified in due time. 

7 Whereunto I am ordained a preacher, 
and an apostle, (I speak the truth in 
Christ, and lie not,) a teacher of the Gen- 
tiles in faith and verity. 

8 I will therefore that men pray every 
where, lifting up holy hands, without 
wrath and doubting. 

9 In like manner also, that women 
adorn themselves in modest apparel, 
with shamefacedness and sobriety; not 
with braided hair, or gold, or pearls, or 
costly array ; 

10 But (which becometh women pro- 
fessing godliness) with good works. 

11 Let the woman learn in silence with 
all subjection. 

12 But I suffer not a woman to teach, 
nor to usurp authority over the man, 
but to be in silence. 

13 For Adam was first formed, then Eve. 

14 And Adam was not deceived, but 
the woman being deceived was in the 
transgression.

Ephesus, when I went into Macedonia, 
that thou mightest charge some that 
they teach no other doctrine, 

A Neither give heed to fables and endless 
genealogies, which minister questions, 
rather than godly edifying which is in 
faith: so do. 

5 Now the end of the commandment is 
charity out of a pure heart, and of a good 
conscience, and of faith unfeigned : 

6 From which some having swerved 
have turned aside unto vain jangling ; 

_ 7 Desiring to be teachers of the law; 
understanding neither what they say, 
nor whereof they atfiirm. 

8 But we know that the law 7s good, if 
a man use it lawfully ; 

9 Knowing this, that the law is not 
made for a righteous man, but for the 
lawless and disobedient, for the ungodly 
and for sinners, for unholy and profane, 
for murderers of fathers and murderers 
of mothers, for manslayers, = 

10 For whoremongers, for them that 
defile themselves with mankind, for 
menstealers, for liars, for perjured per- 
sons, and if there be any other thing 
that is contrary to sound doctrine; 

11 According to the glorious gospel of 
the blessed God, which was committed 
to my trust. 

12 And I thank Christ Jesus our Lord, 
who hath enabled me, for that he count- 
ed me faithful, putting me into the min- 
istry ; 

13 Who was before a blasphemer, and 
a persecutor, and injurious: but I ob- 
tained mercy, because I did τύ ignorantly 
in unbelief. 

14 And the grace of our Lord was ex- 
ceeding abundant with faith and love 
which is in Christ Jesus. 

15 This ἐδ 8 faithful saying, and worthy 
of all acceptation, that Christ Jesus came 
into the world to save sinners; of whom 
1 am chief. 

16 Howbeit for this cause I obtained 
mercy, that in me first Jesus Christ 
might shew forth all longsuffering, for a 
pattern to them which should hereafter 
believe on him to life everlasting.

NO the Spirit speaketh expressly, 
that in the latter times some shall 
depart from the faith, giving heed to se- 
ducing spirits, and doctrines of devils; | 

2 Speaking lies in hypocrisy; having 
their conscience seared with a hot 
iron; 

8 Forbidding to marry, and command- 
ing to abstain from meats, which God 
hath created to be received with thanks- 
giving of them which believe and know 
the truth. 

4 For every creature of God 7s good, and 
nothing to be refused, if it be received 
with thanksgiving : 

5 For it is sanctified by the word of 
God and prayer. 

6 If thou put the brethren in remem- 
brance of these things, thou shalt be a 
good minister of Jesus Christ, nourished 
up in the words of faith and of good doc- 
trine, whereunto thou hast attained. 

7 But refuse profane and old wives’ 
fables, and exercise thyself rather unto 
godliness. 

8 For bodily exercise profiteth little: 
but godliness is profitable unto all things, 
having promise of the life that now is, 
and of that which is to come. 

9 This zs a faithful saying, and worthy 
of all acceptation. 

10 For therefore we both labour and 
suffer reproach, because we trust in the 
living God, who is the Saviour of all 
men, specially of those that believe. 

11 These things command and teach. 

12 Let no man despise thy youth; but 
be thou an example of the believers, in 
word, in conversation, in charity, in 
spirit, in faitb, in purity. 

13 Till I come, give attendance to read- 
ing, to exhortation, to doctrine. 

14 Neglect not the gift that isin thee, 
which was given thee by prophecy, with 
the laying on of the hands of the presby- 
tery. 

15 Meditate upon these things ; give thy-

CHAPTER 3. 


2 How bishops, and deacons, and their wives should 
be qualified, 14 and to what end Saint Paul wrote 
to Timothy of these things. 15 Of the church, and 
the blessed truth therein taught and professed. 


HIS 7s 8 true saying, If a man desire 
the office of a bishop, he desireth a 
good work. 

2 A bishop then must be blameless, the 
husband of one wife, vigilant, sober, of 
good behaviour, given to hospitality, 
apt to, teach ; 

9 Not given to wine, no striker, not 
greedy of filthy lucre; but patient, not a 
brawler, not covetous ; 

4 One that ruleth well his own house, 
having his children in subjection with 
all gravity ; 

5 (For if a man know not how to rule 
his own house, how shall he take care of 
the church of God ?) 

6 Not a novice, lest being lifted up 
with pride he fall into the condemnation 
of the devil. 

7 Moreover he must have a good report 
of them which are without; lest he fall 
into reproach and the snare of the devil. 

8 Likewise must the deacons be grave, 
not double-tongued, not given to much 
wine, not greedy of filthy 10016 ; 

9 Holding the mystery of the faith ina 
pure conscience. 

10 And let these also first be proved ; 
then Jet them use the office of a deacon, 
being found blameless. 

11 Even so must their wives be grave, not 
slanderers, sober, faithful in all things. 

12 Let the deacons be the husbands of 
one wife, ruling their children and their 
own houses well. 

13 For they that have used the office of 
a deacon well purchase to themselves a 
good degree, and great boldness in the 
faith which is in Christ Jesus. 

14 These things write I unto thee, hop- 
ing to come unto thee shortly : 

15 But if I tarry long, that thou mayest 
know how thou oughtest to behave thy- 
self in the house of God, which is the 
church of the living God, the pillar and 
ground of the truth. 

16 And without controversy great is 
the mystery of ἀρ God was man- 
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and elders, 


house, give none occasion to the adver- 
sary to speak reproachfully. 

15 For some are already turned aside 
after Satan: 

16 If any man or woman that believeth 
have widows, let them relieve them, and 
let not the church be charged; that it 
may relieve them that are widows indeed. 

17 Let the elders that rule well be 
counted worthy of double honour, espe- 
cially they who labour in the word and 
doctrine. 

18 For the Scripture saith, Thou shalt 
not muzzle the ox that treadeth out the 
corn. And, The labourer 7s worthy of 
his reward. 

19 Against an elder receive not an ac- 
cusation, but before two or three wit- 
nesses. 

20 Them that sin rebuke before all, that 
others also may fear. 

21 I charge thee before God, and the 
Lord Jesus Christ, and the elect angels, 
that thou observe these things without 
preferring one before another, doing 
nothing by partiality. 

22 Lay hands suddenly on no man, 
neither be partaker of other men’s sins: 
keep thyself pure. 

23 Drink no longer water, but use a 
little wine for thy stomach’s sake and 
thine often infirmities. 

24 Some men’s sins are open before- 
hand, going before to judgment; and 
some men they follow after. 

25 Likewise also the good works of 
some are manifest beforehand ; and they 
that are otherwise cannot be hid. 


CHAPTER 6.

7 Thou madest him a little lower than 
the angels; thou crownedst him with 
glory and honour, and didst set him 
over the works of thy hands: 

8 Thou hast put all things in subjection 
under his feet. For in that he put all in 
subjection under him, he left nothing 
that 8 not put under him. But now we 
see not yet all things put under him. 

9 But we see Jesus, who was made a 
little lower than the angels for the suf- 
fering of death, crowned with glory and 
honour; that he by the grace of God 
should taste death for every man. 

10 For it became him, for whom ave all 
things, and by whom are all things, in 
bringing many sons unto glory, to make 
the captain of their salvation perfect 
through sufferings. 

11 For both he that sanctifieth and they 


CHAPTER 1. 


1 Christ in these last times coming to us from the 

Father, 4 is preferred above the angels, both in 

erson and office. 
D, who at sundry times and in 
divers manners spake in time past 
unto the fathers by the prophets, 

2 Hath in these last days spoken unto us 
by his Son, whom he hath appointed heir 
of all things, by whom also he made the 
worlds ; 

3 Who being the brightness of 08 glo- 
ry, and the express image of his person, 
and upholding all things by the word of 
his power, when he had by himself purg- 
ed our sins, sat down on the right hand 
of the Majesty on high ; 

4 Being made so much better than the 
angels, as he hath by inheritance obtained 
a more excellent name than they. 

5 For unto which of the angels said he at 
any time, Thou art my Son, this day have 
I begotten thee? And again, I will be 
to him a Father, and he shall be to me a 
Son? 

6 And again, when he bringeth in the 
firstbegotten into the world, he saith, And 
let all the angels of God worship him. 

7 And of the angels he saith, Who mak- 
eth his angels spirits, and his ministers 
a flame of fire. 

8 But unto the Son he saith, Thy throne, 
O God, zs for ever and ever: a sceptre 
of righteousness zs the sceptre of thy 
kingdom. 

9 Thou hast loved righteousness, and 
hated iniquity ; therefore God, even thy 
God, hath anointed thee with the oil of 
gladness above thy fellows. 

10 And, Thou, Lord, in the beginning 
hast laid the foundation of the earth ; and 
the heavens are the works of thine hands. 

11 They shall perish, but thou remain- 
est: and they all shall wax old as doth a 
garment ; 

12 And asa vesture shalt thou fold them 
up, and they shall be changed: but thou 
art the same, and thy years shall not fail. 

13 But to which of the angels said he 
at any time, Sit on my right hand, until 
I make thine enemies thy footstool ? 
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worthy than Moses. 


8 Harden not your hearts, as in the 
provocation, in the day of temptation 
in the wilderness: 

9 When your fathers tempted me, prov- 
ed me, and saw my works forty years. 

10 Wherefore I was grieved with that 
generation, and said; They do always 
err in their heart; and they have not 
known my ways. 

11 So I sware in my wrath, They shall 
not enter into my rest. 

12 Take heed, brethren, lest there be in 
any of you an evil heart of unbelief, in 
departing from the living God. 

13 But exhort one another daily, while 
it is called To day; lest any of you be 
hardened through the deceitfulness of sin. 

14 For we are made partakers of Christ, 
if we hold the beginning’of our confi- 
dence steadfast unto the end ; 

15 While it is said, To day if ye will 
hear his voice, harden not your hearts, 
as in the provocation. 

16 For some, when they had heard, did 
provoke: howbeit not all that came out 
of Egypt by Moses. 

17 But with whom was he grieved forty 
years? was it not with them that had 
sinned, whose carcasses fell in the wil- 
derness ? 

18 And to whom sware he that they 
should not enter into his rest, but to 
them that believed not? 

19 So we see that they could not 
in because of unbelief. 


CHAPTER 4. 

1 The rest of Christians is attained by faith. 12 The 
power of God’s word. 14 By our high priest Jesus 
the Son of God, subject to infirmities, but not sin, 16 
we must and may go boldly to the throne of grace. 

ET us therefore fear, lest, a promise 

being left ws of entering into his 

rest, any of you should seem to come 
short of it. 

2 For unto us was the gospel preached, 
as well as unto them: but the word 
preached did not profit them, not being 
mixed with faith in them that heard 7. 

3 For we which have believed do enter 
into rest, as he said, As I have sworn in 
my wrath, if they shall enter into my 
rest: although the works were finished 
from the foundation of the world. 

4 For he spake in a certain place of the 
seventh day on this wise, And God did 
rest the seventh day from all his works. 
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HEBREWS, 4.

who are sanctified are all of one: for 
which cause he is not ashamed to call 
them brethren, 

12 Saying, I will declare thy name unto 
my brethren, in the midst of the church 
will I sing praise unto thee. 

13 And again, I will put my trust in 
him. And again, Behold I and the chil- 
dren which God hath given me. 

14 Forasmuch then as the children are 
partakers of flesh and blood, he also him- 
self likewise took part of the same; that 
through death he might destroy him that 
had the power of death, that is, the devil; 

15 And deliver them, who through fear 
of death were all their lifetime subject to 
bondage. 

16 For verily he took not on him the 
nature of angels; but he took on him 
the seed of Abraham. 

17 Wherefore in all things it behooved 
him to be made like unto his brethren, 
that he might be a merciful and faithful 
high priest in things pertaining to God, 
to make reconciliation for the sins of the 
people. 

18 For in that he himself hath suffered 
being tempted, he is able to succour them 
that are tempted. 


CHAPTER 3. 


1 Christ is more worthy than Moses, 7 therefore if 
we believe not in him, we shall be more worthy 
punishment than hardhearied Israel. 


HEREFORE, holy brethren, par- 

takers of the heavenly calling, 

consider the Apostle and High Priest 
of our profession, Christ Jesus; 

2 Who was faithful to him that ap- 
pointed him, as also Moses was faithful 
in all his house. 

3 For this man was counted worthy of 
more glory than Moses, inasmuch as he 
who hath builded the house hath more 
honour than the house. 

4 For every house is builded by some 
man, but he that built all things zs God. 

5 And Moses verily was faithful in all 
his house as a servant, for a testimony 
of those things which were to be spoken 
after ; 

6 But Christ as a son over his own 
house; whose house are we, if we hold 
fast. the confidence and the rejoicing of 
the hope firm unto the end. 

7 Wherefore as the Holy Ghost saith, 
To day if ye will hear his voice,

7 Who in the days of his flesh, when he 
had offered up prayers and supplications 
with strong crying and tears unto him 
that was able to save him from death, 
and was heard in that he feared; 

8 Though he were a Son, yet learned 
he obedience by the things which he 
suffered ; 

9 And being made perfect, he became 
the author of eternal salvation unto all 
them that obey him; 

10 Called of God a high priest after the 
order of Melchisedec. 

11 Of whom we have many things to 
say, and. hard to be uttered, seeing ye are 
dull of hearing. 

12 For when for the time ye ought to 
be teachers, ye have need that one teach 
you again which 06 the first principles of 
the oracles of God ; and are become such 
as have need of milk, and not of strong 
meat. 

13 For every one that useth milk 08 un- 
skilful in the word of righteousness: for 
he is a babe. 

14 But strong meat belongeth to them 
that are of full age, even those who by 
reason of use have their senses exercised 
to discern both good and evil. 


CHAPTER 6. 


1 He exhorteth not to fall back from the faith, 11 but 
to be steadfast, 12 diligent, and patient to war upon 
God, 13 because God is most sure in his promise. 


6 leaving the principles 
of the doctrine of Christ, let us go 
on unto perfection; not laying again the 
foundation of repentance from dead 
works, and of faith toward God, 

2 Of the doctrine of baptisms, and of 
laying on of hands, and of resurrection 
of the dead, and of eternal judgment. 

3 And this will we do, if God permit. 

4 For zt 28 impossible for those who were 
once enlightened, and have tasted of the

8 For if Jesus had given them rest, then 
would he not afterward have spoken of 
another day. 

9 There remaineth therefore a rest to 
the people of God. 

10 For he that is entered into his rest, 
he also hath ceased from his own works, 
as God did from his. 

11 Let us labour therefore to enter into 
that rest, lest any man fall after the same 
example of unbelief. 1 

12 For the word of God 28 quick, and 
powerful, and sharper than any two- 
edged sword, piercing even to the divid- 
ing asunder of soul and spirit, and of the 
joints and marrow, and 7s a discerner-of 
the thoughts and intents of the heart. 

13 Neither is there any creature that is 
not manifest in his sight: but all things 
are naked and opened unto the eyes of 
him with whom we have to do. 

14 Seeing then that we have a great 
high priest, that is passed into the 
heavens, Jesus the Son of God, let us 
hold fast owr profession. 

15 For we have not a high priest which 
cannot be touched with the feeling of our 
infirmities ; but was in all points tempted 
like as we are, yet without sin. 

16 Let us therefore come boldly unto 
the throne of grace, that we may obtain 
mercy, and find grace to help in time of 
need. 


CHAPTER 5. 


1 The authority and honour of our Saviour’s priest- 
hood. 11 Negligence in the knowledge thereof is 
reproved. 

OR every high priest taken from 
among men is ordained for men in 
things pertaining to God, that he may 
offer both gifts and sacrifices for sins: 
2° Who can have compassion on the 
ignorant, and on them that are out of 
the way; for that he himself also is 
compassed with infirmity. 
8 And by reason hereof he ought, as

CHAPTER 7. 


1 Christ Jesus is a priest after the order of Melchise- 
dec, 11 and so, far more excellent than the priests 
of Aaron’s order. 


OR this Melchisedec, king of Salem, 

priest of the most high God, who 

met Abraham returning from the slaugh- 
ter of the kings, and blessed him ; 

2 To whom also Abraham gave a tenth 
part of all; first being by interpretatiou 
King of righteousness, and after that also 
King of Salem, which is, King of peace ; 

3 Without father, without mother, with- 
out descent, having-meither beginning of 
days, nor end of life; but made like untc 
the Son of God; abideth a priest contin- 
ually. 

4 Now consider how great this man 
was, unto whom even the patriarch 
Abraham gave the tenth of the spoils. 

5 And verily they that are of the sons 
of Levi, who receive the office of the 
priesthood, have a commandment to take 
tithes of the people according to the law, 
that is, of their brethren, though they 
come out of the loins of Abraham: 

6 But he whose descent is not counted 
from them received tithes of Abraham, 
and blessed him that had the promises. 

7 And without all contradiction the less 
is blessed of the better. 

8 And here men that die receive tithes ; 
but there he recezveth them, of whom it is 
witnessed that he liveth. 

9 And as I may so say, Levi also, who 
receiveth tithes, paid tithes in Abraham. 

10 For he was yet in the loins of his 
father, when Melchisedec met him. 

11 If therefore perfection were by the 
Levitical priesthood, (for under it the 
people received the law,) what further 
need was there that another priest should 
rise after the order of Melchisedec, and 
not be called after the order of Aaron ? 

12 For the priesthood being changed, 
there is made of necessity a change also 
of the law. 

13 For he of whom these things are 
spoken pertaineth to another tribe, of 
which no man gave attendance at the 
altar. 

14 For 00 08 evident that our Lord 
sprang out of Juda; of which tribe Moses 


spake nothing concerning priesthood. 


15 And it is yet far more evident: for 
that after the similitude of Melchisedec 
there ariseth another priest, 
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Gods promises sure. 


heavenly gift, and were made partakers

5 And have tasted the good word of 
God, and the powers of the world to 
come, 

6 If they shall fall away, to renew them 
again unto repentance; seeing they cru- 
cify to themselves the Son of God afresh, 
and put א‎ to an open shame. 

7 For the earth which drinketh in the 
rain that cometh oft upon it, and bring- 
eth forth herbs meet for them by whom 
it is dressed, receiveth blessing from 
God: 

8 But that which beareth thorns and 
briers 28 rejected, and 28 nigh unto curs- 
ing ; whose end 7s to be burned. 

9 But, beloved, we are persuaded better 
things of you, and things that accompany 
salvation, though we thus speak. 

10 For God ἐδ not unrighteous to forget 
your work and labour of love, which ye 
have shewed toward his name, in that 
ye have ministered to the saints, and do 
minister. 

11 And we desire that every one of you 
do shew the same diligence to the full 
assurance of hope unto the end: 

12 That ye be not slothful, but followers 
of them who through faith and patience 
inherit the promises. 

13 For when God made promise to 
Abraham, because he could swear by no 
greater, he sware by himself, 

14 Saying, Surely blessing I will bless 
thee, and multiplying I will multiply thee. 

15 And so, after he had patiently en- 
dured, he obtained the promise. 

16 For men verily swear by the greater : 
ard an oath for confirmation 7s to them 
an end of all strife. 

17 Wherein God, willing more abun- 
dantly to shew unto the heirs of promise 
the immutability of his counsel, confirm- 
ed 22 by an oath: 

18 That by two immutable things, in 
which 77 was impossible for God to lie, 
we might have 8 strong consolation, who 
have fled for refuge to lay hold upon the 
hope set before us: 

19 Which hope we have as an anchor of 
the soul, both sure and steadfast, and 
which entereth into that within the vail ; 

20 Whither the forerunner is for us 
entered, even Jesus, made a high priest 
for ever after the order of Melchisedec.

Behold, the days come, saith the Lord, 
when I will make a new covenant with 
the house of Israel and with the house 
of Judah: 

9 Not according to the covenant that I 
made with their fathers, in the day when 
I took them by the hand to lead them 
out of the land of Egypt; because they 
continued not in my covenant, and I 
regarded them not, saith the Lord. 

10 For this 7s the covenant that I will 
make with the house of Israel after those 
days, saith the Lord; I will put my laws 
into their mind, and write them in their 
hearts: and I will be to them a God, and 
they shall be to me a people: 

11 And they shall not teach every man 
his neighbour, and every man his broth- 
er, saying, Know the Lord: for all shall 
know me, from the least to the greatest. 

12 For I will be merciful to their un- 
righteousness, and their sins and their 
iniquities will I remember no more. 

18 In that he saith, A new covenant, he 
hath made the first old. Now that which 
decayeth and waxeth old 7s ready to van- 
ish away.

16 Who is made, not after the law of 
a carnal. commandment, but after the 
power of an endless life. 

17 For he testifieth, Thou art a priest 
for ever after the order of Melchisedec. 

18 For there is verily a disannulling of 
the commandment going before for the 
weakness and unprofitableness thereof. 

19 For the law made nothing perfect, 
but the bringing in of a better hope did ; 
by the which we draw nigh unto God. 

20 And inasmuch as not without an 
oath he was made priest : 

21 (For those priests were made with- 
out an oath; but this with an oath by 
him that said unto him, The Lord sware 
and will not repent, Thou at a priest 
for ever after the order of Melchisedec :) 

22 By so much was Jesus made a surety 
of a better testament. 

23 And they truly were many priests, 
because they were not suffered to con- 
tinue by reason. of death : 

24 But this man, because he continueth 
ever, hath an unchangeable priesthood. 

20 Wherefore he is able also to save 
them to the uttermost that come unto 
God by him, seeing he ever liveth to 
make intercession for them. 

26 For such a high priest became us, 
who 98 holy, harmless, undefiled, sep- 
arate from sinners, and made higher 
than the heavens; 

27 Who needeth not daily, as those high 
priests, to offer up sacrifice, first for his 
own sins, and then for the people’s: for 
this he did once, when he offered up 
himself. 

28 For the law maketh men high priests 
which have infirmity; but the word of 
the oath, which was since the law, 
maketh the Son, who is consecrated for 


evermore. 
CHAPTER 8. 


1 By the eternal priesthood of Christ the Levitical 
priesthood of Aaron is abolished. % And the tem- 
poral covenant with the fathers, by the eternal 
covenant of the gospel. 


tigi of the things which we have 
spoken this ts the sum: We have 
such a high priest, who is set on the 
right hand of the throne of the Majesty 
in the heavens ; 

2 A minister of the sanctuary, and of 
the true tabernacle, which the Lord 
pitched, and not man. 

3 For every high priest is ordained to 
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ment, they which are called might re- 
ceive the promise of eternal inheritance. 

16 For where a testament 7s, there 
must also of necessity be the death of 
the testator. 

17 For a testament 28 of force after men 
are dead: otherwise it is of no strength 
at all while the testator liveth. = 

18 Whereupon neither the first testament 
“was dedicated without blood. 

19 For when Moses had spoken every 
precept to all the people according to the 
law, he took the blood of calves and of 
goats, with water, and scarlet wool, and 
hyssop, and sprinkled both the book and - 
all the people, 

20 Saying, This zs the blood of the testa- 
ment which God hath enjoined unto you. . 

21 Moreover he sprinkled likewise with 
blood both the tabernacle, and all the 
vessels of the ministry. 

22 And almost all things are by the’ 
law purged with blood; and without 
shedding of blood is no remission. 

23 It was therefore necessary that the 
patterns of things in the heavens should 
be purified with these; but the heavenly 
things themselves with better sacrifices 
than these. 

24 For Christ is not entered into the 
holy places made with hands, which are 
the figures of the true; but into heaven 
itself, now to appear in the presence of 
God for us: 

25 Nor yet that he should offer himself 
often, as the high priest entereth into 
the holy place every year with blood of 
others ; 

26 For then must he often have suffer- 
ed since the foundation of the world: 
but now once in the end of the world 
hath he appeared to put away sin by the 
sacrifice of himself. 

27 And as it is appointed unto men 
once to die, but after this the judgment : 

28 So Christ was once offered to bear 
the sins of many; and unto them that 
look for him shall he appear the second 
time without sin unto salvation. 


CHAPTER 10.

= 2 For there was a tabernacle made; the 
first, wherein was the candlestick, and 
the table, and the shewbread ; which is 
called the sanctuary. 

3 And after the second vail, the taber- 
nacle which is called the holiest of all; 

4 Which had the golden censer, and the 
ark of the covenant overlaid round about 
with gold, wherein was the golden pot 
that had manna, and Aaron’s rod that 
budded, and the tables of the covenant ; 

5 And over it the cherubim of glory 
shadowing the mercy seat; of which we 
cannot now speak particularly. 

6 Now when these things were thus or- 
dained, the priests went always into the 
first tabernacle, accomplishing the sery- 
ice of God. 

7 But into the second went the high 
priest alone once every year, not without 
blood, which he offered for himself, and 
for the errors of the people: 

8 The Holy Ghost this signifying, that 
the way into the holiest of all was not 
yet made manifest, while as the first tab- 
ernacle was yet standing: 

9 Which was a figure for the time then 
present, in which were offered both gifts 
and sacrifices, that could not make him 
that did the service perfect, as pertain- 
ing to the conscience ; | 

10 Which stood only in meats and drinks, 
and divers washings, and carnal ordi- 
“nances, imposed on them until the time 
of reformation. 

11 But Christ being come a high priest 
of good things to come, by a greater and 
more perfect tabernacle, not made with 
hands, that is to say, not of this building; 

12 Neither by the blood of goats and 
calves, but by his own blood he entered 
in once into the holy place, having ob- 
tained eternal redemption for us. 

13 For if the blood of bulls and of 
goats, and the ashes of a heifer sprinkling 
the unclean, sanctifieth to the purifying 
of the flesh ; 

14 How much more shall the blood of 
Christ, who through the eternal Spirit 
offered himself without spot to God, 
purge your conscience from dead works 
to serve the living God ? 

15 And for this cause he is the mediator 
of the new testament, that by means of 
death, for the redemption of the trans- 

gressions that were under the first testa- 
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Christ's sacrifice. 


19 Having therefore, brethren, bold- 
ness to enter into the holiest by the 
blood of Jesus, 

20 By a new and living way, which he 
hath consecrated for us, through the 
vail, that is to say, his flesh ; 

21 And having a high priest over the 
house of God; 

22 Let us draw near with a true heart 
in full assurance of faith, having our 
hearts sprinkled from an evil conscience, 
and our bodies washed with pure water. 

23 Let us hold fast the profession of 
our faith without wavering; for he 8 
faithful that promised ; 

24 And let us consider one another to 
provoke unto love and to good works: 

20 Not forsaking the assembling of our- 
selves together, as the manner of some 
7s, but exhorting one another: and so 
much the more, as ye see the day ap- | 
proaching. 

26 For if we sin wilfully after that we 
have received the knowledge of the truth, 
there remaineth no more sacrifice for sins, 

27 But a certain fearful looking for of 
judgment and fiery indignation, which 
shall devour the adversaries. 

28 He that despised Moses’ law died 
without mercy under two or three wit- 
Nesses : | 

29 Of how much 80168 punishment, 
suppose ye, shall he be thought worthy, | 
who hath trodden under foot the Son of | 
God, and hath counted the blood of the © 
covenant, wherewith he was sanctified, 
an unholy thing, and hath done despite | 
unto the Spirit of grace ? 

30 For we know him that hath said, 
Vengeance belongeth unto me, I will rec- | 
ompense, saith the Lord. And again, | 
The Lord shall judge his people. 

31 Jt 08 a fearful thing to fall into the | 
hands of the living God. ' 

32 But call to remembrance the former 
days, in which, after ye were illuminated, 
ye endured a great fight of afilictions ; 

33 Partly, whilst ye were made a gazing- 
stock both by reproaches and afflictions ; 
and partly, whilst ye became companions 
of them that were so used. , 

34 For ye had compassion of me in my | 
bonds, and took joyfully the spoiling of 
your goods, knowing in yourselves that — 
ye have in heaven a better and an endur 
ing substance.

2 For then would they not have ceased 
to be offered ? because that the worship- 
pers once purged should have had no 
more conscience of sins. 

3 But in those sacrifices there is a re- 
membrance again made of sins every 
year. 

4 For τύ 28 not possible that the blood of 
bulls and of goats should take away sins. 

5 Wherefore, when he cometh into the 
. world, he saith, Sacrifice and offering 
thou wouldest not, but a body hast thou 
prepared me: 

6 In burnt offerings and sacrifices for 
sin thou hast had no pleasure. 

7 Then said I, Lo, I come (in the vol- 
ume of the book it is written of me) to 
do thy will, O God. 

8 Above when he said, Sacrifice and 
offering and burnt offerings and offering 
for sin thou wouldest not, neither hadst 
pleasure therein; which are offered by 
the law; 

9 Then said he, Lo, I come to do thy 
will, O God. He taketh away the first, 
that he may establish the second. 

10 By the which will we are sanctified 
through the offering of the body of Jesus 
Christ once for all. 

11 And every priest standeth daily min- 
istering and offering oftentimes the same 
sacrifices, which can never take away 
sins : 

12 But this man, after he had offered 
one sacrifice for sins for ever, sat down 
on the right hand of God ;

20 By faith Isaac blessed Jacob and 
Esau concerning things to come. 

21 By faith Jacob, when he was a dy- 
ing, blessed both the sons of Joseph ; and 
worshipped, leaning upon the top of his 
staff. 

22 By faith Joseph, when he died, made 
mention of the departing of the children 
of Israel; and gave commandment con- 
cerning his bones. 

23 By faith Moses, when he was born, 
was hid three months of his parents, 
because they saw he was a proper child; 
and they were not afraid of the king’s 
commandment.

14 Is any sick among you ? let him call 
for the elders of the church ; and let them 
pray over him, anointing him with oil in 
the name of the Lord: 

15 And the prayer of faith shall save 
the sick, and the Lord shall raise him 
up ; and if he have committed sins, they 
shall be forgiven him. 

16 Confess your faults one to another, 
and pray one for another, that ye may 
be healed. The effectual fervent prayer 
of a righteous man availeth much. 

17 Elias was a man subject to like pas- 
sions as we are, and he prayed earnestly 
that it might not rain: and it rained not 
on the earth by the space of three years 
and six months. 

18 And he prayed again, and the heaven 
gave rain, and the earth brought forth 
her fruit. 

19 Brethren, if any of you do err from 
the truth, and one convert him; 

20 Let him know, that he which con- 
verteth the sinner from the error of his 
way shall save a soul from death, and 
shall hide»a, multitude of sins. 
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JAMES, 5.

It is even a vapour, that appeareth for a 
little time, and then vanisheth away. 

15 For that ye ought to say, If the Lord 
will, we shall live, and do this, or that. 

16 But now ye rejoice in your boastings : 
all such rejoicing is evil. 

17 Therefore to him that knoweth to do 
good, and doeth 27 not, to him it is sin.

PETER. 


12 Unto whom it was revealed, that not 
unto themselves, but unto us they did 
minister the things, which are now re- 
ported unto you by them that have 
preached the gospel unto you with the 
Holy Ghost sent down from heaven; 
which things the angels desire to look 
into. 

13 Wherefore gird up the loins of your 
mind, be sober, and hope to the end for 
the grace that is to be brought unto you 
at the revelation of Jesus Christ ; 

14 As obedient children, not fashioning 
yourselves according to the former lusts 
in your ignorance : 

15 But as he which hath called you is 
holy, so be ye holy in all manner of con- 
versation ; 

16 Because it is written, Be ye holy; 
for I am holy. 

17 And if ye call on the Father, who 
without respect of persons judgeth ac- 
cording to every man’s work, pass the 
time of your sojourning here in fear: 

18 Forasmuch as ye know that ye were 
not redeemed with corruptible things, as 
silver and gold, from your vain conver- 
sation received by tradition from your 
fathers ; 

19 But with the precious blood of Christ, 
as of a lamb without blemish and with- 
out spot: 

20 Who verily was foreordained before 
the foundation of the world, but was 
manifest in these last times for you, 

21 Who by him do believe in God, that 
raised him up from the dead, and gave 
him glory; that your faith and hope 
might be in God. 

22 Seeing ye have purified your souls 
in obeying the truth through the Spirit 
unto unfeigned love of the brethren, 866 
that ye love one another with a pure 
heart fervently : 

23 Being born again, not of corruptible 
seed, but of incorruptible, by the word 
of God, which liveth and abideth for 
ever. 

24 For all flesh 28 as grass, and all the 
glory of man as the flower of grass. The 


CHAPTER 1. 


1 He blesseth God for his manifold spiritual graces : 
10 shewing that the salvation in Christ is no news, 
but a thing prophesied of old: 13 and exhorteth 
them accordingly to a godly conversation, foras- 
much as they are now born anew by the word 
of God. 

ETER, an apostle of Jesus Christ, to 
the strangers scattered throughout 

Pontus, Galatia, Cappadocia, Asia, and 

Bithynia, 

2 Elect according to the foreknowledge 
of God the Father, through sanctification 
of the Spirit, unto obedience and sprink- 
ling of the blood of Jesus Christ: Grace 
unto you, and peace, be multiplied. 

3 Blessed be the God and Father of our 
Lord Jesus Christ, which according to 
his abundant mercy hath begotten us 
again unto a lively hope by the resur- 
rection of Jesus Christ from the dead, 

4 To an inheritance incorruptible, and 
undefiled, and that fadeth not away, re- 
_ served in heaven for you, 

5 Who are kept by the power of God 
through faith unto salvation ready to be 
revealed in the last time. 

6 Wherein ye greatly rejoice, though 
now for a season, if need be, ye are in 
heaviness through manifold temptations: 

7 That the trial of your faith, being 
much more precious than of gold that 
perisheth, though it be tried with fire, 
might be found unto praise and honour 
and glory at the appearing of Jesus 
Christ : 

8 Whom having not seen, ye love; in 
whom, though now ye see him not, yet 
believing, ye rejoice with joy unspeak- 
able and full of glory: 

9 Receiving the end of your faith, even 
the salvation of your souls. 

10 Of which salvation the prophets 
have inquired and searched diligently, 
who prophesied of the grace that should 
come unto you: 

11 Searching what, or what manner of 
time the Spirit of Christ which was in 
them did signify, when it testified be- 
forehand the sufferings of Christ, and 
the glory that =. follo 
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Duty of servanis. 


by your good works, which they shali 
behold, glorify God in the day of visita- 
tion. 

13 Submit yourselves to every ordinance 
of man for the Lord’s sake: whether it 
be to the king, as supreme ; 

14 Or unto governors, as unto them 
that are sent by him for the punishment 
of evil doers, and for the praise of them 
that do well. 

15 For so is the will of God, that with 
well doing ye may put to silence the 
ignorance of foolish men: 

16 As free, and not using your liberty 
for a cloak of maliciousness, but as the 
servants of God. 

17 Honour all men. Love the brother- 
hood. Fear God. Honour the king. 

18 Servants, be subject to your masters 
with all fear; not only to the good and 
gentle, but also to the froward. 

19 For this 7s thankworthy, if a man for 
conscience toward God endure grief, suf- 
fering wrongfully. 

20 For what glory 7s 26, if, when ye be 
buffeted for your faults, ye shall take it 
patiently ? but if, when ye do well, and 
suffer for 26, ye take it patiently, this 6 
acceptable with God. 

21 For even hereunto were ye called: 
because Christ also suffered for us, leav- 
ing us an example, that ye should follow 
his steps: 

22 Who did no sin, neither was guile 
found in his mouth: 

23 Who, when he was reviled, reviled 
not again; when he suffered, he threat- 
ened not; but committed himself to him 
that judgeth righteously : 

24 Who his own self bare our sins in 
his own body on the tree, that we, being 
dead to sins, should live unto righteous- 
ness: by whose stripes ye were healed. 

25 For ye were as sheep going astray ; 
but are now returned unto the Shepherd 
and Bishop of your souls. 


CHAPTER 3. 


1 He teacheth the duty of wives and husbands to 
each other, 8 exhorting all men to unity and love, 
14 and to suffer persecution. 19 He deciareth 0 
the benefits of Christ toward the old world.

CHAPTER 2. 


1 He dehorteth them from the breach of charity: 4 
shewing that Christ is the foundation whereupon 
they are built. 11 He beseecheth them also to ab- 
stain from fleshly lusts, 13 to be obedient to magis- 
trates, 18 and teacheth servanis how to obey their 
masters, 20 patiently suffering for well doing, 
after the example of Christ. 


\ \ HEREFORE laying aside all mal- 
ice, and all guile, and hypocrisies, 
and envies, and all evil speakings, 

2 As newborn babes, desire the sincere 
milk of the word, that ye may grow 
thereby : 

3 If so be ye have tasted that the Lord 
78 gracious. 

4 To whom coming, as wnto a living 
stone, disallowed indeed of men, but 
chosen of God, and precious, 

5 Ye also, as lively stones, are built up 
a spiritual house, a holy priesthood, to 
offer up spiritual sacrifices, acceptable 
to God by Jesus Christ. 

6 Wherefore also it is contained in the 
Scripture, Behold, I lay in Sion a chief 
corner stone, elect, precious: and he that 
believeth on him shall not be con- 
founded. 

7 Unto you therefore which believe he 
28 precious: but unto them which be 
disobedient, the stone which the builders 
disallowed, the same is made the head 
of the corner, 

8 And a stone of stumbling, and a rock 
of offence, even to them which stumble at 
the word, being disobedient: whereunto 
also they were appointed. 

9 But ye are a chosen generation, a 
royal priesthood, a holy nation, a pecu- 
liar people; that ye should shew forth 
the praises of him who hath called you 
out of darkness into his marvellous light: 

10 Which in time past were not a people, 
but are now the people of God: which 
had not obtained mercy, but now have 

obtained mercy. 

11 Dearly beloved, I beseech you as 
strangers and pilgrims, abstain from 
fleshly lusts, which war against the soul ; 

12 Having your conversation honest 
among the Gentiles: that, whereas they 
speak against you as evil doers, they may

cease from ‘sin. 


so, that ye suffer for well doing, than for 
evil doing. 

18 For Christ also hath once suffered for 
sins, the just for the unjust, that he might 
bring us to God, being put to death in the 
flesh, but quickened by the Spirit : 

19 By which also he went and preached 
unto the spirits in prison ; 

20 Which sometime were disobedient, 
when once the longsuffering of God 
waited in the days of Noah, while the 
ark was a preparing, wherein few, that 
is, eight souls were saved by water. 

21 The like figure whereunto even bap- 
tism doth also now save us, (not the put- 
ting away of the filth of the flesh, but the 
answer of a good conscience toward God,) 
by the resurrection of Jesus Christ : 

22 Who is gone into heaven, and is on 
the right hand of God; angels and au- 
thorities and powers being made subject 


unto him. 
CHAPTER 4. 


1 He exhorteth them to cease from sin by the example 
of Christ, and the consideration of the general end 
that now approacheth: 12 and comforteth them 
against persecution. 


ORASMUCH then as Christ hath 
suffered for us in the flesh, arm 
yourselves likewise with the same mind: 
for he that hath suffered in the flesh hath 
ceased from sin ; 

2 That he no longer should live the rest 
of jis time in the flesh to the lusts of 
men, but to the will of God. 

8 For the time past of owr life may suf- 
fice us to have wrought: the will of the 
Gentiles, when we walked in lascivious- 
ness, lusts, excess of wine, revellings, 
banquetings, and abominable idolatries : 

4 Wherein they think it strange that ye 
run not with them to the same excess of 
riot, speaking evil of you: [ 

5 Who shall give account to him that 
is ready to judge the quick and the 
dead. 

6 For, for this cause was the gospel 
preached also to them that are dead, that 
they might be judged according to men 
in the flesh, but live according to God in 
the spirit. 

7 But the end of all things is at hand: 
be ye therefore sober, and watch unto 
prayer. 

8 And above all things have fervent 
charity among yourselves: for charity 
shall cover the multitude of sins. 


I. PETER, 4. 


An exhortation to 


2 While they behold your chaste con- 
versation cowpled with fear. 

3 Whose adorning, let it not be that 
outward adorning of plaiting the hair, 
and of wearing of gold, or of putting 
on of apparel ; 

4 But det it be the hidden man of the 
heart, in that which is not corruptible, 
even the ornament of a meek and quiet 
spirit, which is in the sight of God of 
great price. 

5 For after this manner in the old time 
the holy women also, who trusted in 
God, adorned themselves, being in sub- 
jection unto their own husbands: 

6 Even as Sarah obeyed Abraham, call- 
ing him lord: whose daughters ye are, 
as long as ye do well, and are not afraid 
with any amazement. 

7 Likewise, ye husbands, dwell with 
them according to knowledge, giving 
honour unto the. wife, as unto the weak- 
er vessel, and as being heirs together of 
the grace of life; that your prayers be 
not hindered. 

8 Finally, 06 ye all of one mind, having 
compassion one of another; love as 
brethren, be pitiful, be courteous: 

9 Not rendering evil for evil, or railing 
for railing: but contrariwise blessing ; 
knowing that ye are thereunto called, 
that ye should inherit a blessing. 

10 For he that will love life, and see 
good days, let him refrain his tongue from 
evil, and his lips that they speak no guile: 

11 Let him eschew evil, and do good; 
let him seek peace, and ensue it. 

12 For the eyes of the Lord are over 
the righteous, and his ears are open unto 
their prayers: but the face of the Lord 
28 against them that do evil. 

18 And who 08 he that will harm you, if 
ye be followers of that which is good ? 

14 But and if ye suffer for righteousness’ 
sake, happy are ye: and be not afraid of 
their terror, neither be troubled ; 

15 But sanctify the Lord God in your 
hearts: and be ready always to give an 
answer to every man that asketh you a 
reason of the hope that is in you, with 
meekness and fear: 

16 Having a good conscience; that, 
whereas they speak evil of you, as of evil 
doers, they may be ashamed that falsely 
accuse your good conversation in Christ.

| witness of the sufferings of Christ, and 
also a partaker of the glory that shall be 
revealed : 

2 Feed the flock of God which is among 
you, taking the oversight thereof, not by 
constraint, but willingly; not for filthy 
lucre, but of a ready mind; 

3 Neither as being lords over God’s 
heritage, but being ensamples to the 
flock. 

4 And when the chief Shepherd shall 
appear, ye shall receive a crown of glory 
that fadeth not away. 

5 Likewise, ye younger, submit your- 
selves unto the elder. Yea, all of you be 
subject one to another, and be clothed 
with humility: for God resisteth the 
proud, and giveth grace to the humble. 

6 Humble yourselves therefore under 
the mighty hand of God, that he may 
exalt you in due time: ᾿ 

7 Casting all your care upon him; for 
he careth for you. 

8 Be sober, be vigilant; because your 
adversary the devil, as a roaring lion, 
walketh about, seeking whom he may 
devour : 

9 Whom resist steadfast in the faith, 
knowing that the same afflictions are ac- 
complished in your brethren that are in 
the world. 

10 But the God of all grace, who hath 
called us unto his eternal glory by Christ 
Jesus, after that ye have suffered a while, 
make you perfect, stablish, strengthen, 
settle you. 

11 To him de glory and dominion for 
ever and ever. Amen. 

12 By Silvanus, a faithful brother unto’ 
you, as I suppose, I have written briefly, 
exhorting, and testifying that this is the 
true grace of God wherein ye stand. 

13 The church that ts at Babylon, elected 
together with you, saluteth you; and so 
doth Marcus my son. 

14 Greet ye one another with a kiss of 
charity. Peace 06 with you all that are 
in Christ Jesus. Amen. 
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The apostle exhorteth 


9 Use hospitality one to another with- 
out grudging. 

10 As every man hath received the gift, 
even so minister the same one to another, 
as good stewards of the manifold grace 
of God. 

11 If any man speak, let him speak as the 
oracles of God; if any man minister, let him 
do it as of the ability which God giveth ; 
that God in all things may be glorified 
through Jesus Christ : to whom be praise 
and dominion for everand ever. Amen. 

12 Beloved, think it not strange con- 
cerning the fiery trial which is to try you, 
as though some strange thing happened 
unto you: 

18 But rejoice, inasmuch as ye are par- 
takers of Christ’s sufferings; that, when 
his glory shall be revealed, ye may be 
glad also with exceeding joy. 

14 If ye be reproached for the name of 
Christ, happy are ye; for the Spirit of 
glory and of God resteth upon you: on 
their part he is evil spoken of, but on 
your part he is glorified. 

15 But let none of you suffer as a mur- 
derer, or as a thief, or 08 an evil doer, or 
as a busybody in other men’s matters. 

16 Yet if any man suffer as a Christian, 
let him not be ashamed ; but let him glo- 
rify God on this behalf. 

17 For the time 28 come that judgment 
must begin at the house 01 God: and 7 
first begin at us, what shall the end be of 
them that obey not the gospel of God ? 

18 And if the righteous scarcely be 
saved, where shall the ungodly and the 
sinner appear ? 

19 Wherefore, let them that suffer ac- 
cording to the will of God commit the 
keeping of their souls to him in well 
doing, as unto a faithful Creator. 

CHAPTER 5. 
1 He exhorteth the elders to feed their flocks, 5 the 
younger to obey, 8 and ail to be sober, watchful,

14 Knowing that shortly I must put off 
this my tabernacle, even as our Lord Jesus 
Christ hath shewed me. 

15 Moreover I will endeavour that ye 
may be able after my decease to have 
these things always in remembrance. 

16 For we have not followed cunningly 
devised fables, when we made known 
unto you the power and coming of our 
Lord Jesus Christ, but were eyewitnesses 
of his majesty. 

17 For he received from God the Father 
honour and glory, when there came such 
a voice to him from the excellent glory, 
This is my beloved Son, in whom I am 
well pleased. 

18 And this voice which came from 
heaven we heard, when we were with 
him in the holy mount. 

19 We have also a more sure word of 
prophecy ; whereunto ye do well that ye 
take heed, as unto a light that shineth in 
a dark place, until the day dawn, and 
the daystar arise in your hearts: 

20 Knowing this first, that no prophecy 
of the Scripture is of any private inter- 
pretation. 

21 For the prophecy came not in old 
time by the will of man: but holy men 
of God spake as they were moved by the 
Holy Ghost. 

CHAPTER 2. 


1 He foretelleth them of false teachers, shewing the 
impiety and punishment both of them and their fol- 
lowers: % from which the godly shall be delivered, 
as Lot was out of Sodom: 10 and more fully de- 
scribeth the manners of those profane and blas- 
phemous seducers, whereby they may be the betier 
known, and avoided, 


UT there were false prophets also 
among the people, even as there shall 

be false teachers among you, who privily 
shall bring in damnable heresies, even 
denying the Lord that bought them, and 
bring upon themselves swift destruction. 
2 And many shall follow their perni- 


CHAPTER 1. 
1 Confirming them in hope of the increase of God's 
graces, 5 he exhorteth them, by faith, and good 


works, to make their calling sure: 12 whereof heis 
careful to remember them, knowing that his death 
is at hand: 16 and warneth them to be constant in 
the faith of Christ, who is the true Son of God, by the 
eyewitness of the apostles beholding his majesty, 
and by the testimony of the Father,and the prophets. 
IMON Peter, a servant and an apos- 
tle of Jesus Christ, to them that have 
obtained like precious faith with us 
through the righteousness of God and 
our Saviour Jesus Christ : 

2 Grace and peace be multiplied unto 
you through the knowledge of God, and 
of Jesus our Lord, 

3 According as his divine power hath 
given unto us all things that pertain unto 
lifeand godliness, through the knowledge 
of him that hath called us to glory and 
virtue : 

4 Whereby are given unto us exceeding 
great and precious promises; that by 
these ye might be partakers of the divine 
nature, having escaped the corruption 
that is in the world through lust. 

5 And besides this, giving all diligence, 
add to your faith virtue ; and to virtue, 
knowledge ; 

6 And to knowledge, temperance; and 
to temperance, patience ; and to patience, 
godliness ; 

7 And to godliness, brotherly kindness ; 
and to brotherly kindness, charity. 

8 For if these things be in you, and 
abound, they make you that ye shall nei- 
ther 06 barren nor unfruitful in the knowl- 
edge of our Lord Jesus Christ. 

9 But he that lacketh these things is 
blind, and cannot see afar off, and hath 
forgotten that he was purged from his 
old sins. 

10 Wherefore the rather, brethren, give 
diligence to make your calling and elec- 
tion sure: for if ye do these things, ye 
shall never fall: 

11 For so an entrance shall be minister- 
ed unto you abundantly into the ever- 
lasting kingdom of our Lord and Saviour 
Jesus Christ. 

12 Wherefore I Wrens be negligent to 


their manners. descrided. 


of Balaam the son of Bosor, who loved 
the wages of unrighteousness ; 

16 But was rebuked for his iniquity: 
the dumb ass speaking with man’s voice 
forbade the madness of the prophet. 

17 These are wells without water, clouds 
that are carried with a tempest; to whom 
the mist of darkness is reserved for ever. 

78 For when they speak great swelling 
words of vanity, they allure through the 
lusts of the flesh, through much wanton- 
ness, those that were clean escaped from 
them who live in error. 

19 While they promise them liberty, 
they themselves are the servants of cor- 
ruption: for of whom a man is overcome, 
of the same is he brought in bondage. 

20 For if after they have escaped the 
pollutions of the world through the 
knowledge of the Lord and Saviour 
Jesus Christ, they are again entangled 
therein, and overcome, the latter end is 
worse with them than the beginning. 

21 For it had been better for them not 
to have known the way of righteousness, 
than, after they have known 20, to turn 
from the holy commandment delivered 
unto them. 

22 But it is happened unto them accord- 
ing to the true proverb, The dog zs turned 
to his own vomit again; and, The sow 
that was washed to her wallowing in the 
mire. 


CHAPTER 3. 


1 He assureth them of the certainty of Christ?’s com- 
ing tojudgment, against those scorners who dispute 
against it: 8 warning the godly, for the long pa- 
tience of God, to hasten their repentance. 10 He 
describeth also the manner how the world shall be 
destroyed : 11 exhorting them, from the expectation 
thereof, to all holiness of life: 15 and again, to think 
the patience of God to tend to their salvation, as 
Paul wrote to them in his episiles. 

HIS second epistle, beloved, I now 

write unto you; in both which 1 stir 
up your pure minds by way of remem- 
brance : 

2 That ye may be mindful of the words 
which were spoken before by the holy 
prophets, and of the commandment of 
us the apostles of the Lord and Saviour: 

8 Knowing this first, that there shall 
come in the last days scoffers, walking 
after their own lusts, 

4 And saying, Where is the promise of 
his coming? for since the fathers fell 
asleep, all things continue as they were 
from the beginning of the creation. 
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cious ways; by reason of whom the way 
of truth shall be evil spoken of. 

3 And through covetousness shall they 
with feigned words make merchandise 
of you: whose judgment now of a long 
time lingereth not, and their damnation 
slumbereth not. 

4 For if God spared not the angels that 
sinned, but cast them down to hell, and 
delivered them into chains of darkness, 
to be reserved unto judgment ; 

5 And spared not the old world, but 
saved Noah the eighth person, a preacher 
of righteousness, bringing in the flood 
upon the world of the ungodly ; 

6 And turning the cities of Sodom and 
Gomorrah into ashes condemned them 
with an overthrow, making them an 
ensample unto those that after should 
live ungodly ; 

7 And delivered just Lot, vexed with 
the filthy conversation of the wicked: 

8 (For that righteous man dwelling 
among them, in seeing and hearing, 
vexed his righteous soul from day to 
day with thezr unlawful deeds :) 

9 The Lord knoweth how to deliver the 
godly out of temptation, and to reserve 
the unjust unto the day of judgment to 
be punished : 

10 But chiefly them that walk after the 
fiesh in the lust of uncleanness, and de- 
80186 government. Presumptuous are 
they, selfwilled, they are not afraid to 
speak evil of dignities. 

11 Whereas angels, which are greater 


in power and might, bring not railing 


accusation against them before the Lord. 

12 But these, as natural brute beasts 
made to be taken and destroyed, speak 
evil of the things that they understand 
not; and shall utterly perish in their 
own corruption ; 

13 And shall receive the reward of un- 
righteousness, as they that count it pleas- 
ure to riot in the daytime. Spots they 
are and blemishes, sporting themselves 
with their own deceivings while they 
reast with you; 

14 Having eyes full of adultery, and 
that cannot cease from sin; beguiling 
unstable souls: a heart they have exer- 
cised with covetous practices; cursed 
children : 

15 Which have forsaken the right way, 


and are gone astray, following the way 


Lord desoribed. 


ing of the day of God, wherein the heav- 
ens being on fire shall be dissolved, and 
the elements shall melt with fervent heat? 

13 Nevertheless we, according to his 
promise, look for new heavens and a new 
earth, wherein dwelleth righteousness. 

14 Wherefore, beloved, seeing that ye 
look for such things, be diligent that ye 
may be found of him in peace, without 
spot, and blameless. 

15 And account that the longsuffering of 
our Lord 7s salvation ; even as our belov- 
ed brother Paul also according to the 
wisdom given unto him hath written 
unto you; 

16 As also in all his epistles, speaking in 
them of these things; in which are some 
things hard to be understood, which they 
that are unlearned and unstable wrest, as 
they do also the other Scriptures, unto 
their own destruction. 

17 Ye therefore, beloved, seeing ye 
know these things before, beware lest ye 
also, being led away with the error of 
the wicked, fall from your own stead- 
fastness. 

18 But grow in grace, and 77 the knowl- 
edge of our Lord and Saviour Jesus 
Christ. To him de glory both now and 
for ever. Amen.

17 And the world passeth away, and 
the lust thereof: but he that doeth the 
will of God abideth for ever.

22 Who is a liar but he that denieth 
that Jesus is the Christ? He is anti- 
ee that denieth the Father and the 

on. 

23 Whosoever denieth the Son, the 
same hath not the Father: [dwt] he that 
acknowledgeth the Son hath the Father 
also. 

24 Let that therefore abide in you, 
which ye have heard from the beginning. 
If that which ye have heard from the 
beginning shall remain in you, ye also 
shall continue in the Son, and in the 
Father. 

25 And this is the promise that he hath 
promised us, even eternal life. 

26 These things have I written unto you 
concerning them that seduce you. 

27 But the anointing which ye have 
received of him abideth in you, and ye 
need not that = a teach you: but 
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9 If we confess our sins, he is faithful 
and just to forgive us owr sins, and to 
cleanse us from all unrighteousness. 

10 If we say that we have not sinned, 
we make him a liar, and his word is not 
in us.

7 Brethren, I write no new command- 
ment unto you, but an old command- 
ment which ye had from the beginning. 


- The old commandment is the word 


which ye have heard from the beginning. 

8 Again, a new commandment I write 
unto you, which thing is true in him 
and in you: because the darkness is 
past, and the true light now shineth. 

9 He that saith he isin the light, and 
hateth his brother, is in darkness even 
until now. 

10 He that loveth his brother abideth in 
the light, and there is none occasion of 
stumbling in him. 

11 But he that hateth his brother is in 
darkness, and walketh in darkness, and 
knoweth not whither he goeth, because 
that darkness hath blinded his eyes. 

12 I write unto you, little children, be- 
cause your sins are forgiven you for his 
name’s sake. 

13 I write unto you, fathers, because ye 
have known him that 7s from the begin- 
ning. I write unto you, young men, be- 
cause ye have overcome the wicked one.

12 Not as Cain, who was of that wicked

11 Beloved, if God so loved us, we 
ought also to love one another. 

12 No man hath seen God at any time. 
If we love one another, God dwelleth in 
us, and his love is perfected in us. 

18 Hereby know we that we dwell in 
him, and he in us, because he hath given 
us of his Spirit. 

14 And we have seen and do testify that 
the Father sent the Son 70 de the Saviour 
of the world. 

15 Whosoever shall confess that Jesus 
is the Son of God, God dwelleth in him, 
and he in God. 

16 And we have known and believed 
the love that God hath to us. God is 
love ; and he that dwelleth in love dwell- 
eth in God, and God in him. 

17 Herein is our love made perfect, 
that we may have boldness in the day of 
judgment: because as he is, so are we in 
this world.

12 These are spots in your feasts of char- 
ity, when they feast with you, feeding 
themselves without fear: clouds they are 
without water, carried about of winds; 
trees whose fruit withereth, without fruit, 
twice dead, plucked up by the roots ; 

13 Raging waves of the sea, foaming 
out their own shame ; wandering stars, to 
whom is reserved the blackness of dark- 
ness for ever. 

14 And Enoch also, the seventh from 
Adam, prophesied of these, saying, Be- 
hold, the Lord cometh with ten thousand 
of his saints,

upon me, saying unto me, Fear not; I 
am the first and the last: 

18 J am he that liveth, and was dead ; 
and, behold, I am alive for evermore, 
Amen; and have the keys of hell and 
of death. 

19 Write the things which thou hast 
seen, and the things which are, and the 
things which shall be hereafter ; 

20 The mystery of the seven stars which 
thou sawest in my right hand, and the 
seven golden candlesticks. The seven 
stars are the angels of the seven churches: 
and the seven candlesticks which thou 
sawest are the seven churches. 


CHAPTER 2. 


What is commanded to be writien to the angels, 
that is, the ministers of the churches of 1 Ephesus, 
8 Smyrna, 12 Pergamos, 18 Thyatira: and what 
is commended, or found wanting in them. 


NTO the angel of the church of 

Ephesus write; These things saith 
he that holdeth the seven stars in his 
right hand, who walketh in the midst 
of the seven golden candlesticks ; 

2 I know thy works, and thy labour, and 
thy patience, and how thou canst not bear 
them which are evil: and thou hast tried 
them which say they are apostles, and 
are not, and hast found them liars: 

3 And hast borne, and hast patience, 
and for my name’s sake hast laboured, 
and hast not fainted. 

4 Nevertheless I have somewhat against 
thee, because thou hast left thy first love. 

5 Remember therefore from whence thou 
art fallen, and repent, and do the first 
works; or else I will come unto thee 
quickly, and will remove thy candlestick 
out of his place, except thou repent. 

6 But this thou hast, that thou hatest the 
deeds of the Nicolaitans, which I also hate. 

ἢ He that hath an ear, let him hear what 
the Spirit saith unto the churches; To 
him that overcometh will I give to eat 
of the tree of life, which is in the midst 
of the paradise of God. 

8 And unto the angel of the church in 
Smyrna write; These things saith the first 
and the last, which was dead, and is alive; 

9 I know thy works, and tribulation, 
and poverty, (but thou art rich) and 7 
know the blasphemy of them which say 
they are Jews, and are not, but ave the 
synagogue of Satan. 

10 Fear none of those things which tho

seven Spirits which are before his 
throne ; / 

5 And from Jesus Christ, who is the 
faithful witness, and the firstbegotten of 
the dead, and the prince of the kings of 
the earth. Unto him that loved us, and

6 And hath made us kings and priests 
unto God and his Father; to him 06 glory 
and dominion for ever and ever. Amen. 

7 Behold, he cometh with clouds; and 
every eye shall see him, and they also 
which pierced him: and all kindreds 
of the earth shall wail because of him. 
Even so, Amen. 

8 Tam Alpha and Omega, the beginning 
and the ending, saith the Lord, which is, 
and which was, and which is to come, 
- the Almighty. 

9 I John, who also am your brother, 
and companion in tribulation, and in the 
kingdom and patience of Jesus Christ, 
was in the isle that is called Patmos, for 
the word of God, and for the testimony 
of Jesus Christ. 

10 I was in the Spirit on the Lord’s 
day, and heard behind me a great voice, 
as of a trumpet, 

11 Saying, Iam Alpha and Omega, the 
first and the iast: and, What thou seest, 
write in a book, and send 07 unto the 
seven churches which are in Asia; unto 
Ephesus, and unto Smyrna, and unto 
Pergamos, and unto Thyatira, and unto 
Sardis, and unto Philadelphia, and unto 
Laodicea. 

12 And I turned to see the voice that 
spake with me. And being turned, I 
saw seven golden candlesticks ; 

13 And in the midst of the seven can- 


dlesticks one like unto the Son of man, | 


clothed with a garment down to the foot, 
and girt about the paps with a golden 
girdle. 

14 His head and his hairs were white 
like wool, as white as snow; and his 
eyes were as a flame of fire; 

15 And his feet like unto fine brass, 
as if they burned in a furnace; and his 
voice as the sound of many waters. 

16 And he had in his right hand seven 
stars : and out of his mouth went a sharp 
twoedged sword: and his countenance 
was as the sun shineth in his strength. 

17 And when I saw him, I fell at his 
feet as dead. And he laid his right hand

24 But unto you I say, and unto the 
rest in Thyatira, as many as have not 
this doctrine, and which have not known 
the depths of Satan, as they speak; I 
will put upon you none other burden. 

25 But that which ye have already, hold 
fast till I come. 

26 And he that overcometh, and keep- 
eth my works unto the end, to him will 
I give power over the nations: 

27 And he shall rule them with a rod of 
iron ; as the vessels of a potter shall they 
be broken to shivers: even as I received 
of my Father. 

28 And 1 will give him the morning star. 

29 He that hath an ear, let him hear 
what the Spirit saith unto the churches. 


CHAPTER 3. 


2 The angel of the church of Sardis is 7% 96 
horted to repent, and threatened if he do not repent. 
8 The angel of the church of Philadelphia 10 is 
approved for his diligence and patience. 15 The 
angel of Laodicea rebuked, for being neither hot 
nor cold, 19 and admonished to be more zealous. 
20 Christ standeth at the door and knocketh. 


ND unto the angel of the church in 

Sardis write; These things saith he 

that hath the seven Spirits of God, and 

the seven stars; I know thy works, that 

thou hast a name that thou livest, and 
art dead. 

2 Be watchful, and strengthen the 
things which remain, that are ready to 
die: for I have not found thy works 
perfect before God. 

3 Remember therefore how thou hast 
received and heard, and hold fast, and 
repent. If therefore thou shalt not 
watch, I will come on thee as a thief, 
and thou shalt not know what hour I 
will come upon thee. 

4 Thou hast a few names even in Sardis 
which have not defiled their garments; 
and they shall walk with me in white: 
for they are worthy. 

5 He that overcometh, the same shall be 
clothed in white raiment ; and I will not 
blot out his name out of the book of life,

shalt suffer: behold, the devil shall cast 
some of you into prison, that ye may be 
tried ; and ye shall have tribulation ten 
days: be thou faithful unto death, and I 
will give thee a crown of life.

13 I know thy works, and where thou 
dwellest, even where Satan’s seat 7s: and 
thou holdest fast my name, and hast not 
denied my faith, even in those days 
wherein Antipas was my faithful martyr, 
who was slain among you, where Satan 
dwelleth. 

14 But I have a few things against thee, 
because thou hast there them that hold 
the doctrine of Balaam, who taught Balak 
to cast a stumblingblock before the chil- 
dren of Israel, to eat things sacrificed 
unto idols, and to commit fornication. 

15 So hast thou also them that hold the 
doctrine of the Nicolaitans, which thing 
I hate. 

16 Repent; or else I will come unto thee 
quickly, and will fight against them with 
the sword of my mouth. 

17 He that hath an ear, let him hear 
what the Spirit saith unto the churches ; 
To him that overcometh will I give to eat 
of the hidden manna, and will give hima 
white stone, and in the stone a new name 
written, which no man knoweth saving 
he that receiveth 7. 

18 And unto the angel of the church in 
Thyatira write; These things saith the 
- Son of God, who hath his eyes like unto 
a flame of fire, and his feet are like fine 
brass ; 

19 I know thy works, and charity, and 
service, and faith, and thy patience, and 
thy works; and the last to 06 more than 
the first. 

20 Notwithstanding I have a few things 
against thee, because thou sufferest that 
woman Jezebel, which calleth herself a 
prophetess, to teach and to seduce my 
servants to commit fornication, and to 
eat things sacrificed unto idols. 

21 And I gave her space to repent of 
her fornication ; and she repented not.

19 As many as I love, I rebuke and 
chasten : be zealous therefore, and repent.

FTER this I looked, and, behold, 8 
door was opened in heaven : and the 
first voice which I heard was as it were 
of a trumpet talking with me; which 
said, Come up hither, and I will shew 
thee things which must be hereafter. 

2 And immediately I was in the Spirit: 
and, behold, a throne was set in heaven, 
and one sat on the throne. 

3 And he that sat was to look upon like 
a jasper and a sardine stone: and there 
was a rainbow round about the throne, 
in sight like unto an emerald. 

4 And round about the throne were four 
and twenty seats: and upon the seats I 
saw four and twenty elders sitting, 
clothed in white raiment; and they had 
on their heads crowns of gold. 

5 And out 01 the throne proceeded light-— 
nings and thunderings and voices: and 
there were seven lamps of fire burning 
before the throne, which are the seven 
Spirits of God. 

6 And before the throne there was a sea 
of glass like unto crystal: and in the 
midst of the throne, and round about 
the throne, were four beasts full of eyes 
before and behind. 

7 And the first beast 0208 like a lion, 
and the second beast like a calf, and the 
third beast had a face asa man, and the 
fourth beast was like a flying eagle. 

8 And the four beasts had each of them 
six wings about him; and they were full

11 Behold, 1 come quickly: hold that 
fast which thou hast, that no man take 
thy crown. 

12 Him that overcometh will I make a 
pillar in the temple of my God, and he 
shall go no more out: and I will write 
upon him the name of my God, and the 
name of the city of my God, which 8 
new Jerusalem, which cometh down out 
of heaven from my God: and J will write 
upon him my new name. 

13 He that hath an ear, let him hear 
what the Spirit saith unto the churches. 

14 And unto the angel of the church of 
the Laodiceans write ; These things saith 
the Amen, the faithful and true witness, 
the beginning of the creation of God ; 

15 i know thy works, that thou art nei- 
ther cold nor hot: I would thou wert 
cold or hot. 

16 So then because thou art lukewarm, 
and neither cold nor hot, I will spew 
thee out of my mouth. 

17 Because thou sayest, 1 am rich, and 
increased with goods, and have need of 
nothing ; and knowest not that thou art 
wretched, and miserable, and poor, and 
blind, and naked: 
> 18 I counsel thee to buy of me gold 
tried in the fire, that thou mayest be 
rich; and white raiment, that thou

slain, and hast redeemed us to God by 
thy blood out of every kindred, and 
tongue, and people, and nation; 

10 And hast made us unto our God 
kings and priests: and we shall reign on 
the earth. 

11 And I beheld, and I heard the voice of 
many angels round about the throne, and 
the beasts, and the elders: and the num- 
ber of them was ten thousand times ten 
thousand, and thousands of thousands ; 

12 Saying with a loud voice, Worthy is 
the Lamb that was slain to receive power, ἡ 
and riches, and wisdom, and strength, 
and honour, and glory, and blessing. 

13 And every creature which is in heay- 
en, and on the earth, and under the 
earth, and such as are in the sea, and all 
that are in them, heard I saying, Blessing, 
and honour, and glory, and power, 06 
unto him that sitteth upon the throne, 
and unto the Lamb for ever and ever. 

14 And the four beasts said, Amen.

CHAPTER 6. 


1 The opening of the seals in order, and what follow- 
ed thereupon, containing a prophecy to the end of 
the world. 

ND I saw when the Lamb opened 

one of the seals, and I heard, as it 

were the noise of thunder, one of the 
four beasts saying, Come and see. 

2 And I saw, and behold a white horse: 
and he that sat on him had a bow; and 
a crown was given unto him: and he 
went forth conquering, and to conquer. — 

3 And when he had opened the second 
seal, I heard the second beast say, Come 
and see.

6 And I heard a voice in the midst of 
the four beasts say, A measure of wheat 
for a penny, and three measures of bar- 
ley for a penny; and see thou hurt not 
the oil and the wine.

ND I saw in the right hand of him 


that sat on the throne a book written- 


within and on the back side, sealed with 
seven seals. 

2 And I saw a strong angel proclaiming 
with aloud voice, Who is worthy to open 
the book, and to loose the seals thereof ? 

3 And no man in heaven, nor in earth, 
neither under the earth, was able to open 
the book, neither to look thereon. 

4 And I wept much, because no man 
was found worthy to open and to read 
the book, neither to look thereon. 

5 And one of the elders saith unto me, 
Weer not: behold, the Lion of the tribe 
of Juda, the Root of David, hath pre- 
vailed to open the book, and to loose 
the seven seals thereof. 

6 And I beheld, and, lo, in the midst of 
the throne and of the four beasts, and 
in the midst of the elders, stood a Lamb 
as it had been slain, having seven horns 
and seven eyes, which are the seven Spir- 
its of God sent forth into all the earth. 

7 And he came and took the book out 
of the right hand of him that sat upon 
the throne. 

8 And when he had taken the book, 
the four beasts and four and twenty 
elders fell down before the Lamb, hav- 
ing every one of them harps, and golden 
vials full of odours, which are the pray- 
ers of saints. 

9 And they sung a new song, saying, 
Thou art worthy to take the book, and 
to open the seals thereof: for thou wast 


The number of the seated. 


ND after these things I saw four 

angels standing on the four corners

Of the tribe of Levi 
were sealed twelve thousand. Of the 
tribe of Issachar were sealed twelve 
thousand. 

8 Of the tribe of Zabulon were sealed 
twelve thousand. Of the tribe of Joseph 
were sealed twelve thousand. Of the 
tribe of Benjamin were sealed twelve 
thousand. 

9 After this I beheld, and, lo, a great 
multitude, which no man could number, 
of all nations, and kindreds, and people, 
and tongues, stood before the throne, and 
before the Lamb, clothed with white 
robes, and palms in their hands; 

10 And cried with a loud voice, saying, 
Salvation to our God which sitteth upon 
the throne, and unto the Lamb. 

11 And all the angels stood round about 
the throne, and about the elders and the 
four beasts, and fell before the throne on 
their faces, and worshipped God, 

12 Saying, Amen: Blessing, and glory, 
and wisdom, and thanksgiving, and hon- 
our, and power, and might, de unto our 
God for ever and ever.

13 And the stars of heaven fell unto 
the earth, even as a fig tree casteth her 
untimely figs, when she is shaken of a 
mighty wind. 

14 And the heaven departed as a scroll 
when it is rolled together; and every 
mountain and island were moved out of 
their places. 

15 And the kings of the earth, and the 
great men, and the rich men, and the 
chief captains, and the mighty men, and 
every bond man, and every free man, 
hid themselves in the dens and in the 
rocks of the mountains; 

16 And said to the mountains and 
rocks, Fall on us, and hide us from the 
face of him that sitteth on the throne, 
and from the wrath of the Lamb: 

17 For the great day of his wrath is 
come; and who shall be able to stand ? 


CHAPTER 7. 


3 An angel sealeth the servants of God in their fore- 
heads. 4 The number of them that were sealed; 
of the tribes of Israel a certain number. 9 Of ail 
other nations an innumerable multitude, which 
stand before the throne, clad in white robes, and 
palms in their hands. 14 Their robes were washed 
in the blood of the Lamb.

10 And the third angel sounded, and 
there fell a great star from heaven, burn- 
ing as it were a lamp, and it fell upon 
the third part of the rivers, and upon 
the fountains of waters;

2 He openeth the pit, and ΠΩ 
come forth locusts like scorpions. 12 The first 
woe past. sixth trumpet soundeth. 14 
Four angels are let loose, that were bound. 


ND the fifth angel sounded, and I 

saw a Star fall from heaven unto 

the earth: and to him was given the key 
of the bottomless pit. 

2 And he opened the bottomless pit; 
and there arose a smoke out of the pit, 
as the smoke of a great furnace; and the 
sun and the air were darkened by reason 
of the smoke of the pit. 

3 And there came out of the smoke 
locusts upon the earth: and unto them 
was given power, as the scorpions of the 
earth have power. 

4 And it was commanded them that 
they should not hurt the grass of the 
earth, neither any green thing, neither 
any tree; but only those men which have 
not the seal of God in their foreheads.

1 At the opening of the seventh seal, 2 seven angels 
had seven trumpets given them. 6 Four of them 
sound their trumpets, and great plagues follow. 3 
Another angel putteth incense to the prayers of the 
saints on the golden altar. 


ND when he had opened the seventh 
seal, there was silence in heaven 
about the space of half an hour. 

2 And I saw the seven angels which 
stood before God; and to them were 
given seven trumpets. 

3 And another angel came and stood at 
the altar, having a golden censer; and 
there was given unto him much incense, 
that he should offer 7¢ with the prayers 
of all saints upon the golden altar which 
was before the throne. 

4 And the smoke of the incense, which 
came with the prayers of the saints, as- 
cended up before God out of the angel’s 
hand. 

5 And the angel took the censer, and 
filled it with fire of the altar, and cast 
it into the earth: and there were voices, 
and thunderings, and lightnings, and an 
earthquake.

19 For their power is in their mouth, 
and in their tails: for their tails were like 
unto serpents, and had heads, and with 
them they do hurt.

21 Neither repented they of their mur- 
ders, nor of their sorceries, nor of their 
fornication, nor of their thefts.

12 The merchandise of gold, and silver, 
and precious stones, and of pearls, and 
fine linen, and purple, and silk, and scar- 
let, and all thyine wood, and all manner 
vessels of ivory, and all manner vessels 
of most precious wood, and of brass, and 
iron, and marble, 

18 And cinnamon, and odours, and oint- 
ments, and frankincense, and wine, and 
oil, and fine flour, and wheat, and beasts, 
and sheep, and horses, and chariots, and 
slaves, and souls of men. 

14 And the fruits that thy soul lusted 
after are departed from thee, and all 
things which were dainty and goodly are 
departed from thee, and thou shalt find 
them no more at all. 

15 The merchants of these things, which 
were made rich by her, shall stand afar 
off for the fear of her torment, weeping 
and wailing, 

16 And saying, Alas, alas, that great 
city, that was clothed in fine linen, and 
purple, and scarlet, and decked with 
gold, and precious stones, and pearls! 

17 For in one hour so great riches is 
come to nought. And every shipmaster, 
and all the company in ships, and sailors, 
and as many as trade by sea, stood afar 


off,

even he is the eighth, and is of the seven, 
and goeth into perdition. 

12 And the ten horns which thou saw- 
est are ten kings, which have received no 
kingdom as yet; but receive power as 
kings one hour with the beast. 

13 These have one mind, and shall give 
their power and strength unto the beast. 

14 These shall make war with the Lamb, 
and the Lamb shall overcome them: for 
_ he is Lord of lords, and King of kings: 
and they that are with him ave called, 
and chosen, and faithful. 

15 And he saith unto me, The waters 
which thou sawest, where the whore sit- 
teth, are peoples, and multitudes, and 
nations, and tongues. 

16 And the ten horns which thou sawest 
upon the beast, these shall hate the whore, 
and shall make her desolate and naked, 
and shall eat her flesh, and burn her with 
fire. 

17 For God hath put in their hearts to 
fulfil his will, and to agree, and give their 
kingdom unto the beast, until the words 
of God shall be fulfilled. 

18 And the woman which thou sawest 
is that great city, which reigneth over the 
kings of the earth. 


CHAPTER 18. 


2 Babylon is fallen. 4 The people of God command- 
ed to depart out of her. 9 The kings of the earth, 
11 with the merchants and mariners, lament over 
her. 20 The sainis rejoice for the judgments of 
God upon her. 


ND after these things I saw another 

angel come down from heaven, hav- 

ing great power; and the earth was light- 
ened with his glory. 

2 And he cried mightily with a strong 
voice, saying, Babylon the great is fallen, 
is fallen, and is become the habitation of 
devils, and the hold of every foul spirit, 
5 a cage of every unclean ה‎ 1 
bird. 

3 For all nations have drunk of the wine 
of the wrath of her fornication, and the 
kings of the earth have committed forni- 
cation with her, and the merchants of the 
earth are waxed rich through the abun- 
dance of her delicacies. 4 

4 And 1 heard another voice from heay- 
> €n, saying, Come out of her, my people, 
that ye be not partakers of her sins, and 
that ye receive not of her plagues. 

5 For her sins have reached unto heaven, 
and God hath remembered her iniquities, 


of the Lamb, 
saying, Praise our God, all ye his serv- 
ants, and ye that fear him, both small 
and great. . 

6 And I heard as it were the voice of a 
great multitude, and as the voice of many 
waters, and as the voice of mighty thun- 
derings, saying, Alleluia: for the Lord 
God omnipotent reigneth. 

7 Let us be glad and rejoice, and give 
honour to him: for the marriage of the 
Lamb is come, and his wife hath made 
herself ready. 

8 And to her was granted that she 
should be arrayed in fine linen, clean 
and white: for the fine linen is the right- 
eousness of saints. 

9 And he saith unto me, Write, Blessed 
are they which are called unto the mar- 
riage supper of the Lamb. And he saith 
unto me, These are the true sayings of 
God. 

10 And I fell at his feet to worship him. 
And he said unto me, See thou do 07 not: 
I am thy fellow servant, and of thy. 
brethren that have the testimony of 
Jesus: worship God: for the testimony 
of Jesus is the spirit of prophecy. 

11 And I saw heaven opened; and be- 
hold a white horse ; and he that sat upon 
him was called Faithful and True, and 
in righteousness he doth judge and make 
war. 

12 His eyes were as a flame of fire, and 
on his head were many crowns; and he 
had a name written, that no man knew, 
but he himself. 

18 And he was clothed with a vesture 
dipped in blood: and his name is called 
The Word of God. 

14 And the armies which were in heaven 
followed him upon white horses, clothed 
in fine linen, white and clean. 

15 And out of his mouth goeth a sharp 
sword, that with it he should smite the 
nations; and he shall rule them with a 
rod of iron: and he treadeth the wine- 
press of the fierceness and wrath of Al- 
mighty God. 

16 And he hath on his vesture and on 
his thigh a name written, KING OF 
KINGS, AND LORD OF LORDS. 

17 And I saw an angel standing in the 
sun; and he cried with a loud voice, say- 
ing to all the fowls that fly in the midst 
of heaven, Come and gather yourselves to- 
gether unto the supper of the great God;

18 And cried when they saw the smoke 
of her burning, saying, What city 7s like 
unto this great city ! 

19 And they cast dust on their heads, 
and cried, weeping and wailing, saying, 
Alas, alas, that great city, wherein were 
made rich all that had ships in the sea 
by reason of her costliness! for in one 
hour is she made desolate. 

20 Rejoice over her, thou heaven, and ye 
holy apostles and prophets ; for God hath 
avenged you on her. 

21 And a mighty angel took up a stone 
like a great millstone, and cast 22 into the 
sea, saying, Thus with violence shall that 
great city Babylon be thrown down, and 
shall be found no more at all. 

22 And the voice of harpers, and musi- 
cians, and of pipers, and trumpeters, shall 
be heard no more at all in thee; and no 
craftsman, of whatsoever craft he be, shall 
be found any more in thee ; and the sound 
of a millstone shall be heard no more at 
all in thee ; 

23 And the light of a candle shall shine 
no more at all in thee; and the voice of 
the bridegroom and of the bride shall be 
heard no more at all in thee: for thy 
merchants were the great men of the 
earth; for by thy sorceries were all na- 
tions deceived. 

24 And in her was found the blood of 
prophets, and of saints, and of all that 
were slain upon the earth. 


CHAPTER 19. 


1 God is praised in heaven for judging the great 
whore, and avenging the blood of his saints. ἡ The 
marriage of the Lamb. 10 The angel will not be wor- 
shipped. 1% The fowls called to the great slaughter. 


D after these things I heard a great‏ יי 
voice of much people in heaven,‏ 
saying, Alleluia; Salvation, and glory,‏ 
and honour, and power, unto the Lord‏ 
our God:‏ 

2 For true and righteous are his judg- 
ments; for he hath judged the great 
whore, which did corrupt the earth with 
her fornication, and hath avenged the 
blood of his servants at her hand. 

3 And again they said, Alleluia. And 
her smoke rose up for ever and ever. 

4 And the four and twenty elders and 
the four beasts fell down and worshipped 
God that sat on the throne, saying, 
Amen; Alleluia. 

5 And a voice came au of the throne, 
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The general judgment, 


shall be priests of God and of Christ, 
and shall reign with him a thousand 
years. 

7 And when the thousand years are ex- 
pired, Satan shall be loosed out of his 
prison, 

8 And shall go out to deceive the na- 
tions which are in the four quarters of 
the earth, Gog and Magog, to gather 
them together to battle: the number of 
whom 7s as the sand of the sea. 

9 And they went up on the breadth of 
the earth, and compassed the camp of 
the saints about, and the beloved city: 
and fire came down from God out of 
heaven, and devoured them. 

10 And the devil that deceived them 
was cast into the lake of fire and brim- 
stone, where the beast and the false 
prophet are, and shall be tormented 
day and night for ever and ever. 

11 And I saw a great white throne, and 
him that sat on it, from whose face the 
earth and the heaven fled away; and 
there was found no place for them. 

12 And I saw the dead, small and great, 
stand before God; and the books were 
opened : and another book was opened, 
which is the book of life: and the dead 
were judged out of those things which 
were written in the books, according to 
their works. 

13 And the sea gave up the dead which 
were in it; and death and hell delivered 
up the dead which were in them: and 
they were judged every man according 
to their works. 

14 And death and hell were cast into the 
lake of fire. This is the second death. 

15 And whosoever was not found writ- 
ten in the book of life was cast into the 
lake of fire. 

CHAPTER 21. 


1 A new heaven and a new earth. 10 The heavenly 
Jerusalem, with a full description thereof. 23 She 
needeth no sun, the glory of God is her light. 24The 
kings of the earth bring their riches unto her. 


ND I saw a new heaven and a new 

earth: for the first heaven and the 

first earth were passed away; and there 
was ΠΟ more sea. 

2 And I John saw the holy city, new 
Jerusalem, coming down from God out 
of heaven, prepared as a bride adorned 
for her husband. 

3 And I heard a great voice out of 
heaven saying, Behold, the tabernacle of 
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- REVELATION, 21.

18 That ye may eat the flesh of kings, 
ané the flesh of captains, and the flesh of 
mighty men, and the flesh of horses, and 
of them that sit on them, and the flesh 
of all men, doth free and bond, both 
small and great. 

19 And I saw the beast; and the kings 
of the earth, and their armies, gathered 
together to make war against him that 
sat on the horse, and against his army. 

20 And the beast was taken, and with 
him the false prophet that wrought mir- 
acles before him, with which he deceiv- 
ed them that had received the mark of 
the beast, and them that worshipped his 
image. These both were cast alive into 
a lake of fire burning with brimstone. 

21 And the remnant were slain with 
the sword of him that sat upon the 
horse, which sword proceeded out of 
his mouth: and all the fowls were filled 
with their flesh. 


CHAPTER 20. 


2 Satan bound for a thousand years. 6 The 
resurrection < they blessed that have part therein. 
7 Satan let loose again. 8 Gog and Magog. 10 
The devil cast into the lake of fire and brimstone. 
12 The last and general resurrection. 


ND I saw an angel come down from 

heaven, having the key of the bot- 

tomless pit and a great chain in his 
hand. 

2 And he laid hold on the dragon, that 
old serpent, which is the Devil, and 
Satan, and bound him a thousand years, 

8 And cast him into the bottomless pit, 
and shut him up, and set a seal upon 
him, that he should deceive the nations 
no more, till the thousand years should 
be fulfilled: and after that he must be 
loosed a little season. 

4 And I saw thrones, and they sat upon 
them, and judgment was given unto 
them: and ἢ saw the souls of them that 
were beheaded for the witness of Jesus, 
and for the word of God, and which had 
not worshipped the beast, neither his 
image, neither had received Azs mark 
upon their foreheads, or in their hands; 
and they lived and reigned with Christ 
a thousand years. 

5 But the rest of the dead lived not 
again until the thousand years were fin- 
ished. This 7s the first resurrection. 

6 Blessed and holy 28 he that hath part 
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the heavenly Jerusalem. 


he measured the city with the reed, twelve 
thousand furlongs. The length and the 
breadth and the height of it are equal. 

17 And he measured the wall thereof, 
a hundred and forty and four cubits, 
according to the measure of a man, that 
is, of the angel. 

18 And the building of the wall of it 
was of jasper: and the city was pure 
gold, like unto clear glass. 

19 And the foundations of the wall of 
the city were garnished with all manner 
of precious stones. The first foundation 
was jasper; the second, sapphire; the 
third, a chalcedony; the fourth, an 
emerald ; 

20 The fifth, sardonyx; the sixth, sar- 
dius ; the seventh, chrysolite ; the eighth, 
beryl; the ninth, a topaz; the tenth, a 
chrysoprasus; the eleventh, a jacinth; 
the twelfth, an amethyst. 

21 And the twelve gates were twelve 
pearls; every several gate was of one 
pearl: and the street of the city was 
pure gold, as it were transparent glass. 

22 And I saw no temple therein: for 
the Lord God Almighty and the Lamb 
are the temple of it. 

23 And the city had no need of the sun, 
neither of the moon, to shine in it: for 
the glory of God did lighten it, and the 
Lamb 7s the light thereof. 

24 And the nations of them which are 
saved shall walk in the light of it: and 
the kings of the earth do bring their 
glory and honour into it. 

25 And the gates of it shall not be shut 
at all by day : for there shall be no night 
there. 

26 And they shall bring the glory and 
honour of the nations into it. 

27 And there shall in no wise enter into 
it any thing that defileth, neither whatso- 
ever worketh abomination, or maketh a 
lie: but they which are written in the 
Lamb’s book of life. . 


CHAPTER 22. 


1 The river of the water of life.- 2 The tree of life. 5 
The light of the city of God is himself. 9 The angel 
will not be worshipped. 18 Nothing may be added 
to the word of God, nor taken therefrom. 

ND he shewed me a pure river of 
water of life, clear as crystal, pro- 
ceeding out of the throne of God and of 
the Lamb. : 
2 In the midst of the street of it, and 
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REVELATION, 22. -

God 7s with men, and he will dwell with 
them, and they shall be his people, and 
God himself shall be with them, and be 
their God. 

4 And God shall wipe away all tears 
from their eyes; and there shall be no 
more death, neither sorrow, nor crying, 
neither shall there be any more pain: for 
the former things are passed away. 

5 And he that sat upon the throne said, 
Behold, I make all things new. And he 
said unto me, Write: for these words are 
true and faithful. 

6 And he said unto me, It is done. I 
am Alpha and Omega, the beginning 
and the end. I will give unto him that 
is athirst of the fountain of the water of 
life freely. 

7 He that overcometh shall inherit all 
things; and I will be his God, and he 
shall be my son. 

8 But the fearful, and unbelieving, and 
the abominable, and murderers, and 
whoremongers, and sorcerers, and idol- 
aters, and all liars, shall have their part 
in the lake which burneth with fire and 
brimstone: which is the second death. 

9 And there came unto me one of the 
seven angels which had the seven vials 
“full of the seven last plagues, and talked 
with me, saying, Come hither, I will 
shew thee the bride, the Lamb’s wife. 

10 And he carried me away in the 
spirit to a great and high mountain, and 
shewed me that great city, the holy 
Jerusalem, descending out of heaven 
from God, 

11 Having the glory of God: and her 
light was like unto a stone most precious, 
even like a jasper stone, clear as crystal ; 

12 And had a wall great and high, and 
had twelve gates, and at the gates twelve 
angels, and names written thereon, which 
are the names of the twelve tribes of the 
children of Israel : 

13 On the east three gates ; on the north 
three gates; on the south three gates; 
and on the west three gates. 

14 And the wall of the city had twelve 
foundations, and in them the names of 
the twelve apostles of the Lamb. 

15 And he that talked with me had a 
golden reed to measure the city, and the 
gates thereof, and the wall thereof. 

16 And the city lieth foursquare, and 
the length is as ₪ the breadth: and

him be righteous still: and he that is 
holy, let him be holy still. 

12 And, behold, I come quickly; and 
my reward 78 with me, to give every man 
according as his work shall be. 

13 I am Alpha and Omega, the begin-

14 Blessed ave they that do his com- 
mandments, that they may have right to 
the tree of life, and may enter in through 
the gates into the city. 

15 For without are dogs, and sorcerers, 
and whoremongers, and murderers, and 
idolaters, and whosoever loveth and 
maketh a lie. 

16 I Jesus have sent mine angel to testify 
unto you these things in the churches. 1 
am the root and the offspring of David, 
and the bright and morning star. 

17 And the Spirit and the bride say, 
Come. And let him that heareth say, 
Come. And let him that is athirst come. 
And whosoever will, let him take the 
water of life freely. 

18 For I testify unto every man that 
heareth the words of the prophecy of this 
book, If any man shall add unto these 
things, God shall add unto him the 
plagues that are written in this book: 

19 And if any man shall take away 
from the words of the book of this proph- 
ecy, God shall take away his part out of 
the book of life, and out of the holy city, 
and from the things which are written in 
this book. 

20 He which testifieth these things saith, 
Surely 1 come quickly: Amen. Even 
so, come, Lord Jesus. 

21 The grace of our Lord Jesus Christ
